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INTRODUCTION 


1. Dinshah P. Ghadiali delivered his first public lecture on 
the Spectro-Chrome version of color therapy on April 26, 1920. 
He trained hundreds of professionals and laypersons but as 
might be expected, soon met with severe and increasing opposi- 
tion. The first salvo was a long, derogatory article in the 
American Medical Association Journal (1924). The next assault 
was a criminal lawsuit (Buffalo NY, 1931), won with testimony of 
loyal Spectro-Chrome graduates. A seemingly endless series of 
legal entanglements followed, most of which were lost. 


2. In 1947, loss of a case motivated by the Food and Drug 
Administration resulted in Dinshah being placed on probation 
for five years; one stipulation was that all material in his 
possession pertaining to Spectro-Chrome be surrendered for 
destruction, except for a set of his writings in his personal 
library. Much information was rendered out-of-print. 


3. From 1922 through 1947 Dinshah edited the Spectro- 
Chrome monthly magazine. Complete seven-volume sets (240 
issues, History of Spectro-Chrome) were made by photo- 
copying in 1990 by Dinshah Health Society. Those seven 
volumes spanned considerably more than 6000 pages which 
made the set very informative but expensive, and more than 
many readers could digest. In this abridged version, the 
earlier years are considerably emphasized because there was 
a greater diversity of views and reports from professionals 
compared to later years. 


4. The 496 pages in this book are numbered with those of 
the 41 original issues. They have been edited: most blank 
pages/cartoons/ political pages/copyrights/etc. were deleted so 
page numbers are either on the outer or inner margin; page 
size was reduced about 2%. Many pages are out-of-square 
which is not unusual with Linotyped productions, and com- 
pounded by steps taken in copying; it is probably more evident 
here due to narrower margins. 

5. Dinshah used the word "occultism" in a few places; its 
true (and his intended) meaning is "hidden knowledge} and 
nothing more. Current usage for devil-worship, etc. is entirely 
incorrect. Aneclipse isan "occultation; resulting ina partially 
or completely hidden celestial object. 


6. Spectro-Chrome technical aspects have evolved through 
the years. Though the results of Spectro-Chrome usage re- 
lated here are for the most part very favorable, not everything 
in this book agrees with our present-day recommendations. As 
with many therapies, it is solely your responsibility how you 
proceed or utilize the information presented in this book.

MEASLES SERUM SEEMS TO 
PROMISE REAL IMMUNITY. 


Dr. Rudclf Degkwitz Reports Successful 
Experiments with New Preventive. 


Manchester, England, April 5.— 
Dr. Rudolf Degkwitz announces in 
the Deutsche Medizinische Wochen- 
schrift (an authoritative publica- 
tion) that he has succeeded in con- 
ferring immunity to measles by in- 
jecting a serum prepared from con- 
valescent patients. 

“This may prove to be one ot the 
greatest epochs in preventive medi- 
cine,’ writes a medical correspond- 
ent of the Manchester Guardian. “In 
his last series of 1,700 cases Degk- 
witz claims that all the contacts 1n- 
oculated were completely immuniz- 
ed or so protected that the disease 
was developed only in its mildest 
form and there was no untoward re- 
sult. 

“If these results are confirmed 
and the method can be effectively 
and generally applied, the result 
should be an even greater saving of 
life than has accrued from Jenner’s 
discovery of vaccination. 

“Measles, the most deadly of all 
the diseases of childhood, continues 
to be the least controllable of the 
scourges which regularly affect our 
people,” the Guardian’s correspond- 
ent says warningly. ‘With the pos- 
sible.exception of influenza there is 
no form of epidemic disease in face 
of which preventive medicine 1s so 
helpless. The causes for this are 
mainly two. In the first place the 
disease is not only highly infective 
but its infectivity is highest before 
the symptoms can be recognized. 
The child which contracts measles 
has three or four days in which to 
infect his family, his friends and his 
school-fellows before it 1s known 
definitely that he is suffering from 
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measles at all. The second cause is 
public apathy and ignorance of the 
dangerous nature of the complaint. 

“Half a century ago there appears 
to have been some justification for 
regarding measles as a trifling dis- 
order, something that every child 
must ‘get over,’ and the sooner the 
better. Owing to the operation of 
the still mysterious laws which gov- 
ern changes in type of disease, scar- 
let fever, which was justly dreaded 
has declined in virulence and ceased 
to be one of the major dangers of 
childhood; diphtheria is also much 
milder in form and its dangers can 
almost be eliminated by the early 
use of antitoxin. But measles has 
become more deadiy year by year. 

“The present writer can recall one 
recent epidemic of measles ina Lan- 
cashire town which slew in six 
months precisely the number of 
children that had succumbed te 
scarlet fever in ten years. Yet it is 
still not an unknown thing for a 
mother to put the other children in 
bed with a case of measles so that 
they may all ‘get over it together,’ 
and it is the constant complaint of 
doctors that they are not called in 
until the child is blue from pneu- 
monia and beyond all aid. 


“Compare this apathy with the 
horror of smallpox. Yet. before the 
introduction of vaccination, when 
smallpox was regarded as the na- 
tional plague, the death rate from 
this cause averaged 420 per million. 
™n 1915 the death rate from measles 
was 1,398 per million. Neither the 
Government nor the local authori- 
ties seem to have waked up to the 
facts represented by these figures. 
We continue to lavish enormous 
sums of money on the hospital 1so- 
lation of scarlet fever with very lit- 
tle effect on the prevalence of the 
disease, but hospital accommodation 
for measles is very rarely provided.

Say! Did you ever go joy riding 
with an attack-of the grip? You 
may take it from me that it has all 
other forms of amusement beaten to 
a standstill. The grip germ is the 
brainiest little bug that was ever 
chased by a doctor. 

I was sitting quietly at home read- 
ing Einstein’s masterly treatnient on 
the “Bending of Rays,” when I sud- 
denly began sneezing like a Bolshe- 
vik regiment answering roll call. A 
friend happened to be visiting at the 
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time in my house. He was deeply 
absorbed in the mysteries of Dar- 
win’s latest achievements, “Monkey 
Glands and Monkey Shines.” He 
acknowledged my first sneeze with 
the customary “Gesundheit,” then 
he trailed bravely along with his re- 
sponses for several minutes, but it 
was useless; I had more sneezes in 
my system than there are ‘‘Gesund- 
heits” in the entire German army. 
“Mr. Johnson,” he ventured after a 
time, “you are getting a cold.” “I’m 
not getting it,” I sniffed, “I have it 
now.” 

What a mean contemptible little 
creature a grip germ must be!

Then the doctor arrived on the 
scene. He threw his saws behind 
the mantelpiece and put a bunch of 
fierce-looking instruments on the ta- 
ble; then he felt my pulse. He took 
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my temperature and remarked that 
my tongue looked like a currycomb. 
Then he said “‘Ah!’’ and look at 
my leg very hard. “Say, Doc,” I 
whispered, “It is no use cutting my 
leg off, because the germs will hide 
in my elbow.” But the doctor dis- 
dained even to take notice of this 
ghastly attempt at humor; he began 
shooting questions at me faster than 
I could answer them.

Polarity of the Tissue Cell 
By LaVerne A. Barber, M.D., 


The electron is the base of atomic 


structure, bodily cells are molecular 
masses, man is a human dynamo. 
In health, man functions as a Posi- 


tive; dis-eased, he becomes a Nega- 


tive. 

The brain 1s divided into two 
equal hemispheres because of polar- 
ity. Polarically the left side, it is 
said, functions Positively; the right, 
Negatively. This is reversed in the 
body, where the left side is Nega- 
tive; the right, Positive. There are 
exceptions, but this is the rule. 

Why? The answer is Polarity. 

The Medulla Oblongata is a com- 
misure wherein the wires are switch- 
ed across and the nerve-currents 
shunted over to a changed polarity 
and a quickened vitality.

A statement of opinion is as noth- 
ing compared with a report of ex- 
perience. Repeated successes allow 
of no other conclusion than that ex- 
perience with Spectro- Chrome 
Therapy or Attuned Color Waves 
has proved its value.

Burns ot the first to the fourth 
degree heal in about half the time 
taken with any other line of treat- 
ment. No exuberant’ granulations 
form and the new skin is soft and 
flexible. Large areas cover in with- 
out contractions. At the present 
time, I have a girl eight years old 
whose clothes caught fire and from 
two-thirds to three-quarters of the 
torso, the neck to the hair line, one 
ear and one arm to the elbow were 
very badly burned. According to 
all rules for burns, this child “has 
no business to be alive,” but she is 
very much alive and the burned sur- 
face is practically one-half covered 
with beautiful flexible skin. The 
skin is so perfect that the nurses on 
the case remarked some days ago, 
“Dr. Baldwin, you will have diffi- 
culty to convince people of the ex- 
tent of that burn.” This case: has 
had no medication. Attuned Colors 
and correct diet have taken care of 
all symptoms, and elimination by 
kidneys, bowels and unburned skin 
has been so perfect that the tax on 
her vital forces has been reduced to 
a minimum. The local dressing in 
this case has been sterilized, waxed 
lunch paper dipped in-a saturated 
solution of bicarbonate of sodium in 
crude cocoanut oil, The cocoanut 
oil melts at body temperature. It 
is warmed to about that tempera- 
ture and the paper takes it up as a 
sponge does water and gives a trans- 
lucent covering for the burned sur- 
face. The oil paper, if allowed to 
extend bevond the burned surface, 
adheres to the skin sufficiently not 
to shuck. Outside of this we have 
used a jacket of two thicknesses of 
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gauze just tucked together over the 
shoulder and down the sides. No 
clothing at all and no bandages. 
This is the simplest and the most 
efficient dressing I ever used for 
burns and I have tested nearly if 
not all of the recent as well as the 
older methods of dressing. It 1s dif- 
ficult to do justice to such a case, 
on paper. The photograms may 
help a little, but they do not show 
the full extent of the burned surface. 

If Spectro-Chrome was of value 
in the treatment of burns only, it 
would be worth while for every phy- 
sician to investigate it.

SPECTRO-CHROME IN THE 
DENTAL OFFICE

Early in October, 1921, I began to 
use a 400-Watt Spectro-Chrome 
equipment in the treatment of three 
cases of Pyorrhoea Alveolaris. 

The first patient dropped out in 
three weeks, declaring she could not 
give the time or observe the dietetic 
rules. 

The second patient, a woman of 
pronounced dislike for any form of 
medicine, was interested and willing 
to be a subject for experiment. She 
came in the midst of an acute attack, 
five beautiful anterior teeth being 
involved (an X-ray examination 
showed marked disturbance.) I re- 
moved all calcareous deposits from 
necks of the teeth, cleaned and pol- 
ished crowns of the teeth, and insti- 
tuted a regular half-hour local treat- 
ment of alternate Green and Tur- 


quoise in place of the usual routine 
prophylactic treatment I gave such 
patients. 


There was a marked improvement 
aiter the sixth treatment—the pa- 
tient able to bite apples with com- 
fort—the color of the gums much 
improved. I then switched to alter- 
nate Indigo and Lemon at three-day 


intervals. I dismissed her after the 
(8th treatment. No recurrence so 
far. 


The third case was a woman 52 
years old, a diabetic; she was not 
satisfactory as a patient, though 
quite interesting. She is an invalid, 
comes infrequently, has had seven- 
teen local and two systemic treat- 
ments in six months; the improve- 
ment was very slight, which is all 
one could expect under the circum- 
stances. Her physician insists on 
a “diabetic diet,’ which includes 
meat and whiskey! An interesting 
phase of her treatment is that she 
always settles herself for a nap as 
soon as I turn the Green or Tur- 
quoise Color on her and says it rests 
her for about two days.

Vv only with the patients or their 
attending physicians. The patients

MAGENTA

(Paper presented before the 
Washington Association of Spectro- 
Chrome Therapists at their regular 
monthly meeting.) 


Recently I was the recipient of 
a highly diverting and altogether 
interesting post card message, as 
follows: 

Saturday night, 8.30—1439 R. 

Dear Henry—Well, old boy, you 
are to show what Magenta will do. 
I demand it on your part to produce 
a new field of progress and prove 
to us that you can and will surround 
the Universe with this immense 
stimulant.

Rather a large order, I should say. 
I treasure this post card, for of all 
strange missives I ever saw, much 
less received, this seemed then as 
now most cryptic. In fact I regard 
it nothing less than classic, but like 
all classics worthy of the name its 
true intent and import was to a 
degree obscure. The first impres- 
sion of surprise gave way to puzzled 
wonderment, then amusement min- 
gled at last with a feeling of 
haunting uncertainty, that spite of 
glee over the whimsical message 
would not down. Was the worthy 
doctor only joking, or half in jest, 
half in earnest, did he really mean 
to make a goat of me? If the latter, 
I thought, then all good and well, 
in true sporting spirit I’ll accept 
the challenge and become the goat. 
But if so be, beware! for in true 
goat-like fashion I mean to play my 
part. I give you fair warning then, 
all friends alike, whoever you are 
or wherever you happen to be or 
however disposed at the time, if in 
the immediate vicinity of my for- 


ward-going part I shall certainly 
endeavor to give you a very cordial 
butt—for playing goat remember 
is only a game of give-and-take; it 
is up to you to decide which you 
want. As the children used to say, 
I bid not to be it! I hear each one in 
turn exclaim, “All right, then [ll 
be the goat.” But look out! For 
I the butter, and you the buttee, 
will know what it is like to affront 
and confront a goatee. Next day 
perhaps after your vigorous pom- 
meling, you may not be able to do 
very gracefully or with a high de- 
gree of comfort what every good 
tub is required to do, but neverthe- 
less, you may console yourself with 
the thought that Spectro-Chrome 
can relieve you of your frightful 
predicament and all will soon be 
well. 

And now in passing, while on 
the pleasant subject of goats let us 
consider for a moment this amiable 
creature’s character, and analyze 
from a strictly scientific standpoint 
based on the indisputable principles 
of Spectro-Chrome, his most strik- 
ing characteristic, Whatever else 
may be said of him, a goat is certain- 
ly a progressive, forward-moving 
animal.

So 
much for that. But whence springs 
the animal’s well known propensity 
for displaying his high spirits by 
coming into violent contact with all 
around him?

Everyone knows that the 
most effective and at the same time 
inexpensive way to dispose of the 
accumulation of old tin cans on the 
premises is to allow his voracious 
majesty, the goat, free access to the 
feast. He indeed should be very

mal in or out of captivity, known to 
be able to devour, and not only that 
but to be able to devour with ex- 
ceeding gusto, articles of food com- 
posed entirely of metal,—in this 
case, large, round, fat tin cans. Now 


pause a@ moment—with what are 


these tin cans adorned that first 
attract the animal? Why to be sure, 
the most conspicuous, gaudy labels 
of flaming red and yellow! And 
where do we find the element of 
tin? Right on the yellow spectral 
section! Enough said. This ani- 
mating tin can diet supplies the 
necessary motor stimulus, and the 
immediate, magical effect is to cause 
the hilarious animal to go pitching 
about in every conceivable direction 
like a man four sheets in the wind, 
until stopped perchance by a stone 
wall. Thus, friends, we see that 
Spectro-Chrome is at the bottom of 
everything and can explain even so 
obscure a subject as the traditional 
nature of the common, garden vari- 
ety of goat. I trust you will par- 
don this manifest digression which 
is intended merely as a divertise- 
ment by way of introduction to the 
real subject in hand. 

Magenta! What mystic meaning 
and music in that word! Long 
ago a mighty one of earth ex- 
claimed, “What’s in a name?” Ah! 
Surely you must know by now as 
he too would have known had he 
but learned the principles of Spec- 
tro-Chrume, that there is everything 
—yes, deep significance in a name. 
Who has not found from frequent 
experience that music indeed hath 
charms? And what forsooth pro- 
duces the charm save the vibration 
of the sounds in both words and 
notes in combination of harmony. 
Further, a single glance at the white 
and black triangles will at once dis- 
close why all stimulating, gay, mar- 
tial, war-like music, is predominant- 
ly composed of notes or vibrations 
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found on the red side of the spec- 
trum, while at the same time every 
mother’s lullaby and every crooning 
love-song must equally partake of 
the soothing vibrations found on 
the violet side. But hold! you say. 
It may be well enough to claim 
that such a love-song is composed 
mainly of blue and violet notes, but 
how explain the fiery, passionate 
song of an ardent, wooing lover? 
Look again at the black triangle and 
mark well the position of this magic 
wave. You see that Magenta is 
mid-way between Red and Violet, 
like a pendulum, as it were, sus- 
pended from the top or head of the 
white triangle from which flow the 
directing influences of the brain and 
animating impulses of the heart 
through the central canal of the 
sympathetic nervous system, which 
swing the pendulum at will to right 
or left depending on the nature of 
the emotions dominant. When fiery 
passion fills the breast and ardent 
love would seek to free itself in 
song, suddenly and‘in a_ violent 
manner as if from the tremor of an 
earthquake does the pendulum 
swing from its central, balanced 
position, far over toward the ani- 
mating Red? Here then the im- 
petuous lover finds fuel for impas- 
sioned song, and the nearer the pen- 
dulum swings toward the degree of 
Red the higher mount the hydrogen 
flames of his desire, until if not 
restrained in some measure he will 
be consumed by the fervor of his 
own passion. But observe the curi- 
ous fact that it is possible for the 
pendulum to swing far enough from 
its position where it animates mere- 
ly personal love and self-seeking, 
far away toward the Red and be- 
yond, until it partakes of the nature 
of selfless or humanitarian love, and 
fires the soul of the patriot with love 
of country, until borne along on 
strains of martial music he glories 
in death upon the battle-field. Here 
again we see the underlying princi- 
ple of martial music—to stir the 
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blood and stimulate violent activity 
as found on the Red side of the 
spectrum. Thus, according to the 
dictates of the directing will toward 
right or left, forever swings the 
magic pendulum—and like the Giant 
Clock of Time—which is but a name 
for a portion of Eternity—the pen- 
dulum, now swayed to left, now 
right, ticks off unceasingly the sec- 
onds that mark the Destiny for good 
or ill—a destiny of happiness or one 
of doom—for each mortal soul that 
breathes the prana of life. In con- 
tra-distinction to the emotions find 
ing expression as Magenta moves 
toward the Red side displaying the 
aggressive forms of love, we find 
that as it moves in the opposite 
direction, toward the Violet side, 
the more refined forms of emotion 
become dominant. And the more 
refined the emotion, the more the 
cool, discerning influence of the in- 
tellect is felt upon it, and as the 
scale mounts higher a feeling of 
gratitude and reverence toward a 
higher being develops, manifesting 
itself in love for the Creator and 
appreciation for all His manifold 
blessings. As for the fervor of re- 
ligious zeal so frequently displayed, 
be it remembered that albeit the 
cool electrical forces are found on 
the Violet side, that the principle 
of electricity as has been so often 
pointed out is, under proper condi- 
tions, to generate the most intense 
heat known. Therefore we find that 
heat is generated no matter in which 
direction we move, whether heat of 
holy passion or passing through the 
opposite phases, heat of the more 
physical emotions, differing in kind 
or character, not degree. We might 
liken the distinction on a lower 
plane to the difference between the 
fire of cloquence on the one hand 
and the heat of billings-gate on the 
other. 

Coming now to the effects of 
Magenta from a practitioner’s stand- 
point, we know that Magenta is 
the most powerful wave acting on 


delicate. 
mechanism of the finest watch; dis- 


the emotions of the human body. 


This being the case, it should cer- 
tainly be used with appropriate cau- 
tion and judicious care, in all cases 
especially in the young where mat- 
ters of sex are concerned, not to 
overstimulate or unduly depress the 
functions which would entail dis- 
astrous results. In the case of more 
mature or ewen very old patients 
unfortunate results might easily 
ensue, but with them habit has be- 
come formed, and it is with the 
young that we should be more vital- 
ly concerned. I believe in all such 
cases that the utmost care and judg- 


‘ment should be exercised in the use 


of Magenta where sex is involved. 
Speaking of Magenta in this con- 
nection of course embraces the use 
of Purple and Scarlet, which are 
both composed of half Magenta. 
The heart, that great wonder 
working organ of the body, is most 
frequently the target tor the magic 
waves, to increase energy, stimulate 
respiration and restore circulation 
to normal. The place Magenta oc- 
cupies in the middle of the base of 
the White Triangle is deeply signi- 
ficant, for as we know it is an arti- 


ficial wave not appearing in the visi- 


ble spectrum, but is none the less 
real and potent because it is nol 
seen. It is there, although invisible, 


the motivating spirit of the power- 
ful trinity. of attuned color poten- 


cies, symbolic of the great mystery 
which: runs. though all creation. 
This pure emotional or love wave, 
is at the very foundation centre of 
our life, deep within the hidden 
springs of being. It is like the 
balance wheel in the 


turb it in the slightest. degree and 


the whole system suffers, You have 


seen natures which seemed to have 
lost entirely this animating force, 
and they were as withered as sheets 


of parchment or the crumbling 


forms of mummies which had been 
dried by the air of three thousand 
Egyptian years. How true it is. 
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that “The mind has a thousand eyes, 
the heart but one, and the light of 
the whole life dies when love is 
done’! 

As Green is at the apex of the 
White Triangle, it becomes natural- 
ly the governing wave of the whole 
system from above, but in a deeply 
significant and highly remarkable 
way, Magenta, which is in fact 
merely the other end of the same 
rod or pendulum, and is the lowest 
point, in reality the apex, of the 
super-imposed, inverted Black Tri- 
angle, becomes the great governing 
wave from below. Now follow and 
observe this closely (for the analogy 
is perfect) the logic irresistible. 
While the direction comes from 
above with the touch of the pilot’s 
hand upon the wheel, the choice 
directed by the brain, the course 
Is taken by means of the way the 


rudder below responds to the guid-- 


ing hand, the frail barque of life 
quivering in answer to the sum- 
mons as it leaps to sail the un- 
charted seas. But we may go fur- 
ther and say that this secondary 
governing wave as it were, in reality 
assumes a far more important role, 
and becomes indeed the prime fac: 
tor and influence of all activity dur- 
ing life. For, keeping in mind 
always the position of the two tri- 
angles, we readily see that the Dark 
Triangle, like the shadow of the 
White Triangle, is indeed more the 
substance from which the brighter 
reflection springs, while we _ find 
Magenta at the very lowest point, 
the apex of the submerged triangle, 
like the great tap-root from which 
the resistless forces of life push 
their way up and expand into all 
the radiant energies of a full orbed 
human being. And the stronyer, 
more perfect system of root growth 
developed, the more fertile the soil 
and nourishing the substance on 
which it is fed, the loftier and more 
sublime is the tree of life that rears 
aloft its mighty branches, softened 
by glistening leaves, to drink in the 


sunshine and the dew and sway and 
Lend and shout in triumph as it 
withstands the mighty, rushing 
winds of heaven. So then viewed 
in this light we are led to regard 
Magenta as the great feminine force 
of Spectro-Chrome of which Green 
at the other end naturally assumes 
the positive or masculine polarity. 
Green the masculine, positive, gen- 
erates and projects, while Magenta 
the feminine, negative, receives and 
produces. Following the analogy 
just given of the tree, Magenta is 
to human life like mother Earth to 
Nature, the great receiver of, brood- 
er over and fructifier of all those 
mysterious life forces which in the 
fullness of time bring forth after 
their kind, filling the world with the 
matchless beauty of the ever chang- 
ing panorama of the seasons on the 
one hand, and on the other populat- 
ing it with vibrant beings but little 
lower then the angels. Man gov- 
erns the world that is, but woman 
produces the race of men that peo- 
ple the earth, shapes and molds 
their character, so that in the last 
analysis the feminine force is found 
to be the more potent. Thus it 
comes about that Magenta, sym- 
bolic of a mother’s love, unseen, yet 
ever alert and powerful, unceasing 
in its influence as the human heart- 
beat, becomes of necessity by virtue 
of its inherent power, the true gov- 
erning wave. How often have we 
tead, and how often do we know, 
that “the hand that rocks the cradle 
rules the world!” 

Because Magenta is the general 
wave surrounding the body it like- 
wise fills completely the entire 
round of our existence, which was so 
aptly described by one who said, 
““We are such stuff as dreams are 
made of, and our little life is round- 
ed with a sleep.” From the first 


moment of -conscious life when 
Aurora glides softly through the 
gleaming gates of dawn, and a 


mother bends over her rose-petaled 
babe with a smile far sweeter than 
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the morning, throughout the busy 
hours until the parting kiss of day 
leaves a blush upon the evening sky, 
which later is reflected on the tender 
maiden’s cheek as she hears love’s 
tale unfolded while she holds her 
breath, and dare not, nay she can- 
not speak, Magenta is the wave that 
glows and softens, glows and soft- 
ens, and brighter glows ever reign 
ing supreme. And when at length 
our fitful dream of earthly life is 
over, and the silver cord is loosened, 
surely we may well believe that the 
dis-embodied soul clothes itself for 
celestial flight in such dazzling 
beauty of Magenta-like 
color, as no mortal eye hath seen or 
mind conceived, until perchance in 
mounting higher through the heav- 
enly realms it changes even this 
shining garment for a still brighter 
radiance. For surely we must de- 
part, returning, as Wordsworth 
says, We come, trailing clouds of 
glory, from God Who is our home.’’ 

And now in lighter vein. Here 
is a golden talisman I give to all 
you who are practitioners or expect- 
to-become-practitioners of Spectro- 
Chrome. To the degree to which 
you will make use of Magenta will 
your success in this new therapy 
depend. Therefore, I urge you 
strongly to let no opportunity go 
by to avail yourselves of this unique 
advantage which you alone possess 
over all competitorsin the healing 
art!

“The Evening Bulletin,” of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., June 12, 1922. It speaks for 
itself : 


PHYSICIAN CAUGHT IN HIS 
. OWN TRAP 


Dr. SALTZMANN SayS HE PLANNED 
TO SNARE CHIROPRACTORS AS 
BRIBERS 


IS NABBED AS TAKER 


Dr. Louis A. Saltzmann, registered 
physician employed by the State Board 
of Medical Licensure as a special detec- 
tive, who was held in $1,000 bail on 
Saturday in Norristown, charged with 
extortion from the Chiropractors’ As- 
sociation, says he was planning to ex- 
pose the chiropractors as bribers when 
they had him arrested as taker of a 
bribe. 

He was arrested by county detectives 
working, according to Major S. O. 
Wynne, their chief, in conjunction with 
the State Board authorities, at the home 
of Dr. Merri Mollier, chairman of the 
legal committee of the chiropractors, in 
Dr. Mollier’s home, at Trappe, Mont- 
gomery county. Dr. Mollier charges 
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that Dr Saltzmann demanded $200 a 
month for “protecting” chiropractors 
from prosecution as unlicensed physi- 
cians, and to lobby for a bill licensing 
them. 

- Dr. Saltzmann says his idea in taking 
the money was to worm ‘his way into 
‘the secrets of the chiropractors in 
their plan to have jurisdiction over 
them taken away from the State 
Board. 

Dr. Saltzmann asserts it was his plan 
*y get all data together and have three 
_ Witnesses handy to watch the chiro- 
practors hand him money to help them. 
He then expected to turn the entire 
case over to. the - District Attorney’s 
office or to the State Medical Roard, 
in the nature of an expose of what 
he claimed the chiropractors were do- 
ing and how willing they were to pay 
for it. 

He was to receive more than $700 
during the past week, and he planned 
to-have the money turned over to him 
in'a corner of City Hall where his 
witnesses could watch the proceeding. 

But Mollier, he said, insisted that he 
take the $100 on account Friday after- 
noon, and Saltzmann did so, he says, 
because he believed Mollier would not 
appear at City Hall with the balance if 
he refused to accept Iriday's ‘‘partial 
payment.” 

“IT had a trap set,’ said Saltzmann. 
“but they sprung theirs first. Mollier, 
after they arrested me said: ‘Saltz- 
mann, you played a game of chess 
with us, but we checkmated you. We 
trapped you in Trappe.” 

“I got the dope that they had me 
spotted. The ones I hadn't seen yet 
were told what I looked like and they 
had it all fixed up that the first one 
that got me on the table was to jump 
on my back and fix it so I wouldnt 
‘have any spine left. It is all wrong 
that I received money from them last 
year.” 
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SYPHILITIC TEST OR 
_ HUMBUG? 


Dr. W. A. Evans, writing in the 
Daily News of New York, May 25, 
1922, speaks thus in part about the 
value of Wassermann test for 
syphilis : 


“When the test is properly made. 
and the report is interpreted in con- 
nection, with other ‘features’ of the 
case, it is an excellent indication as 
to whether syphilis is present or absent. 


“A positive Wassermann is not given 
until after about the fifth week of the 
disease. Diagnosis prior to that stage 
must be made by the clinical appear- 
ance, clinical history, and by micro- 
scopic examination. 


“The Wassermann reaction is not 
a test of infectivity. It is not given 
during the first six weeks of the dis- 
ease when infectivity is absent or at 
most only low. 


“It is liable to be present in cer- 
tain diseases and conditions not relat- 
ed ‘to’ syphilis and where syphilis ‘is 
not present. Among these are ma- 
laria, ether and chloroform narcosis. 
scarlatina, jaundice, diabetes, preg- 
nancy, nodular leprosy and yaws. 


“*The blood of a healthy baby less 
than two weeks old,’ Stillians says, ‘will 
give a positive Wassermann.’ — 


“On the other hand, Krauss, of 
Memphis: Dock, of St. Louis, and 
Lydston and Stillians, of Chicago, are 
among the men who have repeatedly 
called attention to the shortcomings of 
the Wassermann. test. 

“Kahn, of Memphis, says: ‘It is evi- 
dent from the foregoing that in every 
syphilitic stage isolated cases are found 
which will not respond to the Was- 
sermann test.’ | 

“On the one hand, in alcoholism 
there may be absence of a Wasser- 
mann reaction even though syphilis 1s 
not present. 

“On the other, there are some cases 
that seem to get the Wassermann

habit. Havin~ once started to give a 
Wassermann plus, they keep it up 
for life, even though the syphilis has 
been brought under control. The scien- 


tists call these cases Wassermann 
fixed. 


“In the competition between labora- 
tories there is some tendency to ad- 
vertise such claims as ‘We get a 
larger proportion of positive Wasser- 
mann’s than other laboratories do.’ 
This claim is not untruthful necessarily. 
By varyine the methods one way or 
other the test can be made more sensi- 
tive and the result may be as adver- 
tised. | 

“But there is this to be said: The 
Wassermann test is not specific for 
syphilis. It is most dependable when 
it is just about so sensitive. If, on 
the other hand, it becomes too sensi- 
tive, it loses value, just as it loses it 
when it is not sensitive enough. 


‘What is the final conclusion? Shall 
we bay no attention to Wassermann 
reactions? Shall we quit having them 
made? I find practically no one in 
favor of that. With all its shortcom- 
ings, the Wassermann test is a stand- 
ard procedure and should be con- 
tinued.” 


These same questions are frequently 
asked me and in order to answer them 


thoroughly for the student to gauge, I 


append the definition and technic of 
this (in) famous “test.” 


Wassermann test was introduced L. 


August V. Wassermann, a Berlin bac-. 


teriologist. It is a diagnostic test for 
syphilis, based upon the theory of 
complement fixation. Measured quan- 


tities of extract from the liver and 


spleen of a syphilitic fetus (represent- 
ing the antigen) and of the blood se- 
rum of the person to be tested are 
mixed in a test tube and some fresh 
normal guinea pig serum (containing 
the complement) is added ; after incu- 
bation at body temperature tor about 
an hour the contents of this tube are 
added to a mixture of the red blood 
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cells of a sheep or other animal, sus- 
pended in physiological saline solution 
and of the serum of a rabbit which 
has been immunized to these particular 
red cells: if the serum mixed with the 
extract of syphilitic organs in the first 
test tube is from a syphilitic individual 
no hemolysis of the red blood cells in 


the second tube will occur after incu- 
bation for one hour. This test was 
subsequently modified by the Japanese 
bacteriologist Hideyo Noguchi, but the 
basic idea is on similar lines. Herein 
all depends on a crude idea that the 


-physiological and biological actions and 


reactions of the animals are identical 
with the human. Herein is a terrible 
and gross error. 

Animals under the human kingdom 
possess only the physical, auric and 
psychic vehicles, whereas man has de- 
veloped mental and causal vehicles also. 
Therefore, to mix pigs, sheep, rabbits 
and humans in one bloodpot is more 
appropriate, for ghouls than scientists. 
If this wretched “test” will fail in 
one among one hundred tests and an 
innocent human is thereby branded and 
treated as a syphilitic, it is a crime 
against humanity. Spectro-Chrome

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VOLSTEAD OR SHEPPARD? 


The newspapers of the United States 
have named the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to our Constitution, ‘*Volstead 
Act.” When the originator of Spectro- 
Chrome Therapy was in Washington, 
D. C., last winter, teaching the Spectro- 
Chrome class there, he spoke very 
forcefully in favor of prohibition, eulo- 
gizing the ‘Volstead Act.” A friend, 
Victor Russell, who was present,, kindly 
sends the following for the true in- 
formation of the public. It sheds a 
‘light on facts not generally recognized 


and which are interesting. We thank. 
the writer for his correction df-state- 


ments then made by Dinshah.’*: ° 


Colonel Dinshah P. Ghadiali, »..- 
Washington, D.C. 


My Dear Sir: You will recall at the 
close of your lecture, I brought to your 
attention the slightly erroneous impres- 
sion you seemed to have regarding the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the prohi- 
hibition situation. You asked me to 
write you concerning this, and I have 
therefore endeavored to set forth in 
brief compass something of the incep- 
tion, growth, and victory of the pro- 
hibition movement in the United 
States, which will, I believe, be help- 
ful in enabling one to view the present 
period of adjustment in the proper 
perspective. 


The movement which resulted in 
having a ban on the traffic in alcoholic 
beverages written into the organic law 
of this land, had its inception in the 
temperance societies of a couple of 
generations ago. These _ societies, 
largely religious in character, pledged 
their members to akstain personally 
from indulging in alcoholic liquors. It 
might be pointed out here that there 
is a difference between temperance and 
prohibition. The temperance move- 
ment sought merely to induce individ- 
uals to lead pure and temperate lives, 
basing its appeal upon religious and 
hygienic grounds. The _ prohibition 
movement, on the other hand, made no 
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particular plea for personal abstinence, 
but was a collective movement to pro- 
hibit’ and abolish through legislative 
enactment the traffic in alcoholic bever- 
ages, and its appeals were economic 
and political. 

The transition from a temperance to 
a prohibition movement occurred grad- 
ually and was completely effected not 
over twenty years ago. This came 
about when the business men and poli- 
ticlans caine to the aid of the moral 
and religious reformers. The business 
men saw that tHe efficiency of their 
employees was impaired by: alcoholic 


-drinks, that there was a very direct 


relation between quantity and quality 
of output in factories when the neigh- 
boring community was “dry” or “wet,” 
and they further saw the vast economic 
wealth being squandered in the liquor 
trafic. The men engaged in political 
life saw that the center of rotten and 
corrupt politics was the saloon, that it 
was a menace to the civic and social 
life of the community, that it was the 
rendezvous for the old criminals and 
the chamber of initiation for the 
younger ones. 


The progressive business men put 
up the money and the progressive po- 
litical candidates did the campaigning 
with the result that county after county 
began going dry all over the country. 
But prohibition could not be made 
very effective in any one county or 
state when the one adjoining it was 
“wet.” It became apparent that it 
must be made nation wide. Under the 
Constitution, Congress had no author- 
ity to enact such legislation. It there- 
fore became necessary to amend the 
Constitution, hence the Eighteenth 
Amendment was passed in the autumn 
of 1918. 


The author of the Eighteenth 


Amendment and the leader of the fight 


for its adoption in the Senate was 
Senator Sheppard, of Texas, who, 
when he took his seat nine years ago, 
was about the youngest member in 
point of age in that august body. He 
first secured the passage of the bill 
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establishing prohibition in the District 
of Columbia, in the face of the most 
determined opposition. He later put 
through the Eighteenth Amendment, 
although the leaders of both political 
parties were against it. He had been 
jushing the measure for some years, 
and it was largely due to his persistent 
but patient efforts that the measure 
went through when it did. 

It was for this reason that I brought 
the matter to your attention when, in 
the. cqurse of your talk, you attributed 
credit, for the Eighteenth Amendment 
to, My, Volstead. After the Eighteenth 
Amendment had been ratified by all but 
three, states in the Union, it became 
necessary to enact an enforcement 
code, defining violations and prescrib- 
ing penalties. This was drawn up by 
the friends of prohibition in both the 
Senate and House of Representatives. 
It was referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House and favorably re- 
ported by the chairman of the commit- 
tee, Mr. Volstead, of Minnesota. The 
measure subsequently passed both the 
House and Senate, and because it was 
first referred to as the Volstead Act, 
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it has continued to bear this name. 
While full credit is due Congressman 
Volstead for his efforts in steering 
this enforcement act through the 
House, and preventing any weakening 
amendments to it, the distinction of 
having first forced the issue and pushed 
it to a successful consummation be- 
longs to Senator Sheppard. 

It might be interesting to know that 
the attitude with reference to prohibi- 
tion which one finds in the very large 
cities where vice parades the streets 
and virtue dwells in obscurity is nol at 
al! representative cf the attitude of the 
great expanse of country west of the 
Atlantic seaboard, especially in the 
smaller cities and villages where vir- 
tue walks the streets and vice hides in 
obscurity. Yet somehow our American 
newspapers have a way of representing 
things so that it would appear that it 
is elegant and liberal to poison oneselr 


‘ with alcohol and other forms of dis- 


sipgtion, and that it is narrow. mean, 
and shypocritical to oppose such prac- 
tices.

SPECTRO-CHROME OF MUCH 
VALUE IN SEPTIC CASES

I am reporting three septic cases, 
drawing some conclusions which I hope 


may be of use to those dealing with 
that line of cases. 


Miss [B., a: nurse in training, on 
April 16th burned the left thumb and 
wrist with steam. She applied a dress- 
ing of olive oil and did not report for 
treatment until five days later, when it 
had become infected. The whole arm 
was red and swollen, the axillary glands 
very painful, temperature 102° I*., pulse 
120 and respiration 40. She was given 
two drachms of Epsom salt in a small 
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amount of water and put to bed. Spec- 
tro-Chrome Turquoise was used every 
tour hours after the first with the 400 
Watt equipment. At 8 P. M., the tem- 
perature was 101° F., pulse 108 and 
respiration 28, At 6 A. M. on the 23d, 
the temperature was normal and did 


not go above that. Letween the Spec- 
tro-Chrome treatments the involved 
portions were kept wrapped in a satu- 
rated solution of Epsom salt, which 
was allowed to dry and then rewet. 
Miss 1. went back to duty the fourth 
day and from that time on she had one 
Spectro-Chrome treatment a day until 
the wrist was entirely healed. There 
is practically no scar. 

Vivian I., age 11 years, for some 
weeks had been treated in one of the 
clinics for an infection of her hands; 
later referred to another department 
and in time the hands were very much 
better, but not entirely healed. Las# in 
the evening of September 15, 1921, she 
came to the Woman's Hospital and was 
admitted for treatment. The entire 
left arm was swollen and painful, with 
an indurated area just above the elbow, 
the axillary glands were swollen and 
very painful. My interne on duty, 
when reporting the case, raised the 
question as to the necessity for an 1m- 
mediate incision above the elbow. Be- 
ing unable to reach me when the child 
was admitted, they applied a compress 
of Epsom salt. It was past ten o'clock 
when I got in touch. with the case. 
Notwithstanding the lateness of the 
hour the child was taken to the “dark 
room” and given Spectro-Chrome Yel- 
low for a half hour. The compresses 
were continued through the night and 
by eight o’clock the next morning the 
area above the elbow was so much 
improved that there was no necessity 
for any incision. 

On entering, the temperature was 
102° F., pulse 90, respiration 28; on 
the 16th at 1 P. M., temperature was 
105° F., pulse 118, respiration 37; at 
3 P.M. temperature was 105° F.: at 
midnight 103° F.; at 6 P. M., the 17th, 


the temperature was 104.9° FF) From 
that time the temperature dropped 
quickly to normal at 4 A. M. the 19th, 
being less than four days from the time 
of admission. 


Her treatment consisted in Spectro- 
Chrome twice a day, Epsom salt com- 
presses when not under the Spectro- 
Chrome. On entering, 2 drams of 
castor oil was given; on the 19th, 3 
ounces of Efferv. Mag. Sulph. On 
the 16th, 15 drops of Lloyd’s Echafolta 
every three hours; on the 19th every 
four hours and on the 20th, 10 drops 
three times a day. 


On the 20th she was out of bed for 
two hours and on the 22nd was dis- 
charged to report to clinic. She was 
perfectly well, hands and all, in a few 
days. 

At the present time I would probably 
treat this case differently, giving Spec- 
tro-Chrome every four hours when 
the temperature is high or even -more 
frequently ; let it take the place of the 
laxatives and possibly of the Echa- 
folta. 

It is a little difficult to have a ward 
case taken to another floor for treat- 
ment more than twice a day. At the 
present time we have better conveni- 
ence for the Spectro-Chrome treat- 
ments. 

Anna W., age 13 years, February 
28th had an abscessed tooth extracted 
under gas. Two days later the child 
became quite ill, had fever, cough and 
was very much prostrated. There 
Was pain in the abdomen at a level of 
the umbilicus, marked constipation 
with nausea and vomiting of every- 
thing eaten. 

The family physician was called on 
March 6th. A temperature of 104.5° 
I., and the above conditions were 
present. The dentist was called and 
he lanced an abscess where the tooth 
was extracted, but found very little 
pus. On the 7th the temperature was 
down to 102.5° F.; on the 8th it went 
up to 104° F. The bowels were freely 
opened that morning and about noon 
the patient was sent to the hospital. 
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There was every clinical’ evidence 
oi a very serious condition. For sev- 
eral days it did not seem possible for 
her to recover. 


The sputum showed pneumonia and 
the throat secretions streptococci. On 
the 8th the blood culture for twenty- 
four hours was staphylococci. 


On the 20th, the blood culture for 
twenty-four hours was no growth and 
at the end of forty-eight hours no 
growth. 


Blood count on the &th showed Hb 
80; R. B. C,, 3,700,000; W. B. C., 
126,000; Poly , 90; on the 20th it 
showed Hb 70: R. B. C., 3,510,000; 
W. B. C., 16,300; Poly , 66. 


The patient was very weak and rest- 
less and more or less delirious for 
three days; at times restraint was 
necessary to keep her in bed. Base 
of right lung was involved. 


A creolin mouth wash was used fre- 
quently ; an ice cap to the head when 
restless. When the temperature was 
102° or above, the torso was kept in 
a cool pack: On the 9th, 10 drops of 
Lloyd’s Echafolta was given every 
four hours. On the 18th this was re- 
duced to 5 drops three times a day. 


She was given little to eat or drink,, 


but dilute fruit juices. 


-, I personally gave the first -Spectro- 
Chrome treatment and stayed with her 
during the treatment. , She remarked, 
“TI would like to stay here all day; I 
feel. so good!” .We used Spectro- 
Chrome Blue, Turquoise, Lemon and 
Magenta as symptoms indicated. The 
Blue quieted the delirium in a few min- 
utes and restraint was not required 
after the: first-treatment. At first the 
patient had to. be taken to the ‘dark 
room’ for the: Spectro-Chrome treat- 
ments and: so had only two a day ex- 
cept the Blue, which was used at night. 
The third day we were able to put 
her in a,room that could be darkened 
and after that she had the Spectro- 
Chrome every four hours:for several 
days and then less frequently, 
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Just here let me put in a caution to 
the users of Spectro-Chrome. You 
must pax strict attention to orienta- 
tron. When the arrangement for the 
change of rooms was made I was very 
rarticular to give careful instructions 
regarding orientation, for I knew that 
in the main building nearly every bed 
was east and west. In some way the 
Instructions did not carry to the next 
relay of nurses and when I went in 
the next morning the nurse on duty 
said, ‘Dr. Baldwin, Annie did not like 
her color last night and wanted it 
turned off; I thought it was only a 
notion and kept it on for a while, but 
had to turn it off before the time was 
up.” I found the child with her head 
to the west and I told them that was 
the reason she did not like the color. 
Then the bed was put right and there 
was no dislike to the treatments. I 
made the mistake the text for a little 
talk and I am quite sure that mistake 
will not happen again with that set 
of- doctors and nurses. The trouble 
with institution work is, the doctors 
and nurses frequently change. I have 
had unusual co-operation at the 
Woman's Hospital and am sure that 
each one intended doing just as I 
requested, 


From the time of the more frequent 
Svectro-Chrome treatments the case 
improved rapidly and was discharged 
on the 21st, just thirteen days after ad- 
mission, 

The temperature, pulse and respira- 
tions were of interest. After admis- 
sion to the hospital the highest tem- 
perature was 103.4° F., the pulse 120 
and respiration 62. Much of the time 
they were out of proportion to each 
other. For three days, the rectal tem- 
perature was just two degrees higher 
than by mouth. We usually count 
only one degree between mouth and 
rectum. The family physician tells me 
that the child was able to return to 
school in time to make her grade. 


I have had a goodly number of septic 
cases where I have used Spectro- 
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Chrome as the only treatment, except 
for the local dressing and others where 
| have considered it wise to combine its 
use with others previously proven 
trustworthy.

‘Illegitimate’ should have no place in 
language,” published in the New York 
Evening World of July 27, 1922 is 
highly commendable. Fanatic, non- 
far-sighted, touch-me-not neople of an 
ultra-religious make-believe - God - be- 
loved type have cast such a stigma on 
a child born out of wedlock that there 
is an alarming increase of suicides ana 
child-murders. The wrong and uni- 
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sided interpretation of the laws of 
marriage has become an unbearable 
torture to the unfortunate sensitive and 
because of some social man-made 
barrier, the right of motherhood 1s 
positively denied some virtuous and 
devoted female. The real God-made 
principle of love that underlies mar- 
riage is subordinated to foolish 
thoughtless human notions and the 
vielding of a girl to her innate forces 
impelled under the all-powerful in- 
fluence of the highest emotion of sex 
is frowned upon and reviled as impure, 
obscene and unchaste and the result of 
any relation outside of what is pre- 
scribed by iron-glad lopsided laws of 
the most prudish and unnatural char- 
acter is named “illegitimate” and for 
ever reviled and shunned by the self- 
styled “decent.” O what an enormous 
crime is this against the All-Seeing 
Eye! The birth of beings is based on 
the most sacred and the most occult 
laws of eternal life, marriage being 
intended only to be a social sanction 
for sex intercourse which is otherwise 
banned. I am not for promiscuous in- 
tercourse of the sexes, I do not preach 
what is popularly called ‘free love,” 
I do not advocate prostitution or the 
abolition of the bonds of marriage, but 
1 have for 31 years maintained em- 
phatically one ground that if marriage 
be the consummation and consolidation 
of the highest emotion of love, then, 
when love disappears through any 
cause from human life, the mated un- 
fortunates should not by a legal law 
be compelled to cohabit in the same 
house, on the same floor, in the same 
room, on the same bed and produce 
children for the nation, because, the 
offsprings of such loveless conjuga- 
tions will most probably as not be 
idiots, imbeciles, robbers, thieves, mur- 
derers, marauders or pimps whose 
malpractices keep the prison wards, 
lunatic asylums and brothels full and 
the law courts and lawyers on the job. 


Thus, love being the foundation of life, 
an unwedded female rarely gives her- 
self except to the one loved by her 
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and the child of such junction will be 
just as good as that of one in the bonds 
of wedlock blessed by the holiest rites 
and assuredly superior in faculties to 
one born within wedlock where love 
between the parents was absent. And 
those wedlock bonds are a_ veritable 
bondage as at present is the case! One 
Dollar and One Error at the City Hall 
and Two Human Lives in the Image 
of God are launched into a contract of 
the most unthinkably infernal inhuman 
character—indissoluble except by pur- 
posed adultery or downright perjury 
in a burlesque show called the Court 
of Divorce. Let the bonds of marriage 
stay, but, let the divorce be left to the 
same processes of nature as indicate 
marriage and as long as the children 
are taken care of by the parents 
responsible for their birth, let no 
law interfere with un-Godly barriers. 
America will awaken to this funda- 
mental principle soon enough, the 
women, those among them at least 
who really are sensible will in the mnght 
exercise of this political emancipation 
see to it that mothers—unwedded as 
wedded—get their right and the birth 
stigma be removed from any child 
born otherwise than in so-called man- 
made-law-sanctioned wedlock. 


RUSSIA GOING BACK? 


Russia is in a worse flutter than ever. 
While endeavoring to straighten its 
political and economical tangles, it was 
helped indirectly by the greatest boon 
conferred on its people by the late 
Czar Nicholas—the abolition of Vodka. 
Vodka monopoly was controlled ex- 
clusively by the Government, and its 
abolition gave such healthy impulse 
to the national opinion, that when the 
crisis came the down-trodden populace 
overthrew the monarchy. However, 
as it happens in all similar cataclysms, 
the change of policies did not imme- 
diately allow the nation to settle to 
earnest business and after several up- 
heavals it is slowly getting down to 
some semblance of a government now. 
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At such a point, instead of keeping the 
devil of alcohol out as it was, a new 
decree 1s being promulgated to rein- 
state the state monopoly of Vodka. 
The pre-war basis was 47 per cent 
alcohol; now they want it fixed at 38 
per cent. Inthe frantic endeavor to 
get cash, the government is making 
herein a fatal mistake. A drunken 
population may be good for ruling 
fanatically, but, no sensible govern- 
ment can be established where the 
people have no stabilized rule and less 
stabilized currency. A government 
monopolizing the sale of poisons (and 
alcohol is a powerful one) and placing 
it under state.control forfeits its moral 
right to control the vice and drunken- 
ness, because, what the state permits 
to be sold it permits to be used and 
such use cannot be penalized. Russia 
‘vtll face the same problem the British 
face today in India. 

There also the sale of liquor is 
under government auction and the 
demoralizing influence of saloons thus 
established and controlled is one great 
cause of India’s poverty. Let India go 
dry and the British will face a clear- 
minded population whose righteous 
aspirations they will be forced to re- 
srect as a self-respecting nation. 


CANCELING INTERNATIONAL 
DEBTS 


The New York World is clamoring 
for the wiring out of International 
War Debts. “Cancellation” has be- 
come in Europe a word with dark and 
sinister meaning and the United States 
is urged to wake up to the realization 
that we must forego these debts be- 
cause they are “uncollectible.’ We 
know these pre-war debts are uncol- 
lectible, but until the nations in Europe 
come to their sense that warring is 
worthless and until our friend England 
stops clamoring for land, water, air, 
ether and heaven supremacy, to wipe 
out these debts would mean that the 
British Lion would be let loose once 
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more to try to establish some sort of 
death-grip on weaker nations and drag 
us perhaps into another trouble. We 
are sick of the horrors of war. Throat- 
slashing and bomb-firing may suit civil- 
ized barbarians, but no God-loving 
person would advocate human war- 
fare. There is only one avenue to 
universal peace; to cancel not debts, 
but, first all monarchical government 
systems, all titles of hereditary rank 
(whether temporal or otherwise) pre- 
vent aggression of weak nations by 
strong ones through commercial boy- 
cott of the aggressor and put a stop 
to stupid financing of foreign military 
enterprises by the money lords through 
refusal to protect their monetary in- 
terests unless previously sanctioned by 
the governments. While kings and 
lords last, their aggressive ambitions 
will keep up the trouble, while stand- 
ing armies and navies are maintained, 
there will always be the danger of 
aggression and oppression. Convert 
all the municipal police forces into Fed- 
eral Protective Armies for peace, to 
be the Army Reserves in fact. Build 
and draft in Merchant Marines on 
sinilar plan for Naval Reserves. Do 
the same with the Air Services. 

Let us forgive and wipe out certainly 
the billions owing to us, but, on con- 
dition only that the weak nations be 
all granted autonomy and that the 
principles of non-expansion of terri- 
tories be rigidly carried out. Nations 
must stop building forts, guns, sub- 
marines, battleships and murderous 
machines and we must compel the 
nations owing money to make good 
promptly as per agreements made when 
borrowing. Then and then only, when 
faced with economic and _ financial 
crash, will these crazed, war-mad 
nations that use their resources to buy 
more war material instead of paying 
their creditors be-awakened to the truth 
and either settle their debts to the relief 
of other nations or under a stress of 
public opinion be obliged to change 
their tyrannical tactics to avoid revolu- 
tions. Forgive and forget yes; but not 
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by letting them use our money for op- 
pressing poor weak people and expand- 
ing their ill-gotten territories everlast- 
ingly. America, dear United States of 
America, do anything and everything. 
wise or foolish, but keep your hands 
off from signing any document that 
may move us away from our strict non- 
aggressive neutrality. The day is not 
distant when the United States may 
again be called upon for help, but that 
help should only be given under the 
strictest terms of neutrality and no 
other. Europe (including England) 1s 
the hotbed of aggressive politics and 
our American diplomats are no match 
for the crafty political intriguers across 
the Atlantic ocean. They are true states- 
men at any rate; our new fledgling 
country has no such men; we have 
plenty of politicians and more bosses 
and grafters, but, there are very few 
who walk the footsteps of George 
Washington or Abraham Lincoln with 
an eye that ever watches the weal of 
this country which is destined to be 
the greatest birthplace of the great 
men and women of the world.

HEART DIS-EASES 


Speaking at the Harveian Society 
in London, England. Dr. E. Turner 
extolled the use of salicin for curing 
influenza. He stated he had cured him- 
self and his patients and lost not a 
case. He gives for it an initial dose of 
40 grains followed by 20 grains every 
hour for twelve hours, then every 
second hour for six hours more. I 
do not question the word of the learned 
professional, but, fail to realize the 
mathematical accuracy of his technique. 
Salicin is an orthohydroxybenzylgluco- 
side (total chemical formula C:isHis 
O7; molecular weight 286.14) obtained 
from the bark of several species of 
salix and populus (willow and poplar) 
trees. It is a bitter tonic and has been 
extensively employed in the treatment 
of rheumatism, influenza and the like. 
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It is used both in the United States and 
the British Pharmacopceia and its aver- 
age dose is from 5 to 15 grains, the 
maximum being 30 grains. In its phys- 
iological action, salicin is inferior to 
acid salicylic because its systemic ab- 
sorption takes place by its conversion 
into salicylic acid, formula CzHsOs; 
molecular weight 138.05. The average 
dose of this acid is even less—only 12 
grains.

A recent Paris decree in fashion 
placed the vogue on the female nose 
built on long and slender lines like the 
Grecian, .\n instrument made of gold 
#s worn nosily a few hours a day by 
the women not blessed along such 
lines. After about three years of 
pinching torture, if they get such lines 
and look Grecian, then there will be 
probably a change for some other type 
of nose. Where will the end be?

DOWN WITH VACCINES 


In a bulletin issued by the Public 
Health Committee of the New York

don't they?. We rather admire them 
for that. It’s hygienic: So with the 
mind. As conditions change, the mind 
must change to conform with them. 
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Blame the man who never changes his 
mind! How stale and soiled and dusty 
such a man’s mind must be. He who 
changes his mind to harmonize with 
circumstances, though, is spiritually 
clean and fresh, is living according to 
the laws of spiritual hygiene.” 


If changing mind means breaking 
of promises, if changing mind means 
turning the sails to collide against an- 
other’s ship as suits best, then, such 
changing is craftiness and statescraft 
and is not a sign by any means of a 
clean mind. However, we must admire 
this master mind of English politics— 
we. certainly have none here to match 
him—this great Welshman! 


DOG-OIL OR DOG-GONE 
MEDICINE? 


A science that constantly keeps 
changing its empirical formulae, fun- 
damentals, and functions, ever groping 
in the dark, could not rank as a 
‘science’ until it becomes an accuracy.

“When I was at Turin I found a 
surgeon famed above all the rest for 
his treatment of gunshot wounds, into 
whose favor I found a way to insinuate 
myself, that I might have the recipe of 
his balm as he called it. wherewith he 
dressed these wounds. And he made 
me pay my court to him for two years. 
before I could possibly get the recipe 
out of him. In the end, thanks to my 
gifts and presents, he gave it to me, 
which was this, to boil down, in oil of 
lilies, young whelps just born, and 
earthworms prepared with Venice tur- 
pentine. Then was I joyful and my 
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heart made glad, that I had learned 
his remedy.” 

And the London Pharmacopoeia for 
the year 1659 contained a recipe for 
“dog-oil,” with the following ingre- 
dients: “‘sallet oyl, two puppy dogs 
newly whelped, earthworms washed in 
white wine and cypress turpentine and 
spirit of wine.” 

Some medicine! Dog-oil! What 
kind of a “dog” would use it now you 
will perhaps ask? But during all these 
years only the methods have differed, 
to come again to the same noxious 
nostrums, leeches, and caustics and 
only a few years ago bleeding and 
mercurializing were the two anchors 
for the “cure” of human ills. How 
much difference is there yet in the 
medical “science” of the past and the 
medical “science” of the present? 
Filthy horse vaccines and pig serums. 
dirty dead organs of animals and chop- 
ping off of a part because it does not 
function properly, are still the pride of 
medical ‘‘science.” The day of refor- 
mation could not have come sooner 
and the true therapeutical science that 
deals the death-blow to the “‘science™ 
of indiscriminate drug therapy has 
already taken its birth under the 
name of SPECTRO-CHROME THE- 
RAPY which is the most potent, 
rational, clean, natural, simple and ac- 
curate single system of healing human 
dis-eases supplanting drugs in toto.

It had been better if 
he had lived as a good Japanese and 
followed in the footsteps of Buddha. 
Mere conversion from one religion to 
another counts for nothing, the foun- 
dation of all religions is the Truth and 
the benefit accrues only by the ex- 
emplification of the precepts of any 
prophet into our daily life. The pres- 
ent day Christianity as exemplified in 
the European War is no encourage- 
ment for anyone to become a “Chris- 
tian :’ a true Christian follows meekly 
in the footsteps of Jesus, sacrificing 
self for others, decrying none, obeying 
conscience. When Christianity will 
stop warfare (which is legal murder),

Professor William A. McKeever, of 
the University of Kansas, writing in 
the Evening Journal of New York, 
July 26, 1922, about children says in 
part:

Many little ones are caused to remain 
long in smoke-laden rooms. It has 
been found by test that air heavily 
charged with tobacco smoke will ren- 


der eggs infertile, will stunt young’ 


rabbits and make young chickens 
anemic. Show father how to impro- 
vise a smoke ventilator and thus draw 
the tobacco fumes from the living 
room, for the sake of his baby.” 

He is right. In the exercise of per- 
sonal liberty no person has any right 
to injure another. One does not like 
eating from an unclean dish or drink 
from an unclean tumbler, yet no 
attention is paid to keeping the atmos- 
phere clean. I see every day unthink- 
ing fathers and mothers smoking in- 
discriminately and blowing their foul 
breath into the tender lungs of their 
innocent babies, converting a healthy 
home into a dirty smoke-sodden coup, 
unfit for the residence of developing 
humans. The Creator forgot to place 
a chimney on their skulls! By what 
earthly right does any person dare 
render unclean a health-giving atmos- 
phere? I do not deny any person's 
right to do as they please, but, where 
the tip of my nose begins their liberty 
ends. Parents and others must not 
smoke their foul breaths into children 
and the sooner this weed of tobacco be 
placed under the same ban as alcohol 
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or similar poisons the better for the 
preservation of the race.

A nation’s virility depends on the 
free expression of public opinion, Na- 
tions which submitted to magistracy, 
unperialism, kingship, lordism, autoc- 
racy, bureaucracy and censorships that 
moved the power of public opinion to 
a chosen few went down in the graves 
of oblivion and are now only useless 
history.

The 
New York Times recently published 
what appears as a flagrant example of 
the knockdown stupidity of the Penn- 
sylvania Board of Film Censors. Its 
writer says: 


“The Pennsylvania Board of Film 
Censors would walk a thousand miles 
to smoke out a ‘Camille.’ 

“It was from this same musnud of 
moralists that the edict was issued last 
year that no picture could be shown 
that portrayed a mother making a lay- 
ette for her unborn child. In Penn- 
sylvania children are not born in the 
usual way, but are bootlegged over the 
roofs by storks or moonshined into the 
world through a cabbage leaf. 

“It was the same Sanhedrian of 
Sages who ordered the title, ‘It is a 
boy,’ cut out of ‘The Four Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse.’ If it had read ‘It 
is a Republican,’ it would have passed 
—in Pennsylvania. 

“Anyhow, ‘Camille’ arrived in Penn- 
sylvania on the celluloid. It was not 
called ‘Camille.’ It was called “The 
Red Peacock.” The story was the 
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story of ‘Camille’ done in Germany. 
It was originally called ‘Poor Violette.’ 
Pola Negri was the star who coughed 
her way into eternity in the fifth reel 
in the way the younger Dumas had ar- 
ranged it some years back. The names 
of the characters were changed, but the 
play is essentially the same that muil- 
lions of people have seen and read. 

‘‘As soon as the Pennsylvania board 
saw the picture they put their ivories 
together and ordered the following 
changes in ‘Camille,’ alias “The Red 
Peacock.’ I here reproduce verbatim 
the order. It is my most precious liter- 
ary possession, Asa bit of Americana, 
I believe it is unique: 

“REEL 1—(a) Eliminate subtitle, 
‘Gaston du Pont, her satellite,’ and 
substitute ‘Gaston du Pont, her fiance.’ 


“REEL 3—(a) Eliminate subtitle, 
‘Count Girgy sees an opportunity,’ and 
substitute ‘Count Girgy sees an oppor- 
tunity to vary his hectic life with an 
act of humanity.’ 

“(b) Eliminate subtitle, ‘Violette, 
you may remain as maid in this house 
if you wish to,’ and substitute ‘Vio- 
lette. my house is lonely., Let me do 
an unselfish act—be my ward and en- 
toy the comforts of my home as a 
sister would.’ 

“(c) Eliminate views of Girgy em- 
bracing and kissing Violette after 
’-*nging her wrap to her and all views 
of Girgy kissing and embracing Vio- 
lette in any other reel throughout the 
picture. 

“REEL 4—(a) Eliminate subtitle, 
“Alfred, I love you. Take me away 
from this,’ and substitute ‘Alfred, I 
love you. I was happy as Girgy’s 
ward until you returned. Take me 
away.’ 

“(b) Eliminate views of Alfred 
shaking his head to express ‘No.’ 

“(c) Insert, after Alfred has fallen 
at Violette’s feet with his head in her 
lap and she is fondling and kissing 
him, stbtitle, ‘Come to me, Violette; 
we will be married at once and say 
nothing about it.’ 

“REEL 5—(a) Insert a subtitle af- 
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ter ‘I love Alfred—he is all I have in 
the world. I cannot let him go,’ when 
Violette sinks in chair and Claire goes 
out of the room, to this effect, ‘Realiz- 
ing that for his own reasons Alfred 
had not told his father of his marriage, 
Violette loyally kept the secret.’ 

“(b) Insert a subtitle during the 
views showing Violette leaving her 
home and before she goes to Gaston 
du Pont, to this effect: ‘With a cour- 
ageous determination to find some 
means of honestly earning money to 
aid Alfred.’ 

‘*(c) Eliminate subtitle, ‘I am here, 
ill in body and soul. Take me away, 
anywhere, and substitute ‘I am here, 
ill in body and soul. You offered to 
help me. Are you good friend enough 
to take me, unselfishly, where I can 
learn to dance so that I may earn 
money ?” 

(d) Eliminate subtitle, ‘My dear 
Alfred: Forgive me, I am leaving 
you. My illness will become a greater 
and greater burden on you, and our 
financial troubles are growing each 
day. You have your future to con- 
sider, Violette, and subtitute ‘My 
dear Alfred: Forgive me. I am leaving 


you fora time that I may earn money 


to overcome our financial troubles, 


which are growing each day. I love 
you, and hope for the _ future. 
Violette.’ 


“(e) Eliminate all views in this 
and other reels following of Gaston du 
Pont embracing and kissing or making 
love to Violette. 

“(f) Eliminate subtitle. ‘We will 
go South and there will soon be roses 
in your checks,’ and substitute ‘You 
may trust me. We will go South and 
there will soon be roses in your checks. 
You shall learn to dance there.’ 


“REEL 6—(a) Eliminate all views 
of Gaston du Pont making love to 
Violette, kissing or embracing her. 

*(b) Eliminate subtitle, ‘You’d bet- 
ter not dance this evening—your 
cough,’ and substitute ‘You'd better 
rest this evening—your cough.’ 

“(c) Eliminate the word ‘you’ from 
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subtitle, ‘It was my money you loved, 
not me—you—’ 

“(d) Eliminate subtitle. ‘Now I 
know you for what you are—and I’m 
through with you,’ and substitute ‘I’m 
through with you forever.’ 

“A careful analysis of this remark- 
able document will disclose to the 
future excavators and archaeologists 
of the ruins of American liberty the 
wheels 1n the mental processes of those 
who gave to the world the Great Penn- 
sylvania Idea. Rare pickings for a 
future Taine or Gibbon. .

GLANDS, GOATS AND 
MONKEYSHINES 


Harold F.. McCormick, the million- 
aire of Chicago, Illinois, was operated 
on by Dr. Victor Lespinasse for “re- 
juvenation of youth” by implanting in 
his body the purchased gland of a 
youth. The newspapers created a roar 
about this until McCormick finally de- 
clared he had never bought any human 
gland. This gland business and or- 
ganotherapy, as it is called, is a mon- 
strous medical fraud and I shall soon 
write more about it. Meanwhile, an 
article appeared in the Evening Bulle- 
tin, of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
dated June 26. 1922, which for its 
good and steady representation of the 
affair deserves attention: 


“Mr. McCormick, in séarching for 
the fountain of youth, is doomed to a 
keen sense of disappointment. Ever 
since the history of mankind rejuve- 
nation has been a subject of consider- 
able attraction. Of course, it may be 
desirable, but unfortunately impossi- 
ble. Experimental reasearch in that 
direction is excusable, but to commer- 
cialize research work ere the result 
has definitely been established, is un- 
pardonable. It is nothing short of 
charlatanism. The glandular trans- 
plantation operation has no_ biologic 
basis. The assumption that any par- 
ticular gland possesses the fountain of 
youth is unscientific and untrue.

versatile checkered life of the origi- 
nator of Spectro-Chrome Therapy. 
The Pottsville Daily Republican, of 
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Pottsville, Pa., a newspaper having the 
biggest circulation in Eastern Central 
Pennsylvania, printed in its issue of 
July 29, 1922, the following, which is 
the most accurate report of the man 
ever published in America. It will go 
a long way to show that Dinshah’s 
work is not the result of sleeping on 
a “bed of flowers” and that even now 
he could not afford to rest on his oars, 
his real work for human service being 
only begun with Spectro-Chrome Ther- 


apy. 


Men Prominent in Life of Pennsyl- 
vania 


Colonel Dinshah P. Ghadiali, M.D., 


D.C., Ph.D., LL.D., of 2401 North 
Broad Street, Philadelphia, one of that 
city's prominent men. Born in India 
a brief sketch of his unusual career 
will be of interest to readers: 


1873—Born November 28, of Parsee 
Zoroastrian parents at Bombay, Brit- 
ish India. The name Ghadiali mean- 
mg “watch maker.” His father, a 
watch maker, was also contractor to 
the British Postmaster General for the 
presidency of Bombay. 


1876—At the age of 2% years at- 
tended primary school and at the age 
of 8 years was attending high school. 
Three years later, at the age of 11 
years, acted as assistant to professor of 
mathematics and science at Wilson 
College, Bombay. 

1886—Took Bombay University ex- 
amination. 


1887—-At 14 years of age became 
experimental demonstrator in chemis- 
try and physics at seven institutions of 
learning. At this time he began the 
study of medicine. 

1891—Became member of the In- 
dian Temperance Association and was 
elected Fellow of Theosophical Society 
and began career as public orator on 
scientific, metaphysical, spiritual and 
occult subjects. 


1892—-He erected several electric 
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light installations and was appointed 


telegraph and telephone superintendent 


for Dholpur State, Central India, and 
acted as electrical engineer to his high- 
ness Maharana of Dholpur. 

1893—Joined British Merchant Ma- 
rine service, with the Peninsular and 
Oriental Steamship Company and went 
to London, England ; became a member 
of the International Order of “Good 
Templars.” 


1894—Was appointed chief mechan- 
ical engineer in the “Umballa Flour 
Mills,” Punjab, India. Became a mem- 
ber of the Independent Order of Rech- 
abites, the Royal Army Temperance 
Association, and also of the Royal Ar- 
tillery Temperance Association then 
under the Presidentship of Lord Rob- 
erts, Commander-in-Chief of the In- 
dian Army. 


1895—Became consulting electrical 
engineer and erected a number of elec- 
tric light plants in various cotton spin- 
ning and weaving mills. 

‘\’as elected an honorary member of 
the Poona Volunteer Rifle Corps, 
which is a great honor in India. 


1896—Made his first visit to the 
United States and was introduced to 
Thomas Edison, Nicola Tesla, Michael 
Pupin and other inventors and scien- 
tists of international note. Delivered 
first lecture on X-ray and radio activ- 
ity in New York, which earned for him 
the title of the “Parsee Edison.” 

Returning to India, he developed his 
practice as medical practitioner and 
medical electrician in Bombay and 
started a number of reform campaigns 
throughout India, of such a radical 
character as to stir up the 332,000,000 
people throughout the country, 

1899—Became stage manager of the 
Bombay Theatre and erected therein 
the first electric motion picture ma- 
chinery as a pioneer in the film art. 


1900—Inaugurated ‘‘Electro-Medical 
Hall” at Ajmer, Central India, for the 
treatment of diseases by Chromopathy 
or color waves, electricity and other 
drugless methods in conjunction with 
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his regular medical and surgical prac- 
tice, 


1901 — Opened “Electro - Medical 
Hall” at Surat, Western India, and 
became famous for successful treat- 
ment of bubonic plague and the so- 
called incurable diseases. 


1903—Became trustee of the Deshi 
Mitra printing press. 

1904—W‘as elected chairman of the 
“Nanpura Parsee Community” to pro- 
tect the rights of the poor, enabling 
them to secure medical assistance with 
less cost. In doing this, he became 
involved in a number of defamation 


and libel suits, all of which he defended 


‘personally with success, without the 
aid of a lawyer and won much pop- 
ularity by his upright stand against 
autocratic oppression. At this time he 
was appointed District Agent of the 
New Zealand Fire and Marine Insur- 
ance Company. 


1905—Established his own printing 


plant and weekly newspaper called the. 


“Impartial,” to further the cause of 
liberty of speech and writings. His 
editorials were under the title of “Our 


Golden Whip,” Criticizing unjust acts 


of government and other public offi- 
cilals and exposure of political graft 
created much uproar. 


1908—July 4th left India and trav- - 


eled through England, France, Bel- 
gium, Holland. Germany, Austria, 
Switzerland, Italy and other countries 
to promote his electrical and scientific 
inventions. 


1909—Founded and was chairman 
of the Alcohol-Free Wines Company, 
Ltd., of London, England, with fac- 
tory in Switzerland to promote the 
cause of total abstinence. Was ap- 
pointed “Honorary Deputy Grand 
Chief Templar of the Grand Lodge of 
England of the International Order 
of Good Templars.” Was delegate 
to the Twelfth International Con- 
gress on Alcoholism and was appointed 
member of the first “International Pro- 
hibition Confederation” of London. 


England. Took up the: study of flight. 
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Passed the examination with honors 
and was elected Fellow of the ‘“Tem- 
plar Institute of England’ and was 
commissioned speaker of the Anti-So- 
cialist Union of Great Britain under 
the presidentship of the Duke of Dev- 
onshire. 


1911—Arrived in United States with 
$75 in his pocket, after unforeseen 
financial reverses in England caused 
through his zealousness in promoting 
the cause of prohibition. 


Decided to make America his per- 
manent domicile, and became profes- 
sor arid chief instructor in New York 
College of Engineering Science and 
Automobile Instruction. Later acted 
as secretary of a division superintend- 
ent of the Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany of America. 


1912—Became Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Automobile 
Fault Finder and Anti-Forgery Elec- 
tric Pen Company. 

1913—LRecame Assistant Manager 
of the Southern Nut and Fruit Com- 
pany of New: York and Georgia. Es- 
tablished experimental laboratory with 
a wireless telegraph station at Hills- 
dale, XN. J. At this time began to man- 
ufacture the ‘““Dinshah” Engine Tester 
for testing gas engines of automobiles, 
submarines and aeroplanes, which he 
gifted to the United States Govern- 
ment during the war. 


1914—He organized and became 
President of Dr. Dinshah P. Ghadiali 
Inventions Corporation for manu fac- 
turing and marketing his inventions. 
and the Dinshah Photokinephone Cor- 
poration for talking motion pictures. 

1915—Became General Manager and 
Vice-President of the Independent 
Electrical Supply Company and Vice- 
President and General Manager of the 
North Atlantic Metal Corporation of 
New York, 

1916—Became export manager of 
t= ‘“nion Smelting and Refining Com- 
anv of New Jersey.

Legislation never engenders or pro- 
tects morality; it is education that 
elevates and it is education we need 
all around. We have more legisla- 
tion in a day than the ancients had 
in an age; yet I doubt if we advanced 
further in our inner concepts of jus- 
tice and ethics.

8. The present system of plumbing 
by which one is compelled to sit on a 
wooden (porous) seat and infection to 
be carried to the innocent. 


9. Promiscuous moving around of 
women during their monthly periods

CARBUNCLES 
By Kate W. Baldwin, M.D., 
Fellow American College of Sur- 
geons

Fortunately, carbuncles are not 
the most frequent of infections. 
There are many boils or furuncles, 
but carbuncles the surgeon does not 
see every day. 


The following is the usual descrip- 
tion given in works on surgery: 
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‘Carbuncles are most commonly 
upon the posterior surface of the 
neck or upon the back, usually where 
the skin is not covered by clothing. 
A circumscribed area of skin be- 
comes indurated, red, later purple in 
appearance, then a number of small 
perforations occur upon the skin. 
The process is through the subcu- 
taneous fat, a larger and larger por- 
tion of the skin surrounding the 
original center attaining a honey- 
combed appearance. The infected 
area is exceedingly painful and the 
patient has the general appearance 
of one who 1s severely ill. Diabetic 
tissues furnish an especially excellent 
culture medium. 


“The most ./satisfactory surgical 
treatment consisting in.a crucial in- 
cision down to the base of the in- 
fected tissue, then the removal of 
the infected tissue and the cavity is 
then sponged with a 95 per cent. of 
carbolic acid and tamponed with 
gauze saturated with stron¢ alcohol. 
In place of this five to ten drops of 


a 50 per cent. solution of a 95 per 


cent. carbolic acid in glycerine is in- 
jected into the base of the indurated 


area about two cm. anart around the 


entire circumference of the carbun- 
cle, the surrounding skin having 
been protected with vaseline. The 
surface is then covered with a thick 
layer of gauze saturated with strong 
alcohol. One injection is usually 
sufficient, but the carbolic acid injec- 
tion mav be repeated if necessary. 
There is usually considerable loss of 
tissue and great disfigurement. Skin 
grafting may be necessary.” 


Recently a jet of hot air has been 
used in the treatment of carbuncles 
with reported satisfaction. With it 
the pain is intense and an anesthetic 
is frequently required. 


Within the past eighteen months I 
had several very interesting carbun- 
cle cases which are worth reporting: 


Mr. D., age 37 years, came to me 


November 29, 1921, with a carbuncle 
on the back of his neck. He had been 
treating it for a week or more with 
the usual home remedies. He was 
unable to sleep or attend to his usual 
duties of an interior decorator. 
Nearly all of the back of the neck and 
up to the occipital protuberance was 
involved in the indurated area, but 
the slough was confined to one side 
of the median line. There were 
twenty-four or more openings in the 
skin. Aside from the ordinary surgi- 
cal dressings no treatment was given 
but the Spectro-Chrome Attuned 
Colors, which were at first applied 
twice in twenty-four hours. The 
Spectro-Chrome controlled the infec- 
tion and circumscribed the sloughing 
area. The skin broke down between 
three of the openings and the Spec- 
tro-Chrome softened and separated 
the slough so that it was easily re- 
moved, leaving a large cavity, which 
was soon cb'terated bv the use of 
the astringent Indigo Wave. It was 
not more than three davs when the 
cavitv was entirely obliterated and 
the skin soon became normal. The 
last time I saw Mr. D. the skin was 
so perfect it was difficult to believe 
one’s own eyes. In just twelve davs 
from the first treatment, Mr. D. 
papered a room, the ceiling as well 
as the side walls. Trv the position 
necessary for such work and see how 
tired the neck gets! 


We used Orange, Yellow and 
Lemon Spectro-Chrome Color 
Waves until the slough was re- 
moved, then Indigo to close the cav- 
ity and later Turquoise for the skin. 


Mrs. K., age 72 years. very feeble. 


Her husband recently died and she 


had little interest in life. The son 
told me that when they learned that 
the mother had a carbuncle they had 
no idea she could recover. 


The location and area involved 
was almost the same as in the case 
of Mr. D., only that the slough was 
on the other side of the median line. 
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Mrs. K. came first to the clinic of the 
Woman's Hospital, but soon was too 
feeble to go back and forth and was 
taken into the house on July 5, 1921. 
On the eleventh, she was able to re- 
turn to her home and report to the 
clinic. I saw her last August 23, 
1921; this was only the third time 
she had been to the clinic after 
leaving the hospital. The only evi- 
dence of the carbuncle was a thin 
white line less than one inch long. 
The treatment was the same as in 
the case of Mr. D., with the excep- 
tion that she was put on a non-meat 
diet. Mr. D. was eating at restau- 
rants and was obliged to take what 
he could get. 


Mr. S., a mechanical dentist, had 
a perfectly good carbuncle on the 
back of his neck. Dr. Delia Riggs 
treated Mr. S. with Spectro-Chrome 
and the ordinary surgical dressings 
between treatments. He was well in 
an unusualiy short time and only 
time lost from his reguiar duties was 
the time necessary for the treat- 
ments. I saw ‘this case only in con- 
sultation. 


The next case is that of a twelve 
year-old girl with a small carbuncle 
on the lower part of the sacrum. The 
slough was ready to be removed; 
this was done and she was given 
Spectro-Chrome. She came back for 
a second treatment and was to have 
another, but her mother sent word 
that it was not necessary and that 
the child had gone to a picnic. 


The three following cases may 
well be reported together. Two lit- 
tle negro boys (brothers) and Tony, 
a little Italian. The scalp was the 
seat of infection in all these three 
cases. Tony was the worst; his 
scalp Was literally covered with se- 
cretions. The necrotic points were 
so numerous that the entire scalp 
looked like one gigantic carbuncle or 
a collection of smaller ones. The 
others were much the same, only not 
as extensive. Tony was in the hos- 


pital for several weeks and later 
came a few times to the clinic. The 
two brothers lived quite near, so 
went back and forth to the clinic. 
Only two days ago 1 saw the mother 
and she reported that the boys were 
all right, the scalps nice and clean. 
Spectro-Chrome was the only treat- 
ment, except for different wet dress- 
ings used to soften the secretions. | 
have had a good many years’ work 
in a surgical clinic, but never did I 
see heads such as these three. 


The next two cases are probably 
of greater interest, as one was on the 
lip and the other on the neck of a 
diabetic... The diabetic case died, not 
so much from the carbuncle as from 
the general condition. The spleen 
was very much enlarged and very 
painful. The slightest pressure gave 
pain, in fact, there was pain all the 
time and he could move with great 
difficulty. He also had a painful 
area on the jnside of the right tnigh. 
‘This, however, did improve. 


The carbuncle on the lip was ina 
young woman seemingly in good 
general condition. About two years 
ago she had an extensive infection 
on the chin, which was some time 
getting well. Miss N. came to me 
July 22, 1922, with the left side of 
the face badly swollen, the eye partly 
closed. It was evident, however, 
that the upper lip was the center of 
the infection. Between the Spectro- 
Chrome treatments, compresses of 
Epsom salt were used and the swell- 
ing was promptly reduced and con- 
fined to the lip. We did not incise 
this at all, the Spectro-Chrome Scar- 
let, Yellow and Lemon soon softened 
the necrotic tissue and it was dis- 
charged through the twelve open- 


ings in the skin. Later, Indigo was 
used to obliterate the cavity. I saw 
Miss N. yesterday, just three weeks 
from her first visit. In three months, 
or sooner, there will be no disfigure- 
ment: really, there is very little at 
the present time. A film of con- 
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tractil collodion is the only dressing 
at the present time. It is worth 
noting that contractil collodion very 
much assists in preventing a scar. 


Mr. B., age 39 years, was referred 
to me July 14th by his regular physi- 
cian, who was leaving the city on a 
vacation. 


Mr. B. gave the following history: 
Four members of his mother’s family 
died of diabetes, his. mother one of 
the tour. Two had carbuncles, the 
mother one of the two, hers being 
on the lower part of the back. Mr. 
B. was known to have had excessive 
sugar in urine for twenty years—at 
times as high as 6 per cent. Fifteen 
years ago had many boils on differ- 
ent parts of the body. At that time 
he had 6 per cent. of sugar. Three 
months ago had a “boil” on the right 
arm, which opened in six or seven 
places; soon after he had one on the 
end of the nose. 


In July there was 4 per cent. of 
sugar bv weight, no casts, no albu- 
min. He had been getting pain in 
the neck for about eight weeks; 
when he came to me July 14th he 
held the head rigid and turned to 
the left. The indurated area reached 
from the left ear to beyond the 
median line of the neck and eventu- 
ally extended nearly to the right ear. 
It was not until Monday, July 23, 
that one could say positively it was 
a carbuncle. Between the 14th and 
the 23d I saw him only every second 
day, as he lived some distance from 
the city and traveling gave much dis- 
comfort. He came to the city on 
Tuesday, the 24th, and from that 
time I saw him three times a day. 
He was given Scarlet, Yellow and 
Lemon Spectro-Chrome and later In- 
digo. The slough softened and dis- 
charged through the many openings 
in the skin, no incision was necessary 
and in a diabetic very undesirable. 
There was a great amount of dis- 
charge, the dressing often having to 
be changed two or three times be- 
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tween treatments. By August 1 the 
slough was all gone and the secre- 
tion was very little. He could move 
the head freely in all directions and 
on the 2d told me that the carbuncle 
did not hurt him at all and that his 
only trouble was the shortness of 
breath and the intense pain in the left 
side. This pain had been increasing 
for several days and it was with d:f- 
ficulty that he could get up and 
down. At no time was the tempera- 
ture higher than 101° F. The heart 
was regular and of good quality until 
August 1. From that time on he 
grew rapidly worse, became uncon- 
scious about 2 P. M. on the 3d and 
died at 10:30 A. M., August 4, with- 
out regaining consciousness. 


The urine on August 3 showed 
less sugar than on July 19. On the 
19th it was 4 per cent. by weight. 
on the 3d only 2.86 per cent. On the 
19th there was no albumin, on the 
3d only a trace. No casts either 
time. 


In the interest of the next case, l 
ask was there any way to have saved 
the life of this man? When the car- 
buncle did so well I had visions of 
recovery. 


These cases have all been of much 
interest to me. There was less pain, 
no incisions, quicker recovery with, 
I may say, no scars. I never had as 
good results with any other line of 
treatment. If there is a better one 
I hope to find it; until I find a better 
one I shall use Spectro-Chrome for 
all carbuncles.- 


Baldwin for elucidation re- 
garding carbuncles. A carbuncle is 
in all respects an “inverted furuncle.” 
Boils, abscesses, furuncles, carbun- 
cles are all clean-cut evidences of

If tender, red. hot, or 
swollen, Violet on 6 is indicated 
locally. Green Systemic first to 
cleanse, followed bv J.emon Sys- 
temic to alter the conditions. On 
the spot where Nature concentrates 
her volcanic crater (boil. abscess, 
furuncle or carbuncle), use Orange 
for auickening suppuration; use 
even Scarlet if the blood pressure 1s 
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sluggish. When the secretions start 
flowing freely and the necrosed 
detritus is cleared, use Indigo Wave 
to close the cavity and avoid an ugly 
scar. The Areas Numbers 4 and 18 
should receive Magenta, if so indi- 
cated. In short, treat carbuncle on 
the same principle as any severe in- 
flammation m>y be treated. Treat it 
as a semaphcr of what ts going on 
inside—depleted left side vitality. 


In the last case specified by Sur- 
geon Baldwin, she appears to have 
done the best for the patient, death 
being traceable to the condition of 
the patient being so exhausted 
already, that when the crisis came 
the vital organs could not react. 
However, the interesting cases re- 
ported by her deserve our considera- 
tion and her support of Spectro-

The 
following communication from William 
S..Arnold, S.C.T.. was subsequently 
received and will explain the trouble, 
which is now producing much dis- 
content and about which it is necessary 
that I must clear their minds. He says: 


“Your policy of but one set of slides 
to each equipment is splendid, but not 
for the practitioner. To be able to give 
the uninterrupted treatments necessary 
for the best results and to be available 
to his patients at all times, in other 
words properly to serve them, the 
practitioner must have an extra equip- 
ment. Often, especially when he 1s 
building his practice and is in greatest 
need of giving service, he cannot afford 
an extra equipment, for which he 
would probably have no immediate 
use. 


“Besides, I can see no especial 
reason for the necessity of extra slides 
for the practitioners, altho this would 
be very desirable. However, I do 
believe that vour representatives should 
have extra slides (sets) available for 
the therapists of their districts. These 
representatives would, of course, give 
out the slides only to those who 
returned complete sets, thus replacing 
broken sets of slides in a few hours in- 
stead of several davs, as 1s now the 
case. 


‘\ further precaution would be to 
etch on each slide of a set, with 
hydrofluoric acid or the so-called 
“Diamond Ink,” the serial number of 
the set. This would he a verv simple 
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matter and would assure you and your 
representatives that the slides being 
returned would he all of the same set. 
It is a regrettable fact that there are 
some dishonest people, but it would be 
a reflection on no one to trust only your 
representatives, who could be placed 
under tond. Besides I believe with 
your knowledge of people you are most 
capable of picking the right men. 


The present policy is inductive of 
great dissatisfaction and, possibly, dis- 
honesty. Practitioners who, if they 
could get slides locally would gladly 
turn in their slides for a new set at 
once, now patch and patch, and I know 
of instances when they have tried ts 
make their own slides. This practice 
most certainly does not reflect to the 
credit of Spectro-Chrome. 


“This is written in line with vour 
request for constructive criticism and 
I have been perfectly frank im stating 
my mind. I trust you will accept these 
suggestions in the spirit in which thev 
are given. That I have the success of 
Spectro-Chrome at heart is amply 
shown, I believe, in my efforts and 
endeavors as an officer of the Marv- 
land Association of Spectro-Chrome 
Therapists and in my part in organ- 
izing that body. We have opposition 
here and are doing our “bit” which 
while not spectacular is beginning to 
bear fruit. 


“This is a personal communication, 
intended as a suggestion toward hetier 
co-operation and understanding and is 
an effort to help correct a cundition 
which, I believe, must be unsatisfactory 
to vourself as well as to most of the 
practitioners who are unable to afford 
more than one equipment. 


“As to an article for the Spectro- 
Chrome Magazine, I shall be glad to 
write anything of especial interest to 
the therapists at large, but believe that 
the usual success which is attendant 
with the routine use of Spectro- 
Chrome is too well known. and that 
detailed reports would be superfluous.” 
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While I am highly appreciative of 
the criticism of our good friend, I have 
to inform him and all others that at 
the present stage it is impossible to 
follow the outlined suggestions about 
the slides. The whole foundation of 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy is the five 
slides correctly matched to produce the 
proper degree twelve color waves. 
My past experiences with human dis- 
honesty and especially with the in- 
human dishonesty of a number of my 
own graduates has compelled me to 
keep my policy unchanged on this 
matter. One man foisted on me in a 
package four slides for five, another 
believes it needs no matching of slides 
and tells his hearers they may use any 
old color as long as they “look’’ right, 
a third cuts my slides in two and 
makes two “cquipments,”’ a fourth 
builds my slides into ceiling equipments 
according to his conceptions of the 
technique, a fifth makes his own 
“color slides” a foot square, a sixth 
hoaxes his patients by telling them he 
has other waves better than Spectro- 
Chrome and uses a “Lavender Wave” 
with other combinations and so forth. 
How can my _ kind representatives 
guard against such contingencies? Be- 
sides, if I start doing buisness as 
suggested, my corporation records 
would have to be separately analyzed 
for each different State and more State 
Taxes and Fees would accrue. My 
bookkeeping would be complicated 
further ; legal fights would start with 
the dishonest ones to guard the honest ; 
through the mistakes of some unwary 
and good-hearted confiding repre- 
sentative a mix-up might occur in slides 
and a clash might spring up between 
me and my representative. All this 
must be avoided until the suffering 
public learns to know the genuine from 
the non-genuine. There is no solution 
for this. I cannot make all people 
honest and while they are not honest, 
I must guard the situation by main- 
taining rigidly the policy of One Set of 
Slides With One Equipment, No Spare 
‘Set To Any Person and No Replace- 
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ment of Broken Slides Without Re- 
ceipt Of The Comclete Original Set. 
This rule has no exception, Spectro- 
Chrome Institute has no exception and 
I have no favoritism of any kind. My 
two eyes see equally. 


But, I must be fair to the practi- 
tioner ; how can I do so? 


I have now installed a ‘Used Equip- 
ment Department.” The busy prac- 
titioner who needs immediate relief 
from this tense situation may take 
advantage of it; at a reduced price he 
may secure a complete set of original 
shdes with a spare equipment. These 
equipments, are serviceable in every 
way and are mostly “Exchange Equip- 
ments.”’ Generally, I have a few of 
each kind on hand, which I cannot 
sell as “New Equipments” and which 
are offered at two-thirds the price oi 
complete New Equipments. I have no 
other solution at present and if anyone 
will offer further suggestions by which 
I can smooth the uphill path of the 
pioneer Spectro-Chrome Therapist I 
am open to listen. Do not grumbl: 
uselessly; I am guarding Spectro- 
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equally. In this particular respect, cay 
personal responsibility to the suifering 
public is grave and I know it. There- 
fore, until some better solut.on offers 
itself, until my limited resources im- 
prove sufficiently to maintain in dif- 
ferent states and cities specially trained 
representatives who can be adequately 
compensated for all the time and 
trouble necessary to spend on this kind 
of unprofitable work, J cannot and zcill 
not change my policy. You will have 
to put up with some inconvenience 
perhaps now, but friends, time will 
prove that I did the best in the 
interests of human service. If I 
stumble the least now in the infancy 
of this latest revelation in the Healing 
Art, I would be a traitor to the cause 
and the heavy duties attached to it. 
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Now while I am at it, I wish to open 
my heart to you a little. Many and 
many a scandalous tongue is wagging 
adversely about my “peculiar” methods 
of. teaching and business. Look at 
the results accomplished in less than 
three years however and judge. I am 
human and just as fallible; I am in 
many respects even very human, but, 
a man who has the composite functions 
of a researcher, originator, teacher, 
commercializer and fighter to perform 
single-handed against a granite wall 
faced with steel lined with the ingrafted 
prejudices of ages of notions behind 
it, all without outside financial or other 
support of any character must not 
expect anything different from .the 
world. The irony of the situation is 
that because I expect nothing, get 
nothing and take nothing (except 
grumbles), some of the “friends” 
who supported me and my cause turned 
against me. Why? Because, | politely 
let them know that while I am open to 
reason and suggestions, I mean to run 
my business on my own methods and 
as | think fit. They are told repeatedly 
that I take no personal gifts; yet, they 
persistently send me gifts (1 call them 
material junk) and when they are re- 
turned they feel “offended.” 


Say friends, if you love me and my 
Spectro-Chrome cause, will you oblige 
me by refraining from this eternal 
nonsense of gifts and presents? You 
will be appreciated and valued more if 
you use my Therapy and help my 
human mission, but please do not seek 
to entangle me into acknowledging and 
responding to social presents and gifts, 
whose acceptance I swore off nearly 
thirty years ago. 


Others, need a different request. 
They write me about matters not per- 
{aining to the subjects in question and 
expect me to answer promptly. They 
just forget that outside of answering 
mail I have complex duties to perform. 
I would like to oblige them, but, they 
must abide by my convenience and 
leisure, of which I have none to spare. 
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They brand me with laxity and negli- 
gence. Far from my mind it 1s to neg- 
lect well-wishers, but please, friends, be 
patient. J have only a small staff of 
devoted helpers and the overhead ex- 
penses are very heavy compared to the 
receipts. The following will show you 
come of our actual figures for 1922 as 
submitted to the Federal Government :

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HOW WORRY AFFECTS THE 
BRAIN

Modern science has brought to hght 
nothing more curiously interesting than 
that worry will kill. More remarkable 
still, it has been able to determine fron 
recent discoveries just how worry doe: 
kill . It is believed by many scientists 
who have followed most carefully the 
growth of the science of brain dis- 
ease, that scores of the deaths set down 
to other causés are due to worry, and 
that alone. 


The theory is a simple one —so 
simple that anyone can readily under- 
stand it. Brifly put, it amounts to 
this: Worry injures beyond repair cer- 
tain cells of the brain, and the brain be- 
ing the nutritive centre of the body, the 
other organs become gradually injured, 
and when some dis-ease of these organs 
or a combination of them arises, death 
finally ensues. Thus does worry kill. 
Ins:diously, like many other dis-eases, 
it creeps upon the brain in the form of 
a simple, constant, never-lost idea, and, 
as dropping water over a period of 
years will wear a groove into a stone, 
so does worry gradually, imperceptibly, 
but no less surely, destroy the brain 
cells that lead all the rest—that are, so 
to speak, the commanding officers of 
mental power, health and motion. 


Worry, to make the theory still 


ctranger, is anirritant at certain points. 


which produces little harm if it comes 
at intervals or irregularly. Occasional 
worrying of the system the brain can 
cope with, but the iteration and reiter- 
ation of one idea of a disquieting sort, 
the cells of the brain are not proof 
against. It is as if the skull were laid 
bare and the surface of the brain struc 
lightly with a hammer every few 
seconds with mechanical frecision, with 
never a sign of a stop or the failure of 
a stroke. Just in this way does the 
worryin§$ idea, the maddening thought, 
that will not be done away with, strike 
cr fall upon certain nerve cells, never 
ceasing—diminishing the vitality of 
these delicate organisms that are so 
minute that they can be seen only under 
the microscope.

ARE MEDICAL MEN AND 
WOMEN “DOCTORS?”

Our commercial age has established 
a lot of mental drilling halls, going 
under the name of high schools and 
colleges, some of which specialize in 
drilling students in medical science so- 
called and when such students after a 
time are examined and found drilled 
enough, so as to repeat, parrot-like, 
some of the magical formulas of said 
medical jargon, the drilling time ends 
and studies are finished in most cases 
forever, and said medical college or 
university is empowered to transform 
such students to “Doctors of Medi- 
cine’ and with said title transfers them 
to the very pinnacle of learning and 
understanding in the High School of 
Life. 


Swelled with the pride of Augustus, 
this young medical fledgling announces 
to the suffering world, that he (or she) 
is ready and fully prepared for its 
complete cure, if they only will calf 
at the new office. But, is he really a 
“Doctor of Medicine’? Could he (or 
she) possibly have arrived already at 
the summit of wisdom and understand- 
ing of the healing art? For what does 
“Doctor of Medicine” really mean? 
This Latin expression signifies a ‘‘Mas- 
ter Teacher” in the intricate art of 
healing; in other words, anyone ac- 
quiring or using the title of “Doctor of 
Vlndirine’ nroaclaims himself or her- 


self to be not only an ordinary profes- 
sor, but a Master Teacher, endowed 
with all the knowledge and experience 
essential for combating any and all the 
endless complications of dis-eases hu- 
man flesh may be heir to and be per- 
fectly at home in every branch of heal- 
ing. How absurd to expect such things 
from a medical chicken! It takes a 
life-time, and then some, to gain such 
knowledge and ripe experience with 
mature judgment, which no short col- 
lege curriculum can give. Almost any- 
one can be a “graduate in medicine,” 
but very few of the very elect and most 
experienced practitioners can ever be- 
come “Doctors of Medicine.” Most 
of them die in their own ignorance and 
inability to heal themselves. 


We all know by now, that even un- 
der the legal protection of a state li- 
cense, a doctor of medicine means not 
more than a salesman or saleswoman 
for the drug trust, and we also know 
that ‘‘medicine’” has as much to do 
with healing as a mule in a coal pit 
has to do with the management of a 
coal mine, for each drug is a small part 
in the drug business, but has no part 
in the healing art, for, healing is one 
of Nature’s own processes of life and 
comes from within. Real cures and 
actual healing cannot be filled in bottles, 
sold over the counter and handled like 
any other piece of merchandise. We 
may commercialize the art of healing 
and have really done so. but we cannot 
commercialize healing, or can a medi- 
cal man or woman be a healer. 


What a pretense then, what a cam- 
ouflage, to proclaim every Tom, Dick 
and Harrv a “Doctor of Medicine!” 
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Even among the real teachers in medi- 
cine, how many are mere copyists and 
plagiarists, repeating in the class-room 
what someone else has pretended to 
know. Would or could a real “mas- 
ter teacher” repeat such medical jar- 
gon, as we find in the textbooks, or 
could he be classified with the modern 
“medical authorities?” Practically 
every new medical book issued by them 
is nothing but a rehash of old or new 
theories, resurrected opinions, experi- 
mental conclusions, which, when seen 
or read in books, become gospel truths 
of medical science until discarded 
again for another set of opinions from 
another literary aspirant. 


Even the best professors and teachers 
in medical colleges, who ignore and 
deny the very life principle of soul 
and spirit in their teachings to medical 
students, what have they really left 
of the truth in their medical ‘“‘science ?” 
All the merchandise traded and sold 
in drug stores for ‘‘cures” on one side 
of. the balance and the higher inner 
forces of patients (always available for 
real healing) on another side of the 
scales would convince any blind bat 
how far the latter outweigh the for- 
mer. But because Nature’s wonderful 
healing forces cannot be seen or 
handled like merchandise, they do not 
exist for our modern medicine man. 
“Medicines” do not cure; they only 
change one dis-eased condition into an- 
other, generally more severe, more dif- 
fused and general. As long and as 
far as doctors of medicine ignore or 
think they can ignore the very founda- 
tion of all healing, as long as they re- 
main ignorant about the main factors 
for restoring the fine equilibrium of 
dis-eased conditions in any human be- 
ing, so long are medical men and wom- 
en unfit to be “Master Teachers” or 
“Doctors” (taken from the Latin verb 
“docere,’” to teach, instruct) and re- 
main only a few degrees removed from 
the ignorant Red Indian Medicine Man. 
But there is one hope still for all such, 
provided they overcome their false 
pride and begin to study and digest 


the fundamentals of Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy, which rationally teaches how 
to restore in the human body the radio- 
active and the radio-emanative equi- 
librium by Attuned Color Waves, as 
originated and taught by its one real 
Master Teacher. 


This widespread pretense of being 
doctors of medicine, without the 
slightest qualifications tor being mas- 
ter teachers in the healing art, is so 
common that very few find anything 
wrong with it, just as their finer moral 
senses of society have become so ob- 
tuse by reading the daily catalogues 
of crimes in our midst, that most read- 
ers consider them only daily “news.” 
This medical pretense has also a very 
serious side, for teaching is not only 
done by the spoken and written word, 
but much more effectively by our acts 
as teachers in the healing art. A doc- 
tor’s example and actions throughout 
life speak louder and reach farther 
than any lecture in the classroom. 
Therefore, the wise James of Bible 
fame says truly, “Let not many aspire 
to be teachers, for so much greater 
responsibility rests with them.” Ig- 
norance may excuse the uneducated, if 
their words or conduct cause suffer- 
ings, but it never excuses the learned 
man or “Doctor.” He is supposed to 
know what causes suffering and dis- 
eases and is supposed to understand 
how to remove these causes and suffer- 
ings and work by Nature’s laws to 
restore the feeling of ease which has 
been disturbed and to regain the con- 
sciousness of renewed strength and 
vitality. But instead of this, it is the 
very doctor of medicine of the mod- 
ern type (with very few exceptions), 
who, in his or her monumental ig- 
norance, prolongs and intensifies suf- 
ferings, makes free use (in his unfor- 
givable ignorance of the black magic 
of. his suggestions) of cutting open 
the live body and carve out dis-eased 
parts of organs. His “scientific” ar- 
guments and suggestions become auto- 
suggestions in his uneducated patient, 
lhe is made to believe them and act on 
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them and all his or her thought forces 
are blackened and poisoned, and in- 
stead of healing, a process of sure de- 
struction follows. A thirty-year prac- 
tice of healing has taught me by the 
very experiences with all patients what 
unbelievable causes medical men and 
women imagine to be at the root o1 
dis-eases. I shall give only a few 11- 
lustrations. 


A woman in her menopause called 
at my office complaining of severe and 
constant headaches; before I could 
question her, she told me that her 
physician had told her all her blood 
had turned into pus in the head, 
therefore the aching! Pure medical 
“science!” JI restored her blood cir- 
culation and regulated her liver and 
bowels, the blood pressure on her brain 
was removed and the headaches melted 
away and all the ‘pus’ must have 
turned red for shame!!! 


A personal friend of Mrs. McKinley, 
from Canton, Ohio, some years ago 
came to mv office. She was blind and 
had consulted the best eye specialists 
in the East. Naturally, I asked her 
what their diagnosis was of her case 
and she told me, it was diagnosed as 
a detached retina. It sounded very 
“scientific,” and I asked her, “What 
detached your retina in the eye? Was 
there any accident, shooting or stab- 
bing in your eye?” Nothing of the 
kind had happened. It had been pure 
guesswork of an eye specialist. 


A young woman suffering from fits 
had been diagnosed that “a splinter of 
bone pressed on the brain.” That phy- 
sician’s X-ray apparatus must dis- 
close a splinter of bone, even though 
the bony skull bars all peeking! 


Every day such “scientific” teaching 
comes from doctors of medicine to the 
great public, who must support them. 
When a physician examines a patient, 
looks at the tongue, feels the pulse or 
even goes so far as to knock all over 
the bare chest or listen with his “sci- 
entific’ ear or the stethoscope to the 
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pulsations of the heart and pronounces 
his judgment with a Greek or Latin 
name of a “dis-ease,” he teaches by 
such acts, that this is the medical way 
of knowing all about the trouble. Some 
go even far beyond this; they have 
some foul and dis-eased secretions or 
excretions examined by a wiser one, 
to find out what bug or microbe shall 
be made responsible, and so they all 
gucss and opine and suppose and be- 
lieve as to the cause or the name for 
dis-eased conditions. Even with the 
teamwork of consultations, the poor pa- 
tient grows steadily worse until his 
great friend, Mr. Thanatos (Death) 
relieves them all for sure. If even 
the lay people, who do not know any- 
thing about medical ‘“‘science,” get so 
thoroughly disgusted with the acts and 
teachings by word and deed of their 
supposed “Master Teachers” in the art 
of healing, it must be rotten indeed. 
Such patchwork and guesswork, such 
experimentation, such hide-and-seek 
play under cover of Latin and Greek 
terms for prescriptions and dis-eases 
has robbed the most trusting public of 
all confidence in doctors. 


Another sort of practical demonstra- 
tion of medical teaching is the present 
craze of injecting the vilest and nasti- 
est animal matter directly into the 
already dis-eased bloodstream of a liv- 
ing body by doctors. Such debasing 
acts by these supposed “‘Master Teach- 
ers’ in healing is only another proof 
positive that they do not know what 
they do. But they are not entitled to 
forgiveness for such absurd degrada- 
tion of human beings to the brutal 
animal plane. Under their guidance, 
teachings, direct help and active assist- 
ance doctors have forced animalism 
anl carnivorism, dis-eases, crimes and 
insanity on their charges, instead of 
elevating the human animal to the 
higher levels of consciousness and free- 
dom. Even these insane wars of 
nations are attributable to unbalanced 
minds of some individuals temporarily 
in power, but all under direct and im- 
mediate guidance of doctors, whose 
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absolute duty it was to tame such wild 
men crazed with megalomania. If the 
medical profession as such would un- 
derstand its own duties, rights, privi- 
leges and_ responsibilities as_ real 
master teachers in words and deeds of 
the healing art and would learn and 
understand to practise healing, instead 
of practising medicine, our civilization 
would surely show another face. A 
doctor of medicine must be a gnostic 
of the laws of health and life. an 
everlasting student of Nature, espe- 
cially the nature of man as to his body, 
spirit and soul and their interrelation- 
ship. He should not dare to be and 
be known as an agnostic in practically 
everything human, save to get away 
with the coin of the sufferers ; he must 
instantly detect and know charlatans 
and should never be “in the market” 
for selling or prescribing the wares of 
the “drug trust” or slaughter-house 
refuse, or recommending dead and 
rotten carcasses for food, or assist any 
money-mad merchant in filling un- 
speakable rot in bottles to sell for the 
“health and happiness” of suffering 


humanity. 


The above article from the pen of 
Dr. Emil Gleitsman, S.C.T., deserves 
our warm thanks. Although a doctor 
of medicine himself he was pro- 
gressive enough to take to drugless 
healing and his entrance into the field 
of Spectro-Chrome Therapy means 
much to his patients. His article ap- 
pears to have been inspired by the re- 
cent trial of some officials of the State 
of Illinois in selling licenses to physi- 
cians and druggists who failed to pass 
the prescribed tests. For a good sum 
of money, they are charged to have 
licensed ‘‘Doctors of Medicine,” and it 
would be well to know whether the 
American Medical Association pro- 
tested against such graft.

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CLINICAL SIDE OF SPECTRO- 
CHROME

It is now nearly ten months since 
the little girl so badly burned came to 
the Woman’s Hospital. Those inter- 
ested will be glad to know that even 
though she is still in the hospital, sat- 
isfactory progress is being made. Just 
about the time I had made up my mind 
that she would be home by Christmas, 
early in November, in an unaccount- 
able way she became infected. Her 
temperature went to 106° F. Pulse 
158 and Respirations 48. This was 
anything but cheerful news. We kept 
our heads and with the courage of our 
convictions just rushed Spectro- 
Chrome night and day, always every 
four hours and many times an hour or 
two at a time. All healing processes 
were checked and the open surface 
looked as if varnished. Much of the 
new skin was lost. An abscess devel- 
oped in the right groin, also a large 
swelling above the knee on the left leg. 
This, however, did not break down, but 
there was some pus from the left knee. 
For days it seemed impossible for the 
child to weather this storm added to 
that which she had already been 
through. 


The mental condition became quite 
alarming. General choraic movements 
were marked. She lost weight. Appe- 
tite was very poor. A 106° F. tem- 
perature was recorded but once, but 


days and days it went to 103°, 104° 


and 105°. 


At present, the case is in fine shape. 
In surface covered she is about one- 
third beyond the point when the heal- 
ing process was arrested. The nervous 
symptoms have all disappeared ; she 1s 
eating well, gaining flesh, the new skin 
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is forming satisfactorily. I now feel 
that in a reasonable length of time I 
shall be able to report the case as a 
complete cure and be able to show her 
as a living proof of the efficiency of 
Spectro-Chrome. Several smaller burns 
since my last report have all responded 
quickly to Spectro-Chrome. 


Some months ago, I reported sev- 
eral cases of carbuncle. I now wish to 
add another which in many ways has 
been a greater triumph for the method 
of treatment than any one of those 
already given. 


Mrs. G.—Age 66 years and poorly 
nourished ; really looking more than the 
age given. Mrs. G. was sent to the 
Woman's Hospital after ten days of 
treatment by the family physician. She 
was unable to sleep because of the 
severe pain. The whole back of neck, 
from ear to ear, and from occipital 
ridge to the cervical dorsal articula- 
tion, was tense, indurated and purple 
in color. An area in the middle about 
two and a half by three and a half 
inches was necrotic. “This condition 
followed some application which was 
very painful. All the patient could tell 
about it was that it gave severe pain 
and that she had not been able to sleep 
for nights and nights. 


The patient was immediately put on 
a meat-free diet and, of course, on 
Spectro-Chrome. She was given a 
half hour treatment three times a day ; 
Yellow or Lemon morning and after- 
noon, late in the evening Indigo, which 
had the effect of giving her a good 
night's sleep without any sedative. (She 
had only a very small dose of a seda- 
tive two nights after entering the hos- 
pital. After that Spectro-Chrome took 
care of the pain.) Her remark to me 
was, “Oh! Dr. Baldwin, it is heaven 
to be here and have this treatment 
after having suffered as I have. Why 
do not all the doctors use it?” Finally, 
all of the necrotic tissue was removed. 
The slough extended beyond the area 
that was necrotic when she entered. 
No more skin was lost, but the under- 
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cut was from one to two inches in all 
directions. The lower flap just fell 
over on the neck. In order to bring 
it in contact with the deeper tissues so 
that naturé could have a chance to at- 
tach it I was obliged to bring it in 
contact with a strip of adhesive plaster 
which had to be carried around the 
forehead. Other straps were used 
from ear to ear and by utilizing the 
elasticity of the skin we were able very 
much to diminish the space to be cov- 
ered by new skin. As surgeons, I am 
sure we often forget to make use of the 
elasticity of the skin. I often only re- 


move the part of the strap extending 


over the open surface and put another 
layer on top of the previous ones. 
This gives a good firm base for trac- 
tion, as plaster sticks to plaster better 
than to skin and the skin is greatly 
saved by not having the plaster torn 
off each time. 


Between the Spectro-Chrome treat- 
ments, we used some simple surgical 
dressing. This line of treatment was 
continued until we had only a small 
open surface, possibly one and a half 
inches by one inch. Out of a clear 
sky, so to speak, she ran up a temper- 
ature of 102° F. The open wound be- 
came dry and glazed. The face was 
swollen and much of the scalp oedema- 
tous, the eyes were nearly closed and 
the dear woman made up her mind 
that her end was near and she wanted 
to go home if she was to die. The 
whole back became more or less in- 
velved and there developed an open 
wound over the sacrum which extended 
to the bone. For a few days things 
did look dark. I put a Spectro- 
Chrome equipment by her bed and she 
had it much the same as did the burned 
case when it went bad. The cellulitis 
of the head, face and back suggested 
erysipelas, but the laboratory returned 
cnly staphylococci. In this case I 
painted the face with Thuja and gave 
for a time Echinacia. 


After four or five days, the change 
was very much for the better and from 
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that time on everything was satisfac- 
tory. Her friends began to tell her 
how much better she was looking than 
when she left home and that she looked 
ten years younger. She really did look 
much better, the general condition of 
the skin was much better and a nice 
little “pinkish” color in the cheeks. 


Mrs. G. went home with a small 
place on the back not quite closed. She 
returned for Spectro-Chrome and 
dressing. 


I saw her some time ago and the 
neck was perfect except for just a line 
about one and a half inches long, and 
tliis was well within the hair line. 


I regret exceedingly not having a 
photogram of this case. A verbal de- 
scription does not carry the conviction 
that even a poor photogram does. 


If Spectro-Chrome can do the fol- 
lowing for an advanced case of tuber- 
culosis, what a wonderful field is there 
for it in the incipient cases! 


July 21, 1922, Mr. L., a teacher, age 
31 years, over six feet tall, weighing 
only 105 pounds. Coughed almost all 
the time, there being little sleeping con- 
sequently. Expectoration profuse, 
heavy and difficult to bring up. Blood 
pressure 105, pulse 110, very poor in 
quality. Respirations shallow. When 
24, had typhoid pneumonia and not 
quite normal since. Two years ago, a 
severe hemorrhage, another hemor- 
rhage a year ago, each time losing a 
quantity of blood. The sputum often 
streaked with blood; last June a large 
clot, following ani osteopathic treat- 
ment; this was. probably only a coin- 
cident. 


Last spring, Mr. L. was out of 
school for some time. He was having 
so much creosote that all his food 
tasted of it and made eating distaste- 
ful. A day or two before he came to 
me, he decided to give up the creo- 
sote. He really was much discouraged 
and quite down and out. His general 
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appearance was that of a very sick 
man. 


The physical examination showed 
extensive involvement of both lungs, 
with evidence of a cavity in the left 
apex. With the history of pneumonia, 
two hemorrhages, loss of weight, low 
blood pressure and rapid pulse, the case 
did not seem an ideal one to establish 
the efficacy of any treatment. 


July 22nd we had an X-Ray picture 
taken. This showed extensive involve- 
ment of both lungs with a cavity in 


the left apex the size of a lemon, nearly 
filled with fluid. 


The man was at once put on a meat- 
free diet and Spectro-Chrome. Very 
soon all the symptoms improved; less 
cough, more sleep, better and deeper 
breathing. The chest and heart sounds 
improved, expansion was better and 
weight increased. Just six months 
from his first visit to my office the 
change was so sufficiently marked that 
we decided to have another X-Ray 
photo. This showed marked improve- 
ment in all parts of the lungs. No 
fluid in the cavity; in fact, one would 
not diagnose a cavity unless from a 
thickened edge which outlined the 
area. The pulse is down to 85 to 90, 
good quality. Blood pressure up fif- 
teen points. Chest expansion increased. 
Weight, 130 pounds. The patient now 
sleeps all night ; the coughing is almost 
entirely limited to the morning, when 
he brings up a small amount of se- 
cretion. Examination of the sputum 
shows T. B. positive and many pneu- 
mMOCcocci. 


Mr. L. has not been in school this 
winter, but they want him back to 
coach the ball team, which he has done 
for several years and the team has 
always won when he is the coach. I 
am very much inclined to favor his 
trying the work with the team this 
spring. 


Six months hence I hope to report 
this case again.

orthodox medical profession, but 
among those who went into it none 
could be said to have taken a more 
energetic part than Dr. L. Grant Bald- 
of 20 Schermerhorn Street, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 


And just as he mastered it and be- 


_ gan to give the benefit of his high 


learning to his ‘numerous patients, 
came the news of his sudden death 
through cerebral hemorrhage, on 
December 31, 1922. As he had at- 
tended the Second Annual Convention 
of the American Association of 
Spectro-Chrome Therapists, on No- 
vember 28, 1922, at Philadelphia, Pa., 
the report of his passage to higher 
planes of human activities came as a 
surprise to his numerous friends. 


He was born of a highly honorable 
and esteemed family in Lawrenceville, 
Pa., on November 18, 1863. His 
parents were Moses S. Baldwin and 
Mellicent Wylie Baldwin. From an 
early age, Grant showed fondness for. 
the healing art and with his sister, Dr. 
Mary E. Baldwin as preceptor, went 
to the Univerity of Michigan for the 
study of medicine. Establishing his 
practice in Brooklyn, N. Y., in 1886, 
he made his influence felt very soon, 
and became famous as a surgical and 
gynecological authority. Last year, 
through the reports of his sister, Dr. 
Kate W. Baldwin, he heard about 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy and con- 
ceived such keen interest in the sys- 
tem that he took the full course in 
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New York, N. Y., and installed a 
number of Spectro-Chrome Therapy 
equipments in his sanatarium, where, 
with their aid he achieved some won- 
derful results. But before he could 
give the public the benefit of his keen 
observations, his death deprived 
Spectro-Chrome Institute of a great 
supporter of the system. 


Grant was truly a great man. He 
was ernest in his endeavors in the re- 
lief of human sufferings, open-minded, 
liberal-hearted and progressive to a 
degree. On learning about his death, 
the New York class paid him a silent 
and sincere tribute by rising in his 
honor with bowed heads. 


May the noble soul that went 
forward to the higher levels, from there 
send us his assistance. which he had so 
zealously begun to render. Death is 
only a transposition of activity and 
though we lost here a great pillar, we 
must rest in the true knowledge of the 
occult that the Powers on High have 
ordained all as the best in the immu- 
table laws of human evolution and with 
resignation submit to the processes 
that determine the future. 


We shall never forget thee, 
Brother Grant! To thy enlightened 
soul may there be Peace—Shanti:

HORRORS OF ARMOUR’S 
MEAT-PACKING PLANT 


Most Disgraceful Blot on Human 
Civilization 


Down through ages the all-intelli- 
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gent unfair sex has railed against the 
folly of the eternal feminine in follow- 
ing blindly the capricious will-o’-the- 
wisp “style.” There are different 
kinds of “‘style’”—styles in clothes, cus- 
toms, manners. Daring to deviate 
from the accepted fashion in these 
branches of convention is haughtily de- 
rided as “eccentricity” or a “parvenu 
trick.” So the vogue is meekly fol- 
lowed by the many or markedly flouted 
by the few—but O so few! Yet, dear 
femininity is not alone in this form of 
foolery. 


A curious phase of this sheeplike 
habit among humans, we noticed in the 
streets of Chicago, Illinois. It was 
seen in the flagrant disobedience of the 
city traffic regulations. The chauffeurs 
of Chicago believe that the paramount 
duty of each driver is to show his ex- 
pertness in the operation of his motor 
vehicle. In this important work re- 
quiring their undivided concentration, 
they utterly disregard the established 
rules of traffic. It is considered “un- 
fashionable” to heed these laws, so all 
strain their energies to remain “in 
style.” When two cars meet at right 
angles at a street intersection, neither 
slows nor stops, but with a marvelous 
intuition each driver foresees the 
other’s move and in a miraculous man- 
ner the machines swerve around one 
another and proceed serenely on their 
way, at forty miles per hour. It is 
truly a wondrous sight. Right and 
left hand turns are taken whenever the 
drivers choose, the traffic policemen 
being looked upon by them as mere 
inconvenient road _ obstructions, not 
even decorative. Unnecessary evils, 
the chauffeurs think, once in a while 
happening to mistake a traffic bluecoat 
for a paving block. What chance has 
an ordinary policeman’s signal when 
Queen Fashionable Driving directs 
otherwise? 


Father and I were given a beautiful 
experience of Chicago chauffeuring by 
the driver of the sightseeing bus which 
carried us to the Armour & Co. stock- 
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yards, in the southern part of the city, 
one day. 


Having heard much of the great 1n- 
stitution, Armour’s stockyards and 
meat-packing plants, we decided to 
take advantage of the opportunity af- 
forded by our presence in Chicago to 
visit personally the far-reported 
slaughter houses. Rumors said that 
the animals were killed in divers ways: 
by shooting, throat cutting or plung- 
ing in scalding water. No one in- 
formed us exactly; statements differed 
or contradicted each other. Hence the 
resolution to obtain the wished-for in- 
formation ourselves. We wanted to 
see with our own eyes the true affair. 
Father has a stern sense of justice 
which leads him to criticize and re- 
buke mercilessly actions and deeds 
which are opposed to the single Divine 
Law of Truth whose various aspects 
are love, charity and the sacred man- 
date of tolerance—Live and let live. 
But the same just feeling prevents 
him from denouncing that of whose 
verity he is uncertain, for to father, 
right is might—and right shall prevail 
ever against all odds. 


Twenty-seven years ago, father 
learned through scientific reasoning 
that the correct diet of human beings 
is not carnivorous, but is frugi-herbi- 
vorous. Thitherto, he was a normal 
meat-eater. Convinced of the errone- 
ousness of such a diet. he pledged him- 
self in one day to total vegetarianism, 
eschewing all flesh, fish, fowl and 
eggs. Incidentally, abstention from tea 
and coffee took place, having found 
them poisonous drugs harmful to 
health. He had taken the pledge of 
complete abstinence from intoxicating 
liquors some years before, but tobacco 
he never in his life has touched under 
any circumstance. To this day he ad- 
heres rigidly to all his pledges. 


Father in the aforementioned re- 
spects is a “reformed sinner,” but I 
am from conception and birth an ab- 
solute vegetarian, having never tasted 


any meat, fish, eggs, tea, coffee, spirits 
or tobacco, and I never will! When 
we dine, no animal mother weeps for 
her offspring. No drug or noxious 
stimulant enters the system to stupefy 
the brain and disorder correct func- 
tioning of the bodily organs. As a re- 
sult we possess full health physical, 
psychical and mental. We work eight- 
een to twenty-one hours a day, at the 
end of that time being ready to work 
right into another day, if necessary, 
without fatigue, because our blood 
runs clear of carnic and alcoholic tox- 
ins. The body, untaxed with porson 
produced by wrong diet, has recupera- 
tive and energic powers truly mar- 
velous in the eyes of those accustomed 
to the lethargic influence of a stomachic 


charnel. Lack of energy really should 


be unusual, not, as it is, the opposite. 


It is a part of father’s life work to 
teach human beings the criminal sav- 
agery of a slaughtered diet, enunciating 
twelve spgcific reasons proving its 
wrongfulness from aspects of anatomy, 
physiology and other scientific points, 
humanity among them. Therefore, he 
grasped the opportunity when pre- 
sented of viewing the process in which 
a high (?) civilization produces its 
food from live animals to chops and 
steaks for the table. Then, just wait 
until he would~ be on the platform 
again, lecturing on diet! His denounce- 
ments of human _ carnivorousness 
would be hotter than Plutonian fire, 
the thermal temperature being regu- 
lated according to the degree of bar- 
barism witnessed. Hear him talk! 


Thus it came to pass one day shortly 
before our departure from Chicago 
that we rolled off in a sightseeing bus, 
having reserved seats ahead, to the 
great plant of Armour & Co. Two 
young women, strangers to wus, sat 
alongside the driver, who sped the bus 
at thirty to forty miles per hour the 
while he conversed merrily with them. 
Through the crowded thoroughfares 
he rushed headlong, turning corners on 
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two wheels, passing standing trolleys 
and traffic signals, while the police- 
men watched serenely or barked and 
howled, according to their tempera- 
ments. One policeman shouted, jump- 
ing up and down in great rage because 
the heavy machine nearly snatched off 
the buttons on his coat. “Hey! What 
do you think I’m here for?” But the 
bus driver replied over his shoulder, 
“Go to hell!’ and stepped harder on the 
gas (if it were possible). I did not 
think the chauffeur’s retort sufficiently 
cutting. He should have said to the 
angry bluecoat, ‘““Go to Armour’s!” 


We had traveled nearly half an hour 
when we came in sight of the stock- 
yards at the extreme south end of the 
city. rom a distance of five miles 
back, our keen olfactory senses, accus- 
tomed to the pure perfume of greens, 
had detected the putrid odor of the yet 
far-off slaughter houses and their rot- 
ten products. But it did not require 
much keenness of detection. The bus 
turned right on to a high wooden 
bridge spanning the breadth of the 
stockyards. As far as the eyes could 
reach we saw huge, dull red brick 
buildings, some painted with the name 
Armour in bold white letters, sur- 
rounded by the vast animal pens. Be- 
low were seen the cattle being herded 
by horsemen, into the runways leading 
inside the killing houses. The air was 
filled with the horrible shrieking of the 
unfortunate creatures, both within and 
without the shambles. The bus rolled 
on across the bridge toward the 
slaughter houses. Suddenly, there was 
a wild stampede among the steers be- 
neath. The horsemen lashed them 
vigorously with whips, while they bel- 
lowed and reared running about wildly. 
The pens were small, holding hardly 
over a dozen animals each. The stam- 
pede was quelled easily, for only a few 
enclosures were opened at a time by 
each different group of men. The 
creatures apparently foresaw their 
doom, hearing and sensing the cries of 
their perishing fellows inside the build- 
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ing into which they were being herded. 
They drew back; down came the cruel 
whips; blinded by the blows, fright- 
ened, bewildered, the steers rushed on 
to escape the beating and the tumult 
of the men’s shouts, rushed to destruc- 
tion, into the wide runway like a hori- 
zontal funnel which gradually nar- 
rowed until at the end within the kill- 
ing rooms, there was space for the 
egress of one animal at a time. No 
escape! Later, the manner of disposal 
will be described. 


The ground area of the Chicago plant 
of Armour & Co. is seventy-five acres. 
It was the first and is the largest of 
their many plants, being established in 
1867. In it are 12,000 employes. Its 
daily car loading and unloading capac- 
ity 1s 514 cars. Six thousand two hun- 
dred and seventy-five tons of refrigera- 
tion are produced every day, the boiler 
horse-power capacity being 30,720. 
This plant's daily killing capacity is, 
to wit: Cattle, 2800; calves, 2000; 
hogs, 9600; sheep, 10,000. These sta- 
tistics are of the year 1922. 


The area not occupied by buildings 
is divided into small squares by rude 
fences, three to five feet high, tormed 
by horizontal wooden bars thrust into 
notched upright poles. There is no 
shelter of any sort. Wallowing per- 
force in the mud and filth of these 
open pens, the cattle, hogs and sheep 
stay until the government inspection 
takes place, only those animals which 
appear sound and healthy being passed 
for slaughter. Appear healthy. There 
is no surety. Whocan tell? IT ilth is 
filth. 


Finally, the end of the wooden bridge 
was reached. The bus stopped at tne 
door of a brick building. Everyone 
alighted ; the driver, the two women, a 
male passenger and father and I, six in 
all. We entered the building, coming 
into a small office. The driver in- 
formed the man in charge that the 
party had come to “see Armour’s.” 
After a slight delay in the office, a 
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heavy wooden door with iron bolts 
was swung open and with the bus 
chauffeur leading, our party stepped 
through into a suggestively dark and 
narrow passageway. We groped along 
through some more doorways, the 
mazy path guiding us to an iron stair- 
way three feet wide. Going first. the 
driver opened another door at the head 
of the stairs, upon which there burst 
forth the full intensity of sound of the 
animals’ cries hitherto muffled by the 
thick walls. Father and I virtually 
shuddered. The party ascended and 
passed through beyond. Side by side, 
arm in arm, father and I went up the 
stairs, braced ourselves and stepped 
through the doorway into—a veritable 
hell on carth. The scene before us ex- 
ceeded far beyond our wildest imagina- 
tions of horror. We found ourselves 
on a wooden iron-railed gallery ex- 
tending around a huge room, branch- 
ing off at points. On the floor below, 
two enormous steel wheels rotated 
slowly in a vertical position. This was

the hog-killing room. The hogs were 
driven into a pen at the side of each 
wheel. A hind leg of each hog in turn 
was shackled to a chain on the wheel 
and it was lifted as the wheel rotated. 
The animal was automatically trans- 
ferred from the wheel to a sliding rail. 
which eanduected it to the hutcher. who. 
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by a quick downward knife thrust, sev- 
ered the jugular vein. The harsh coun- 
tenance of the killer was livid, hideously 
distorted by an expression of utmost 
savagery. The jets of blood streamed 
forth upon his face and his clothes. He 
stood in a pool of blood and, brandish- 
ing his knife, with a demoniacal feroc- 
ity, slashed the throats of the creatures 
passing before him, helplessly shackled 
upside down by one hind leg. Twelve 
hundred hogs are slaughtered thus 
every hour—one every three seconds! 
All -around, suspended on hooks or 
moving rails, were the porcine carcasses 
in different stages of preparation. From 
the bloody floor rose, like the fetid ex- 
halation of a swamp, a-livid vapor of 
that bluish color peculiar to the lips 
of -human corpses. Those developed 
along the paths of higher intuition can 
sense,.as father and I did, an uncanny 
psychical depression—a nameless deso- 
lation in the atmosphere, hanging like 
a death pall over the city of Chicago, 
Illinois. This melancholy influence is 
born of the shrieks and radio emana- 
tions of tortured animals—the curses 
of thousands of innocent creatures en- 
during horrible death throes in the grim 
pale of the shambles. 


Immediately after the throat was 
severed, the struggling, screaming hogs 
were plunged into a vat of boiling 
water. Plunged alive into the scalding 
water! The draining of the blood 
when the jugular vein is cut (as said 
in Armour’s descriptive pamphlet ) 
takes but a‘moment. I say it is a lie! 
The animals do not bleed to death. 
They are drowned in seething liquid. 
The wails, the sighs, the agonized yells 
of the tortured victims pierced the foul 
air of that ghastly slaughter house. It 
was appalling, almost overcoming the 
senses with excess of horror. I espied 
a green door behind us, marked with 
a . red cross and the word, “Stretcher.” 

A person not retaining proper mental 
control or permitting the projective 
imagination to run riot might readily 
faint in that awful place. I mean a 
rerson who 1s a real human being: not 
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an insensate vertebrate ghoul. Was 
ever medical aid deemed a necessary 
adjunct to a visit to an orchard or 
botanical garden? 


The intolerable stench of dead flesh 
pervaded the atmosphere; detestable, 
putrid, it clung to our clothes for sev- 
eral days afterward. Even washing 
could not remove it for a long time. 


There is no age limit for visitors. 
The veriest child may view the grisly 
sights at Armour's slaughter houses, 
aye, 18 even welcomed to have im- 
printed upon its pure and tender un- 
sullied mind the portrait of the most 
monstrous brutality conceived by hu- 
man minds, toward the accomplish- 
ment of which the lofty scientific 
genius of mechanical invention is so 
degradedly employed! 


We moved along the gallery, which 
declined to the floor, stopping before 
the dehairing machine. In a seemingly 
endless procession the dead hogs rolled 
from the machine, falling with a dull, 
sickening thud upon a moving plat- 
form. Workmen with knives scraped 
off what hair was left and the carcass 
was conveyed to various parts of the 
plant, traveling suspended from trol- 
leys running on rails. A series of 
shower baths and cutting operations 
takes place as the carcass moves along, 
cach worker having an allotted task 
Here is an extract from Armour’s 
pamphlet: “Interspersed among the 
workers are United States inspectors 
paid by the government. A force of 
fifty, all trained veterinary and food 
experts, is employed at the Chicago 
plant. They place the government 
stamp, ‘U. S. Inspected and Passed,’ 
upon pure, wholesome meat only. The 
government inspection begins in the 
pens, where the animals are inspected 
and only those which appear sound 
and healthy are passed for slaughter. 
This inspection is continued rigidly ai 
every stage of killing, cutting anJ 
packing. All Armour meat products 
are inspected by the government. 


(They need to be.) About 35 per 
cent. of the meat sold in this country 
(America) 1s NOT inspected, accord- 
ing to government estimates.” The 
words in parenthesis are my own. 


Pooh! “fulsome meat” should be 
said. Death is decay. Pure meat! 
Pure putrefaction? It is grimly ab- 
surd to speak of a carcass as “healthy.” 
Inspected or not inspected, the fact 
remains, #70 meat is “wholesome.” .The 
moment cellular constructive activity 
in the physical body ceases, so-called 
death supervenes. Death is the result 
of the destructive cellular force in as- 
cendancy over the building power. 
Discay sets in at once, until total dis- 
integration takes place. You “civi- 
lized’ human carnivora, what pos- 
sesses you to make graveyards of your 
holy stomach? aAre not the clean 
fruits and herbs furnished in abun- 
dance enough for your sustenance? 
Must you eat carrion to support life? 
Fie on this defiling of your bodies 
made in the image of God. By eat- 
ing bloody flesh, you become bloody 
in mind and body. Your conscience 
sleeps; you are slaves of debased 
tastes. The taste of meat appeals to 
your perverted tongues and the voice 
of humanity is silenced, turning your 
noble forms into walking charnels. 
Awaken your higher senses, compre- 
hend the cruel unnaturalness of meat 
diet and eschew it, thus elevating vour- 
selves to grace the name of a human 
being. Be human, make appetite your 
Slave, let it not be your master. 


As the dead hogs traveled along, 
containers holding the viscera were 
noted opposite each carcass. These 
containers remain beside the carcasses 
until the government inspectors pass 
upon them. They examine the head 
and throat glands, then the various 
organs, no part of the body being cut 
cpen until the part previously opened 
is passed. Still suspended from over- 
head trolleys, the porcine carcasses 
were conveyed into the cooling room, 
where they remain for forty-e:ght 
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hours, in a temperature of from 34 
to 36 degrees above zero, to eliminate 
all animal heat. The government re- 


quires that all plants engaged in inter- 


state commerce be kept clean and sani- 
tary in every respect. Walls, floors 
and tables must be washed daily, tools 
sterilized and each workman must 
have clean linen frocks and keep his 
hands sanitary; But what about the 
rotten product itself? 


The pharmaceutical (poison) prod- 
ucts obtained from pork are, viz.: pan- 
creatin, U. S. P.; pepsin, U. S. P.: 
rennase; amylopsin; trypsin; thy- 
roid ; corpus luteum. 


From the hog-killing room, we 
passed to the pork cutting department. 
There we saw the carcasses which had 
spent forty-eight hours in the cooling 
room, being cut up and distributed, 
the. various cuts despatched by way 
of chutes and otherwise to their des- 
tined departments. A conveyor takes 
fresh pork cuts, such as loins and 
roasts through — several 
buildings to the shipping assembly 
room. The atmosphere in the pork 
cutting room is chilled by artificial 
refrigeration, so that the carcasses and 
cuts of “fresh” meat may be kept in 
an absolutely “wholesome” tempera- 
ture. The, dressed carcass supplies 
about 53 per cent. of cured meat, 3) 
per cent. of fresh cuts, 13 per cent. 
for rendering and 4 pei cent. which 
is inedible is sent-to a huge tank to be 
turned into fertilizer or other by- 
xroducts. Armour’s Star Ham—the 
“Ham What Am’—comes from young 
barrow hogs cornfed. ~The hams, 
after sorting and grading, are cured by 
a special process. “The hams are en- 
closed in a_ stockinet covering, a 
special Armour feature, which re- 
tains all the juices which ordinarily 
would drip away during the smoking, 
thus ‘intensifying’ the ‘flavor.’ Hams 
so covered are ‘naturally more ‘sani- 
tary.”” 


So much for the hogs. Leaving 
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that place, we followed our party 
across an elevated street connecting the 
buildings of the plant, to the cattle 
killing and dressing department in 
another gloomy structure. 


At one end of this huge slaughter 
house, the cattle were driven into pens, 
two or three in each enclosure, de- 
pending upon their size. A hammer 
blow delivered on their skulls, trom 
above, stunned them and the next 
moment, upon signal, the gate of the 
pen was raised, its movable floor tilted 
forward and the poor cattle were de- 
posited on the main floor of the killing 
room, We viewed this from the floor, 
just before mounting to the gallery. 
The animals rolled within touch of us, 
groaning, feebly struggling,: bemg 
stunned, their piteous big brown eyes 
glazed with the terror of the death. 
Human beings imagine that the dumb 
creatures do not feel pain. It is not 
so. Just because their mode of expres- 
sion is different it is thought the 
none. But they have a language of 
their own; they cannot think, but they 
talk to each other in their own peculiar 
way, feeling pleasure and. pain; fear 
and courage are known to them, also. 
The cattle actually wept silently, pa- 
thetically, at sight of their murdered 
fellows. Oh, the cow mother weeps 
when her offspring calf is led to 
slaughter. She feels the same grief the 
human mother does at the loss of her 
child. Watch carefully when two 
animals are led to the butcher and you 
will know my meaning. Animals 
show their companions in sorrow 
noble generosity, and man can learn 
many good lessons from them. 


While the stunned steers writhed 
on the floor, all piled upon each other, 
men ran about among them, stumbling 
and sliding on the floor, slippery with 
blood. The men shackled the hind 
legs of, the steers, to chains which 
swung the animals upward and carried’ 
them past the “sticker” who stood on 
a platform above the. knocking pens 
and severed the carotid arterv in the 
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throat. The blood was partially 
drained as the carcass passed along, 
suspended from a rail. Several min- 
utes later, the skinning and dressing 
operations start with the removal of 
the skin from the head. Extract from 
Armour’s pamphlet: “Neck glands 
are first examined by government in- 
spectors and when these are passed, 
the head is taken off. Then comes the 
removal of the hide, a job requiring 
considerable skill and care lest the 
hide be mutilated, in which event it 
would be considerably less valuable. 
A knife first makes a slit in the belly, 
then the worker partly cuts away the 
hide from the body. Meanwhile, 
others remove the skin from the fore- 
legs. The carcass is then opened, so 
that government inspectors may ex- 
amine the vital organs. Next the vis- 
cera are removed. Then a crew of 
workers, with saws and cleavers, cut 
the carcass down the backbone. A 
final inspection is made. The carcass 
is washed and dried. The sides of the 
beef go to the cooling room for 48 
hours, until the animal heat has totally 
disappeared. From the knocking pens 
to the cooling rooms requires but 
thirty minutes. As the beef travels 
along, the viscera and the head of the 
animal remain with it until the United 
States government inspectors give the 
meat their stamp of approval. . .. 
Kosher cattle are killed according to 
the rites of the orthodox Jewish 
Church. These cattle are not stunned. 
Their legs are shackled and their 
bodies held suspended with the fore- 
part touching the floor. A muzzle, 
with a long handle is slipped over the 
head and an authorized member of the 
church severs the jugular vein. Only 
the forequarter meat, that in front of 
the seventh rib, is utilized by Kosher 
trade, while the remainder is sold to 
the regular trade.” 


A member of the church, “autho- 
rized” to commit murder? Oh it is 
nothing less. The supposed represen- 
tative of God, killing God’s own 


had we not drawn _ back. 


creatures! It is monstrous—a crimi- 
nal scandal to the name of the holy 
Jewish religion! Have the members 
of the Jewish church nothing more 
holy to occupy them, that they should 
imbrue their hands in slaughter? 
Kosher meat is a religious misconcep- 
tion of the great faith of Moses. 
Murder is murder no matter if a 
churchman commits it or one of the 
laity. The sixth commandment for- 
bids it. It is, in a subtle sense, a 
theft—it is the forcible taking of that 
which does not belong to them, the life 
of another creature. Humanity has 
not yet learned humanity! When will 
it? 


We ascended to the gallery. As we 
passed up, the dead beeves swung by 
on sliding rails, a foot from our faces. 
We were almost nauseated ; the blood 
would have splashed on our clothing 
Looking 
down from the gallery, we beheld the 
strikingly ghastly spectacle of numer- 
ous cattle heads moving on a rail, 
flayed, the eyes gouged out leaving 
gaping holes, the horns still remaining 
and the whole dripping with blood. 


_A sign caught our eyes. It told 
us that “This is the most humane 
method of killing. Death is virtually 
painless, occurring in less than thirty 
seconds. The apparent struggles ot- 
served, doctors say, are merely convui- 
sive contractions of the muscles.” 
Those doctors are liars. ‘Convulsive 
contractions of the muscles!” That is 
adding aggravated insult to injury. I 
know death when I see it. I can sense 
it intuitively. I know that the wild 
struggles I witnessed were not “con- 
vulsive muscular contractions post 
mortis,” but the tortured writhing of 
a live animal in frightful pain. Life 
does not become extinct for several 
minutes. Sometimes the hide is ripped 
from the creature not yet quite dead! 
I saw that in the sheep-killing room, 
which we next visited. Shocking, 
ghoulish barbarity ! 
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The pharmaceutical (poison) prod- 
ucts obtained from beef are, viz.: 
rennet (calf); extract of red bone 
marrow; pituitary liquid; corpus iu- 
teum; thyroid; thromboplastin solu- 
tion; kephalin; suprarenals; pituitary 
powder and tablets: pineal gland; 
thymus substance (calf); ox-gall; 
peptone powder. 


Three hundred and fifty cattle an 
hour are slaughtered daily in the 
Chicago plant of Armour and Co. 
Why is the price of milk so high? 
Why are thousands of children starv- 
ing today for want of milk? This is 
the cause, the slaughter of the cows! 
The country 1s eating its capital. in the 
eating of beef. leat eating is in itself 
the source of the ruin and damnation 
in the world, but feeding on beef is a 
very hideous ingratitude. When the 
human baby 1s helpless, the cow gives 
her own milk to feed it, even by rob- 
bing her tender calf of its rightful 
nourishment. Thus the cow becomes 
the human baby’s fostermother. When 
the baby grows, he turns and chops up 
the cow, the animal that benignly fed 
him when he was small and weak, and 
devours her flesh. Basely ungrateful! 
It is fostermother murder—in_ the 
highest occult sense it is cannibalism’! 
And you call yourselves civilized. 
Your actions villify your designation 
of “human being.” 


The report of the Department of 
Agriculture states that ‘“‘more meat was 
consumed in the United States last 
year (1922) than in any previous 
year.” The consumption was esti- 
mated at 16,333.000,000 pounds, which 
amounts to 149.7 pounds a person, 
applying the July 1, 1922, estimate ot 
population. The per capita consump- 
tion showed an increase of 6 pounds 
cver 1921 and 6}4 pounds over 1920. 
That department says, “Coupled with 
the decrease in the exports and some- 
what higher prices to purchasers in 
1922, these figures evidence a satisfac- 
tory state of the home market. due 
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doubtless to the prosperous condition 
and better purchasing power of the 
people generally.” The beef gain was 
the greatest, 3.6 pounds a person, the 
increased consumption of pork was 
only slightly less, 3.1 pounds. “The 
conversion of corn into lard by means 
of the hog, is one of the major indus- 
tries of the country, the product of 
which goes to all parts of the world.” 
again the department says: The 6/7,- 
030.745 hogs slaughtered in 1922 
vielded more than 9,000,000,000 Ibs. 
meat (more trichinae spiralis) and 
2.333,000,G00 pounds of lard. This is 
the highest production of lard on 
record and as the exports were less 
than in 1921, it follows that the total 
consumption also was highest. The 
per capita consu:ption, however, was 
exceeded in 1916. “The adverse con- 
ditions of foreign exchange and the 
poorer purchasing power of European 
countries have seriously affected the 
exports of meat products. Foreign 
trade in beef has practically ceased.” 
We do not want such foreign trade. 
Keep the cows alive in this country 
and milk will soon sell here at five 
cents a gallon. lore meat means 
more dis-ease. more doctors, more 
deaths, more undertakers, more misery 
and suffering. 


From the cattle slaughtering place, 
we passed to the sheep killing room. 
It has a killing capacity of 1,000 per 
hour. The sheep were killed in the 
same manner as hogs. shackled by a 
hind leg, swung upward on the rotat- 
ing wheel, transferred automatically to 
the shding rail and carried past the 
butcher who cut their throats. In 
Armour’s pamphlet it savs, “Here, as 
elsewhere, careful scrutiny is given by 
government inspectors to the neck 
glands, vital organs and other parts, to 
make sure that only sound, healthy 
stock 1s converted into food products. 
As the worker's knife opens each part 
of the carcass examination 1s made by 
an inspector. After the blood is 
drained and the first inspection is made, 
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the pelt is taken off, a matter of seven 
distinct operations, following which 
the long lines of workers perform their 
allotted tasks in opening the carcass, 
removing the viscera, and trimming, 
preparatory to the trip to the cooler.” 


I saw the killer lose his temper and 
kick the struggling, hanging, bleeding 
sheep, pushing them so close on the 
moving rail that they struck each 
other’s faces with their legs, and some 
other men roughly shoved them along 
with knives, tearing the skin from the 
living animals. 


-Further on, we viewed the removal 
of the thyroid glands from the car- 
casses’ throats. Worthless bluff of 
medicine! Suprarenalin, an astringent 
and heart stimulant made from the 
glands of sheep, is worth more than 
$5,000 a pound, but it requires the 
glands from 125,000 sheep to make one 
pound of this unnecessary pharmaceu- 
tical product. Spectro-Chrome re- 
places it entirely now. 


Next we visited the refinery, where 
lard and shortening is made. Big, 
opcn kettles, fashioned like double 
Loilers, are used in the process. After- 
wards we saw the oleomargarine being 
rranufactured. Oleomargarine is made 
from a hash of meat fats, vegetable 
oils, pasteurized milk and dairy salt. 


We passed through the cannng de- 
partment where meat was being racked 
in cartons, tins and glass jars. Thence 
to the power plant for generating 
electricity and producing refrigeration. 
How calm this place after the screech- 
ing horror of the slaughter houses ! 


Last of all, we visited the cooling 
rooms. Quotes Armour’s pamphlet: 
“The beef cooler at our Chicago plant 
is the largest single unit cooler in the 
world. Here, the sides of beef are kept 
for forty-eight hours, during which the 
animal heat is dissipated and the meat 
chilled. A beef cooler should not be 
confused with a freezer or a cold 
storage. The American public eats

chilled meat, not frozen meat. A trip 
through the cooling rooms is a most 
impressive experience. Here, you seem 
to be almost in another world. It is 
cool, the temperature always at 34 to 
36 degrees F. It is clean, with great 
rows of the. ‘finest, purest meat’ you 
ever saw, suspended there before you. 
The floors are covered with fresh saw- 
dust. Walls are of white enameled tile. 
The chilling process keeps the meat 
‘fresh’ and well-shaped.” 


Frozen, chilled or hot, it is the same 
bloody, stinking filth, As we passed 
through the grisly lines of carcasses, a 
deep voice behind us, said, ‘Gosh, how 
I’d like a juicy steak from one of these. 
Say, this beats your boulevards!” The 
smacking of lips followed. We turned, 
unsurprised when we saw who had 
uttered that remark. Fat and bloated, 
he was the ideal personification of in- 
dulgence to carnal appetites. 


With a feeling of relief, we left 
Armour’s plant and returned home. 


The day is not far, when the sound- 
less avenging rod of the Almighty’s 
Benign Powers will overtake Armour’s 
and associated industries and the 
awakening of the slumbering, but po- 
tential conscience of the glorious 
United States will wipe clean out by a 
sweeping prohibition every such ‘hell- 
house in the land and utilize live stock 
as a blessing to agriculture in place of 
feeding the stomaches of human beings 
with their dead products. Wake up, 
my America, to your true service to 
humanity; stop slaughter of poor 
animals and wars will stop with it.

There is no 
ethciency and accuracy in the Postal 
Service of the United States and most 
of the time, special delivery letters 
reach hours behind regular service, 
registered letters are delivered to 
strangers without authority, restric- 
tions are imposed without regard to 
public convenience and in every man- 
ner inefficiency and insolence is meted 
to its owners (the public). The whole 
system needs, in my opinion, a thor- 
ough overhauling by a strict non- 
partisan business man. As it is, I do 
not care to call its operations anything 
approaching the British Postal Service 
for public good.

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THINKS AND WHAT I 
THINK 


Writing in the Vew York Evening 
World Mrs. Helen Carter of 63 St. 
Mark’s Place comments in a way un- 
usually frank for an American woman. 
I have pleasure in presenting her views 
to my readers, because there is surely 
some screw loose in the married life 
of United Staters. She says: 


“Contrary to the established opinion 
that marriage as it exists to-day is a 
useful social institution, we find it to 
be a snare and a menace and mainly 
for the reason that men are too chival- 
rous, and considering that their wives 
belong to the weaker sex allow them- 
selves to be exploited by them. The 
result of such point of view is that 
marriage is almost always unhappy, 
as evidenced by the enormous num- 
ber of divorces and tragedies that are 
worse than divorces.

Why 
is it that our grandfathers and grand- 
mothers were not suffering from that 
social evil to the extent that we do? 
Because in grandfather's time man 
was the head of the family and the 
vow to love and obey was carried out 
literally, As Milton said: “Man looked 
to God, but woman found her God in 
man. 


Undeniably there were certain evils 
of a reverse kind then. Women were 
too suppressed, as they still are in the 
Orient, but those were individual cases. 
At any rate, no such widespread epi- 
demics of separation and divorce took 
place. Then the pendulum swung the 
other way and woman is now dictator 
in the family. Woman now has not 
only equality but a great many special 
privileges and_ still demands more. 
But she forgets that she is naturally 
unfit for the tasks of the opposite sex 
and for many a reason. And men, un- 
fortunately, do not take it very seri- 
ously, and out of a sense of false 
chivalry and good nature allow their 
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wives to assume superiority and they 
themselves become subordinate. 


Do they forget, these husbands, that 
nature cannot be conquered? That no 
matter how far civilization has carried 
the human race, the nature of both 
man and woman can never be changed 
to such an extent as to be reversed? 
Woman was created to be man’s help- 
mate, not his equal and certainly not 
his superior, and no amount of agita- 
tion and social advance can change it. 


Nor does the economic situation 
make any difference. The extrava- 
gance of the rich wife, the giving in 
to her endless whims and fancies will 
often ruin a rich man. The same is 
true of the poor man. The latter can- 
not give her all the good things she 
craves, so the least he can do, ac- 
cording to his ideas, is to sacrifice his 
individuality, to submerge himself and 
become her slave. How often do we 
see this type of a husband after a 
hard day's work come home to run 
errands for his wife to the grocery 


store, wash dishes and take care of 
the baby! 


All this not being in accordance 
with the course of nature, something 
must give way, and does; and _ that 
is the happiness of-the home. Either 
there is a sudden revolt on the part of 
the husband, which means going to 
extremes, or the weak feminine na- 
ture not finding anything to hold her 
back, becomes entirely perverted and 


seeks new thrills, and experiences 
which finally lead to the divorce 
court. Those conditions did not ob- 


tain a few generations ago for the 
reasons I have mentioned, nor do they 
obtain in families of the manly man, 
the so-called brute.

POISON GAS FOR PARESIS 
AND TUBERCULOSIS: USE

As a result of experiments with the 
burning gas known as lewisite, the 
chemists have evolved what appears 
to be a remedy, if not a cure, for 
paresis and locomotor ataxia. Lewisite 
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is composed of arsenic and acetylene 
gas. 


Dr. A. S. Loevenhart of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin has been studying 
the effects of lewisite upon the human 
system in conjunction with the chem- 
ists at Edgewood Arsenal. He has the 
records of forty-two persons commit- 
ted to insane hospitals with paresis, 
which have come under this treatment. 
Of that number twenty-one have been 
cured and have left the hospital. 


A professor of the University of 
Arkansas, during a mild epidemic of 
influenza, subjected 300 students to a 
mild concentration of chlorine for five 
minutes each day, with the result that 
the epidemic was reduced among that 
group 90 per cent. 


According to Army officers, there is 
almost no limit to the practical appli- 
cation of the use of the so-called poi- 
son gases in combatting disease.” 


They are certainly on the right path 
though groping in the dark and they 
will finally land into Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy when their ancient cobweb- 
covered medical ideas are revised and 
rejected.

UNITED STATES SUPREME 
COURT UPHOLDS. PRINCI- 
PLES UNDERLYING SPEC- 
TRO-CHROME THERAPY 
AND SPECTRO-CHROME 
THERAPISTS. STUDY THE

A report from Washington, D. C. 


states as follows:—“The paramount 
right of the individual was the basis 
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for a decision by the Supreme Court 
nullifying at one sweep State laws 
of Nebraska, Iowa and Ohio, which 
made it illegal to teach any language 
but English in private, denomina- 
tional, parochial or public schools. 
The laws were aimed at instruction 
in the German language. 


Two Justices dissented, Holmes 
and Sutherland. The former, in a 
brief statement, justified an experi- 
ment in accordance with the restric- 
tive laws as necessary to an assimi- 
lation of foreigners, who, living in 
large groups, would have limited 
opportunity to become familiar with 
the prevailing tongue of this coun- 
try. 


A Nebraska case was chosen by 
the court for its principal opinion, 
which was read by Justice Mc- 
Reynolds. In another opinion Jus- 
tice McReynolds reviewed the cases 
coming from Ohio and Iowa. 


The problem involved was stated 
as being whether the State law un- 
reasonably infringed upon the Four- 
teenth Amendment, that no State 
“shall deprive any person of life, 


‘liberty or property: without due proc- 


ess of law.” 


“Without doubt,” the Justice con- 
tinued, “it denotes not merelv free- 
dom from bodily restraint, but also 
the right of the individual to con- 
tract, to engage in any one of the 
common occupations of life, to ac- 
quire useful knowledge, to marry, 
establish a home and bring up chil- 
dren, to worship God according to 
the dictates of his own conscience, 
and generally to enjoy those privi- 
leges long recognized at common 
law as essential to the orderly pur- 
suit of happiness by free men.” 


Saying education long has been 
recognized by the American people 
as of supreme importance, Justice 
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McRevnold: added: 


“Mere knowledge of the German 
language cannot reasonably be re- 
garded as harmful. Heretofore it 
has been commonly looked upon as 
helpful. Plaintiff in error taught 
this language in school as part of his 
eccupation. His right thus to teach 
and the right of parents to engage 
him so to instruct their children, we 
think, are within the liberty of the 
amendment.” 


This 1s the very ideal I always 
have maintained and for which I 
have idolized the Constitution of the 
United States of America. The

On this regime my epileptic 
patients have gone for a whole year 
without a seizure, whereas, before, the 
seizures had not been infrequent. Of 
course, a great deal depends on how 
long the illness has lasted and the se- 
verity of its original onset. Any 
neurologist should be able to use the 
methods suggested.

Let the mother of 
this girl leave the M.D. and go to the 
capable S.C.T. and she will find better 
results than in drugs. Drugs are to be 
avoided like fire near gasoline. 


GRAPES ARE SOUR 


In order to encourage Pasteuriz- 
ing milk and other substances, the 
advocates of that system of artifi- 
ciality insist that the process is 
beneficial and should be resorted to, 
yet, it does not appear as if they 
know the fundamentals of the source 
of dis-ease. Writing about tempera- 
ture and bacterial growth, Safe Milk 
says :— 


“Bacteria have minimum, opti- 
mum and maximum temperatures 
of growth. They multiply fastest at 
their optimum temperature; any 
variation from it, either up or down, 
retards their growth. Different 
bacteria grow best at different tem- 
peratures. Those that grow in 
milk seem to prefer about 72 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 


At ordinary low temperatures 
bacterial growth ts inhibited, but the 
germs still exist and multiply rap- 
idly after the temperature 1s again 
raised. It is much easier to kill them 
by heat, however. The maximum 
temperature at which the germ of 
tuberculosis, the most resistant of 
any disease producing organism, 
that could get into milk, is safely 
below the pasteurization tempera- 
ture (142-145 degrees Fahrenheit.) 


Pasteurization is 100% efficient in 
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killing the pathogenic or disease 
producers, and about 99% efficient 
as regards the ordinary souring or 
the inert bacteria of milk. This 
lengthens the life of milk, but, of 
course, does not prevent its souring. 


After pasteurization, milk should 
be kept at as low a temperature as 
possible. The milk bottle, previ 
ously sterilized, with its tignht-fit- 
ting cap gives ideal protection to 
milk, but it will not keep it cold; 
the housewife must see to this and 
also that it is kept covered at all 
times.” 


I should like to know where the 
“pathogenic” germs come _ from. 
Germs are not the original causators 
of dis-ease; they are present in 
pathologic conditions as semaphores 
indicating merely the e.vistence of 
what 1s going on. The World will 
some day soon wake. up to scrap all 
these wrong ideas. Pasteurizing 
milk, instead of making milk better 
removes its vitality and the fact that 
it sets back the natural souring 
through the “inert bacteria” is the 
signal proving the unnaturalness of 
the universally accepted views.

Kate Wylie Baldwin, M. D., F. A. 
C. S., Senior Surgeon in the Phila- 
delphia Woeman’s Hospital, gave a 
public lecture in Washington, D. C., 
on March 24, 1923, at the invitation 
of the Washington Association of 
Spectro-Chrome Therapists. It was 
the biggest Spectro-Chrome event in 
Washington since Dr. Dinshah gave 
his course here a year ago. It is 
now a part of Spectro-Chrome his- 
tory. 


The White Parlor of the Ebbitt 
Hotel, seating two hundred, was filled 
to capacity, with persons sitting in 
the windows and standing, gath- 
ered chiefly by the personal invita- 
tion of members of the Association 
and their frierrds. Dr. Baldwin’s 
name and reputation attracted a 
number of prominent physicians of 


different schools of medicine ; among 
them were doctors from Walter 
Reid Military Hospital, and many 
medical students. 


The Committee of arrangements 
had spared no pains in the endeavor 
to have every detail complete; every 
member of the Association “did his 
bit,” feeling that nothing was too 
good for Spéctro-Chrome, or for Dr.

It will be remembered, in my 
earlier reports to the SPECTRO- 
CHROME, printed in the February 1s- 
sue, I cited a case of Papilloma of 
the Bladder with hemorrhage, in an 
old man of 74 years, the bleeding 
having been controlled with ONE treat- 
ment. This was in March of last year. 
I continued to treat the patient for a 
month, when he discontinued treat- 
ments to go to the country. I ad- 
vised him in the Fall to resume 
treatments as Papilloma are fre- 
quently of a malignant nature and in 
my opinion it would require 3 to 6 
months of treatment to eradicate it 
entirely.

MEDICINE

BIRTH OF SPECTRO-CHROME 
SYMPATHOMETER 


The serious automobile accident on 
my last tour to Detroit, Michigan, 
showed only a slight scar on the left 
side of my forehead, which was quickly 
healing when I departed for Cleveland, 


Ohio, 


We left Bedford, Pa., early morn- 
ing for Pittsburgh, Pa., 95 miles out. 
We left that town at 1 P. MI. and 
having 175 miles more to make that 
day we naturally had to travel as 
quickly as discretion and the road rules 
permitted. 


At 3 P. M., an unexpected trouble 
started. The bright Sun shining out 
of a cloudless sky confronted us from 
the West and for three hours it was 
impossible to avoid its direct Orange 
glare on my eyes. As evening ap- 
proached, it became worse and as we 
neared the limits of Sharon, Pa., a 


color haze spread before my vision— 
the overpowering Orange radiation 
from the Sun had worked its mischief. 


We reached Cleveland, Ohio and the 
next day began arranging for the 
Sixteenth Class on Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy ; my enthusiasm and alertness 


however received its first shock when 


opening the window blind I found my 
eyes could not keep open against the 
power of the Orange in Sunlight. I 
ran to a mirror—my left eye was 
gorged with blood: I realized the pos- 
sible situation and closed my right eye 
—the left was covered with a film that 
rendered it sightless. 


For a moment, my future flashed 
before my mind; to have one eye to 
arrange my experiments, to be sightless 
during the day and work in the dim of 
the night only was to be my lot for an 
uncertain period. Four more days and 
the discourses would start. Meanwhile 
the smarting pain and the burning kept 
on increasing. I went down to an 
optometrist in the hotel and had him 
look into my trouble. He examined 
the eyes and putting on a look of the 
utmost gravity said, “I do not want 
to scare you.”

some drops into the eye when I pushed 


his hand gently saying, “Excuse me 
please, I do not wish to be treated 
medically.” “But this is only Cocain; 
I just want to ascertain whether there 
is any Corneal Ulcer!” I told him 
who I was and gave him the story of 
the accident. He recognized me and 
said. “Welt. you have an inflamma- 
tion!’ Of «curse I had it! He said, 
“You have a slight astigmatism de- 
veloped and there is Infiltration in the 
Cornea.” “Yes,” said I, “has any dam- 
age occurred outside of that to the 
optic itself? Is there any actual or- 
ganic trouble that would permanently 
ruin it?” “This is organic trouble and 
it generally is obstinate. You must stop 
using this eye altogether and work only 
with one eye.” “And drive an automo- 
bile with one eye too?’ “Yes, yes, 
that would relieve the strain.” “And 
then if the Optical Chiasm became 
overloaded through one-sided action ?” 
“That is all to consider; but you 
see it is necessary to relieve the strain 
on this eye.” “Well, what is your 
opinion about the whole affair?” “Tf 
you mean the treatment, the classical 
treatment is Rest, Heat and Atropine.

useless to me. Irene and Kashmira 
were literally swamped; day and night 
the loyal secretaries stuck to their ardu- 
ous tasks, but without my personal 
attention to the important personal 
matters they found the detail load pil- 
ing day by day.

I pulled the Graduate Equipment 
from its case, rigged it, connected it 
and switched on the current.

The remaining half of the profits, 
amounting to $593,842, will be credited 
to the consolidated revenue fund.”

A 
certain type of so-called high class 
women takes pride in this act, but, it 
is a filthy, dirty habit and is unhygienic 
to the extreme. If human emotions 
should be spent, let them be spent on 
worthy humans but not this way on 
lower animals, whose physiology 1s 
different from our evolution. Dog 
kissing, cat kissing and rat licking are 
all synonymous of the remnant of the 
uncivilized barbarous times, when pigs 
and people lived in the same huts. To- 
day, if with higher knowledge of the 
highest, we have such anomalies among 
our civilized people, surely, there must 
be the necessity of the French doctors 
sounding the foghorn to remove the 
brain tempests. 


FREEDOM OF THERAPEUTIC 
CHOICE 


Lady Blanche Follett an English 
woman of title died in London, Eng- 
land, while under the treatment of a 
Christian Science Practitioner, Morley 
I‘letcher. Her sister Baroness Teyn- 
ham alleged that had a medical doctor 
been consulted, she would not have 
died. She also avowed disbelief in 
Christian Science. Notwithstanding 
such evidence, the Coroner decided that 
Lady Blanche Follette was old enough 
to judge for herself and therefore had 
the right to follow her own views. A 
verdict of death from “natural causes” 
was returned. What “other causes” 
could there be? The verdict was cor- 
rect, because, each individual has the 
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birthright of Liberty to select whatever 
method of healing is the best in their 
belief. It will work out the same way 
in Spectro-Chrome Therapy. How- 
ever, my advice to Spectro-Chrome 
Therapists is to follow faithfully the 
methods laid down in the system; then, 
‘they will never have to face a similar 
ordeal. 


INSULIN FOR DIABETES 
ANOTHER FOOLERY 


The 117th Annual Meeting of the 
Medical Society of the State of New 
York made a great. noise in regard to 
the treatment of Diabetes Mellitus by 
Insulin, the so-called recent introduc- 
tion credited to Dr. Frederick G. Bant- 
ing of Toronto, Canada. In. speaking 
of this, Dr. J. J. R. McLeod Professor 
of Physiology at Toronto University 
remarked that the epoch-making dis- 
covery could never have been made and 
the method of treatment perfected 
without experiments on animals.” He 
said, “The full value of the treatment 
was demonstrated on rabbits and dogs 
and there could be no better evidence 
of the usefulness of this method.” My 
dear sir, for this very reason the treat- 
ment is utterly worthless. Rabbits and 
dogs are not human beings; they are 
not both even in the same scale; the 
rabbit is herbivorous, the dog is car- 
nivorous, the human being is ‘frugivor- 
ous.. Neither has in its physiology 
anything common. You cannot pro- 
duce animals out of a combination of 
rabbits and dogs or fecundate human 
beings by cross breeding with such an- 
imals. If the internal glands operate 
with different secretions in different an- 
imals, experiments on one would have 
no definite value for the benefit of an- 
cther. Vivisection is a monstrosity 
znd a survival of barbarity. It is an 
euthorized and licensed system of tor- 
ture and has no advantages conducive 
to hunian elevation. Insulin treatment 
will follow the same road as other 
crazy notions of leisurely medical men 
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and will be soon on the shelf like 
Koch's lymph for Tubercular Pthisis. 
The biggest joke is that the Insulin has 
to be injected daily and continued all 
the life of the patient to “keep on the 
cure’! Where is the funny button of 
the public gone? And Insulin 1s not 
even a new “discovery”; it has been 
discussed by physiologists for long as 
the internal secretion of the Pancreas 
in conjunction with sugar metabolism. 
Insulin will not cure Diabetes Mellitus. 


WHAT TO WEAR 


Writing in the Evening Bulletin of 
Philadelphia, Pa. about the “Wisdom 
of keeping the body at uniform tem- 
teperature,” Garrett P. Serviss the As- 
tronomer-writer makes some sensible 
remarks. He says, 


“A word of caution with regard to 
the danger incurred during the hot’ 
weather in entering houses, or shaded 
places, while the clothing is still soaked 
with perspiration. In such a case wool 
would be safer than cotton, because 
the wool retains the moisture and holds 
back the rate of evaporation. But the 
danger can be averted if the cotton is 
allowed to dry before the wearer enters 
a cool place. ‘Rheumatisms’ are a fre- 
quent result of sudden cooling, caused 
by too rapid evaporation of perspira- 
tion in a cool, drafty place. People 
have unconsciously invited life-long ill- 
ness and even death by incautiously 
exposing themselves in this way. A 
cool draft blowing on the back of the 
neck is especially perilous. Sleeping 
in a dtaft is often dangerous.” 

Commenting on this, P, A. Maignen 
gives his views :— 

“We have here a warning against 
the danger of exposure to sudden 
changes of temperature. The United 
States is a country of magnificent dis- 
tances, and it is also one of extremely 
variable climate. In Europe the sea- 
sons are more regular — winter is 
Winter, and summer is summer. It is, 
therefore, very difficult to know what 
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to do in the matter of raiment. Wool 
may be too warm one day and cotton 
too cold the next day. Outer garments 
may be changed every day, but inner 
garments cannot conveniently be 
changed. The solution of this problem, 
therefore, would seem to be in the 
adoption of flannel as undergarment 
for summer and winter. In the summer 
it keeps the body cool, and in the winter 
it keeps it warm. 


One of our friends has been in the 
habit of spending his week-ends at a 
farmhouse. Upon arrival he, would 
take off his coat- and vest and delight 
in the cool air, with one thin cotton 
undergarment. Every night late our 
friend was attacked by asthma, which 
kept him awake. When he put on a 
sweater (after removing his city 
clothes), sure enough, he has had no 
asthma since. Some of his friends may 
be inclined to laugh at the idea of 
wearing a sweater at this time of the 
year, but “he who laughs last laughs 
best,” and wool, on this occasion, 
enables him to laugh last.” 


The above views of the two persons 
are identical with mine. Americans do 
not dress and the general American 
women’s dress is at best an unsuitable 
undress. United States has peculiarly 
fluctuating weather conditions and I 
do not see any other way to keep 
health except by the continued use of 
wool. People have run away with the 
idea that wool is “warm” and cotton 
is “cold.” There is no such inherent 
character in either. The body itself 
is the producer of the heat, the wool 
or cotton merely retains it or maintains 
it. The only purpose of wearing 
clothes is to maintain the temperature 
of the body uniform, enabling us to 
preserve it from sudden changes, which 
may produce quick disturbance and 
rapid demands on the thermal equilib- 
rium. To that end only are clothes 
necessary and.beyond that purpose, to 
go merely by the dictates of mere 
fashion or convention is nonsensical. 
If clothes will not protect us from 
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those changes, their value is lost. Our 
ordinary mode of dressing imposes too 
much strain on the thermal mechanism 
inside and a greater strain on the purse 
to conform to absurdities. Wearing 
furs that dangle on the neck doing 
nothing, wearing garments made of 
lace (strung-up holes), donning stock- 
ings made of glass-like silk scattering 
the bodily heat quickly or putting on 
articles without regard to their dura- 
bility, heat-conserving value or logical- 
ity has made for deterioration of 
human stamina. I take no stock in 
wearing clothes only for their appear- 
ance. If with the so-called appearance, 
there is a drain on vitality, that type 
of costume has no business in life. 
For America, a cotton or tnen under- 
wear topped with a. woolen vest or 
shirt, all-wool stockings and a simple 
lighthtting non-compressing cap is the 
best wear for Winter, Spring, Summer 
and Autumn. The wool prevents dur- 
ing the cold season the scattering of 
the bodily heat, thus, maintaining 
health. During the hot season, the 
same wool acts as an insulator, pre- 
venting an excessively rapid evapora- 
tion from the surface of the skin and 
depletion of energy. The appetite is 
on the wane then, because, Nature does 
not need much food to replenish. At 
that period, a rapid evaporation and 


consequent rapid cooling of the body 


would waste more energy than can be 
cupplied by the scanty food; it would 
try to frustrate the wise provision of 
Nature. Therefore, the wool instead 
of making one uncomfortable is sure 
to be the reverse, provided the digestive 
tract 1s not kept loaded with unneces- 
sary and heavy foods. The way to 
keep healthy and comfortable in all 
conditions is to eat and drink as little 
as possible commensurate with actual 
physical need ; eat and drink only pure 
non-stimulant materials and preserve 
the temperature of the body uniform 
by covering it with an insulating ma- 
‘erial like wool which has the power 
of absorbing the perspiration like a 
blotter. Our comfort, common sense 
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and health come first; conventions, 
customs and fashions will have to drop 
by the wayside. It has been urged, 
(many physicians endorse the view) 
that by keeping the breast and neck 
uncovered . women become stronger. 
The breast is the very part that needs 
protection against weather changes, 
because there the thermal machinery 
and bloodpumping apparati are situ- 
ated. Strength would come if the 
entire body be exposed constantly to 
the elements; that the civilized nations 
call savagery. At best, looking from 
all points, a simple woo garment on 
cotton or linen underwear would serve 
better and be more hygienic than the 
various stupid fandangles and worth- 
less contraptions which go to. make 
sartorial pleasures in truth unhealthy. 
Furs and such other materials convert 
human beings into rats, seals and 
skunks, giving an unnatural appearance 
and a vile leathery effluvium plus un- 
cleanliness. 


CANCER, COSMETICS, 
SMOKING, SHAVING 


Sir George Lenthal Cheatles, of 
King’s College, London, England, states 
that cosmetics, paints and powders af- 
fected by women, give rise to skin 
irritations which may develop later into 
cancers. Speaking in this connection, 
a surgeon of the New York Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, in an interview with 
a reporter of the Evening World thus 
expresses his opinion :-— 

“Cancer of the face is much more 
common among men than women, 
probably because of the shaving, which 
produces constant small injuries to 
existing, apparently harmless, skin 
conditions. It is also known that cer- 
tain occupations tend to develop skin 
cancer because of the harmful irritants 
used in these industries. Smoking and 
other forms of tobacco use, have been 
known for years to be directly causa- 
tive of the development of cancer in 
the mouth. Here again, the predomi- 
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nance of cancer of the mouth in men 
over the cases occurring in women 
suggests a factor in men which 1s not 
found in women. The stem of a pipe, 
by being constantly applied to a cer- 
tain part of the mouth, will bruise the 
skin and the constant irritation will 
cause a cancer to develop. A man who 
will talk with a cigarette stuck in the 
corner of his mouth might find. that 
the sticking of the cigarette to his lips 
and the continued damage to his lips 
from its removal, will cause a cancer. 
It may be said that many patients who 
have cancer of the lip or of the mouth 
have never smoked, and that cancer 
in this region, therefore, cannot be due 
solely to tobacco; nevertheless, so 
many other cases give a history of 
over-use or suggestive evidences of a 
constant use of tobacco that it may 
safely be said that tobacco use must be 
considered a direct causative agent of 
cancer.” 


And when women combine cosmetics 
with smoking the influence for cancer 
must of course be worse. I shudder 
to think of the progeny of a cosmeti- 
cated smoking woman and as such 
women increase constantly in pseudo 
“society,’ the menace to the nation is 
proportionately increased. The remedy 
is not legislation but education; legis- 
lation has already become overlegisla- 
tion in the United States and we need 
enforcement of what exists after boil- 
ing the jargon of legal terms to the 
Extract of Common Sense. That is 
and will be the best medicine. 


GIRL FOOLED DOCTORS 


Evelyn Lyons of Escanaba, Mich- 
igan, registered a “temperature” of 
115° Fahrenheit and more and yet wis 
found by her medical attendant Dr. 
Harry D. Defnet to be a “picture of 
health,” as far as her sanity went. Her 
pulse was stated to be 120 per minute, 
respiration as.86 !! ! The blood pres- 
sure was announced as 122 millimetres 
of mercury. The medical attendant 
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and other “big doctors’ believed the 
case to be unfathomably marvelous and 
she was hailed as a living mystery. 
Finally, the temperature bubble blew 
up; she was warming her armpit with 
a hot water bottle! Even the veriest 
tyro of a Spectro-Chrome Therapist,

MY CLINICAL NOTES ON 
SPECTRO-CHROME 
THERAPY 
By :—Kate W. Batpwin, M.D.,

Many interesting cases have been 
under Spectro-Chrame since the last 
magazine was out. I hardly know 
which to select for this report. 


Case 1—Mrs. W. Thirty-six hours 
-after an extensive operation on the left 
leg. for sarcoma, went bad, a severe 
chill, temperature 104° in axilla, heart 
very irregular and feeble, radial pulse 
‘not present. As she could not be 


given Spectro-Chrome immediately, I 


was obliged to let her be given one 
hypodermic of Lloyds’ Subculoid Lo- 
‘belia. The hospital staff felt that she 
was very near her end and telephoned 
for her husband. They also moved 
her into a room by herself so that 
she could have the Spectro-Chrome 
and be alone.. That is one of the 
very thoughtful things one finds at the 
Woman’s Hospital. If possible to 
avoid it, no patient is ever allowed to 
die in the ward surrounded by other 
patients. Climatic conditions may 
have had some influence on the case; 
a terrific storm, thunder, lightning and 
a deluge of rain continued for about 
two hours. I dressed the wound to 
make sure nothing there was causing 


through this emergency. 


trouble. The foot was a little swollen, 
otherwise, the local condition was good. 
As soon as possible. Magenta was 
given on the heart and it was repeated 
every three hours until the heart de- 
manded less frequent attention. The 
wound was dressed every second day 


‘and when open Green and Indigo were 


used on it; at least once a day she had 
a Lemon systemic. 


She was kept in a private room for 
the two weeks. that she remained in 
the hospital, returning home in won- 
derfully good ‘condition. After this, 
she came to the office for treatment 
until a few days ago when she had 
quite a severe cold. J was out of town 
and did not see her for three days. A 
very. good man who lives next door 
was called in and cared for her 
I went to 
the house once to dress the wound; 
since then she has come to the office. 
The growth is returning and she is not 


‘In as good general condition as before 


the cold. 


As sarcoma cases go, this patient 
should have died at least two years 
ago. Until the operation, the bone had 
not been involved. At that time the 
crest of. the tibia was denuded of 
periosteum for about two inches. The 
outlook here is not bright, but she has 
been in a condition to look after her 
house and enjoy her friends for at 
least two years longer than could have 
reasonably been expected. 


Case 2—The above case recalls a 
case of sarcoma of the first phalanx 
of the thumb of the right hand in a 
negress about 35 years of age; this 
growth was on the palmar aspect about 
the size of a small hickory nut. Spec- 
tro-Chrome reduced it at least one 
third, but it was too much in her way 
as a laundress and general housekeeper 
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w.th a sick husband to care for. She 
lived in New Jersey and as it made 
a long journey for her the treatments 
were not’ very frequent. Finally she 
said it was so much in her way that 
she wished IJ would remove it. I had 
no idea that it was a sarcoma. It was 
easily removed under local anesthesia 
and dressed with an ordinary surgical 
dress:ng. It went bad, bad and worse ; 
the whole arm into the axilla was in- 
volved, badly swollen and extremely 
sensitive. A quantity of pus was 
evacuated from above the elbow and 
the condition began to improve. In 
the mean time her husband died and 
the poor woman had her heart and 
hands full. She made a good recov- 
ery and reported in good condition 
about five months ago. 


Case 3—The following is a very in- 
teresting case of acute phlebitis (ve- 
nous inflammation ) of the internal 
saphenous vein of the right side, The 
patient a woman about thirty years of 
age, in good general condition, was 
sent to me for the phlebitis with a 
diagnosis of possible. pregnancy. I 
made ‘no “pelvic ‘examination. ' The 
primary swelling was just above the 
knee, very painful, then a mass of 
swollen veins below the knee and a 
slight involvement near the groin. 
The patient reported that her mother 
was in bed nine weeks with just such 
a leg. This patient was not far from 
the hospital and went back and forth 
for treatments. The condition im- 
proved from the very first treatment 
and after eight treatments she was so 
perfectly comfortable that she did not 
report for two weeks. Then she came 
just to tell me how wonderfully well 
she was and very much appreciated 
not having to stay in bed as did her 
mother. The treatment was Green 
local, immediately followed by Indigo. 
Between treatments she used a com- 
press of Epsom Salt. When she re- 
ported after an absence of two weeks 
there was no evidence of any trouble 
above the knee, but below there was 
‘Still some hardness. I advised her to 
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report for treatment until that was 
entirely softened. Only those who 
have had such cases to treat can quite 
appreciate what Spectro-Chrome did 
for this patient. 


Case 4—This case is still under 
treatment, but the improvement has 


‘been sufficiently worthwhile to report 


progress. Mr. R.—51 years of age. 
Blood pressure 190, Pulse 96, Respi- 
rations 19 to 20. For ten years had 
an ulcerated bladder, primarily alco- 
holic, complicated by other infections, 
about everything a man could have. 
In 1902 had gonorrhoea which was 
cleared in about six weeks. The fre- 
quent necessity to urinate and the ex- 
treme pain made it necessary for this 
patient to give up his pos-tion in the 
advertising department of a large daily 
newspaper and for about ten years 
has not been able to engage in any 
work more exacting than that of a 
watchman and that for only a short 
t.me—one week at night and the next 
week during the day. He had been 
in several hospitals and sanitariums. 
In 1917 the bladder was curetted and 
a retention catheter kept in for two 
weeks. 


After this he was worse rather than 
better. In 1918 was wildly delirious 
due to extreme pain; was nine weeks 
in a hospital for ths condition. 


At present and for years before the 
bladder trouble he had been very sensi- 
tive to cold. As he expressed it, he 
could not lift his hat when out of doors 
that he d'd not take cold. With a hope 
to relieve the tendency to “take cold”’ 
he had two operations on the nose. 
One side was burned and the other 
drilled. The colds continued. He was 
more or less constantly covered with 
small or large boils, espec:ally on back, 
chest and upper arms. The back sug- 
gested the scarring from small pox. 
There was a very unusual double V 
shaped area just below the cervical 
vertebrae covered with small papules, 
pustules and necrotic epithelium. This 
area was very itchy. This condition 
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alone would have been sufficent to make 
one very uncomfortable. Really, life 
held very little for this man. When I 
asked him about smoking he replied 
that it was about the only comfort he 
had left. He was much more comfort- 
able standing than sitting. He stood 
all the time he was giving his history. 


There was no organic heart les:on, 
neither was there trouble of the lungs. 
He had pneumonia twice and bronchitis 
and pleurisy each once. None of the 
so-called children’s dis-eases. Since the 
first of February 1917 had not tasted 
any kind of strong drink; following 
some medication in the Summer ot 
1922 there has been enuresis (involun- 
tary passage of urine) night and day, 
which has caused great inconvenience 
and much loss of sleep. Urinalysis 
did not show any kidney involvement. 
Ears, nose and throat nothing special. 


This patient came to me March 10th 
1923; he came every day for about a 
month and then three times a week. 
The first of May at a family confer- 
ence it was decided that he had im- 
proved but that it was evidently going 
to take a long time to get the really de- 
sired results and so he would stop 
treatments. I do not often urge pa- 
tients to continue treatment when they 
get that attitude. In this case, how- 
ever, I wrote the man and requested 
him to come and have a talk with me. 
This he did and he decided to con- 
tinue for a time at least three times a 
week. 


About once a month we checked up 
and found that there has been a steady 
and it seems to both of us a satis- 
factory progress. This month he re- 
ported his general condition “A num- 
ber one,” and all the bladder symptoms 
at least seventv per cent better. He 
voids much less frequently and more 
at a time%with practically no pain—a 
pain that formerly did double him up 
like a jack knife. It is now infrequent 
and not more than “a scratch.” He 
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has much better control over the blad- 
der even at night. 


His skin has cleared up wonderfully 
and only occasionally is there even a 
suggestion of a pustule. 


Is this worth while? The man thinks 
it is and he says that now “life is well 
worth while’. He went back to his 
old job. 


The treatment has been strictly 
Spectro-Chrome. Green and Lemon 
systemic and at first I used Indigo and 
Turquoise locally, but, it did not do as 
well as after I changed to the more 
stimulating colors Lemon and Orange 
w.th an occasional Green and Red. The 
blood pressure has come down to 145 
and the pulse to 70-75. 


_ Has it been worth while??? I[ ask 
the readers to be the judge. The patient 
and I are going to keep right on until 
he can say that the bladder condition 
as well as the general condition is “A. 
number one.” —

Congratulations to vou three on your 
miraculous escape from more serious 
injury in the accident Kashmira so 
graphically depicts in the June number 
of “Spectro-Chrome” just received. 
Her article is extremely interesting, 
more for what it does not say than 
what it does -tell. 


For a long time I have been intend- 
ing to write you giving some cases that 
have come under my observation or 
have been treated by me; (No dates 
will be given, and cases indicated by 
numerals ). 


Case No. 1: (not treated by me, but 
by a friend to whom I had been instru- 
mental in selling an equipment some 
time ago) Case of Goitre. Woman 
about 50, with well developed goitre, 
seeing my friend treating herself for 
another ailment, asked her if she would 
try it on her goitre. Indigo on area 2 
was used for two treatments, and the 
woman said that she believed her neck 
felt easier. Then a tapemeasure was 
procured and the circumference of her 
neck taken. Treatments were continued 
for ten days, and at the end of that 
time the neck had reduced in circum- 
ference five inches. The woman said 
she felt better and all discomfort from 
her goitre had disappeared. She then 
went to Florida for the winter, since 
which time I have heard nothing as to 
her case. 


Case No. 2: The husband of the 
woman with the goitre. Scratched his 
face when shaving, infection set in, 
and a “lovely time” with all its accom- 
paniments was had by him until at his 
wife’s solicitation he was induced to try 
Spectro-hrome. Turquoise and Indigo, 
(alternate treatments) were used, 
twice each. Wound all healed up and

no further trouble experienced. 


Case No. 3: Octitis Media (Inflam- 
mation of Middle Ear). G/rl 12 years 
of age. Used Spectro-Chrome exclu- 
sively, Turquoise on Area 1 and side of. 
head; also systemic. Indigo on face 
and ear. Abscess discharged freely and 
without pain. Indigo, after discharg- 
ing had continued for two days, stopped 
discharge over-night. No further 
trouble encountered. Complete recov- 
ery. 


Case No. 4: Gastric ulcer. Patient 
had suffered intermittently for about 
ten years. Had received thorough 
medical treatment and also had taken 
the so-called “Lehnartz” treatment in 
summer of 1916; had tried also Chris- 
tian Science and Chiropractic. All 
these various treatments afforded a 
certain amount of relief, but trouble 
recurred about every six months, 
usually lasting for about a month. 
Lemon on Areas 6-7-8-9 and 10, alter- 
nating with Turquoise occasionally, 
finally sw:tching to Orange on same 
areas. Patient entirely relieved and in 
excellent health. 


Case No. 5: Occipital Neuritis. Pa- 
tient had never before been afflicted. 
Spectro - Chrome exclusively, with 
proper diet used. Turquoise on Areas 
1 and 16, also Indigo on Areas 15 and 
16. No serious discomfort. Some 
sight pa.n at first. Patient later de- 
veloped abscess in ear. Again Spec- 
tro-Chrome brought her out of it, 
with but little pain and no great dis- 
comfort. Turquoise and Indigo alter- 
nating locally were the colors used. 


Case No.6: Influenza. Patient given 
extensive Turquoise on Areas 1-2-3-4 
and 5, one hour at first, then half-hour 
for three successive treatments. En- 
tirely relieved and up and able to pur- 
sue his regular duties in two days. 
When first taken, had temperature of 
101°, and all the usual discomforts of 
the “Flu”. After first treatment, dis- 
comfort relieved and before end of first 
day feeling much better. Patient ex- 
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pectorated copiously a caustic discharge 
which burned his mouth and nostrils. 
Two or three sores formed on lips, but 
these rapidly disappeared. 


Cases Nos./,8,9, and 10. “Flu” in 
household of same man. All given like 
treatment with like results. Entire re- 
covery in each case about two or three 
days. 


Case No. 11: Whooping Cough. Pa- 
tient, a boy about four years of age, 
contracted whooping cough. Thereto- 
fore, each winter from the time of his 
first winter, patient had been afflicted 
with chronic bronchitis. This, accom- 
panied with whooping cough, made 
case particularly aggravated and diff- 
cult of treatment. Green, Areas 1-2- 
3-4 and 5, also systemic, for the 
whooping cough, brought about the 
desired result, with no great discomfort 
to patient during the run of the dis- 
ease. He seldom vomited and his sleep 
was good. The chronic bronchitis was 
another matter, but his parents, seeing 
the good result achieved with the 
whooping cough, bought an “Interme- 
diate Equipment” and under my direc- 
tion, treated him for the chronic con- 
dit'on. Turquoise on Areas 1-2-3-4-5 
and Magenta on 4 were used. The 
treatments continued for several weeks 
and | understand complete relief was 
effected. A peculiar thing about this 
case 1s that the mother of the boy. 
seeking to keep in the good graces of 
her regular practitioner, had him pre- 
scribe for the boy during his whooping 
ccugh and bronchit:s attacks, regularly 
filling the prescriptions ‘and carefully 
pouring each dose, not down the boy. 
but down the sink! At each visit of 
the doctor, he would expand genially 
on discovering how well the boy was 
progressing, and would say “My, Billy 
is reponding fine to his medic-ne this 
time’! I assume he takes great credit 
to himself for effecting this “cure.” 
He is welcome to the credit. Results 
are what count. 


Case No, 12: Toothache—the kind 
that keeps you awake nights and gives 
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no ease daytimes. Two or three ap- 
plications of Indigo entirely relieved 
the pain, and though an abscess had 
formed, it was absorbed and no further 
treatment has since been necessary. 


Case No. 13: A second degree burn. 
Woman severely burned by exploding 
oilstove. Her legs from ankles to 
thighs were severely burned and her 
left arm from palm of hand to elbow 
and right under fore arm. Regular 
physician called and he used “Ungen- 
tine” with the usual surgical dressings. 
Did not see case until two weeks af- 
ter treatment had been administered. 
Used Blue on left arm just as an ex- 
periment to see (to show patient) what 
would happen if used regularly. There- 
tofore, patient in great discomfort, 
unable to sleep and extremely nervous. 
Blue applied for half hour to aching 
arm produced soothing comfort. Blue 
appl-ed to Area 1 induced first com- 
fortable sleep. Patient dropped to 
sleep within ten minutes after appli- 
cation of Blue on Area 1 commenced.

on Areas 8 and 9. Entire recovery 
after three treatments. 


Case No. 15: Abscess of ear. Boy, 


about nineteen, “contracted cold” while 


swimming. Had usual treatment for 
abscess by regular physician, who 
lanced it twice. No relief being af- 
forded, he too sought Spectro-Chrome. 
Indigo on ear produced quick relief, 
and subsequently brought about com- 
plete health. 


Case No. 16: Acute Tonsilitis: 
Young woman developed over-night 
rapidly expanding. tonsilitis. When 
treatment began she had a fever of 
10114 and great pain in throat and 
neck.

USE OF CRACKED SLIDES

rod should be fully drawn out when 
using; in a Graduate Equipment, the 
rod should be pushed all the way ™ 
when in use. The condenser in a Prac- 
titioner’s Equipment should be less 
than one inch from the bulb. This 
can be easily done by turning the but- 
ton at the back.

on their places the moment the others 
finished or else sadly wend their way 
back thru perhaps six cars to await 
the next call. Our car being far be- 
hind, we were thus fooled once, but 
only once. We became wise then and 
stayed back till the last summons came. 
The fun would begin if everyone on 
the train thought at the same time to 
use like wisdom to avoid disappoint- 
ment. 


One argument tending to disfavor 


strict vegetarianism at all times, -1s 
its imagined “impracticability” while 
traveling in the country of a meat-eat- 
ing people. Nonsense! A person of 
firm principles can adhere to the truth 
regardless of time and circumstance. 
Without correct foundation is the be- 
lief that one not eating meat would 
starve to death for lack of other pro- 
vision while on journey. Even on the 
train, we were able to obtain our pure 
sustenance sans flesh, fish, fowl and 
eggs. There was no lack of cereals, 
legumes, vegetables, fruits or nuts, 
either in variety or abundance. We 
explained our case to the steward in 
charge, a cultured man whose cheer- 
ful courtesy and heartfelt atten- 
tion gracefully upheld the high ideals 
of the matchless Fred Harvey Meal 
Service on the Santa Fe. By his di- 
rection, there were prepared for us 
special dishes composed of different 
vegetables and other innocent products 
of Mother Earth, victuals as dainty 
and delicious as ever graced an epi- 
cure’s table. Henceforth let no one 
think it impossible to maintain the prin- 
ciples of absolute vegetarianism else- 
where than at home. We have proved 
that it is quite easy for one so minded. 
But had we found it otherwise, we 
would have gone hungry rather than 
defile ourselves with a diet of blood. 


At about two o'clock, on the morning 


of Wednesday the fifth, we awoke and 
looked out at the station of Raton, 
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N. M. The train rolled onward. The: 
outlook appeared very peaceful. Ac- 
cording to the travelogs which confuse: 
New Mexico with Mexico, there should. 
have been seen hordes of frenzied 
Mexicans scouring the desert in search. 
of some new victim to elect as their 
President! No volley of shots rang 
thru the still night air. What a dis-: 
appointment, after expecting such a. 
thrilling time in that wild region where,. 
supposedly, every man has muscular 
cramp of the right arm from a certain 
gesture toward the back belt and. 
wooden overcoats are the fashion! 


Toward noontime, we reached the 
city of Albuquerque, N. M. There: 
was a stop of thirty minutes. The 
passengers hurried to alight for some: 
fresh air and exercise and a glimpse of 
local life. Adjacent to the station was 
The Alvarado, a $750,000 Fred Harvey 
hotel, in the annex of which was a. 
Harvey museum containing extensive 
collections of Red Indian and Mexican 
relics. There we saw also Navajo and: 
Hopi weavers, potters, silversmiths and 
basketmakers at work. Round slabs 
cut from the wonderful trees of the 
Petrified Forest in Arizona caught our 
attention. Aeons ago, they were: 
arboreal giants of the usual ligneous 
structure. The storms and changes of 
marvelous Nature transformed thenr 
into colorful agate and ‘chalcedony,. 
amethyst and smoky topaz. The mighty 
sea, full of mineral salts, which rushed 
in and covered that forest, flowed after 
ages had passed, yielding its captives 
to the open air, the common wood 
turned to semi-precious stones. We 
touched the polished disks, admiring 
their flaming beauty of hue and think- 
ing of the glory of the power that 
made them so. 


Passing Laguna and Gallup, N. M. 
we entered the State of Arizona. All 
day long there lay before our eyes 
the sandy wilderness and barren hills : 
miles upon miles of it. Above, the 
sky stretched cloudless and intensely: 
blue. Occasionally the waste was 
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-broken with patches of. mesquite and 
sombre gray sagebrush. There was 
no green, but the reddish sand and 
painted rocks of dull orange and blue 
‘with their suggestion of volcanic ori- 
gin, formed a wild, weird picture of 
elusive charm. Little desert hamlets 
-of adobe broke the monotony of the 
landscape from time to time. There 
was seen life almost painfully primi- 
‘tive. The continuous struggle to 
wrest a bare existence from the re- 
‘luctant soil, soon marks with care the 
faces of the desert dwellers. Those 
people might be happy, for individuals 
judge their lots differently, but they 
‘did not look it. The trying sun glare 
-and extreme dryness of the air bring 
early the appearance of age to the 
skin, so that even the children went 
with their countenances about as un- 
Jined as a baked apple. 


It was 5:30 P. M. when we reached 
Adamana, Ariz., on the Rio Puerco, 
A few miles south of the track lie 
three of five petrified forests located 


in that region and two lie nine’ miles. 


northward. There are thousands of 
-acres covered with agatized fossil re- 
mains of gigantic prehistoric trees. 
On and on we sped. There were 
points of interest galore. A _ great 
crater 600 feet deep and 3 miles 
-around, formed by a giant meteor, 
and known as Meteorite Mountain, 
near Sunshine; Walnut Canyon, 14 
‘miles long, with ancient cliff dwellings ; 
an extinct volcanic cone of almost 
pure sulphur called Sunset Mountain, 
ice caves and Black crater, close to 
‘Cliffs, Ariz. But as our time was 
limited, we forewent seeing these, con- 
tenting ourselves with a visit to the 
Grand Canyon alone. The’ Lowell 
‘Observatory, noted for its astronomi- 
cal studies of the planet Mars, stand- 
ing on a hill situated in Flagstaff, the 
county seat of Coconino County, is 
visible just after leaving the station, 
‘provided there is daylight. At 10:05 
P. M. the Sante Fe junction at 
Williams, Ariz., was reached. Our 
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train was sidetracked there, staying till 
5:40 A. M., when it started off, branch- 
ing sixty-four miles north to the 
Grand Canyon. 


Alight with the fire of transporting 
expectation, we all arose long before 
the rooster’s call, washed ready and 
sat waiting, watching the approach of 
dawn over the silent Arizona desert. 
Slowly the darkness brightened into 
the new day’s sunlit beauty. The 
bluish morning mist lifted from. the 
rainbow tinted hills. Before us lay the 
flat, sandy, sagebrush-strewn waste. 
Some meandering streams lay gleam- 
ing icily, frozen solid. Skeletons of 
a few horses and cattle were scattered 
about, lending a properly impressive 
touch of “local color.” 


At 8:20 A. M., we reached our 
destination. Our time for departure 
being 7:25 P. M., there were eleven 
hours at our disposal for sightseeing. 
We went to El Tovar Hotel, located 
at the railroad terminus, near the head 
of Bright Angel Trail, at an elevation 
of 6,866 feet above sea level. It was 
a long, low structure built of native 
boulders and pine logs, accomodating 
175 guests. The manager in charge, 
Mr. Victor Patrosso, was a_ fine, 
gracious personality. When he learned 
of eur position in regard to alimentary 
requirements, Mr. Patrosso kindly 
made special arrangements for us, as 
Fl Tovar is conducted on the Ameri- 
can plan. Furthermore, a comfortable 
room was placed at our disposal. 
Thoughtful attention, unobtrusive and 
therefor welcome, charms the visitor 
at El Tovar, another of the superb 
Fred Harvev institutions. 


From the railroad terminus, nothing 
very unusual was seen. Pines and 
cedars rearel their wavy crowns 
aloft. Invisible was that noted gigan- 
tic gorge we had come to see. But a 
short distance beyond, just by El 
Tovar, the vast panorama sprang into 
view. A stupendous chasm, 217 miles. 
around its rim, from 9 to 13 miles 
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wide and with a maximum depth of 
6,000 feet. A great cleft in the terres- 
trial crust, a sudden drop-off in the 
wooded mesa country. Carved out by 
the mighty Colorado river, huge archi- 
tectural forms, weird granite titans, 
stand exposed to the desert Sun, bril- 
liant with varying hues. As far as 
the vision reaches and even beyond, 
great monuments of rock loom majes- 
tically appalling. 
scene 1s viewed by looking down. In 
that unparalleled abyss are hundreds 
of peaks taller than any mountain 
east of the Rockies, but not one of 
them with its top as high as the verge. 
It is a terrific, abrupt hollow in a 
vast, arid, lofty floor of nearly 100,000 
square miles. Full of a thousand 
lights and shadows, chaotic and mys- 
terious, painted with prismatic colors, 
the chasmy stone wonder has an in- 
describable appeal. 


_In the forenoon, we took the fifteen- 
mile auto ride along Hermit Rim Road. 
From different points en route there 
were viewed new vistas of the Canyon 
with its fantastic shapes and glowing 
shades of color. The tumbling waters 
of the Colorado River, so many thou- 
sand feet below and in reality several 
hundred feet wide, appeared but a 
short leap from bank to bank. We 
had a group photograph of us taken 
at Maricopa Point, a mile and a half 
west of El Tovar and a mile above 
the rushing river, where the Canyon 
is ten miles wide. The picture shows 
us standing near the edge of the rock. 
By the simple expedient of two steps 
backward, the headquarters activity of 
Spectro-Chrome Institute could have 
been transferred to the spacious floor 
of the Grand Canyon of Arizona, 
without wasteful trouble or expense! 
Plenty of area for expansion, fresh 
country air, a healthy change from 
the crowded city quarters of the pres- 
ent Central Office—all for the fall- 
ing!!! 


In the afternoon, we went on the 
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Navajo Point and Painted Desert View 
drive, a round trip of sixtyfour miles, 
via Long Jim Canyon, thru part of the 
Tusayan National Forest. From 
Navajo Point, the nature picture was 
magnificent. To the north, a thirty- 
mile span across the beginning of the 
granite gorge; east or west the great 
extent of the Grand and Marble can- 
yons, the gorge of the Little Colorado 
River and the vast panorama of that 
famous but seldom visited marvel, the 
Painted Desert of Arizona, the home 
of the Navajo and Hopi Indians. Our 
guide told us a quaint story about these 
people, pointing out some caves in the 
cliffs below. 


In bygone times, the Navajos were 
a somewhat warlike tribe. They looked 
with contempt. on the peaceful Hopis: 
and frequently threw the latter into 
a fright by sudden descents upon the 
Hopi villages on the high mesas. So 
the clever Hopis cut dwellings for 


themselves out of the solid walls of 


the granite canyon and quietly retired 
into these lofty caves when the enemy 
was sighted, the means of access being 
kept secret. Thus the warlike Navajos 
were baffled and they went away with 
a look of “sour grapes,” perforce con-- 
tenting themselves with nicknaming 
their opponents the ‘Moki’ tribe, 
“Mokv’, according to our guide, being 
the Red Indian equivalent of the 
American “deadwood” or “ivory-- 
head.” But the happv Hopis snapped 
their fingers and told them, “Banana 
oil!” 


At §:30 P. M., an entertainment 
was given in the shape of a war dance 
by some Hopi Indians, in Hopi House 
opposite El Tovar. The building is a 
reproduction of Hopi dwellings and 
several hogans of the Navajo tribe. 
We saw the dance. The wild jazz of 
modern civilized life is not much un- 
like it.

AMERICAN MEDICAL ASSO- 
CIATION TURNING 
SENSIBLE 


Dr. Morris Fishbein now the Editor 
of the Journal of American Medical 
Association in place of Dr. Simmons 
who it appears went to Europe. Since 
the change, however, the Journal has 
suddenly discovered that other methods 
besides dosing with dope have merits. 
In an article published by The Evening 
Bulletin of Philadelphia, on the sixth 
current, over the name of Dr. Morris 
Fishbein, is an enunciation that con- 
vulses nie with laughter; it speaks of 
“Light as curative gains importance.” 


“Perhaps the most striking trend in 
modern scientific investigations of the 
cause and cure of disease is the amount 
of attention being paid to the effects of 
light. 
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Many years ago Finsen received the 
Nobel prize in medicine for his pioneer 
work in this field, but the subject re- 
mained practically quiescent until the 
significant work of Rollier in healing 
tuberculosis on top of the Alps Moun- 
tains, and the work of English and 
American physicians in treating rickets 
by sunlight brought the matter again 
to the front. 


In Great Britain the Medical Re- 
search Council has a special department 
which has been giving attention to this 
question. The report of its work for 
the year, just issued, calls attention 
to some remarkable discoveries. One 
group of discoveries proved exposure 
of the skin to ultra-violet light, such as 
comes from the sun, gives the blood 
increased power to destroy bacteria. 


It should be pointed out here that 
ordinary window glass filters these rays 
out but that quartz does not. The Johns 
Hopkins Hospital has installed a 
quartz window in the department de- 
voted to the treatment of children suf- 
fering from rickets, so that these chil- 
dren may receive the rays without 
being exposed to the elements. 


In the course of the British investi- 
gations it was found long flamed arcs 
are more efficient than the short flame 
Finsen arcs in supplying ultra-violet 
light and that pure tungsten poles or 
tungsten-cored carbons are best for 
small arcs, whereas ordinary white 
flamed carbons are efficient enough for 
large flame arcs. 


Dwellers in smoky cities will be in- 
terested to know measurements taken 
in various places in and about London 
showed that persons living in the great 
city received one-half to one-third the 
amount of the beneficial rays received 
by those living in the country. In this 
connection the British scientists have 
worked out an efficient measure for 
measuring the amount of smoke pollu- 
tion in the air. Briefly the method 
involves the exposure of a tube con- 


taining a standard solution of a dye 
called acetone methylene blue in a 
standard quartz tube, which bleaches 
under the light, 


The amount of bleaching is meas- 
ured against a set of standard tubes 
containing solutions of pure copper 
nitrate. Furthermore, methods have 
been worked out for testing the effects 
of the rays by the number of living 
organisms such as infusoria which they 
will kill and by the production of red- 
ness on the white skin of the upper 
arm. 


It is interesting to know that more 
of the ultra-violet rays come from the 
sky as a whole, even on sunny days, 
than come direct from the sun. This 
is particularly the case when the sun 
is low or obscured by a cloud. 


In the course of their investigations 
the research workers of the Medical 
Research Council tried the effects of 
various oils on the tubercle bacillus. It 
was found the bacteria gradually die 
when suspended in olive oil, and that 
they die much more rapidly in oils 
that have been exposed to sunlight than 
in ordinary oils. 


In trying to find out just what 
changes the sunlight brings about in 
the body that causes it to benefit tuber- 
culosis, it was discovered that both 
sunlight and heat in general, as from 
a hot bath, caused an increase in the 
constituents of the blood, called blood- 
platelets, was found to be reduced in 
infections like those of colds, influenza 
and measles but much increased in 
chronic tuberculosis of the lungs. 


The facts developed by the British 
workers are an indication of the way 
in which the concentration of research 
on small points yields finally to syste- 
matic knowledge which must inevitably 
bring disease processes under control. 
It is this demonstration of practical re- 
sults that has caused philanthropists to 
devote increasing sums to investiga- 
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tions in the field of biology and scien- 
tific medicine.” 


Philanthropists are thus worked up to 
give large sums of money to so-called 
Medical Research Councils, which eat 
up the cash worse than the bacteria. 
The results they are endeavoring to 
prove as accomplished were already 
accomplished by others who paid the 
penalty of pioneer researching by being 
jeered by the ignorant. They are simi- 
larly looking into the Infra-Red and 
the Ultra-Violet sections of the Solar 
Spectrum, where the caustic and highly 
destructive energies are concentrated, 
but, purposely blind themselves against 
looking into the Color or Visible Spec- 
trum where the Drug Store and Phar- 
macopoeia of the Divine Creator is 
built in. 


They are wasting their time. The 
powers inherent in Light these Euro- 
pean and American scientists and doc- 
tors are searching, are already public 
knowledge through the work origi- 
nated in Spectro-Chrome Therapy. Its 
refined character, completeness, ac- 
curacy, scientific application and 
positive precision are matters of every- 
day experience to the Spectro-Chrome 
Therapist.

Louis Sambon announces that Cancer 
is “almost certainly a parasitic disease, 
circulated contagiously by cockroaches, 
cellar beetles, meal beetles, liver flukes 
and intestinal parasites.” He says, 
“the disease is preventable by stamping 
out the parasites which transmit germs 
to humans exactly as mosquitoes pass 
on yellow fever.” “The actual germ, 
the socalled ‘filter-passer,’ 1s exceed- 
ingly small and lives as dominant sym- 
bion within tissue cells ”? 


In connection with this, Dr. Charles 
Mayo, of Rochester, Minn., predicts 
the conquest of the disorder as inevit- 
able because of “notable advance in 
blood diagnosis by which the presence 
of cancer may be determined, made 
possible by the recent discovery of the 
German scientist, August von Wasser- 
mann.” 


Keep on dreaming, doctors and sci- 
entists and keep on working on roaches, 
beetles, bugs and bothers. Cancer is 
a constitutional disorder and not a local 
affair, caused by the introduction into 
the body of wrong food, like flesh; 
while the World eats dead pigs, dogs, 
cats and all animals except human ba- 
bies, Cancer will stay in one form or 
another. Leave the cellars and look 
into your food products. We are weary 
of listening to your silly bug tirades. 


IN DEFENSE OF HADWEN A 
CONSCIENTIOUS DOCTOR 


Under the heading of Current 
Topics The Bulletin of the Wayne 
County Medical Society of Detroit, 
Michigan says thus about “A Lay- 
man’s Movement Against the Anti- 
Medical Quacks.” How far the doc- 
tors are going in hoodwinking the 
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public may well be seen from the 
following :— 


Recently Saturday Night published 
an account of the establishment by phy- 
sicians and: others of the Gorgas 
Memorial Institute, designed to help 
block the efforts of quacks and anti- 
medical propagandists. Now we learn 
that there has been organized, in Bos- 
ton, the American Association for 
Medical Progress, whose membership 
is composed exclusively of laymen, and 
whose purpose is likewise to protect 
the public against the Macfaddens, the 
anti-vaccinationists, the anti-vivisec- 
tionists and others who are doing their 
utmost to discredit the scientific medi- 
cal system and place quackery and ig- 
norance on a pedestal like the golden 
calf of old. 


In telling how the organization of 
this Association was inspired, Edward 
R. Warren, writing in The Independ- 
ent, says that a number of Bostonians 
attended a convention of anti-vivisec- 
tionists to find what sort of stuff they 
were broadcasting. He described what 
they discovered as follows: 


“They sat and listened, and as they 
listened they realized that here were 
persons possessing an extraordinary 
affection for animals, a zodphile psy- 
chology which would seem to shut 
them off forever from seeing beyond 
the immediate object for which they 
were working, a group of persons 
whose devotion to their cause gave 
them both the zeal and bigotry of the 
fanatic. But—and here was the sig- 
nificant point—the persons to whom 
the zoophiles were appealing were by 
no means fanatics, They were average 
men and women who knew no biology 
and no science, men and women whose 
respect for the physician was founded 
upon nothing more stable than a sense 
of awe mingled, perhaps, with a little 
fear for the superior powers of the 
man of science, who talked of medi- 
cine In a language they did not under- 


stand. 


“And now, with the zoophiles, for 
the first time these average men and 
women had come in contact with speak- 
ers who talked to them of medical 
subjects in a language they did under- 
stand; men who did not give lengthy 
discourses on. the subjects of vaccines 
and serums, but who told them out- 
right that vaccination meant pouring 
the disease pus from a sick cow into 
their children’s blood; men who told 
them that animal experimentation, thus 
far little more than a term which. they 
had heard, means cutting up animals 
alive; men who told them that the 
medical profession was a huge trust 
organized for the purpose of extorting 
fees from a helpless populace.” 


Mr. Warren goes on at some length 
to emphasize the point brought out in 
the above quotation, and to show how 
ineffectual have been the efforts of 
medical men to meet the attacks on 
them, partly because the doctors talk 
in medical terms which the public does 
not understand and partly because phy- 
sicians, when they try to defend their 
profession are accused of doing so for 
financial reasons. 


He shows how weak and false the 
arguments of the opponents of medi- 
cine are. For example, a British quack, 
one. Hadwen, recently convicted of 
manslaughter for permitting the death 
of a diphtheria patient, told the court 
that the “modern germ theory 1s all 
bosh,” and further argued that “the 
best scientific and medical opinion” had 
once approved the practice of bleeding. 
This, of course, lacks 100 per cent of 
proving that the use of vaccines is in 
the same class as bleeding. 


The new association plans to present 
to the public propaganda that will meet 
Macfadden and his supporters on their 
own ground—not in spreading mis- 
representation and hokum, of course, 
but in giving the public the truth in 
plain, everyday English. In this way, 
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it should be able to accomplish a great 
deal of good.” 


The Medical Pocket Quarterly pub- 
lishes this about Hadwen :— 


“Dr. Hadwen, M.D., M.R.C.S., L.- 
R.C.P., is free again, -The opponent of 
vivisection, vaccination and the germ 
theory is acquitted by a jury of his 
peers and wanders forth into the 
world. 


But Hadwen is acquitted in the eyes 
of the law only on thts point, stc.: that 
he is not guilty of criminal negligence. 
Mr. Justice Lush stated, after the trial 
and before the jury filed out, that the 
jurors were not to decide whether Dr. 
Hadwen’s professional viewpoints and 
theories were sound. No! They were 
only to decide whether or not in the 
particular case on the docket he was 
guilty of negligence. 


Then, in summing up the case, Jus- 
tice Lush stated that it was his per- 
sonal opinion that a constant fear of 
being accused of manslaughter would 
have a degrading and disastrous effect 
upon the physician and his profession 
at large. 


In twenty minutes the twelve good 
men and true came back with the ver- 
dict: Not Guilty! 


Legally acquitted. Freed in every 
way of the accusations against him. 
Except this (and there is no jury on 
earth before which he can be brought 
to trial on this count, except the world- 
wide jury of professional opinion), 
that the germ theory of disease, the 
use of anti-toxins and the necessity 
for humane vivisection are labelled by 
him as bunk. 


Every scientist from Louis Pasteur 
on down to our little moment, knows 
that Hadwen is merely a poor, mis- 
guided individual on these points.” 


No, emphatically no. You, who are 
followers of the age-old humbug which 
is now gilded into a respectable organ-

ization under the name of “medical 
science” are the true “quacks” and 
“manslaughterers.” The Anti-vaccina- 
tionists, Anti-Vivisectionists, the fol- 
lowers of Progressive Drugless Sys- 
tems and the ridiculers of the germ 
theories are the true-souled reformers 
who aim at crashing through your 
skeptic barriers and autocratic imposi- 
tions. Hadwen has behind him sound 
arguments and sound-minded people. 
I belong to the same class of so-called 
“fanatics” who fight to the last ditch 
the bosh of germs and the nonsense 
of vaccines and serums. I do not main- 
tain there are no germs; I positively 
know that there are all kinds of life 
in all kinds of shapes, sizes and with 
all kinds of characteristics, but I also 
positively affirm and maintain that 
these germs are not the original pro- 
ducers of the disorders, but, that they 
are the subsequences of the pathologi- 
cal conditions, I most emphatically 
maintain further, that the human body 
has within it all the powers to demolish 
any and all “germs” introduced into 
it and that the introduction into the 
human organism of vaccines serums 
and other similar products produced 
by the anti-bodies of animals lower in 
evolution, is a sin of the most unpar- 
donable character against the purity 
of the Temple of God’s manifestations. 
You doctors who perhaps are godless 
may continue with your thick-skulled 
material views, but, we who oppose 
the introduction of filth into our clean 
physicality are the ones who will win 
the final victory. 


The horrible imposture called ‘“medi- 
cal science,” is nothing but a remnant 
of past stupidity and its essential fun- 
damentals are still stupid. But, it is a 
satisfaction to note that many of its 
sensible-minded followers, like Dr. 
Hadwen saw through the mist of ig- 
norance and refused to follow its dog- 
matic methods—to call Hadwen a man- 
slaughterer is a wicked lie.

(Correspondence, Query, Catechism, Inquiry, Interrogatory) 


RULINGS OF 
CHIEF EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


At a meeting of Chief Executive 
Council of American Association of 
Spectro-Chrome Therapists, held at 
Malaga, New Jersey on Thursday, 
April 9, 1925, at 7 P. M. the following 
rulings were unanimously given in con- 
nection with our Constitution and By- 
Laws :— 


Question 1—Can an Associate use 
any white light or color equipment for 


treatment? 


Discussion—If we allow that, it will 
open the fraudulent door we closed by 
Article 49, Section 4; then, any Asso- 
ciate may be tempted to use fakes or 
imitations. 


Ruling 1—No. 
Question 2—How about an electric 
light bath? 


Discussion—The inherent right of a 
legally registered practitioner of an- 
other system of therapy for which a 
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license is granted by the State and is 
held by the practitioner must be recog- 
nized. Therefore, such licensed prac- 
titioner, may use an electric light bath 
if so chosen, provided its administra- 
tion to the sufferer is not allowed to be 
confused with Spectro-Chrome Ther- 


apy. 
Ruling 2—Yes, if the therapist is li- 
censed by the State Laws to use it. 


Question 3—Can an Associate use 
Infra-Red or Ultra- Violet Equip- 
ments? 


Discussion—As such use means use 
of destructive rays or rays that have 
caustic and drastic effects, Spectro- 
Chrome Therapists as such are not 
authorized to use them; but, if they 
are used by licensed practitioners of 
other systems of therapy where their 
use is allowed by the State Laws to the 
Licensee, we must not interfere with 


the conscientious views of the Associ-- 


ate, provided the use of such systems 
is not confused with Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy. 


Ruling 3—yYes, if licensed by. the 
State Laws. 


Question 4—Can a color slide be 
used with such different kinds of equip- 
ments? 

_ Discussion—If£ a Spectro-Chrome 
Therapist believes any color ‘slide can 


be used for treatment, it is better to. 


have such therapist out of our Asso- 
ciation ; such a person is of no service 
to our Cause and is likely to mislead 
the sufferer. Where white light bulb 
and color slide affair comes in, all kinds 
of imposition become probable and 
must be stopped. 


Ruling 4—No. 


Question 5—Can an Associate use 
an Arc Lamp with or without color at- 
tachments? 


Discussion—It will lead us into the 
same trouble as with white bulbs and 
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untuned slides. 
Ruling 5—No. 


Question 6—Can not even an M. D. 
use other light and color equipments? 


Discussion—Article 49, Section 4, 
expressly debars it in clear and plain 
language; the question needs no rul- 


ing. 
Ruling 6—No. 


Question 7—If an Associate is in 
the service of a Graduate of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute who is not an Asso- 
ciate and who does not’ practise 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy, but, employs. 
this Associate to use it on his sufferers, 
can such Associate do so without vio- 
lation? 


Discussion—Article 50, Section 5, 
is intended to cover such cases. 


“Ruling 7—No. 


Question 8—Does an Associate in 
service have to follow the same rules 
as in partnership? 


Discussion—Partnership gives right 
to profits and service gives profits as 
compensation by salary; thus, similar 
rendering should apply. 


Ruling 8—Service is partnership. 


Question 9—Can an Associate em- 
ploy as nurse or assistant a Graduate 
Spectro-Chrome Therapist who is not 
an Associate? 


Discussion — Such employment 
would lead to complications under 
Article 50, Section 7. The fact that a 
Graduate will not join the Association, 
shows lack of good faith. 


Ruling 9—No. 


Question 10—Can an _ Associate 
practising Spectro-Chrome Therapy in 
partnership with an M. D. under a 
corporate name use on his letterhead 
the name of such M. D. with the words, 
“Spectro-Chrome Therapy ?” 
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Discussion—Such use is likely to 
mislead the public to believe the said 
Medical Doctor was also a Spectro- 
Chrome Therapist. Refer to Article 
50, Section 3, which debars such pos- 


ing. 
Ruling 10—No.

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What a pity it was an anonymous 
communication!! Otherwise, we could 
have sent the writer a sweet reply with 
our best regards for the compliments! 


Sublime? So proved by testimonials 
of those benefitted by Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy. 


Simple? Apparently! The key 


note 1s common sense! 


Smart? Lucky for the World that 
he is “smart,” for, tact is required to 
contend with and outwit such antago- 
nists. 


Richer? Spectro-Chrome Institute 
Income Tax Returns deny this; all 
“Income” is eaten up in overhead ex- 
penses for public service. However, 
Dinshah ts richer in knowledge of 
traitorism, trickery and deceit of some 
of our students as well as others! 


Previous to the commencement of 
a Spectro-Chrome Therapy Course, 
Dinshah invariably delivers two pre- 
liminary (public) lectures and 
although every introductory program

The Human body is managed by 
a set of glands known as the “Glands 
of Internal Secretion” or “Endo- 
crine System.” To quote Colonel

Throughout life, along with these 
special activities they have to do 
co-ordinately, with the preservation 
of these structures and functions in 
a state of harmonious performance 


which constitutes a normally re- 
sponsive body and a serene mind.

As a driving mechanism, the En- 
docrine system serves to initiate

val varies with different functions. 
Some require a small amount of 
energy but take place often, as. the 
beating of the heart, while others 
weeks or months apart draw heav- 
ily on the Endocrines for their oc- 
currence.

Associated inseparably with the vi- 
tamines is another important food 
division—the Minerals. About these 
minerals the same author says, “If 
we analyze a handful of fertile earth 
we find it composed chiefly of six- 
teen elements. If we take a mea- 
sure of milk, wheat, corn, barley, 
oats or rye again we find the same 
sixteen elements. If we analyze 
the body of man we find that it, too, 
is made up principally of the same 
sixteen elements found in the soil 
and the plants. There is no living 
creature whose body does not con- 
tain these main sixteen elements. 
The constancy with which they 
appear in the soil, in the tissues of 
the plant, and in man’s own tissues 
and the consistency with which they 
are found in all unrefined foods re- 
veals the operation of a fixed and 
inviolable law.

EAR TROUBLES AND 
VARICOSE VEINS 


Three Unusually Interesting Cases

All the morning I have been im- 
pelled to report these three cases 
for the April Spectro-Chrome. 


Case No. 1—The first is that of 
Peggy M., Age 7 years. One day, 
my telephone rang. An old patient 
was on the wire; “Dr. Baldwin, will 
it be possible for you to see my 
niece’s little girl. She has been hav- 
ing trouble with her ears for three 
weeks and while one is better the 
other is worse and she has scarcely 
slept at all in three weeks. If pos- 
sible, please see her today.” 
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At three o’clock the mother and 
an aunt brought the child to the 
office. A sicker looking little one I 
seldom saw. Her eyes were luster- 
less, the lips white and the face a 
gray waxy look. In every way, she 
said I am sick please help me. The 
mother confirmed the uncle’s state- 
ment as to the amount of sleep. The 
left external: auditory canal was 
badly swollen and full of secretion. 
I could do little at cleansing it. I 
gave her thirty minutes of Yellow 
Spectro-Chrome with the Graduate 
equipment within six inches of her 
ear. I told the mother to put ona 
warm application or not as felt best 
and to let me see her at eleven the 
next day. When they reached home 
the child was given something to 
eat and was in bed by six o’clock. 
She went to sleep at once and slept 
straight through until she was 
awakened to come to the office. 
Sixteen hours was some little sleep, 
truly!!! Sleep is tired Nature’s 
sweet restorer.. Peggy looked as 
bright and happy as if nothing had 
ever ruffled her. She had not had 
any pain since the treatment and 
she did not have any more. I saw 
her five times and they did not bring 
her since. I have had many cases 
of Otitis Media, acute and chronic 
and they did well as the average run 
of such cases. Since I used Spectro- 
Chrome all such cases cleared up 
much quicker than with any other 
line of treatment and Peggy I think 
is surely a prize case. 


Case No. 2—Mrs. M., age 54 years. 
Mother of ten children, eight living. 
There had been some varicose veins 
for some years, but, since June 1924. 
the legs had been badly swollen and 
very painful. From the junction of 
the middle and lower third both legs 
were tense and hard covered with 
thick heavy crusts on an inflamed 
base. This condition involved 
about three-fourths of the circum- 
ference of the legs and extended to 
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above the patella. The day before, 
when she went to bed, they pained 
so badly she felt as if they would 
“crack open.” The children said, 
“something must be doing if mother 
went to bed.” This area looked 
more like elephant’s hide covered 
with crusts than it did like human 
skin. Above the knee the internal 
saphenous veins were swollen and 
acutely sensitive. On this area she 
had been using some compresses and 
I told her to continue if they were 
a comfort. The legs itched so that 
in many places the skin was broken 
from scratching. The second day 
she had to protect the floor—there 
was so much exfoliation. I covered 
the dry areas with cold cream made 
with olive oil and applied Orange 
Spectro - Chrome.. On the acute 
phlebitis I used Green followed by 
Indigo Spectro-Chrome. Mrs. M. 
was comfortable after the first treat- 
ment and the crusting, scaliness and 
also the stiffness, practically gone 
after the third. The first treatment 
was March 3rd; to-morrow the 28th 
March will probably be the last.

Case No. 3—The third case that of 
Mrs. C., age 50 some years, the 
mother of six children and has had 
to work very hard, much on her 
feet.

Her face showed the 
extreme suffering. She had a band- 
age on the right leg which was.a lit- 
tle more painful than the left one. 
About the middle of the thigh the 
internal saphenous vein of both legs 
was acutely inflamed much the 
same as in the previous case. The 
legs up to just below the knees were 
swollen, intensely hard, just as hard 
as flesh could be. I did not won- 
der that she thought they were go- 
ing to burst open. The deep as well 
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as the superficial veins were in- 
volved and the color was best de- 
scribed by saying they were ODlack. 
Just below ‘the knee there was a 
narrow band that was nearly white 
and it was not due to tight bands 
constricting. Above the knees to 
the trunk the veins were varicosed 
and very blue but the thighs were 
not hard as were the legs below the 
knees. I have seen many and many 
bad legs, but for a pair with no 
skin broken these were the very 
worst. How the woman could stand 
—much less walk—was more than I 
could see. She said she could hard- 
ly get to the hospital and had to 
go to bed when at home, but, even 
in bed she had no relief from the 
pain and tenseness. The next day 
but one she came looking quite 
bright and smiling. Her greeting to 
me was, “Doctor! yesterday I felt 
like a ten-year-old. I do not feel 
quite so well to-day, but, much bet- 
ter than I did.” She continued to 
improve and after the fifth treat- 
ment the legs were soft, the swell- 
ing gone and the color good except 
for the actual veins which were now 
blue. Her greeting this day was, 
“My husband is happy, my children 
are happy and Iam happy. I could 
go to a dance.” We gave Green 
Spectro-Chrome followed by Indigo 
and applied the bandages to both 
legs. This patient is sending me all 
her friends and relatives who have 
any trouble with legs. Now that her 
legs are so comfortable she is hav- 
ing some treatment for an enlarged 
thyroid.

ITISOMETER 
DEMONSTRATION IN THE 
NEW ENGLAND STATES

“We start on our tour to the East- 
ern cities on Sunday, March 8, 
1925,” announced Colonel Dinshah, 
one morning as we were busy with 
the usual routine work of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute. 


March 8, 1925, dawned a brisk 
clear morning, just the atmosphere 
suitable for a long journey. 


The day previous to our departure, 
the automobile was packed and 
everything put in readiness; hence, 
we had nothing to detain us. 


With the exuberant good wishes 
of all we left the Central Office at 
4A.M. 


Our first stop was to be Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, a distance of 
about 240 miles. All this mileage 
was to be covered in thirteen hours. 


As the car silently crept through 
the hamlets and towns that lay in 
peaceful slumber, joy was in my 
heart as I realized that I among 
others, was to assist Colonel .Din- 
shah in his glorious work for the 
cause of suffering humanity. 


Camden, N. J. was reached at 6 
A. M. where we took the ferryboat 
over the Delaware River to Phila- 
delphia, Pa. 


The roads from Philadelphia, Pa., 
being like a smooth sheet of glass, 
the automobile glided along at a 
fast rate until we reached Prince- 
ton, N. J. 


“Let us get down here and have 
some refreshments, at our usual ren- 
dezvous,” said Colonel Dinshah. I 
offered no objection and the car 
was parked. While he locked the 
car, I looked into the restaurant. Not 
a sign of life—it being Sunday the 
doors were more firmly closed than 
on week-days! 


The nonsensical idea that public 
places should be dead to the world 
on Sunday, is absurd. Why should 
Sunday be an exception to the other 
days of the week? The sooner these 
Blue Laws are discarded, the bet- 
ter for the whole universe. 


But I had to be reconciled to this 
new idea of traveling on an empty 
stomach. The faithful Oakland was 
again turned loose and ere many 
minutes had elapsed, Princeton, N. J. 
was miles in the background. 


“Don’t you think the best idea 
would be stop in New York?” 
Colonel Dinshah inquired. “All 
right,” I said, “we shall undoubt- 
edly find some place open there.” 


“Then it is final,” the Colonel said, 
“and if we reach New York before 
12 o’clock (which was our schedule 
time) we shall linger for a few min- 
utes at the Bronx Zoo.” 


I looked at him in surprise as to 
how he “guessed” that I secretly 
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wished to visit this Zoo, but did 
not want to mention the fact, as we 
had more important matters on our 
mind. 


_ We did reach New York before 
12 o’clock, and my unexpressed wish 
was fructified. 


The animals were all very inter- 
esting, but, one seemed to command 
my attention more than the others; 
it was “Leo,” the lion and it was 
the first lion I saw. Time was fly- 
ing. We had to leave New York 
before the noon-day rush. 


By the time breakfast was over, 
the Sun had nearly reached his 
meridian and we reached the Boston 
Post Road. 


What a relief to leave the smoke 
and noise of the city behind, and 
once again be in God’s open coun- 
try. The magnificent scenery, from 
the stately pines gently waving in 
the morning breeze, to the emer- 
ald green grass, was a sight not to 
be overlooked. 


After five hours of riding thus we 
drew up at the entrance to Hotel 
Bond, Hartford, Conn. and prompt- 
ly unpacked the car. 


We were under the impression 
Hotel Bond had Direct Current. 
The Itisometer for Demonstration 
was adjusted to work on Alternate 
Current, (although the final instru- 
ment will work on Alternate or 
Direct Current), therefore, it was 
found necessary to carry with us 
a Rotary Convertor to Convert 
Direct Current to Alternate Cur- 
rent. Instead of starting with the 
usual rhythmic hum, the _ Ro- 
tary Convertor, would not work 
quietly and began +o heat and 
smoke. Investigation showed no 
defect in the machine, so as a last 
resource it was decided that the 
best thing to do would be to look 
around the electrical stores for a 
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new Convertor. 


Just as Colonel Dinshah was 
about to step into a taxi, a thought 
struck him and he went to the ho- 
tel engineer. “Engineer, what kind 
of Current have you here?” he 
queried. “Why, we have Alternate 
Current,” responded the engineer. 
It was a lesson in not taking things 
for granted. We had been vainly 
trying to convert Alternate Current 
into Alternate Current! ! Little 
wonder the Convertor refused to 
work. After re-connection every- 
thing proved to be in perfect con- 
dition for the next night’s duties. 


Next night, many graduates were 
in attendance; they were anxious to 
catch a glimpse of the Itisometer, 
which was kept veiled until the pre- 
liminary address was over, then end- 
less questioning started. 


Practical demonstrations on the 
working of the Itisometer were given 
as usual and the affair closed the 
following night; I should say at two 
o’clock Wednesday morning! And 
we had to maintain our time 
schedule. 


Without sleeping, the car was re- 
packed and the journey at once re- 
sumed to Providence, Rhode Island. 
It certainly was not an easy posi- 
tion for me to cope with the Presi- 
dent’s over-active temperament. 


The meetings in this city were 
held in the Providence-Biltmore Ho- 
tel, at precisely the same hours as 
Hartford, Conn. 


An enthused group it was, as the 
lecturer proved the simplicity and 
scientific fundamentals of the Itiso- 
meter; a very reluctant one also, 
as he bade his farewell to the 
assembly. 


But Boston, Mass., was awaiting 
arrival with anticipation, and time 
was not to be lost. 
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Friday the thirteenth is by many 
considered to be an unlucky day; 
not so with us, for, we had success 
in Boston. 


At the close of the meetings much 
appreciation was shown for the new 
apparatus. 


Long after the world normally 
has retired to rest, sleepless hours 
are spent by this man who invents 
new scientific devices to give to the 
honest Spectro-Chrome Therapist. 
The Graduates of Spectro-Chrome 
Institute do not apprehend the 
arduous labor and wakeful hours, 
spent by him for their benefit and 
protection, for if they did, they 
would surely be more patient. He 
is but one man. It would seem 
difficult to some to contend with 
the various obligations incurred in 
such a wide-spread movement, but 
this one man is doing it, and will 
continue to do so as I see it in daily 
association with him. 


With the Free Post-Graduate 
Course being completed in three 
prominent Eastern Cities within 
only one week, it was time we were 
returning to the Central Office, in 
Malaga, N. J. The office desk would 
no doubt be piled with correspond- 
ence. 


Sunday morning, March 15, we 
left Boston. 


Upon discovering that the road via 
Waterbury, Conn., would shorten 
our traveling somewhat, it was de- 
cided we return by that route. 


Unfamiliarity with this road, 
caused much delay, as we had to 
have recourse to the Road Map. In 
several incidents, we lost the trail 
mark, but, with a little manoevring 
were on the right track. But in one 
case we did not find the outlet until 
it was too late to turn back. This 
road led us again into Hartford, 
Conn. which we did not intend to 
revisit. 
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At four o’clock the same after- 
noon New York City was reached, 
where we took the Fort Lee ferry to 
New Jersey. 


Passing through Hillsdale, N. J. 
about five o’clock, I was shown the 
birthplace of Spectro-Chrome Ther- 
apy. It was there the inventor had 
spent earlier years in trouble and [I 
can imagine his feelings passing 
near it. 


Once through Hillsdale and New- 
ark, N. J., the progress was rapid. 


At one o’clock, Monday, March 
16, we drove up to the Central Office, 
after a journey of 409 miles, with- 
out stop. Yet, people say vegeta- 
rians have no endurance; I know 
many who have the same and more 
than the meat-eaters.

DLE WESTERN TOUR FOR

TION AND POST-GRADUATE 
COURSE.

It was a sunny Sunday, March 22, 
1925, when father and I set forth 
at 6 o’clock in the morning, on an 
automobile tour of the Middle West ; 
our purpose being to assemble the 
faithful Graduates of three classes 
in Spectro-Chrome Therapy, in 
Cleveland Ohio, Detroit Michigan 
and Chicago Illinois. 


Long streamers of amber and 
pearl stretched across the Eastern 
sky, changing, as the bright Sun 
rose, to flaming hues of crimson 
and turquoise. After the city of 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania was 
passed, the road lay before us, wide 
and clear, flanked by variegated 
scenery freshly green and our good 
Oakland clipped away the miles 
steadily. The motor, inanimate yet

alive, purred like a pleased lioness ; 
the muffled roar of its pent-up 
energy in release seeming as it were 
an expression of joy in the human- 
itarian work achieved. 


Our destination for this day was 
Bedford, Pennsylvania, a journey of 
231 miles from our starting point 
Malaga, New Jersey. This included 
a run over part of the great Alle- 
gheny Mountain range. With ease 
we reached Bedford at four o’clock 
in the afternoon. The solar orb 
shone encouragingly. Why waste 
three hours of precious daylight in 
laziness by staying here for the 
night? Tomorrow there might be 
rain, hindering speedy advance. 
Ligonier, Pennsylvania, 47 miles 
further on, appealed irresistibly to 
us. We went on. 


Between Bedford and Buckstown 
runs a stream interesting for geo- 
logical study. A rugged stony wall 
rises from its bed, the appearance 
of which is that of Niagara Falls 
solidified: It is a lithic curiosity 
calling to mind bygone ages, when 
a cataract probably flowed down the 
cliff to join the placid water at its 
feet. 


That night was spent in the hos- 
pitable Fort Ligonier Hotel and the 
next day we started off at five A. M. 
The weather was fair. We were 
rolling along peacefully when, com- 
ing down a steep decline of ma- 
cadamized road, the batloon-tired 
car began to bounce on the bumps 
and in avoiding striking another 
auto, we came too near the edge 
and landed in the ditch, We es- 
caped without a scratch; so did the 
car, but, a truck was required to 
pull it onto the highway again. This 
occasioned a delay of nearly two 
hours. Nevertheless, Cleveland Ohio 
was reached before darkness fell, a 
distance of 224 miles over the moun- 
tains. 
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On the evening of the morrow, 
when the Free Post-Graduate 
Course on the Itisometer opened in 
the Hotel Hollenden, several Grad- 
uates of Spectro-Chrome Institute 
appeared for joining. The meeting 
began, meaning, trouble started. 
One Graduate, after application for 
Enrollment in American Association 
of Spectro-Chrome Therapists, ob- 
jected to a certain section of the By- 
Laws. “It’s against personal lib- 
erty,” he shouted, “if I use such and 
such a method for treating my pa- 
tients, that’s none of your business !” 
“TIT see,” said the President, “it 1s 
none of my business if my own 
Graduates disgrace my work by 
using methods which have already 
been adversely confused with pure 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy. By the 
way, do you use this mode of treat- 
ment of which you speak?” “No, 
I don’t, but supposing I wanted to, 
why should you try to stop me?” 
was the heated reply. The President 
answered, “No one is trying to stop 
you from anything. Simply do not 
join the Association; then, treat 
your patients in any way that suits 
you. The Secretary will return 
your fee.” 


The man refused to leave, saying 
he wished to belong still. “Then 
abide by the Constitution and By- 
Laws as they stand unanimously ac- 
cepted; it might be made wmore 
rigid but it shall never lessen in 
ethical inflexibility. Why create 
discussion about something which 
does not affect you?” 


The trouble ended. All were 
pleased. Our business was success- 
fully completed the next night and 
the morning after, March 26, father 
and I left Cleveland for Detroit 
Michigan, arriving in that city prior 
to sunset on the same day, travel- 
ing 188 miles. 


The following evening, the Course 
opened, at the Hotel Tuller. The 
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Graduates began to assemble. At 
the proper time, the work com- 
menced with an introductory ad- 
dress by the President. When this 
was over, a certain hotheaded Grad- 
uate rose. “Colonel Dinshah, do you 
mean to say that I must pay twelve 
dollars just to see the Itisometer? 
Your invitation said the Course was 
free!” ’? That amount goes to the 
Association as fee for Enrollment,” 
said the President, “I receive noth- 
ing. The Course is free but is given 
only to thosé who belong to the 
Association. Did you join?” The 
disputant became flushed with rage. 
He replied angrily, “No! I have a 
right to see what you have there 
before I pay anything. I came here 
to see the instrument and I am en- 
titled to hear the Course because I 
paid you six hundred dollars al- 
ready !” 

“All these others have paid and 
joined. Why should you be except- 
ed?” spoke the Colonel, “do you 
mean you were robbed of six hun- 
dred dollars? You took for less 
than that the Spectro-Chrome Ther- 
apy course and my two Equipments, 
one on the installment plan. Your 
notes were dishonored and when 
payment was requested, you re- 
turned the Equipment express col- 
lect, after using it three months, in 
a battered condition!” “I won’t pay 
anything!” ’’Very well then, there is 
the door!” At this, the man lost 


his temper and shouted, “I won’t be 


shown the door. I won’t suffer any 
more indignity. You took my six 
hundred! I sent your Equipment 
back without using it. I have a 
right—” etc., etc. 


The gathering expressed disap- 
proval of the man’s absurd stand. 
The sincere ones openly said to him, 
“Oh, pay or get out! You are de- 
taining us all!’ Though hearing 
this, still the Graduate stood argu- 
ing, harping on the $600.00 which 
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in reality included the training of his 
nurse and self and also a Graduate 
Equipment. Finally, he decided to 
take what shreds of dignity he had 
left and marching out, stood in the. 
hallway discussing with some one 
else the “injustice” (?) he had ex- 
perienced. When he was gone 
everyone breathed freely and the 
business of the evening proceeded 
harmoniously. 


On Sunday the 29th, we took our 
departure from Detroit, finishing 
late that night the 279 mile trip to 
Chicago Illinois. In Chicago, the 
Course was also attended by two 
Graduates from Canada and Mis- 


souri. There was no untoward in- 
cident. 
Our mission completed, we 


turned homeward on the second of 
April. From Chicago to Lima Ohio, 
251 miles, via Fort Wayne Indiana, 
we went that day, though hindered 
by wretched roads and the most 
inaccurate Motor Club directions we 
ever struck. Being stuck hub-deep 
in soft sand, lost a dozen times on 
wrong roads, were common occur- 
rences on that journey. On the mor- 
row, it was Lima to Ligonier Penn- 
sylvania, via Mansfield Ohio and 
Pittsburg, Pa., 321 miles. Father 
just sat at the wheel all day, chop- 
ping up the distance home, the ma- 
chine grinding through like a mill. 


The next day, we covered the 
distance from Ligonier Pennsylvania 
to Malaga New Jersey, 231 miles, 
arriving an hour before midnight. 
The entiré trip from Chicago to 
Malaga inclusive of the ramblings 
was 858 miles, finished in three days 
with two stops, not a bad tour for 
an automobile heavily loaded with 
delicate scientific apparati. 


Two hours after that, at 1 in the 
morning, father was at his duties 
reading the accumulated mail.

OF 
AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF SPEC- 
TRO-CHROME THERAPISTS 
IN PLACE OF 
FIFTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


A PICTURE OF SUCCESS 
AND EXEMPLARY UNANIMITY 


The Fifth Annual Convention of 
American Association of Spectro- 
Chrome Therapists, which should 
have met according to the By-Laws 
on November 28th, could not be 
gathered because of the unavoidable 
departure of the President Colonel 
Dinshah P. Ghadiali and Secretary 
Kashmira Dinshah and of Irene 
Grace Dinshah the Secretary of 
Spectro—Chrome Institute, for the 
Pacific Coast, to attend to important 
matters at law. 


Returning from Oregon during 
the middle of December and seeing 
the necessity of convening all the 
Associates, the President consulted 
the Chief Executive Council. It de- 
cided that the occasion was an un- 
provided one and resolved upon cal- 
ling an Extraordinary Meeting at 
short notice in place of the usual 
Annual Convention. 


The call was promptly answered 
from all quarters, those not able to 
join sending their regrets and exten- 
ding good wishes for customary 
SUCCESS. 


On Sunday December 27, 1925, 
the Chelsea Room of Hotel Lorraine 
Philadelphia, Pa. again resounded 
to the oscillations of Spectro-Chrome 
By Yellow 00 White, the time set for 
the opening of the Extraordinary 
Meeting, the beautiful audience 


chamber had many more than the 
quorum necessary to begin the bus- 
iness of the day. On the right and 
left of the platform, a mahogany and 
an oak Itisometer was working to 
show the year’s remarkable progress 
in Therapeutical Precision. Smiling 
faces, cheerful happy women and 
men of culture and _ intelligence— 
representatives of the various Cen- 
tres of the Association, graced the 
sunlit hall and the encouraging pre- 
sence of the Vice-presidents Kate W. 
Baldwin, S.C.T., M.D., F.A.C.S. 
and Martha J. Peebles, S.C.T., M.D. 
on the platform added to the enthu- 
siasm of the crowd. Only Associates 
were admitted, the doors being total- 
ly closed to Strangers during the 
first day. 


FIRST DAY MORNING 
SESSION 


On the stroke of 10, President 
Dinshah called the meeting to order. 
The roll demonstrated the presence 
of Associates from Mighigan, Mass- 
achusetts, Ohio, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Delaware, Marvland, Connecticut 
and other States. 


The minutes of the Fourth Annu- 
al Convention were presented as 
printed in Spectro-Chrome of Janu— 
ary 1925 and on motion of John A. 
Cohalan, S.C.T., D.O., seconded by 
Ruth A. Verbeck, S.C.T. were accep- 
ted unanimously as correct. 


The Secretary Kashmira Dinshah, 
S.C.T, presented the Annual Report. 
There was no resignation or violation 
Moved by Welcome A. Hanor, S.C. 
T., M.D. and seconded by Bessie A. 
Hasenau, S.C.T. that the said report 
be accepted, Unanimously passed. 
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The report of the Treasurer Din- 
shah P. Ghadiali, S.C.T. was then 
presented showing a good balance 
in favor of the Association notwith- 
standing the expenses incidental to 
the pioneer work. Moved by Ruth A. 
Verbeck and seconded byCharles F. 
Lallouette, S.C.T. that the report be 
accepted.° Unanimously passed. 


Second Vice-president Martha J. 
Peebles, S.C.T., M.D. spoke about 
her endeavors in New York to main- 
tain a Centre exclusively with Spec- 
tro—Chrome Therapists who were li- 
censed by the State to practise Me- 
dicine, Osteopathy or Dentistry. She 
said she had first thought that would 
produce ethcal co:operation from 
certain of our Associates who want- 
ed to avoid troubles among their me- 
dical and other licensed brethren by 
joining only a Centre where no lay 
Spectro-Chroma Therapists could 
be affiliated, but, her experience dur- 
ing the last year showed that it would 
be wiser not to have such separate 
Centres. She requested the Chief Ex- 
ecutive Council to affiliate all the 
Spectro-Chrome Therapists in New 
York with the First New York New 
York Centre which she headed, in- 
stead of formulating the Second New 
York New York Centre for the lay 
persons. 


Dinshah commended Dr. Peebles 
for her sagacity and foresight saying 
he was perfectly willing that the 
medical and other licensed friends be 
given all the consideration to main- 
tain their affiliations with their re- 
spective organizations, provided our 
By-Laws were not transgressed. He 
was glad to allow Dr. Peebles to have 
her way in maintaining the First 
New York New York Centre as an 
“exclusive” Centre, but he was 
pleased to note the worthy Vice-pre— 
sident’s experence made her change 
her views. The (Qhief Executive 


Council would welcome the change 
as marking more harmonious co:- 
operation. 


Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin corro- 
borated the views, saying she presid- 
ed over the First Philadelphia Penn- 
sylvania Centre—a Centre which had 
nearly 75 Associates ot tifterent 
walks in life, yet, all were of one 
mind when it came to Spectro— 
Chrome Therapy. She had no diffi- 
culty whatever with them and the 
laymen and the professionals were 
one at heart and purpose in the 
practice of Spectro—Chrome Thera- 
py. She eulogized Dr. Peebles for the 
change and assured her she would 
find it beneficial. Dr. Baldwin said 
that the editor of the Journal of 
American Medical Association — 
Morris Fishbein—had published a 


‘book called “The Medical Follies” 


in which he wrote among other sys- 
teu:s a few lines against Spectro— 
Chrome Therapy also. She said she 
was surprised thow anyone could 


write anything like that without pro- 


per investigation. It did not seem 
fair. 


Ruth A. Verbeck asked for forms 
of Transfer of Affiliation. Dinshah 
said they were getting ready and 
would be mailed. 


Dr. Kate W. Baldwin spoke a- 
gainst allowing Associates to be en- 
rolled as Fellows, when they had 
only a 400 Watt Intermediate Equip- 
ment. “The 400 Watt Equipment is 
good for its work, but, you can not 
expect proper results in general off- 
ice practice with it,” she reniarked. 


Dinshah said it was true, but, as 
the By-Laws differentiated between 
Members and Feliows only as those 
not practising or practismg among 
the public. witiio- reference to the 
tyne of equipment possessed, he did 
nut believe m catercing otherwise. 
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He stated it wouli look as if Spec- 
tro—t.hrome Justtute wanted to lease 
only the higher-priced equipments, 
waich would be selfish because ail 
could not afford them and also be- 


cause it did not appear right yet the 
time to lay down such restriction. 
He smilingly said it were better if 
each Fellow were compelled te have 
an Itisometer also! 


The question of maintaining re- 
serve Slide Sets with Centres came 
for discussion. Dinshah «aid he 
wrote to all Centres about it asking 
them to have a separate fund for 
maintaining Slide Sets and Slide 
Carriers in reserve. The First San 
Francisco California Centre and the 
First Boston Massachusetts Centre 
were the two which did not fall in 
line with the others. He explained 
how vitally essential the absolute 
protection of genuine Spectro- 
Chrome slides was. “It is either they 
must be in accordance with their pro- 
per spectral positions for Therapeuti- 
cal Precision or they would be just 
pieces of colored glass. This is the 
only one difference between the true 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy and the 
imitation Fakeo-Chrome! If I were 
to release my hold on this situation, 
you might as well bid good-night to 
honesty and integrity; the American 
people have been cheated long e- 
nough; let us stand by our high prin- 
ciples aid guard against anything 
that would open the door to unprin- 
cipled imitators. I stopped a large 
source of revenue by stopping all 
sales and by absolutely shutting out 
unauthorized persons from even 
leasing our equipments. It was done 
to protect your interests and those of 
the suffering public and we must be 
ever watchful to prevent any leak in 
the Slides situation. There is too 
much fraud going on and I wish 


each Centre will realize its respon- 
sibility by guarding against imposi- 
tion.” 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles eulogized 
Dinshah’s interest in the work, said 
he was doing his utmost {0 niuntain 
the high characte: of the IJnstitute 
and asked all to support hts endeav— 
ors. She said it was marvelous what 
he accomplished within the last five 
years. She was satisfied all that could 
be done was done for the benefit of 
the Associates. 


The morning session 


at Green O00 White. 


adjourned 


FIRST DAY AFTERNOON 
SESSION 


The afternoon session commenced 
at Blue 00 Black. There was a larger 
attendance than in the morning, as 
the whole afternoon and evening were 
especially set apart to hear of the 
“adventures” the President had gone 
through during the year and to listen 
to which the Extraordinary Meeting 
was convened. 


Dinshah commenced by giving an 
account of the rapid development of 
Spectro—Chrome Institute and his 
efforts to secure faithful and effic— 
ient employees for carrying on the 
complex work. He stated how it was 
necessary for him constantly to tra— 
vel, how he had suffered during his 
April 1925 Pacific .Coast tour, how 
certain malicious organizations and 
persons had placed him in great trou- 
ble and loss and persecuted him most 
virulently. He stated how his life 
was threatened with extinction in a 
pistol combat, how he came safely 
through it, how the most pernicious 
falsehoods were uttered and spread 
about him and his dear wife and 
daughter, how some of his trusted 
employees had bitterly stung him by 
deliberate perjury and how he had 
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been put through every possible an— 
noyance to ruin his character, repu- 
tation, finances and business. He em— 
phatically repeated that notwith- 
standing all that was done to the con— 
tary, he was yet alive to serve the 
World. 


The first day afternoon session ad— 
journed at Purple 00 Black. 


FIRST DAY EVENING 
SESSION 


The first day evening session met 
at Red 00 Black. There was even a 
larger attendance than in the two 
prior sessions and the Associates list- 
ened with rapt attention. As records 
were read by Dinshah to prove his 
innocence of the horrible charges 
against him—records that no impar-— 
tial person could read without feeling 
a sense of anger against his revilers— 
the Associates expressed their re— 
sentment in open terms. When they 
heard about the perfidy and trea— 
chery of certain persons and how it 
resulted in Dinshah coming near los— 
ing his life 3,500 miles from his 
home, being kept days without food 
or drink, shut away from commu- 
nication with the outside world,the 
tenseness of the situation gave way 
to moist eyes. Many shouted for re- 
taliation and turning the tables a- 
gainst the persons who instigated 
such atrocities, but, Dinshah calmed 
them saying he had no revenge in his 
mind and was not seeking to injure 
anyone. Truth was ever triumphant 
and he hoped soon to put the evil- 
doers to shame by exposing their lies. 


The Associates clamored that a 
fund should be started to help Din— 
shah in carrying out his appeal a— 
gainst injustice, but, Dinshah de- 
clined any such help by saying it 
was against his principles to receive 
gifts or presents. He said if anyone 
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wanted to help let the help come 
through different channels. Let them 
take Preferred Stock in Spectro- 
Chrome Institute or send him more 
students, but, he would accept no 
gifts. He requested his Associates to 
keep a level head under trying cir- 
cumstances, to divest themselves of 
harmful thoughts against the oppon- 
ents. Truth must prevail and he 
would get justice eventually. Evil 
thoughts were boomerangs. ‘\Wish 
no evil to my revilers; thev will get 
what 1s coming to them from Higher 
Powers than human. Send then on 
the contrary good thoughts so they 
may be filled with remorse. When 
the sting of conscience will come, 
they will be sorry for their conduct. 
I am only paying the penalty com-— 
mon to every pioneer. They persecu- 
ted Zoroaster, Buddha, Jesus, what 
am IJ—a mere servant of humanity, 
compared to Those Enlightened 
Souls ?” 


The first day evening session was 
concluded at a few minutes past mid- 
night and each Associate went pon- 
dering on the “Faithlessness of the 
World.” It was a painfully instruc— 
tive session in many ways, in regards 
to the peculiar psychology of hu- 
manity. 


SECOND DAY MORNING 
SESSION 


Monday morning was fruitfully 
utilized in exchange of views among 
the Associates in regards to Spectro- 
Chrome Therapy. It was an enter— 
taining session. 


Clara C. Bryant, S.C.T. said that 
Spectro—Chrome Therapy satisfied 
people; ther sufferers were pleased 
with the results. Painful boil on Area 
15 was normalated by Orange. 


Ruth A. Verbeck, S.C.T. spoke of 
a case of Rheumatic Inflammation 
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about which Dr. G. Ernesr Spear, S. 
C.T. had inquired. The President 
asked her how she know it was 
“Rheumatic Inflainmation” and she 
said the doctor said so. This led to 
Dinshah advising the lay Associates 
to cut out medical phraseology as 
being a jargon of unmeaninz words 
and to take to Spectro=Chrome me—- 
thods for better accuracy and safety. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles spoke very 
emphatically about the worth of 
changitig the phraseology. Medical 
phraseology led to errors which in a 
therapeutically precise system like 
Spectro—Chrome could not exist. 


Dinshah was asked to speak on the 
Science of Itisometry, which he did 
at some length. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles spoxe of a 
case of High Blood Pressure with 280 
systolic and 140 diastolic, which she 
tonated with Spectro—Chrome Thera- 
pv in a week. She said that the stress 
laid by us in our work, on the brea— 
thing processes was ccrrect, in as 
much as life depended on proper 
breathing; she had exemplified it. 


Bert C. Smith, S.C.T., D.C. de- 
scribed the case of a bank manager 
who had cankerous sores which were 
normalated by attention to the diet 
in accordance with our system. 


Wallace F. MacNaughton, S.C.T., 
M.D. made some sensible remarks 
about diet and tonation of disorders. 
He alluded to the difficulties met 
with in certain cases where Backe- 
lim Retardation existed. 


After enjoyable discussion, the 
second day morning session adjourn— 
ed at noon. 


SECOND DAY AFTERNOON 
SESSION 


The second day afternoon session 
opened at Blue 00 Black. According 


to announcement, the doors were o- 
pened to Strangers introduced by the 
Associates and many brought suffer- 
ers in to demonstrate the success a— 
chieved by them with Spectro— 
Chrome Therapy. 


Grace E. Lallouette, S.C.T. start- 
ed the meeting by speaking of a case 
of Infantile Paralysis she had nor=— 
malated. She also spoke of a case in 
which by the administration of the 
Lemon Attuned Color Wave the 
sufferer passed a bunch of worms 
and was normalated. 


Ernest Carreiro, S.C.T., D.C. de~ 
scribed a case which the Medical 
Doctors had diagnosed as Hodg— 
kin’s Disease. The sufferer was “dy— 
ing because of 14 consultants”! Had 
55 respiration, 102 Degrees temper— 
ature, pulse threadlike; swollen likea 
pig; had been ill 3 years. Tonated 
with Spectro—Chrome at bedtime; 
Magenta improved the _ condition. 
Now ‘his Kardoscil is 100, Spiroscil 
24; swelling is gone. A woman of 
75 had Tic Douloureux; very painful 
6 years; had eminent consultants; 
they were injecting Alcohol in tem— 
ples. First day of Orange Attuned 
Color Wave gave relief and 6 weeks 
normalated. 


A girl of 13 had. Infantile Paraly— 
sis. Had it for 5 years; had been to 
the State Hospital; Yellow, Lemon 
and Magenta normalated her in 3 
weeks. 


Nissin S. Hanoka, S.C.T., D.D.S. 
said that he had satisfactory exper- 
lence in all cases tonated by him dur- 
ing three years of his practice as a 
Spectro—Chrome Therapists. He nor— 
malated toothache, hemorrhage, Tic— 
douloureux. His wife tonated child— 
ren who ate poisoned fruit; 104% 
degrees, fever; Orange on Area 8 
Blue Systemic, Magenta on 4 made 
them orelimate and backelimate and 
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in the morning they were right. The 
doctor would not believe it. Spectro- 
Chrome does more than we thought 
it would. 


Bert C. Smith, $.C.T., D.C. spoke 
of his success with Spectro—Chrome 
A case was reported of Erysipelas 
in foot from soft corn. Four Indigo 
tonations and it was gone. Woman 
suffering from Ringworm on Num-—- 
ber 1 was given by someone Ultra— 
Violet Rays and was burnt. One ton— 
ation with Yellow was given; she 
went home, slept and the scales 
dropped off. 


Ernest Carreiro, S.C.T., D.C. re— 
ported ohter cases. A woman suffer- 
ing 13 years from Pulmovary Tu- 
berculosis, was married and had two 
children. Ran temperature, had a bad 
heart with leaky valves, was helpless. 
Five months of Spectro—Chrome ton— 
ation relieved her. She went to mo~ 
tion pictures; had no cold now. Used 
Orange on 5 and 4, Lemon on 17; 
also Magenta; Green systemic twice. 
A man 28 years of age had Pulmon— 
ary Tuberculosis with putrid mucous 
discharge; chest sounds could be 
heard six feet away like gurgles and 
explosions; he had been given X- 
Rays. 


He wrote to Dr. Kate Baldwin a- 
bout it and she encouraged him Nine 
months of Spectro—Chrome norma-— 
lated the man and he took a machine 
shop. He had an impression that 
where night tonation is not given 
Spectro— Chrome may not be so suc— 
cessful. A case of Psoriasis was so 
bad a trail of scales was left. Tur— 
quoise, Lemon and Magenta was 
used for five months. The sufferer 
was relieved of the disorder. He had 
normalated Acute Appendicitis; 
Neurasthenia in woman responded 
to Spectro—Chrome; the survival val— 
ue of tonation with Spectro—Chrome 
was large. 
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Bert Smith, S.C.T., D.C. spoke a- 
bout the harm caused by the remov— 
al of organs; he said the removal of 
the Thyroid Gland in his wife caus— 
ed her to succumb to Pulmonary 
Consumption. 


Dinshah said that the removal of 
the Thyroid was a serious mistake; 
the chain of internal glands should 
never be disturbed. 


At this point, Emma H. Gabriel, 
S.C.T., N.D. escorted Anna Schoe- 
ner the (formerly paralyzed) girl 
whose case was reported in Spectro- 
Chrome of February 1925. She came 
walking with her father, a Philadel- 
phia, Pa. policeman. The father re- 
ported to the audience how helpless 
the girl was and how Spectro- 
Chrome helped her. Another case of 
a paralyzed burnt girl was also in— 
troduced. Both cases interested the 
Associates who expressed their sat- 
isfaction with applause. 


The President extolled the praise— 
worthy endeavors of Dr. Emma Ga- 
briel in the cause of suffering hu- 
manity and presented to her the Sil- 
ver Medal of Spectro—Chrome Insti- 
tute; the second one to be so presen— 
ted, the first one having been award-— 
ed to Dr. Kate W. Baldwin, two 
years ago. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles spoke about 
the value of long and continued ton- 
ations for long standing disorders. 
She explained the beauty of the Ma- 
genta Attuned Color Wave and spoke 
about the rejection of the super— 
fluous Color by the Auric Vehicle. 


Wallace F. MacNaughton, S.C.T., 
M.D. reported some of his interest- 
ing cases, which included Paralysis, 
Colic, Constipation, Cormeal Ulcer, 
Stomach Ulcer, Psoriasis and the 
like. He asked for more information 
about Impeded Back Elimination. 
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Dinshah spoke at length about the 
reason of Imbackelim and why some 
cases did not appear to respond to 
Yellow. He impressed upon all the 
value of taking the Visible Physical 
Vehicle as one unit machine and not 
tonating it purely locally. The defec— 
tive circulation in the internal organs 
needed Magenta on 4 or 18 and with— 
out removing such sluggishness the 
local Area may not respond. Furth- 
ermore, he original cause may need 
systemjc ; the Itisometer was the one 
apparatus that was necessary to find 
where apparent failures occurred, 
but, now there should be no failure 
of any kind. The Itisometer gave the 
correct clue and gave the Remedial 
Wave, which may in an aggravated 
case be Orange as Yellow. 


Dr. Wallace F. MacNaughton 
spoke of the beneficial effects of Ma- 
genta and Purple in the case of a 
woman who had ulcer in the stom— 
ach, Kardoscil 92, Spiroscil 16. After 
tonation with Spectro-ChromeTher- 
apy, she could eat a pear, a fruit she 
could not eat during three years; her 
Kardoscil came down to 64 with 
Spiroscil 16. 


Nissin S. Hanoka, S.C.T., D.D.S. 
spoke of his success in normalation 
of Imbackelim. He had one case 
which always needed an enema and 
had piles cut. Orange on 8-9 with 
later Yellow gave results. A boy of 5 
years; had convulsions since birth; 
constant Imbackelim; 18 tonations 
cleared all disorders. A dentist had 
varicose veins for 30 years; was 3 
weeks in bed with a swollen foot; 
Spectro-Chrome equilibrated him so, 
lhe became interested and’ went to see 
the Spectro—-Chrome Institute Re- 
search Laboratory. 


Grace E. Lallouette, S.C.T. repor— 
ted some of her work. A married wo— 
man, young, was told by Medical 
Doctors she had a tumor on the 


right ovary and her case was declar- 
ed hopeless. She was reduced to 92 
pounds. Two Spectro—Chrome ton- 
ations per day were given; in stx 
months she was 122 pounds. Her 
home was a hundred miles away, so 
an Equipment was loaned to her; sne 
was soon restored to normaley; her 
present weight is 133 pounds. Two 
cases of Infantile Paralysis are pro- 
gressing toward recovery; they re- 
ceived four tonations daily for sume 
time. She reported favorably in cases 
of chronic Imbackelim. 


Frank E. Kaufman, S.C.T. repor- 
ted a case of a man of 55, suffering 
from Shaking Palsy and recovered 
after leaving smoking and drinking 
and being treated with Spectro- 
Chrome. He spoke of a case of Tic- 
Douloureux. 


Anna M. Dana, S.C.T. treated 
Imbackelim, Piles, Eczema, Itch and 
other disorders with Spectro-Chrome 
successfully. 


Dr. Maude B. Crans, S.C.T. spok'e 
of her experience as a Chiropodist, 
with Spectro-Chrome. Man of 30 
was doubled with heel trouble; Yel- 
low strenghtened his arch. A gan- 
grenous toe was normalated. She 
said Spectro-Chrome was good for 
foot troubles. Ingrowing nail disor— 
ders responded. 


Ernest Carreiro questioned about 
dropsical conditions and wanted ex- 
planation about a case where the 
lower limbs and abdomen were swol- 
len and the heart was out of order. 
The Kardoscil and Spiroscil ratio 


-was 8 to l. 


The President gave a lengthy ex- 
planation about such conditions, upon 
the general lines as taught in the 
classwork on Spectro—Chrome Ther- 
apy, emphasizing the beauty of Spec- 
tro—Chrome in finding whether the 
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sufferer will recover or pass away. 
The public being present, he spoke 
guardedly without giving details, but 
was thoroughly understood by the 
Associates. 


Cleo V. Butner, S.C.T. spoke of 
her success in the South. She blam— 
ed Dinshah, in jest, for the publica- 
tion of her letter from Alabama and 
said she did not write to gain publici- 
ty. She reported many interesting 
cases. A child had bad sore leg; tu—- 
bercular bone; pussy mass on shin; 
Green skinned it in one tonation; 
three tonations completely normala— 
ted; two months totally set right all 
disorder. A woman had neuralgia; 
Yellow used; perspiration poured ; in 
three tonations went to work. A man 
was tonated for disorders caused by 
adhesions inside; he was normalated 
soon. She was working with a Medi- 
cal Doctor, who had seen several of 
her cases and had joined for the 
next Course in Spectro—Chrome 
Therapy, because he believed Spec-— 
tro—Chrome was simply a wonder. 
A case of Cancer was reported. She 
said they had over 20 cases of Ton- 
silitis waiting for her return to avoid 
removal; Turquoise always set them 
right. A man had no relief from 
Rheumatism for 5 years; Blue work- 
ed on him; after the first tonation he 
slept the whole night. 


Soon after Purple 00 Black, the 
session adjourned. 


SECOND DAY EVENING 
SESSION 


The Evening Session of the second 
day was instructive like the others 
and being open to Strangers, many 
were introduced by the Associates. 


Ruth A. Verbeck, S.C.T. discuss- 
ed two of her cases. Boy 4% years 
old had his face and ear scalded by 
hot water. She gave % hour Blue; 


next morning another “% hour Blue; 
normalated. A girl of 15 was having 
epileptic fits according to the Medi- 
cal.Doctors; she had them since she 
was 4 years old; just establishing 
ovelim; tonated with Green systemic, 
Magenta on 4-18;Violet on 16; she 
went through her period without an 
attack; at other times, the mother had 
to carry “ether cones” to relax her. 


Bessie A. Hasenau, S.C.T. was 
next in line with some of her work. 
A young woman of 32, had no Back- 
elim without enema nad drugs; six 
years ago she had Rheumatism; lost 
use of right knee; she dragged right 
foot behind; worked in agony; was 
about 7 weeks in a hospital and the 
doctors said it was useless for her to 
stay longer; went to Rome Indiana; 
she was there given opiates; came 
for Spectro-Chrome; left medicine 
at home; tonated with Red and Scar- 
let systemic, Indigo on knees; has no 
pain now; has two Backelims daily ; 
equilibrated. A man was in the habit 
of drinking; he was perspiring pro- 
fusely when brought in; systemic 
Green gave him pain; by Turquoise 
he trembled; systemic Violet and 
Magenta on 18 made him sleep for 
half an hour, then he went to office. 


Dinshah again emphasized the 
necessity of attending to the Kardos- 
cil and Spiroscil before starting ton- 
ation. He said the man’s case show— 
ed the potent value of Attuned Color 
Waves of graded known frequencies. 


Jacob Lickerman, S.C.T. had a 
case of a woman who had only I! 
Backelim in 2 weeks. She was tonat- 
ed with Green and Yellow to Orange 
with Magenta. She was perspiring 
under her hat; three tonations nor— 
malated her. 


Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin, S.C.T. 
gave the assembly the benefit of her 
wide experience in the use of Spec- 
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tro—Chrome for all types of com— 
plications. A man of 59 had been 
paralyzed from infancy; his right leg 
was shorter; he was an artist and a 
woodcarver; for 17 years he worked 
18 and 20 hours a day; ate little but 
meat; had 1 Backelim in 2 weeks; 
ismoked al! the time; ate two meals a 
day; his left side gave out; took As— 
pirin; when he was given under her 
care, looked like a hopeless case; she 
let him have a Practitioner’s Equip= 
ment; four weeks of tonation chang— 
ed the condition of the man; the 
case became very hopeful; the man 
left off his smoking and became a 
vegetarian saying if it was good for 
his recovery he was going to do it; 
his bad piles were shrunk; Backelim 
cleared; he had Green and Red, Ma- 
genta and some Yellow; since she 
received the Itisometer he was iti- 
sized and the Areas proved on Zero 
Scale showing his growing vitality; 
his Area 4 was good. 


Speaking of the Itisometer, Dr. 
Baldwin stated the apparatus for a 
waile puzzled her; a man_ itisized 
Zero all cver and he was far from 
normal; he coughed and expectorat- 
ed heavy mucous; then her attention 
was drawn to the Kardoscil and 
Spiroscil as well as Zero needed 
Green; that cleansed him. The Itiso- 
meter gave some peculiar readings; 
one had to learn its peculiarities; she 
used the Itisometer constantly; she 
had apparatus Number 1; she was 
anxious for months to have it and 
now she had it, she would feel lost 
without one; it was a great help in 
Spectro—Chrome Therapy. She spoke 
about two cases of Glaucoma which 
she tonated with Spectro—Chrome; 
they were well responding. 


Dr. Baldwin emphasized again the 
necessity of Fellows of the Associa— 
tion having proper Spectro—Chrome 
Equipments; it was not fair to the 
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public to go for tonation with insuf— 
ficient apparati; they should at least 
have a Practitioner’s if not a Gradu- 
ate Spectro—Chrome Equipment; it 
was inportant for proper results. She 
spoke of a sanatarium doctor who 
had itisized Ultra—Zero 110 all over 
and steadily recovered until the Itis— 
ometer proved him near Zero. 


Anna M. Dana, S.C.T. asked Sur- 
geon Baldwin about X-Ray burns 
and was informed that Spectro- 
Chrome was effective in those cases. 


George F. Ehrline, S.C.T. intro- 
duced a young man of 19 whose left 
side was paralyzed from childhood ; 
left arm was short; gave him 18 ton- 
ations in 36 days; his forearm in— 
creased 3—16th of an inch and Area 
14 increased 3-8th of an inch in 
girth; the youth was slowly but stea- 
dily recovering; he said he was sat- 
isfied that soon better results would 
appear. 


The Evening Session upto O 10 B 
was open to the, public; after that 
owing to too much of classwork be— 
ing given, the President declared it 
a closed session; discussions . also 
continued about the best means of 
defeating the foul aims of those who 
were fighting to ruin Dinshah and 
to destroy his family, reputation and 
work. 


Dinshah having received that eve— 
ning, the transcript of record and 
other valuable documents from the 
Pacific. Coast, read aloud certain 
portions and a majority of the as— 
fembly who knew the truth again 
clamored for justice. They express— 
ed their willingness to go to the Pa. 
cific Coast and testify as to the un- 
truth of the charges against Dinshah, 
from what they personally knew. 
After quiet deliberation, the meeting 
was adjourned past midnight. 
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THIRD DAY MORNING 
SESSION 


On the last day of the Extraord- 
inary Meeting which represented the 
Fifth Annual Convention, the inter— 
est and enthusiasm of the Associates 
was unabated. They were as usual 
hungry for knowledge, thirsty for 
information, ready to expound and 
stand by the truth. 


The President brought to the at- 
tention of the meeting that he had in-— 
formation of the persecution of an 
Associate Joseph J. Zilis, S.C.T. in 
Cleveland Ohio, on the complaint of 
an agent of the Ohio State Medical 
Board. He said he had not the full 
information, but, that Zilis was given 
no proper opportunity to defend in 
ihe Court. The Court had told Zilis 
that the should secure a License from 
the Ohio State Medical Beard!!! 


Dinshah said that the time was 
ripe for the Association to start an 
insurance scheme to protect against 
such medical tyranny; he could not 
authorize the use of the regular As— 
sociation funds for such purpose, he- 
cause, it was not fair to the Associa— 
tion to be the custodian of inidivide— 
al safety at this juncture as the lim-— 
ited funds of the Association would 
not warrant it; furthermore. the 
Charter of the Association may net 
be construed to authorize such dis- 
bursement; he was williny to help, 
but, the help should be from a separ— 
ate fund-to which those who wanted 
‘such special protection might sub-— 
scribe. Other Associations had sim— 
ilar provisions and we should find 
out what would be the hest for us. 
Hie asked Bessie A. Hasenau, S.C.T., 
President of the First Cleveland O- 
hio Centre, if she knew and could 
give verbatim report of who were 
the accusers of Zilis and what hap— 
pened in the Court actually so the 
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Association might come to some un- 
derstanding. She had not any special 
inside information and was unable 
to give an exact rendering 


Vice-President Dr. Martha J. 
Peebles wanted action in the matter 
to give relief to Zilis if it were found 
he was unjustly persecuted by the 
Medical Board; she stated how Din— 
shah had appealed to her about help— 
ing Zilis, but, without learning the 
inner facts, nothing could be done. 


Dr. Wallace F. MacNaughton 
wanted to go through this case thor— 
oughly to set a precedent. Welcome 
A. Hanor, S.C.T., M.D. expressed 
similar opinion. 


Dr. Ernest Carreiro spoke about it 
being the same attitude as against 
the chiropractors. He was arrested 
eight tines and was once convicted, 
but, he continued his practice as a 
chiropractor in spite of the persecu- 
tions. We must have a separate or- 
ganization for taking care of such 
legal troubles. 


Anna M. Dana spoke about the 
license troubles in Massachusetts. 


Cieo V. Butner 
tonations. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles said that 
even licensed Medical Doctors were 
subject to malpractice charges and 
the American Medical Association 
would not defend individuals; there 
were numerous spite cases among 
them also and much of the annoy- 
ance was by unjustified lawsuits. 


Dr. Nissin S. Hanoka said his 
dental friends went through similar 
troublesome experiences. He told of a 
negro who came for a tooth extrac- 
tion, gave two dollars and sued for 
$2000 damages. Each Spectro- 
Chrome Therapist should carry pro- 
tective insurance against such black 
mail. 


spoke of free 
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Dr. Wallace F. MacNaughton 
called it a necessity; he favored it. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles gave an en— 
lightening address on the values of 
different policies and moved that 
the President investigate this ques— 
tion from various insurance compan 
ies and report to the Chief Execu- 
tive Council what was the best to 
protect the interests of al] concerned. 


The assembly did not take any 
definite action in regards to the Zilis 
case owing to the absence of full 
particulars. 


THIRD DAY AFTERNOON 
SESSION 


The afternoon was well used in 
discussing how to raise the standards 
of training in Spectro—Chrome The- 
rapy so as to meet progressive re— 
quirements and fulfill the purpose 
(h) of our Constitution. 


The President spoke at length in 
connection with this. He had started 
since June 1925 classes at Malaga 
New Jersey, where right in the Re- 
search Laboratory the students were 
trained very carefully with elaborate 
experiments and demonstrations in 
Spectro—Chrome Therapy. The full 
course was composed ot 30 discour— 
ses instead of 24 and was gaining 
the favor of the students. He had 
given all the possessed to Spectro— 
Chrome Institute and was so arrang— 
ing matters as to mainiain the work 
even after his death. However, he 
said, he was very busy and had no 
leisure yet to die; the World needed 
his services and he would live years 
to see his goal of Therapeutical Em— 
ancipation achieved. 


Walllace F. MacNaughton S.C.T., 
M.D., suggested that an addition of 
Professional Economics in __ the 
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Course would be of benefit to the S. 
C.T. It was necessary to teach the S. 
C.T. how to earn livelihood after 
graduation and not to lose. Dinshah 
said they learnt that the same way as 
the Medical Doctors. 


Bert C. Smith, S.C.T. spoke of his 
experiences as a Doctor of Veterin- 
ary Medicine. Some interesting 
questions issued in regard to hay and 
oats for horses. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles said she 
had a wide experience in medicine 
and did not lose more than perhaps 
$1000 in all 25 years. People were in 
general honest and practitioners did 
not lose much; she gave service to 
miany poor free of charges and did 
not regret it. 


Bessie A. Hasenau, S.C.T. lost on- 
ly $54 in two years. 


Dinshah offered a prize of $25 for 
the best article on “Professional 
Economics.” Dr. Martha J. Peebles 
said Spectro ~ Chrome Institute 
should receive help from the Associ— 
ates and not give prizes. Dinshah sta- 
ted with a twinkle in his eyes that it 
meant really more money for the Ins- 
titute, because, although it would 
pay $25 the copyright of the article. 
would belong to the Institute and it 
was worth more than that. He felt 
sure 1f nobody won it, Wallace Mac 
Naughton was sure to win, he was a 
good writer and had a clear head. He 
did not smoke! 


Dinshah then brought forward 
another item of interest—it was a~ 
bout the degree of Master of Spec— 
tro—Chrome. (M.S.C.). The Charter 
of Spectro—Chrome Institute provi— 
ded for that high degree, but during 
the period of its existence, none re— 
ceived it. He had guarded those in- 
itials as a treasure would be and 
asked for suggestions as to the qua— 
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lifications necessary in a Spectro— 
Chrome Therapist to deserve it. 
Spectro—Chrome Institute did not— 
and would not-create ‘‘Coctors,’’ bnt 
would stick to its own original line 
and would have nothing to do with 
the titles of other professions. The 
following suggestions were offered 
by some of the Associates, for at- 
taining the degree :— 


Wallace F. MacNaughton — 100 
Itisations, 2 years practice as S.C.T., 
6 months of experience in Itisome— 
try, 5 articles to be written for Spec— 


tro-CGhrome, each of 1000 to 5000 
words. 
Welcome A. Hanor—5 years 


practice as S.C.T., affidavits from 
500 sufferers normalated, 1 year of 
Itisometry. 
Martha 
reserved. 


J. Peebles—Suggestions 


Frank E. Kaufman—4 years as S. 
C.T., 1 year as Itisometrist, 200 case 
reports. 


William E. Darling — Besides 
practice, the S.C.T. should be able 
to tonate without the use of an Itis— 
ometer as Dinshah does. 


Bessie A. Hasenau—Should know 
why Orange or Yellow may or may 
not help, how something is wrong 
with the inner Triangle, 3 full cour- 
ses in Spectro—Chrome Therapy, 4 
years as S.C.T., 200 case reports,1l 


vear in Itisometry. 


Nissin S. Hanoka—3 years as S. 
C.T., 100 Itisations, 10 articles on 
interesting subjects in  Spectro- 
Chrome, 1 thesis on Spectro—Chrome 
Therapy and Itisometry. 


R. Sitarama Rao—should have 
Inowledge enough to defend Spec— 
tro—Chrome Therapy, 3 years as S. 
C.T., 6 months of Itisometric exper— 
ience, 200 case reports. 
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Emma H. Gabriel—3 fullCourses 
in Spectro-Chrome Therapy, 4 
years as S.C.T., 6 months as Itiso- 
metrist, 100 case reports. 


Anna A. Dana—Supported Bessie 
A. Hasenau. 


Jacob Lickerman—100 so-called 
“incurable” case reports. 


Bert C. Smith—The average sug- 
gestions as given. 


Bessie P. Grist—Should take a 
repeat Course in Spectro—Chrome 
Therapy. 


Dr. Kate W. Baldwin was not 
present at this session because of 
pressing professional engagements. 
She offered her suggestions on ar— 
rival in the evening:—Must have 
full Spectro—Chrome Equipment, 
take Post~Graduate Courses, take 
repeat Courses in S.C.T., 2 years as 
S.C.T., 100 Itisometer Charts of 
tonated cases; she further said that 
the American College of Surgeons 
requires for admission as Fellow, 
ity or more major operation re—- 
ports and the like and our require— 
ments ought to be sufficiently met 
for our purpose by following the 
outlined suggestions. 


Dinshah took the matter under 
advisement saying he would fully 
consider all the issues involved and 
soon establish the requirements for 
the degree of M.S.C. (Master of 
Spectro—Chrome). He hinted that he 
was looking for competent persons 
whom he could train so as to be fit 
to succeed him; the pistol combat on 
the Pacific Coast in which he was 
innocently involved thad made him 
determined in this resolution to for- 
tify the work so as to prevent its 
destruction on his demise. He was 
training his wife Irene Grace and 
his daughter Kashmira to carry on 
the work; he had taught them the 
process of attuning slides for Spec— 
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tro-Chrome Therapy; he was trying 
to get such helpers as would be inter- 
ested in the work and would take to 
it as a permanent career. He assured 
the Associates Spectro — Chrome 
Therapy had no death—it would live 
until the Sun Moon and Earth 
changed their chemical potentialities 
and light gave a new Spectrum! 


Discussion then started about 
Post-Graduate Courses for higher 
knowledge in Spectro—Chrome Ther- 
apy. Bert C. Smith suggested further 
elucidation of the “Occuit Operation 
of the Great Sympathetic Nervous 
System”; Wallace F. MacNaughton 
asked for a Course on “Psychical 
Disturbances’”’. 


R. Sitarama Rao, S.C.T., B.Sc., 
N.D.reported a case of a girl of 17, 
epileptic; did not attend school; was 
backward in education; had Imback— 
elim; several fits a day; was consi- 
dered by the Medical Doctors as a 
hopeless case. Spectro—Chrome EL~ 
quipment was used. She started pro- 
per Backelim after only three ton- 
ations and had no day fits. On those 
days, previously, that she had fits she 
was very cross. Her mental condi- 
tion improved in two weeks. She was 
tonated 4 months; did not adhere 
well to our vegetarian diet. She had 
Lemon systemic, Magenta on 4-18; 
occasionally Purple systemic, Or- 
ange on 8. He asked for further in- 
formation. 


Dinshah explained how Epilepsy 
was connected with disorders of 
Areas 10 and 11 and how those Ar— 
eas reacted on Area Number 8 Fla— 
tulence and similar disorders of the 
digestive tract arose in conjunction 
with such derangements and the 
handling of Dr. Rao was in line with 
our methods. 


Nissin S. Hanoka spoke of a case 
of a married man; he was a big man, 
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but had trouble in the use of Area 
Number 11. Some discussion was 
carried on about similiar disorders 
and Dinshah explained at some 
length the working of the Psychical 
Vehicle. 


The Election of Trustees was un— 
animous. The same three Trustees 
were reelected and installed: Dinshah 
P. Ghadiali, Irene Grace Dinshah 
and Kashmira Dinshah. 


The ‘Trustees unanimously reap— 
pointed Dr. Kate W. Baldwin and Dr. 
Martha J. Peebles as the Vice—Pre- 
sidents and they were installed a- 
midst loud cheers and applause of 
the assembly. 


THIRD DAY EVENING 
SESSION 


R. Sitarama Rao presented a case 
of a woman of 35; severe pain at 
Ovelim which was irregular and 


‘scanty; thad headaches; stayed at 


home for about 3 years during which 
the Medical Doctors treated her 
fruitlessly. Her husband finally re—- 
quested him to use Spectro—Chrome. | 
An Intermediate Equipment was us- 
ed and she improved. After the se- 
cond Ovelim period, there was no 
headache; two tonations a day for 
four months; had no trouble during 
the last 2 years. Systemic Lemon, 
Magenta on 4-18, Scarlet on 10-11 
and Turquoise on Area 1 were em— 
ployed as needed. 


Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin spoke 
on the way the Itisometer could be 
used for demonstrating to medical 
people the efficacy of Attuned Color 
Waves by the change being measur-— 
ed and shown. Sugar might be pass— 
ing and its elimination according to 
their testing methods might be shown 
by the Areas responding through 
Spectro—Ghrome Therapy. 
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Dinshah said that in Spectro- 
Chrome Therapy, as the names of 
disorders were eliminated, the lay 
practitioners had better stick to the 
terminology of Spectro-Chrome as 
taught. He said many complaints 
were received where Centre Presi— 
dents had allowed discussion accor— 
ding to other therapeutical systems 
in Centre meetings and it was averr— 
ed that some Associates who were 
doctors of other systems persisten— 
tly kept up heated arguments about 
systems foreign to our work. He drew 
the attention of the assembly to the 
Bylaws pertaining to the subject and 
requested the Centre Delegates to 
inform their respective Centres to 
refrain from allowing any Associate 
to bring up such matter in our Cen 
tre meetings. We were not meeting 
to know about other systems and 
their merits, but, were concerned 
only with Spectro-Chrome Therapy. 
Let the Medical Doctors discuss 
medicine and Surgery in their so— 
cieties, the Osteopath and Chiro- 
practors carry their special talks to 
their organizations and so on; let us 
consider in our meetings how to esta- 
blish and disseminate our work in 
our ways. Centre Presidents allow— 
ing irrevelant discussions and for- 
eign arguments were not right in 
their attitude and any Associate pre- 
sent when such irrelevancy was go— 
ing on would be right in calling for 
order. He would not encourage other 
therapeutical matters in this Associ- 
ation and would only adhere to our 
principles and purposes. He expres— 
sed high regard for Dr. Kate W. 
Baldwin and eulogized ther devotion. 


After further remarks of similar 
character, the President asked for a 
rising vote in silence for five seconds, 
in honor of four of our friends who 
died in active service to our Cause :~ 
Lieutenant Colonel Frank G. Bolles, 
S.C.T., Pauline Barton—Peeke, S.C. 


T., Martin Lappa, S.C.T., and Laura 
M. Gaudette, S.C.T., which was 
duly accorded. 


There being no further business, 
the Extraordinary Meeting was dis- 
solved at midnight. 


Opinion was unanimous that the 
meeting was a picture of unanimi— 
ty, singleness of purpose, fraternal 
feelings and boded success. Nothing 
marred the smoothness and all went 
to respective duties well satisfied 
that the three days were among their 
happy ones.

The world little knows what exact- 
ness in the Healing Art is now 
available with the production of the 
Itisometer. To Spectro— Chrome 
Therapists, it is almost unbelievable 
yet comprehensible. Without a 
knowledge of the teachings of Spec— 
tro—Chrome Therapy, the operation 
of the Itisometer staggers the imag- 
ination, but, is no less fascinating. 


The operation of the Itisometer 
is beautiful and the beauty is shed by 
the truth it tells. There is no exper— 
imentation, speculation or delay. 
There are no Laboratory Analyses, 
X-Ray pictures, Therapeutic Tests 
or Medicinal Remedies necessary, 
but, trouble anywere in the body is 
detected unmistakably. 


With the Itisometer the trouble is 
located at once. The variation from 
normal function or health is measur— 
ed definitely and exactly and recorded 
in figures not only for the body as a 
whole, but, for any obscure area on 
which information is desired. 


An appreciation of such an in- 
strument and the assistance it gives 


to the practitioner can only be gain— 
ed by using it. Such an appreciation 
is enhanced many times if the prac— 
titioner is then forced to do without 
it. The loss seems tremendous at 
first and it is not until the memory of 
former days recalls the fact that 
Spectro—Chrome Therapy has been 
practised without the Itisometer— 
after a fashion. 


Both local and systemic treatments 
are indicated by it which no stretch 
of the imagination or any amount of 
reasoning would enable one to se— 
lect as the proper tonation. The re— 
sponse of the sufferer and the chang— 
es in readings on subsequent Itisation 
seemed to prove that the nail had 
been hit precisely on the head in each 
case. Another valuable feature is the 
knowledge it gives of when to per— 
sist for a number of days in one color 
on certain areas, for instance, the 
Red on 17 and 18 or when to give a 
tonation of Orange for instance, on 
Intarea 1C., 


As for psychological effect, the 
sufferers may observe that the needle 
comes to rest in the Ultra—Zero Scale 
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indicating subnormal condition or in 
the Infra—Zero Scale indicating su-

ing too much warmth. To insure 
this uniform surface temperature, 
a smock may be used which per 
mits the application of the Tanger to 
any Intarea with the minimum of 
surface exposure. It will also give 
the sufferer a greater sense of pri— 
vacy and contribute to comfort. If 
desirable, a sheet may be thrown o— 
ver shoulders to keep Back Areas 
from being chilled while Front Areas 
are being Itisized. 


The following findings are submit-— 
ted as suggestions for future abser— 
vations and it will be interesting to 
note if other Itisometrists corrobor- 
ate them. 


One observation that the writer 
has made is that a surprising number 
of cases past middle age showed Ul-

The following Associates were 
present as Delegates of the respective 
Centres: Baltimore Md., Frank E. 
Kaufman; Cleveland O., Bessie A. 
Hasenau; Detroit Mich., Frank A. 
Kraft; Malaga N. J., Dinshah P. 
Ghadiali; New York N. Y., Eleanor 
B. Holwick; Providence R. I., Oscar 
C. Hesse. 


Later, the following Delegates pre- 
sented their credentials and were ac- 
cepted as Delegates: Boston Mass., 
G. Ernest Spear; San Francico Cal., 
Isabelle Munson. 


The Annual Reports from various 
Centres were then read. 


First Cleveland Ohio Centre was 
reported as making satisfactory prog- 
ress by the Centre Secretary Margar- 
et A. Morris. They had 12 meetings 
during the past year at 10543 Euclid 
Avenue, Cleveland, Ohio. The Cen- 
tre Treasurer Marguerite F. Sait-La 
Roe reported a balance of $192.90; 
they ran the Centre without expense, 
each one doing their duty with pleas- 
ure. 


First Detroit Michigan Centre was 
reported by the Centre Secretary E. 
Norman Pearson. They had eight 
meetings during the year. Much dif- 
ficulty was experienced in finding a 
night stritable to all Associates. Fail- 
ure to do this, in spite of their best 
efforts, kept a number from attending 
the meetings, who would otherwise 
have been present. The meetings were 
spent mainly in the discussion of cas- 
es of particular interest—a general 
interchange of experiences—and a 
few papers dealing specifically with 
the particular therapeutic values of 
Attuned Color Waves. They had a 
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balance of $181.50, having spent only 
$16.50 during the twelve months. 
Their work was progressive and satis- 
factory. 


First Lawrence Massachusetts 
Centre reported through the Centre 
Secretary Ada E. Hatch. Their meet- 
ings were held the second Sunday of 
each month. They had 8 meetings 
during the year. Their report of 
funds by the Centre Treasurer Sam- 
uel L. Gants, showed a balance of 
$36.90 with no disbursements. 


First Malaga New Jersey Centre 
being the Centre created under the 
By-Laws for the workers of the As- 
sociation had nothing special to re- 
port except that they were working 
without compensation for the good of 
the Cause. They were glad to do all 
im their power to promote the Asso- 
ciation in its aim of serving suffering 
humanity. 


First New York New York Cen- 
tre reported through Nissin S. Han- 
oka, the Centre Secretary. They had 
9 meetings during the year. Their 
balance was $246.00 and no expenses. 
Their Centre had Associates in dis- 
tant States hence their attendance was 
less than what might be expected. 


First Phitadelphia Pennsylvania 
Centre was reported at length by the 
Centre Secretary Lettie Allen Ward. 
This Centre had the largest roll of 
Associates. Their meetings were larg- 
ely attended. Their Associates were 
assigned from very far off States like 
Florida and could not attend meetings 
each month, yet, the showing was very 
satisfactory. They had a balance of 
$789.56, having disbursed during the 
year only $67.30. The Centre Presi- 
dent was Kate W. Baldwin, S. C. T., 
M. D., F. A. C. S., our First Vice- 
President, who called each meeting to 
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order not later than Red 15 Black. 
They finished all old and new busi- 
ness usually in half an hour and then 
went into a Scientific Session. On an 
average, at least 18 or 19 of the Asso- 
ciates present reported cases. Ques- 
tions were asked and answered. Ev- 
ery meeting grew more interesting. 
Many of the results obtained by Spec- 
tro-Chrome Therapy seemed almost 
magical and at times the interest was 
so great it seemed almost impossible 
to bring the meeting to a close. They 
usually closed at Yellow 30 Black. 


First Providence Rhode Island 
Centre was reported by Charles F. 
Lallouette. They had seven meetings 
during the year, at 1192 Broad Street, 
Central Falls, R. I. They spent dur- 
ing the year only $3.00; they paid $60 
for the expenses of their Delegate 
to the Convention ; they had a balance 
of $36.17, as reported by Grace E. 
Lallouette, Centre Treasurer. 


First Los Angeles California Cen- 
tre was well reported by Thomas W. 
McAllister, the Centre Secretary. 
They had spent during the year $45.78 
and had a balance of $369.87. They 
would have sent a Delegate, but, no 
sue seemed to be able to leave at the 
time, much as they expressed an car- 
nest desire to be present. They would 
doubtless miss much that could not be 
printed in the Official Organ. They 
were much interested in the new <e- 
velopments and had expressed their 
appreciation of the way “our Chief” 
was keeping up and handling this 
trial and felt he would be fully vindi- 
cated, as it surely was a dastardly at- 
tempt to destroy a system of healing 
which aided suffering humanity. Truth 
would survive and the day was com- 
ing when this system would by its own 
merit destroy the monster which 
would ruthlessly trample all in its 
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path to gain its own ends. They 
wished the Convention well; they ex- 
pressed their whole-hearted support; 
they wished every success and that 
the Convention might be the greatest 
on record. 


First San Francisco California 
Centre report was submitted by Isa- 
belle Munson. They held seven regu- 
lar meetings during the year and one 
special meeting for the solution of the 
situation of spare Slide Sets. They 
expended $42.00 during the year and 
had a balance of $250.15, out of 
which they had paid $250.00 as the 
expenses of their Delegate, leaving in 
the Centre Treasury a balance of 15 
cents. 


First Portland Oregon Centre and 
First Seattle Washington Centre were 
not heard from at the Convention. 


Moved by Sigmond Rosenthal and 
seconded by Cleo V. Butner that all 
the reports be accepted and filed. Un- 
animously passed. 


John A. Cohalan stated that a 
Chamber should be provided for poor 
people to tonate their disorders. Din- 
shah stated that the means for such 
work were not available. He spoke 
at length how in the Philadelphia Wo- 
man’s Hospital, our esteemed and 
learned First Vice-President, Surgeon 
Kate W. Baldwin had introduced 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy and used it 
for nearly five years with the most 
marked success even in cases that 
otherwise would have been pronounc- 
ed “incurable”. He then told the Con- 
vention that recently, owing to the 
enormous difficulties placed in her 
path by the hospital authorities un- 
der pressure from the Medical Trust, 
the noble surgeon who had given over 
23 years of her valuable life to that 
hospital without compensation, was 
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compelled to resign and remove her 
Spectro-Chrome Equipments! A wave 
of surprise and indignation swept 
through the meeting, the Associates 
being utterly unprepared for such an 
announcement. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles, Second 
Vice-President, said that the  sever- 
ance of connection of Dr. Kate W. 
Baldwin from the Woman’s Hospital 
of Philadelphia was a set-back to 
progress. Color Therapy in one form 
or another was being mentioned in the 
newspapers daily and the value of 
light was more and more being rec- 
ognized. The public were awakening 
to the new methods. 


Dinshah said that a _ Resolution 
should be formulated voicing our 
views about the action of the Board 
of Managers of the Philadelphia Wo- 
man’s Hospital. That was due to ex- 
press our regards for the treatment 
tendered to our most worthy and be- 
loved friend, Dr. Kate W. Baldwin. 
He said it was necessary however be- 
fore anything be done, to hear what 
the doctor had to say. 


Amidst a round of applause Dr. 
Kate W. Baldwin took the floor. In 
her usual calm and quiet manner, she 
spoke about her first appointment as 
Senior Surgeon of the Philadelphia 
Woman’s Hospital nearly 23 years 
ago. She had given—gladly given— 
the best part of her life to the noble 
work of relieving the sufferings of 
humanity and had worked in the high- 
est interests of progressive medicine. 
During her surgical experience she 
had felt the need of better methods 
to help the sick and when she found 
in Spectro-Chrome Therapy a super- 
1or system of therapeutics she intro- 
duced it in the hospital. Her results 
were gratifying, but she met with 
much opposition. When in January 
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of 1924, the Journal of the American 
Medical Association wrote against the 
Originator of Spectro-Chrome Ther- 
apy, the article mentioned her name 
also in a derogatory manner. Colonel 
Dinshah challenged them, but, they 
never replied. She could understand 
how the A. M. A. might feel about 
Colonel Dinshah, but, they had no 
right to write like that about her who 
was one of their Fellows. It was not 
ethical. That article produced much 
trouble for her in the hospital work. 
She was insulted and put to the third 
degree. Obstructions of all kinds 
were put in her way to discourage her 
from Spectro-Chrome. She was told 
not to use Spectro-Chrome, because, 
the American Medical Association 
had not passed on its merits and ap- 
proved it, but, the A. M. A. never in- 
vestigated! The Board of Managers 
of the hospital appointed a special 
committee to look into the matter; 
they investigated carefully for two 
months and finally a report was made 
which was favorable to Spectro- 
CGhirrome Therapy. They saw noth- 
ing against it; it was only a prejudice 
against individuals and not methods. 
She was proud of Spectro-Chrome. 
She preferred an open fight, but Spec- 
tro-Chrome did not get any. The hos- 
pital used white hght on the body; 
that showed they had faith in the 
power of light; actions spoke louder 
than words. 


After that Special Committee’s re- 
port, the Board of Managers gra- 
ciously granted her more space for 
the use of Spectro-Chrome. She was 
laid up last winter by an accident ; the 
staff never sent a patient for Spectro- 
Chrome; they wanted surgery. If a 
person were sent to her for amputa- 
tion of a leg and she could save it by 
Spectro-Chrome, she would not take 
off the leg. There was continued fric- 
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tion. Matters were made so unpleas- 
ant for her she wanted to resign; they 
asked for her resignation. The clinic 
in Spectro-Chrome went to a smash; 
the people were heartbroken. She re- 
signed. 


The President said that the treat- 
ment given to Surgeon Baldwin was 
not an insult to her, but, 1t was an 
outrage against the Association. They 
were in all honor bound to stand by 
their noble Vice-President and uphold 
the dignity of Spectro-Qhrome. He 
was sorry to note that so competent 
and devoted a surgeon who had lived 
her life for surgery should be given 
such unfair treatment by the Board of 
Managers of a great hospital because 
she did good to the sick by Spectro- 
Chrome Therapy. He wanted to ex- 
press the views of the Association to 
the hospital authorities and asked for 
a motion. 


Moved by John A. Cohlahan and 
seconded by Alice M. Norton that a 
committee of five be apointed by the 
President to formulate the necessary 
proposition. Dr. Kate W. Baldwin 
expressed her displeasyre at such a 
move, but, the motion was carried 
unanimously without her vote. 


The President appointed a commit- 
tee composed of John A. Cohalan, Al- 
ice M. Norton, G. Ermest Spear, Sig- 
mond Rosenthal and Frank E. Kauf- 
man to formulate the proposition and 
submit it for approval and vote of the 
Association. 


A resolution was presented by the 
First Detroit Michigan Centre asking 
Dinshah to expedite the Slideless 
Spectro-Chrome Equipment so imita- 
tors of the system may not foist on the 
public fake slides; the Centre stated 
it was necessary to have more pow- 
erful equipments because others were 
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stealing a march on them in many 
cases by using arc lamps. 


Dinshah said that the evolution of 
his Slideless Spectro-Chrome was only 
a question of money; he could mar- 
ket it, but, owing to the peculiar 
troubles ‘he was undergoing at present 
he preferred to wait for better times. 
It would be an expensive apparatus, 
but, it would be a marvelous piece of 
workmanship, as with it, in combina- 
tion with the Itisometer and Sympa- 
thometer, 72 waves could be used for 
even greater Therapeutical Pre- 
cision; in place of the present 30 de- 
gree Attuned Color Waves, the Slide- 
less Spectro-Chrome would have the 
Attuned Color Waves in 5 degree dif- 
ferences; the tdea was unique, but 
the heavy expenses attached to the 
process of standardization and con- 
struction of such an apparatus were 
too large for the present small demand 
for him to bear; he would however 
soon do so and when that would be 
marketed and leased to the Associa- 
tes, he would withdraw his other 
Equipments by paying the full price 
less depreciation. Meanwhile the pub- 
lic needed education about the Science 
of Spectro-Chrome Therapy. 


Frank A. Kraft remarked about the 
conditions obtaining in Detroit Mich., 
where various imitations were foist- 
ed on the suffering public, as Color 
Therapy. 


Dinshah advised the Associates to 
educate the public to understand the 
difference between Color Therapy of 
ancient times and Attuned Color 
Waves. The former was nothing but 
a hit-and-miss system like medicine, 
the latter was absolutely precise and 
accurate in methods without guess- 
work. Attuned Color Waves were 
precisely graded colors for definite 
results ; no system other than Spectro- 
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QGhrome could do what is now recog- 
nized as being done by Spectro- 
Chrome. 


Dr. Sigmond Rosenthal of Aber- 
deen, S. D., said the doctors declared 
cases to be “incurable”; incurable 
meant they could do nothing; Spec- 
tro-Chrome Therapy was used by him 
with good results. 


Frank A. Kraft reported a case 
where the sufferer could eat only 
ground carrots; Spectro - Chrome 
Therapy restored him to normalcy. 


Dr. John A. Cohalan said he had 
great success in severe cases of Ec- 
zema when tonated with Spectro- 
Chrome; it was the best in the world. 


Dr. Nissin S. Hanoka spoke bit- 
terly against imitators of Spectro- 
Chrome ; he cited instances of persons 
endeavoring to use spurious imita- 
tions and had no favorable results. 
He spoke openly giving names of 
fakers. 


The morning sessions adjourned at 
Green 00 White. 


First Day Afternoon Session 


The afternoon session began at 
Blue 00 Black. The attendance was 
largely increased and being Sunday, 
many otherwise busy Spectro-Chrome 
Therapists came from distant cities 
to demonstrate their interest in the ac- 
tivities. The Delegate of First San 


Francisco California Centre, Isabelle 


Munson, was introduced at this ses- 
sion and received a cheering ovation. 
She expressed her joy at being at 
the Convention and stated that the 
San Francisco Associates were all an- 
xious to hear about the successful is- 
sue of the case pending against Din- 
shah in the Circuit Court of Appeals 
there, 
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Dinshah occupied the floor the 
whole afternoon, elucidating and. de- 
monstrating the value of the Science. 
of Itisometry. An Itssometer was on 
the platform and he gave.clear in- 
structions as to Itisation, Auriculation 
and Tonation. Explanations were 
given in regard to avoiding certain 
methods when itisizing,. stress being 
laid on the use of the proper tech- 
nique. The Itisometer was to be used 
as a scientific finder and. not. as a 
whimsical freak; it was to be used 
for finding the Attuned Color Wave 
values in the itisized Intareas and was 
not to. be mixed with the woeful hum- 
bug. of “Medical Diagnosis.” 


When complaints were made a- 
bout the Tanger, he said the Tanger 
was an exceedingly delicate part of 
the Itisometer and like any delicate 
piece of scientific apparatus should be 
handled carefully and used. intelli- 
gently. Any Tanger that was re- 
turned to him as being out of order, 
he had replaced or repaired without 
charge, except in two cases where the 
user was openly at fault. One Lessee 
had stuck on the platinum wire of the 
Tanger a piece of shellac to hold the 
broken wire! Another sent the Tan- 
ger to a jeweler and in “repairing” it, 
the jeweler shortened the arm‘ of the 
platinum, by changing its resistance 
and ruining the bridging capacity! In 
both cases, the Tangers being ‘render- 
ed worthless, the Lessees had to pay 
the price for replacement. However 
he had charged them only half price 
warning them to refrain from such 
action in the future. 


_Any time a Tanger gave trouble, it 
should be returned to Spectro-Chrome 
Institute. for recalibration; it was 
specialistic. work and not work for 
any electrician, much less a jeweler. 
If a Tanger “repaired” wrongly were 
used on a sufferer, the . Itisometer 


readings would be utterly vitiated. 
Such a state of affairs could not be 
tolerated in a work of such precise- 
ness as Itisometry. Practitioners 
should be careful to follow the 1in- 
structions rigidly for accurate results. 
The Itisometer told no lies and its in- 
dications should be taken in prefer- 
ence to human-formed opinions. Es- 
pecially, care should be taken not to 
miss the readings of Itisometry with 
pre-conceived notions according to 
other systems. Spectro-Chrome stood 
alone in its own field and needed no 
auxiliaries to support it. 


Many instructions in the peculiar 
technique to be used in Itisation were 
given and a lively interest was exhih- 
ited. The afternoon session of the 
first day adjourned at Purple 00 Black. 


First Day Evening Session 


The first day evening session con- 
vened at Red 00 Black. Tihere was a 
much larger attendancé and a great- 
er interest because of the attractive- 
ness of the evening’s program. 


Tihe President described the. difh- 
culties he had in the year owing to 
the labors involved in exposing the 
diabolic perjury in his case. He had 
no ‘doubt the truth would be victor- 
tous eventually and the framers 
brought to light. His faith was un- 
wavering and his work was progress- 
ing in spite ef all opposition. Spectre- 
Chrome cotild not be killed; its glor- 
ious mission of healing the sick would 
go on for ever. 


He stated how day by day it had 
become apparent to him that medical 
graduates and lay graduates did not 
work in harmony, that all his labors 
teaching the medical people did not 
fructify. as they shoull, beceuse of 
their domination by the American 
Medical Association. He gave an ac-

count. of his two visits to Atlanta 
Georgia, where he had hopes and 
promises of forming a good class in 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy. When he 
finally went there and delivered pub- 
lic lectures, the County Medical. So- 
ciety there threatened one of our 
prominent Medical Associates there 
with expulsion from the Society be- 
cause he had one of our lay practit- 
ioners working with him. They charg- 
ed him officially and he was told 
plainly that unless they passed on 
Spectro-Chrome, he should not use it. 
This M. D. did not stand up with e- 
nough boldness as our other medical 
Associates and did not fight down the 
tyrannical edict of the Medical Trust. 
As a result the Class about to form 
received a set-back and many offered 
no cash and all notes to take the work 
as an experiment! Dinshah gave 
them an ultimatum either to take the 
work by paying the tuition fee or to 
forego it. He said unless the class 
was ready to open at 8, he would not 
care to open it later, as the expenses 
of another two weeks’ stay would fall 
on his head, without proportionate 
results. Finally Dinshah dismissed 
them with thanks and _ requested 
them to take the work later in 
Malaga, N. J. He packed all +the 
experimental apparati during the 
night and returned with a loss of a- 
bout $2,000.00. 


After such experiences, Dinshah 
thought it was not fair to waste his 
time, energy and resources on train- 
ing Medical Doctors, especially those 
whose affiliations were with the Am- 
erican Medical Association. He was 
seriously thinking of putting a clause 
in the tuition application that Spectro- 
Chrome Institute would not teach any- 
one connected with the Medical Trust. 
Dr. Sigmond Rosenthal proposed and 
Dr. Rebecca Berenson seconded that 
Spectro-Chrome Institute. be request- 
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ed to refuse to teach Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy to any persons connected 
with the A. M. A. Dr. Martha J. 
Peebles opposed the motion. on the 
ground that the A. M. A. had many 
conscientious members who did not 
approve of some of the policies and 
methods of their organization. Such 
members were the ones who would 
be likely prospects for Spectro- 
Chrome Therapy. She expressed her 
disapproval in emphatic terms saying 
such a condition would debar many 
good doctors from joining us and ev- 
en if there were some bad ones we 
should note that we might have out 
of the good ones a Dr. Kate W. Bald- 
win. Dinshah said she was only one 
unique specimen of such goodness. A 
Medical Doctor from Massachusetts 
said it would not be mnght to get 
heated. Dr. Kate W. Baldwin pro- 
posed and Dr. John A. Cohalan sec- 
onded that the motion be tabled. Un- 
animously passed. 


The President spoke about the ne- 
cessity of giving Post-Graduate Cour- 
ses. He had thought of giving them 
before, but, the Graduates were not 
ready. He would formulate the rules 
under which such courses would be 
given in the near future. 


Then after a short speech in which 
he gave them an account of further 
researches during the year, he asked 
Vice-Presidents Kate W. Baldwin 
and Martha J. Peebles as well as El- 
eanor B. Holwick to perform the cer- 
emony of opening the cover of the 
perfected Sympathometer. The new 
apparatus had a polished wood case 
and was only about 18 inches square. 
It had a Chronometer dial, a Month 
Date and Week-Day Dial, a Sunrise 
Dial, a Sunrise Calibrator Dial and 
two Nostril Dials, in all 7 Dials. The 
apparatus that would be marketed 
would have 12 dials in separate circles 
It would be leased to the Associates

for $150.00 provided they ordered in 
advance ; afterwards the leasing price 
would be $250.00. A large number 
of orders was promptly placed by As- 
sociates and its demonstration and 
working was received with applause 
and enthusiasm. The beautiful de- 
sign and neatness of appearance of 
the Sympathometer drew the crowd to 
it and congratulations were offered 
the Originator—the Science of Sym- 
pathometry was an accomplished fact. 


Then another unexpected surprise 
was sprung by Dinshah before closing. 
He said it had nothing to do with 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy, but as it 
was one of his latest inventions, the 
Associates might permit him to show 
it to the Convention. He pulled off 
the cover from what looked like a 
lantern and exhibited the Dinshah 
Perfect Headlight. In driving down 
a mountain at 4 in the morning, from 
North Carolina, truck headlights an- 
noyed him so much that he revolved 
in his mind how he could circumvent 
that trouble. In a few minutes he had 
the invention in which the beam of 
light is controlled by electricity by the 
automobile operator producing a 
headlight of a no-glare fool-proof 
character. He intended to market it; 
the proceeds would be useful in fur- 
thering the aims of Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy. 


_ The first day evening session ad- 
journed at nearly midnight. It was 
a success. 


Second Day Morning Session 


The Monday morning session op- 
ened at Yellow 12 White. A letter 
of good wishes from Robert Malbon, 
S. C. T., of Denver Colorado was 
read. Frank A. Kaufman, S. C. T., 
President of First Baltimore Mary- 
land Centre, complained of his As- 


sociates not being present to get a quo- 
rum; some lacked interest. Rebecca 
Hanoka, S C. T., said that many As- 
sociates were not making a living on 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy. Dr. Mar- 
garet Morris said they should put in 
office those who lacked interest. Fred 
Kraft, S. C. T said he had no trouble 
in having sufferers. Dinshah spoke 
about the financial aspects of Spectro- 
Chrome Therapy; the Associates had 
a ground for complaint, because the 
sufferer was relieved too quickly to 
suit the practitioner! But, the one who 
was benefitted brought in others. Dr. 
Nissin S. Hanoka said it was neces- 
sary to reach the masses. Dr. Martha 
J. Peebles said personal equation had 
much to do with maintaining the good- 
will of sufferers; Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy had made a wonderful show- 
ing; set a sufferer right and one has 
an advertiser. 


The tabled matter of not training 
members of the American Medical 
Association again came up for consid- 
eration. Dr. Sigmond Rosenthal spoke 
against taking them; Dr. Martha J. 
Peebles wanted to make the position 
clear; Dr. Nissin S. Hanoka thought 
Dr. Martha J. Peebles was very ideal- 
istic; Dr. Kate W. Baldwin did not 
agree with the proposition, because 
all Medical Doctors did not belong 
to the A. M. A.; she advocated the 
maintenance of a high standard of 
training in Spectro-Chrome Therapy. 


Cleo V. Butner, S. C. T. of Atlan- 
ta Georgia spoke about her bitter ex- 
periences with the Medical Doctors 
there; they knew the inroads our sys- 
tem was making on their pockets ; they 
controlled the license bureaus and 
wanted her to pay $150.00 for a li- 
cense to practise Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy ; she did not pay the exorbit- 
ant demand; she did not need any li- 
cense; her opinion of the Medical 
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Doctors was not complimentary. No 
action was definitely taken, Dinshah 
stating he was not yet ready for such 
a boycott, but, he felt the time was 
not very far when the American As- 
sociation of Spectro-Ghrome Thera- 
pists might become an exclusive body 
of only lay practitioners, excepting of 
course, those who had previously join- 
ed. He believed it would be a wise 
move when the time came, because he 
haid more trouble in training a Medi- 
cal. Doctor owing to the radical meth- 
ods used in Spectro-OGhrome Therapy 
and the consequent tedious unlearning 
processes. 


Isabelle Munson, S. C. T. of San 
Francisco California presented the 
views of her Centre in asking for 
spare Slide Sets to be kept by the 
Centres. Dinshah said that he had en- 
deavored to do that by having the 
Centres sign a strict agreement for 
such purpose, but, it had produced 
nothing but bitterness; he regretted 
there was an element of risk in giving 
out the possession of Slide Sets; the 
Slide Sets were the all-in-all in Spec- 
tro-Chrome Therapy; the life of suf- 
ferers absolutely depended on _ the 
correctness of the Slides; Spectro- 
Chrome Institute owed a public re- 
sponsibility; its Integrity Policies 
would be maintained at all costs; the 
public must have honest services or 
nothing; the Pacific Coast Centres 
had volumes of discussion over that 
subject of Reserve Slide Sets; they 
denounced Dinshah as a tyrant, a dic- 
tator, a czar; they called him severe 
and unjust; he saw no reason why to 
please a few Associates he shouki let 
go his control on his own inventions 
and open a door to potential dishon- 
esty and sacrifice public safety. 


He requested Isabelle Munson to 
convey the message to the First San 
Francisco California Centre that Spec- 
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tro-Chrome Institute flatly declined to 
send out’ Reserve Slides on any con- 
sideration and refused to allow any 
Associate to handle them for the In- 
stitute. In the present condition of 
the world, when we were fighting the 
biggest battle of life against the Med- 
ical Octopus, allowing the bungling 
of the Slide Sets would mean destruc- 
tion and disruption and it was neces- 
sary: for him to hold on even at the 
risk of being called a czar—the In- 
stitute and the Association needed a 
strong arm to hold the reins firmly. 


The second day morning session 
adjourned at Green 00 White. 


Second Day Afternoon Session 


There was a large attendance of. 
Strangers introduced by Associates at, 
the afternoon meeting which. opened 
punctually at Blue 00 Black. This ses- 
sion was reserved for case reports and. 
general discussion including Class 
Work. 


The President thanked the ¢trang- 
ers for their kind interest and pres- 
ence.. Frank E. Kaufman, S. C. T., 
introduced a boy who thad suffered 
from paralysis. He took the case and 
started the tonation; Scarlet on areas 
12-13-20-21. gave no response; Sys- 
temic Orange returned the appetite ; 
he had jacked it a long time; .in 7 
tonations the boy was able to flex 
the knee; in 18 tonations he walked 
the length of the room; the boy walk- 
ed on the platform and the Conven- 
tion gave Kaufman a round of ap- 
plause. Dr. Kate W. Baldwin de- 
clared the case was a wonderful re- 
sult. Theodore Franks, a Stranger 
from Vineland, N. J. asked questions 
about the boy and received satisfac- 
tory answers. 


The President conferred on Frank 
FE. Kaufman, S. C. T., the Silver Med- 
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al of Spectro-Chrome Institute for 
his meritorious services to the Cause. 
He praised Kaufman as a man of 
convictions who had upheld our ban- 
ner in Maryland. The audience vo- 
ciferously cheered. 


Another case of the same practit- 
ioner was presented. A Mr. P. 
who continually had used rectal sup- 
positories; his backelims became nor- 
mal in only 3 tonations; 42 tonations 
totally normalated him. 


Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin, S. C. 
T., spoke about the goitre of Mrs. Al- 
ice T. — an Associate who had 
such. pressure from it on the neck that 
she could not sleep on her back for 
nearly 30 years. Spectro-Chrome re- 
lieved her and the enlargement which 
was as big as her fist was reduced so 
it was hardly noticeable. The Itisom- 
eter was better than any “diagnosis,” 
in her opinion; it gave accurate re- 
sults. She had wonderful success in 
the tonation of Cataract ; however, the 
sufferer should not leave off early. A 
man who had kidney and bladder 
trouble was - relieved) by Spectro- 
Chrome. Indigestion disappeared un- 
der Orange. On the 11th of Febru- 
ary of last. year she fell on ice and 
was on crutches for 4 weeks; she had 
three accidents in a year; she tumbled 
over a rolling chair and-had a sore 
shin; in an automobile accident she 
broke her nose ; she was helped in each 
case by Spectro-Chrome. 


She gave a vivid account of a re- 
markable case in which where the 
surgeons failed to do anything, Spec- 
tro-Chrome performed a veritable mi- 
racle. A Mr. G. I..S——— suffered 
from what the Medical Doctors di- 
agnosed as Mucous Colitis. They 
(mis)treated: him with all kinds of 
measures until finally they wished to 
clean his inside with a pump at the 
exact spot where the trouble was sup- 
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posed to be! So they made him chew 
India Rubber hosepipe gradually un- 
til in 2 weeks they succeeded in push- 
ing in his alimentary tract about 30 
feet of rubber!!! The sufferer was 
meanwhile writhing in agony; on the 
fifteenth day he was as gogd as dead 
and wanted to die; he could not swal- 
low any more pipe; Mrs. S had 
been to one of our worthy Associates, 
Dr. Alice M. Norton, a: Dental Sur- 
geon. She was advised to consult 
Dr. Kate W. Baldwin. Dr. Baldwin 
took the situation in hand, pulled out 
the pipe and placed Mr. S under 
Spectro-Chrome. The man got a 
new lease on life and was attending 
his business as usual; he was present 
at the Convention. 


As soon as the President heard this, 
he requested Surgeon Baldwin to 
‘stop for a while and said that al- 
though it was not fair to identify suf- 
ferers or humiliate them, yet, if the 
said person were present and if he 
cared to divulge himself it would be 
appreciated if he came forward and 
boldly announced himself. Mr. 
George I. Sullivan came out promptly 
with a smiling face and extolled the 
skill of Dr. Baldwin; the said he 
would have died had it not been for 
Spectro-Chrome; his condition was 
utterly hopeless until Spectro-Chrome 
came to the rescue. Loud cheers 
greeted him and he was cordially 
thanked for his endorsement of Spec- 
tro-Chrome. 


Dr. Sigmond Rosenthal, S. C. T., 
of Aberdeen, South Dakota reported 
a striking incident of a boy Arnold 
B-——— of Orient, S. D., who was pro- 
nounced by diagnosticians as suffer- 
ing from Lymphatic Sarcoma; the 
father brought him to Dr. Sigmond 
Rosenthal who restored the boy to 
health with Spectro-Chrome in about 
3 months. 
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Dinshah expatiated on the aims of 
the Association; he was for full ltb- 
erty of thought and against medical 
interference; none had any right to 
dictate what system of healing one 
should use. The aim of the Associa- 
tion was Therapeutical Emancipation. 
The great Abraham Lincoln abolished 
slavery, but, we Americans were in 
the meshes of a worse bureaucratic 
autocracy under the thumb of the 
Medical Trust. The dogmatic con- 
trol of the Medical Doctors must be 
broken. Tlhat was the aim of the As- 
sociation. 


Dr. Emma H. Gabriel spoke of a 
woman’s case. She was pronounced 
to be suffering from Gastric Ulcer. 
She was itisized and the tonation was 
constantly checked with the Itisomet- 
er. She recovered. 


Richard Sandbach described a case 
of a man who suffered from indiges- 
tion and could not work; he was in- 
capacitated for two months; tonated 
with Spectro-Chrome, the drove 35 
fence posts in a day. Another man 
could not work for a year; his calves 
were cold as stone; under Spectro- 
Chrome, he soon recovered and walk- 
ed 1 1-2 miles. 


Dinshah was questioned about the 
methods of tonating Cataracts. He 
said success had been marked in many 
such cases. Anything that could be 
produced in any part of the body from 
the blood, could be redissolved by re- 
versing the process. Dr. Kate W. 
Baldwin did it; there was no reason 
why others should not do it. However, 
such a case should be taken in hand 
during the period of formation of the 
deposit for quick results; later, it 
might become unmanageable. 

Clara E. Sandbach, S. C. T. prais- 


ed Spectro-Chrome Therapy. She 
had Pleurisy and the Medical Doctors 


gave her no hopes. Spectro-Chrome 
changed her life and made her happy. 
She had success with Spectro-Chrome. 
A case where a person suffering from 
Colitis was passing blood and mucous 
and was ordered to go to Denver, Col- 
orado, was relieved by her. She re- 
ported a case where the Medical Doc- 
tors had failed to diagnose whether a 
woman had a tumor, cancer or preg- 
nancy and wanted to operate on her 
to determine the exact condition! The 
husband opposed the operation and 
wanted Attuned Color Waves. Twen- 
ty eight tonations caused the growth 
to disapear. She also restored to 
health a woman of 58 who had stom- 
ach troubles. In disorders of child- 
ren, Spectro-Chrome was effective. 


Dr. Nissin S. Hanoka addressed 
the audience next. The more he used 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy the more he 
was sorry he did not learn it quicker. 
He had achieved success with the 
system. A gitl was bleeding for three 
days and the Medical Doctors tried 
many things. He succeeded with Spec- 
tro-Chrome. A man of 42 was im- 
potent in Area 11 and believed life 
not worth living. He came for Spec- 
tro-Ohrome for a whole year. His 
wife became pregnant. They were 
blessing Spectro-Chrome. Another 
man, a Spaniard 67 years old had 
suffered Chronic Bronchitis and stom- 
ach disorders. This Spaniard used 
imported cathartics. In ten tonations 
Spectro-QChrome demonstrated its 
power. He took 10 more. In 42 to- 
nations he was a new man and went 
to Porto Rico. Another man had 
hemorrhage of the rectum. Only 3 to- 
nations set him right. 


Dinshah gave a short discourse on 
the various physical and emotional 
aspects as well as causes of sexual im- 
potency. This discourse was listened 
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to with attention by the Associates 
and the Strangers. 


Isabelle Munson, S. C. T. of San 
Francisco was the next to speak. She 
reported of a woman who had ovar- 
ian trouble according to the Medical 
Doctor in attendance. He wished to 
operate on her. Spectro-Chrome sav- 
ed her from the knife. A woman with 
hardened eyeballs was benefitted by 
Turquoise. Her sister, Miss Munson 
said, was relieved of her disorders by 
Magenta. 


Anna Franks, S. C. T., of Vine- 
land, N. J. was then introduced by 
Dinshah as a lay woman whose three 
sons were also Graduates of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute. The whole fam- 
ily was so enthused over their success 
with Spectro-Chrome that the father 
of the familly, Theodore Franks, 
would also take the course next sum- 
mer. She had never before spoken 
in public. It was her first speech. 
She suffered about 15 years from 
Rheumatism and was barely able to 
appear for enrollment in the Class, 
because of that disability. However, 
as she took the work and changed to 
the Spectro-Chrome vegetarian diet, 
the Rheumatism left her and did not 
re-appear. She tonated a woman who 
had suffered with Bronchial Asthma 
for 35 years and the Medical Doctors 
had no hopes of ameliorating her con- 
dition. She could not sleep on her 
back and suffered intensely. When 
Mrs. Franks graduated and _ started 
practice, among the first ones who 
went to her was this sufferer. Five 
tonations relieved her so she could 
sleep on her back. Her husband see- 
ing her asleep in such position thought 
her dead and was surprised to see 
her resting comfortably. The case 
was the talk of Vineland, N. J. 


Theodore Franks of Vineland, N. 


J. the husband of Anna Franks and a 
Stranger was asked to speak. He re- 
sponded by thanking Spectro-Chrome 
Institute for the knowledge imparted 
to his wife and three sons and said 
the results of Spectro-Chrome were 
unbelievably wonderful. He was 
sorry he did not take the Course last 
summer and would take it at the ear- 
liest opportunity. 


Dr. Oscar Hesse gave some of his 
experiences since his graduation in 
1923. A woman had Chronic Imbacke- 
lim. She did not move for 8 days at 
a time. Spectro-Chrome produced 
the desired result. A man of 60 had 
impaired eyesight. All glasses had been 
tried and changed. Three tonations 
with Attuned Green restored the sight. 
A man had inflammation in Area 18, 
as shown by the Itisometer. He came 
for six weeks and was restored to 
health. A woman had fits and had 
regular attacks every 5 or 6 weeks. 
She had no disorder after 6 weeks of 
Spectro-Chrome. 


Dr. G. Ernest Spear had used 
Spectro-Chrome in different cases. 
A disorder of long standing in the ret- 
ina was set right in quick time. He 
used Spectro-Chrome successfully in 
Ohorea and in cases where manipula- 
tion would be of no use. An extreme 
case of Strabismus he set right in 
one month. A young man was para- 
lyzed from the waist down. The sur- 
geons in his town had told him he 
would never walk; Spectro-Chrome 
rescued him from that; in 20 tonations 
he walked with two canes; further to- 
nation normalated him. He had oth- 
er cases quite interesting. A man 
wanted to be “shown” the action of 
Spectro-Chrome on the bowels; 25 
minutes “showed” him! 


The second day afternoon session 
adjourned at Purple 00 Black. 
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Second Day Evening Session 


The second day evening session was 
open to the general public. It was 
the most largely attended of all ses- 
sions. Further interest was created 
because it was the session exclusively 
set aside for our learned Vice-Presi- 
dents Kate W. Baldwin and Martha 
J. Peebles whose valuable experiences 
in Spectro-Ohrome Therapy were 
heard with great admiration by the 
audience. 


Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin intro- 
duced a negro girl of about 22, called 
Annie. This girl was pronounced a 
consumptive by the Health Authori- 
ties of Philadelphia, Pa. and the lab- 
oratory tests confirmed their views. 
Spectro-Ohrome Therapy was used 
by Dr. Baldwin on this girl with re- 
markable results. AlN the untoward 
symptoms had disappeared and the 
girl was steadily gaining weight and 
health. Tie laboratory tests indicated 
progress. Annie was presented to the 
convention and the President asked 
the permission of Dr. Baldwin to be 
allowed to itisize the Area 3. Per- 
mission being granted, Dinshah Iti- 
sized the Area 3, the Itisometer cor- 
roborating the findings of the doctor. 
It was a striking instance of the ‘val- 
ue of Spectro-Chrome Therapy and 
the precision of the Itisometer. 


Dr. Baldwin then introduced Miss 
Mary McCurdy, a-woman whose eyes 
had cataracts for years and who was 
fast drifting to helplessness through 
it. Spectro-Chrome had restored her 
sight, the Cataracts had disappeared 
and Miss MacCurdy was happy. She 
came out among the audience and 
delivered a short speech expressing 
her gratefulness. 


After enumerating several similar 
experiences, Dr. Baldwin finished her 
oration and was accorded resounding 
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applause. In her, the Association rec- 
ognized the greatest living champion 
of Spectro-Chrome Therapy and all 
expressed their satisfaction m hearing 
her speak so emphatically about Spec- 
tro-Chrome. 


Dinshah then ‘introduced Lettie Al- 
len Ward, S. C. T., M. D., the Secre- 
tary of First Philadelphia Pennsyl- 
vania Centre. She said she felt like 
a “Quaker!” She was not a public 
speaker, but, would try to iterate her 
views. She took to Spectro-Chrome 
for her health’s sake; she was a scep- 
tic, but, was prepared to be shown. 
She gained her health and had been 
helping others to gain theirs with 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy. ‘It was a 
wonderful science and although 
people had told her about the “dam 
old light” being a fake, she was fully 
convinced the “darn old light” ‘works ! 


The President extolled the consci- 
emtious work of Dr. Lettie Allen 
Ward; she was a very good secretary 
and ther reports were exceedingly ac- 
curate in detail and compiled elab- 
orately. Her example as a Centre 
Secretary was worthy of emulation. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles was then in- 
troduced to the audience. She said 
she was “scared stiff’ of addressing 
public meeting ; she had taken to Spec 
tro-Ohrome for her own sake prim- 
arity ; she was with the Ameican Ex- 
ipeditionary Forces among the first 
line of trenches during the War as a 
contract surgeon and had seen very 
severe service. There were times when 
she worked 16 hours a day in the hos- 
pital and. attended to 61 operations. 
On her return, the strain told on her 
constitution and she was wrecked in 
health; her medical friends advised 
her to retire permanently and live in 
Denver Colorado in seclusion. On 
recommendation of Dr. Delia Riggs 
and of the late Grant Baldwin, S. C. 
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T., M. D., F. A. C. S. a brother of 
Dr. Kate W. Baldwin, she studied 
Spectro-Chrome and in a short time 
her own health was restored. She 
owed a great debt of gratitude to 
Spectro-Chrome; she was a sceptic, 
but, the accurate results of Spectro- 
Chrome had conquered her disheliefs 
and she was only using Spectro- 
Ohrome in preference to other healing 
systems; Spectro-Chrome Therapy 
was a stupendous adventure for one 
man to undertake, but, it was an ac- 
complished fact and the World would 
in time learn that in Spectro-Chrome 
the thealing art had reached a hitherto 
unknown and marvelous precision. 
Spectro-Ohrome could do what drugs 
could not do. Cancer was a disorder 
of the meat eating nations. She had 
been in the practice of medicine for 
28 years and had seen nothing like 
Spectro-Chrome for the removal of 
that dreaded scourge. Spectro- 
Chrome had been used effectively by 
her in cases of Cancer. The future of 
Spectro-Chrome was assured. 


The remarks of Dr. Martha J 
Peebles were received with eager at- 
tention and she spoke with sincerity 
and frankness. 


The second day evening session was 
adjourned at near midnight; after the 
President had allowed the public to 
depart, a private session was held for 
further explanation of the beauties of 
the Science of Sympathometry. 


Third Day Morning Session. 


The morning session of the third 
day was open to Associates only. It 
began at the usual time—Yellow 00 
White. 


Dinshah P. Ghadiali, Irene Grace 
Dinshah and Kashmira Dzinshah, 
of Spectro-Chrome Institute were un- 
ammously re-elected as the three 
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Trustees for the Association. The 
Trustees were installed in office by Dr. 
Kate W. Baldwin. The Board of 
Trustees unanimously reappointed 
Kate W. Baldwin and Martha J. 
Peebles as the Vice-Presidents, thus 
completing the Chief Executive Coun- 
cil. They were installed by the Pres- 
ident. 


The President having called on the 
Committee appointed to report on the 
matter of the Woman’s Hospital of 
Philadelphia, Dr. John A. Cohalan, 
the Chairman of the Committee sub- 
mitted a resolution which the Commit- 
tee had unanimously drafted and pass- 
ed upon. Moved by Sigmond; Rosen- 
thal and seconded by Bessie A. Hasen- 
au that the said Resolution of the 
Committee be accepted and the Presi- 
dent be ordered to send it to the 
Board of Managers of the said hospit- 
al. On the question, Dr. Baldwin pre- 
ferred not to send it, but, the opinion 
of the Association was otherwise and 
the Resolution was unanimously pass- 
ed. 


The following was the text of the 
said Resolution which was subsequent- 
ly forwarded by the President to the 
Board of Managers of the Woman’s 
Hospital of Philadelphia :— 


“RESOLVED THAT: We, deeply 
deplore the action of the Board of 
Managers of the Woman’s Hospital 
of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, in re- 
questing.the resignation of Kate W. 
Baldwin, M. D., F. A.C.S., S. C. T, 
&c., after 30 years of her unselfish 
services to the Hospital, and their fail- 
ure to appreciate the results produced 
by her use of SPECTRO-CHROME 
THERAPY, in the Hospital.” 


Dr. Emma H. Gabriel spoke of the 
peculiarity of certain reactions noticed 
in Itisometry. The President gave ex- 
planations, 
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The subject of the changes in cer- 
tain By-Laws was spoken of by the 
President on behalf of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive Council. Under the Article 21 
of the Constitution, the Chief Execu- 
tive Council had the power to formu- 
late the By-Laws of the Association 
from time to time, as deemed: advis- 
able by it, for the conduct of its af- 
fairs. The Chief Executive Council 
had found that the funds of the As- 
sociation under the existing methods 
were too much scattered and were 
doing no good with the Centres; they 
had found many Centres behaving in 
a refractory, unbusinesslike way; 
Portland Oregon and Seattle Wash- 
ington Centres had not even reported 
for months and San Francisco Cali- 
fornia had used its privilege of using 
Centre Funds for sending a Delegate 
by completely wiping out the entire 
Centre Treasury in paying $250.00, 
out of a Centre Fund of $250.15. 


The President emphasized that the 
Association in its biggest battle of life 
with the Medical Trust needed to con- 
serve all its resources, so when the 
time came it may not be found want- 
ing. As it was, the scattered funds 
were either dormant or wasting. It 
was necessary for the good of the 
Organization to consolidate all the 
money into one Treasury and thus 
have a direct control so no waste might 
occur. In that way, the Centres will 
be obliged to report properly and 
punctually to receive their disburse- 
ments and all disbursements will thus 
be checked for legitimacy. The con- 
solidation of the funds was to be done 
by recalling all the Centre Funds and 
changing Article 14 and other articles 
of the By-Laws to conform with the 
necessary requirements. The Centres 
would not receive thereafter $6 out of 
the Annual Dues, but, would get only 
their actual legitimate disbursements 
by submitting monthly the claim and 


vouchers to the Chief Executive Coun- 
cil. Such procedure would absolutely 
prevent possible abuse or misuse of 
funds, as, the Treasury of the Asso- 
ciation being in charge of a duly bond- 
ed Officer, the funds would be in safe 
custody, whereas, the Centre Funds 
were in charge of unbonded Associa- 
tes, the Centres in most cases having 
ignored the bonding By-Laws. 


The Vice-Presidents also voiced 
their opinion most favorably for the 
consolidation of all Centre Funds in- 
to the Association Treasury. They 
stated it would be the best step for 
conserving our resources and would 
centralize the work so the Association 
Funds may not be wasted. It was a 
vital necessity, otherwise in case of 
need, we should have no adequate re- 
sources to fall back upon. 


The Chief Executive Council hav- 
ing unanimously voted on the pro- 
posed change, there was no necessity 
of further action in the matter as the 
authority for the fomulation of the 
By-Laws ‘was vested solely in the 
Chief Executive Council. However, 
the President asked for the opinion of 
the Convention and the vote of the 
Convention was unanimously in favor 
of the consolidation. The changes 
were put into immediate effect accord- 
ingly. 


The matter of the publication of 
SPECTRO-CHROME was then brought 
out. The President explained how in 
face of the tremendous pressure on 
his time and the unbearable burden 
on his office and staff, he was willing 
to publish the periodical, but, under 
the conditions prevailing at the 
time, the Chief Executive Council 
had thought it advisable for certain 
reasons to discontinue the publication, 
until the Portland Oregon Case Ap- 
peal was decided. 
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Dr. Kate W. Baldwin said that un- 
der Article 41, Section 3, each Asso- 
ciate was to receive a copy of the 
SPECTRO-CHROME “‘as published”’, but, 
if none was published there was none 
to give. Colonel Dinshah had made 
superhuman efforts to save his life’s 
work from destruction and she was 
unable to understand how he did what 
he did against all odds. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles also spoke in 


a similar strain. 


Dinshah sajd that although the 
views of the Chief Executive Council 
were sympathetic and true, yet, Spec- 
tro-Chrome Institute having received 
the $3 per Associate for the periodical 
during the year, he would not accept 
any payment for the next year. 


The Convention expressed views 
similar to the Vice-Presidents, but, 
Dinshah refused to take any money 
for the publication for the next year. 
He could not do so with justice. 


The third day morning session ad- 
journed at midday. 


Third Day Afternoon Session 


The third day afternoon session be- 
gan at Blue 00 Black. ‘The interest 
had not abated. The crowd was un- 
usually large although many had left 
for distant States. The whole session 
was a round of intellectual entertain- 
ment, of questions and answers, of 
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cases normalated. Bessie A. Has- 
enau spoke of a case of stone in the 
kidney. Area 18 was found on Itisa- 
tion 120 Ultra. The Medical Doctors 
had operated for gallstones. Huis Ar- 
ea 18 was 120 U, by the Itisometer. 
Spectro-Chrome helped him. = It 
brought the Area to 25 U. 


Frank E. Kaufman spoke about 
the Baltimore Marvland Chamber 1. 
It was dormant because of the re- 
strictions imposed in its Authorization, 
about having an Itisometer and a 
Graduate Equipment. 


The President said that the Asso- 
ciation had no funds to supply Equip- 
ments and the terrnble financial loss- 
es of the Spectro-Chrome Institute 
owing to the Portland Oregon Case 
prevented it from doing anything at 
present in that direction. However, 
the conditions would soon change and 
perhaps the matter would be attended 
to differently then. 


Much discussion and explanatory 
work was done in regard to Itisomet- 
ry and Sympathometry and the Con- 
vention was finally dissolved at Purple 
30 Black. 


Tihe consensus of opinion was that 
wonders thad been performed by Spec- 
tro-Chrome Therapists during the 
year, notwithstanding the odds they 
were fighting against and the difficul- 
ties Spectro-Chrome Institute had 
gone through.

STIRRING MESSAGE FROM DINSHAH

First Day Morning Session 


At Yellow 15 White, President Irene 
Grace Dinshah’s gavel called the Con- 
vention to order. 


The minutes of the Sixth Annual Con- 
vention, were presented by the Secre- 
tary Kashmira Dinshah, S. C. T., as re- 
ported in SPECTRO-CHROME issue 
of R-O-Yellow, 1927. On motion of 
Frank E. Kaufman, S. C. T., seconded 
by Bessie A. Hasenau, S. C. T., the 
minutes were unanimously accepted as 
recorded. 


Irene Grace Dinshah read the Resigna- 
tion of Dinshah P. Ghadiali as Presi- 
dent-Treasurer of the Association as fol- 
lows:

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The new President Irene told about 
the former President Dinshah being in 
the Federal Penitentiary in Atlanta, 
Georgia; that he was taken away from 
the 48th SPECTRO-CHROME THER- 
APY Class, and he went—not as a cow- 
ard, but, unafraid, bold and fearless, just 
like the Dinshah the Associates had al- 
ways known. He was penalized—as is 
the lot of all pioneers. She stated that 
religiously speaking, she shoald have 
been in childbed, her third son having 
been born on the 30th of October, 1927, 
but that she bowed to the call of Duty 
which she would cheerfully perform and 
try to grace the chair she had the honor 
to occupy. The President thanked the 
two Vice-Presidents for their gracious co- 
operation in every respect and the faith- 
ful Associates for their continued inter- 
est and zeal; she thanked also the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer for her cheerful labors. 
The Association was more prosperous 
this year than last, there being more As- 
sociates in 1927 than 1926 and more 
money in the Treasury. She said that 
Colonel Dinshah started such a wonder- 
ful, humanitarian work and we must 
continue; he worked hard even in the 
Penitentiary. From prison walls he 
sent a great Message and she requested 
the kind presence of the Associates at 
the evening session to hear it. 


The Secretary Kashmira Dinshah 
presented her Annual Report. There 
were thirteen Centres of the Association, 
located at Baltimore Md., Boston Mass., 
Cleveland O., Detroit Mich., Los An- 
geles Cal., Malaga, N. J., New York, N. 
Y., Philadelphia Pa., Portland Ore., 
Providence R. I., San Francisco Cal., 


Seattle Wash., and Vineland N. J. 


There were two deaths and four 
violations, which were under investiga- 
tion. There were no resignations. There 
was an increase of 25 Associates. On 
motion of Bessie A. Hasenau, S. C. T., 
seconded by Earl Broadbent, 8. C. T., 
the Annual Report of the Secretary was 
voted upon and unanimously passed. 


Red to Violet 1928 


The Annual Reports from various 
Centres were then read. 


First Cleveland Ohio Centre was re- 
ported by the Centre Secretary, Mar- 
garet A. Morris. They had eleven meet- 
ings during the year, all of which were 
very interesting. 


First Detroit Michigan Centre was re- 
ported by the Centre Secretary E. Nor- 
man Pearson. They were proud of be- 
ing Associates and had interesting meet- 
ings. 


First Philadelphia Pennsylvania Cen- 
tre, the largest Centre of the Associa- 
tion, was reported by the Centre Secre- 
tary Lettie Allen Ward. They had 
eight meetings during the year. There 
seemed to be no end to the wonderful 
cases reported. They felt very grateful 
that Spectro-Chrome Therapy was 
placed in their hands as a means of 
helping others. 


First Vineland New Jersey Centre, the 
latest created Centre, was reported by 
the Centre Secretary Janet Izola Mole. 
Since the Authorization in May 1927, a 
meeting was held each month. Their 
average attendance was large. 


First Baltimore Maryland Centre was 
reported by the Centre Secretary George 
A. Lentz. They had a very good repre- 
sentation of the Associateship. 


First Los Angeles California Centre 
was reported by the Centre President 
Henry Gross. They had seven interesting 
meetings during the year. Through their 
President, they sent a communication of 
greetings, cheer and kind thoughts. 


Margaret A. Morris of Cleveland, O., 
regretted not being able to attend the 
Convention personally. | 


Richard E. Sandbach of Wellsboro 
Pa., reported a case: of a man whose 
condition was diagnosed by a doctor as 
pernicious anemia and who was at first 
very unwilling to take Spectro-Chrome 
tonations; after being urged, the person 
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took 76 tonations and felt much better; 
he later went to a sanitarium. He is 
entirely better now; his wife gives all 
the credit to Spectro-Chrome. The man, 
however, having been a skeptic from the 
start, is willing to give Spectro-Chrome 
about half of the credit only, but, the 
former sufferer was set right and that 
is all that matters. Sandbach said he 
felt that Spectro-Chrome did much for 
this man, who was described by many 
as being “nearly a dead man.” Another 
man was given strychnine and digitalis 
for heart trouble and was very weak. 
Spectro-Chrome normalated him. An- 
other with ulcer on the eye improved 
under Spectro-Chrome tonations. A dia- 
betic for thirty years is now healthy due 
to Spectro-Chrome. A sufferer with pro- 
static gland trouble was under medical 
care. After leaving medicine, he had 
twenty-five tonations with Spectro- 
Chrome and is now healthy. An infect- 
ed toe was normalated by twenty tona- 
tions. A sufferer had trouble with the 
teeth; after a few tonations the con- 
dition was normalated and he sent 
a letter to Sandbach saying he was 
“sold” on Spectro-Chrome, because, 
he did not have a toothache since the 
time he had been tonated with Spectro- 
Chrome. A man was pronounced suf- 
fering from gall bladder trouble; he had 
twelve tonations and now feels better 
than ever. A woman with neuritis was 
normalated after having Spectro-Chrome 
tonations. The back of a twenty-four- 
year-old man was injured when a child 
and he was suffering from too frequent 
frontelim (urine); he was operated on 
for what Medical Doctors said were 
ulcers of the bladder; there was no re- 
lief. He suffered severe pain. After ten 
or twelve tonations with Spectro- 
Chrome, he had no more pain and fron- 
telim was normal. A boy was hit by an 
automobile and his leg was bruised; he 
could not stand on it and could not sleep 
the first night. After one tonation he 
slept all night; Indigo was the Wave 
used. The leg that was bruised is now 
better. 
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Dr. Kate W. Baldwin said that Spec- 
tro-Chrome would do the work regard- 
less of whether a person had faith or not. 
She had a severe hiccough case and the 
man said that he had no faith in Spectro- 
Chrome. Would it work without faith? 
Dr. Baldwin replied, ““You take the color 
and I’ll have the faith.” She stated that 
in bruises remarkable results were ob- 
tained, by tonating with Green and later 
Indigo. 


Esther Jennings had a case of a child 
that had imbackelim (constipation); she 
had told the mother to prepare vegetar- 
ian food including “dal” and she had 
given Yellow tonation. There was no im- 
provement. She asked for suggestions. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles responded, say- 
ing there were many factors involved in 
imbackelim; the diet was very important; 
there was not sufficient roughage in food 
oftimes; bananas are excellent food; give 
food that has bulk. Give plenty of fluids, 
including lemonade. 


Dr. Kate W. Baldwin told about the 
value of drinking plenty of water and 
fruit juices. The bowels can form habits 
just like anything else. Backelimation 
should be performed regularly and once 
a day is not enough. Train the bowels 
to evacuate twice or thrice a day al- 
ways at the same time and you will find 
a freedom—a cleanliness. Tell your suf- 
ferers not to read or smoke at such times, 
but, to concentrate the mind on the ac- 
tion and never neglect Nature’s calls. 
The morning is the time when you will 
get your freer action, but, the morning 
action is not sufhcient. You should never 
wait. If there is a large family there 
ought to be more than one toilet in the 
house. She always put stress on this 
point. She said that if ever she went 
“insane,” she believed it would be on this 
subject. Breathing is important; the skin 
breathes. To have the proper elements, 
you must have the proper food. Many 
times Green acts well for imbackelim. 
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A few minutes of Indigo sometimes 
helps. She told favorably about squatter 
toilets, such as were used in Spectro- 
Chrome Institute’s Resident Quarters. 
Gas in the stomach makes action of the 
heart erratic. She had never been much 
of a drug giver and if she had Spectro- 
Chrome in former times she could have 
used it to great advantage. 


W. Frank Bailey spoke about a type 
of toilet for children. 


Martha J. Peebles told about a woman 
of 35 years, who had a nervous break- 
down. She had to have the bed-pan 
every hour and produced a defecation 
sheerly by keeping her mind on the idea. 
Dr. Peebles thought that the woman had 
induced a habit and therefore had the 
sister lock the woman in her room. The 
first night she called all night for the bed- 
pan which was not given to her. The 
second night she called only a few times, 
but, after that she was all right. Dr. 
Peebles further said that there was no 
imbackelim in the army because there 
they automatically used the proper pos- 
ture. They dug trenches and squatted on 
the ground on planks for the purpose. 
She said that cases of imbackelim 
were due many times to mechanical 
trouble and in such cases use Turquoise 
or Indigo on Areas 8-9 and 18-19. 


Frank E. Kaufman said a child had 
imbackelim and Lemon, Yellow and Or- 
ange were used but there were no re- 
sults. The child was “high-strung and 
nervous.” Turquoise and Blue were used 
and the child felt better. Yellow was 
then used on 8 and 9 and the child was 
restored to health. 


Dr. Alice M. Norton said that she had 
been practising dentistry for twenty- 
seven years. She found invariably when 
children had “acid mouth,” the trouble 
was due to faulty backelim and that the 
root of this trouble was wrong toilet con- 
ditions. She told of the advice she gave 
in this connection, to mothers of the chil- 

ren. 
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Bessie A. Hasenau told of a stubborn 
case of imbackelim, where the sufferer 
was not co-operating and was using 
enemas. She cautioned the Associates a- 
bout such cases. 


Frank E. Kaufman was present as 
Delegate from Baltimore, Md. Centre; 
Erma I. Kyte as Delegate from Vineland, 
N. J. Centre, and Ruth O. Sinclair as 
Alternate from Vineland, N. J. Centre. 


The morning session adjourned at 


Green 00 White. 


First Day Afternoon Session 


The afternoon session began at Blue 
00 Black. 


Irene Grace Dinshah read a telegram 
of good wishes from four New York 
Centre Associates who regretted their 
inability to attend the Convention. 


The first speaker of this session was 
Dr. Kate W. Baldwin, who told about 
the horrible injustice of the outcome of 
Colonel Dinshah’s case. Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy had done more for her than 
anything else in regard to helping others; 
she said that in the medical profession 
you need a vision, which, if you do not 
have you get nowhere; Spectro-Chrome 
is the most wonderful Healing Art in 
this century. She told about the serious 
burns produced by Arc Lamps and X- 
Rays and of the importance of the Mag- 
netic Meridian; that any old position for 
tonation would not do. She said that we 
owe much to our leader Colonel Dinshah; 
that he performed superhuman efforts; 
she advised everyone to make the trip 
to Malaga to see the new additions to 
the buildings and told the Associates to 
do their level best, by putting their pre- 
judices, (if they had any) in. their 
pockets and seeing the thing through! 
She said she still hoped there might be 
some means of pardon or commutation 
of sentence for Colonel Dinshah. On the 
matter of diet, she explained the absurd- 
ity of throwing away the water in which 
foods were cooked and that foods should 
not be cooked very long. Dr. Baldwin 
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cited numerous serious cases that were 
normalated by Spectro-Chrome. One was 
an advanced T. B. sufferer. Her lungs 
were full of matter and she was expect- 
orating much. She came right up under 
Spectro-Chrome tonations; she changed 
so much for the better that people did 
not recognize her. She became so well 
that she cooked for and waited on a 
table of twelve. Another case was a man 
with a cyst in his throat; he was much 
relieved by Spectro-Chrome; the cyst be- 
came smaller and he gained in weight 
and health. Dr. Baldwin warned those 
present about “Stool pigeons” and told 
of a man who was very ill, sent for Spec- 
tro-Chrome tonations; he was supposed 
to die on her hands and the blame would 
redound on Spectro-Chrome! However, 
the man became better and that ended 
the farcical incident! She advised to get 
rid of one’s sufferers if they are going 
to die, before they do die. She told of 
an eye case in a woman. The eyes were 
horrible looking—red and sore; she test- 
ed her on the Itisometer but did not dare 
to give Red tonation according to the dic- 
tation of the Itisometer, thinking perhaps 
something was wrong with the instru- 
ment. She gave Turquoise and there 
seemed to be no improvement. She test- 
ed the Itisometer and it was in perfect 
working order and it again indicated 
Red tonation for those eyes. Dr. Bald- 
win hesitatingly gave three Red tonations 
and lo! It was miraculous. The conges- 
tion disappeared and the pain left. The 
Itisometer had not failed! From that day 
to this, the person has had no trouble 
with her eyes. A man who had been 
gassed in the army was suffering from 
pneumonia and pleurisy. He was prac- 
tically lifeless; his face at times became 
a clouded, dark color that might be com- 
pared to a light-mahogany. The spleen 
was very large and the liver was tender; 
he ate and slept very little. Dr. Baldwin 
said she had never seen anybody come up 
so well as he did. In a very short time, 
the spleen became decidedly smaller and 
he said he felt ever so much better under 
Spectro-Chrome. A woman had cancer 
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and had been operated on; it seemed to 
be a hopeless case. Her husband did not 
approve of her being tonated with Spec- 
tro-Chrome by Dr. Baldwin. He wanted 
to know what a woman could do in the 
case when all the best men doctors in 
town could do nothing! Dr. Baldwin 
clearly proved to him that women can do 
something, by normalating his wife 
through Spectro-Chrome. A case of can- 
cer of the larnyx where there was a 
swelling on the outside as large as an 
orange, and the sufferer could barely 
breathe, responded very well to Spectro- 
Chrome. The woman laid her hand on 
Dr. Baldwin’s arm and said, “Dr. Bald- 
win, you are so good to me. You make 
me feel so comfortable.” The audience 
was all attention and gave tremendous 
applause when Dr. Baldwin had finished. 


Following Dr. Baldwin, was Dr. 
Martha J. Peebles. She extended a hand 
toward the portrait of Dinshah and said 
she deplored the resignation of Colonel 
Dinshah as President. She spoke of the 
beauty of Spectro-Chrome system as be- 
ing within the visible spectrum whereas 
the systems that produced burns were 
beyond the visible spectrum, either on 
the Infra-Red side or the Ultra-Violet 
side. She said there is no need whatever 
for using the destructive rays when we 
have Spectro-Chrome Therapy. Always 
remove the cause or causes of trouble. 
Never promise too much to your suffer- 
ers; let them judge for themselves. She 
advised everyone to have an Itisometer 
if at all possible and said that she did 
not know what she would do without it. 
She warned that in accident cases an X- 
Ray picture should always be taken to 
determine if there be any fracture so 


that no blame could come on the head 


of the Therapist. She told of several ser- 
ious abdominal cases normalated by Spec- 
tro-Chrome; also a fibroid case; the wo- 
man is now normal due to Spectro- 
Chrome. The audience appreciated the 
address of Dr. Martha J. Peebles. 


Kashmira Dinshah spoke about the 


four violators who will soon be put on 
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trial in their Centre, in Vineland, N. J. 
She told also of rascality on the part of 
two residents of Vineland, N. J., (non- 
Associates) who dealt unfairly with the 
Institute who would never under any 
condition be awarded the Diploma of 
Spectro-Chrome Institute. Ernest Car- 
reiro, a Graduate of the Boston, Massa- 
chusetts Class in Spectro-Chrome Ther- 
apy had disappeared with several of our 
Equipments only partly paid for and we 
were unable to locate him. Any advice 
as to his whereabouts would be appreci- 
ated. He had lectured in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, some time last October on 
so-called “Occult Breathing.” Dr. Bald- 
win said that Carreiro asserted in his 
lecture, “When you hear me, your hear 
Dinshah!” 


The afternoon session adjourned at 
Purple 00 Black. 


First Day Evening Session 


The first day evening session com- 
menced at Red 00 Black. 


By special permission of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive Council, Dr. Emma H. Gabriel 
presented two sufferers, who would have 
been unable to appear the following day 
according to program. One was a young 
woman who had digestive disorder and 
had been on a milk diet. She had an at- 
tack and was very weak; she had almost 
given up hope. Dr. Gabriel gave her two 
tonations every day with the Graduate 
Equipment; according to the Itisometer, 
she used Turquoise on Areas 8 and 9. 
Around Thanksgiving time she took solid 
foods. She slowly gained in weight; she 
was 108 lbs., then 113 and now 138. 


In April she was so much improved 
that she took a position and under Dr. 
Gabriel’s supervision was using an In- 
termediate Equipment in her home. Dr. 
Gabriel said Spectro-Chrome saved that 
woman’s life. She then introduced an- 
other sufferer whose entire right side was 
paralyzed as well as her left arm. She 
could not walk at all and was practically 
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helpless. After Spectro-Chrome tonation 
she can now use her arms and with assis- 
tance can walk. Dr. Gabriel explained 
that the improvement was indeed great 
and that she hoped to present this suffer- 
er next year entirely well, walking her- 
self. Dr. Baldwin said that she had seen 
the sufferer in the beginning and the im- 
provement was so remarkable that it 
could hardly be described. President Irene 
Grace Dinshah stated that with Colonel 
Dinshah present at the next Con- 
vention and this gracious sufferer, a suf- 
ferer no longer, to her mind such would 
be “The Victory Convention.” The suf- 
ferers then departed, as the session was 
open to Associates only. 


The program was then followed. 


Kashmira Dinshah rose as the repre- 
sentative of Colonel Dinshah and im- 
pressed upon the audience the fact that 
absolutely no notes were to be taken of 
his Message, because according to prison 
rules nothing written by a prisoner was 
released and that he had pledged his 
word of honor to that effect to the Pen- 
itentiary Warden John Wilson Snook. 
She then read aloud that Message to the 
Associates. It was in the usual emphatic 
and masterful style of Dinshah and was 
so realistic and truthful in its representa- 
tion of the facts, that one after another 
handkerchieves were brought into use by 
the Associates. The hearts of all were 
full and their eyes welled with tears. 
Having visited her father in the Pen- 
itentiary on October 10, 1927, when she 
came to that part, the Secretary was 
overcome with strong filial emotion and 
could barely proceed. She, however, did 
justice to her duty and delivered the 
Message in a voice that carried the words 
of the incarcerated Originator to the at- 
tention of her hearers perfectly. 


The Message had no bitterness and 
was purely businesslike, but, its human 
character showed the philanthropic feel- 
ing of its sender. In it he had good words 
for even his opponents, whom he wish- 
ed good thoughts. On conclusion, the 


Treasurer Kashmira Dinshah presented 
the Annual Report as of November 1, 
1927. It showed a large increase in funds 
over that of last year. On motion of Re- 
becca Berenson, seconded by Esther Jen- 
nings, the Treasurer's Report was ac- 
cepted by unanimous vote. 


In Colonel Dinshah’s Message, certain 
Eight Plans for the good of the Spectro- 
Chrome Cause were laid before the As- 
sociates. A Committee of seven was to 
go over the plans thoroughly and render 
a report to the Convention the next day, 
thrash the matter out carefully in the 
Convention and make the decision by 
vote, accepting one or more of the Plans 
outlined. The Associates decided it 
would be best for the President to ap- 
point the Committee. Accordingly, Irene 
Grace Dinshah appointed a Committee 
composed of Frank E. Kaufman, Rich- 
ard E. Sandbach, Bessie A. Hasenau, 
Maude B. Crans, Rebecca Berenson, Jen- 
nette J. Deemer and John F. Coyle. The 
Committee left the room, to discuss the 
Plans and it was voted that the meeting 
adjourn. The time was Orange 45 Black. 


Second Day Morning Session 


Tuesday the 29th, at Yellow 00 
White, on suggestion of Associates the 
President requested Kashmira Dinshah 
to tell of her trip to see Colonel Dinshah 
in the Atlanta Penitentiary. Kashmira 
said that some horrible rumors were be- 
ing circulated in Vineland and nearby 
in regard to “terrible treatment” being 
given Colonel Dinshah because he was 
supposed to have resisted injections for a 
certain disorder which he was supposed 
to have. With the determination to re- 
ceive first-hand information, she went to 
visit the Colonel and to save expense 
did not take a Pullman, but, went by 
coach, sitting up all the way there and 
back. A prisoner there is allowed only 
two visits a month and as a Graduate 
of ours living in Atlanta, had been to 
see him twice that month, Kashmira said 
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they were not going to admit her. She 
finally prevailed on the Guard to admit 
her to the Warden’s Office; when the 
Warden found that she was “one of the 
family from out of the State,” (Geor- 
gia) he permitted her to see her father 
who was perfectly healthy as usual; he 
was resigned to his fate and had no com- 
plaints whatever. The Warden, Chap- 
lain, Guards and other men were all very 
friendly toward the Colonel and. they 
respected him for his learning. She told 
about the immaculate cleanliness of the 
penitentiary. She said that even though 
imprisoned, Colonel Dinshah adhered 
strictly to his high principles and 
through the kind courtesy of the War- 
den, had been supplied with vegetarian 
food. He was working there in the 
Power House, which was the work he 
had chosen. In conclusion, she said, 
“Colonel Dinshah is in constant touch 
with us and even directs work here, from 
there. He thinks constantly of the As- 
sociates and of the day when he will be 
again free to serve humanity.” Kash- 
mira was heard with rapt attention and 
appreciation. 


The President called on Frank E. 
Kaufman, Chairman of the Committee 
appeinted to report on the Plans, who 
gave the preliminary report accepting 
Pian Three and Plan Five, rejecting Plan 
Sixth and Plan Eighth. Dr. Kate W. 
Baldwin requested everyone to have his 
or her say right then and there so there 
would be no chance of confusion after- 
wards. There was much discussion and 
the subject was left open for the after- 
noon session. At Green 05 Black the 
morning session adjourned. 


Second Day Afternoon Session 


The second day afternoon session com- 
menced at Blue 00 Black. 


Earl Broadbent presented a Mr. Fer- 
ris, who appeared happy; the man show- 
ed radiant health and spoke about his 


own case. He had been a vegetarian 
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thirty-two years. He had always been 
healthy, but, in the Spring of 1927, he 
was “forced to call for help.” He had 
contracts outside that required physical 
labor and he knew he was not in a con- 
dition to fulfill them. He was unable to 
sleep and suffered much pain. He called 
on Earl Broadbent on the last Sunday 
of May, 1927. He said he had been a 
very weak and sick man; Spectro- 
Chrome was used on him night and day. 
In two days he was free from pain and in 
three weeks was entirely well. Spectro- 
Chrome was a revelation to him. Broad- 
bent told the Associates the Attuned 
Color Waves that were used in the case. 


Dr. Kate W- Baldwin explained the 
difference between nudity and naked- 
ness. She said there was no reason what- 
ever for the practitioner to cause the 
sufferer embarrassment and that it is un- 
ethical, to say the least, to speak to any- 
one no matter who it was, about the 
marks, scars, deformities and the like 
that they as sufferers might have. She 
spoke also about the use of false Slides 
and Bulbs. She said that users of such 
false Slides were not real Spectro- 
Chrome Therapists; that they might save 
a few cents by buying other Bulbs than 
those supplied by the Institute, but, they 
would crack their Slides. It would cer- 
tainly be no advantage in the long-run 
and it is against the Integrity Policies. 


William I. Newbold told about his 
own case. He was at Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute for a month, became well and 
took the Course, graduated and is now 
practising. Twice he was overcome by 
illuminating gas, once in his garage, an- 
other time in his cellar. He felt so weak, 
he was barely able to get up the stairs. 
He told his wife to give him the Slides 
to make the necessary combination and 
used Magenta on 4. Later he used Scar- 
let on 4. He soon became well and 
strong. 


Esther Jennings reported a case pro- 
nounced as of cancer; the case was so far 
advanced, the doctors refused to operate; 
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the sufferer was given only ten days to 
live; he had very much pain and could 
not sleep. She tonated him for one 
month; the pain left and he improved; 
however, when she learned he was smok- 
ing 42 cigarettes a day and would not 
live up to the diet, she dismissed him, be- 
cause such action was not fair to Spectro- 
Chrome. A woman aged 48 had terrible 
hemorrhages from Area 11. In four 
days’ tonation the hemorrhages stopped 
entirely. The Waves given were Green 
Systemic, Indigo on 19 and 11, and 
Magenta on 4. Mrs. Jennings said the 
woman is very grateful to Spectro- 
Chrome and today is one of her very 
best friends. 


Dr. Emma H. Gabriel presented Anna 
Schoener the paralysis case which was re- 
ported in SPECTRO-CHROME of 
Scarlet 1925. The father of the little 
girl had to assist her in walking, when 
she appeared at the Meeting held to tax 
the place of the Fifth Annual Conven- 
ticn, on December 27, 1925. Not two 
years elapsed, yet the girl so improved by 
Spectro-Chrome tonations that she now 
walks to school. Dr. Gabriel requested 
the child to walk clear across the Con- 
vention Hall, which she did without any 
assistance. The father said that before 
he heard of Dr. Gabriel and Spectro- 
Chrome, he thought there was no hope 
for his little Anna; at first she could not 
move at all; her legs were so stiff. After 
only one tonation of Lemon she stretch- 
ed her legs out! This convinced him that 
there was hope for his child. 


Benjamin Kessler told about his aged 
father who was bedridden and was ad- 
vised to be operated. After a few Spec- 
tro-Chrome tonations he became so spry 
that he walked several miles a day. He 
then visited Spectro-Chrome Institute. 


David C. Bosworth described a case of 
a man, 56 years of age, still under his 
care, who could not walk, had very little 
use of his arms and had imbackelim. For 


over thirty years he took physics. The 
tonations being given are Yellow on 8- 
9-10-19; Magenta on 4 and Orange on 
17. The sufferer is getting along very 
well and the use of his limbs is gradually 
returning. He expects to recover totally. 


Frank E. Kaufman spoke about a girl 
two years of age said to have had whoop- 
ing cough. Besides the cough, her back- 
elim was affected. He used Orange 
on 18 and 19 and backelim became nor- 
mal. He gave two weeks of Green and 
Lemon systemic and Magenta on 4 and 
the child slept through the entire night 
without a single spell of coughing. One 
night, he failed to give Magenta in con- 
junction with the other Wave and the 
baby coughed. This proved to him that 
Magenta plays even a more vital part in 
Spectro-Chrome, than he had hitherto 
thought, thus, confirming the teachings of 
the Originator. 


As Chairman of the Plan Committee, 
Kaufman then said that the final decision 
of the Committee would be given in the 
evening session. 


Jennie Edelstein proved a very humor- 
ous reporter of cases. She had been ask- 
ed why she took up Spectro-Chrome. In 
her reply she told of sad experiences in 
her own family; her husband and her 
children who died, she claims, owing to 
the ignorance of the Medical Doctors. 
Her husband was in an automobile ac- 
cident; soon after, he began to lose 
weight and to “sink” in health; the doc- 
tors had twelve X-Ray pictures taken 
and endeavored to locate “cancers and 
ulcers;” they said they found nothing. 
Soon after such expert “diagnosis,” he 
died with cancer of the stomach! One 
Medical Doctor said her daughter had 
spleen trouble and another said it was 
tonsil trouble; he removed the tonsils, 
after which she had trouble in the throat 
and later died, a victim of the humbug 
of medical “diagnosis.” Mrs. Edelstein 
had a son who was accidentally thrown 
out of a boat and not wishing to worry 
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his mother did not tell her of the inci- 
dent. Two weeks later, he “came home 
with a headache.” The Medical Doctor 
said, “It looks like a case of appendicitis.” 
The next morning he said it was some- 
thing different. The result was as usual 
—the boy died!” She said shé wished 
she had Spectro-Chrome in those trying 
times. She reported a case of a woman 
who could not speak; the sufferer in- 
dicated that she had a pain at the back 
of her head. Indigo was given on the 
painful Area and Lemon systemic; the 
woman soon began to utter words. An- 
other case of a woman whom she met 
casually, had severe pain in her shoulder, 
for which there seemed to be no remedy. 
Indigo systemic, relieved her. A man 
thirty-two years of age had his tonsils 
removed when fifteen. He breathed heav- 
ily and was worse than ever. Spectro- 
Chrome tonations normalated him. Her 
son (the only one of her children now 
alive) had trouble with his eyes; she used 
Blue, which made them smart; she 
switched to Indigo and in a very short 
time the eyes were normalated. 


At this point, Dr. Martha J. Peebles 
asked the President what had happened 
to the Plan proposition, which should 
have been continued in the afternoon. 
Frank E. Kaufman said he had explain- 
ed that the final decision would be reach- 
ed and given at the evening meeting. Dr. 
Peebles said she must have missed the re- 
mark. The President then said the meet- 
ing would progress according to the ‘pro- 
gram. 


Kashmira Dinshah said there appeared 
to be some misunderstanding about 
Colonel Dinshah’s stand in regard to the 
medical profession. His battle is waged 
against the “Octopus” and not any speci- 
fic individual. It is the Medical Trust 
that is persecuting him and Spectro- 
Chrome and not the Medical Doctor as 
an individual. She further stated that 
work is going on at the Institute as 
usual, with the exception, of course, of 


the teaching of new Classes. Equipment 
orders, Bulbs, Slides, the Printing of Sta- 
tionery and the like, were being taken 
care of as ordinary routine. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles here voiced hex 
opinion about orders, saying that within 
the last three months, Literature, Bulbs, 
Slides, etc., were coming through even 
quicker than before. 


Elmer C. Heath spoke about certain 
peculiar indications of the Itisometer and 
requested enlightenment from one who 
had more experience in Itisometry. Dr. 
Martha J. Peebles gave satisfactory ex- 
planations. 


Alice M. Norton, S. C. T., D. D. S., 
reported a dental case known as Bell’s 
Palsy. After the dental work was finish- 
ed, she tonated with Indigo; the tissues 
healed quickly and the Palsy condition 
was soon relieved. Dr. Norton said the 
case responded wonderfully. 


Dr. Maude B. Crans told about a 
young man who had taken an active part 
during the World War; he had been 
subjected to the usual serum injections; 
he had fallen over an embankment; the 
sufferer was given up as hopeless; the 
expression had gone from his face, his 
appearance was one of dullness and list- 
lessness and his relatives thought if the 
condition kept on, he would become an 
idiot, even though he was an intelligent 
lad and far from being a “dummy.” Dr. 
Crans took him to Dr. Kate W. Baldwin 
for itisation and according to the in- 
dication, Dr. Crans tonated him with 
Red and Orange. He now looks bright 
and cheerful and is again taking an in- 
terest in life much to the delight of his 
family. A woman about seventy years of 
age had neuritis; she was suffering in- 
tensely. She was normalated by Orange, 
Yellow, Lemon and Magenta. A chemist 
had very severe burns and was normal- 
ated by Turquoise. Dr. Crans said, “I 
should not care to go on with my par- 
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ticular kind of work, which is Chiro- 
pody, unless I had my Spectro-Chrome.” 
She stated that she found Yellow, Lemon 
and Orange very effective for strengthen- 
ing arches, for fallen arches, and the like, 
rather than Indigo. 


Erma Kyte told about the only case 
she tonated as yet and which is still un- 
der her care; the sufferer’s ratio was 1 
to 3; he was in such a terrible condition 
that she hesitated to take the case; she 
is now tonating the man with Lemon 
systemic and Magenta on Area 4 and 
he is responding very well. The Presi- 
dent introduced Miss Kyte as having 
been graduated from one of the more 
recent Spectro-Chrome Therapy Classes. 
She stated Miss Kyte (being a shy young 
girl) made the request that she be not 
called on to address the Convention, but, 
the fact that she voluntarily reported 
her first case showed her interest in the 
system. The audience agreed that she 
had done very well and applauded her. 


The afternoon session adjourned at 
Purple 03 Black. 


Second Day Evening Session 


The second day evening session opened 


at Red 00 Black. 


Dinshah P. Ghadiali, Irene Grace Din- 
shah and Kashmira Dinshah, of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute were unanimously re- 
elected as the Board of Trustees for the 
Association. The Trustees were installed 
in office by Dr. Kate W. Baldwin. 


As to the appointment of Vice-Presi- 
dents the President said that Colonel Din- 
shah the third member of the Board of 
Trustees would have to be consulted. Dr. 
Martha J. Peebles said the Vice-Presi- 
dents, according to rules, would have to 
be appointed at the Convention. If this 
were not done, she moved that the Con- 
vention be held as null and void. Where- 
upon, Dr. Kate W. Baldwin said such 
procedure of shutting the meeting down 
would not be proper. There was some 
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discussion and argument between the two 
Vice-Presidents. Dr. Peebles asked if the 
Vice-Presidents were still in office and 
was informed they were. At this time, 
Red 40 Black, to the obvious surprise of 
the assembly, Martha J. Peebles resigned 
Second Vice-Presidentship in the As- 
sociation. The President announced that 
the Board of Trustees accepted the res- 
ignation of Dr. Martha J. Peebles. Dr. 
Baldwin said since there were two of 
the three members of the Board of Trus- 
tees present, it would be in order to ap- 
point the Vice-Presidents. A vote was 
taken and unanimously passed that the 
Vice-Presidents be appointed. 


The Board of Trustees desired to re- 
appoint Dr. Kate W. Baldwin as First 
Vice-President, but, the worthy friend 
gracefully declined acceptance, stating 
it had always been her opinion and she 
had said many times that people should 
not hold an office too many terms; she 
could and would do just as much for the 
Cause as hitherto; she would always be 
our friend. She further stated that there 
were many good, honest Associates just 
as capable to choose from. 


The Board of Trustees then selected 
Bessie A. Hasenau as First Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Association, and Richard E. 
Sandbach Second Vice-President, both of 
whom accepted. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles asked the Presi- 
dent where those two Associates belong- 
ed, where they came from, how they 
would attend Executive Meetings and so 
on. The President replied that Bes- 
sie A. Hasenau is afhliated with the 
First Cleveland Ohio Centre and Richard 
E. Sandbach with the First Philadelphia 
Pennsylvania Centre. Dr. Peebles said 
Cleveland was pretty far off. 


The Vice-Presidents were then install- 
ed in office by the President. 
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Some Associates being present at this 
session, who had not attended the previ- 
ous ones, the President requested Frank 
E. Kaufman, Chairman of the Plan Com- 
mittee in regard to the Plans, to re-read 
all Eight and then to announce the final 
decision of the Committee. This was 
done and Mr. Kaufman said the Com- 
mittee accepted Plan Three, Plan Five 
and Plan One; Plan two and Plan Seven 
were agreed upon favorably insofar as 
the Associates were able to comply. The 
floor was then opened for discussion. As 
there were no further comments or 
views, on motion of Dr. Alice M. Nor- 
ton, seconded by Harriette M. Roberts, 
the final decision of the Plan Committee 
was voted upon and passed unanimously. 


The President thanked Dr. Kate W. 
Baldwin and Dr. Martha J. Peebles for 
their devotion to the Cause and services 
in the past and requested a rising vote of 
thanks in honor of the retired Vice- 
Presidents, which was duly accorded. 


Esther Jennings requested, and a ris- 
ing vote of thanks was given Irene Grace 
Dinshah for her dutiful and able per- 


formances as the new President. 


Dr. Martha J. Peebles said if the As- 
sociates present did not need another 
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Equipment, they might each be able to 
place one with a sufferer. 


The newly installed Vice-Presidents 
Bessie A. Hasenau and Richard E. Sand- 
bach said they would be dutiful and con- 


scientious. 


Kashmira Dinshah said the Associa- 
tion was taking orders for gold or silver 
pins with the Association insignia at 
$2.00 each. If sufficient orders were re- 
ceived they would be manufactured; if 
not, the matter would be held in abey- 
ance until Colonel Dinshah returns. 


There being no further work on the 
program, the Convention was dissolved 
at Orange 18 Black, with invitation to 
visit the Principal Office, the next day, at 
Malaga, N. J. 


After the Convention was dissolved, 
several Associates surrounded the Presi- 
dent’s table and congratulated her and 
the Treasurer-Secretary for the success- 
ful way in which they had conducted the 
meeting through a severe ordeal. It prov- 
ed to them that Spectro-Chrome would 
live beyond the life of the Originator and 
further that it was a work wortay of the 
great efforts put forward to propagate it.

3. It is earnestly requested that no 
matches, drugs or tobacco in any form 
or eatables of any kind, be imported 
and the contents of “Vanity Bags” be 
not used, on the premises of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute.

The response to these notices and 
invitations was encouraging and grati- 
fying. Associates from distant parts 
of the United States of America were 
present to participate in the reunion 
and to greet Dinshah on his obtaining 
freedom. 


The Convention opened at Yellow 
O5 White, on Saturday, March 30, 
1929, in the Auditorium of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute, at Malaga, N. J. 
President Irene Grace Dinshah, having 
resigned the day previous, the Board 
of Trustees had unanimously chosen 
Colonel Dinshah P. Ghadiali, to fill 
the vacancy. Dinshah, therefore, was 
in the chair; the Vice-Presidents 
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Bessie A. Hasenau and Richard Sand- 
bach were engaged in receiving the As- 
sociates. 


First Day Morning Session 


As soon as the gavel knocked, an 
impressive silence pervaded the audi- 
ence. Dinshah played on the organ 
“Invocation To The Benign Master” 
and sang to the Hindustani tune of 
Bhairavi. 


As soon as the song was over, 
Dinshah made a _ short ceremony: 
“Friends, it gives me great pleasure 
to open this new Auditorium, dedicated 
to the service of suffering humanity, 
in the name of Those Benign Masters 
of Occult Wisdom, Whose humble 
messenger and servant I merely am. 
Although I originated Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy and its message was delivered 
by me to the World, its full credit 
should go to Those Grand Masters 
Whose Effulgent Omniscience guided 
me to evolve the Light of Precision 
from the Chaos in Therapeutics. 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy is the result 
of the untiring efforts of devoted souls, 
of ages past and I esteem it an honor 
to be the culminating entity for final 
presentation. I declare this Auditor- 
ium now open for service and you 
have recess of five minutes, to become 
acquainted with the new premises.” 


The Auditorium is fifty feet long 
and forty feet wide, with a double 
enclosed entrance, to keep out the 
wintry breezes. The entrance is on 
the East side, the speaker facing the 
East, from the platform, which is forty 
feet long and fifteen feet wide. On the 
ceiling is suspended a duplex dissolving 
view projector, for throwing diagrams 
on a screen twelve feet away, behind 
the speaker. It is a singular piece of 
apparatus, designed to avoid having 
the projector on the platform obstruct- 
ing the free view and impeding the 
speaker. A similar housing suspends 


the special three-color projector built 
by Dinshah; there is nothing to strain 
the necks of the audience, because, the 
four main beams are hung on trestles, 
supported by the roof and the Audi- 
torium thus, has no pillars, which ar- 
rangement makes it convenient and 
imposing. To facilitate vision, the floor 
is slanted, which gives another ad- 


vantage. 


At the back of the platform, is 
located the large double console organ 
by Mason and Hamlin, blown by a 
powerful electric motor. The mercury 
vapor Cooper-Hewitt Lamp for demon- 
stration of Fraunhofer Lines in the 
Spectrum, is hung on the right side 
of the speaker. The glass case con- 
taining the numerous surgical instru- 
ments, styled by Dinshah, “The Grave 
of Surgery,” meets the eye of the 
visitor on entering the hall. On one 
side of the platform is a glass case 
containing the valuable Element Tubes 
and such other apparati; on another 
side 1s a similar case with prisms and 
optical instruments. The right and 
left of the platform are arranged to 
open into the wings of the main build- 
ing; therein much of the X-Ray and 
High Tension machinery as well as 
the High Frequency apparati are 
housed, obviating the necessity of 
moving the tables for experimental 
work, during the teaching of a class. 


The Associates went over the plant. 
The new Resident Quarters too, inter- 
ested them. Each room is commodious 
and airy and has a bath room and 
toilet attached. The “squatter” sys- 
tem instead of the usual plumbing 
fixtures drew their attention; this is 
a sanitary system and removes the 
chance of the physical body coming 
into contact with any part of the fix- 
ture, the flush being operated by the 
pressure of a foot. 


The kitchen is fitted with a new 
electric range of 13,600 watts, with 
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automatic cookers for preparing vege- 
tarian meals for about a hundred per- 
sons. The hot water is supplied night 
and day, by an electric heater, fitted 
with thermostatic control, the water 
being taken from a driven well under- 
ground, by a turbine pump. The 
heating is done by electrically regulated 
Quiet May Oil Burners, installed by 
John E. Watson, of Woodstown, N. J.; 
thus, the entire system worked by elec- 
tricity forms an up-to-date equipment 
insuring comfort with convenience. 


The main power supply of 4,000 
volts taken from the High Tension 
Lines of the Atlantic City Electric 
Company, enters through a trans- 
former of 50,000 watts, the basement 
of the Research Laboratory of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute. It is thence dis- 
tributed through a 14 feet main 
switchboard to the different points, for 
the supply of heat, light and power. 


In speaking of this equipment, The 
Pitman Grove Review, of Pitman, N. 
J., dated Wednesday, April 3, 1929, 
commented as follows :— 


“Local Contractor John F. Albers, 
is now installing one of the largest 
Hot Point Electric ranges and water 
heaters made by the General Electric 
Company, at the Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute, at Malaga, N. J. 


The above merchandise is being fur- 
nished by the Atlantic City Electric 
Company, distributors for Hot Point 
equipment. 


The service and meter board neces- 
sary for this and other equipment is 
one of the largest installations in this 
section. 


Col. Dinshah firmly believes in 
everything electrical, having one 13,- 
600 watt Hot Point Range, one 7,500 
watt range, one 5,000 watt water 
heater, three electric-driven oil burners, 


three electric-driven water pumps, 
many motors, projecting machines, 
testing equipment of all kinds, fur- 
nishing plenty of light around the 
whole property. 


He also is expecting to install a 
large beacon light for aviators and a 
completely-lighted landing field.” 


After the short recess the Conven- 
tion reassembled and the Minutes of 
the last Annual Convention (the 
Seventh) were presented as printed in 
the Red to Violet 1928 issue of 
Ppectto--Chrome, volume 6, numbers 

to ¥. 


Proposed by Bessie A. Hasenau, 
seconded by Clara Sandbach that the 
said Minutes be accepted as correct. 
The President in putting it to the 
vote, said that in the printed Minutes, 
his Annual Address was purposely 
omitted, because, it was against the 
prison rules to allow any matter to be 
sent out by a prisoner for publication 
and that he had pledged his word of 
honor last year, not to publish it, till 
he was out. Being now free, he was 
at liberty to publish it and that part 
would therefore appear in the present 
Convention records. It was as 
follows :— 


Annual Address of the President of 
Spectro-Chrome Institute 


American Association of Spectro- 
Chrome Therapists 


In Seventh Convention Assembled. 
My Esteemed And Beloved Associates : 


1. That on the Seventh Step of our 
collaboration, some unusual phenome- 
non should occur was expected, but, 
my being imprisoned at such juncture 
was unthought. 


2. However, for me, “fron Bars 
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do not a prison make,” as my physical 
emotional and mental healths are abso- 
lutely unchanged, the powers energiz- 
ing me through life being still the 
same, if not more. 


3. This day, as I write, I complete 
54 years on the Physical Plane, in this 
dncarnation, according to the Zoroas- 
trian Calendar; on the 28th current, 
when this message will be delivered 
unto you, I shall complete that age 
according to the Solar calculation. I 
have many more yet to pass for your 
service—human service—and am 
looking forward to that time when 
having duly accomplished my Masters’ 
mission, I may not be needed on the 
Physical Plane. His orders shall be 
obeyed at all costs. 


4. What glory do I see for Spectro- 
Chrome! This Science Of Therapeu- 
tical Precision is the heritage of 
humanity’s most precious evolution. It 
is incomparable, unrefutable, unchange- 
able, unchallengeable—it is destined to 
be the uplifter of the entire race and 
the uprooter of the false gods who have 
been for 6,000 years exacting the 
homage of the suffering humanity. It 
will outlive all! 


5. We had our First Convention in 
1921; within three years from its 
origination in 1920, the banner of 
Spectro-Chrome had waved from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific Coast, unop- 
posed and successful. We started with 
a single room office in New York, N. 
Y., to-day we have an organized work- 
ing institution of learning, occupying 
over 23 Acres. This was accomplished 
by dint of tremendous labor, persever- 
ance and expenditure of all our earn- 
ings for propaganda. The Originator 
and his family were content to live in 
the simplest quarters, spending less 
than $1,000 per year for their personal 
needs. 


6. During that quick expansion and 


success, just as I had laid by several 
thousand dollars to establish the Plant 
on the Malaga, N. J., estate, came into 
our life an entity from Portland, 
Oregon, which in 1925, schemed 
through the Octopus and other power- 
ful organizations my ruin, financial 
and otherwise and well-nigh succeeded 
in wiping out my name, family and 
work. To save our noble cause cost 
me over $25,000; my savings were 
lost, all plans for furtherance were 
shattered, my liberty was jeopardized, 
my reputation suffered in all directions 
and the waves of prosperity for the 
Institute turned into storms of debts. 


7. I need not defend myself or 
my motives; you who know me and 
have worked with me, fully cognize 
my integrity of purpose and undivided 
faithfulness to my duties and obliga- 
tions. I need no defense or defender ; 
my conscience has nothing to answer 
or defend in the immutable laws of 
Occult Philosophy and though branded 
by the decree of the august Govern- 
ment of the United States, I shall 
continue to face you and the World 
without any fear or shame; in my 
sentence and consequent disgrace, the 
glory of America for ever shall stand 
disgraced and fallen. 


8. The inventions of the Itisometer 
and the Sympathometer were the re- 
sults of ceaseless labor and large ex- 
penses; however, the calamity wiped 
out every available resource and over 
$20,000 had to be borrowed to fulfill 
the Leases of the Institute and fill the 
deficit. All Itisometer orders were 
delivered and building the new Sym- 
pathometer commenced. 


9. When I took the Sympathometer 
orders last year, there was strong ex- 
pectation that the learned judges of 
the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
would see through the deliberate per- 
jury and reverse the conviction; but, 
that tribunal ruled against me on the 
absurd ground of “mesmeric coritro!” 
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and piled on me further loss. 


10. At such critical moment, all my 
lawyers deserted me after draining me 
dry ; I had no means left to hire others ; 
all talked in $5,000 and $10,000 terms 
and no guarantee or certainty of the 
issues. Money was pouring out and 
I was earning nothing but distraction 
in mind. I was faced with the alterna- 
tive of either losing the entire Insti- 
tute’s resources or losing my liberty for 
want of money; I chose to lose my 
neck to save the Institute—my pet life- 
work of Spectro-Chrome and cut out 
all legal expenses by taking the reins of 
the case in my hands and dispensing 
with the legal sharks. Would that I 
had never employed a lawyer and 
fought myself from the start! 


11. I was already very heavily obli- 
gated; a beloved friend had put up 
security to cover my Appeal Bond of 
$10,000; I had to borrow $9,000 here 
and more there to keep up the over- 
head expenses; it was all going out 
and not much coming in; I leave you 
to judge what my darling wife and 
sweet daughter were living on when I 
say that since the case started they did 
not have even a new suit of dress; 
many of you who saw my white 
jackets in the classwork would judge 
of my own “extravagance.” We did 
it gladly and without grumble ; we were 
bound to our duty unflinchingly. 


12. The Secret Organization that 
was one of the corrupt means employed 
to encompass my destruction, being 
finally convinced of my innocence, tried 
hard to interest its Headquarters in 
Georgia: but, to protect their so-called 
‘National Policies,” their Washington, 
D. C. Chief Counselor refused to inter- 
cede with the U. S. Attorney General, 
although he believed that justice had 
miscarried. He pushed me out of his 
office—helpless ; the air around me as 
it were went dark before me; I saw 
my doom approaching, when an etheric 


hand guided me to the Headquarters 
of the Department of Justice, on a 
Saturday afternoon. 


13. I succeeded in getting exceed- 
ingly courteous, sympathetic and 
human hearing from the responsible 
high officers of the department ; except 
the Hon. Attorney General himself, I 
met practically all those who could 
help me solve the tangle, until I reached 
the Pardon Attorney James A. Finch, 
who was struck at the serious outlook 
of the case; he read the important 
Affidavits printed in “Railroading A 
Citizen” ; he went over the two volumes 
and the whole Transcript of Record. 
He was determined to investigate fully 
and give me justice. He asked to pro- 
duce the persons who had sworn the 
Affidavits ; I visited him 14 times in 
all and each time he gave very long and 
patient interviews. I took there by 
automobiles witnesses from Florida 
and New York, involving large ex- 
penses and much loss of time and 
energy. Even the negro friend of the 
Complaining witness testified before 
him in my favor; deliberate perjury 
was clearly brought out; the Pardon 
Attorney spent much time on the case, 
to fathom it. 


14. Meanwhile, the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals had rejected my 
Petition For Rehearing, in San Fran- 
cisco, California. I petitioned that 
Court to grant me permission for a 
Writ of Certiorari to the U. S. 
Supreme Court and to stay the Man- 
date. Such permission being graci- 
ously given, I went to Washington, D. 
C. and petitioned the U. S. Supreme 
Court for final redress. 


15. The Annual Convention of the 
Octopus Trust, assembled in Wash- 
ington, D. C. on May 12, 1927; two 
days later, the august tribunal of equal 
justice to the rich and poor which 
holds the scales of the Blind Goddess, 
denied my Petition, without giving me 
hearing | 
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16. The Mandate was handed by 
the Circuit Court of Appeals to the 
Trial Court; the Trial Judge refused 
intervention; by order issued by the 
Department of Justice, the U. S. Dis- 
trict Attorney in Portland, Oregon, 
held the Mandate from entry. I re- 
quested the Pardon Attorney to pre- 
vent my incarceration in McNeil Island 
by transferring the order to Atlanta, 
Georgia. This was done and a few 
days later, the Commitment Order was 
signed and Oregon ordered me to sur- 
render voluntarily to the U. S. Marshal 
in Atlanta, Ga., by or before June 10, 
1927. 


17. The death knell was rung to 
finish my career, but the good Pardon 
Attorney ‘was still investigating. I 
wired the Trial Judge to put me on 
probation; he rejected my Petition. 
The U. S. District Attorney denied my 
right to any Executive Clemency. The 
Pardon Attorney was not satisfied 
though with their denials and just the 
time when I was to surrender, a 
Respite of 60 days was granted by 
the Hon. President Calvin Coolidge to 
keep me out. 


18. JI was temporarily saved, but, 
that started me thinking as to what 
would support my family should the 
worst happen. After due delibera- 
tion, I decided to establish properly 
equipped Resident quarters and enlarge 
my lecturing facilities. It put the In- 
stitute into further obligations, but, it 
was to be a profitable project to save 
the situation. 


19. I desire to leave this subject 
here and go back to the time when I 
started on my disastrous tour to Port- 
land, Oregon in April, 1925. Upto 
that time, the Institute was clear of any 
considerable debts; there was a busi- 
ness loan of $5,000 on a Note in the 
hands of our Bank, but, when I was 
tried and sentenced the quick financial 
needs necessitated further support. 
While the former transaction was 


secured by a mortgage on the estate, 
the Bank now wanted the Deed of the 
whole property for securing a loan 
of $10,000. I gave it—there was no 
other way. 


20. This Note was repeatedly re- 
newed ; a year later, the Circuit Court 
of Appeals confirmed my sentence just 
as the Note was due for payment on 
February 21, 1927. The Bank served 
its Notice on February 17, 1927 that 
its Board refused renewal and asked 
for satisfaction. If I should not pay 
$10,055 within the four days, the Bank 
insisted on eviction, putting the Insti- 
tute out of the premises by right of 
possession. 


21. I faced a veritable impossibility. 
I held an urgent consultation with all 
the members of the Chief Executive 
Council. You will remember the regu- 
lation we approved of last year about 
the consolidation of all the funds of 
the Association. That foresight came 
to our rescue. A kind friend loaned 
$6,000 for 12 months on a Second 
mortgage, there being already a First 
mortgage of $7,500 on the estate; a 
three year Third mortgage was taken 
by the Association at the usual 6%, as 
an investment of idle funds, for $4,000 
and once more the property of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute was in its own name. 


22. The 60 days of Respite passed 
and President Calvin Coolidge granted 
another Respite of 30 days. I was 
being eaten up by tortures, financial 
and mental, yet, I kept on with my 
services to mankind, the Institute and 
the Association. The expansion and 
future provisioning needed voluminous 
expenses, but, I dared not stop the 
work. I realized keenly what it was 
to maintain my honor and reputation 
for integrity unsullied. I could not 
throw up my hands and dishonor my 
Leases with my Associates. The Presi- 
dent of the United States and the 
Pardon Attorney as well as the U. S. 
Attornev General were out of the citv 
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on their vacations and just as I thought 
I should receive a favorable termina- 
tion, the papers pertaining to my 
pardon went before Acting Attorney 
General Hon. George Farnum. A 
legal cog in the intricate machinery of 
Justice missed its mesh and over the 
signature “Sargent” came a thunder- 
bolt of a telegram denying submission 
of my Application For Executive 
‘Clemency to President Coolidge. A 
day later, my Respite expired. I 
pleaded for reconsideration of the 
adverse decision, but, instead of receiv- 
ing a reply, I was arrested by two U. 
S. Marshals from my lecture room, on 
Saturday afternoon of September 10, 
1927, on a Warrant as a “fugitive from 
justice!” I was taken to the Mercer 
County Jail in Trenton, N. J., whence 
I was removed three days later and 
transported to the U. S. Penitentiary 
in Atlanta, Georgia, absolutely unpre- 
pared and penniless. I am now there 
working in the Power House. 


23. My imprisonment cut off at one 
blow practically the entire revenue of 
the Institute. To benefit my Gradu- 
ates, I had signed the Integrity Policies 
preventing the sale or lease of any 
Equipment to the non-Associate and 
the denial of all services of the Insti- 
tute to the general public. Though 
facing dire consequences, I am main- 
taining the Integrity Policies inviolate. 
Everything may be destroyed, but, my 
word of honor must stand. The past 
can not be recalled, the present is 
keeping me behind bars and for the 
shaping of the future, I am held re- 
sponsible by The Benign Masters 
Whose message Spectro-Chrome Ther- 
apy is and of Whose Sacred Trust I 
am the repository. I must not fail. 


24. Beset with numerous unex- 
pected difficulties, surrounded by losses 
of all kinds, I endeavored hard by 
constant prayer and concentration to 
seek the right way out. On October 1, 
1927, Saturday night, I received my 
response from Those Who Know 


Better, commanding me to “leave the 
United States for India,” if certain 
plans of mine should fail to materialize 
or my supporters and friends should 
turn their back on my work at this 
critical juncture. This address is in 
obedience to that order. There is no 
middle way with the Lords of Karma. 
It is either Yes or No. Spectro- 
Chrome Therapy depends on Spectro- 
Chrome Institute and our Association 
depends on the maintenance of the 
system intact. I need not remind that 
the future of our Cause depends solely 
on the prosperity of the Institute; the 
Association is a creation of the Insti- 
tute and its policies are subservient to 
those of the Institute. It is the labor 
of the devoted workers of the Insti- 
tute that gave life to and keeps alive 
our Association, the interests of the 
two being mutual. I therefore ap- 
proach you, the representative com- 
ponents of the great Cause of Thera- 
peutical Emancipation to come to the 
rescue in this hour of peril. 


25. Notwithstanding all the annoy- 
ances and losses I passed through in 
this year, see what actual work was 
put in! The total number of Associ- 
ates which was 259 then, is now 281, 
an increase of 22; the total of our 
funds then was $853.39; now it stands 
at $6019.66. This in spite of the ces- 
sation of our Centres in Portland, 
Oregon and Seattle, Washington, both 
of which neither sent any reports nor 
the funds and will have to be disci- 
plined to recover the Association prop- 
erty they are unlawfully holding back. 


26. To add to my hardships, many 
of those who subscribed for a Sym- 
pathometer, are canceling their order 
and demanding prompt repayment of 
their money. Under the Lease terms, 
though immune from legal complica- 
tions, the pure name and high ethics 
for which the Institute is justly re- 
spected impose a duty that such repay- 
ment be granted. The final model is 
actually ready in the factory; it was 
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tested for months for accuracy and 
found perfect, but, until I am out of 
jail, the delivery can not be made, be- 
cause, none else except myself knows 
the standardization of the astronomical 
details. Forget not, dear friends, for 
a moment, that I am a Federal Pris- 
oner, a convict, a felon, a man without 
even citizenship rights under the laws 
of this country. While I am active as 
ever mentally, I am restricted on the 
Physical Plane by the powers that are 
on the Physical Plane. It was for 
such and other cogent reasons that I 
resigned as your President and left 
the control to the Board Of Trustees 
to do the right. 


27. I am—we are—fighting the 
biggest battle ever waged against the 
Forces Of Evil controlling human 
lives and human health. They control 
large resources, untold millions of 
dollars and immeasurable influence. to 
do what they please. We are a small, 
humbke, struggling few trying to save 
true spirit of the Brotherhood of Man, 
by sacrificial services. Either we keep 
on, or we stop; and if you wish to 
stop, it is necessary that I know your 
wishes promptly, so I may take the 
steps proper to save a financial disaster 
which may perhaps land my family 
into the cold streets and destroy the 
reputation of the Institute. 


28. I believe firmly however, that 
you, one and all, sincerely wish me to 
carry on the noble work, until the 
desired goal is reached. It needs 
money—cold solid cash. It needs as 
much money as each can spare, afford 
or float. I ask for no gifts, presents, 
contributions or donations ; I positively 
will accept no such propositions. I 
must have money to keep the Institute 
alive and must plan the future long 
ahead—long before I leave this peni- 
tentiary. If you wish to co:operate 
with me as your teacher and guide in 
Spectro-Chrome, you will have to agree 
to one or several of the plans outlined 
herein. No other way appears feasible 


or meritorious or which I can agree 
to without sacrificing my honor and 
principles and that never will be. The 
Masters have spoken their command 
and it has to be obeyed by me. On 
January 11 of next year, 1928, I enter 
upon the 21st year of my departure 
from the land of birth. The three 
cycles of 7 piled on my head enough 
troubles to crush a less dominant soul, 
but, I am still as vigorous in every 
way and with your kind backing and 
co:operation am able and willing to 
face all that may come hereafter. 
Without you, I refuse to stay in this 
country and shall seek other fields of 
activity, to fulfill my destiny and work 
for humanity. 


29. Spectro-Chrome Institute as it 
stands today, is a living proof of our 
labors, a silent monument of what it 
can be if saved now from destruction. 
It is a potential university of learning 
and healing, saving the lives of the 
coming generations for ages untold. A 
few years only and it will be given 
the homage of the whole World, scien- 
tific and otherwise. I know its future 
and have no worry about that; my 
worry 1s only of today. What I gave 
the World in the past is nothing to 
what I have in me to give in the near 
future, but, with frozen large assets 
and without working capital, the in- 
evitable ruin of the Institute will take 
place, if I slip a single step. 


30. I can not in that crash involve 
my friends from whom I borrowed 
and who look to me for payment. 
While I gave all I had to America, you 
know what America gave me and where 
she put me. Yet, 1928 is a banner 
year for me and I expect to be with 
you then for a special session. Save 
meanwhile our Alma Mater, our Insti- 
tute, our seat of future happiness, our 
dear ones who have toiled for you 
without any compensation except 
friendship. I care nothing for myself, 
because, the august Government is 
liberally caring for me, but, my 
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thoughts are only for those whom I 
left on the outside, the sharers of my 
sorrows, for joys I had none to offer 
them at any time. 


31. I now place before you the 
Plans for securing the fulfillment of 
the objects sought and ask for your 
consideration. 


PLAN First 


Each of you buy at least One Hun- 
dred Dollars of the 8% Preferred 
Stock of the Institute. You may pay 
so much down and the balance in about 
three months. Thus, the Institute will 
have ample working capital provided to 
carry on the work and also relieve the 
pressing needs. It will be a good in- 
vestment. 


PLaNn SECOND 


Each of you lease at least One extra 
Equipment either for your use or sub- 
lease to a sufferer. Use your surplus 
cash for this purpose. To encourage 
you, the Institute agrees hereby to 
lease such Equipments at a 10% re- 
duction during the current year, 1927. 


PLAN THIRD 


Your Secretary has worked hard till 
now without any compensation. Under 
Article 36, the Chief Executive Council 
could have given her the reasonable 
sum of say $25.00 per week, for cleri- 
cal services during the last nearly three 
years. The Institute has taken care of 
all her requirements and of course will 
take care of in the future. However, 
it would be within the By-Laws, if 
the Chief Executive Council gave her 
the sum of $3,900.00 for past services 
and also $25.00 per week for the 
future. Such procedure would relieve 
the Third Mortgage for the Institute, 
which might be introduced as a condi- 
tion for her past services, the future 
going to her in full rights. This will 
be payable as clerical services. 


PLAN FourRTH 


I have acted in a similar honorary 
way, as your President till now; a 
similar compensation at this time may 
smooth many matters; the future may 
be given to your new President by 
changing the By-Laws. Please remem- 
ber that the Chief Executive Council 
has all this power unthout asking you, 
but, I am proving to you our sincerity 
and faithfulness by putting the matter 
for your approval, without setting 
precedent or prejudice. 


PLAN FIFTH 


You may voice your approval to 
allowing the Institute to be given loans 
at 6 per cent interest, from the 
Treasury of the Association. This 
will be a good feature, as, soon the 
Annual Dues being collected it will 
release a sum of money for tiding 
over a part of the difficulties, until 
better times arrive. 


PLAN SIXTH 


Take steps to purchase the entire 
Spectro-Chrome Institute and run it 
yourselves. For years, the exemplary 
strictly disciplinarian business methods 
of the Institute, have given rise to 
grumbles in certain quarters. Here is 
your opportunity to do better. Collect 
capital enough to support my family’s 
needs till I am released from prison; 
give us only $20,000.00 to pay for our 
emigration costs and the like; provide 
a reasonable Indemnity Bond that you 
will not sell the property or Spectro- 
Chrome to the Octopus Trust or other- 
wise and I shall turn over the full 
rights, titles, property, trade marks, 
copyrights, patents, everything as is 
and leave the United States without 
any delay. If any one or you can do 
better than my family and I did, I am 
ready to sacrifice my interests for the 
benefit of the World. 


PLAN SEVENTH 
The Institute has Resident Quarters, 
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where proper food and tonation are 
given at reasonable cost. Send suffer- 
ers who need such care and for whom 
you may have no facilities, to the In- 
stitute. If you will take a little trouble 
to do only this, very soon the tangles 
will all straighten out, without your 
spending a dollar. 


Pitan E1IcHtH 


Should you faz to agree on any one 
or more of the stated seven plans, then, 
the only and final course rests with 
me exclusively. To pay off the liabili- 
ties and obligations of the Institute, in 
an honorable manner, to save my 
reputation and fulfill my promises, I 
must sell off the Real Estate of the 
Corporation, pay off the Mortgages 
and debts, disbanding all expansions 
and removing all the heavy machinery 
through quick sale from the premises. 
Then, should I see the daylight again, 
I may start the battle of life over 
again ; otherwise, it could not be done. 
Until I am released from incarceration, 
my family will conduct the business in 
that case from some small quarters; 
afterwards, I shall provide suitably 
for the maintenance of the leases and 
the like and shall leave this country 
which disowned me. It is left up to 
your judgment and discretion to ap- 
prove and indicate your wishes. I 
suggest nothing, enforce nothing; I 
did my duty, may you do yours as con- 
scientiously. 


32. A few words now in regard to 
my most worthy colleagues on the 
Chief Executive Council. Our First 
Vice-President Kate W. Baldwin, per- 
formed her duties since the year of 
her joining, very devotedly; I doubt 
whether there could be any better; 
she stood by me through my hard- 
ships like a true friend and I express 
to her my sincere and cordial thanks. 
Similar expression of my best regards 
I offer the Second Vice-President 
Martha J. Peebles, who helped the 
Cause in many ways during the past. 


33. However, in completing our 
Seven Year Cycle, I find that our 
future work lies in a slightly different 
direction. I know positively that the 
medical profession and Spectro- 
Chrome never will go together; it is 
to be a survival of the fitter and Spec- 
tro-Chrome must win by placing “A 
Spectro-Chrome, In Every Home.” 
My plans for this are matured and I 
am taking all precautions and steps to 
save embarrassment to those beloved 
friends who are connected with the 
Octopus Trust while giving us their 
level best. The work of my Institute 
is for human service and the Institute 
will not hereafter receive as its student 
anyone connected with that ruinous 
Trust. This step is vital to the safety 
of my mission and will prove highly 


beneficial to the lay practitioner, avoid- 


ing all confusion of ideas, views, 
therapies and consequent production of 
complications. Later, the same will 
apply to all other healing systems, leav- 
ing the field of Spectro-Chrome for 
exclusive services. It will benefit you. 


34. I can not close this address 
without speaking about two others; 
I allude to my wife Irene and daughter 
Kashmira. I beseech you to give your 
new President Irene your undivided 
loyalty. If America gave me nothing 
else than this girl, who was instrumen- 
tal in bringing to life my three sons, 
then, I say may America live and be 
blessed for ever. Irene is a darling 
sweet wife and a devoted mother and 
I feel sure that she will prove a love- 
able and firm-minded President of our 
Association. Kashmira has given me 
the most dutiful assistance since her 
youngest days and has suffered with 
me all the privations and miseries. My 
heart is sad that she has had no time 
in working for Spectro-Chrome to use 
her life for more profitable develop- 
ment. She is the light of my eyes and 
if something be done to encourage her 
to keep to her task, it will be warmly 
appreciated. I thank cordially both 
these colleagues for their love, patience 
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and devotion. 


35. In conclusion, I ask you to give 
your very concentrated attention to 
this message which will be delivered 
through the mouth of your Secretary 
who will represent me. She knows 
what my instructions are and has my 
confidence. Appoint a “Plan Commit- 
tee” of Seven Associates to go over this 
matter thoroughly and render a re- 
port to you tomorrow. Then, thrash 
out the whole in the Convention care- 
fully. Make your decision by usual 
vote and let me know through the 
Board of Trustees. I shall act accord- 
ingly as is fit. 


36. I bow to the Divine Will and 
the Laws of Karma. I bow to the 
command of The Benign Masters of 
Occult Wisdom Whose Effulgent 
Radiant Powers made me the humble 
messenger of Spectro-Chrome. I bow 
to you. 


37. I have gone through my acid 
test and survived it; I shall emerge 
from incarceration a stronger and more 
powerful individual—stronger than 
ever in my faith, better in every way to 
serve you and mankind for decades to 
come. It is left to you to prove your 
loyalty and steadfastness to the Cause 
by staying at the helm of public service. 
The World needs you and Spectro- 
Chrome; if you will stand your acid 
test in this emergency, this Convention 
may safely be styled the “Victory Con- 
vention”—the evil forces will have been 
conquered. 


38. <A timely warning from One 
Who Knows. The Institute has Sub- 
lease Form for Self-Use of Equip- 
ment. I urge you to follow that system 
rigidly to escape spite work of the 
Octopus, to avoid “tonation” techni- 
calities. 


_39._ A request is made for you to 
visit Malaga, N. J., on Wednesday, 


the 30th current and look at your 
Spectro-Chrome Institute; you will be 
amazed and delighted. 


40. Under Prison Regulations, I 
am not allowed to write for publica- 
tion; hence, our monthly Spectro- 
Chrome will have to wait until I am 
out. 


41. <A few words to those who are 
looking forward to the Post-Graduate 
Courses. They will have one impor- 
tant requirement as qualification for 
enrollment; the Applicant shall have 
adhered strictly to the dietetic system 
of Spectro-Chrome Therapy to receive 


consideration. Begin now if you did 
not before. 
42. The outcome of this Seventh 


Convention will have a wide influence 
on the future of the Healing Art. It 
will also test our stability after my 
death ; there is a deeper import in all 
this ; you may learn it later. Use your 
discretion ; prove our strength. 


43. My liberty can be easily se- 
cured, if someone by proper means 
may prevail upon the Hon. President 
Calvin Coolidge to request the Attorney 
General of the United States to submit 
my papers to him. Before being im- 
prisoned, I completed all the volumi- 
nous preparations for that purpose and 
left them with the Department of 
Justice in Washington, D. C. Is there 
any among you who will do this great 
service? Single-handed, I finished my 
work; can you and will you all jointly 
find a channel to see the President ? 

44. I have spoken; though physi- 
cally 1,000 miles away, I am with you 
—tright here—otherwise. I am follow- 
ing your steps; the All-Seeing Eye of 
Heaven is watching me and I am 
watching your welfare. May we soon 
be joined in the furtherance of the 
only cause worth living for in the 
World—unselfish service to humanity. 
Peace and happiness to you, my dear 
friends ; may all jov be vours according 
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to merits ; may the same good thoughts 
follow our opponents.

The minutes were unanimously ac- 
cepted. 


Reports of the First Philadelphia 
Pennsylvania Centre and the First 
Vineland New Jersey Centre were 
read and accepted. A rising vote of 
honor, in silence was accorded to the 
memory of Josephine B. Twichell, 
Eleanor Holwick, Oscar Hesse and 
other associates who died during the 
preceding year. 


Drs. Nissin S. Hanoka and Simon 
Weissburg spoke about the First New 
York New York Centre and regretted 
that the conditions around New York 
hampered the progress of Spectro- 
Chrome Therapy. 


Dr. Kate W. Baldwin said there 
was no system equal to Spectro- 
Chrome, but; it had to be used ac- 
cording to technique; it was necessary 
to use horse sense; the Itisometer was 
a marvelous instrument: she had 
an eye case in which the Itisometer 
persistently indicated that the Red At- 
tuned Color Wave should be used; 
she hesitated; finally, she used it and 
the disorder disappeared; she would 
not do without the Itisometer ; she sug- 
gested every Spectro-Chrome Thera- 
pist should have an Itisometer. 


T. Bayard Brunt said that Spectro- 
Chrome needed a leader; in every 
Centre there was need of a leader; 
during the absence of Colonel Dinshah, 
the Associates were left without gui- 
dance and Dr. Kate W. Baldwin’s as- 
sistance at such time was very helpful. 


Dr. Charles Grapek stated that he 


did not push Spectro-Chrome much, 
because, he did not see his way clear 
to getting supplies, if anything hap- 
pened to the Originator ; it was no use 
creating a following in such Case. 


Dinshah said that such contingency 
was provided against and that the busi- 
ness of Spectro-Chrome Institute 
would go on even after his death. 


After a few casual suggestions, the 
Convention adjourned till Blue 00 
Black. 


First Day Afternoon Session 


The Convention reassembled at Blue 
10 Black. This session being open to 
invited guests, the Auditorium was 
full. Many cases were introduced per- 
sonally by the Spectro-Chrome Thera- 
pists attending them. The interest of 
the audience did not flag for a moment 
and all enjoyed the information given. 


The President greeted the guests on 
behalf of the Association, thanking 
them for their presence and introduced 
as the first speaker of the afternoon, 
Dr. Kate W. Baldwin. He extolled 
her services to the cause, her steadfast 
adherence to Spectro-Chrome and the 
good work she did among sufferers. 
She was given enthusiastic applause. 


Dr. Baldwin spoke at length of the 
benefits of Spectro-Chrome, even in 
surgery—constructive surgery. The 
bones healed quicker, post-surgical 
complications being also avoided and 
the formation of harmful adhesions 
was rendered less likely. One doctor 
wants Spectro-Chrome used to prevent 
adhesions. 


Ruth Sinclair spoke of a case of a 
boy, corroborating the facts. 


Esther Jennings introduced one of 
the sufferers under her care; she was 
Mabel McCullough of 17. She was in 
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bed for 6 years; could not help her- 
self; she could not turn over in bed; 
was like a newborn infant; she had 
what they joked as “sleeping sickness 
of a waking kind”; weighed only 60 
pounds when Mrs. Jennings took her ; 
she was then not digesting much food; 
was restless 24 hours of the day. Now, 
after a few months of Spectro-Chrome 
care and food she ate well, slept with 
comfort and talked some; _ her 
Backelim was in order; she walked 
some too; her weight went to 86 pound 
Mabel was “put through the steps” by 
Esther Jennings, who gave much credit 
to the guidance given her by Kate 
Baldwin. The case was listened to and 
Mabel’s talk and walk observed with 
rapt attention by the audience. The 
Association extended a hearty vote of 
thanks to Esther Jennings. Mrs. Jen- 
nings also reported the case of a girl 
who was pronounced by the Medical 
Doctors as having a “leaky heart.” 
Under the Magenta, this case was 
brought to normalcy by Spectro- 
Chrome, the ache in her joints, the rash 
on her body and other conditions which 
kept her out of school disappearing 
quickly, 


Dr. Nissin S. Hanoka introduced 
a sufferer Zelda Hananel of about 5. 
This girl had fever two years ago and 
in five days five Medical Doctors were 
called to care for her; they did not 
know what the illness was and the girl 
was bedridden with infantile paralysis. 
Nissin S. Hanoka undertook the case 
and in about two months, the girl be- 
gan to walk around, thanks to Spectro- 
Chrome. Zelda was asked to walk 
and she moved about to the applause of 
those present. The parents of the girl 
are staunchly for Spectro-Chrome. 


Mrs. Ida Souder introduced the case 
of her son William of 21. He had a 
partly collapsed right lung, was suffer- 
ing seriously from pulmonary phthisis 
three years ago and was sent to the 
New Jersey State Sanatarium. He had 
23 hemorrhages of 8 to 10 ounces of 
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blood each time and even with 20 
enemas his bowels could not be brought 
into action. His father pleaded with 
Colonel Dinshah, to receive the boy 
under the care of Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute on the opening of the Resident 
Quarters of the school. On July 4, 
1927, William Souder was brought in- 
to Spectro-Chrome Institute, in a hope- 
less state. The Medical Doctors of the 
sanatarium had given the father to 
understand that the boy would not live 
three weeks. When William was taken 
out of the automobile and placed on a 
chair, he crumpled onto the floor. 
Dinshah received him, after sizing the 
gravity of the situation, at Turquoise 
OO Black and promptly used Spectro- 
Chrome measures. Within one hour 
and a half, the boy sat up in bed and 
by four hours had Backelim. Soon 
after, he ate a hearty meal and the 
next day went downstairs to dine! On 
Monday July 11, 1927, just a week 
after admission to the Resident 
Quarters, William Souder joined the 
46th class in Spectro-Chrome Therapy 
and graduated with his mother in due 
course!!! 


While William was studying, the 
Medical Doctor of the Sanatarium 
called to see him and was surprised to 
find William in the class; he could 
hardly believe his eyes when he saw 
William’s right lung, which was form- 
erly partly collapsed, breathing nor- 
mally! He admitted he did not com- 
prehend what did it, but, the fact was 
there. William is still alive. 


Dr. Emma Gabriel spoke of a boy 
who went through an automobile ac- 
cident and had infection; he was under 
Spectro-Chrome 24 hours of the day. 
Mrs. Agnes Russell, his mother spoke 
at length, how it was a case for a 
surgeon; the boy recovered. 


Jokes were cracked about Spectro- 
Chrome abscesses being broken with 
Spectro-Chrome. Esther Jennings 
described a case of abscess. 
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Dr. Welcome A. Hanor said he was 
about the only Medical Doctor of 
twenty who graduated in Spectro- 
Chrome, from the class in Bradford, 
Pa. He spoke of the valuable aid 
Spectro-Chrome was; he described a 
case of a woman who was discharg- 
ing from ankle to hip and had no re- 
lief for 10 years; 12 tonations of 
Spectro-Chrome restored her to nor- 
malcy. 


Allusion was made about the Resi- 
dent Quarters of Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute. Here, the sufferers were taken 
in hand under exclusive Spectro- 
Chrome methods and restored to equili- 
brium in very short time; the rate was 
moderate; only $35.00 a week and no 
extras, tips or gratuities. 


Dr. Margaret Morris spoke of the 
wonderful relief Spectro-Chrome gave 
in her broken ankle case; stayed day 
and night under Attuned Clor Waves ; 
son was furious, but, no surgeon was 
called. 


Bessie A. Hasenau, First Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Association, spoke of an 
interesting case of a woman who was 
the Principal in a school in Lakewood, 
Ohio. She was declared suffering 
from Chronic Nephritis and had 
trouble in walking. Spectro-Chrome 
set her right; she would take the next 
Course. 


Nachman Diamond, of Wildwood, 
N. J., then told the audience, how he 
suffered with illness and went to the 
best Medical Doctors, but, could ob- 
tain no relief. He was 71 years old, 
but, thanks to Spectro-Chrome he was 
restored to health in 4 weeks whereas 
the Medical Doctors wanted at least 
5 months. He weighed 148 Ibs. He 
normalated a boy of 11 suffering 
from Tonsilitis ; they wanted to operate 
on him; tonations set him right and 
the tonsils stayed in. Toothache in a 
girl was relieved by one tonation of 


Indigo. Many troubles of his wife 
were normalated by Spectro-Chrome. 


Richard E. Sandbach, Second Vice- 
President of the Association, spoke of 
a man of 36 years, who collapsed and 
was injured in his back. He laid flat 
paralyzed. Several Medical Doctors 
were in attendance; chiropractors 
helped some; he recovered under 
Spectro-Chrome. Many other cases 
were described. 


FIRST DAY EVENING SESSION 


Kate W. Baldwin, M.D., F.A.C.S., 
the champion advocate of Spectro- 
Chrome, opened the evening session, 
amidst loud and continued applause. 
She enumerated several bad cases of 
hiccough, heart disorders and cataract 
which all responded to Spectro- 
Chrome; she trusted Spectro-Chrome 
in cataract cases. She described a 
case of a woman who was operated 
upon without benefit by someone prior. 
She had a severe heart disorder; the 
Medical Societies will not believe it, 
but, one hour under Spectro-Chrome 
acted like a miracle; the heart became 
normal. She spoke of the case of the 
burnt girl Grace Shirlow and described 
at length how Spectro-Chrome took 
care of all the requirements step by 
step, including the action of the kid- 
neys. She said, “Any burn will vield 
to Spectro-Chrome; the pain disap- 
pears in half an hour. It is no use 
going on with description of cases; 
they all act the same way. In cancer, 
the knife does no good; if taken early, 
Spectro-Chrome will normalate them. 
Cutting into normal tissue is not good. 
Even in cases where ether is to be 
administered in surgery, the use 
of Spectro-Chrome prevents nausea. 
Spectro-Chrome knits bones together 
quickly. I am opposed to serums and 
antitoxins. It makes me sick to think 
of so much suffering ; Spectro-Chrome 
can do much good.” 
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Her address was heard with rapt 
attention; it contained many sugges- 
tions and encouraging points. 


Dinshah spoke caustically, against 
Vaccination; he would not counte- 
nance the introduction of any foreign 
bodies in the blood stream. He said 
the law was not about compulsory vac- 
cination, but, compulsory education. 
He said, “Let your children keep on 
going to school and let the school 
teacher keep on sending them home; 
then the blame of truancy will not be 
on the heads ofthe parents. No power 
on Earth can ever justify compulsory 
puncturing with a tool; it is assault, 
battery and mayhem; it is nothing but 
a rape on the body.” 


Bessie A. Hasenau spoke of her 
mother’s case ; she had not been healthy 
in 16 years; her heart had no rhythm; 
in less than 2 days. Spectro-Chrome 
showed its good effects; her mother 
was in good health now. She spoke 
about a case of arthritis in an old 
woman, where actually crystals like 
rock-salt were appearing on the body; 
Spectro-Chrome normalated her. 


The session adjourned at Yellow 20 
Black. 


SECOND DAY SESSIONS 


The second day was all devoted to 
the relation of the experiences of Din- 
shah in Atlanta, Georgia and what 
difficulties he surmounted to preserve 
his health and principles in diet and 
otherwise. He tendered the highest 
praises to the indefatigable investiga- 
tion of his case by the United States 
Pardon Attorney James A. Finch, As- 
sistant Attorney General Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt and Director U. S. Bureau 
of Investigation J. Edgar Hoover. He 
also spoke of the considerate action 
of the U. S. Attorney General John G. 
Sargent, who recommended his re- 


lease and the President Calvin Cool- 
idge, who ordered him freed from 1n- 
carceration. He was vindicated. He 
declined to speak openly or publish 
anything about certain of his activities 
while there, hinting that what he did 
was his duty as a citizen and as a 
demonstration of his loyalty to the 
Government of the United States. 


Moved by Dr. Welcome A. Hanor 
and seconded by Ruth Verheck “That 
this Association hereby expresses its 
most grateful appreciation and thank- 
fulness, to U. S. President Calvin 
Coolidge, U. S. Attorney General 
John G. Sargent, U. S. Assistant At- 
torney General Mabel Walker Wille- 
brandt, Director U. S. Bureau of In- 
vestigation J. Edgar Hoover and U. S. 
Pardon Attorney James A. Finch, for 
their careful consideration of the case 
of our President Dinshah P. Ghadiali, 
which resulted in his receiving the ex- 
tension of Executive Clemency and 
release from incarceration in the 
United States Penitentiary, at Atlanta, 
Georgia.” Unanimously passed. 


Dinshah showed diagrams of his 
many new inventions, among which 
were the Caloreg, Kaspirameter, Pra- 
nameter, Shvasayantra, Sanslide, Cur- 
recut, Leasemeter, Irradiator, Colle- 
coin, Causetone, Tonepan and the like. 
He was working on combining them all 
with the Itisometer and Sympatho- 
meter in panel boards, so Spectro- 
Chrome may be lifted from being 
separate Equipments to a complete 
System of Automatic Precision. He 
designed all this in captivity; he also 
wrote about 3,000 pages. 


He then spoke of the dishonesty of 
several Spectro-Chrome practitioners 
in Vineland, N. J. and hinted that the 
time was ripe to change the name 
of the system from Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy to Spectro-Chrome Metry, 
because Spectro-Chrome was now a 
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complete system of measurement of 
the imbalance. 


Moved by Clara Sandbach and 
seconded by Milda Steinharter that 
the Convention approved the name 
Spectro-Chrome Metry. Unanimously 
passed. 


Moved by Margaret Morris and 
seconded by Simon Weissberg that the 
Convention also approved the name 
Spectro-Chrome Metrists. Unani- 
mously approved. 


Dinshah promised that as soon as 
the Spectro-Chrome Institute was 
ready he would act upon the suggested 
changes; Spectro-Chrome Metry was 
to be considered at once and when the 
Panel Board System would be ready, 
the designation of such Graduates 
would be Spectro-Chrome Metrists. 


Moved by David McKibbin and 
seconded by Benjamin Kessler that 
Spectro-Chrome Institute be asked to 
establish a preliminary training course ; 
John A. Cohalan and Raymond Blef- 
gen advocated the raising of standards. 
Unanimously passed. 


Dinshah said that as the system 
was a machine-worked system, longer 
courses would serve no purpose ; how- 
ever, when the Panel Board would be 
inaugurated, he would have a Prelimi- 
nary Home. Training Course, before 
the Resident Course be taken, so as 
to save the teaching time of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute in the theoretics. 


THIRD DAY SESSION 


The Third Day of the Convention 
had only a single session in the morn- 
ing, but, it was full of events: there 
was warm discussion. 


The Secretary-Treasurer Kashmira 


Dinshah having resigned her office, 
Irene Grace Dinshah was appointed 
by the Board of Trustees as Secretary- 
Treasurer. Her report as Secretary 
was read and unanimously accepted 
by motion of Bessie A. Hasenau, 
seconded by Nissin S. Hanoka. 


The Treasurer Irene Grace Dinshah 
submitted her report; it was unani- 
mously accepted by motion of Simon 
Weissberg, seconded by Bessie A. 
Hasenau. 


Dinshah then suggested certain 
changes in By-Laws, to protect the 
lay practitioners of Spectro-Chrome, 
by having all sufferers join as Col- 
laborators of the Association and the 
like. Very interesting and pungent 
discussion ensued ; the practitioners of 
Spectro-Chrome who were licensed 
under their State Laws for their sys- 
tem of therapy, raised strong objec- 
tions. Martha J. Peebles, M.D., raised 
the biggest objections against such 
“dictatorship” on the part of Dinshah. 
She did not care two hoots for medi- 
cine, but, she thought it was not fair 
to compel such measures. 


Dinshah said that the attitude of the 
Medical Trust against Spectro-Chrome 
forced him to take some definite steps 
to protect the lay practitioners. The 
Medical Doctors and Osteopaths were 
self-protected ; they did not need him 
to protect, but, he had to consider the 
lay practitioners for justice. 


Charles Grapek, M.D., D.O., raised 
objection to “dictatorship.” 


Bessie A. Hasenau spoke in favor 
of protection; Nissin A. Hanoka D.D. 
S., spoke in favor of devising some 
way to protect those who needed such 
assistance. 


Dinshah said that he was far from 
being a czar, but, it was our duty to

protect ourselves. He was bound to 
take every possible step to prevent per- 
secution of his Graduates, at the hands 
of the Medical Trust. He was not a 
dictator, but, it needed a steady hand 
and iron nerves to fight the Medical 
Octopus, by steering the ship of 
Spectro-Chrome to success. 


Benjamin Kessler moved and Simon 
Weissberg seconded that a hearty vote 
of thanks be tendered to Kashmira 
Dinshah our retired Secretary-Treas- 
urer, for the able way in which she 
conducted the duties of her offices. 
Unanimously passed. 


Moved by Marguerite Sait-La Roe 
and seconded by Clara Sandbach that 
a hearty vote of thanks be tendered to 
Irene Grace Dinshah for the efficient 
way in which she managed the affairs 
of the Association, during the absence 
of Dinshah. Unanimously carried. 


At this point, Dinshah stood up and 
offered to the Chief Executive Coun- 
cil his resignation as President and 
Trustee and as a Fellow of the Associa- 
tion. He said the rules of common 
sense, decency and corporations, made 
it imperative that he resign to prevent 
embarrassment to his worthy colleagues 
and co :workers, owing to his incarcera- 
tion. 


Dinshah’s resignation, so sudden and 
unexpected, produced an_ electrical 
effect upon the Convention; there were 
murmurs of amazement and regret all 
through; Bessie A. Hasenau moved 
and Yetta Kessler seconded that an 
unconditional and absolute vote of 
confidence. be given to Dinshah for 
his. unselfish and loyal services to 
Spectro-Chrome and that he be re- 
quested to reconsider the resignation 
and withdraw it. The motion was 
further supported by Clara Sandbach 


and Margaret Morris. On being put 
to the vote by the Vice-President, the 
motion was unanimously carried amidst 
the applause of the Convention which 
rose to its feet to honor the Originator 
of Spectro-Chrome. 


Dinshah withdrew his resignation 
and expressed his cordial thanks and 
appreciation for the confidence. He 
gave his life to Spectro-Chrome and 
would do his level best to serve his 
Associates. 


Martha J. Peebles said she realized 
what heartaches the wife and daughter 
had to go through in his absence; but, 
they managed the business of the In- 
stitute devotedly and she was glad the 
days of trials were over. She said, 
“To look upon the marvelous instru- 
ments evolved by the man, as shown 
on the screen, would suggest to anyone 
that they are the results of a master 
mind. It simply floors one to look at 
those charts that will be used in the 
future. J have been nearly eight years 
in Spectro-Chrome. After 22 years 
of straight medicine and surgery, I 
went into Spectro-Chrome and I found 
that nothing in medicine even ap- 
proached Spectro-Chrome. I want 
Colonel Dinshah and Spectro-Chrome 
Institute to reap their rewards so justly 
deserved.” 


Dinshah thanked the worthy doctor 
for her sympathetic expressions and 
assured her that in the new system he 
was designing for the protection of 
his lay Graduates, he would have noth- 
ing that would do any injury to the 
professionally licensed practitioners. 
He promised a just, fair and equitable 
dealing to all. 


William Flick, M.D., expressed his 
pleasure in coming to the Convention. 
He was not a speechmaker. He was 
starting to use Spectro-Chrome in a 
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new territory. He wished all success. 


Dinshah P. Ghadiali, Irene Grace 
Dinshah and Bessie A. Hasenau were 
elected Trustees for the year. They 
were duly installed. 


The Board of Trustees, appointed 
Richard E. Sandbach as First Vice- 


President and Ruth Verbeck as Second 
Vice-President. They were promptly 


installed. 


There being no further business the 
Convention dissolved around noon.

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all gone. She was happy; she was 
a woman of 60. He had no proper 
facilities for Spectro-Chrome serv- 
ice. 


He reported a case of a woman 
of 60 suffering from Cancer, ac- 
cording to medical diagnosis. She 
was treated by Medical Doctors 
with Radium and had no opera- 
tion. She took Spectro-Chrome 
and was getting along fairly well 
and would come through if she did 
not violate the Rational Food Sys- 
tem. They could not see the ad- 
vantage of the Dinshah Food Sys- 
tem; he had to knock it into their 
heads! That was one reason why 
they felt the need of a sanatorium 
where the air might be right, the 
food correct and tonation might 
be received in the proper way. 


A baby’s case of 19 months of 
Eczema; the specialists could not 
do anything; they rubbed oint- 
ments; then the family heard of 
Spectro-Chrome.

There 
were three conditions in one suf- 
ferer; the woman was under his 
care two years; at 1:30 on a Sat- 
urday night there was an auto- 
mobile accident; clipped a fender 
and teeth were Knocked off. The 
room was cold in the police sta- 
tion; she developed a_ severe 
Broncho-Laryngeal trouble; she 
wanted irrigation; he gave it to 
her; he told her of Sp ectro- 
Chrome. She was given Green on 
Areas 1-2-3-4-5; also Turquoise; 
she sneezed only once; she called 
him at 4 in the afternoon; she was 
coughing less and was raising 
phlegm; before that she had a 
tight Cough; she was rocky on the 
Sunday, but, the following week 
was her menstrual time when she 
would have terrible headaches. Be- 
fore, he had used on her several 
modalities; he would relieve her 
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in 3 days; she would have boring, 
lancinating pains; her build was 
well proportioned, vital and emo- 
tional; she was an executive of 
over 30 girls. He gave her 20 min- 
utes of Green and the rest of the 
time 30 minutes of Scarlet. She 
had a Spiroscil of 18 and Kardoscil 
of 68 or 70. Magenta was given on 
4 and 18. When she came next, 
her menstruation was normal and 
free she told him, one hour after 
she left the office.

After 10 days, her Blood Pressure 
was 150; it was formerly so great 
that the Abdominal Aorta shook 
the whole body. 


Alexander L. Spence next took 
the floor. He was a Customs Offi- 
cer in Canada and his Spectro- 
Chrome experience was small. A 
window-washer in Windsor, Onta- 


rio was burnt and was a mass of 
scars after 2 years; he thought of 
Grace Shirlow then, how she was 
normalated without complications. 


Spence had a violent Headache 
one night; he took Blue and in 15 
minutes went to sleep, with the 
Headache gone. Using Magenta 
on 4, he felt his own activity im- 
proved; he was getting results. His 
brother was using Spectro-Chrome 
on a boy whose face was cut, the 
teeth pushed in and who was swol- 
len in appearance.

First Day Evening Session 


The Evening Session being open 
to the public, the Adams Room 
was crowded from one end to the 
other. Among the Graduates of 
Spectro-Chrome Institute, there 
being many talented singers, the 
program provided entertainment 
with variety. Katherine L. Slagle 
sang “Mother Of Pearl’ and “Be 
The Best Of Whatever You Are.” 
This was followed by Agnes Patter- 
son with “Love Comes Creeping 
Into My Heart” and “Oh, Lovely 
Night,” with a duet, “Awake Dear- 
est One,” by Miss K. L. Slagle and 
Miss A. Patterson. Jean Theodore 
sang “Oddio dell Passoto” and Mr. 
Arnoni sang “Sleep In the Deep.” 
Professor Paccini was at the piano- 
forte and gave excellent interpre- 
tation of the music. Dante Bor- 
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ton sang from La Traviata. Each 
singer was given voluminous ap- 
plause and the appreciation of the 
audience was very effusive.

Frank J. Weiland questioned about 
Deafness; both were answered by 
the President by giving details cus- 
tomary in the Class. 


Leo A. Lefave spoke of trouble in 
the Tonsils; it was 6 years old. Af- 
ter one month’s tonation, hard pu- 
trid matter came out of the nose 
in chunks. Frank J. Weiland be- 
came over-stout 20 years ago. He 
had pneumonic trouble each year; 
Spectro-Chrome helped him ma- 
terially.

Second Day Evening Session 


The Second Day Evening Session 
was the culmination of the Con- 
vention. The President delivered 
an address and drew the attention 
of the members to the important 
fact that the existence of the 
American Association of Spectro- 
Chrome Therapists and the Scien- 
tific Order of Spectro-Chrome. 
Metrists was found to be un- 
workable and complicated as two 
distinct organizations and recom- 
mended the advisability of merg- 
ing them under the neme of Sci- 
entific Order of Spectro-Chrome 
Metrists. 
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Moved by Dr Oscar C. Keener 
and seconded by Dr. Frank L. Rich- 
ards that the two organizations be 
consolidated as Scientific Order of 
Spectro-Chrome Metrists. Unani- 
mously passed. 


The following Resolutions were 
unanimously carried: 


(a) Moved by Donald N. Allen 
and seconded by Jessie E. Ness that 
the Provisional Membership be 
abolished. 


(b). Moved by Frances Hogan 
and seconded by Mary White that 
the Article 8 in the Constitution of 
the Scientific Order of Spectro- 
Chrome Metrists be amended to 
read, “Fellows and Members shall 
extend aid and relief by Spectro- 
Chrome Metry, to affiliates of this 
Corporation or as otherwise pro- 
vided in the By-Laws.” 


(c) Moved by Oscar C. Keener 
and seconded by Bessie A. Hasenau 
that the “All-Bars-Down” policy of 
Spectro-Chrome Institute be heart- 
ily endorsed. 


(ad) Moved by George A. Smith 
and seconded by Frank J. Weiland 
that the restriction regarding 
Members of the Scientific Order of 
Spectro-Chrome Metrists using no 
other science for aid and relief 
than Spectro-Chrome Metry, be re- 
moved. 


(e) Moved by John A. Adams 
and seconded by Frank J. Weiland 
that the Annual Fees and Dues of 
Members be reduced from $12 to 
$6 and partners and members of 
the same family domiciled or prac- 
tising Spectro-Chrome 
pay half fees; further that the 


said reduction as already made by 


the Board of Trustees, be approved.

. The above unanimous resolutions 
being passed, the Board of Trus- 
tees was authorized to take steps 
to put them into effect immediate- 
ly. 


Oscar A. Keener raised a point 
that the Collaborator Blanks be 
sold; Carl Engel said that more 
equipment must be sold. After 
long discussion, recommendation 
was made that the Collaborator 
Bianks for 10 Collaboratorships be 
sold for $3. The Prasident ex- 
plained that Members were becom- 
ing disloyal to their pledges of not 
giving aid and relief except to Col- 
laborators, because of the current 
rule of charging $3 for each Col- 
laboratorship and sending $1 for 
fee to the Principal Office. He 
preferred to make no charge than 


to encourage dissatisfaction and 


probable dishonesty. 


On motion of Jessie E. Ness and 
seconding of John H. Adams, Din- 
shah P. Ghadiali, Irene Grace Din- 
shah and Bessie A. Hasenau were 
re-elected as the Board of Trustees. 
The Board of Trustees being duly 
affirmed, they selected Dinshah P. 
Ghadiali as the President and 
Treasurer and Irene Grace Din- 
shah as the Secretary. The Board 
of Trustees then appointed Jessie 
E. Ness as the First Vice-President 
and Isabelle Radcliffe as the Sec- 
ond Vice-President. Both were 
promptly affirmed and installed by 
the President, thus completing the 


Council of Governors. 


There being no unfinished work, 
the Tenth Annual Convention was 
dissolved in peace and harmony

Welcome address by the Hon- 
orable Daniel Webster Hoan, 
Mayor of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

New Cabinet Spectro -Chrome 
and Irradiator Exhibited. 


A BRILLIANT OCCASION 

The Twelfth Annual Convention 
of the Scientific Order of Spectro 
Chrome Metrists assembled in the 
Gold Room of Hotel Wisconsin, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, on Satur- 
day, November 26, 1932 at 8 P.M. 
Notices were originally sent out 
for the convention to begin on 
Monday the 28th, but the Mayor 
of Milwaukee informed our Pres- 
ident Colonel] Dinshah P. Ghadiali 
from Washington, D. C. that im- 
portant business of the city would 
not permit him to be present on 
the 28th, so the day was changed 
to the 26th. 

Because of the popularity of 
the mayor and the unusual char- 
acter of the occasion, the Gold 
Room of the Hotel Wisconsm was 
packed by Spectro - Chrome Nor- 
malators, their families and fri- 
ends. 

Mayor Daniel Webster Hoan 
was escorted to the platform by 
President Dinshah who said, “It 
is a point as to whether the Hon- 
orable Mayor should give the 
Welcome Address first or wheth- 
er the President should speak 
first as introducing Mr. Hoan to 
the Convention; however as to 
speak about him in his hometown 
would be like endeavoring to gild 


gold, I prefer the worthy guest of 
the evening should have the 
floor.” 

As mayor Hoan rose with his 
gracious smile, the assembly re- 
ceived him with a vociferous ap- 
plause. He said in his Welcoming 
Address, “Col. Dinshah and fri- 
ends, it is not infrequent for me to 
welcome Conventions. Conven- 
tions in this city are very frequ- 
ent. We have Medical Conven- 
tions and others; 160 to 270 con- 
ventions a year assemble in Mil- 
waukee. It is a tribute to the peo- 
ple. Milwaukee has several good 
features; it has many more than 
other cities; we have good points 
in our splendid programs. We 
have a good fire department, 
health department and we have 
the lowest rates. We try to pre- 
vent crimes; we know that the 
juvenile ages during the idle 
hours start to think; 80 per cent 
of young people need occupation 
in idle hours; we therefore have 
a good program to provide for 
playgrounds. We opened the 
schools for training the young; 
they are efficiently managed. 
There are houses for recreation 
and night schools to teach any- 
thing one wants to learn. Outdoor 
athletics are provided. Our night 
schools have a larger program of 
activities than any citv in Ameri- 
ca of pro rata population. We aim 
at preventing crime among the 
vouth by keeping them busy. 
Automobiles have added to the 
burden of traffic. but I thought 
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50 traffic officers were plenty; 
they cost $2,000 a year each and 
by our economical program we 
managed with the least number. 
I took issue against unnecessary 
increase. We have a well conduct- 
ed police department; our burg- 
lary insurance rates are the low- 
est of any. All the result of pre- 
ventive work. We have a bureau 
of School teachers who take care 
of the food program for the nutri- 
tion of the children; tons of bad 
food are destroyed; milk is care- 
fully ‘watched for its purity. 
There is yet a lot of room for im- 
provements, but we are doing the 
best. There are Sunday School 
troubles in large cities. Hundreds 
of people have insufficient food. 
Cities do not take care of their 
people—but, I should not talk on 
many of these matters. The hu- 
man family has been on the Earth 
millions of years; improvement 
has always been slow. Printing 
machines turning out 100,000 
copies per hour, books and pam- 
phlets and newspapers laid the 
foundation for progress. free ed- 
ucation solved a big problem. We 
accomplished much in a century 
of freedom. Human beings are 
controlled less by enacting laws; 
we must fit ourselves into natural 
conditions. Society as an organi- 
zation is governed by laws, but 
we find the World ‘is economical- 
ly sick. It is passing a great econ- 
omic crisis; it is a social crisis, 
like the birth pains of a great re- 
volution. Just as we passed thro- 
ugh the feudal stage which broke 
down, we are now passing a 
crisis. In spite of millions in grain 
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we had famine and people starv- 
ed. They are throwing into the 
sea millions of pounds of coffee, 
burning crops—we are so ignor- 
ant. It is like a bedbug with small 
brain. Believe me we have to sol- 
ve some problems. For different 
things, there are different kinds 
of doctors; the doctors let the 
light shine on some. Let Dinshah 
shed light on some problems! Af- 
ter listening to Colonel Dinshah, 
I have to leave tomorrow for a 
hearing in the Senate about the 
Canadian Waterways Treaty re- 
garding St. Lawrence River. We 
hope to endorse it; I am the 
Chairman of the Great Lake Har- 
bor Association; it is an import- 
ant treaty-Colonel Dinshah, I wel- 
come you and your friends to the 
city of Milwaukee. Each time Col- 
onel Dinshah speaks he gives us 
something new. We are here 
more tolerant, more liberal; with 
such spirit, we solve our prob- 
lems. I wish you success.” (Ap- 
plause.) 

The Welcome Address of May- 
or Hoan was listened to with at- 
tention and interest and the hum- 
or with which it was frequently 
interspersed was highly appreci- 
ated. In thanking the Mayor, 
President Dinshah said, ““Milwau- 
kee, through its mayor conferred 
on us great honor. It is the first 
time in our twelve years of ex- 
perience that the Chief Executive 
Officer of a city welcomed us. 
Our best and most cordial thanks 
are due to the gentleman and to 
the city he represents. 

When I came first to this city 
last spring, I was struck at the 
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scarcity of traffic policemen, yet, 
the traffic seemed to flow in a 
smooth and orderly manner. I 
agree with the Mayor in his views 
that prevention is better. Educa- 
tion is better than legislation. We 
have, in fact, too many laws; he 
has the right idea; what we need 
more is proper education. 


There is an idea prevalent am- 
ong the public that the policemen 
are there to harass us. I know 
having worked among them for 
nearly 2 years during the war- 
time, in the city of New York— 
that on the average, the police 
are the worst paid and the most 
loyal to their duties of any police 
officers. 1am glad Milwaukee has 
good fire, police and health de- 
partments. They are all necessary 
and when well governed are con- 
ducive to welfare. The idea of 
training the youth is praisewor- 
thy. The Mayor is to be congratu- 
lated for the wonderful showing 
in financial stability made by his 
city when larger ones are in im- 
minent bankruptcy. The city is to 
be congratulated for having a 
mayor who through his ability, 
honesty and fearless character re- 
tained the chair over 18 years, 
against all opposition. 


I thank you, Sir, and your wife 
for gracing our convention with 
your auspicious presence. We too 
believe firmly in prevention and 
assure you that we shall do our 
level best to offer what we have 
in the service of mankind. To ser- 
ve best by Spectro-Chrome-In Ev- 
ery Home, since my last visit, I

(Dinshah removed the cover and

Acute Disorders have a shor’ and 
relatively serious course; they 
have one or more of the Four Sig- 
nals of Inflammation, Rubor, Cal- 
or, Tumor, Dolor; Redness, Heat, 
Swelling, Pain; in Chronic Disor- 
ders, the troubles are old and the 
course is lon y dravn, the efforts 
of repair is. the process of inflam- 
mation being spent or nigh ex- 
hausted. Always understand my 
friend, that there is really no Lo- 
cal Disorder; a disorder might 
start at a Local Area, but, its ef- 
fects, its products, will be drawn 
into the entire system through the 
principle of Blood Circulation. All 
Disorders, therefore, must have a 
short or long Systemic Tonation 
to clear the aftermaths. Rheuma- 
tism, like many similar conditions, 
is not a prime disorder; it is mere- 
ly the result of other conditions, 
in fact, a sign of such existence. 
Herman Dietrich- A 68 year 
old man had a Kardoscil of 63; 
I did not take the Spiroscil. He 
went to Mayo Brothers for exam- 
ination. The report was that “his 
Lungs had grown to his ribs.” He 
had a High Blood Pressure ; much 
pein; they gave X-Rays on Gall 
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Biadder. He came to me; f tona- 
ted him 8 days according to the 
Favorscope Chronos, with Lemon, 
changed to Orange, Systemic, | 
had him 8 weeks 4 or 5 times a 
day; gave Purple; Kardoscil 
came to 61 a minute; gave Scar- 
let; it went to 68. What of this 
case? | 

President- Your information is 
in your own question. The man 
had Lung Disorder; his Area 17 
apparently did not function pro- 
perly, yet, you “did not take the 
Spiroscil.”” You should not make 
the same mistake as the Medical 
Doctors; they take the Kardoscil 
and seldom the Spiroscil. The 
Pulse Beat without the Breathing 
Rate gives little information of 
value in our work. It is the 4 to 1 
or 5 to 1 Ratio between the two 
that is the Index of Normalcy or 
otherwise. Without such full in- 
formation, a consultation in our 
system is of little value. X-Rays 
on the Abdominal region are dan- 
gerous to the vital organs; read 
my editorial about it in the Spect- 
ro-Chrome of June 1922. The 
Medical Doctors use them with- 
out any regard to their dangers; 
they are Caustic and of no real 
value for healing. Give that man 
Magenta on 4, Green Systemic 
Front alternated with Magenta 
on 18 and Orange on 17 and he 
will be better. The food must be 
altered to our method. His Kardo- 
scil of 68 fits his age. 

Frances E. Tiley-I went on tour 
this Fall with my husband by au- 
tomobile; on the way, we stopped 
at Malaga, New Jersey and saw 
Colonel Dinshah. Spectro Chrome 
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Institute is a big place, all just as 
he told us. It is a complete Scient- 
ific Laboratory; it is wonderful, 
has a well stocked library and the 
walls are lined with Diplomas 
and Certificates. We saw the first 
there 
and bought one right away. It 
certainly does the work. Our en- 
thusiasm about the work after 
using the Equipment was so great 
that we came all the way from St. 
Louis, Missouri here to this con- 
vention. We came to learn more; 
St. Louis people enjoyed the Col- 
onel’s lectures. 

The President spoke a few 
words of appreciation and said, 
“When Mrs. Tiley came to the 
Central Office, she told me she 
did not like to spoil the beautiful 
appearance of her husband’s bed. 
room by placing in it a steel Sys- 
temic Equipment. I promptly took 
her upstairs into the Cabinet 
Shop and_ said, ‘Well Madam, 
hefe is the Cabinet apparatus and 
you can paint it to suit your hus- 
band’s handsome furniture!’’ She 
gave me her order at once!” 

Second Day Morning Session 
adjourned at 12:30 P. M. 


Second Day Afternoon Session 


The Convention reassembled at 
2 P. M. The President was in the 
chair. 

Greeta O. Peck—We came as 
far as anyone else, from Sand- 
wich, Ontario in Canada. It was a 
sacrifice, all the greater because 
of the depression affecting the 
exchange; 17 per cent discount 
in dollars, but, we so fully be- 
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lieved in Spectro-Chrome, we 
could not stay away. We attend- 
ed the Class in Detroit last Sum- 
mer and got an equipment. It has 
been in constant use since; it is 
now in my mother’s home; it is 
not deprived of its use. I had my 
sister’s case. Before Spectro- 
Chrome, she was operated for a 
very serious condition. Friends 
did not think she would pull thro- 
ugh; but Spectro-Chrome soon 
changed her condition ; today, she 
is a picture of health. It is a plea- 
sure to hear the enthusiastic re- 
ports of the people. Medical Doc- 
tors who performed the operation 
had told her she was not good in- 
surance; she should take “lots of 
light.” She had a lump develop 
in her breast and they wanted to 
remove it. Dr. Bryant wanted to 
remove though it was smaller. My 
mother was in a collapse; she 
slumped. Sister went on vacation ; 
came back six ‘weeks later; she 
could not sleep. In 2 weeks of 
Spectro-Chrome she was a dif- 
ferent woman. She comes in a 
street car; preserves health; she 
knows Junctions; she is enthused. 
My husband and I took tonations ; 


the whole family is talking Spect- 


ro-Chrome; there is little opport- 
unity for outsiders to say things. 
We had 2 or 3 remarkable cases. 
A friend had an infected wisdom 
tooth; my husband fnvited Ivy to 
come; she came at 8 with a bun- 
dled face swollen ;could not wash 
lower jaw was just paralyzed. I 
gave her Turquoise; I leave our 
sufferers; each case goes to sleep. 
Her jaw opened in 20 minutes; 
after an hour, she told my sister 
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she would punch her face! Next 
day the Doctor could not under- 
stand what had happened; she 
gave a dramatic recital; he will 
get a surprise when he finds out. 
(Laughter) 

A friend was suffering from 
Hives. She said the children look- 
ed at her; Dr. Bryant said there 
was no help. Three tonations were 
given. We said, “Janis, we have a 
light , if you like come.’’ She came 
on Saturday; again on Sunday; it 
broke in 2 tonations; no fresh 
Hives.came. These two girls—one 
with the infected tooth and sister, 
were two. worthwhile cases. Col- 
onel said the Vital Ratio should 
be 4 to 1; or 5 to 1; here was a 
Kardoscil of 61 and Spiroscil of 
22, which was close to 3 to 1, an- 
other was 68 and 9, which was 
close to 8 - 1; both were teachers ; 
they were fainting in.school and 
taking a year’s leave. I suggested 
‘“‘vive me a chance.” Orange on 
Front and Red on Back was irrad- 
iated. In 10 days,Kardoscil rose to 
84, Spiroscil to 25; she has zest 
and pep. Sister was so delight- 
ed! She had Diphtheria, Scarlet 
Fever and Appendicitis when 
young; was poked full of serums. 
In 8 tonations, she now feels like 
new. Her Kardoscil is 82. No suc- 
cess about menstrual period. Be- 
fore I married, I taught 1,000 
children a day and was feeling 
the effects. Now, since I took 
Spectro-Chrome, the friends re- 
marked, Mrs. Peck, you look bet- 
ter.” Credit should be given to 
Spectro-Chrome. 

President - Thank you Mrs. 
Peck: that Spiroscil of 9 with Ka- 
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rdoscil of 68 must be an error. 
The Menstrual Period will be im- 
peded by defective circulation, as 
any function may. Always the Ra- 
tio must be duly watched for pro- 
per results. 

Albert W. Peck- When Mr. Mu- 
eller spoke about threatened ap- 
pendicitis, I made some notes. 
How about eating salt? 

President- There is a move- 
ment on foot that eating salt 
makes for Cancer. Salt, as the 
chemically treated and devitali- 
zed material Sodium Chloride 
(Na Cl) is not good, but, the real 
salt of the ancients was not such. 
That was either Rock Salt, pro- 
duced from the ground contain- 
ing the percolated deposits of 
ages and full of various minerals 
useful for the body or was sea salt 
containing the evaporated solids 
of the sea, without any addition 
or subtraction. Realizing the need 
of such proper Salt as food, Spect- 
ro-Chrome Institute now has

Albert W. Peck - I want some 
of that salt.

Dr. Jaroslav Premysl- When 
Colonel Dinshah came last here, I 
attended his lectures. I had over

I had been 
fooled by others, so I doubted 
Spectro-Chrome, but I bought 
one. A case of Inflammatory 
Rheumatism came; it was a bad. 
one. I gave Spectro-Chrome-twice, 
it got rid of it. I had 4 cases of 
Tuberculosis. Many cases of Tons- 
ilitis, three tonations and they 
were well. It removed Abdominal 
Obstructions. It worked well on so 


many people, I bought 4 Spectro- 


Chromes and an Itisometer. I 
paid $1,740 to Colonel Dinshah. 
It is wonderful; I feel well. Peo- 
ple like Spectro-Chrome. I have 
so many people coming to me I 
can’t take care of all. I speak 
in favor of Spectro-Chrome. ~ 
President- That is very kind of 
you, Doctor Premysi, ‘you need 
more Spectro-Chromes; wé need 
more money! (Laughter) 
Dr. Jaroslav Premysl-I have nO 
space to put them in. Aa 
President- That is easy; move 
into larger quarters. You. must 
have one of the New Cabinet mo- 
dels; all others you have. The 
Secretary will please book Dr. 
Premysl’s order. (Laughter) 
Premysl- I shall think it over. 
President- There is no thinking 
to be done; I thought for you. 
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book his order, please, Miss Sim- 
on. (Laughter) 

Jessie E. Ness from Detroit, 
Michigan was then introduced as 
the First Vice President. She 
spoke with enthusiasm. 

Jessie E. Ness- I need more time 
than ever to speak about the mer- 
its of Spectro-Chrome. A lady 
came for a Spectro-Chrome on 
hire. Her Brindled Bull Dog had 
some trouble. The Veterinary Sur- 
geon called it Double Pneumonia. 
It would not live, he said. She 
brought the dog to me; his tem- 
perature was high; it was breath- 
ing hard. I turned on the Spectro- 
Chrome; he gave a grateful look. 
He sneezed and long things came 
out. I gave him another tonation ; 
the next day he was frolicing. 
We must have an animal Spect- 
ro-Chrome! I wrote to Colonel 
Dinshah; he told me the same 
Spectro-Chrome applies to ani- 
mals as well. 

I had great success in bad cases 
of Pyorrhea. A lady was suffer- 
ing from it. She was told her teeth 
should be removed; Spectro- 
Chrome normalated her and no 
teeth were extracted. 

I had a case of Goitre; it was 
surprising how it came down. 

A lady came screaming with 
pain; they had told her she had 
Gall Stones. She was given Spec- 
tro-Chrome. In three weeks she 
was right; she was delighted. 

My second daughter, Deanne, 
works in a hospital. There are lots 
of Doctors and lots of talk. My 
children are trained to independ- 
ence. She runs around and dan- 
ces. She did not feel well; went 


and got care in hospital; got wor- 
se in Doctor’s care. Then she said, 
“I shall take Spectro-Chrome.” In 
3 tonations spots came out. 

I hired a Spectro-Chrome to 
& man in a bad accident. X-Rays 
showed he had three large spots 
in the lungs. They gave him med- 
icine; he took Spectro-Chrome 
and poured the medicine down 
the sink. A month ago, he had an- 
other X-Ray examination; there 
were no_ spots. Some Spectro- 
Chrome Normalators think it is 
not possible, but I know Spectro- 
Chrome works in and out of sea- 
son. The Human Aura takes it. I 
am no man’s fool. The body builds 
by Spectro-Chrome. I will not al- 
low any one to speak against 
Spectro-Chrome. Some cases need 
longer tonations. I was saying in 
Detroit, ‘“We lose all, but we shal] 
not lose Spectro-Chrome.” For the 
inventor of Spectro-Chrome? I 
shall not allow anyone to speak 
against him. A man like him to 
stand prison life? Beyond ques- 
tion is Spectro-Chrome. 

Dr. James W. Lewis- I record 
the same way as Mrs. Jessie Ness, 
though my knowledge is in a dif- 
ferent line. My work is exclusive- 
ly in Dental Surgery. My wife 
was in poor health. We had quite 
some talk about Spectro-Chrome. 
It gave wonderful results. She 
had a heart with 95 to 100 beats 
and many more peculiar sympt- 
oms. She was usually tired. Now, 
after using Spectro- Chrome, her 
Heart is 78 and she sleeps well. 
There are many convincing argu- 
ments in favor of Spectro-Chro- 
me. In many cases I had phenom-

The Second Day Afternoon Ses- 
sion was adjourned at 5 P. M. 


Second Day Evening Session 


The Second Day Evening Ses- 
sion was called to order at 8:19 
P. M. owing to the crowd sur- 
rounding the New Cabinet Spect- 
ro-Chrome, asking -questions to 
Dinshah like the volley of a ma- 
chine gun: They received their 
answers with genial smiles as us- 
ual. 

The question was asked from 
the visiting audience about our 
method of taking care of Diabe- 


tes Mellitus. The President- asked 


whether the visitors wanted to 
hear about the medical humbugs 


in the name of Diabetes.and the 


audience answering with vocifer- 
ation, a lecture on the subject was 
given ex tempore. 

President- Diabetes is not the 
name of the Disorders to. which it 
is.generally applied. All. Disord- 
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ers in which Sugar passes. in the 
Urine, are not all Diabetes Mellit- 
us. To be true Diabetes, it is nec- 
essary that the Sugar eliminated 
must be Grape Sugar, otherwise 
called Dextrose, which .must be 
thrown out of the body for weeks, 
months, even years and such ex- 
cretion should increase after the 
ingestion of Carbohydrates. Any 
deviation from this formula, 


-prands the Disorder as mere Gly- 
cosuria or Sweet Frontelim. It is 


said to be the result of Hypergly- 
cemia, but a sensible study of the 
subject shows that it is not Hy- 


“perglycemia or Excess Sugar in 
‘Blood; but truly is a shortage of 
‘the Sugar or Hypoglycemia. 


This way of looking at the Dis- 
order is not novel to most students 
of Diabetes. They are taught of 


the. passage of the Sugar, there- 
fore, believe that as the Sugar 


went out.in quantity, there must 
be so much in the blood! It is the 


‘contrary. Take an example: If a 


tank of.water holding 100 gallons 
has a leak of 10 gallons every 


hour, in 10 hours the tank will 
be empty; ‘However,. while the 


emptying is progressing, if one 
pours in every hour 10 gallons, 
the tank will: stay full while the 
repairing is proceeding. 

’ A similar action goes on in the 
body: Carbohydrates, which are 
materials rich:in Carbon and Hy- 
drogen, like. Starches, are con- 
verted into.Sugar before being 
taken into the.-blood Stream. As 
Energy is demanded for work be- 
ing done, the storehouse of this 
Sugar called. Glycogen, is signal- 
led: to-throw it.inte the Blood for 
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burning in the tissues. That store- 
house is the liver—Area 7, which 
responds to the call with the di- 
sengagement of two Sugars, Dex- 
trose and Levulose. Both these Su- 
gars as well as a third one Ga- 
lactose or Milk Sugar are known 
as Hexoses, because they have 6 
Atoms of Carbon in their compo- 
sition. They all have the same em- 
pirical chemical formula which is 
C6 H12 06, although the structu- 
ral arrangement of the same 
Atoms in each one of those Mole- 
cules is different. Galactose is 
Milk Sugar, Dextrose is Grape 
Sugar, Levulose is Fruit Sugar 
but the last two have a peculiar 
property by which their differen- 
ce is known. 

As you well know, the Gyratory 
Oscillations composing a beam of 
White light move in two different 
planes—Horizontal and Vertical. 
When they are separated by a 
Polarizer, one rotates the axis of 
the beam to the right, the other 
to the left. Crystals have singular 
properties in relation to light; 
Dextrose rotates the plane to the 
right, Levulose turns it to the left. 
It is the Grape Sugar or Dextrose 
that passes out, the Fruit Sugar or 
Levulose is mostly consumed for 
Energy by the tissues. Thus, on 
call the one part is used as energy 
while the other is wasted, truly 
speaking unabsorbed. Diabetes 
becomes simply a Disorder of Nu- 
trition in which, although there is 
plenty of Sugar in the Blood, it 
cannot be utilized, hence if the 
sufferer be denied the feeding of 
all Carbohydrates — Starches 
and Sugar—he finally dies of no-

thing but Carbohydrate starva- 
tion. 

The average Medical Doctor is 
woefully ignorant of Physics; he 
has little knowledge of light and 
its potency; he knows scarcely 
anything about Polarized Light. 


‘He has no idea of the extent to 
‘which we go for precision. In 


Blood, ordinarily there may be 1 
part in 1,000 which may rise in 


Diabetes to 3 or 4 and in some 


cases to 7 or 10. The entire trou- 
ble is merely lack of Lymphatic 
Activation. Though bathed in 
Sugar-bearing rich fluids, the tis- 
sues are unable to utilize the po- 
tency and starve to death. 
What do we do?. We do not 
stop the ingestion of Carbohydra- 


tes or any Starches or Sugars. 


We stimulate the Lymphatic Act- 
ivation by flooding the body with 
Yellow Systemic, both Front and 
Back and place the sufferer on 
our Vegetarian Rational Food Sy- 
stem as in all other cases, without 
any restriction as to Starches or 
Sugars. We let him eat as much 
Brown Sugar or Raw Sugar as he 
likes and—he recovers! I do not 
care about how much Sugar pass- 
es out, all I care about is how 
much is utilized inside, till the 
sufferer gains equilibrium. In- 
stead of feeding him as Medical 
Dietitians do on Meat, Fish, Eggs, 
Tea, Coffee, Wine and such other 
useless stuff, we shut down on all 
these, including the injection of 
that abominable humbug called 
Insulin and in al]] cases under our 
observation the sufferer recovers 
the Equilibrium of Basal Metabol- 
ism. 
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The remarks of the President 
about Diabetes gave rise to lively 
comments. At 10:50 P. M. the 
audience dispersed, well impress- 
ed with the value and accuracy of 
Spectro-Chrome in the so-called 
“incurable” ailments. The ses- 
sions open to the public were 
over and their aims for enlight- 
enment were served. 

Third Day Morning Session 

The last day’s work began at 
10:15 A.M. Only Members or 
Provisional Members with cur- 
rent Affiliation Cards were ad- 
mitted, no strangers being allow- 
-ed. The President spoke about 
the Members adhering to the Col- 
laborator System to avoid some- 
one framing them by co-operation 
with the Medical Octopus. 

Jessie E. Ness emphasized this 
by: describing how a certain per- 
son tried to get her into saying 
certain things, but she compelled 
him to. sign’ the Collaborator 
Blanks, after which he just disap- 
peared. “I live by Spectro-Chro- 
me,” said she, “we must be cau- 
tious.” 

The President read’ a letter 
from our esteemed and beloved 
friend Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin, 
in which she breathed her loyal- 
ty. She said, “There are so many 
things I ‘would like to tell you 
about Spectro-Chrome I would 
possibly weary you with even in- 
teresting reports; so will sum 
them all up by saying that Spect- 
ro-Chrome is the most worthwhile 
contribution ever given to the 
healing art. Get it! Use it! and be 
sure it will never disappoint you. 
Just the cases on my list at the 


present time ought to be suffici- 
ent to convince any right minded 
person of its value. I would close 
my office tonight if I was obliged 
to give up Spectro-Chrome. Here 


-are three cheers for Spectro- 


Chrome!!’’ The audience received 
Surgeon. Kate Baldwin’s letter 
with three cheers. | 

A telegram from Frank E. 
Kaufman, of Baltimore, Mary- 
land was read: “My congratula- 
tions and best wishes for success- 
ful convention.” . 

A letter from Dr. Grace Dodge 
Elwell, from Hollywood, Califor- 
nia said, “Wish I could bridge 


the miles between us and be with 
‘you in person. My love to you in 


the work and blessing for your 
continued service in the welfare 
of suffering humanity.” 

A communication from Minnie 
F. Guenther, Marie Ida Smaltz, 
Howard N. Smaltz, read in part, 
from Cleveland, Ohio, “We are 
having good reports from the 
Spectro-Chrome operators and 
getting the Favorscope which is a 
great time-saver.” 

Bessie A. Hasenau, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, one of the Trustees, 
wrote, “This is the first time in 
ten years that I have been unable 
to attend the Spectro-Chrome 
Convention and I cannot express 
how greatly I regret my inability 
to be with you and our devoted 
co-workers this year. I have wai- 
ted until tonight to write this let- 
ter thinking that it might yet be 
possible for me to come, but, such 
is not the case and so the only 
thing left to me is to write and 
tell you that I hope this will be 
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the best Convention we have ever 
had and to ask the blessing of the 
Benign Powers to rest upon you 
and guide you through this Con- 
vention and the coming year of 
Spectro-Chrome_ activity. May 
this birthday be the happiest and 
the most successful one you have 
yet enjoyed and may you live in 
this World many years yet to 
preach the gospel of Spectro- 
Chrome Metry, the one tangible 
solution of the physical miseries 
of mankind and the unmistakable 
proof of our relationship to an Al- 
mighty God and this is my endor- 
sement after ten years’ active 
service in Spectro-Chrome Metry. 
I am yet hoping to see the best of 
all Spectro-Chrome Conventions 
held in Cleveland, Ohio and may 
that one be our next.” 

Dr. Maude B. Crans sent report 
on Infantile Paralysis, where the 
hopeless case of Barbara de 
Bride was benefited by Spectro- 
Chrome. Dr. Crans after giving 
the history. states with deserved 
pleasure, “Today, Barbara is a 
gloriously beautiful baby. She has 
marvelously big brown. eyes and 
is an adorable child, who will al- 
ways attract attention. When she 
came two months back, she was 
a frail, sick. paralvzed, pathetic 
baby, beautiful end sweet then, 
but, one to whom pity went out. 
Now she gets around. everywhere, 
climbs, has gotten upstairs alone, 
goes down with her hand braced 
on wall and the other held..... 
We expect in a few months to 
have every trace of the trouble 
gone.” This cese received much 
publicity; even Hospital Doctors 


credited Dr. Crans. 

Dr. Maud B. Crans reported al- 
so her own case, where various 
Medical Doctors advised an ope- 
ration, saying it was “impossible” 
without it. She resisted the opi- 
nions, used Spectro-Chrome and 
here is what she says, “Either 
every diagnosis was incorrect or 
Spectro-Chrome did; and Spectro- 
Chrome did it.” 

Dr. Lettie Allen Ward, former- 
ly of the Cooper Hospital, Cam- 
den, New Jersey wrote, ‘‘A little 
girl of 6 years was sent home 
from school as a Diptheria Car- 
rier, October 31.

President—It will ever be so. 
No matter what we do, they never 
give us credit. Dr. Ward’s Dip- 
theria case proves the value of 
Spectro-Chrome for so-called “in- 
fectious” troubles also. What hu- 
man lives are sacrificed under 
the guise of the healing art! Yet 
they will not investigate Spectro- 
Chrome.

The Third Day Morning Ses- 
sion was adjourned at noon. 


Third Day Afternoon Session 


The President promptly opened 
the Third Day Afternoon Session 
at 2 P. M. He devoted part of it 
to giving the new students and 
members an idea of how Spec- 
tro-Chrome in over 12 years made 
its headway against severe oppo- 
sitions from without and within, 
yet, all work in the Conventions 
was done by unanimous vote—a 
genuine tribute to the devotion of 
the Members. He enumerated the 
various quick changes he had to 
make in the policies of sale, lease, 
hire, finally letting All Bars Down 
to protect the interests of suffer- 
ing mankind. He said further, 
‘When I was last in this city, they 
told me that I should go to Mis- 
souri; if anyone could carry his 
message through Missouri and 
convince the Doubting Thomases 
there, all America was open for 
him. So I took the advice and 
went to St. Louis, Missouri. I did 
not find the people any different 
there: they looked the same, 
laughed the same and I had a 
class of over 80 students. There, I 
received invitation from the Mis- 
souri Institute Of Homeopathy for 
the State of Missour?, to speak at 
their Convention in Kansas City, 
Missouri. They chose the subject 
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of my address ‘Medical Liberty!” 
(Laughter). I went there and one 
of the Medical Doctors present 
delivered a speech on “Chromo- 
pathy.” Then I was recommended 
by Dr. L. M. Ottofy, one of their 
members as the one man really 
qualified to speak upon Colors. 
They gave me the floor again and 
after hearing about Spectro- 
Chrome, expressed their desire to 
study the science. I returned to 
St. Louis, Missouri, conducted an- 
other class of over 120 students 
(all free of course) and went to 
Kansas City, Missouri. A class of 
about 80 studied there. Then I 
opened a class in Atlantic City, 
New Jersey and two in Vineland, 
New Jersey, but, everywhere 
though great enthusiasm was 
created, very few seemed to have 
escaped the depression in finance 
enough to purchase a Systemic 
Spectro-Chrome of $150. The out- 
look for business appeared justly 
gloomy, because, it costs about 
$1,000 to open a new Class in a 
new city in a new State and unless 
a few Equipments be placed, 
there would be heavy loss in each 
locality: 

“On returning to the Central 
Office from Missouri, seeing the 
trend of the time, I decided that 
it was imperative to find some 
way to build an inexpensive yet ef- 
ficient full power Equipment. Till 
then, our assembling was done in 
New York, where pnmarily the 
Central Office was located, but I 
was resolved upon cutting out the 
heavy expenses and middlemen’s 
profits and do all the manufactur- 
ing ourselves. 
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“TI had numerous machines for 
such manufacture lying idle and 
rusting since years. The gap in 
my life produced by my incar- 
cerations needed to be refilled, so 
after long thinking and many 
wakeful nights, I designed a new 
model built like a Radio Cabinet, 
and exhibited that toa _ select 
number of our loyal Graduates, 
in Malaga, New Jersey, on Sun- 
day, September 18, 1932. It was 
this Cabinet you see on the plat- 
form. It has double insulation of 
plasterboard and air, 1,00C 
Watt concentrated filament pro- 
jection bulb and Shuffling Slide- 
Carrier, with the Slides fixed in 
to avoid accidental breakage. The 
apparatus is mounted on a spe- 
cial designed table with tilting 
arrangement. The material of the 
Cabinet is 3 ply wood and the 
whole forms an attractive and 
serviceable apparatus, which can 
grace anv house by painting it to 
individual artistic taste. The price 
of this Spectro-Chrome, is pur- 
poselv kept low to reach the home 
2nd I feel sure you will agree 
with me that it is 2 long step for- 
ward in. selling it complete for 


$65 onlv..with free tuition, free 


consultation or advice and no ex- 
tra charge for taking the Exami- 
nation when ready and getting 
the Diploma if passed ! It certain- 
ly proved a move in the right di- 
rection. 


“Then I took another step for- 
ward, knowing that the Irradia- 
tions of Light are capable of be- 
ing utilized through the process 
of Reinforcement and Interfer- 
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ence by Etheric pick-up, a fact 
well investigated by Dr. Edwin 
D. Babbitt in the last century and 
amply corroborated by Professor 
Henry Steenbock of the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin in Madison, Wis- 
consin. Professor Steenbock re- 
cently irradiated milk in the form 
of a flowing sheet, passing before 
a battery of 12,000 Watt are 
Lamps, evolving Utra-Violet Rays 
and the effects of such irradiation 
were declared to be wonderful. I 
say the same about my new intro- 
duction, the Spectro-Chrome Irra- 
diator. As you note, it is a small 
box with the 5 genuine Spectro- 
Chrome Slides, through which the 
Light radiated from the rear of 
the bulb of the Cabinet passes on- 
to a set of phials which mav he 
filled with either just ordinary 
water, milk or sugar, prior to be- 
ginning the regular tonation.

It will be supplied so as to fit ei- 
ther the Cabinet or the Systemic 
model at the same price.” 

A Member—What is the price ? 

President—Fifteen Dollars 
complete. I also already designed 
an office model Irradiator, which 
will serve the purpose of a con- 
stant charging apparatus with 
Spectro-Chrome Attuned Color 
Waves; it has many original fea- 
tures, making it fool-proof. Thus, 
I perfected both the External and 
the Internal Spectro-Chrome and 
a larger scope of handling Chro- 
nic Disorders or distance service 
will result from their combina- 
tion. 

Several years ago, I made a 
Dentifrice and sold to students in 
our classes. Since then, owing to 
travel and expansion, I stopped 
making it; now because of the in- 
sistent demand for it from older 
students, I resumed its manufac- 
ture. Everything pertaining to 
Spectro-Chrome is now housed in 
one plant, where on a 23.23 acre 
estate we have our printing plant, 
cabinet shop. research laboratory 
and the administration offices, au- 
ditorium and resident quarters. 
Spectro-Chrome Institute is not a 
fly-by-night affair, where the 
headquarters are in the head ot 
the President and the manufac- 
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turing is done elsewhere! There is 
an investment of about a quarter 
million dollars there in land, 
buildings, labor and machinery 
and it is only a beginning; watch 
us grow. 


This steady growth of Spectro- 
Chrome Institute is not to be all 
credited to my labors. It is the re- 
sult of the tireless efforts of my 
darling wife Irene Grace and the 
devoted and loyal services of the 
staff composing the assistants of 
the Institute. I do not hesitate to 
express to them my most cordial 
thanks. 


Since the origination of Spec- 
tro-Chrome, one great drawback 
to the proper time for tonation 
was noticed by the Graduates. It 
was the determination of the Sun- 
rise and Sunset periods and the 
Junction of the two chains of the 
Great Sympathetic Nervous Sys- 
tem in conjunctive operation with 
the motions of the Sun, Moon and 
the Earth, in relation to the 
breathing process. For that rea- 
son, I invented the Sympathome- 
ter. It was a verv intricate pro- 
cess, making the astronomical re- 
lation of the orbs to conform to 
the peculiar changes in human vi- 
tality. Building a clock system to 
suit all possible conditions, was 
not an easy job. Being born of a 
clockmaker’s familv, it was sim- 
pler to me than to another, burt, 
difficulties of a commercial cha- 
racter beset mv path.I made train 
after train of clocks until! I reach- 
ed the goal and thought I was 
ready for manufacture of the 
Sympathometer. I had barely 
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made my commercial contacts for 
it, when the. clock company 
wound its business and another 
concern had to be sought. Barely 
had I started again, when the 
company consolidated with an- 
other and the new _ concern 
changed the train calculation, an- 
nuling my clock labors. Then the 
1927 disaster came on me and I 
came out in 1929 March; by that 
time, the day of spring wound 
clocks was gone and Electrical Al- 
ternating Current synchronous 
timepieces were in vogue. I con- 
tacted after much inquiry a big 
clock concern, whose Electric 
Clock train suited my Sympatho- 
meter; then, they too changed 
their motor and I had to start 
anew. I reached the solution fi- 
nally and soon the Electric Sym- 
pathometer may see the daylight. 

Meanwhile, the Graduates cla- 
mored for the time of Sunrise. 
Thev could not realize the diffi- 
culties lying in my way. Were the 
Sun,. Moon and Earth always 
moving in the same manner, the 
work might have been easier; 
but, the Earth moves on her axis 
at an inclination of 23 degrees 
and 27 minutes, hence, the va- 
rious seasonal changes need ac- 
counting. ‘Then again, the Moon 
rotating on her axis and around 
the Earth, is not constant in her 
time, because her orbit too is el- 
liptical. The Earth in revolving 
around the Sun carries the Moon 
with her. Thus, numerous factors 
which might otherwise be left 
out, come into existence. The 
Moon moves around the Earth in 
27 days, 7 hours, 42 minutes, 12 
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seconds, but in consequence of 
the Earth moving around the Sun 
in her orbit, this time is length- 
ened; it becomes on an average 
29 days, 12 hours, 44 minutes, 3 
seconds, from one New Moon to 
the next New Moon. Even this 
does not end the story. The Sun 
and Moon both regulate our vital. 
processes, as I demonstrated so 
often experimentally in the Class- 
es. The Earth butts into both, 
making more intricacies. The Sun- 
rise and Sunset for different 
places is not only different ac- 
cording to their position North or 
South of the Equator, but, even 
in the same place it changes day 
to day and season by season. To 
supply a simp'e monthly Calen- 
dar that would without deep cal- 
culations be available to Spectro- 
Chrome Normalators in all parts 
of the World, was a problem. I 
thought I solved it one way, when 
some other difficulty leading to a 
potential complaint loomed on 
the horizon of research. Finally, 
after 12 years of silence, I began 
to deliver that service from Octo- 
ber 1932; several people wrote 
me, “‘we counted our Favorscope 
according to your instructions; 
please, check on my work!” 
(Laughter) That was the very 
thing I aimed to obviate; the 
Favorscope added to my work. 
Further thought showed a 
glimmer of simplicity. All the 
World over, the astronomical cal- 
culations are made from the Lon- 
gitude or East to West positions 
of a locality from Greenwich, En- 
gland. We gave the gate to En- 
gland from here, but, we still use 
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the English foot, which was the 
measure of the actual toot of an 
English king Henry the Eighth, 
the Henry with his eight wives. 
So also the meridian of Green- 
wich, England. Our Almanacs are 
built around the Latitudes or 
North-South Locations of Boston, 
Massachusetts, New York, Wash- 
ington, District of Columbia or 
Charleston, South Carolina, with- 
out regard to an American Stan- 
dard of fixed decimal position 
and their calculations are subject 
to correction from the American 
Ephemeris and Nautical Almanac 
built around the Longitude of 
Greenwich, England. No student 
of Spectro-Chrome can be expec- 
ted to learn as much as a ship 
captain, to tonate sufferers at the 
proper time. Therefore, I set my 
mind to find some real and final 
solution. I found it at last! 

Our Central Office is situated 
very close to the Longitude of 75 
degrees from Greenwich East. 
Thus our Eastern Standard Time 
is just about correct to within a 
few seconds, for Malaga, New 


Jersey. It occurred to me that if 


I standardized my astronomical 
calculations to a due Malaga, 
New Jersey time, it would be ne- 
cessary to compute monthly only 
by Latitudinal variations and 
each locality where the Spectro- 
Chrome Normalator ts needed on- 
ly information of what to add to 
or subtract from the stated time 
(Chronos). So I standardized the 
whole by the Spectro-Chrome Me- 
ridian and began to give the ne- 
cessary variations to be added to 
or subtracted from in terms of a 
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Mean Time, which _ generally 
would be precise to the minute. 
The Favorscope Chronos gives 
the Spectro-Chrome Meridian 
Time, by adding to or substract- 
ing from which the minutes indi- 
cated, the Sunrise and Sunset 
Time for your locality is easily at- 
tained. Where the Day of the 
Moon is unfavorable at Sunrise, 
the Initial Tonation Favor is at- 
tained by adding 1 Hour, 28 Min- 
utes; then each subsequent Favor 
follows every 2 Hours and 56 
Minutes. In the entire Favorscope, 
each computation is made to suit 
the practical needs, in regard to 
the sufferer‘s tonation and all 
Seconds, Fractions and Decimals 
are obviated. It works admirably 
and letters of commendation indi- 
eating the fulfilling of a great de- 
sideratum and the accurate re- 
sults produced by its intelligent 
use, are on file; we hear every 
week from someone or another. I 
sincerely hope the members will 
comprehend what was done and 
feel that we are always doing our 
best to serve their interests. (Ap- 
plause). 

The Third Day Afternoon Ses- 
sion adjourned at 5 P. M. 


FINAL SESSION 


The Final Session ofthe Con- 
vention assembled at 8 P. M. The 
Gold Room was well filled by the 
Members and the Provisional 
Members. Long distance Members 
from New Jersey, Missouri, Mich- 
igan, Canada, Illinois, Indiana, 
were still at their posts. 
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The President announced that 
the 83rd Class in Spectro-Chrome 
Metry would commence from 
Monday, December 5, 1932, at 7 
P. M. in the Colonial Room, Hotel 
Wisconsin, Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
sin. No fee or admission charge 
was to be made. The tuition of 10 
nights was as before, free. Re- 
peating students or students who 
took the free work before were 
not to admitted, for lack of 
space; only 150 new students 
could be accommodated. Many 
desired to repeat, but, were told 
the rule applied to all. They 
would serve better by sending 
new students; minors under 21 
vears of age, would be admitted 
by getting the consent and appro- 
val of their parents on the Appli- 
cation for Enrollment. The admis- 
sion was by Reserved Tickets, 
numbered and dated; they were 
issued to the accepted applicants 
only and were not transferable; 
the students were bound to take 
the full course; absence on more 
than a single night acted as a can- 
cellation of the studentship. 

After various small items of 
less general interest were dis- 
cussed, the President stated that 
if sufficient Members would join 
in 1933, he would resume the 
publication of the official monthly 
Spectro-Chrome. This called forth 
an outburst of cheer. 

At 10:30 P. M., the Convention 
was. dissolved amidst hearty 
greetings and cordial wishes for 
success of the next Class. All went 
satisfied, the twelfth Annual 
Convention was memorable in- 
deed.

Roosevelt, took the reins of the de- 
pression bugbear and established 
the National Recovery Administra- 
tion, Dinshah was conducting the 
87th Class in Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
sin.

Among one of the early Gradu- 
ates of Spectro-Chrome Institute, 


I have the honor to enumerate 
Robert R. Logan, President of the 
American Antj-Vivisection Society, 
a gentleman of experience and 
learning and having the highest 
repugnance against the systems of 
organized butchery, foisted on the 
suffering public under the name of 
Medicine. In The Starry Cross of 
September 1933, he wrote an edi- 
torial under the heading of ‘““Home- 
opathy,” which portrays so many 
matters dear to our heart that I 
take the liberty of republishing it, 
to show how others with intelligent 
and thinking minds are drifting 
into the field of “No Drugs.” He 
says: 


“There is an interesting article 
in Progress Today, April-July, 1933, 
issue, entitled “Homeopathy and 
Vivisection,” by E. Petrie Hoyle, 
M. D., in which the author asserts 
that modern orthodox medicine— 
vivisectional medicine — in its re- 
liance upon surgery, vaccines and 
serums has lost all knowledge of 
curative drugs or medicines and so 
really has nothing with which to 
heal the sick. 


Dr. Hoyle begins by pointing out 
that the orthodox medicine has had 
a succession of fads and fashions: 
“ploodletting (which has _ killed 
even kings), mercury (pushed to 
the limit, until teeth fell out and 
joints were filled with mercury 
globules, visible to the eye—see 
Royal College of Surgeons Mus- 
eum), Listerism (with many more 
victims overdosed with carbolic), 
then the reign of Microbes (when it 
was tried chemically to reach them 
in vivo, to be slain in situ—they 
often died with their hosts). This 
was antisepsis with a vengeance, 
and if the host did not die, who 


can compute the extent of the bod- 
ily injury sustained? Then came 
Salvarsan (which was to make 
venery a safe sin, but untoward 
events rapidly following, the fam- 
ous ‘606’ soon became ‘909,’ and 
now one is ashamed, or afraid, of 
even this experiment on the sick). 
After this came the fashion of 
‘breaking-the-fever, when the 
reign of antipyretics was merged 
into hypnotics (which simply 
masxed the pain and danger symp- 
toms until the patients could not 
tell what ailed them most.)” 


“These two aids were soon put on 
the ‘poisons list. Why? Because 
‘breaking-the-fever’ often spelt a 
funeral. I will tell you another 
time what the microscope has dem- 
onstrated in this connection. 
Break-the-fever, indeed! What un- 
scientific nonsense, as phagocyto- 
sis is quickened in a fever-raised 
temperature. (See Professor Bak- 
ody’s work at Budapest.) After 
this came the fashion of Serum- 
Therapy, hypodermically given — 
another most unsurgical procedure, 
which had a most unscientific 
origin. What did God give us 
mouths for? Serum-Therapy mer- 
ged into colloids, with spectacular 
vivisection into gaining ground and 
endowments. I wish Rockefeller 
could be told how his millions are 
being used. If he realized how 
animals were being treated, I can’t 
think he would stand for it. His 
special doctor (now dead) used 
to be Dr. Hamilton F. Biggar, a 
homeopath whom I knew very 
well.” 


“And now, 1920 to 1932, as anoth- 
er phase of bewildered groping, or- 
thodoxy comes right back to blood- 
letting, discarded when Grand- 
mamma was young! Such is a 
brief outline of a wobbling pseudo- 
science, and a vicious circle of some 
seven or eight decades, though 
there are scores of other forgotten 
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fashions. Change is not always 
advance.” 

Dr. Hoyle then goes on to state 
that Homeopathy has not chang- 
ed in 130 years because it is found- 
ed on absolutely scientific prin- 
ciples, each drug in the homeo- 
pathic pharmacopeia having been 
selected to cure certain specific 
symptoms because it invariably 
produces those symptoms when 
tested not upon animals without 
their consent but upon human be- 
ings voluntarily. Hahnemann be- 
gan this work with some ninety- 
seven drugs and 

“The results were more than 
astonishing. The drug symptoms 
produced were faithful portrayals 
or ‘pictures’ of every day illnesses. 
His ‘provers,’ expressing their de- 
partures from normal, made use of 
exact phrases met with daily when 
questioning the sick today, and 
these phrases are still on record. 
Moreover, he found that nine- 
tenths of the symptoms produced 
were subjective, that is, requiring 
human speech to make them 
known. These he classified and 
recorded and they are of classic 
import today. Thus nine-tenths of 
those thousands of drug symptoms 
would have been lost to posterity 
had he employed animals. Have 
the vivisectionists anything with 
which to beat this work?” 


“Please note,” says Dr. Hoyle, 
further on, “that Homeopathy has 
not any ‘specifics’ for this or that 
disease, nor has it ever had any. 
A specific drug for any specific 
disease may lead to all sorts of 
complications. What if the disease 
has been wrongly diagnosed? I 
have drawn your attention to the 
percentages of error in diagnosis. 
Any prescription based on a mere 
diagnosis, which may be wrong, at 
once makes the prescribed drug 
void, deleterious and even stupid. 
Homeopaths never evade a diag- 


nosis, but we go beyond the mere 
classifying of a disease under a 
technical nomenclature. It is sel- 
dom that two people are affected in 
an exactly similar manner in any 
disease as broadly diagnosed. With 
Homecspathy it is always the pre- 
cise and peculiar personal devia- 
tions from the normal that are 
noted, and these individual differ- 
ences point to a demand for one 
drug only in a manner totally un- 
known to vivisectionists.” 


Under the use of anti-toxin diph- 
theria, says Dr. Hoyle, quoting the 
British Medical Journal of Septem- 
ber 28, 1931, has been showing a 
death rate of 20 per cent. lately: 


“This looks as if another fashion 
of orthodoxy was in the process of 
being discarded in spite of much 
vivisection. Thehomeopathic 
death rate in this disease, using 
chiefly our high dilutions of Mer- 
curius cyanide (a terrible poison 
if not employed in the minute 
homeopathic doses), which should 
never be used in a lower potency 
than the tenth decimal or the 
twelfth decimal strength (ten or 
twelve noughts) runs about one to 
five per cent. Yet homeopathy has 
never called on vivisection.” 


Lastly Dr. Hoyle points out that 
after ridiculing for generations the 
minute or infinitesimal doses of 
homeopathy as having no possible 
rotency, orthodox medicine has 
now discovered that infection could 
be transmitted with a dilution re- 
quiring fifteen noughts to express 
it: 


“Orthodoxy finds that work with 
a dilution of 1/1,000,000,000,000,- 
000 was strong enough to inoculate 
two out of every three men and 
give them a common cold after 
they had filtered out every microbe. 
The Lancet calls this a ‘brilliant 
piece of work,’ so why sneer when 
we employ our infinitesimals? Is 
this another discard for orthodox 
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bacteriology and vivisection? Here 
they had filtered out all the bac- 
teria, and yet there remained the 
infectious something — infinitesi- 
mal, without a doubt.” 


THE STARRY CROSS does not 
hold a brief for Homeopathy or any 
other cult or school of medicine, but 
it does protest against the domi- 
nation of the one school which 
bases its “science” of human heal- 
ing on cruel and misleading tests 
made upon animals, and which 
steadily ignores all the facts and 
observations recorded through the 
centuries by all other seekers after 
truth. 

It may be that in the very na- 
ture of things there never can be a 
“science”? of medicine, that it will 
always remain an art whose secret 
shall lie in the individual ability 
of each physician to reconcile his 
patient to a conformity with na- 
ture’s laws. If, however, there is to 
be something approaching a sci- 
ence of medicine it will come only 
when state protection is withdrawn 
from one favored school and the 
monopoly and arrogance of vivisec- 
tion broken forever. Then and only 
then will the knowledge gained by 
homeopathy and osteopathy and 
the other schools of healing be 
shared and correlated and made of 
practical value.” 


The remarks of Dr. E. Petrie 
Hoyle about the “Orthodoxy” are 
very pertinent, but, where that Or- 
thodoxy and even Homeopathy 
with its “Twelfth Decimal Potency” 
ends, Spectro-Chrome with its 
most precise yet ultra-superatten- 
uated potency begins.

DEATH OF ANNIE BESANT 


Annie Besant, the President of 
the Theosophical Society, died at 
the age of 86. 

Dinshah was introduced to her in 
London, England, in 1893, just prior 
to her first visit to India. She was 
then a meek student of Oriental 
Philosophy, but, step by step she 
rose into power in the Theosophi- 
cal Society, until she became its 
esoteric as well as exoteric head. 
How she attained that position is 
known well to the writer, although 
he does not think it essential to 
republish the events leading to it. 
He took active part in her con- 
troversy about Charles W. Lead- 
beater and also about the Krishna- 
murti incident. His lengthy and 
caustic articles on both matters 
created quite a stir at the time. The 
Leadbeater articles were published 
in his weekly newspaper Apaksha- 
pata (The Impartial). Prior to 
that, Dinshah had numerous clash- 
es about his life and lectures with 
her and the climax was reached 
when one day in Bombay, Annie 
Besant threatened him that unless 
he stopped his sledge-hammer tac- 
tics “The Masters will not keep you 
in the work.” Dinshah promptly re- 
torted that “The Benign Masters 
never interfered with individual 
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Karmas” and told her his reply 
would reach her next morning. 

The next day, he resigned his 
Fellowship and voluntarily surren- 
dered all his esoteric papers. Three 
years later, after much altercation, 
his old Diploma was restored and 
he resumed his activities. 

However, since the Krishnamurti 
and the Messiah affair, Dinshah 
stopped taking part in the activi- 
ties of the Theosophical Society, in 
as much as its separation into the 
different factions and divisions was 
not his idea of Universal Brother- 
hood. 

Annie Besant was a great soul. 
A powerful orator and masterful 
discourser she won many hearts. 
However, her autocratic tempera- 
ment frequently produced awkward 
situations. 

She is gone to Planes about 
which she wrote in life; may she 
advance! 


SLOW APPROACH TO SPECTRO- 
CHROME 


How cunningly are chemical pro- 
ducts advertised may he gathered 
from the new noise of “Heavy 
Water,” which is being made in the 
American Chemical Society’s meet- 
ing in Chicago, Illinois. In a re- 
port published in the Wilmington 
Morning News, of Wilmington, Del- 
aware, of Tuesday, September 12, 
1933, Howard W. Blakeslee, Associ- 
ate Press Science Editor writes 
about this “Heavy Water”:— 


“This liquid is not different in ap- 
pearance from ordinary water, yet 
plants do not grow in it. Although 
perfectly pure and made of the 
Same “H2-O” as all other water, 
chemists suspect that it may prove 
to be either poisonous to animals 
and man, or show medicinal effects. 

Heavy water is made of the re- 


cently discovered double-weight 
hydrogen atoms and the heaviest 
of oxygen atoms. The hydrogen 
atoms are obtained from ordinary 
hydrogen, of which they form a 
small fraction. Electricity is used 
in separating the two kinds of hy- 
drogen. 


The resulting extra weight water 
is only slightly heavier than the or- 
dinary liquid, because the heavy 
hydrogen atoms are very light 
compared with the single oxygen 
atom in a water molecule. Ordinary 
hydrogen has a mass, of weight of 
one; heavy hydrogen, two; and 
oxygen atoms have masses of 16, 
17 and 18.” 


It were so much simpler and bet- 
ter for the World, if instead of 
constantly groping in the dark, the 
chemists would throw into discard 
for all times the Atomic Theory 
and interpret all chemistry in 
Spectro-Chrome terms. There is no 
such thing as an_ indivisible 
“Atom.” I have been speaking for 
dozens of years and emphatically 
teaching my students that the so- 
called “Elements” of the chemists 
are, spectroscopically speaking, all. 
“compounds.” Were they true 
Elements, Radium could not as an 
Element throw off Niton and Hel- 
ium and later become Lead; Uran- 
ium would not decay into Radium 
and many other phenomena of 
Radio-Emanation be impossible.

In a more radical type of surgery called thoracoplasty 
a number of ribs are removed and the chest wall as a whole 
collapses, carrying with it the diseased lung. 


The coverings of the ribs are left intact and subse- 
quently new bone forms. The chest wall, however, does 
not re-expand. The collapse of the lung following this 
operation is permanent.”

In an article published in the Evening Journal of Wilmington, 
Delaware, Thursday, November 16, 1933, page 1, on “Dread Tropical 
Disease Hits Chicago Visitors,” by Dr. Morris Fishbein, Editor, Journal 
of the American Medical Association and of Hygeia, the Health Maga- 
zine, it was stated, “Recent death of Texas Guinan, famous night 
club hostess, brings into national prominence the outbreak of amebic 
dysentery that has been prevalent in Chicago for several months. Miss 
Guinan’s sudden death is ascribed to this disease. The epidemic 1s 
kelieved to be under control. 


“Amebic dysentery is caused by invasion of the body by an organ- 
ism larger than the bacteria, known as entamoeba histolytica. This 
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organism undermines the upper layers of the large bowel. 


“The symptoms begin with frequent, scanty evacuations, often 
containing mucus and blood, severe abdominal pain and depression. 
Sometimes the early symptoms relating to the abdomen are so severe 
that in the failure of an accurate diagnosis, surgical operation for 
appendicitis or peritonitis or for other abdominal infection may be 
performed. 


‘Until rather recent times, this disease was associated universally 
with the tropics. More recently it has been found that it can be 
transmitted by food handlers in any part of the world. 


“It was by this method that the epidemic arose in Chicago. 


“In 1927, seven or eight cases were traced to a large hotel there. 
Apparently a person still carrying the germ in the spring of 1933 
obtained a position in another hotel. 


“Cases of amebic dysentery are not usually reported in Chicago; 
in fact, the average is one or two a month. 


“However, about the middle of August, 1933, two cases were re- 
ported, and by the end of August 13 cases had been reported, all 
traced to the same hotel. 


“Therefore, examinations were made of all food handlers in this 
hotel, and by October 1, it was found that of 412 food handlers ex- 
amined, 92 were infected. 


“The examination for the presence of the organism is a highly 
technical procedure which can be carried out only by a competent lab- 
oratory investigator. 


“There is an incubation period of from 9 to 94 days after the 
invasion of the body before severe symptoms appear. In fact, the 
cases investigated by one group of authorities indicated that the aver- 
age time from the infestation by the organism to the first appearance 
of the intestinal symptoms was 65 days.” 


Dr. Morris Fishbein might relate a different story if he and his 
fellow-medicoes would use Spectro-Chrome. Then, his report need 
not be, “The epidemic is believed to be under control,” but, ‘The 
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epidemic is under control.” 


The untimely decease of Texas Guinan and others with similar 
disorders could easily have been averted.

1. 1 thank you for your kind communication of January 27, 1934 
in which you state that you are “interested to learn your point of 
view”’..

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6. =I practised Medicine for a long number of years in India, but 
since settling in this Country 23 years ago, left the Medical line as 
notoriously empirical. However, that is not the point at issue. 


7. The Medical Doctor and the Public must get whatever they 
want in exactly the form they want and not adulterated with unde- 
sirable material. Thus far you may fake your Tugwell-Copeland Bill;

8. However, when you endeavor to put into the definition of 
Drugs “Devices intended for use in the cure, mitigation, treatment 
or prevention of disease’’, it certainly is a perversion of the Lexicon 
and a mockery of paraphrasing.

As this would invalidate either my Patent or the Bill, which- 
ever way it operates, I request and appeal to your intelligence to re- 
move such a nonsensical restriction from your otherwise well aimed 
Bill. 
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15. Surely you do not intend_that the brain of the inventor should 
be deadlocked by stopping the sale of his brain-children—his inven- 
tions upon which the weltare of the World depends. 


16. | enclose some literature about my activities and inventions, 
a glance at which will show to you that you will be ruining the welfare 
of many a sick person, if your Bill be passed without due purgation. 


17. | have a fully equipped research laboratory and manufacturing 
Plant standing on an estate of over 23 acres, giving free service 
to suffering mankind through the use of my System -Spectro-

Hearing On “Pure” Food, Drugs, Devices 
—An Experience Of Purity Of Air And Politics 


It was Tuesday the 27th day of February, 1934 that was to be 
another turning point in the history of Spectro-Chrome. Hubert D. 
Stephens, Chairman of the United States Committee On Commerce 
had sent a Kind invitation to appear before his Committee and “briet- 
ly present the matter in which vou are interested.” I certainly accept- 
ed it. 


Here was really an exceptional opportunity. For years the 
American Medical Association through its wide ramifications had 
hounded me, persecuted me, dogged my very steps with the intention 
of crushing my work completely: and the Tugwell-Copeland Bill with 
its definition of “Devices” means ‘‘Drugs” was one hidden blow de- 
liberately aimed to wipe my work—Spectro- Chrome—from the face 
of America, by placing it under their domination, subjugation and 
dictation. 


Spectro-Chrome is my brain-child. It is the product of over 30 
years of arduous and laborious scientific research in the face of untold 
privations, starvations, miseries and hardships and its truth, precision, 
logical deduction and clinical accuracy have been continously in the 
public eye during the past 1+ years of its existence. Cases thrown out 
of the hospitals as “incurable”, sufferers told by the Medical Doctors 
“they had no hopes of recovery,” thousands upon thousands of human 
beings in the last lap of desperation, were successfully normalated 
and restored to the enjoyment of their customary activities by the un- 
erring Spectro-Chrome. 


All these. years, when the merits of Spectro-Chrome were 
being proven and established for all time, | had endeavored by numer- 
ous requests and invitations to the American Medical Association and 
its ramificatory affiliations to investigate Spectro-Chrome, but with- 
out response. Their opposition and actual hostility apparently was not 
as much against the system, but, against the Originator as a man— 
perhaps their vanity was hurt that a comparatively obscure Parsee 
Zoroastrian of India should tell them openly to throw their age-old, 
moth-eaten, nonsensical, empirical, absurd, illogical, corrupt, unscien- 
tific, jargonic humbug of “Medicine” into the junk pile and turn to the 
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path of Spectro-Chrome. with its unerring Automatic Precision. 


It was bad enough for Spectro-Chrome to claim No Drugs— 
No Manipulation—No Surgery, but, when to that was attached No 
Diagnosis, their rage knew no bounds. How can Diagnosis be avoided? 
Why, that was the one grip they had on the throats of the practitioners 
of systems of healing different from those of the Medical Doctors and 
it was the one weapon to harass, persecute and bulldoze such others 
whose views did not gibe with theirs. T hat Diagnosis was the key to 
the citadel of healing and by that “Diagnosis’’, they ruled the king- 
dom of Heaven to Earth and below with domineering success. 


In the conduct of their nefarious and subtle activities, the Med- 
ical Octopus has been maintaining a powerful and influential lobby 
in the nation’s capital city. Step by step, under the guise of improving 
public health, it made inroads into the various healing systems in such 
a way that most or all of them had to submit to the domination of the 
Drug Trust more or less, to keep the head above the water. 


Suddenly, the Benign Masters Who Watch The Welfare Of 
The World, sent a servant of Theirs to initiate the suffering into the 
true mystery of the Covenant Of God With Man Through, The Rain- 
bow and the advent .of Spectro-Chrome extended to the ailing a new 
Ray Of Happiness, which made them rejoice; but the Medical Doc- 
tors saw in it their most formidable opponent—their Nemesis. With 
the most simple apparatus, composed essentially of an Electric Bulb 
and Five Slides of Glass of specially matched Colors or “Attuned 
Color Waves’, used in accordance with an original conception of 
spectroscopy and chemistry in human life, a novel Science was placed 
before the suffering World, of such unprecedented accuracy and un- 
erring Automatic Precision, that the Medical Doctors gasped at its 
claims. Those “claims” are no longer claims and Spectro-Chrome 
Metry as the perfect Healing Science, without the use of Diagnosis, 
Drugs, Manipulation and Surgery stands unrivalled and unchallenged 
on its demonstrated proven merits, 


Various were the means devised and traps laid to stem the 
tide of Spectro-Chrome. Its opponents had the Originator framed for 
all kinds of ‘“‘crimes’’, from Practising Medicine Without A License 
to Grand Larceny, Supernatural Powers, Hypnotism, Mesmerism, My- 
sticism, Astral Projection, Flying T hrough Space, Salem Witchcraft, 
Mann Act Violation, with various penalties and Sentences, including 
heavy Fines and Incarcerations; he saw the inside of 10 Prisons al- 
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ready! Once President Calvin Coolidge issued a Pardon to pull him 
out. He went through all these persecutions cheerfully, working with- 
out any salary so humanity may be served. There was a goal to reach. 


When no legislation in 14 years could stop Spectro-Chrome be- 
cause of its inherent scientific Truth, it appears that the Medical Lob- 
by somehow had Rexford Tugwell, and Royal Copeland introduce the 
Tugwell-Copeland Bill, S-1944, about which full mention was made 
in Spectro-Chrome of February 1934. In the issue of March 1934, the 
full correspondence about it was printed. I was invited to appear and 
ventilate my objections and for me it was an opportunity to iterate 
the Truth. So I obeyed the call and spoke the Truth. 


Malaga, New Jersey, my headquarters is 141 miles from Wash- 
ington, D. C. I always travel by automobile, but, this time the un- 
precedented cold wave with its five foot snow drifts and below Zero 
winds, having blocked the highways, I decided to go by train via 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. — | 


Not finding any train that could take me early morning from 
my village, I left the prior night and arrived at the Union Station in 
Washington D. C. before daybreak. I lingered in the depot a few hours. 
The Senate Office Building is right opposite and I went there at 9 A. 
M. The Caucus Room where the Hearings were to be held was on 
the third floor and as I entered it, I expected to see it jammed to the 
door—but, I was the first one in that spacious room accommodating 
over two hundred persons. 


Slowly and one by one the public interested in the Bill collect- 
ed; by 9:50 A. M., every chair was taken.’ I was in the left hand section 
of the first row and was literally sandwiched. My appearance with 
the Parsee Zoroastrian cap and different features must have appeared 
strange in that motley crowd. At 10.00 A. M., the Chairman of the 
Committee "On Commerce Honorable Senator Hubert D. Stephens, 
called the assembly to order and the performance began. 


By this time, I was fairly choked. I had thought that the learned 
Medical Doctors, Scientists, Senators, Ladies and others were all there 
to promote public welfare, health and prosperity by giving “PURE” 
Feods, Drugs, et cetera. Judge my intense surprise when | found these 
champions of Pure foods, blowing their malodorous, filthy tobacco 
smoke into the air of the room where many non-smokers like me were 
seatéd. Women {vo joined in the smoking contest. My eyes smarted 
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with the smoke. The atmosphere became positively stinking and un- 
healthy. Were | there for just a pleasure jaunt, | should have prompt- 
ly left that room to save my lungs, but, being there on a mission of 
Duty in defense of my Spectro-Chrome, I stuck to my post. What a 
disgraceful sight! An august council of the United States Senate, made 
of the Senators—the responsible legislators of the Nation, to sit in 
conclave puffing like locomotive engines with the public joining them 
in the smokathon, did not impress me much except as an imitation 
Opium den in Shanghai, China. 


What surprized me more was to see Dr. Royal S. Copeland 
also smoking leisurely. Some years ago, in one of his newspaper syn- 
dicated articles, he published a story about his son whom he admonish- 
ed against smoking and now the worthy doctor needed similar admoni- 
tion. Politics is surely a wonderful game! 


[ thought I came in that room for hearing on the Tugwell Bill, 
S- 1944; what ‘transpired showed me that the hearing was to ‘be on an- 
other similar Bill by Senator Royal S. Copeland, S- 2800. I asked for a 
copy and was handed one. A quick scan showed me that it-was just 
as vicious and irrelevant as the other and had the same nonsense of 
‘a device” is ‘a drug’”’ within the meaning of this Act, as well as the 
names of diseases not to be advertised and the like. That Bill looked 
like the funeral toll of Spectro-Chrome and aimed directly at its com- 
plete control if not extinction. Two other Bills S-2355 and S-2358 
were also to be within the same hearing; they too had the same ear- 
marks of medical domination with the restraint on advertising and 
the inclusion of therapeutical devices in the term “Drug’’. 


The first person to make a Statement was Charles Coolidge 
Parlin, of the Curtis Publishing Company. He appeared for the Na- 
tional Publishers’ Association and endorsed the Bill. He said he spoke 
for publications with 50,000,000 circulation. He praised Copeland for 
protecting the consumers. 


The next Statement was by Congressman Arthur P. Lamneck 
of Columbus, Ohio. He was in a rush to go back to the House Of Rep- 
resentatives, but, in 5 minutes he wiped the floor with the Bills. He 
spoke sensibly and registered unmitigated opposition. He said, ‘‘Take 
your definition of a drug. A drug is deemed miisbranded if a disease 
is mentioned for which the drug is not a specific cure. Now, I am 
told there are only four specific cures known in medicine and | be- 
lieve that a man that thinks asnirin is a good thing for a headache, as 
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I do, if he wants to call it a cure for headache, that is all right and if 
they advertise it as a cure for headache; it is to me in many cases; it 
cures my headaches; may be not permanently, but it cures it tempo- 
rarily anyway. Now, it seems to me that one of the things that is back 
of this movement— I do not know where it originated—is probably 
to prevent the public from going to a drug store and buying some 
patent medicine that they think is good for the thing that ails them. 
This bill, in our judgment, is too drastic. It puts autocratic powers in 
the hands of executives.” He voiced my views! 


He was followed by Charles Wesly Dunn, a lawyer represent- 
ing Associated Grocery Manufacturers Of America, American Phar- 
maceutical Manufacturers’ Association, National Drug Trade Confer- 
ence and other organizations like National Associatian Of Manufac- 
turers Of Dog Food. This gentleman wanted “Boards” to be appoint- 
ed, as if we did not have boards and more mahogany boards cluttering 
our administration and eating off the fruits of the soil. He spoke on 
Lea and Perrins Sauce, Beech-Nut Chewing Gum, advertisements, 
frauds, trade-puffs, boasting and the like for over 1 hour and 30 min- 
utes; the Chairman finally requested him to stop at noon and a recess 
was declared till 2 P. M., Senator Stephens stating that the hearing 
was to be resumed in the Commerce Committee Room, instead of the 
Caucus Room. 


Never having been a Senator, | did not have the slightest idea 
of where the Commerce Committee Room was. I was violently smoth- 
ered by the Tobacco smoke in the Caucus Room and my sole desire 
was to stay as little as I could and be out of that infernal punishment 
to my heaith. I detest Tobacco most cordially and no smoking’ is per- 
mitted to anyone where I.can enforce the rule. I! want my food, water 
as well as air pure and the sight of these people poisoning the air which 
innocents have to breathe on compulsion, gave me a revulsion J shall 
not likely soon forget. 


I asked a number of persons where the afternoon session 
would be held. One pointed-in one direction, another sent me to the 
ground floor. The Capitol! Guards told. me to ask the elevator man. 
He took me to the next floor. | wandered in that place a number of 
times until a kind one gave me an exact number and | bent my steps 
thither. Barely had I opened the door and peeped, when a loud shriek 
rang from a young woman within: “O-0-0-0-0-0 lookat ’im lookat ’im 
lookat ’im—ou u u —u—u uhhu—!” I was about rooted to the spot, 
when another and louder shriek greeted me and: the woman rushed 
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toward me with a face terrified and convulsed with obvious horror: 
“U-u-u-uhhu—O can’t you catch him—O-o0-o0- catch him!” I thought 
| was the one she wanted caught. I had many painful experiences with 
human beings in my life and to be thus given a howling reception in 
the Senate Office Building was not encouraging. I shouted therefore, 
“Please madam, please, | am here as a visitor only, I came to. find— 
— — —” “Yes, yes, lookat ’im, catch ’im, can’t you— — O-o-0-o-h!”’ 
“Madam, but, what is it? What do I have to catch?” “There he is— 
theeerrr—” 


Something whisked near my face; it was evidently a flying ob- 
ject endeavoring to get out of that room; the windows however were 
all closed, so it kept fluttering, to the consternation of the young 
woman. Gathering courage, I entered that room and opened a window, 
but the woman rushed again with: her right shoe in hand; the high 
heel of the shoe was torn off in the quick runs she made hither and 
thither and she was limping on the unequal stilts. | tried ina few words 
to tell her the reason of my presence there, but; she lifted the tele- 
phone receiver and shouted to the Superintendent to hurry the janitor. 


In a few moments entered a negro and a white man and they 
scampered from that room into the adjoining committee room after 
that flying devil, without success. Finally, the white one caught it by 
hitting it with a long pole and brought it to the offended woman. It 
was a poor little baby bat ! 


The tenseness of the odd situation being relieved, we had a 
laugh about the incident. The white one opened the wings of the bat 
and I sensed he intended to tear them apart; I told the woman it was 
an innocent animal and a harmless creature, which was dazed by the 
daylight; I pleaded to let it go. She directed me to the Superintendent’s 
office and | was glad to depart. On the ground floor, the Superinten- 
dent told me the Commerce Committee: Room was not there but was 
in the Capitol. I went there, breathing a sigh of relief. 


That room was the size of a small private office and could ac- 
eommodate perhaps 50 people comfortably. To have such a cabin for 
a public hearing, where many hundreds would insist on justice and 
fairness seemed ridiculous. It looked to me that the Committee per- 
naps did not like the public to ventilate their grievances in plenty and 
this. might be a political way of giving the gate to many. Anyhow, 
[ felt that if I stayed there with those puffing locomotives a day, my 
breathing apparatus. would be so injured that even the “Pure” food 
laws could not repair the damage. 
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Therefore, as Senator Stephens entered the room, | went to 
him quickly and introducing myself asked him to allow me precedence 
and relieve me from being there longer. He promised to do so and | 
promised I should be very brief; both fulfilled their promises. | thank- 
ed him for his courtesy; he was very kind. 


As the hearing was resumed, the air of the room became pos- 
itively nauseating with the stench of Tobacco fumes, mixed with all 
kinds of female perfumes. How anvbody could sit in such poisonous 
air for any period and keep a steady thinking brain, | am unable to 
decipher. The Chairman stated that some of the Senators were bus¥ 
and would come late. However, as the proceedings would he print- 
ed, those who would like to speak might do so. 1 promptly signalled. 


THE CHAIRMAN. The hearing will come to order. Mr. 
Dinshah, I understand you desire to be heard. 


MR. DINSHAH. Yes. 


Statement Of Dinshah P. Ghadiali, President-Treasurer 
Spectro-Chrome Institute, Malaga, N. J. 


MR. GHADIALI. Honorable Chairman and Senators, |. shall 
be very brief in my statement in regard to this bill, S-2800. 


There is one point on which my Institute, the Spectro-Chrome 
Institute, Malaga, N. J., desires, if your Honors please, to protest 
against the inclusion of the word ‘‘devices” in the definition of food 
and drugs, that iis devices, electrical contrivances, where, in the pre- 
amble of the bill, it is mentioned as foods, drinks, drugs, and eosme- 
tics. That is the position taken by the Honorable Senator Copeland 
and Mr. Tugwell also. In the definition given on page2, section b, the 
term “drug” shall include “all substances, preparations, and devices 
intended for use in the cure, mitigation, treatments, or prevention of 
ilisease.”’ 


I am the inventor and patentee of a number of electrical equip- 
ments for the treatment of diseases. In-fact, in 1896, when I came first 
to the United States from Bombay, India, I was the first lecturer on 
X-rays in New York. I am a manufacturer. We have a big plant for 
manufacturing our own instruments. My inventions and patents were 
made after over 30 years of laborious Scientific research and they 
are used all over the United States. If, therefore, the word ‘“devices” 
be included in this act, Your Honors, my institute contends that it will 
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put us completely out of business becausé it would put us under the 
power of the medical trust. It is well known that the medical trust has 
always opposed every other system or method of healing. To put a 
healing device of an electrical or mechanical or scientific character un- 
der the control of a gentleman like the Secretary of Agriculture, who 
is supposed to mind the business of food and drugs and the purity of 
those things—to put mechanical and electrical devices under his con- 
trol is a problematical absurdity in itself. 


A second point to which | wish to draw your attention is that 
it takes a stand here as to misbranded foods and drugs and so on, on 
page 7, section 6, where it says: 


A food, drug, or cosmetic shall be deemed to. be misbranded (a) 
if its labeling is false or misleading in any particular. Any representa- 
tion concerning any effect of a drug shall be deemed to be false un- 
der this paragraph if that representation is not supported by substan- 
tial medical opinion or by demonstrable scientific fact. 


Now, please, sir, the Honorable Senator Copeland means well, 
of course. I do not endeavor to impeach the honorable Senator’s mo- 
tives, but I do contend that the inclusion of devices within-the mean- 
ing of drugs would deprive my invention and machines, patented 
under Government patents, from being used. A Government patent 
gives me the right to make, use, and vend my machines. I have intro- 
duced my healing system all over the United States afd have hun- 
dreds using exclusively this system, and it will entirely put us out 
of business. My plant, which is a quarter of a million dollar plant for 
manufacturing, will close, because my work will then have to be 
substantially under medical opinion and if the medical gentlemen in 
their wisdom think fit to fight me as they have fought other systems, 
they are going to fight me in a way which would be really unfair com- 
petition, because that would give, through the power of the United 
States Senate, through the zeal of this august Congress, it would give 
them an absolute control of the entire healing art of the United-States. 


I therefore emphatically voice my protest against such an un- 
fair method of including within a food and drug act the word ‘‘devices” 
and including all of us within that act. It is unfair. 


Another thing that is very apparently unfair here is on Page 
15, ‘false advertisement.” If Your Honors will please look at this, 
section 9, line 15, paragraph b: 


An advertisement of a drug shall also be deemed to be false if 
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tee: 


it contains the name of any disease for which the drug is not a speci- 
fic cure, and so forth. 


I refer you to the authority of no less a medical expert than 
Dr. Richard C. Cabot, the great physician and brilliant master mind 
of America. Dr. Cabot has definitely put into the records of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association that 52 per cent of medical diagnosis is on 
post-mortem examination found to be absolutely false. If there were 
a specific cure for any disease, nobody would die. There is no such 
animal as a specific cure for any disease. 


I get something and it is a pain in the neck. Somebody else 
gets it and it is called malaria. Drugs are like women. They have dif- 
ferent temperaments.

Why, nothing 
can be sold. Even ice cream contains gelatin. Flour is white, which 
makes us white-livered. Everything is chemicalized, and only God Al- 
mighty knows what is in any food or drug. You go to the corner 
drugstore and get some bromo-seltzer. That contains a poison called 
acetanilid. | practiced medicine 30 years and | treated 30,000 people 
and | left it. | am a retired medical doctor. | practiced medicine in 
India. In India there is no medical: legislative act of any kind. We 
just kill them and leave them. 


The last thing that is utterly absurd, which will absolutely put 
my Institute out of business and put my inventions on the blink, is 
this: This is something, Honorable Sirs, which must be completely 
wiped out from the legislation.

| SENATOR COPELAND. Pardon me, I just got here and | 
did not get your connections. 


MR. GHADIALI. 1am president and treasurer of the Spectro- 
Chrome Institute, Malaga, N. J., which is a New Jersey corporation, 
chartered in every State of the Union, from coast to coast. 1 have 
been in 10 prisons because of the machinations of the Medical Trust. 
They have locked me up ten times in the United States. Why? Be- 
cause I teach the public not to take any drugs at all.

c. The purpose of this is to discourage the public advertisement for 
sale in interstate commerce of drugs for diseases wherein self-medi- 
cation may he especially dangerous. 


The medical people do not want people to medicate them- 
selves. They want to get the money from the public and pocket it 
for their own use. 


It continues ‘“‘wherein self-medication may be especially danger- 
ous,”’ Who is going to rule on whether a medicine is dangerous or not, 
except the American medical gentlemen that are licensed for that pur- 
pose? The Sécretary of Agriculture with this document in his hand 
will not know anything when you give him the power. You are 
making a toy, an automaton, out of the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
great minister of the Cabinet of the United States President. You put 
into his power the food law for purity of food. I do not want to speak 
about food and drugs. Others have spoken. Let them do that. I shall 
only take two more minutes and close my discourse. 


All I want to show you is the absurdity of this proposition of 
the Medical Trust here patently contrary to the interests of the public. 


The question is here; ‘‘“How can anything be contradictory to 
the interests of public health if the people medicate themselves?” It 
would be contrary to the interests of the medical profession to have the 
public take its own drugs. A man, for instance, takes Bromo Seltzer, 
a poison. He gets it in the drug store. That is made in Baltimore by 
the Emerson Drug Co. Why doesn’t the Food Administration take 
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cognizance of that as a poison? Is it contained in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia?’ It says .on the label to take so many grains, doses 
and you either die or you recover. They say that an advertisement 
shall be a false advertisement, to discourage any advertisement of a 
drug, and that drug includes a device also. There are 38 diseases here 
and may it please you, sir, there are the nerve diseases, in which my 
machine has proved its value thousands of times within the last 14 
years of existence. They want to stop me from doing my business, a 
thing for which I gave my whole life. It will stop every inventor from 
progressing. It will stop all patenting. It will stop the progressing of 
every true-souled American. It will give a monopoly to the healing arts 
process only to the physicians. 


They say this, that ‘an advertisement shall be deemed to be 
false” if it says it can remedy appendicitis. Give me a case of appendi- 
citis and I shall send the man back in 1 night, having-his appendix 
inside of him instead of in a glass hottle and $300 out. 


“Carbuncle.” We have with our system, gentlemen—and | ap- 
peal to your own honorable intelligence—we have never had a case of 
carbuncle without healing it by Spectro-Chrome. 


I can take any person and break his carbuncle in less than 2 
weeks’ time without the knife and the man goes home keeping his 
money (and his life). in his pocket. 


Then it says “diabetes.” Four weeks of Spectro-Chrome has 
cured diabetes.

I may say that I have the highest respect 
and honor for Dr. Copeland as a medical gentlemen. I am not opposed 
to Dr. Copeland, and I appeal to his own high intelligence. Why, does 
he include these disorders about which the medical profession is unable 
to do anything? My system has remedied diabetes. 1 have put 
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people out of bed from consumption in 4 days and because I spoke 
about those things on the public platform 1 am every month being 
fought by the medical profession and they send me to prison. I have 
been in 10 prisons, sirs and this bill is not going to put me again 
behind the bars. 


I appeal to your sense of honor. Why does the honorable Sen- 
ator Copeland want to put something in this about appendix and ty- 
phoid?

Here is the point, Sen- 
ators: You are giving a complete monopoly of the healing art to.one 
braz:ch of. the American medical profession called the ‘“‘Medical Trust.” 
I have said it. | appeal to your sense of honor, gentlemen, not to allow 
any such injustice to people who are thinking far ahead of others and 
Stop their brainwork from doing a service as they have been doing 
for years. If you pass this bill, all invention in medicine will stop. It 
can be passed only when the medical men can stand forward and 
say they have a specific cure for any one of these diseases, which they 
haven’t. I have. 


I thank you, sirs, for your kind courtesy. 


As I finished the short summary, | bowed and walked out— 
glad to be out of Tobacco smoke. The outright and open opposition 
expressed by me in plain language, must have been unusual for politi- 
cians, but, I prefer to speak my own mind. 


A few days later, as | was in the Capitol on other business, I 
was informed by the clerk in the Committee On Commerce Room 
that a copy of the entire Hearing was mailed to me and that the Cope- 
land Bill S-2800 was revised by its writer and reported to the United 
States Senate, with amendments. He gave me the revised copy. The

Vivisection is the name given to the practice of burning, cut- 
ting, twisting, boring, baking and inoculating the bodies of tiving 
animals, which, through determined medical advertising, has come to 
be associated, in the mind of the general public, with so-called 
“scientific research”, although actually it is no more scientific than 
the old custom of prescribing pulverized spiders and the hair of dog 
that bit you, for human ills. 


Vivisectionists claim that the practice is necessary for the health 
and survival of the human race, even though a rapidly growing num- 
ber-of honest and wise medical men not only admit that experiments 
upon animals are useless as aids to discovering the cause and cure of 
human disease, but frankly warn that such experiments are danger-. 
ously misleading and the final experiment must always be upon man. 


Vivisection is cruel and unnecessary. Its continuance is made 
possible by the careful ‘secrecy that surrounds it and the unwillingness 
of many persons to investigate and involve themselves in an unpleas- 
ant matter.

The Originator of Spectro-Chrome Metry frequently sent on 
the Radio public messages about his System in years past and in many 
cases, the local miedical authorities brought pressure to bear on the 
Radio Station to stop allowing him the use of. the Station.

Sometimes men think these things have only a spiritual signi- 
ficance. But where will you separate the spiritual from what is called 
temporal? Let us take man as a whole, with his spiritual, moral, phy- 
sical aspirations, his needs and desires for understanding, for health, 
for happiness, for a long, useful and well-rounded life, with a well- 
stored mind replete with worthwhile experiences. 


Many of the great masters have had their ears attuned to the 
marvelous rhythmic harmony of fitly arranged sounds. Years ago in 
a London museum I looked with reverence and veneration upon the 
spinet used by Handel, as I thought of the score of his Hallelujah 
Chorus, and wondered how many bright sparks of genius might have 
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flowed through hig mind and been recorded by his pen, if he had had 
access to a modern concert grand piano. 


In a New York museum | spent an interesting time as my re-. 
flective mind was busy when I viewed the marvelous display centered 
there of ancient and modern musical instrments, wind and reed and 
string, from the early harps and the zither, the dulcimers and cymbals, 
to the primitive harpsichord and spinet, and the gradual developments 
of the centuries until we come to the present day grand piano, the 
modern percussion istruments and the solo and: trumpets. 


My friend Percy Grainger has traveled. through many Euro- 
pean countries, England, Germany, Sweden, Norway and Denmark, 
gathering and recording the ancient tuneful folk songs and melodies, 
handed down from parent to child in the past centuries, available 
now for us with this great master’s full score added to those rhythmic 
airs, helping us to 


“Wake to energy each social aim, 
Attuned spontaneous to the sill of Jove,” 


as Beattie puts it. Jove or Jupiter, who with his azure influence was 
regarded as giving joy or mirth and serene happiness, as Shakespeare 
says: “Be bright and jovial among your guests.” 


We have felt the soul-stirring effects of music, the healthful 
stimulation as the silver chords were struck . We have learned some- 
thing of the therapeutic value of musical harniony, the tuneful vibra- 
tions which have greeted our ears. 


Now, in this our day, we are being introduced to the potency 
and therapeutic value of attuned color waves. There’s rhythm in color 
as well as in sound. The very colors themselves are the effect of at- 
tuned vibrations and oscillations, proceeding from the source of light, 
the resplendent sun. 


Sir Isaac Newton introduced us to the order of colors in the 
spectrum. Take a piece of clear glass, a bar with parallel sides which 
form an equilateral triangle. Rest one side flat on, the nose and look 
through that clear prism at the sun or at the light in a clear electric 
bulb and you find displayed. before your eyes all the seven colors of 
the rainbow, in a defiinitely arranged order. The colors always follow 
in the same sequence. Red always appears at one end of the prismatic 
wedge, and violet always appears at the other end. Here we have the 
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order,— Red, Orange, Yellow, Green, Blue, Indigo,.and Violet. 


~ The study of color harmony is not only deeply interesting as 
a matter of general knowledge. It should also bring us to the under- 
standing of an exact science of color therapy. 


The doctor of the future will doubtless find a most valuable 
ally in the potency and therapeutic value of color. 


‘‘No two elements have similar spectra,” one authority avers. 
For instance, in a chart made by Bunsen, it is shown that potassium 
appears in the spectrum with a “very bright, wide red line on the left, 
with a faint violet line on the extreme right.” Thus we get magenta. 
Sodium is found to give a yellow line. 


To many people color seems as a‘ daub of some particular tint. 
Each color is somtimes classed under many tints, but there is a de- 
finite true shade for each and every color and there is in each attuned 
color wave a mighty potency of a chemical character, said to have 
a velocity of 186,324 miles a second. 


As the G string on a violin’ is known by the rate of vibration 
following the plucking of that.string, and the A and E strings having 
other determined vibrations when they are in tune, so we have the 
oscillations of colors. 


There have been many master minds investigating color from 
chemical, physical, metaphysical and psychophysical standpoints. 
Newton, The Herschels—father and son—Faraday, Kirchhoff, Bunsen, 
Tyndall, Darwin, Lommel, Huxley, Brewster, Crookes, Young, Bab- 
biti and others. 


S. Pancoast published in 1877 a book on “Blue and Red Light, 
or Light and Its Rays as Medicine”’. 


Dr. Edwin Dwight Babbitt was, perhaps, the most active ex- 
ponent on the effects of color. He was established at his Science Hall 
in New York in 1876 and published a treatise on the “Discovery of 
the form and constitution of atoms and their working connection 
with etherial forces, to produce the effects of heat, cold, electricity, 
magnetism, chemical action, light, color and many other effects’. 
Then in 1878 another book on “The Principles of Light and Color” 
was published. These publications produced quite a furore at the time, 
and brought forth bitter opposition from his medical compatriots who 
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refused to believe that light and color can have any effect upon the hu- 
man body. 


Babbitt did not meet with success that his painstaking efforts 
and deep thinking deserved. Part of that may be due, it is maintained, 
to the fact that he based his theories on the statement that the pri- 
mary colors are Red, Yellow and Blue, and that the Secondary colors 
are Orange, Green and Purple. This led to other errors, so that he was 
unable to build up a syStem of healing which was thoroughly scienti- 
fic and mathematically correct. 


It has remained for another Scientist, Colonel Dinshuh, a Par- 
see of Bombay, India, to bring out Spectro-Chrome Metry which, 
whilst giving due credit to every previous investigator, ‘for what ap- 
pears to him really scientific discoveries, has himself reasoned out step 
by step, this subject of attuned color waves, going to show that the 
true primary colors are Red, Green and Violet (as first proclaimed 
by Dr. Thomas Young of Milverton, Somerset, England): that the 
secondary colors are Yellow, Blue and Magenta; that the tertiary 
colors, or the third class, are Orange, Lemon, Turquoise, Indigo, Pur- 
ple and Scarlet and that the true shades of each of these colors are, in 
their proper order, commencing with Red, each a step up to thirty 
degrees above the ‘preceding one.

Colonel Dinshah says that with these 12 colors is established a. 
Spectro-Chrome measurement, forming a complete cycle of attuned 
color waves, oscillatory frequencies of a specific color, graded to 4. 
specific position, to produce uniformly specific wave lengths, with spe- 
cific effects, the whole cycle being formed of colors in the following 
order: Red, Orange, Yellow, Lemon, Green, Turquoise, Blue, Indigo, 
Violet, Purple, Magenta and Scarlet. 


He maintains that these colors cover the whole field so far as 
color can be of therapeutic value. Admitting that there are infra-red 
invisible rays below the red, the ultra-violet invisible rays to be.ac- 
counted for above the true violet ray, he insists that these two are 
both highly burning destructive rays. The Infra-Red burns by its 
coarse grade, low frequency heat oscillations by a process of ‘impress’, 
and the ultra-violet burns by its fine grade high frequency cold 
oscillations by a process of ‘express’. The effects were similar in many 
respects, the infra-red producing burns like steam-scalding or fire- 
scorching, the ultra-violet producing ‘burns’ like frost biting or chil- 
blains. In the former the heat works by injection of Energy; in the 
latter by extraction of Energy.” 
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It is Colonel Dinshah’s contention that as the sun's action is 
such a prominent factor in producing color and health in the vegeta- 
tion, so each attuned color plays its part in producing therapeutic et- 
ects.in the human body; that those colors when backed hy a strong 
light are ready to be taken in by the aura of the body and produce 
definite effects in breaking up congestions, in clearing the body of 
toxins which have brought about the heavy encumbrances and crip- 
pled normal functions.

His thesis is 
deeply interesting, and sounds very, very logical.

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First Evening Session 


As usual, a large number of Representatives from various parts 
of the country, was present.

First Detroit Michigan Planet showered in a long letter bles- 
sings on the Originator of Spectro-Chrome. 


At 8 P. M., Colonel Dinshah P. Ghadiali, the President, cafled 
the Convention to order. He gave a short Welcome Address and dem- 
onstrated the New Portable Itisometer, which he was standardizing to 
market at the price of $150.00. The Electric Sympathometer, was 
then exhibited.

Human made Laws are not un- 
changeable. They say the Tonsils are of no use; they search for the 
causes; when they do not find any to convince ‘them, they say they 
have no use. | looked for true knowledge and did not find it ‘until | 
met Colonel Dinshah in Detroit. | was for many years. in political 
work. I talked politics; it was a wonderful thing: but, k was ‘dumb’ and 
could not get the real vision of life. When I heard Colonel Dinshah, 
his Truth held me. I knew he had troubles in the West. I was on 
juries and knew how people are framed. We are grateful the Presi- 
dent of the United States passed on his case and pardoned him. 


“I went. to the Colonel’s public lectures. Conditions were bad; 
there was no money and the family was disgusted. The children said:

Esther Jennings of Glassboro, New Jersey, started the work of 
the evening. She said, ‘A year ago October’ I had the case of a young 
woman. She came to live with me. She had Spasms; they were all 
worried. They had called Medical Doctors, who wanted to take her 
to Camden. They said a year would do her good. She was not in her 
right senses. On recommendation of Spectro-Chrome Institute, | took 
charge of her.

She had drunk in 30 years enough Medicine to 
sink a ship. She was 30 years in pain. We gave her Systemic Ton- 
ations.

The 
Master said, “Go thou and with a redhot poker burn thy eyes, for 
the vault is there.”” Purity of the mind is needed in the educational 
curricula 


Roland B. Gilman of Camden, New Jersey was the next 
speaker. He sajd, “I started on Spectro-Chrome with strong state- 
ments against it.

Thursday, November 30, 1933—Afternoon Session 
(2 P. M. to 5 P. M.) 


The third day of the Thirteenth Annual Convention being 
open solely to Members and Provisional Members, the public were 
not admitted. The work done was all official and pertaining ‘to the 
welfare of the Organization. 


The President after a short speech requested E. A. Ernest, the 
Distributor General to unfold his views which he did in a frank and 
forceful manner. He said, “Thanks for the compliments paid to me. 
How many years I was searching for a work into which | might put 
my heart and soul; | know what | thought of Spectro-Chrome. A 
man in Washington asked me to check it. I was forced to check. Spec- 
tro-Chrome is a genuine Service to Mankind. There is a man more 
superhuman than any soul 1 know. How that man feels his neck safe 
is unthinkable. | know it. | have backing;_we are going to have 2:000 
Agents acting for us. We have greater power than all our opponents, 
because, every person is sincere in the use of Spectro-Chrome; every 
one is guided by the Higher Powers and such Higher Powers are 
behind this work. It isno use telling that one man singlehanded 
could fight all this battle. The Masters sent him to deliver Their Mes- 
sage. We will help him to do it. It took me 2 years to find out the 
Truth about Spectro-Chrome. Spectro-Chrome is-what it is claimed 
to be. We had an equipment for 2 years in our home and we checked 
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on every claim that was made for it; we checked on it and we check- 
ed on Colonel Dinshah; we checked his Records, his Patents, Copy- 
rights, Trademarks.

It printed all its books and 
literature in its-own printing plant, which was equipped with two 
composing machines, four printing presses, two folding machines, two 
stitching machines, one cutting machine, besides numerous apparati 
for trimming, casting, etc. The manufacturing of the Cabinets pro- 
ceeded with two shifts of helpers and. the Advice Department was 
open for Telegraph or telephone Advice, at all hours of the day and 
night. No personal consultation or interviews were granted, because, 
he was too busy with his researches and the like and'furthermore, it 
gave rise to potential legal complications. He was thankful to E. A. 
Ernest for relieving him from the burden of sales. 


Nachman Diamond, of Wildwood, New Jersey, said, “One 
man can not do all. I am sold on Spectro-Chrome. He needs people 
to work for him and help him. My wife went to a city oculist for 
glasses.

_ . Moved by Jessie E. Ness and seconded by Esther Jennings 
that Dinshah P. Ghadiali be re:elected as a Member Of The Board 
Of Trustees. Unanimously passed. . 


Moved by Jessie E. Ness and seconded by Thomas W. Ness 
that Irene Grace Dinshah be ,re:elected as a Member of The Board 
Of Trustees. Unanimously passed. 


Moved by M. Alice Sinclair and seconded by Esther Jennings 
that Marguerita W. Simon be elected as a Member Of The Board Ot 
Trustees. Marguerita W. Simon having refused to accept the nomin- 
ation, the name of Bessie E. Hasenau of Cleveland, Ohio was sub- 
stituted for re:election, on motion of Thomas W. Ness and second- 
ing of Leona Burghardt. Unanimously passed. 


The Board Of Trustees being duly affirmed by Jessie E. Ness, 
she was appointed by the Board Of Trustees as a Member of the 
Council Of Governors and the First Vice-President of the Scientific 
Order Of Spectro-Chrome Metrists. Dinshah P. Ghadiali was made 
the President and Treasurer and Irene Grace Dinshah was mace the 
Secretary of the Organization. 


Jessie E. Ness thanked the Board Of Trustees for her reap- 
pointment and promised full co:operation. She said the Spectro- 
Chrome monthly magazine was a wonderful mouthpiece and should 
be made into a weekly newspaper. E. A. Ernest promised to subscribe 
for 1,000 copies of such weekly; Thomas Ness promised to subscribe 
for 100; others promised similar subscriptions of smaller numbers. 
Dinshah thanked them all for their enthusiastic support. 
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Leona Burghardt was appointed and affirmed as a Member of 
the Council Of Governors and the Second Vice-President. She prom- 
ised her loyalty to the Cause. 
Evening Session—8 P. M. to 11 P. M. 

The entire evening session was taken over by the President, 
as announced. He explained therein the Fundamental Principles of 
Irradimetry, Itisometry and Sympathometry, accentuating the use of 
the Favorscope and co:related scientific subjects. 


Unfinished matters having been discussed and completed, the 
13th Annual Convention dissolved at 11 P. M. 

It was a record of unanimous success. There was no dissent, 
no.argument, nothing to disturb the rhythm and harmony. Thomas 
Ness presented to the Originator a humorous poem, ‘‘The Dog Box,”’ 
which is printed on a subsequent page.

cation; however, it appears that you never had the opportunity of in- 
vestigating first hand what SPECTRO-CHROME is and what it does. 


As an.humble servant of suffering humanity and in justice to 
yourself and the therapy you-represent, I have the honor to invite 
you to appoint a committee of any seven of your representatives 
and send them to take my complete course on SPECTRO-CHROME 
THERAPY with experiments and demonstrations at Hotel Manx, San 
Francisco, California, where my next class opens on Monday, the 24th 
of March, 1924, at 7 P. M. 


I hereby agree to pay all first class traveling and hotel expenses 
of your said Seven (7) representatives and also to present the course 
absolutely unconditionally. 


Furthermore, although I am known as a caustic speaker in de- 
nouncing the “Empiricism of Medical Science,” I hereby pledge you 
my word of honor that not a word tending to derogate, discredit, dis- 
respect, disrepute or dishonor your representatives, their profession 
or their therapy will be uttered by me during the entire investigation 
and that they will be treated as my worthy and honored guests. 


The above invitation stands good for. two weeks from your 
receipt of this and your acceptance is requested within that period 
to enable me to remit in advance the stipulated expenses te your bank- 
ers and make other necessary arrangements.

It was never answered, but, soon after there appeared in the 
Dearborn Independent of Detroit, Michigan, owned and controlled 
by the famous Henry Ford, in its issue of March 15, 1924, a four 
page illustrated article, purporting to be an “exposure” of Spectro- 
Chrome. | promptly wired Henry Ford as follows:—

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E. G. Liebold, the Secretary of Henry Ford, promised me in- 
vestigation which was never made. Some shady persons posed as 
Henry Ford’s representatives and interviewed me, without satisfaction 
to my outraged reputation. Finally, I went personally to Detroit, Mich- 
igan with my Experimental Laboratory and requested public investi- 
gation. A Medical Doctor took my whole course as Henry Ford’s re- 
presentative, free of charge, gave me a testimonial of genuineness and 
the matter was dropped. 


Meanwhile, a Medical Doctor of that city, one of my Gradu- 
ates, kept hammering at the Wayne County Medical Society and the 
American Medical Association, asking for a full and thorough invest- 
igation of Spectro-Chrome. When plagued in plenty by him, the Prop- 
aganda Department of the American Medical Association, through Dr. 
A. J. Cramp, wrote to him that, ‘“We have not ‘made an investigation’ 
of Spectro-Chrome Therapy, but, we have gone over with some care 
the claims made for this freakish cult for, apparently, it has developed 
into a cult.” 


Right after this, the following Resolution was passed by the 
Council of the Wayne County Medical Society ard another Medical 
Doctor, also one of my Graduates, whispered a message in my ears, 
while at the Hotel Tuller: 


“You stop knocking the Medical Doctors or they will get you 
in 12 Months.” They got me in less than twelve months, but, thanks 
to President Calvin Coolidge, they could not “keep” me. 


Resolution adopted by the Council of the Wayne County Med- 
ical Society, April 7, 1924: 


“It is the sense of the Council that Spectro-Chrome treatment 
is not scientific therapy and we consider the use of this method by 
physicians incompatible with membership in this Society.” 


“THE COUNCIL OF THE WAYNE COUNTY MEDICAL 
SOCIETY, following a short discussion, passed a resolution last Mon- 
day, embodying the information, couched in judicial English, to the 
effect that any physician susceptible to ‘bunk’ and who is passing it 
along to the public in the form of Spectro-Chrome Therapy, will be 
politely asked to resign his membership from the Society or stand trial. 
Spectro-Chrome Therapy was discussed in the columns of the Bulletin 
several months ago and more recently in the columns of the American 
Medical Journal. The therapy of Spectro-Chrome is not debatable. 
One either believés that if a green light shines on him that he is going 
to be benefited or that he is not. We are attuned in different parts of 
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our body to light vibration and if we get out of tune we are sick. 
Sounds reasonable, doesn’t it?” 


Thus, after spilling the beans of Solomonic Wisdom in logic, 
that Medical Society thought they had abolished Spectro-Chrome 
from Michigan! A short time later, I sent the following telegram at the 
Annual Convention of the American Medical-Association:-—

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I also challenged similarly the Wayne County Medical Society. 


._.No answer to this was vouched, but, medical activities start- 
ed in Portland, Oregon against me, which culminated in my convic- 
tion in that city of alleged violation of the Mann Act and sentence 
thereon to imprisonment for 5 years and $5,000.00 Fine, as afore- 
said. Medical Doctors played active part in it. 


By two Respites from President Calvin Coolidge, I was kept 
out of the prison for some.time; while my appeals were in progress, 
I spent fabulous sums of money to ferret and expose the horribie 
perjury in the case and finally published 2,000 copies of two illlustrat- 
ed volumes styled, “Railroading A Citizen” and sent them broadcast to 
those from whom I thought I could receive justice. They were received 
by the President and many congressmen, senators, judges, governors 
and other high officers. 


That publication brought an avalanche of help, but, it was held 
that under the law, a man though innocent, must serve part of his 
sentence before he may be pardonéd! Thus, I went in and came out 
after 1724 months of an unjust incarceration. What I did there, need 
not be said-here. Let some independent U. S. Senator like Robert La 
Follette of Wisconsin, look into the files of the Department of Justice 
in Washington, D. C. and investigate the Truth. He will have some 
surprises from the Records. 


That did not end my miseries. When the American Medical 
Association saw that their attempt at ridding me was of no avail 
and that the introduction of Spectro-Chrome was cutting deeply into 
the pockets of its Members, their Propaganda and Investigation-De- 
partments started new tactics of sending out private circulars against 
me. Inquiries made by would-be purchasers of Spectro-Chrome Equip- 
ments, were told by Dr. Herman N. Bundesen and others that Spectro- 
Chrome was valueless and that I was a faker or something like that. 
In each such letter, the fact of my incarceration was well rubbed in— 
but, without stating that President Calvin Coolidge ordered my re- 
lease! 


That did not check Spectro-Chrome. My repeated successes 
in the Law Courts in the so-called Medical Practice cases, piled on 
and there was consternation among the Medical Societies. They called 
to their aid their Grand Gazabo, the American Medical Association, 
which in turn called in the aid of the National Advertising Association, 
the - National . Advertising Clubs, the Medical License Boards, 
the Health Boards, Pharmaceutical Boards, the Medical Censors of 
the Newspapers, finally the National Better Business Bureau and its 
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affiliated Better Business Bureaus of the cities where | lectured. One 
by one, they called to their aid also Chiefs of the Police Departments 
and District Attorneys. Life for me became unbearable; everywhere, 
my footsteps were Jogzed by staffs of Detectives under the auspices 
of the Inspectors and spies of the most horrible monopoly of the World 
—this abominable Medical Octopus. However, | went ahead with my 
Duty to Suffering Mankind. 


Here are the latest samplés of their movements and machina- 
tions: 


On July 12, 1934, in Volume V, Number 45, under the guise 
of public service, the Chicago Better Business Bureau published an 
article on its first page, first column, about ‘Colonel’ Dinshah’s 
“Spectro-Chrome.”’ The boob, hired writer of that article, by placing 
quotation marks on:the Colonel, sought-to convey the impression that 
I merely tacKed on the rank or title and never earned it, whereas, 
the least inquiry would have shown him that the rank of Colonel was 
earned by me, through hard work as the organizer during the World 
War, of the New York Police Reserve Air Service of which.1 was the 
Commander. He further stated that the American Medical Association 
calls Spectro-Chrome Metry a “dignified term for ‘boloney’.” The art- 
icle, of course, did not forget Atlanta Georgia, but, as usual forgot the 
Pardon. 


When I may inform the public that the Attorney General ot 
the State of New York, openly classed these Better Business Bureaus 
as Detective Agencies, many might be surprised. These Better Business 
Bureaus act the very same way as a Secret Society would and Dehind 
the letterhead of the American Medical Association Bureau of Investi- 
gation, is distinctly printed: Many newpapers and magazines on 
the Bureau for information regarding the advertising of products that 
come within its purview. The National Better Business Bureau and 
affiliated local Bétter Business Bureaus are in close cooperation with 
the Bureau of Investigation.” 


So there you are! The tentacles of the Medical Octopus are 
so around me, that through the newspapers they prevent me from 
advertising even my Public Free Lectures. The crafty Better Business 
Bureaus play in the hands of the American Medical Association and 
print whatever that‘Octopus wants. In the article under question, it 
starts by stating about “the: interminable originality of the nation’s 
swindlers and schemers and the inevitable gullibility of the average 
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man.” It speaks of Spectro-Chrome as “‘hocus-pocus electrical machin- 
ery which is supposedly possessed of magical healing’ powers.”

B. O. which various newspaper.advertisements proclaim as ‘Body

The Fourteenth Annual Convention of Scientific Order Of 
Spectro-Chrome Metrists assembled in the John Plankinton Hall, 
Milwaukee Auditorium, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, on Thursday, Nov- 
ember 8, 1934. 


There were two Informal Sessions, from 10 A. M. to 12 P. M. 
and 2 P. M. to 5 P. M. During these Informal Sessions, visitors and 
strangers asked various questions and received the required informa- 
tion. Registration of Members and Provisional Members was made and 
Reserved Seats were alloted to them. 


Evening Session—Thursday, November 8, 1934, 8 P. M. 


At 8 P. M. sharp, the President Dinshah P. Ghadiali, took 
the chair and delivered his Address, in his usual emphatic and no- 
beating-about-the-bush manner. He said in part: ‘‘This is a very aus- 
picious day for our work, which marks the finishing of the Second 
Cycle of 7 years, in the existence of Spectro-Chrome. We founded our 
organization, on April 26, 1920, over 14 years ago; during those 14 
years, many a ton of water rolled under the bridges of the Niagara 
Falls and we too went through many ordeals. 


‘When I started the work, I knew exactly where I was headed. 
It is not that 1 was caught in a trap through any ignorance! I went into 
whatever trap there was, with the fullest and most complete knowl- 
edge of what was in store for me. Fourteen years, of actual, clinical 
practical work among thousands upon thousands of users of Spectro- 
Chrome, proved the value of Spectro-Chrome Metry as a science. 
Thousands of people studied under my personal teaching-and among 
them I had the honor of enrolling some of the prominent Physicians, 
Surgeons, Osteopaths, Dental Surgeons, et cetera, of this country. 
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However, this year was the most memorable year of our life; it was 
full of many unpleasant occurrences, though replete also with memo- 
ries of the most favorable and pleasant character. 


“Il am a firm believer in the Laws Of Karma or Retributive 
Justice and Reincarnation. | believe that this one life is merely a link, 
one of the links in a great chain of life after life, otherwise, our life 
would have no meaning or objective. Since | was born and had the 
common sense of humanity developed within me, I dedicated every 
available moment of my life to the Service Of Mankind. My life’s 
best dreams came true. | am proud to say that in this very beautiful 
city in the United States, where I landed just by accident about 3 
years ago, I actually succeeded in founding an establishment for such 
noble service as no human power in the World can now shake. 


“This Fourteenth Annual Convention was to be opened by 
your very beloved Honorable Mayor Daniel W. Hoan. You well know 
the gentleman. It was to be opened by the learned Mayor himself, but, 
since that arrangement was made in the middle of this year and the 
announcements were published, certain incidents happened unexpect- 
edly, which compelled me to act promptly and save the name of the 
fi onorable Mayor from being drawn into controversy of an unpleasant 
character. 


“I have the highest regard for Mayor Hoan, not only as the 
Chief Executive of such a beautiful city, but, as a man of the most 
sterling, conscientious and upright character. He is a man with integ- 
rity, perseverance and honesty. I did not know anything about Mil- 
waukee, when I came here nearly 3 years ago and:as usual, paid my 
respects to the Chief Executive of the city through a letter of in- 
troduction which I had. That year, the Mayor very kindly came to 
the Gold Room of the Hotel Wisconsin and greeted us on behalf of his 
city. He has nothing to do with my organization; he is in no way 
connected with my work, but, just as he greeted the American Medi- 
cal Association Convention here last year, he condescended to greet 
us this year again as a welcome guest would be. However, because of 
the controversy between the American Medical Association and my- 
self as well as-my Spectro-Chrome, I thought it just to release the 
Mayor from any opprobrium and on my arrival here voluntarily 
telephoned him, absolving him from the engagement. 


“Letters are being mailed privately by the American Medical 
Association, calling me all kinds of names and my Spectro-Chiome 
“buncombe.” I am a fighter and a fighter for the Truth. Old or young, 
there is no man in the World, whether he belong to the Ameri- 
can Medical or any other Ass-ociation for that matter, who can call 
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me a “quack,” “schemer,” “swindter” or anything else, without 
being challenged. | am an ex-convict of the Atlanta Penitentiary; that 
I do admit; I also admit 1 saw the inside of 10 prisons in America, 
all this not because | am a crook or a quack, but, because | refused 
to associate with the most damnable quackery as practised by the 
American Medical Association. | come here before you with open 
hands, as a Messenger of the Truth, living in God’s glory, without 
keeping anything secret. | am condemned because | refuse to practise 
as a Medical Doctor in this country, according to their pernicious 
and false tenets. 


“What happened in my life during this year? Enough to 
make the hair of any human being gray for life. However, we suc- 
ceeded in planting Spectro-Chrome in hundreds upon hundreds of 
homes. The American Medical Association was not hostile to me upto 
the year 1920, when | gave to the World my Spectro-Chrome Sys- 
tem. Until that time, when | was in uniform, some of the Medical 
Doctors’were knocking at my door and I was showered honor after 
honor without seeking it. 


“1 am here tonight and three weeks more to perform my duty 
to humanity, without compensation or fee. The untavorable attitude 
of the American Medical Association, started after Spectro-Chrome 
saved the life of and restored completely, the burnt skin of Grace Shir- 
low, a Darby Pennsylvania girl of 9. This case by all rules of Medi- 
cine and Surgery was utterly hopeless, but, Spectro-Chrome perform- 
ed the so-called impossible. Without the slighest investigation, the 
Journal of the American Medical Association attacked my personality, 
knowledge and system and now, without any study or investigation, 
notwithstanding many open requests, its so-called Bureau Of In- 
vestigation, sends out falsely-worded letters maligning me and con- 
demning my work. | declare without any hesitation, that in calling 
me a “quack and swindler,’ that Association is proclaiming itself 
the biggest swindler in the World, because it is nothing but a gigantic 
organization—a racket to rob the public and I do not say it—I mean 
it, because they never accepted my public challenge. How do | 
know of the graft in Medicine? Because at one time I too belonged 
to that gang! 

“Who are the representatives of that Chicago Better Business 
Bureau? About three months ago, they printed an article about me, 
without any provocation, putting it on the first page. It was not an 
accident. They put me there in the Rogue’s Gallery, among the 
“nation’s swindlers and schemers.” They put the Colonel in quotation 
marks. I am a Colonel by rank. | served two years during the war 
without pay and earned that rank in the city of New York; I received 
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the badge for Loyalty . It is they who are cowards—the meanest bunch 
of liars. Why did they not appear here, through their representatives, 
to answer me? I sent them all the fiterature. | am knocking no indi- 
vidual Medical Doctor. I believe they are just as conscientious in their 
profession as the burglar is in his profession. They are sincere in their 
meat-chopping. They believe that by cutting off the limbs of people, 
they may restore them to normalcy. 


“My Liberty was lost when I crossed the harbor of New 
York. In America, we have less liberty of speech than in England. 
Here, every time I lecture, they send the Police Department to ar- 
rest me. ‘What have I done?’ ‘There is a charge of practising medicine 
without a license, against you.’ They take me to prison, scatter my 
audience, disgrace me, indict me, try me. Who has been doing all 
this? The American Medical Association through its affiliates. It 
came out clearly in my trial in Cleveland, Ohio. It came out in my 
trial in Buffalo, New York. I licked them to a frazzle and came out 
on their top; I now mean to stay on their top. 


“! wrote in Detroit, Michigan, several times to the Wayne 
County Medical Society for investigation of Spectro-Chrome. They 
never had the courtesy to answer, yet, how do you think my blood 
must have boiled, when | read in one of the issues of their magazine 
that they had investigated and found Spectro-Chrome wanting? Did 
they investigate? Never; they lied. 


“! went from the Atlantic to the Pacific Coast, to California, 
lecturing. There, again my attention was drawn to an article about 
me in the newspaper of that learned historian—Henry Ford. He is 
in the automobile business. He referred to my beloved wife Irene 
Grace as “alleged” wife; no he-man could gulp such insult ‘to his 
wife. He also called me a Jew of India, medicine man of China and 
the like! I advised him of his wrong information; Ford promised 
to investigate, sent an M. D. or an M. D. posed as his representative. 
He looked more like a big gorilla let loose. He testified and said 
Ford would print a retraction of 3,000 words. That retraction was 
never made and later Ford’s Secretary stated tnat Ford never sent 
a representative! Who was that M. D.? | 


(At this point, Colonel Dinshah spoke vigorously against the 
perjury committed to have him sentenced and spoke in his forceful 
way about the treachery of the Medical Octopus. All this was print- 
ed and published long ago and is now history). 


‘My Spectro-Chrome System is now firmly established. My 
Spectro-Chrome Equipments are patented and marketed and are in 
daily successful use by the thousands. My Spectro-Chrome Home 
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Guide is giving families of laypeople genuine service. At Malaga, New 
Jersey, there is a quarter million dollar plant for research and manu- 
facture, operating day and night. A number of trained helpers is work- 
ing there loyally, so sick humanity may be faithfully served. Finally, 
my. Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopaedia in 3 Volumes being already 
out, is initiating the World in the marvels of Spectro-Chrome. I be- 
lieve sincerely that my duty to America is now finished. Loyally 
and faithfully did I serve this country for 23 years, fighting against 
odds that would break the heart of any man. I am ready to retire 
from this country and go to other lands, to spread the gospel of Spec- 
tro-Chrome. I refuse to go however, with a blot on my forehead. | 
want to go with a clear mind and a Slate clean of Government 
records against my character. The Medical Trust and Ku Klux Klan 
were instrumental in framing me. The Ku Klux Klan gave me full 
vindication in writing subsequently, but, the Medical Octopus did 
not apologize. I, gave it my final challenge. It did not answer; it 
could not answer. It branded itself thus as a Liar and Coward. My 
challenge expired tonight and the opponents did not appear; they 
dare not appear before the Light Of Truth, to debate before the public 
on an open platform. They are averse to publicity. 


“I did nothing wrong to be so hounded, persecuted and malign- 
ed. All I did was to perfect a system of healing of the most precise 
character and which tumbles the Medical Doctors from the throne 
they occupied 6,000 years. I do not have to practise Medicine; | 
produced in Spectro-Chrome something that will last to eternity. The 
American Medical Association, if they can get me somehow, will have 
me imprisoned for life, but, they are helpless before the power of 
Truth behind Spectro-Chrome. 


‘“‘! want each one of you to write a Letter Of Recommendation 
to the Honorable President Franklin D. Roosevelt, to release me from 
further persecution. 


“The Better Business Bureau was declared by the Attorney 
General of New York State to be a Detective Agency—technically an 
organization for graft. Let them challenge me and I have documents 
enough to blow them to smithereens. | did nothing against the Federal 
or State Laws. There is a Libel Suit hanging in the Court here, against 
the Milwaukee Journal, for $186,000.00 by my Distributor ‘General 
E. A. Ernest. It will be a fight to the finish; I shail go on the witness 
stand as the Spectro-Chrome expert; let them face me with all the 
University Professors they can gather—I shall rout them all, the same 
as | did in Buffalo; two of them lost their jobs! 


“Write to Roosevelt that you heard the story of injustice and 
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tion. I was sentenced three times and those Medical Doctors are !ook- 
ing forward to arresting: me and having me sentenced a tourth time 
in New York or Michigan, so they may have the Habitual Offender 
or Fourth Sentence Law on me and have a sentence for Life Imprison- 
ment imposed. 


“] shall not be sorry to leave the United States. Of course. 
my Spectro-Chrome work here will continue without interruption, 
but, my presence is needed by other countries whose medical laws 
are not so corrupt and whose legislatures are less dishonest. This 
country is honeycombed. by political graft and while our Constitution 
is the most glorious of any, its administration and judicial interpre- 
tation is nothing but a mass of misrepresentation. | therefore am not 
desirous of staying here permanently and wasting my life on a bunch 
of medical marauders. | shall travel abroad with my Spectro-Chrome 
banner and return here each year for my Annual Convention and 
class training. 


‘“‘Spectro-Chrome wilk not stop until my aim is duly fulfilled 
by placing a Spectro-Chrome—In Every Home and then it will go 
on forever, to the discomfiture of the Medical Octopus. It will be a 
great success; it will not be my success; it will be your successs— 
the true success of the Benign Masters Whose Divine Message 1 
brought into the World as Their Humble Servant.” 


The address of Colonel Dinshah was repeatedly applauded and 
the crowded audience listened to it with vociferous corroboration and 
openly expressed appreciation. 


Adjourned at 11 P. M. 


Morning Session—Friday November 9, 1934 


The Morning Session opened at 10 A. M. Jessie E. Ness, of 
Detroit, Michigan a Member of the Council Of Governors and the 
First Vice-President of the Organization, was called to speak. She 
said in substance, “This is unexpected, but, I shall not shirk my duty. 
It is tragic that in this twentieth century a man has to fight for his 
human iiberty, when he is working for the good of humanity. We talk 
of free speech and free press; there is very little of it tolerated. 
We are a handful of people seeking to lead out, but, we are bucking 
against large vested interests. We value principle betore anything on 
Earth; any true man or woman should so believe and -behave. 


“The struggles of Colonel Dinshah for recognition of the Truth 
are known to me. i met him before his Oregon case. I was busy, 
hut. I went to hear him. I was then on the Grand Jurv; | know how 
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Juries work. Then I heard he was railroaded. Then on I watched for 
him until I took his work. Truth crushed shall rise. This man was 
brought into the World that he may save bodies from being mangled. 
Those butchers mangle our bodies to see the Chemistry inside, when 
God created man in His Image: When a dog is sick he runs out and 
does not eat, but, we run to Medical Doctors to pour dope down our 
throats. Man has limited his ways and-keeps on hitting on five cy- 
linders instead of six; 90 per cent are not hitting right; they are 
handicapped. 


“After coming to this Convention, | am more than ever con- 
vinced of our progress. The seeds sown in Milwaukee will cover the 
World. | am truly and sincerely sold on Spectro-Chrome. It rings the 
Truth. It sells on its merits. | know Chemistry; the Elernents radiate 
Colors. The more homes in which you place Spectro-Chrome, the 
quicker you will kill the Octopus. They send out all kinds of stories 
in Michigan; we mind them not. I do not go to any Medical Doctor; 
when the Red Signal is up, I go to my Spectro-Chrome. There is 
nothing Spectro-Chrome can not do that medicine can do. Thousands 
are struggling for help. Customs die hard. Spectro-Chrome is a great 
healing science. Those who had the privilege of studying it, are 100% 
for it. 

‘Do not allow negative suggestions. Colonel Dinshah said | 
may take 1 hour, but, | can speak a whole lifetime! A lady came to me 
with her holy water and candle faith. She was going to pass out in 
2 weeks. The last rites were given to her. She had an active abdominal 
Cancer. She was given Spectro-Chrome; the lump all disappeared. 


“A young man had an arm paralyzed 14 years. He was band- 
aged and was sensitive about it. The Medical Doctor had him thus. 
I told him to buy a Spectro-Chrome; he did not. However, he was 
given Spectro-Chrome Tonations and his arm responded; he is now 
working. 


“We are still as it were in the Dark Ages, when we have to 
fight our way through prejudice. The Medical Doctors control us 
by the monster of Fear. Fear has the effect of a psychological refriger- 
ator. Colonel Dinshah is the standard bearer of a new system which 
removes this Fear. We must have vision. I stand 100 per cent. for 
Spectro-Chrome. 

_ “My eldest daughter ran a high temperature; the Blue Attun- 
ed Color Wave quieted it. I know the value of Spectro-Chrome from 
my own practice. On us all a new day dawned with this wonderful 
gift at our disposal.” (Applause) 


The President explained the principles of Construction, De- 
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struction and Protection, 1, the Trinity upon which the Science of Spec- 
tre-Chrome Metry is based. 


Albert E..Greenham of Detroit, Michigan was the next speak- 
er. He said in substance: ‘‘I went to Malaga, New Jersey, a few weeks 
ago. When we read about Spectro-Chrome Institute having its own 
Printing Plant, we think it would be like some small country shop; 
but, what I saw there gave me a Surprise. It is a large plant with 
several presses and is really a modern, completely equipped plant. 
The Cabinet making plant is also well equipped. The simplicity at 
the Institute is remarkable. No curtains or rugs. Every part is clean as 
it could be. No fly screens and few flies. The Colonel’s own quarters 
| saw; the room is simplicity itself; nothing fancy; fits into his 
scheme of things. |] am impressed with his consistency. 


“Tam a Graduate of the 59th Class. A lady, Mrs. Herrick was 
so enthused that she tried to introduce it in the Receiving Hospital. 
Colonel Dinshah offered free ‘equipments, if they ‘would have a 
Spectro-Chrome Normalator in charge. Thev would not have it; they 
want only M. D.s 


“Take another instance. In the Farmingdale Hospital are crip- 
pled children. A Physio-Therapist Helen Kilbourne took the Spectro- 
Chrome Course and wanted to introduce it in the Hospital, for hope- 
less cases. There was the case of Gloria, a girl utterly helpless; no- 
body could help her. They declined to let Miss Kilbourne use Spectro- 
Chrome. She resigned and opened her own establishment. In 6 weeks 
of Tonation, Gloria could use her limbs and reach out for articles. 
They had taken a muscle of the right leg to put in her left leg or 
scmething like that! Poor Gloria! She would be still helpless, were 
it not for Spectro-Chrome. 


“This convinced me of the merits of Spectro-Chrome. |] can 
recite case after case. Some are difficult venereal cases. Wherein they 
inject Mercury and Salvarsan, we use better methods. There is an 
affidavit of a man Rocco. He suffered plenty from Medical Doctors 
for Gonorrhoea. Spectro-Chrome was finally used and the cleansing 
Waves of Green and Lemon did what the Medical Doctors could not 
do. 


“I had success in Rheumatism, Sciatica, Lumbago. | had a case 
of Uterine Abscess. It had broken and they said she would die if 
not operated. So they performed the opration and in.three weeks, it 
came again. Spectro-Chrome in 4 Tonations broke it and it drained 
for two months. She is now feeling better. That was the time when 
I long distance telephoned the Central Office and received the Free 
Guidance, at night. If Spectro-Chrome-can not do it, it can’t be done. 
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You get your maximum results with Spectro-Chrome. Here is the 
point, however. You must follow the Rational Food Of Man System. 
No pork chops will do, | am positive. All can be done if the individuals 
comply. If they live right, it gives miraculous results. One must eat 
right. The Colors emanating from the Food Chemistry count. ‘The 
cow eats the same food, sick or healthy, old or young; | saw it worked 
out. 


“I had the case of Matthews in Detroit. He had no Equipment. 
He was normalated by the’ Food alone; it shows what you can do.”’ 


Gretchen Wittmeyer of Chicago, Illinois spoke about how her 
pulmonary complications were normalated by Spectro-Chrome. She 
testified to the Truth about the case of L. G., who was suffering from 
Tuberculosis and for 7 months laid in bed. She said after Spectro- 
Chrome was used, she saw her walking in 4 days and in a week she 
came into the class room in Mansfield, Ohio. Yet for merely making 
mention of this case, the Delaware State Medical Society issued a 
Warrant against Colonel Dinshah in Wilmington, Delaware and had 
him tried and sentenced to suffer imprisonment for 2 months! His 
appeal was denied and even the United States Supreme Court re- 
fused a Writ Of Certiorari. He paid a-fine of $250 and costs and avoid- 
ed the prison sentence. Such is American Justice! 


John Maxwell, of Chicago, Illinois was then introduced as the 
next speaker. He said in substance, “I feel like a baby and crying. 
We lead life step by step. I traveled in younger days, by a House 
Car, through England, Scotland and Wales, through Devonshire where 
the cream comes. | know the countryside. I have been married 44 
years to the same woman who walked in life with me side by side. 
Ten years ago, | rebelled against the American Medical Association. 
My father loved the Truth; he spent 15 years in India. He had a 
warm spot in his heart for India! He was a Nature lover. I went into 
the woods with him and gathered herbs; that was better than the 
Vaccines they use now. We feel like babies considering the Forces 
of Nature. We have to thank Colonel Dinshah for giving us an un- 
derstanding of the Forces of Life. When I was a boy I always stood 
for Principle. | stood in line with those men who stood for the Truth. 
How they refused Vaccination for their children! They saw their 
household goods sold off! They took the stand for the Truth. Govern- 
ment gathered crowds; we made converts to Medical Liberty. The 
pioneers of everything suffered, but not in vain. The darkest hours 
are before dawn. 


“The Medical Hierarchy instilled wrong ideas and set up their 
autocratic rule through the Congress to have control over you be- 
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fore you are born. This is the work that will smash that Medical 
Autocracy. I long for more knowledge, to use Spectro-Chrome, | 
believe in it. We have the Truth here that .will illuminate the World. 
We must aim at the education of the multitude. Henry Ford is sin- 
cere at heart, though he wrote in the Dearborn Independent. He 
desires to do much for the welfare of mankind. Orphan boys who 
lost their parents were given on his farm the benefit of good air and 
good food. | gave a lot of thought to the Food; everything ‘should 
be in or pristine purity. Flesh, flesh and fowl were never intended 
for foo 


“Things are moving now. Radio hook-up is covering the coun- 
try. The folly of Vaccination and Surgery is being realized. The 
country will be happier without them. | thank you.” 


Recess was granted till 2 P. M. 
Afternoon Session—Friday, November 9, 1934 


At 2 P. M., the Convention was again called to order. Emma 
D. Snow of Maywood, Illinois was the first speaker. She spoke in 
substance, “I am granted 10 minutes to speak, but, | must tell you 
how I became interested in Spectro-Chrome. I was always with Medi- 
cal Doctors. I came with a Medical Doctor from Boston. | left his 
service for certain reasons and started Spectro-Chrome on my own 
account. ‘They said | was crazy. I was offered $500 not to go into 
Spectro-Chrome, but, I did and am now taking people he could not 
help; 1 put them on their feet. 


“I had \a case ‘of a boy of 6. He had severe Heart trouble; 
specialist could do nothing. He never had a normal bowel movement. 
With Spectro-Chrome he recovered and gained 9 pounds in 2 months. 
Now he goes around. He turned on a hot water tap and received 
a severe Burn. They rushed the child to me; inside of 20 minutes, 
he was sound asleep. In 10 days, the Burn was all healed; medically, it 
would have taken 11 weeks. 


“Tomorrow, I shall have the extreme pleasure of bringing in 
a woman from Wheaton, Illinois; she had a pulse of 40; people 
thought she would die. In 20 minutes, after the husband ‘brought 
her to me, he thought his wife passed away! She was breathing SO 
well and the next day, slept all night. She was operated four times 
for Tumors. She is now in A-1 condition, her Tumor is reduced at least 
24, Green and Magenta were used; then Yellow, Lemon and Indigo to 
shrink.” 


Dinshah explained the differences in different types of Burns 
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and how the same Sun can produce either a “Heat Burn” or a “Cold 
Burn.” 


Clemens M. P. Neumann was the next person to address. He 
came all the way from St. Louis, Missouri to attend the Convention. 
He said in substance, “I received the Third Volume of the Spectro- 
Chrome Encyclopaedia and was so anxious to study it that J went 
through it in 4 hours! (Loud Laughter) I went like lightning. When 
1 return, | shall go slowly. I had Hay Fever in September 1933. 
| used all imaginable things. German Doctor gave two pills; | took 
7! (Laughter) He said, ‘You come to the hospital—tix you in 2 hours! 
I said, ‘Bull’ . | took then to Spectro-Chrome. Systemic Equipment 
was brought. I investigated Art Glass. I lay for 1 hour under Green. 
I did not feel anything. | paid $7 for it too! But at 11:30 that night, 
I had a cold sweat; ] had no breath. | swore. That man said, ‘No 
doctor.’ My-eyes throat and nose all cleared. 


“Spectro-Chrome was used in Labor by us. Easiest nirth, not 
more than two Labor Pains were felt. The child was born without 
Medicine. | help a man who does that work. | was interested and | 
slept, ate and dreamt Spectro-Chrome. Friends say I am crazy! (Laugh- 
ter) My boy flopped a toast and was burnt. He knew. Eight minutes 
of Blue was irradiated. Big blister came next day; opened, nothing 
was left. We had company; wife had boiling hot water sprinkled on 
her side. | jumped up and in 7 minutes with the Blue she was asleep. 


‘Tam not a Medical Doctor, but, everyday I see the newspapers. 
I shall say what I think fit. 1 am convinced Spectro-Chrome is a true 
Science, honest-to-goodness.”’ 


Nahon Ruschewey was then introduced as a woman born and 
studied Science in Germany. She was a deep student of philosophy al- 
so, as well as a Numerologist. She stated in substance, ‘Like Emma 
D. Snow, I saw the abuse of Drugs. It is not logical to use them; it is 
not according to the Laws of Nature. I knew a Medical Doctor who 
never gave Drugs or anything that could possibly harm. Colonel 
Dinshah is right in being a sceptic. He was not satisfied and every- 
thing had to be proved. He based Spectro-Chrome on mathematics. Do 
not stuff with Materia Medica but use what they call the ‘Chicken 
Coop!’ (Laughter) Use the Spectro-Chrome Home Guide. The more I 
see of Spectro-Chrome, the more I am awe-stricken. That a human 
brain can work out a system so perfect with the workings of Nature, 
is marvelous. | do not believe it is a cure-all; it can not remove me- 
chanical defects, but, many of its results in Acute cases are Tike the 
Miracles Of Christ. People do not wait in Chronic cases; they ex- 
pect quick results. They do not keep their confidence to remove 
Resistance. 
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“A woman had Arthritis. | had marvelous results. Woman 
friend said, ‘Don’t be silly’. In the audience there is a woman, who 
had Tuberculosis. She wanted the old system; now she uses nothing 
but Spectro-Chrome. | confess to Colonel Dinshah, speaking about 
the temptation to going back. I stopped allowing the use of Dande- 
lion and other herbs, since he explained about Taraxacum.as a Drug.

“Cheniicals have Color Emanations; the Body automatically 
takes what is necessary for Normalation. | urge all of you, by all 
means to take the Full Course on Spectro-Chrome while the Origina- 
tor is here.” 


Jessie E. Ness gave the instance of the Brindle Bulldog, 
nornialated by Spectro-Chrome. It produced much mirth. 


Dinshah spoke on the. Magenta Attuned Color Wave and ex- 
plained the uses of Purple, Magenta and Scarlet in Female Disorders. 


Laura Gross was then called to give her views. She said in 
substance, ‘““The Spectro-Chrome Home Guide and Spectro-Chiome 
Metry Encyclopaedia fulfilled the desires of the students. I get ahout 
10 calls a day for Sinus, Kidney or other trouble. Mrs. M. passed 
Stones by Spectro-Chrome, without operation. There was excitement 
by it.” 


Recess was granted at 5 P. M. 
Evening Session—Friday, Novmber 9, 1934 


At 8 P. M. , the Convention reassembled. Dinshah introduced 
E. A. Ernest as the United States Exclusive Distributor.General for 
Equipments of Spectro-Chrome Institute. Being well-known to the 
Purchasers, he was greeted with vociferous applause. He said in 
substance: “It isia great honor to be with you here. Those among 
you who used Spectro-Chrome know it is here to stay, because it 1s 
based. on Truth. If I should calf for testimonials from users, the plat- 
form would be filled. | lived 30 years here: I dare not start distributing 
a product without merit. At one time, | employed 300 men. I feel 
sure of land before | jump. Colonel Dinshah did marvelous service 
in Milwaukee, far greater than‘ in any other city. The people of Mil- 
waukee are opened-minded and liberal. We have wonderful Police 
protection. It has just the ground to sow the seed; it is the hub of 
Spectro-Chrome. 
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‘“We.are not quite ready to have him go; we can not spare 
him. I made very thorough investigation of Colonel Dinshah and 
checked all his statements. On the fourth night of his demonstrations, 
I was convinced that Spectre-Chrome was the greatest discovery in 
healing. All my thoughts were in one direction. ‘How can we help 
this man who is helping humanity?’

John Max- 
well and I do some things like that. We should live on natural foods 
and Spectro-Chrome. Physically, 1 am all right; but, I use only one 
Color a week—Green. I have so much energy, I do not know what 
to do. | am working from 5:30 in the morning; have just one ob- 
ject in mind: Spectro-Chrome—tIn Every Home. It is:a great Service; 
it is used by the most prominent citizens of this city; 1 shall not 
name them. Though sceptic, it is so simple, the little Home Guide 
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tells you all. Free Guidance is given by the Institute. 1 shall be 150, 
barring accidents! (Applause) Maxwell is also a servant of the Mas- 
ters. When | live to be 150, he will live to be 175! (Applause) Join 
in our Sunday hikes and take a jaunt of 10 miles and come back. 


‘I never would stop talking about Spectro-Chrome, there 
is no more scientific way. \When ‘Colonel Dinshah spent time re- 
searching for his Slides to balance system perfectly, he found he 
had to: go one step further, by publishing his Encyclopaedia. If it is 
not in your library, it is a. great mistake. 


‘Anyone here, who did not take the Course on Spectro-Chiome 
Metry, should take it now. He proves everything before your very 
eyes. You will get the thrill of your life. He gives it free of charge. 
The work is not a hit-and-miss system. Spectro-Chrome can not miss 
as the Sun and the Moon do not/ ‘miss. My honest belief is that the 
name of Colonel Dinshah will go in history as one of the greater 
scientists. If they give him .fair play, he gets the Nobel Prize. He 
needs our co:operation. Every red-blooded man and woman should 
give him co:operation; to my dying day, he will have mine. 


“What a crime our Laws interfere with a man after he labor- 
ed 30 years to provide a perfect healing system! Fight for hin as 
never before. Every person in this room should fight with him to 
save suffering humanity. Why suffer? It was never intended that our 
organs—two, three of them—should be taken away.

Refrain from colored 
ketchups; come with us on hikes. Spectro-Chrome is the last word in 
healing.

My 
mother slept 3 hours with it on; she has red cheeks without rouge. 
I can talk till tomorrow morning and not finish. 


“It is a great: privilege to study with Colonel Dinshah. | 
checked his Diplomas; his walls are plastered with Degrees. Look 
at this; I received it from my friend. This photo is dated May 260, 
1901. Here is on it 15 years experience at that time! How old was 
he when he started? | had it framed and hung where | get one look 
at it every day. Ths man went through Hell rather than change his 
principles; he went to jails. They could not find one fake thing in 
Spectro-Chrome. Show me any man who gave such a Challenge 
and put it in print. They can’t touch him. Every time they torture 
him, I see him becoming stronger. Every time they jail him he be- 
comes stronger. He was shot at with a rifle. It makes our blood boil. 
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There is a hole in.a glass in his Laboratory. Shout Spectro-Chrome 
from housetops. 


“We can not live for ever, but, it is absurd why we can not 
live a 100 years. You can enjoy life if you live right. I never felt 
better; | never worked better. 


“Spectro-Chrome will wipe out the opponents. | know some 
conscientious professional men; their hands are tied. ‘You must fol- 
low the American Medical Association orders or you are blackballed.’ 
I know some professionals are using Spectro-Chrome for their family, 
but, they can not use it in public. Here is the man who deserves 
credit. 


“We must not let him go to India! You heard his request 
last night, about petitioning Franklin D. Roosevelt. He was given a 
Conditional Commutation by President Coolidge; they are holding it 
oyer his head, because, they want him out of the way. Write your 
reasons to the President and send Colonel Dinshah the copy. Write 
to our Senator Robert La Follette. Thank you.” (Loud Applause) 


The address of E. A. Ernest, backed by his enthusiasm was 
listened with much interest by the audience. Dinshah thanked him 
for his kind words and called on John Maxwell for a short address. 


John Maxwell of Chicago, Illinois, said in substance, “ Mr. 
President and Fellows, it is call to colors, literally and specifically. 
We have to look at Faith, Hope and Charity. I hope tomorrow there 
will be such an avalanche of letters mailed that we shall have cause 
to rejoice.» We have Faith in the Originator of the Colors. It is a 
Red Letter Day when we are called to Colors. We do not use the 
Infra-Red; the opponents are using the Ultra-Violet. The Almighty 
never intended we should drag on our existence. We should have long 
life for useful service. I have come to believe in Spectro-Chrome, whole- 
heartedly. My wife went to a Flower Show on a cold day and when 
she came, had hands white with cold. She had Laryngitis; much of 
voice was gone. She stripped and lay for.1 hour under the Indigo. 
Three hours later, the voice returned; the Inflammation had subsided. 
We use Spectro-Chrome every day. It is used in Chicago every day. 


“! Jearnt much in this Convention. Take my advice and take 
Colonel Dinshah’s Spectro-Chrome Course; ‘be in the Class.With 
chemical equipment he gives the foundation. The time may come 
when we may have to go as ambassadors for this work. What the 
Medical Hierarchy did, speeded our gospel. Their doctrine is Fear, 
What I saw among the animals in the stockyards of Chicago, they 
do to us. My clothes stank with the nauseating odors. Pigs and bulls 
and sheep are slaughtered there. The Rational Food Of Man is logi- 
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cal. The Colonel has not eaten meat for 44 years; | did not eat it tor 
32 years. Those animals realize their death is near; the fear has their 
blood stream poisoned. 


“People eating meat can not think straight. They go on the 
operating table and their minds and bodies are never right again. You 
have the great hope offered, harnessed and brought.to you all. Take 
Colonel Dinshah’s Course. His three volumes give in one life rood 
for thought. | continue to read and reread them; thy have a mine of 
information. Let us go ahead with Spectro-Chrome. Go into the next 
class and God bless you.” 


E. A. Ernest spoke a few more concluding words. He said in 
substance: “Sound and Color are like Electricity and Light. Their use 
is daily increasing. Folks, get busy and join the future which is map- 
ped. In 1923, at 5.30 in the morning, | called a physician, because 
I was sick. From what he said, | understood, ‘Off goes my Appendix?’ 
They waited for no dress, but, put me in a robe and went 60 miles 
an hour to the hospital. The operating room was beautiful; so were 
the nurses. The gas-was ready, but, | changed my mind. Rest of the 
day flowers came; | distributed them in the ward.:- They refused to 
give me anything to eat. 1 walked out, rode on horseback for 4 hours. 
The Appendix is still there. (Applause) 


“53 per cent. of medical diagnosis is wrong. They take out 
an organ to explore. You do not have to do anything like that in 
Spectro-Chrome.” 


Jessie E. Ness desired to say a few words. ‘‘ Food is the first 
consideration. The greatest shock of my fife was when I saw pigs 
murdered and slaughtered. | made up my mind to become a vegetarian. 
Dinshah teaches us about our food and mission in life, what our 
purpose is. It lifts humanity. People gad about applying rouge and 
not pouring thoughts about the Great Masters. You have a life op- 
portunity; seize it.” 


Thomas Ness, representative for Michigan State of Ernest Dis- 
tributing Company, then gave a short address. It was thus in sub- 
stance: ‘“‘You have been listening to speeches; I have only one thing 
=o say. Get out and sell. Just those four words. There are here 1,200 
potential salesmen. A Scotch divine was preaching. He was delivering 
an oration and was using a bookboard for pounding. He stamped his 
foot; there was an anthill underneath. The ants did not like it; they 
were annoyed. Finally they reached the pantleg. The minister shout- 
ed, ‘God is in my mouth, but, the Devil is in my pants.’ No salesman 
is a success until he gets excited similarly about his sales. There never 
was an invention like Spectro-Chrome, for health and sanity. 
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“A man of 73 years had a gangrenous foot. It was ordered to 
be amputated. A Chiropractor could do nothing. There was a scab 
1/8 inch thick. He asked the Doctor. What could he do? Melt the 
scab? I told him to leave the Green on for 48 hours. He asked, ‘Will 
it burn? I said, ‘No, you wait and see’. Soon from many perforations 
the pus began to pour. It was a matter of life or death; in 5 days, 
the leg was less than the ordinary size. Now seven months he has been 
walking without crutches. My wife would not sell her equipment for 
$1,000, if she could not get another. So friends, get the Devil loose 
for Spectro-Chrome!” (Applause) 


The Convention was adjourned at 11 P. M. 


Morning Session—Saturday, November 10, 1934 


The first item on the program was the Election of the Board 
Of Trustees. Jessie E. Ness moved and Albert E. Greenham secon- 
ded that the present Board Of Trustees be re:elected. On vote being 
unanimous, the same Board Of Trustees was declared. elected. 


Jessie E, Ness felt sorry for Colonel Dinshah, “because the 
Octopus is endeavoring to impede his progress. It is a great political 
movement checking progress in healing. Boobs and nincompoops are 
in office. 


‘Tt had-a case of a handsome lad with paralyzed arm. He re- 
covered under Spectro-Chrome.” 


The Convention adjourned at 12 M. 
Afternoon Session—Saturday; November 10, 1934 


Reverend David Bucks of Washington Park English Lutheran 
Church, of Milwaukee 'Wisconsin began the afternoon session. He 
stated in substance: “I visited the Colonel in Malaga. My nephew who 
studied Chemistry was with me. We stayed in the Research Labora- 
tory about 234 hours. When we went home, my nephew said, ‘I 
learnt more of Chemistry in this short time than I learnt in school 
in 12 months.’ 


“T realize the value of Spectro-Chrome. It-is something wurth- 
while. It made a great impression on me. | pay tribute to a great work. 
Pardon being personal, but, from some friends having learnt of Spec- 
tro-Chrome, being 60 miles from home I visited Malaga. We were 
enthused. We walked into the North East corner, we did not know 
how. we should be received. But, we were well received when 
we walked in; we did not know where we were getting into! (Laugh- 
ter) He was seated in a big chair and as soon as we felt free we 
felt at home. He escorted us from the tower room to the basement. 
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We were in intimate surroundings; most congenial and brilliant in 
courtesy and kindness. 


‘‘We went into his Printing Plant. It was a big place. There 
was the Linotype Department; he gave us slugs cast there. 


“There are black sheep in every great organization. The Colo- 
nel does not like black sheep. I like Spectro-Chrome. It requires some 
sacrifices. Colonel Dinshah makes it plain; you must put something 
to it. You might chisel, but, you will be doing harm to yourself. Ever 
true disciple is for the good of mankind. As a Radio is to entertain 
Spectro-Chrome is to health and comfort. It is a marvelous invention. 
I am scratching my head now as to how | can get the apparatus and 
lake the Course.’ 


Colonel! Dinshah spoke about the ministers of the gospel. Then 
he said, “ Reverend David Bucks spoke about the man and his work; 
he should have spoken about the woman of the house also.”’ (Laughter) 


Reverend Bucks rose again among cheers and said in sub- 
stance: “Colonel Dinshah’s wife was contented and happy. He took 
me upstairs to their personal rooms. | saw the children playing and 
studying. There is credit to the mother.” (Applause) 


Nahon Ruschewey spoke about the case of Elizabeth Benishek. 
The mother Anna Benishek spoke a little and introduced Elizabeth 
to the audience. Later, she handed to the President a short written 
account of her Spectro-Chrome experience, which was interesting 
from many points. The girl Elizabeth was declared to be a feeble- 
minded girl, but, when she appeared on the platform, after Spectro- 
Chrome Tonations, she was vivacious and indicative of change. Here 
is what the mother wrote: 


“1 also have a little boy of 2% years old and he is as smart 
as can be, some folks claim he is too smart. About six weeks ago, 
he contracted Scarlet Fever. How do I know? Well, all the symptoms 
were there: High Fever, Sore Throat, Cramps in the Stomach, Throw- 
ing up,and Strawberry Tongue; my mother always told me how dif- 
ferent diseases start. 


“The nurse just happened to be at my house when my boy 
was seized with Cramps. We put him under Spectro-Chrome and in- 
side of % hour he was all right, but, late that night his Fever rose 
to 100 Degrees and my husband was visiting his mother, so | was 
all alone and a scared woman I was. 

“So again | took Spectro-Chrome in his room and us.d i 


two times that night; by morning his Fever had subsided and would 
you. believe that 3 days later was outside playing. I had no Doctor 
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or sign hung on my door and all through my beloved Spectro-Chrome. 
I know I would‘have to pay 3 to 5 dollars for a night call and also 
about $1.00 for medical poison.

“Now the funny part of it is, “Sunny” (we call him that) 
every time he has a little gas in stomach and gets a bellyache,. he 
says, ‘Mama, put me under the ight—he can’t even say Light! Now 
if he knows it is good for him at 234 years, how can intelligent 
people laugh at Spectro-Chrome? 


“I also did not mention that at the time of Sunny’s birth, | 
was quite nervous and run-down that I could not handle both my 
daughter and the baby. As my husband was not employed steady, | 
could not hire somebody to help me, but, | struggled along about 
6 months. Then, I tried to get her in a school and can you imagine 
the Government wanted me to send her to Chippewa Falls, Wiscon- 
sin and I would have to sign my full right of her away! 


“But I could not do this to my own flesh and blood; later, 
I heard of St. Colleta’s School in Jefferson, Wisconsin and for a small 
fee she would be taught something. She stayed there 2: years and 
now | brought her home on August 25 to use Spectro-Chrome on 
her and she has improved so much in so short a time, | would not 
or rather could not be without Spectro-Chrome. She taiks a little 
and does small errands too. If my.daughter wouldn’t be feeble-minded, 
1 would go into this whole heartedly, as I always wanted to be a 
nurse. Since I was 17 years ofd when | married, | couldn’t plan any 
further; maybe now for the best anyhow. But when Elizabeth is 
better, | will help put Spectro-Chrome over. the top.” 


Nahon Ruschewey, who had watched this case carefully, stated 
Elizabeth was improved 20 per cent. 


Albert E. Greenham made special mention of the. Favorscope 
and the High and Low Critical Periods. He spoke of a case which the 
Medical Doctors had stated to be Cardiac Asthma, existing for 12 
years, improved much in 4 Tonations of Spectro-Chrome. 


A large number of very pertinent and important. questions 
was asked from among the interested audience, to which relevant and 
fitting answers were given by the President. The catechism with its 
characteristic accompanying humor, produced impressions of a de- 
cidedly favorable character. 

Before closing the Afternoon Session of this day, Colone! 


Dinshah asked for an action from the audience, in regard to his Chal- 
lenge to the American Medical Association and the Chicago Better

Business Bureau. The said Challenge’ was not accepted and none 
appeared for and on behalf of the two opponents. The time limit ex- 
pired at the Fourteenth Annual Convention. On motion duly secon- 
ded, it was unanimously resolved. that the American Medical Asso- 
ciation ‘and the Chicago Better Business Bureau having failed to 
appear in response to the Challenge, they branded themselves as 
Liars and Cowards. The President, was instructed to send a copy of 
the Resolution to the parties concerned. 


The Afternoon Session adjourned at 5 P. M. 
Final Session—Saturday, November 10, 1934 


The evening of Saturday, at 8 P. M., the Convention Hall 
was well filled. Dinshah delivered a lively lecture on “India to Eng- 
land and America” with about 200 Stereopticon Slides, showing the 
progress of his eventful fife, from his birth to the birth of Spectro- 
Chrome. For once the students of Spectro-Chrome got a real idea of 
the enormous labors, hardships, privations and starvations undergone 
by the Originator in the research and final establishment of the Spec- 
tro-Chrome System. All throughout, the audience listened with at- 
tention and demonstrated its appreciation in various manners. 

At 11 P. M., Colonel Dinshah announced the program for 
the Spectro-Chrome Metry Free Class (89), opening in the Gold 
Room, Hotel Wisconsin, Milwaukee, Wisconsin and declared the Four- 
teenth Annual Convention dissolved. 

It was the most successful and picturesque of all prior Con- 
ventions. At each Session, Dinshah played Hindustani tunes on the 
Auditorium Pipe Organ and brought out of it expressions, strains and 
tones never before -heard therein. Many expressed unfeign- 
ed surprise at Dinshah’s fingering of the keyboard; some thought it 
was a player piano, because of the incongruity of the conception of a 
combination of Dinshah and Pipe Organ! Those strange tunes were 
incomprehensible to the audience, although the American meaning 
was projected on the screen each time. 

Prominent citizens visited the Sessions and the entire Conven- 
tion was a brilliant success. |

FIRST DETROIT MICHIGAN PLANET 
Meeting Of February 7, 1935 


REPORT BY:—JESSIE E. NESS 
First Vice-President, Scientific Order Of Spectro-Chrome Mctrists 


On opening the Planet, Jessie E. Ness stated that owing to the 
resignation of Ethel K. Greenham from the position of Deputy, she 
was requested by the Board Of Trustees to act pro tem, until a new 
Deputy be appointed.

She said she came 
away from Hales Corners, Wisconsin, to learn something about 
Spectro-Chrome.

Michael S. has his Spectro-Chrome about six weeks. He is 
using it for Sluggish Liver, Spleen, Arthritis, Swollen Feet.

Encyclopaedia and request the entire assembly to yoin in 
discussion for elucidation of points not comprehended. Anything 
dubious in the minds of the Affiliates, which none present could satis- 
factorily explain, may then be reported by the Recorder to the Princi- 
pal Office.. The explanation given by the Principal Office Staff may be 
read at the next meeting.’Such systematic procedure will produce 
educational results . 


Laura G. should not interfere with Purchasers who are under 
the Free Guidance of Spectro-Chrome Institute. N. R. was stopped 
by Spectro-Chrome Institute from visiting the homes of Purchasers 
and tendering Guidance, which frequently conflicted with the Guid- 
ance given by Spectro-Chrome Institute. Laura G. had better keep 
her hands off similarly, because, she will be likely to create uninten- 
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tional troubles between the Purchasers and Spectro-Chrome Institute. 
Spectro-Chrome Home Guide and Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopae- 
dia have more information in them than all that Spectro-Chrome 
Normalators ever will be enabled to give and as Laura G. is an Agent 
of Ernest Distributing Company, she is bound by the Agreement 
Rules of Spectro-Chrome Institute with Ernest Distributing Company, 
which clearly debar all such Guidance interference. 


The Board Of Trustees of Scientific Order Of Spectro-Chrome 
Metrists wrote a very plain letter to the First Milwaukee Planet 
Commission, setting forth the details to avoid any unpleasant mis- 
understanding; this letter was to be read by the Recorder Caroline 
Zimmerling at the Planet Meeting of July 4, 1935. It is printed verba- 


tim below :—

Dear Miss Zimmerling: 


1. We shall thank you to read this communication at the meeting of the 4th current. 
2. Notwithstanding repeated notices and long communications, our Affiliates still per- 


sist in .mixing communications of Spectro-Chrome Institute and the Scientific Order of 
Spectro-Chrome Metrists. 
3. All communications regarding Planet ‘activities as well as SPECTRO-CHROME 


magazine should be addressed to the Scientific Order of Spectro-Chrome Metrists. 

4. All communications regarding Spectro-Chrome Equipments, Spectro-Chrome Slides, 
Spectro-Chrome General Advice Charts and suclf other matters should be sent to Spectro- 
Chrome Institute. 

5. No communications should be addressed to any specific name or person; all com- 
munications should be addressed solely to the particular corporate name. 

6. In any communication or complaint in which both Organizations may be involved, 
the matters should be segregated and separate communications should be addressed to each. 


7. The reason for all these regulations is that both are separate corporations under dis- 
tinct State Laws and their officers and files are different. Hence, our Affiliates will do well 
not to mix one with the other, especially in matters of sending remittances. 


8. During the past few months we have been constantly receiving communications 
that the activities of the First Milwaukee Wisconsin Planet are not satisfactory to a 
certain number of individuals. These individuals are Graduates of Spectro-Chrome Institute 
and are Spectro-Chrome Normalators in active practice. Their major complaint is that 
the Affiliates do not receive the educational benefit they ought to receive at the meetings. 
However, they forget that it is entirely upto the Affiliates to make meetings interesting 
by introducing educational questions in Spectro-Chrome Metry and discussing various sub- 
jects from SPECTRO-CHROME METRY ENCYCLOPAEDIA and practical case reports 
on the floor. 

9. Many seem to believe that all discussion was debarred by us; this is a miscom~- 
prehension on their part. Instead of the Deputy reading a series of Chapters in a desultory 
manner and declaring a recess, it is our opinion that by a vote of the Planet a certain 
Chapter should be chosen each time or a certain part of a Chapter may be so selected 
or a certain theme or disorder may be picked and its various aspects discussed and thrashed 
thoroughly by the Members present. It is essential to note at this point that the voting 
power rests solely with full-fledged Graduate Members who have the Green Ticket and 
are in active standing thereby. Provisional Members who are Affiliates purely by courtesy 
have no voting power and twhile they are permitted as Sympathizers to take part in the 
discussion, they should not be allowed to have any voice whatsoever in the management 
oO e Planet. 
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10. Free discussions are always welcome; we even invite caustic criticisms and merci- 
less lashing leveled against us in so far as the management of Planets, but is must be 
implicitly understood that what is given in our Constitution and Rules must be rigidly 
maintained and enforced and no violation of any character should be tolerated. 


11.. A very serious violation was found in the past to be the giving of Attuned Color 
Wave Guidance to Spectro-Chrome Equipment Purchasers by certain Agents of Ernest 
Distributing Company, a fact which was in distinct violation of the agreement between 
Spectro-Chrome Institute and Ernest Distributing Company. 


12. You well know that Spectro-Chrome Institute is fighting for its very existence 
against our bitter opponents and any infraction of any Rule of Spectro-Chrome Institute 
would at any time launch an Affiliate and through an Affiliate the entire Organization, 
as well as the Originator into serious troubles. 


13. Many Spectro-Chrome Normalators have been reported in the past as tendering 
Guidance in Attuned Color Waves in full knowledge of the fact that the sufferers to whom 
they tendered such Advice were under the Free Guidance of Spectro-Chrome Institute. The 
Free Guidance of Spectro-Chrome Institute is directly under the personal supervision 
of the Originator and he frequently found to his great regret that such Guidances were 
antagonistic to the Free Guidance given by Spectro-Chrome Institute. Notwithstanding 
warnings given, such infractions continued and it is only within the past few days that 
the infractions seem to be abating because of the strong steps taken by Spectro-Chrome 
nstitute. 


14. There is another serious infraction looming. Many Spectro-Chrome Normalators 
seem to believe that they can copy, duplicate or issue the Favorscope or diagrams issued 
either by Spectro-Chrome Institute or by us and utilize them either for their personal 
use er for others. It is necessary to warn that all work in Spectro-Chrome Metry is 
copyrighted by the Originator and duplicating any Chart for even personal use and hanging 
it on the wall as a display is a violation under the Copyright Laws and the violator, 
under our Constitution and Rules is liable to expulsion. 


15. All these matters we desire you to place before the Affiliates, as we find the trend 
of human nature to be negligent to rules and as we aim at harmony and cooperation, it 
would be to mutual advantage for Affiliates to avoid the specified contingencies. 


16. We desire to impress upon the minds of the Affiliates that the little income derived 
from the Membership Fee is away below that required to pay even the rent of the meet- 
ing room; in truth, wete we looking only to the financial side of the question, we would 
be strongly for abolishing the maintaining of Planets. We sincerely hope and believe for 
such reason that the educational and helping feature of our Planets be borne in mind 
by all Affiliates and steps be taken to exchange personal views without unnecessary bitter- 
ness or friction, thus increasing the value of the Planets and doing good to the sufferers 
by guiding them in the proper use of Spectro-Chrome, as long as such Guidance does 
not clash with or antagonize the Rules of Spectro-Chrome Institute. 


17. What Spectro-Chronte Institute desires is simply this, that the sales people working 
for Ernest Distributing Company shall not bring their. matters, complaints or squabbles 
on the floor of the Planet. Such matters should be discussed with the Ernest Distributing 
Company dt the personal meetings and noti in the Planet. 


18. + None stands for freedom of speech more solidly than the Originator: all that 
he desires is that the Planet be used exclusively for its educational purposes and not for 
personal complaints against Spectro-Chrome Institute, which has nothing to do, as 
corporation, with the Planet. 


19. To keep away from the clutches of our opponents, it is essential and vital that 
no saJes person working for Ernest Distributing Company should act as a visiting nurse 
or go to the homes of sufferers even for Spectro-Chrome Advice. 


20. Furthermore, it is also essential and vital to our existence and interests that 
any deviation from our Constitution and Rules, no matter by whom made, should be 
promptly reported to the Principal Office at Malaga, New Jersey, so requisite action may 
be taken to keep all violations out of our Organization and fully insure the safety of 
the Originator and his work. 


21. A duplicate and triplicate of this communication is sent to the Deputy and 
Sub-Deputy and it will be warmly appreciated if the Planet Commission will please do 
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what is necessary to avoid friction and misunderstanding.

| Walter H .is another Spectro-Chrome Normalator, who wants 
to reform the Organization, by running it according to Roberts’s 
Digest! He had better study our Constitution And Rules. Rule 64, 
Section 19 says, “No Rules Of Debate shall apply except as provided 
herein.” Our Organization is controlled according to our methods 
and those who want to stay with us should follow our Rules. If 
instead of grumbling, all would suggest and follow constructive 
methods, we should be obliged. None is prevented from writing 
for Free Guidance from Spectro-Chrome Institute; why then should 
he, an Agent for Ernest Distributing Company try to act for others?

Deputy Greeta O. Peck affirmed the new Officers of the First 
Detroit Michigan Planet—Sub-Deputy Stella Harter and Recorder 
Edwin W. Lemke. The Planet Commission is now complete. 


Albert G. told of tonating a Tumor on the Retina of the Eye.

EXPULSION OF LUCILLE J. MCGRAW 


Lucille J. McGraw, a Provisional Member of First Milwaukee 
Wisconsin Planet, Secretary to E. A. Ernest, was requested by the 
Board Of Trustees on August 27, 1935, to resign voluntarily, which 
she declined by a letter of August 29, 1935. 


On August 31, 1935, the President ordered her name to be 
placed on the List Of Suspended Affiliates and she was again re- 
quested to resign voluntarily and surrender her Affiliation Card. 
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tees, on September 11, 1935, in a Final Warning, that she being affili- 
ated with an Expelled Member whose Company was declared under 
Rule 42, Section 3, as an ‘‘Antagonistic Organization,” unless she 
acted promptly by tendering a Voluntary Resignation, she was liable to 
be cited for Summary Investigation under Rule 87, Section 1. 


To this she replied on September 12, 1935, asserting her al- 
leged ‘“‘rights”’ to sell Spectro-Chrome after “Graduation” and the 
like. 


A Final Supplementary Warning was. issued by the Board 
Of Trustees, on September 14, 1935, explaining fully the Rules and 
again requesting her Voluntary Resignation to save a situation that 
might be very unpleasant for her. 


After due waiting, she was cited for Summary Investigation 
because of non-compliance, on September 25, 1935. The Charges 
against her were as follows :— 


(1) Violation of Rule 42, Section 3, because of her affiliation 
with Ernest Distributing Company, adjudged by the Board Of Trus- 
tees as an ‘Antagonistic Organization’. 


(2) Violation of Rule 43, Section 7, for refusing to sur- 
render the Affiliation Card, on demand after Suspension. 


(3) Violation of Code Of Honor, Rule 22, by knowing of 
the Violations of Edward A. Ernest, conniving at them and not re- 
porting him to the Principal Office. 


(4) Violation of Rule 88, by conspiring to sell a Used Equip- 
ment, previously sold to Charles Follett, later repossessed by Ernest 
Distributing Company and resold to Walter Sutter, her signature ap- 
pearing in connection therewith as the person receiving the money, 
$21.25 to account, on March 29, 1935. 


(5) Violation of Rule 81, Section 17, in holding the Full 
Power Of Attorney for Edward A. Ernest, knowing that he was de- 
frauding the public by selling repossessed Spectro-Chromes and then 
allowing the unused Registration Of Purchaser Blanks to go to the 
Central Office of Spectro-Chrome Institute, for issue of Bills Of 
Sale as new. 


She replied to the Charges as follows:— 
(1) That she “performed menial services for the company 
in the way of typing’ and the like. | 
2) That she did not know “why a Suspension should exist 
at all’’, so she refused to surrender the Affiliation Card. 
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(3) That she did not connive at any Violation, because she 
did ‘not know of any Violations committed by him’. 


(4) That she denied any Conspiracy, as ‘‘There was no 
such Conspiracy nor was there any deceit in any sale, that I was 
aware of.” 


(5) That she denied “any knowledge that Mr. Ernest was 
guilty of defrauding anybody as you set forth in paragraph No. 5.” 


She asked for a hearing before the First Milwaukee Wisconsin 
Planet, challenged the right of the President about the Summary In- 
vestigation and the like in depriving her of her “rights” and finally 
stated that her letter was “written in a perfectly friendly way.” 


To this, the Secretary replied by ‘Order Of The President’, 
on October 4, 1935, that in a Summary Investigation, the President 
was the sole Judge under the Rules, that she was not working for 
E. A. Ernest in ‘‘menial services’, but as ‘‘Private Secretary”, accord- 
ing to his own Bulletin of September 16, 1935, that she was aware of 
his transactions, because all his letters bore her identification initials, 
that his transactions being fully published, were known to her, that 
she was adjudged as involved with him by “activities interlocked’. 
Again under Rule 15, she was written that ‘‘we INVITE YOU TO 
RESIGN VOLUNTARILY,” otherwise further action would be taken 
‘in accordance with the Rules regulating such refusal of silence.” 


On October 7, 1935, she declared the procedure “not legal’, 
asked for hearing before the First Milwaukee Wisconsin Planet, stat- 
ing further that all was ‘an infringemént on my rights which | 
propose to protect promptly and speedily.” 


On Wednesday, October 9, 1935, the President Dinshah P. 
Ghadiali ordered her Expulsion with forfeiture of all rights, titles 
and privileges, under Rule 87 and the Secretary Irene Grace Dinshah 
informed her about it, adding that she could under Rule 87, Section 3, 
appeal within 28 days to the Board Of Trustees against the Decision 
of the President. 

Upto the time of going to the Press, no such Appeal was filed.

It was decided that the room was sufficiently large. 


The Recorder read Chapter 66 of Spectro-Chrome Metry En- 
cyclopaedia, on “Red Corpuscles And Anemia”. The Deputy read 
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some of the list of the various kinds of Anemia as known to the Medi- 
cal Profession. 


Frank Burns volunteered to read two following Chapters at 
the next meeting. 


Pauline W. is taking care of a woman with Cataract. The Med- 
ical Doctor said an operation was necessary. She has had 5 Tona- 
ticns so far and notices a change already. Green Systemic was 
used. She is building up her own condition with Orange and is im- 
provinginicely. | 


Bertha L. normalated a case of Burn which was very severe. It 
resulted from a “Permanent Wave’. The woman went to a Medical 
Doctor 4 times and became worse instead of better. The Doctor was 
afraid of Erysipelas. Her head was a running mass. The first Tonation 
of Spectro-Chrome seemed to help her. In 3 weeks, her head healed 
very nicely and there was no more trouble. Turquoise Local was 
used entirely. This seemed to dry more than with the Blue alone. 


Bertha L. has also a case of Arthritis which she is tonating for 
the past 9 weeks and the Sufferer is improving nicely. Changes in 
the weather, however, have a great deal to do with the effect of the 
Spectro-Chrome and the condition of the person. She can not seem 
to overcome the Pain the person has, however. Indigo does not seem 
to help much, otherwise the Infra-Green Division is being used. This 
is a case of long standing, being brought on by “poison from a 
Goitre”.

FACTS REGARDING FALSE CHARGES MADE AGAINST 
E. A. ERNEST BY THE SPECTRO-CHROME INSTITUTE 


This Bulletin is addressed to all Members and Provisional Members of the Scientific Order 
of Spectro-Chreme Metrists, and to all who may purchase, or have purchased, Spectro- 
Chrome Equipments through me. 


My reason for forwarding this Bulletin to you is to give you the exact facts and informa- 
tion concerning cer tain articles appearing in the August issue of the Spectro-Chrome maga- 
zine, and other articles which, I understand, are to appear in future issues, regarding me. 

In my estimation, the object of the Spectro-Chrome Institute in charging me with certain 
violations was for the purpose of securing technical reasons to cancel my agreement as 
exclusive Distributor for the State of Wisconsin, solely for their financial gain, at a great 
oss to me. 


All of my dealings with customers, and with the Institute, have been fair, equitable, open 
and above board and, therefore, I am pleased to submit the following for your consideration. 
Further information will be furnished at your request, thereby making it possible for you 
to judge for yourself. 


1. Under date of August 9, 1935 I received a communication from the Scientific Order of 
Spectro-Chrome Metrists, being in the form of a charge lodged against me by the 
Spectro-Chrome Institute for violations of good faith and conspiracy because I sold two 
Cabinet Equipments to my Agent, Mr. Walter Sutter. These Equipments were shipped 
direct to this purchaser by the Institute. The purchaser, in turn, delivered one of the 
Equipments, taken directly from the carton in which it had been received, to some poor 
sufferer in great need of Spectro-Chrome, advising the Institute accordingly. Certainly 
there was no violation of good faith or conspiracy in connection with such‘a deal and I 
Jeave it to you to judge for yourself. I pleaded guilty to having sold the two Equip- 
ments to Walter Sutter, as it was a fact and I had the signed orders in my possession. 
These documents were submitted in evidence and are now in the hands of the Scientific 
Order. However, I did not plead guilty to conspiracy and the like. 


2. Another letter was received from the Scientific Order of Spectro-Chrome Metrists on 
the same day, informing me that the Spectro-Chrome Institute had placed certain charges 
against me for having accepted an order for a. Cabinet Equipment from a. certain .purchas- 
er on the time payment plan in accordance with my regular terms. However, due to the 
fact that this purchaser was very skeptical, he wanted to give Spectro-Chrome a trial for 
five weeks and, therefore, I obliged him by putting a notation on the order to the effect. 
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that, if after he had used the Equipment for five weeks, he was not satisfied, I would call 
for it and cancel his obligation in connection with the balance due me. For my great 
faith in Spectro-Chrome and this promise to the purchaser, I was charged with violating 
the Code of Honor and endangering the reputation of the Institute. In this instance, I 
pleaded guilty to having accepted the order on the basis mentioned but did not admit 
violating any rules or regular trade practices. A copy of this order was mailed to the 
Institute but they refused to make shipment. I am sure that you, nor any one else, 
could possibly construe such action as a violation. 


3. Under date of August 11, I received a letter from the Scientific Order of Spectro-Chrome 
Metrists, advising that the Spectro-Chrome Institute had placed charges against me for 
having violated certain rules and consorting with one of my Agents to commit dishonesty 
and conspiracy, due to the fact that I sold an Equipment to a certain purchaser who 
called for it here in Milwaukee, strictly in accordance with the contract entered into on 
July 7, and July 9, 1935, respectively, at which time I was exclusive United States 
Distributor for Spectro-Chrome. This purchaser called for the Equipment on July 23 
and, after paying a certain amount of cash, took it with him to Cicero, Illinois. The 
Institute claims 1 violated certain rules because this particular Equipment had originally 
been purchased by another party who refused to use it. However, the last purchaser was 
so informed and was perfectly satisfied to accept the Equipment with that understanding, 
due to the fact that his invalid boy was in urgent need of Spectro-Chrome and, further, 
because there was a saving of the express charges, in the amount of $3.90, which had been 
paid by the original purchaser. 


I admitted that I was guilty of selling this Equipment on the basis mentioned and a 
copy of the order was submitted in evidence. I did not plead guilty to the charges 
mentioned. Certainly this cannot be construed as a violation of any rules, regulations 
or regular trade practices. 


4. The Scientific Order of Spectro-Chrome Metrists informed me on August 11 that the 
Institute had also placed charges against me to the effect that I had given certain 
definite information, or advice, to a purchaser residing in Stevens Point, Wisconsin as 
to the specific colors to be used. This was called a violation of Breach of Faith with 
the Institute. I did give the purchaser information regarding the operation of the 

- Equipment, and also referred him to various: pages of the Home Guide, so he would 
be familiar with the instructions issued therein. I also requested this purchaser to 
prepare an Advice Request Blank immediately and forward it to the Institute. How 
can any one construe this to be a violation? I did not plead guilty to this charge. 


5. Under date of August 12 I received a letter from the same organization, informing me 
that I was charged with violation of certain rules of the Order by being unfair to the 
Agents, due to the fact that the Institute claimled I instructed and sent one certain 
Agent to a purchaser of a Spectro-Chrome Equipment to offer said purchaser a certain 
portion of her commission if names of prospects were furnished. This charge is abso- 
lutely false. By what authority could I prevent my Agents, or any other person, from 
spending their money as they saw fit? Such a charge certainly cannot be construed as 
a violation on my part in any way, shape, or manner. I did not plead guilty to any part 
of this charge. Furthermore, what right has the Institute to dictate as to how I should 
conduct my business? | 


6. In another communication of the same day I was further charged with paying commis- 
sion to an Agent who was not the owner of an Equipment and, therefore, guilty of vio- 
lation of the Constitution and Rules. This charge is also false. I did sell an Equipment 
to one certain woman and, after it was received, she decided to have it registered in the 
name of her son which was certainly her privilege. However, this purchaser was a duly 
qualified Agent and made a sale, or recommended Spectro-Chrome to another person. 
After the sale was completed, I mailed this Agent a check covering the commissien due 
her. Would you call this-a violation? I did not plead guilty to this charge. 


7. I was informed on August 13 that I had been charged with violation of the rules and 
regulations of the Constitution because I re-sold an Equipment originally purchased by a 
person living in Illinois. For some unknown reason, this man had never opened the carton 
and, consequently, had never registered the Equipment, having absolutely refused to use 
it. Therefore, after corresponding with this purchaser, I agreed to pay him a certain amount 
for the Equipment. The offer was accepted and the Equipment shipped to Milwaukee. 
After some weeks, one of my Agents wanted to purchase an additional Equipment. This 
particular Equipment was sold to him as a brand new model, which it was, but, due to 
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the fact that it had been originally purchased by another person, it was sold to the 
Agent at a discount. The Agent, knowing this was a brand new Equipment, even though 
it had been shipped to another purchaser, sold it to one of his prospects. How could 
anybody call this a violation of regular trade practices, unfairness, fraud or the like? 
IT pleaded guilty to having accepted the Equipment from the original purchaser and 
selling it to my Agent. How ridiculous to charge me with violation! I did not plead 
guilty to the charge. 


8. In a second letter of the 13, I was charged with further violations because I acted as an 
Agent for a certain party and assisted her in disposing of her Equipment, having paid her 
the sum of $35.00 for the Equipment. This Equipment was brand new, and had never 
been used but had been registered. After having the Equipment, together with Bill 
of Sale and Assignment in Blank, in my possession for some little time, I decided to 
present it to a Sister, representing a Catholic organization in the State of Kansas, and 
shipped it to her with nay compliments. For doing this, I was charged with violating 
the Code of Honor, the Agreement with the Institute, and Interstate Commerce Rules. 
I disclaim violations of any kind. This shipment was made on July 17, 1935 at which 
time I was acting as exclusive Distributor for the entire United States. I pleaded guilty 
to having donated the Equipment, as it was a fact, but did not plead guilty to the 
charge mentioned. 


I regret to inform you that the person to whom this Equipment was donated has re- 
ceived such threatening communications from the Institute that she returned the Equip- 
ment to them. Jt is now in their possession and they have requested information from 
the original purchaser here in Milwaukee as to disposition of it. This, of course, is the 
most unethical, unreasonable and unbusinesslike course of procedure I have ever heard of. 
The original purchaser has instructed the Institute to return the Equipment to the rightful 
owner in Kansas immediately, as it has been assigned to her. 


Differences of opinion and many disagreements, have existed for some time between Colonel 
Dinshah, the Spectro-Chrome Institute, myself and my organization. I have requested a 
personal conference, on numerous occasions, for the purpose of having a mutual understand- 
ing whereby suffering humanity might be served in a greater capacity, and in a more effici- 
ent manner. Notwithstanding my many requests, the President of the Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute absolutely refused to grant me the courtesy of such a conference, without giving any 
reasonable excuse. Who ever heard of a manufacturer refusing to see the exclusive Dis- 
tributor of his products. 


It might interest you to know that Colonel Dinshah offered to come to Milwaukee and 
present all his evidence before the entire First Milwaukee Wisconsin Planet at any time. 
I immediately accepted his offer but, for some unknown reason, he refused to come. 


The charges made against me, as printed in the Spectro-Chrome magazine, and mentioned 
in the letters referred to above, are all unjustified and have been the direct cause of great 
embarrassment to me, as well as much danjvage and financial loss. 


I am informed that Members, and Provisional Members of the Scientific Order of Spectro- 
Chrome Metrists were instructed in a letter from Headquarters, read at the last Planet 
Meeting, to refrain from associating, in any way, with me or my company, whether in 
connection with Spectro-Chrome or otherwise. This has also greatly embarrassed me and 
caused further damage and financial loss. 


I am very sorry that I am compelled ‘to take immediate action, through authorative sources, 
to clear my name and reputation. My sympathy goes out to the Originator of Spectro- 
Chrome for allowing himself to get into such an agitated frame of mind, standing in his 
own light, and actually making it impossible to reach his goal—Spectro-Chrome in Every 
Home—and serve suffering humanity. 


My faith in the Spectro-Chrome System has not been changed, but I have lost all faith 
and confidence in the Originator of the System and his immediate organizations. 


I AM CONTINUING TO SELL SPECTRO-CHROME EQUIPMENTS IN THE STATE 
OF WISCONSIN. PLACE YOUR ORDERS THROUGH ME AND RELIEVE YOUR- 
SELF OF ALL RESPONSIBILITIES. 


My attention has been drawn to the fact that threatening letters, containing charges of 
violations, have been received by other Members from the Scientific Order of Spectro-Chrome 
Metrists. All of these, in my estimation are most ridiculous, unreasonable and without 
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‘rounds. For instance, my private secretary, Miss Lucille McGraw, has received several 
threatening letters, accusing her of certain violations which I know are false, as she is 
absolutely innocent. Everything Miss McGraw has done in connection with Spectro-Chrome, 
while acting as my secretary, has been.done with full authority from me. 


I again wish to thank you for the assistance you have given me, and for your continued 
cooperation.

We can not pass by such a letter of nonsense and falsehood, 
without giving an open reply. The figures refer to his paragraphs. The 
pages are in September 1935 Spectro-Chrome. 


1. Read page 1649. He mislead Walter Sutter and the Equip- 
ment 4C-4344 was rented without title. . 


2. He had no right to make any conditions to take back 
Spectro-Chromes after being used. This was an open Violation .of 
the Spectro-Chrome Understanding For The Bill Of Sale. Refer pages

That Spectro-Chrome, 
we further found, went through many more hands as a hired Equip- 
ment. It is yet unregistered. E. A. Ernest made a clean profit of 
$73.24 NET on this one Spectro-Chrome. If the American public 
would think such methods were honest, America would not be worth 
its name! 


8. That Spectro-Chrome is in our hands and shows plenty of 
use. For this man, put in authority by Spectro-Chrome Institute as 
Distributor, to repossess a Spectro-Chrome (never used as he says) 
for $35.00 and gift it to another organization without sanction of his 
employers was inexcusable. Refer to pages 1663 and 1664. The as- 
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never appeared thereon during the transaction. 


We sent no threats to anybody, but, merely placed the facts. 
E. A. Ernest, in his dealings, always was found to evade issues and 
we are not accustomed to taking prevarications. That .Equipment 
will stay here until the false date matter and the like-is cleared. 


The so-called “differences.of opinion” were sufficient for 
the Originator to keep E. A. Ernest out of his sight, because Dinshah 
had no intention of allowing E. A. Ernest to stay longer with Spectro- 
Chrome. E. A. Ernest may. be a-good business man for his “ultra- 
smartness”, but, no person who will not walk on the straight lines 
laid, can stay in Spectro-Chrome Service. Dinshah did not refuse to 
interview E. A. Ernest as a “manufacturer”, but, if the Truth be told, 
he refused the interview because he did not want E. A. Ernest con- 
nected with Spectro-Chrome any longer.

All he can do is 
to unload the few he had on order before the forfeiture of his Agree- 
ment.After that, the name of E. A..Ernest will to us be a thing of 
the past. We have no desire to waste our valuable time and space 
on him and we are extremely happy that he has “‘lost all faith and 
confidence in the Originator” because to the Originator, the faith and 
confidence of E. A. Ernest would be a blot on Dinshah’s honesty. 
He is out—let him stay out.

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HORRORS OF TUBERCULIN TEST 


Once Rejected By American Medical Association, 
Now Foisted on Unsuspecting Public 


The poor suffering public! Nowhere in the World is such a 
mass of active medical propaganda published as in this country, 
through the channels of the! newspaper, radio, magazine, school 
board and the like. The suffering public is lead to believe that the 
Medical Doctors are concerned solely in public health and in its 
maintenance and that the whole activity is carried on so the public 
may stay healthy. However, the same ‘suffering public has not the 
slightest idea how under the guise of philanthropy, charity and good 
intentions, the public is downright cheated, bamboozled and hood- 
winked, so the pockets of these quassi-angelic knights of commercial 
pilldom may be well lined and their limousines run 75 miles an 
hour, with their wives decked in sealskin coats. 


What persuasions and subtle inducements are used by them 
may well be gathered ftom a recent syndicated article published in 
the daily newspapers over the signature of Dr. Allen G. Ireland. Its 
smoothness and glossy character are self-apparent, its innocence as 
a guiding hand against public health completely. disguised. The head- 
ing is the usual “Your Child And The School”. .He says:— 


“Throughout the nation the drive against tuberculosis is tak- 
ing new form. Without question it is one of the most far reaching 
public health movements of our time. 


“A cry now familiar to every one is ‘find it early’. We hear it 
with respect to cancer, colds, diabetes, boils and what not. The signi- 
ficance is very great in the case of tuberculosis. ‘Find it early’. For 
only in this way may we hope to\stamp out this disease. 


“The tuberculin test now being introduced through the school 
is a simple, harmless procedure. Each ‘year: will find it used more 
extensively, perhaps becoming eventually a routine procedure. 


“But there is one warning, one word I want to impress upon 
every parent. If the report of your child’s ‘test says ‘positive’ don’t be 
panicky. A positive test does not always mean that active tuberculosis 
is present. Only the X-Ray and the physician’s examination can de- 
termine the true facts. 

“Every teacher and school nurse should learn the meaning of 
the tuberculin test in order to interpret its true significance to 
parents.” 
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So they are warning parents in a kindly manner to permit the 
Tuberculin Test, so.the darling children may be “‘protected” (?). 


Now read the facts. In an article by Samuel McC. Hamill, 
M. D., Howard Childs Carpenter, M. D. and Thomas A. Cope, M. D. 
in The Archives Of Internal Medicine, published by the American 
Medical Association, December 15, 1908, is given an illustration of 
the severe damage done to the eyes after a Tuberculin Test. The 
condition of the child’s eyes was wholly the result of that experi- 
ment. The following details of this ‘terrible fraud on the gullibility 
of the public, produced by Masters Of Dopology are taken from a 
warning issued by the Vivisection Investigation League of New York, 
New York; through the kind courtesy of its President Sue M. Farrell. 


“After describing the method of administering the Calmette. 
or eye test by instilling a drop of tuberculin solution into, the eye of 
an immunized individual we are told that of the one hundred and 
fifty-eight children receiving the eye test twelve had rickets, four 
had whooping cough, twelve had bronchopneumonia, some had ty- 
phoid fever, acute articular rheumatism, pleurisy, neuritis, heart di- 
sease, etc. No. 25 had whooping cough and bronchopneumonia when 
both eyes were instilled and both reacted. No. 59 had pustules on the 
eye, inflammation of the cornea, with a corneal ulcer eight days after. 
Nos. 60 and 62 had similar trouble. No. 74 had pustules, conjunctivi- 
tis appearing in 96 hours, continuing two weeks. Nos. 92 and 107 
had typhoid fever and “conjunctival test applied at height of fever’. 
No. 101 had bronchopneumonia and ‘‘Tests were applied within eight 
days of death.” No. 103, 134 years of age; “Child anemic and emaci- 
ated. Test applied three days before death.” Nos. 104, 105 and 106, 
“Post-mortem showed no evidence of tuberculosis.” 


“Practically all our patients were under 8 years of age and 
all but twenty-six of them were inmates of St. Vincent’s Home (Phila- 
delphia), an institution with a population of about 400, composed 
of foundlings, orphans and destitute children. The cases in the home 
were tested in routine by wards, irrespective of the conditions from 
which they were suffering, and in the great majority of instances, 
without any knowledge of their physical condition prior to or at the 
time the tests were applied. We purposely deferred the physical exam- 
ination of these children until after the tests had been applied. ....In 
addition to the cases designated in the tables, we have applied the test 
to seventeen infants ranging in age from four weeks to five months.” 
wena One case in this latter group was “probably one of’ tuberculous 
meningitis; the patient was tested within the last twenty-four hours 
of life.” “In about sixty of our cases the conjunctival test was applied 
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from one to three weeks before the scarification and. ointment tests. 
In the remainder of the cases the three tests were applied at the same 
time......Before beginning the....conjunctival test, we had no 
knowledge of any serious results from its use. It is unquestionably 
much easier of application than the other tests,......but it has the 
great disadvantage of producing a decidedly uncomfortable lesion, 
and it is not infrequently followed by serious inflammations of the eye, 
which not only produce great physical discomfort and require weeks 
of active treatment, but which may permanently affect the vision and 
even lead to its complete destruction, Jn our ‘series we have had two 
cases of severe purulent unilateral conjunctivitis, six of severe re- 
curring phlyctenular conjunctivitis, one of which developed corneal 
ulcers, and one case of keratocyclitis with a larga central corneal ul- 
cer. Permanent disturbance of vision is sure to follow in this last case 
from the central scar, even should the associated lesion, which at 
present is in a very unpromising. condition, clear up eventually. 


“These results are by no means unique, many similar observa- 
tions having been made” by Webster and Kilpatrick, Moro, Feer, 
Schenck, Eppenstein and Gaupp, Van Durme and Stocke, Seifert, 
Krause, Hertel, Ebstein, de Lapersonne, Heymann, Renon, Simonin, 
Buch, Cassoute, and Barbier. 

‘(We have had a number of verbal reports of eye complica- 
tions, some relating to very serious conditions, and we are ure they 
are much commoner than the references we have communicated 


would indicate. ...... Im fact, we are strongly of the opinion that 
any diagnostic procedure which will so frequently result in seribus 
lesions of ‘the eye...... has no justification in medicine, especially 


since there are other diagnostic tests of equal if not superior value, 
which are applicable to the same class of cases and not attended 
with the same disturbing results.” 


Albert E. Taussig, writing on ‘the conjunctival method in the 
Interstate Medical Journal for June 1908, says that 

“Plehn’s experience with the conjunctival method has not at 
all convinced him of its value. He objects in the first place that many 
plainly tuberculous individuals fail to give a positive reaction, a state- 
ment in which all observers agree. But what is ‘worse, he obtained 
a positive reaction in a considerable proportion of non-tuberculous 
patients. Thus two out of five cases of typhoid, two out of five cases 
of scarlet fever, six out of twelve cases of rheumatism, three out of 
six with acute bronchitis and several cases of enteritis (Inflammation 
of the intestines) reacted positively. None of these patients showed 
any evidence of tuberculosis. Moreover, unpleasantly severe reactions 
were not uncommon.” 
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He also quotes Levi and Collin on the dangers of the test, and 
the London Lancet, December 26, 1908; had an article to the same 
effect. 


With the very evident danger accompanying this test, its use 
would hardly seem justifiable, but that is not the attitude of the ex- 
perimenter, and we therefore find in The Archives of Internal Medi- 
cine for May 15, 1909, Louis Hamman, M. D., and Samuel Wolman, 
M. D., describing their experiments on 500 -patients in the follow- 
ing words: 


“So much has been written about the cutaneous and conjunc- 
tival tuberculin tests that one feels constrained to offer an apology 
before making a further contribution. .....What we have to say is 
the result of over a year of experience with patients coming to the 
Phipps Dispensary of the Johns Hopkins Hospital.” 


The reader will observe in the following sentence the callous 
and indifferent manner in which the authors refer to the poor persons 
coming to them for relief as ‘‘material.”’ 


“It is important that these tuberculin tests should be tried on 
as varied a material as possible, and we feel that we have had not 
only a rich material at our disposal, but one differing in many ways 
from the cases described in most of the reports that have appeared. . 
....It is now well known that patients who have had a conjunctival 
or a skin tuberculin test exhibit a marked tendency for these areas 
to flare up on subsequent subcutaneous injection of tuberculin .... . 
the conjunctival recurrence was nearly always more severe than the 
cutaneous...... so many healthy people react to tuberculin, that the 
method gives positive clinical results‘only when there are present de- 
finite signs of a focal reaction, ..:... It should be fully emphasized 
that none of these ‘tests can replace in the slightest degree ‘a carefully 
taken history and a well-made examination.” 


In The Archives of Internal Medicine for December 15, 1910, 
the same physicians describe their further experiments as follows: 


“In May, 1909, we-reported the results of the conjunctival 
and cutaneous tuberculin tests in 500 patients. The present report 
deals with 1,000 additional patients to whom these tests were admini- 
stered, and who formed the unselected material of an ambulant clinic, 
the Phipps Dispensary of the Johns Hopkins Hospital. ...... In the 
event of no reaction we proceeded with one drop of a 5 per cent solu- 
tion in the right eye. If this, too, produced no reaction, we refrained 
from further instillations, fearing the possible intensity of a reaction 
consequent on a second instillation of tuberculin into an eye. Our 
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fear is based on evidence, gathered accidentally, that a second in- 
stillation may give’'a positive and even a severe reaction in a Case 
in which a previous similar test gave a negative result, ......: It is 
clear that a positive skin reaction in an adult cannot be used as evi- 
dence ‘of clinical tuberculosis. .... ..We cannot, therefore, attach 
any prognostic value to the skin and eye tests ...... ”? 

In the meantime, a paper by Drs. Derby and Ayer was read 
at the session of the American ‘Medical Association, in 1909, and pub- 
lished in the Journal of the American Medical Association, May 28, 
1910, in which they applied the test to ninety-two patients ‘‘in the 
out-patient clinics of the Carney Hospital and the Massachusetts 
Charitable Eye and.Ear Infirmary, and we are much indebted to the 
staff of the latter institution for allowing us to make use of their 
material.” They add that they “have discarded the conjunctival test 
as being occasionally productive of disastrous results, .....”. Among 
others who declared these tests to be harmful ‘were Wm. S. Magill, 
M. D.,. Director State Laboratories; Professors Sahli, Bosanquet and 
Eyre; Wm. B. Trimble, Lecturer on Diseases of: the Skin, New York 
University and Bellevue; Muthu of London, Bruno S. Horowicz, M. 
D., von Pirquet, and the Report of the Committee for Study of the 
Relation of Tuberculosis to Diseases of the Eye, published in The 
Journal of the American Medical Association, July 2, 1910, says: 

“The Calmette test, which, on account of its danger in diseased 
conditions of the eye, one would hesitate to use for ophthalmic diag- 
nosis, even if one eye is sound.” 

“The above quotation clearly indicate that after these tests 
were found to be distinctly dangerous the experiments still contin- 
ued and “material”? was freely furnished by authorities of various 
public jnstitutions.” 

What imposture, what hypocrisy, what subtlety! To deprecate 
a method bnce and later endorse and adopt it. The trusting parents 
of children through their insidious propaganda are made to believe 
the Medical Doctors are working to maintain the health of the com- 
munity, whereas all the time they are acting through the Health 
Boards to undermine the people’s health so their pockets may stay 
filled with tainted lucre sucked from the veins of their deluded clients. 

Down with the nefarious Medical Trust! Down with all its 
ghastly ramifications and uproot their control over our beloved little 
ones! |

Eleanore N. reported a case where a child of 6 years having 
Mumps, was normalated in 2 days by use of Spectro-Chrome. The 
child returned to school and Sister at school sent child home again 
fearing recovery was not complete. The child returned to school after 
2 more days, the recovery having been complete. 


The Deputy reported a case of Pneumonia. Boy 16 years old, 
running a Fever of 104 Degrees, had a relative who was a trained 
nurse and felt other attention than Spectro-Chrome was required. 
It was normalated in 4 days. Blue and Green Systemic and Orange 
were used with Magenta on Area 4. He was a very. light meat eater, 
so there followed a speedy Normalation.

Arm was swollen to 9 inches in diame- 
ter; the pain was so terrific that he became faint and dizzy at times. 
Over a quart of foreign matter drained from the Carbuncle and had 
a core ¥% inch thick and 2 inches long. Green Systemic and Orange 
Local to bring to a head, Turquoise when open.and Indigo to seal. It 
opened in 10 days. The trained nurse saw it and advised having a 
Medical Doctor to cut it. Two Tonations Local and one Systemic 
taken daily. 


Josephine S. reported a case of a friend who had Heart Dis- 
order and who had to call a.Medical Doctor when attacks came on.

TWILIGHT SLEEP DESTRUCTION 


We are not the only ones who oppose the introduction of 
poisons into the Body of the woman in childbirth. Dr. Gertrude 
Nielson, at the last Annual Convention of the American ‘Medical Ass- 
ociation in Kansas City, Missouri, denounced the use of “Twilight 
Sleep” in the conduct of childbirth cases, as being dangerous to both 
the mother and the infant.

Scopolamine, which is the same as Hypo- 
scine, is defined as a ‘‘poisonous nerve depressartt, mydriatic (pupil 
dilator) and hypnotic.” The introduction of two such poisons into 
the blood of the mother, is bound to produce undesirable results. in 
the blood of the infant and no words are powerful enough to express 
our denunciation of such ignorant tactics.

Medical Doctors Swear Spectro-Chrome Has No Merit 
And Is Merely Mental!!! 


When Edward A. Ernest became the Distributor General for the United States Of 
America, for the Equipments of Spectro-Chrome, Institute, The Milwaukee Journal of Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, published a defamatory article under the heading “Magic Healing De- 
vice On Sale, Wizard Gone”, in its issue of Sunday, November 19, 1933, reviling the Ori- 
ginator of Spectro-Chrome Metry and holding E. A. Ernest to ridicule for his affiliation. 


Dinshah threatened to bring a Libel Suit, but refrained when Ernest filed one against 
that newspaper. It was understood the Originator would appear as a witness for the Distrib- 
utor, but when the said Ernest lost his distributorship, it was impossible for the Origina- 
tor to appear in aid of the individual whose expulsion from the Organization he had caused. 


The Damage Suit went on trial before the Honorable Judge Sherman E. Smalley, 
on Monday, March 30, 1936, in the Circuit Court. Frank P. Burke, attorney for Ernest, 
had tried hard to interest Dinshah to go on the witness stand, which he flatly refused for 
obvious reasons known to our readers. A Jury of 5 women and 7 men was selected. 
Attorney J. G. Hardgrove represented the Defendant Newspaper. Our comments are col- 
lected from the reports which appeared from time to time in The Milwaukee Journal. 


Hardgrove called Spectro-Chrome “hocus pocus” and said that Dinshah was inter- 
ested “in earlier years in many kinds of occult systems of treatment. Those systems in- 
cluded hypnotism, mesmerism and mystic oriental and European philosophies”. He wanted 
Ernest to establish “scientific proof of the merits of the machine”. This could not be done 
by him without the help of the Originator, as Ernest with his limited knowledge became 
‘so tangled in cross examination that his answers became a boomerang against his success. 
The Court debarred all testimony of laymen and admitted solely that of Medical Doctors, 
as if those opponents would extol Spectro-Chrome! Had the Originator been there, he 
would have shown the same turn of Court as he did successfully In the Supreme Court Of 
New York State, but the Plaintiff in this case having no such training could not stand 
against the onslaught of the Defendant. Ernest could not, make clear about Spectro-Chrome 
having no Differential Diagnosis and the more Frank P. Burke endeavored to elucidate, the 
worse became the tangle. The Auric Vehicle was torn to pieces and much silly talk resulted. 
To save his case, Ermest dragged in the names of many prominent purchasers of Spectro- 
Chrome to prove its merits, an act which in itself was out of the line of gentlemanly’ de- 
cency and was nothing short of a betrayal: of confidence—a treachery. 


The articles published by the American Medical Association against Dinshah were 
placed on record, but without the presence of the Originator who had the rebuttal |records, 
the Plaintiff could do nothing. With ‘the production in Court of a Wood Cabinet Spectro- 
Chrome, irrelevant subjects like the Itisometer, Lavan, Manjan and the like were intro- 
duced. It was mentioned the Lavan was sold for $3.00! The Favorscope too came in for its 
share of ridicule. 


The icebox incident of a person was brought into question. The said person had 
made it appear he could stay in ice long because of the “color”!!! This circus play brought 
smiles. The Esquimos live in ice ‘huts without using “colors”. The public however has 
little discrimination of what is true or otherwise. Ernest stated that the new color equip- 
ment he was selling, since his expulsion from the Spectro-Chrome Organization, was 
“superior”, (7?) although Spectro-Chrome was good!

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but, the shrewd Hardgrove pinned him each time. The Court ruled out the whole humbug. 


The Defendant Newspaper called as a witness Dr. Norbert Enzer, Specialist in Path- 
ology and Diagnosis at. Mount Sinai Hospital. This Medical Doctor emptied his Solomonic 
wisdom that “the visible rays were utterly without’ value for specific or symptomatic com- 
plaints”! He declared ignorance of Green being a Disinfectant or Yellow a Motor Stimu- 
fant He ever had heard of it and to him ‘t- was all “absurd”. He pooh-poohed “self- 

reatment”. 


Another Medical Doctor Louis M. Warfield stated that the claims for Colors were 
a century old and were disapproved, “there being no scientific proof of their value”. 


Affidavits and other so-called “evidence” about Dinshah went in without his presence. 
Hardgrove made plenty of fun about him; although Frank P. Burke did his best to show 
the work of Dinshah in good light, volumes of irrelevant matters went on record. 


Through a dodge on the part of E. A. Ernest many Graduate Spectro-Chrome Normala- 
tors went on the stand on his behalf to defend the merits of SpectroChrome Metry. When 
Ernest found that the Originator refused to appear for him in the case, he telephoned a 
number of established Spectro-Chrome Normalators and told them glaring untruths that they 
should appear without summons voluntarily, because Dinshah was likely to be there! This 
lying trick worked and the Graduates went to help Ernest, believing they were aiding the 
cause of Spectro-Chrome. 


Medical and physical experts—self-centered orthodoxists—swore on the stand “that 
the equipment, developed by Dinshah Ghadiali, Malaga, N. J., a native of Bombay, did not 
have any substantial healing or curing merit!” Those misjudged, arrogant bookworms never 
heard Dinshah or studied his Science, which in a few years more will most assuredly drive 
their medical hocum to the rocks. They were brought in as parrots and the testimony shows 
them to have imitated the cry of their guide the American Medical Association. 


Attorney J. Gilbert Hardgrove scraped the skin of Dinshah to bleeding, when as De- 
fense Counsel he summed the case to the Jury. Among the glittering gems of argument scat- 
tered by him were these:—“This man Dinshah tells the people never to allow the use of 
serums, vaccines or any test approved by the medical profession.

It 
is important that such fakes and schemes be eliminated and people be protected from being 
preyed upon............ ” 

Attorney Frank P. Burke as the Plaintiff Counsel did his utmost to maintain the 
ground for his client. Among many compliments he showered on the Originator, he stated 
“that he accepted Dinshah Ghadiali as a scientist”. However, because of the absence of the 
Originator who alone could duly defend his Science, be obviously could not impress the 
Jury about the merits of Spectro-Chrome. 


The Honorable Court gave a fair Charge to the Jury and the verdict was given in 
favor of the Defendant. The Milwaukee Journal won every point at issue. Edward A. Ernest 
lost the case as the Jury decided in the absence of rebuttal testimony, that “the application 
of light rays by the use of Spectro-Chrome instrument has no substantial healing or cura- 
tive effect on disease of the human body”!!!

Missouri Skepticism Broken 


Spectro-Chrome Firmly Planted

St. Louis, Missouri invited the Convention and promised to 
make it a success. They made it more than a success, by the thorough- 
ness with which all was organized and carried through in perfect har- 
mony. 

Hotel Melbourne, received the audience in the Colonial Room, 
which was suitably arranged for the occasion. President Colonel Din- 
shah P. Ghadiali opened it with the usual scientific discourses, having 
novel experiments on Polarized Light and Attuned Color Waves, 
which were very entertaining and instructive to the audience.

(Two trained nurses from the audi- 
ence went on the platform to verify the statements and expressed their 
surprise after examining the boy. Applause: ) 


Frank S. Burns, Delegate of First Milwaukee Wisconsin Planet, 
said, “It is a pleasure and a privilege to speak here. | have used Spectro- 
Chrome since 1934 and have good and sufficient reasons for affiliating 
with the work. I had conditions to contend for 11 years; now 14 years.

In affirming 
this new Officer as such and as a Member of the Council Of Gover- 
nors, the President introduced him to the audience with appropriate 
words. Frank S. Burns is Superintendent of the Milwaukee Gas Com- 
pany and is well respected in the community as a man of sound, ster- 
ling character. 


Beginning on Saturday afternoon, November 28, 1936, the 
Sixteenth Annual Convention was dissolved on Monday night, Nov- 
ember 30, 1936, after six instructive and entertaining sessions.

Successful Use Of Spectro-Chrome In:—Burn, Amenorrhoea, Sore, 
Pain, Leaky Heart, Hay Fever, Mental Disorder. 


Reported By:—CHARLES H. STIERMANN, Recorder 
Deputy Clemens M. P. Neumann was in the chair. 


The Spectro-Chrome Home Guide was brought to the meeting 
in accordance with suggestion at last meeting for careful perusal and 
study. An epitome of the Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopaedia, 
it possesses all of the fundamentals necessary for the novice and com- 
plete instructions for the use of Spectro-Chrome in the home. To that 
end it was studied in this meeting and many questions were asked 
and answered on different points to give more enlightenment. The 
positive necessity that Colors must be attuned was definitely brought 
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out by comparing the concordant notes of a symphony producing 
perfect harmony without clash to normalate various Disorders of the 
Body. Spectral Divisions were discussed, Affinity Waves, Infra-Di- 
vision representing the Sun and Ultra-Division representing the Moon. 


The Deputy emphasized that when there is a disturbed bal- 
ance, use Magenta on Area 4 which in turn would restore balance 
in the whole system. 


William D. said it was his observation that Magenta had a 
very fine effect upon the Body. 


Question arose if a person took poison accidentally what 
should be the proper procedure. Advised to take a large drink of water 
and tonate Areas 8-9-10 with Orange. Then follow regular Favor 
Period until fully normalated. 


The Deputy told about his sister who pulled a hot grate out of 
a fire-place causing a Severe Burn.

Three Tonations and Ratio be- 
came normal along with regular menstruation. 


Josephine S. related an incident where Kardoscil and Spiroscil 
Ratio was 5 to 1. After Tonation, the Ratio would be the same but 
beat of Pulse would be firmer and more pronounced. 


Margaret S. told of some apparent wise-acre who advised a- 
gainst using Spectro-Chrome saying “‘it would kill you.” Margaret S. 
also sought information on what position Spectro-Chrome should be 
when taking Local Tonations. Advised it could be placed on either 
side-of the Body, but beam should never shine on Body from northerly 
position but from a southerly position. It was understood the Body 
should be in the assumed position of head to the North. 

Josephine S. in discussing Turquoise and Magenta in Colds 
said her daughter takes Colds so severe that she can not breathe 
through either nostril, both nares being clogged. Used Turquoise Sys- 
temic and Magenta on Area 4 to no avail. Turquoise Local opens nares 
and produces results. 

Joseph Z. said he was using an electric pad for a Cold in the 
head when someone told him to use Orange. He has sudden flare-ups 
of fullness and congestion, evidently a Sinus Infection. : 

Clara C. asked what might be done where there is a great ten- 
dency to chapped and dry skin on the face. Advised to wash with 
warm water and apply Cocoanut Oil and tonate with Turquoise as a 
Skin Builder. For Pimples use Lemon Systemic. Use Infra-Green 
Division going down to Red and over again if necessary. Give at- 
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tention to Area 18 to flush out foreign matter and impurities, Also 
stick to Rational Food Of Man system. 


Thomas S. wanted to know at what distance to tonate. Ad- 
vised that for Systemic, the Body should be flooded with a full beam; 
for Local, only affected Area as shown in Area chart. 


Remig S. said Magenta does not throw as good a beam as the 
other Colors and wondered if its effectiveness was as positive. Magenta 
has greater density but he was warranted as to its effectiveness. 

William D. reported the splendid results finally of old lady with 
open sore that would heal, and reopen and go through the same cycle 
over and over again. A substance as thick as a thumb seems to be im- 
beded within the wound. This ‘was removed. It was an angry look- 
ing wound. Black and continually festering, healing and again open- 
ing with Pus. It has now cleared nicely. Orange, Yellow, Green and 
Yellow and back again to Orange in final Normalation. This was of 
long standing as previous reports indicate. 

Charles S. mentioned that when the first sign of a Head Cold 
revealed itself with sneezing, if immediate steps were taken to tonate 
with Turquoise locally there would be no distress from Head Colds. He 
employs such method and finds it a wonderful bafflling agent get- 
ting results immediately. 

Josephine S. spoke of the merits of Orange for Indigestion 
and gas formation. Also that Lemon was wonderful in Gall Stones 
along with Orange. If a Color stirs too much and causes havoc, go to 
Green and start over again. Asked what was best to overcome Constip- 
ation, some had best results from Orange, others placed their faith 
in Lemon. Lemon to Orange seems best. 

Josephine S. sought information on what other foods could 
be eaten besides those listed in the Spectro-Chrome Home Guide. 
Was told that all vegetables, fruits and those things not prohibited 
could be used. 

A question arose about the Variant Breath. There is so much 
haziness about this matter that a request was made of the Deputy to 
ask Colonel Dinshah to devote some time to this topic at the Conven- 
tion so our group might have a better understanding on this matter. 

Clemens N. was called to the bedside of a man; Area 1 was out 
of condition. Great pain in Areas 4, 5, 18. Another man had called on 
this party to sell him some property and finding him in such distress 
said he would send his friend Clemens N. to see him. He could not get 
out of bed. Green Systemic used and Magenta on Area 4. Lemon 
Systemic and Magenta Area 4. Pain in Back was so great that Indigo 
was used to deaden pain. Complete Normalation in 10 days. 

Another case of a woman who did not feel well. Could not 
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get her breath. Heart jumped and was very irregular. Green Systemic 
Magenta Area 4. Relieved for 3 days, when trouble again appeared for 
5 days. Seems to have a Leakage Of Heart. Daughter was so impres- 
sed with results mother was getting, that she is taking Tonations to 
overcome trouble she has. As this is a new case, the results will be re- 
ported next meeting. 


The Deputy also reported a woman having a leg swollen so 
she could not walk without stumbling. This was further aggravated 
when she sprained her ankle. Two Tonations and ankle was normalat- 
ed. She also had very poor Circulation. Green, Lemon and Orange 
Systemic used and Magenta on 4, 18. Now tonating according to Free 
Guidance received. 


Normalated a case of Hay Fever in 12 Tonations. Turquoise 
and Magenta on Area 4 used. 


The Deputy reported man subject to Epileptic Fits for 18 
years. Used Spectro-Chrome 3 weeks and felt so much better, did not 
use Spectro-Chrome anymore. No fits in 14 days, whereas formerly 
there was a tendency to 1 a day. Poor party and cannot afford Tona- 
tions. 

Clemens N. reported case of carpenter. Felt he was losing his 
mind. Could not think like formerly. Left arm did not function as it 
should. Took Tonations for a week; again feels like working. Arm 
well. Headache gone. Clear mind. Green Systemic, Magenta 4, Yel- 
low for arm. About 8 Tonations. Boss marveled at renewed energy 
showed by this man, it being so marked. 


Stacks of literature announcing and giving program of com- 
ing Convention were at hand for distribution by Members and Af- 
filiates. Plans are made for distribution and the consensus of opinion 
is that we shall have a good large audience to hear the Colonel and 
partake of this “intellectual banquet’.

Deputy Clemens P. Neumann was in the chair. 


Letter was read from Headquarters about the Convention, 
along with circular containing subject matter to be discussed and the 
appointment of a Delegate and Alternate Delegate to attend the Con- 
vention. The same letter contained information about the ‘Favor- 
scope” for 1938. 


Another letter was received in which Colonel Dinshah inform- 
ed us of his defeat in the Election for Governor of New Jersey and 
also that he was writing health articles for a weekly newspaper “The 
Record’’. He advised those desirous of reading the articles to subscribe 
for issue beginning November 5. One Dollar sent to “‘The Record”’, 
28 Cohansey Street, Bridgeton, N.-J: would cover the annual :subscrip- 
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tion. We feel sure that Colonel Dinshah’s slogan of “Candidate for 
Governor until elected” will eventually put him over and compliment 
him on his pluck and stand against corruption. 


Upon motion being made, seconded and duly put, Clemens 
M. P. Neumann was elected Delegate and Eleonore Neumann Alternate 
Delegate to attend the 1937 Convention and the Recorder was in- 
structed to issue the necessary credentials to these Affiliates. 


Carl S. having an arthritic condition in the thumbs and who 
was itisized, reported the Disorder normalated. Used 3 Lemon System- 
ic, 3 Turquoise Local and Magenta on Area 4. Disorder was of an ex- 
tremely sensitive nature. 


Question arose how to tonate for poisoning caused by a Boil. 
Advised to use Green and Turquoise Systemic, Orange on Boil and 
Yellow till it bursts open. Turquoise and Green to clean after remov- 
ing the core. 


Mary T. asked about using Magenta systemically and was 
advised that Magenta was used for Local Tonations and as an Equili- 
rator. 


Harry O. wished to know about Local and Systemic Tonations 
and if they should be alternated on alternate days. He was informed 
that his idea was correct and where two Tonations were recommended 
a day, take a Systemic and subsequently a Local and so on day after 
day. If possible, take one on Day Favor and the other on Night Favor. 


Nicholaus B. said he was having trouble with the Thermocept 
leaking, which brought responses, others saying they were having the 
same trouble. Some said they remedied the trouble with caulking 
cement, rubber packing and aquarium putty. 


Peter B. asked about going out immediately after tonating. 
Advised to wait at least a half hour as the rays of the Sun would re- 
verse the effect of an Ultra-Green Tonation and the Moon would 
act in a similar way on an Infra-Green Tonation reducing the good 
secured in tonating. 


The Deputy spoke on how Spectro-Chrome through gradua- 
tions of matched color worked, making comparisons with how in na- 
ture a tree from its sturdy trunk sent out branches and in turn small- 
er branches forming small twigs which in turn sent out stems that 
bear the luscious fruit composed of minute fibrous matter abounding 
in juice making fit for king and potentate. The same principle applies 
all through nature in the process of growth and construction. 


Foods again came for discussion as several new Affiliates were 
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present and eager to learn.of any beneficial foods that might be 
pure and free from adulteration. 


Thomas S. wished to know what results might be expected in 
Pyorrhoea by the use of Spectro-Chrome. Clemens N. said that at 
one of the Conventions (he believed it was Milwaukee), a person at- 
tested to complete normalation of a Persistent case. 


_ Harry O. asked about Ulcerated Gums and was advised to use 
the Infra-Green Division down to Red to effect Normalation. 


The new Affiliates liked to know about the High and Low Criti- 
cal Periods; the Deputy explained about New Moon and Full Moon 
and the changes for better or worse during the 214 days before and 
after these periods or within that range. 


Harry O. had trouble in Areas 8, 9, 10; said he was getting 
splendid results using Green, also Lemon Systemic and Yellow on 8, 
9, 10 and Magenta on Area 4. 


There being few case reports, the evening was spent on an 
educational program principally and to very good advantage, as atten- 
tive ears were in evidence. 


The Deputy had Babbitt’s book, ‘‘The Principles Of Light And 
Color” and.spoke of the good work done by Babbitt as a forerunner to 
Dinshah’s complete and exhaustive work in Spectro-Chrome Metry. 


EDITORIAL EX REMARKS 


It is advisable to tonate at one sitting either the Systemic or 
the Local. Alternate them either on different Favors or on different 
days. 


There are numerous reasons for a Thermocept leaking. As now 
made, it has no rubber rings, because that item was found unsatisfac- 
tory in conjunction with glass and metal. The expansion and contrac- 
tion of the two did not coincide and trouble resulted. The best results 
were found with non-drying, elastic cement. However, many users 
continue the Irradiation beyond the Favor hour, the water partially 
boils out of the Thermocept and part of the cement drying more than 
another starts a leak on the next run. Making the Thermocept leak- 
proof is a ‘‘tricky’’ process and we recommend Purchasers not to en- 
deavor to use it except in accordance with the directions given. A 
caution may well be minded. Do not tighten or loosen the screws. They 
are for holding the rings in place and have no relation to tightness 
or looseness. The best we recommend is to return the defective auxil- 
liary to the Plant by prepaid express or parcel post; there the trouble 
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will be remedied free of charge. The best liquid to use in the Thermo- 
cept is Distilled Water, such as is used in storage batteries. Glycerine, 
if not chemically pure, soon decomposes by the chemical action of 
certain Attuned Color Waves and the discoloration ruins the effects of 
the Spectro-Chrome. Use discretion. The maker of Spectro-Chrome 
is- near to his product and is more than anxious to serve the public. 
Do not use the Spectro-Chrome without the Thermocept. You will 
endanger the Slides. 

Pyorrhoea owes its main origin to kissing on the lips. The ex- 
change of sputa and consequently the transfer of fermenting particles 
of food from the crevices between the teeth is a fertile cause of this 
common Disorder. Use Manjan for cleaning the teeth and gums after 
each meal and gargle the mouth and throat with a tumbler of warm 
water in which is dissolved a spoon of Lavan. Lemon Systemic Front 
and Indigo Atcowa on Area 1 may well be used. However, for perman- 
ent Remedy the stated cause must be removed. The same remarks may 
well be applied to Ulcerated Gums and Gingivitis. 


All Affiliates should study the Spectro-Chrome Metry Ency- 
clopaedia. Its investment will benefit for life. It is our “Bible”, “Veda”, 
“Koran”, “Gita”, “Talmud”, “Gurugranth”, “Avasta” and the like all 
in one! 

Dr. Edwin D. Babbitt’s ‘Principles Of Light And Color’ was 
rejected in Spectro-Chrome Metry, because of the incorrect Primary 
Colors. Dinshah reproduced it by Photo-Engraving, at great cost, solé- 
ly to prove the comparative value of his own system. However, it 
was Babbitt’s work which started him thinking and he always express- 
es the highest regard for that master mind, to whom he owes a great 
debt of honor and to whose name he pays open homage. Our Affiliates 
may have that volume at the reduced price of $5.00 plus 50 Cents 
for postage and handling charge. A study of Babbitt will prove of

Deputy Howard R. Ingram was in the chair. 


The Deputy read a leaflet, which he received on one of his re- 
cent visits to Malaga, N. J., about the new fireless, electric cooking 
utensil, the ““Vinag” and Dinshah’s ‘“‘Dime-A-Meal” which will make 1 
meal for 3 persons. It is claimed to take only about an hour or less 
to prepare the meal and that any person, even a child, can prepare it. 
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A general discussion followed about progress reports which 
are being sent to Dinshah in reference to progress of their cases and 
that several writers are not quite satisfied with the reply of Dinshah, 
which in no case is more than 5 words and yet each time a report is 
sent, it has to be written in ink and the complete history from ‘‘A to 
Z” repeated, no matter how many reports were sent before. The feel- 
ing among the Affiliates seems to be, that it should not be necessary 
to state the complete history time and time over again, because it is 
felt, that those reports are kept on file and a repetition would be super- 
fluous. 


Severe criticism came forth in respect.of replacement cost of 
Slide-Carrier Seals in case of breakage. Since the Slide-Carrier with 
the Attuned Color Wave Slides is personal property of the Purchaser of 
an Equipment, it cannot be quite understood why Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute should have any jurisdiction over the Seals. No doubt it would 
be quite appropriate, if the Institute should be loaning or renting the 
Equipments retaining its-ownership, to place a penalty for violating 
of any Seals, for example like electric meters and gas meters. Further- 
more, it is not quite clear in everybody’s mind the reason for the Seals 
in the first place. 


The above discussion and criticism should be looked upon as 
entirely constructive rather than destructive and it would be well if it 
were discussed and printed by Dinshah in the proper manner, so that 
other Affiliates, who are hundreds of miles away and are probably har- 
boring the same questions in their minds, would be benefited by 
his answers. 


A question, whether Dinshah would be willing to write a 
column in the Wilmington Sunday Star, if the newspaper would ac- 
cept it was set forth and unanimously accepted. This newspaper is 
an independent one and enjoys a large circulation all over Delaware. 


Such writing will give people another means of knowledge 
about Spectro-Chrome Metry—his origination. 


_ The Deputy reported he was called to see a man R., who had 
a Heart attack. He explained Spectro-Chrome to the Sufferer and 
believes R. will buy an Equipment in the near future. The Deputy also 
reported of a girl having Mastoid Disorder and having no sleep for 3 
or 4 days on account of severe pain. An Equipment was rented and be- 
fore the first Tonation was over, the girl was sound asleep. Atcowa 
Turquoise was used. 


The Recorder reported his 7 weeks old daughter was very 
badly choked in the nasal canal and throat and that she could get 
only very little air and therefore the breathing was very difficult. 
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Tonations of Turquoise were used and before three quarters of the 
hour (very first) had elapsed the baby was sound asleep and rested 
peacefully through the night. The Tonations were continued until 
every sign of that Cold disappeared; only 8 or 9 Tonations were re- 
quired to normalate the case completely. 


The Deputy reported of a girl having a brush bristle under 
her thumb nail. The girl went to a hospital where the bristle was re- 
moved and also with it half of the thumb nail. This was naturally very 
painful and swollen. Atcowa Turquoise after 2 or 3 T onations relieved 
the condition. 


EDITORIAL x REMARKS 


Although it is outside of the objects of the Organization, to 
introduce queries about the commercial aspects of Spectro-Chrome 
Institute, at Planet Meetings, we do not hesitate to clear the incorrect 
viewpoints. 

The General Advice Charts are not all examined by the same 
staff member. Thus, it is necessary that each Chart be complete, to 
save constant references and cross-references. Furthermore, all our 
troubles in the past were through persons who were supposedly our 
best “friends”. (?) Thus, to maintain our legal and moral neutrality 
and to prevent any possible frameup, we leave no loophole, by making 
each Chart a complete document. We know not when such a Chart 
may by some crooked person be called before a Tribunal Of Law and 
although we know all about a particular case, without a complete story 
on the face of the Chart, it would have very little legal value. We had 
plenty of bitter experiences in the past and should we not profit there- 
by, we should be wanting in common sense. We take no chances on 
the liberty of the Originator and thus trust nothing to speculation. 
Be therefore satisfied with the Free Service you are getting and 
quit the grumbles, because the Originator will never turn from the 
track of service as set by him. He will serve according to his own ways, 
where wisdom proved them in the past to be his protection. 


It were better, in fact it is needed to have names before answer- 
ing “severe criticisms’. The Recorder is requested-to write always 
with the names of questioners and critics, as we shall not answer 
stone-throwers in the dark. We answer openly and while we respect 
constructive criticism, we desire not to be the target of curiosity mon- 
gers. If names be not given, “queries and criticisms” will receive no 
elucidation.

Meeting Of Thursday, December 2, 1937 


Successful Use Of Spectro-Chrome In:—Measles, Fever, Cold, Pleuri- 
sy.

Meeting was called to order by Sub-Deputy Josephine M. Swee- 
ney who presided during the absence from the city of the. Deputy 
Clemens M. P. Neumann, to attend the Seventeenth Annual Con- 
vention, in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 


As the next meeting would be in 1938, the need of having 
the Affiliation Card for the year, was emphasized, as in the event of 
not possessing the Card, their hopes of attending the Meeting would 
be completely shattered. All were advised to make application immedi- 
ately. 

Article Number 2 of Dinshah’s ‘Family Health Protector” 
appearing in “The Record’’, was read to give an illustration of their 
quality and prove their value to those who might wish to subscribe. 


Harry O. wished to know if any tremendously ill effects would 
result if a person took a Tonation erroneously, during an Eclipse 
Period. Advised that it would play more havoc with a person seriously 
ill than a person mildly so, but as there is always a disturbing factor 
in the forces of Nature when an Eclipse is in evidence it is better to 
guard the folly of such error. The human being is a part of the Uni- 
verse and though a minute part, it is logical to presume an Eclipse 
would disturb his or her balance due to such forces.

Could not deter- 
mine whether burning sensation was what was commonly called 
Heart Burn. Advised to take Ratio.and use Magenta if anything seemed 
amiss in Area 4 as an equilibrating agent. 


Alexander B., a new Affiliate, wished to know if any good re- 
sults might be had by tonating out of Favor Period; also if more than 
two Tonations a day would prove of greater benefit. Informed that 
the Spectro-Chrome Home Guide said that results may be had, but, 
Favor Time was urged as the favorable time as the term aptly implies. 
Told that in the case of severe Burns, wounds and injuries with bleed- 
ing immediate tonating would bring relief, but resort thereafter to 
Favor Period for pronounced success. He was advised to give Nature 
time to adjust and recover. Two Tonations a day were ample and that 
the vital organs would become normal as the Auric Vehicle performed 
its functions better resulting from Tonations.

We de- 
pend on the Chart and if the wrong story be given, we can not give 
the correct Free Guidance. At first she wrote about having 1 Backelim 
in 6 days. Now she writes.‘‘too much Backelim”. She wrote us about 
having 10-12 in a day. It is evident that she needs interview by the 
independent Field Solicitor who sold her the Equipment, in order 
that she may have some personal help. We are anxious to serve and 
give Aid and Relief, provided co:operation be secured from the Pur- 
chaser’s end.. | 

Scarlet was rightly used in the case of Placental Retention. 
However, it-must be emphatically borne in mind that Scarlet will act 
where there is something to.expel and.the Uterus is. ready to expel it. 
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Waiting for 3 days and permitting the hazard of the Cervix contract- 
ing, is not a proper method. Further warning may be given to Spectro-

he will take the credit and if anything untoward happens, the blame 
will be thrown on Spectro-Chrome. 


Aquila M. was not right in using Scarlet “‘in the last week” 
of pregnancy. Scarlet acts upon a gravid Uterus solely when the 
Cervix is opening and the Fetus is ready to emerge. Scarlet if needed, 
should only be irradiated when Labor is in that particular stage. In 
all cases wherein the Medical Doctor depends on the poisonous Ergot, 
Scarlet is supreme. There:is nothing like it for promptness and safety 
and it is one pf the more valuable accomplishments of Spectro- 
Chrome Meftry, from which generations to come willireap the benefit. 


Circumcision is positively contrary to our views. In ancient 
times, when the males went to war and were slaughtered, the fe- 
males being left unprotected, the Prophets permitted Polygamy.

The first thing the President did upon taking the platform 
was to give the Affirmation Of Installation to Frank S. Burns, who 
will take over the Deputy’s office of this Planet starting in January 
1938.

Dinshah opened his discourse with an explanation of the An- 
nular Solar Eclipse which was just about ending at the time he was 
speaking.

Deputy Frank S. Burns was in the chair. He spoke first of 
the book ‘Man Visible and Invisible” by Charles Leadbeater, which 
Kurt B. lent him at the previous meeting. He then read Chapters 54. 
55 and 56 of the Spectro-Chrome Encyclopaedia, on ‘‘Fevers By 
Medical Conception”, ‘“‘Spectro-Chrome In Fevers” and “‘Rubor, Calor, 
Tumor, Dolor.” 


During the time of the reading of these chapters, a telegram 
arrived, which the Deputy read to the Affiliates. It stated that Colonel 
Dinshah gained a point in the Federal Court in Wilmington, Delaware, 
against the Delaware State Medical Society, in Injunction suit.

grant such privilege, soon they would be giving Free Guidance to the 
entire United States, even though they had not sold Equipments to 
everyone receiving the Free Guidance. We believe the matter was 
cleared in the minds of those who thought otherwise. 


The Meeting was attended quite well in view of the fact that 
many people were out of the city on vacation. The discussions were 
especially interesting and instructive and we feel, very beneficial. 


EDITORIAL EY REMARKS 


All Affiliates would be materially benefi ted by attending the 
monthly Meetings of the Planet. The knowledge gained by them 
would amply repay for the time spent. 


The loosening of the Phlegm in case of M. K. (Number 2), 
was a Sign of recovery. It was what was needed. 


Cough needs Lemon as an Expectorant. Where a Systemic 
Atcowa is used and the same is needed for Local Areas, one may 
dispense with the Local Tonation as being included in the Systemic. 


Turquoise used by Anna V. was wrong. Lemon and Tur- 
quoise are not irradiated together; they are Affinity Waves. 


Arc Lamps or Welders, give both Heat and Cold or Infra- 
Red and Ultra-Violet Rays. The former give the Heat, the latter 
the Cold. Follow our methods for either. The explanation given 
at the Planet Meeting was good; the Ultra-Violet effects may come 
days later. Avoid exposure of the head to Sunlight also; which is 
full of both these Rays. Wear a cap; it will maintain the Cerebral 
Circulation at an even Temperature. Therein lies the principle of 
not going bareheaded. 

The question of giving Free Guidance on Used Equipments 
is important. On a $90.00 Spectro-Chrome, there is a very small 
profit after paying $15.00 as Commission to an independent Field 
Solicitor. Our overhead expenses are very heavy and may not be 
met until we have volume production. The service given is extend- 
ed solely to the original Registered Purchaser and each Free Gui- 
dance averages 25 cents worth of expense in stationery, postage 
and stenographic charges. Should we grant a similar privilege to 
Assignees, we should be tied down eternally for Free Guidance 
and undér the Laws governing business, that would mean bank- 
ruptcy. With the present system even, some Registered Purchasers 
become positively obnoxious, by sending incomplete General Ad- 
vice Charts, not following our Free Guidance, using Free Guidance 
for non-Purchasers and the like. We are the only Healing Firm 
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giving this unique free service and we expect that it shall be used for 
its legitimate purposes. 


One Registered Purchaser asked for Free Guidance for her- 
self first. Then, a week later, sent for Free Guidance for a ‘‘Cousin’’, 
Some time later, she asked for ‘““Cousin once removed’. We answer- 
ed all, but, when she sent for ‘(Cousin twice removed”, we drew: the 
line and removed her from the privilege. 


The original Purchaser is bound by certain Understandings 
with us. The Used Equipment Purchaser might legally claim third 
party immunity and have loopholes for trouble-making. Therefore, 
for the protection of all concerned, we drew the line at giving Free 
Guidance to the Registered Purchaser only and even that applies to 
him (or her) and family members by birth or marriage. We mean the 
immediate family and not people living in separate homes. 


There is another source of danger to our integrity which arises 
through the rental of their Equipments by Provisional Members, as 
a matter of income. While the commercial law is on their side, 
such persons are liable to violate our Constitution And Rules, because 
they as Provisional Members have no authority to serve the public. 
Any Affiliate doiny so, risks Investigation and if found out ot order, 
risks censure or perhaps Expulsion, if the conduct of the Violator 
would so justify. Please, stay within the bounds.

Visit To Deutsches Museum, Muenchen, Bavaria 


The night of Saturday, May 14, 1938, there was a Total Eclip- 
se of the Moon. I moved around during the balance of the day, rested 
during the night as much as my active thoughts permitted and early 
morning of Sunday the 15th, after my customary prayers, took the 
train for Munich, Bavaria, via Stuttgart and Ulm. As before, I had 
plenty of “official” company, with whom I passed an enjoyable time, 
getting information about the Anschluss, (Annexation) and its prob- 
able effects on the country, its people and economical aspects. We 
talked about family life, men, women and babies and when | inci- 
dentally stated that 1 was married to ‘a girl whose parents were of 
German descent, they were much interested. They thought | was 
living upto German tradition, having 7 sons at my age of 64! That 
brought the questions of food, medicine, virility, habits, sickness, 
health, study, science and finally Spectro-Chrome. We chatted pleas- 
antly on the subject, until at 4:30 P. M., the train entered the Haupt- 
pahnhof of Munich, Bavaria and I ran to the Hotel Metropol, close 
to the station. 

I had information that the Deutsches Museum closed at 6 P. M. 
on Sundays. No time was to be lost, because, in 5 days more | had to 
perform numerous errands and be on the Steamship Washington, 
in Southampton, England. Therefore, when | say “‘ran’’, it was an 
actuality, because, | had to. leave Germany for Italy, at 10:20 A. M. 
next day. A speedy trolley landed me at the Museum by 5. What a 
museum! In size, grandeur, beauty and arrangements, it seemed to me 
to surpass even the British Museum, in London, England. 

The Deutsches Museum of Masterpieces of Natural Science 
and Technology, was founded in 1905, through the initiative of Dr. 
Oskar von Miller and was opened on May 7, 1925. It houses over 
70,000 objects and embraces nearly 9 miles to walk through! What 
could I do in 1 hour, where it would take ordinarily 9 hours to go 
through? But, I had a single fixed object in mind. | had no desire 
to view the floors full of exhibits in Geology, Mining, Metallurgy, 
Power, Transportation, Roadwork, Railroading, Tunneling, Bridge- 
work, Shipbuilding, Aeronautics, Meteorology, Automobiling, Chro- 
nometry, Mathematics, Mechanics, Heat, Electricity, Telegraphy, Tele- 
phony, Photography, Television, Acoustics, Music, Magnetism, Chem- 
istry, Pharmacy, Engineering, Lighting, Heating, Hydraulics, Gas, Sur- 
veying, Brewing, Distilling, Printing, Engraving, Bookbinding, Physi- 
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ology and the like. I was familiar with such exhibits in one way or 
another. My mind yearned solely to see the original apparati of Joseph 
Fraunhofer, the chief exponent of the Fraunhofer Lines in the Spectr- 
um and the instruments used by Robert Bunsen and his associates in 
deveronins Spectroscopy. It was a “life dream” and | was after having

At 5 P. M., I arrived and rushed to the gate. I paid the en- 
trance fee of 50 pfennigs (about 12 cents) and inquired for Fraun- 
hofer, Bunsen and Kirchhoff. | was promptly directed to the Halls of 
Fame, in Rooms 156 and 157 where | saw oil paintings of those celeb- 
rities. Thence, | was told to go to Room 180, where an extremely 
courteous attendant greeted me. I handed him my Magenta-colored 
card :—

Psychometric perception. gave me the unforget- 
table thrill, of having handled and seen through that-apparatus which 
in the last century started in a humble house in Heidelberg, the minds 
of Kirchhoff and Bunsen toward the unfathomed mysteries of the Sol- 
ar Universe!

Stella H. reported that a baby became suddenly ill. It was 
thought at. first that it had Pneumonia. An oxygen tent was used. 
X-Rays were taken and it was decided the child had a Tumor; after- 
ward it was decided it had no Tumor.

Deputy Frank Burns was in the chair. He opened the Meet- 
ing by reading a letter from Colonel Dinshah, relative to his visit to 
Milwaukee in October and other business. 


The Deputy then gave a long and very instructive discourse 
on Spectro-Chrome Axioms, as found in the Spectro-Chrome Home 
Guide.

Monroe Doctrine As Gutta Percha Viewpoint 


Spectro-Chrome is not a political organization, but, in as much 
as we are Americans, we dutifully voice our candid views in regard 
to the preservation of the country wherein are located our major 
activities and to which our allegiance is pledged. 


Once more the craze of conquest by war, gripped Europe. As 
outlined in the Spectro-Chrome of August 1938, events are proving 
one after another, that once more the European nations will do their 
utmost to pull us into the boiling cauldron, from which they will 
get the fruits and this nation shall be chewing the clean-picked 
stones, as 1918 to 1939 amply proved. 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt proclaimed alleged ‘‘Neutra- 
lity”. We call it alleged, because the leaky valves opening into our 
heart through this sham “Neutrality” are devoid of regulative potency. 
To sell war materials to a so-called neutral nation, which may subse- 
quently sell the bill-of-lading to a belligerent is not neutrality.

Our foundation as laid by George Washington 
is on neutrality; we disregarded his wise principles in 1917 and plung- 
ed the country into perdition; that one lesson should have been 
enough.

Deputy Clemens M. P. Neumann was in the chair. 


Charles S.:spoke about his own case. His areas 8, 9, and 10 
are now in better shape then ever before. He used Red on Area 7 
and Violet on Area 6 with good results. His Area 16 causes him some 
trouble. It is a stiffness with some Pain and he cannot turn his Head 
freely. He used Orange and is now under Free Guidance. Then he 
spoke about his wife, who has an attack of spots in front of her Eyes, 
which is very annoying. She does not feel sick in Area 8 or have any 
Dizziness or Imbackelim. Her Ratio is 1 to 4 (20-80). He also men- 
tioned that her hearing is not normal and thinks that Sinus Disorder 
may be the trouble. We discussed the above case and asked him to 
request Free Guidance from Spectro-Chrome Institute. 
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Konrad S. asked, why when requesting Free Guidance, the 
case History must always be fully repeated, also what the restriction 
was for Free Guidance. The Deputy explained that each General Ad- 
vice Chart must present a complete case in itself, as a possibility might 
arise for action at Law and Spectro-Chrome Institute would then 
be able to plead each Chart as a case in itself. It is therefore necessary 
to give a short History in each Chart and all questions should be 
answered in type and signed personally in ink. As to the second 
question it was made clear that Free Guidance could not go on indef- 
initely and the restriction was made in accordance with a ruling made 
at our last Convention in Detroit, Michigan. 


Then a question was asked in regard to Collaborator blanks 
and it was explained that we extend Aid and Relief only to Collabora- 
tors. 

Otto K. reported that his wife was taking Tonations on Area 
17. She had Pimples all over her Body, also seems to have Ringworm 
on Leg. The Skin is dry and scaly. He was referred to Spectro-Chrome 
Home Guide under the caption ‘‘Skin Disorders” and advised to fol- 
low directions. 

A question arose in regard to public swimming pools and Skin 
Disorders. As the water in these pools is not changed very often and 
the public is admitted without a thorough cleansing, the Skin 
comes in contact with impurities. The Deputy explained the system 
of taking a ‘Bucket Bath” as Colonel Dinshah taught us, by starting 
with the Head and finishing at the lower extremities. No need for swim- 
ming pools and contamination of water used for bathing purposes. 

Marie G. reported her own case. She gained 12 pounds, feels 
well. She asked, ‘‘What is good for a heavy feeling in Area 8?” Orange 
was suggested, for Areas 8, 9 and 10. 

In regard to Worms, which will yield to Yellow, it was also 
stressed that Magenta should be used on 4 and 18. 

An article appeared in our daily newspaper, written by a 
Medical Doctor, warning that pork should be cooked very well, as 
it is estimated that the parasite Trichina has infested 17% of the 
people. A lively discussion followed and it was said that pork is not 
inspected for Trichina in certain slaughter houses. 

Charles S. asked if Infra-Green Atcowas are used at night 
with the window open and moonlight floods the room, has it a 
counteracting effect on the Infra-Green Atcowas? Also, if the window 
be open and moonlight is not flooding the room? The Deputy explain- 
ed that moonlight should not touch the Body or Area irradiated, other- 
wise moonlight is not harmful; however, this question was referred 
tn Snectro-Chrome Institute for answer. 
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A suggestion was made to use air-cooled beds for Tonations 
during the hot season. Others said that they went to the basement 
for Tonations. 

Konrad S. asked Marie G. what she ate to gain 12 pounds. 
She replied, “Rational Food Of Man’. She incidentally mentioned 
that she had her teeth removed. 


Otto K.’s little girl suffers from Adenoid Disorder. Turquoise 
and later Indigo were suggested, also that Ratio be watched. 


Joseph H. wanted to have a correction: He did not use Orange 
on his Eye, but used Green, the best Atcowa for his Eye. 

The Deputy received a report from an Affiliate who. used 
Spectro-Chrome on the Eye of a horse. Doctors diagnosed it as Can- 
cer. So far, results are: Upper Eyelid is coming along O. K., Lower 
Lid is showing improvement. Uses Lemon Systemic, Indigo Local. 
User is very well pleased with present results. 

The Deputy reported a case of a woman, 65, High Blood 
Pressure, diabetic and paralyzed on Left Side. Ratio 25 to 116, could 
not move Arms, Fingers or Leg, Constipated as long as she can 
remember. Her son bought an Equipment, used about 2!4 months. 
Results: Imbackelim corrected, moves regularly, almost unbelievable, 
as. children say. She can now move her Fingers and Toes and some- 
times Leg, although with great effort. The Medical Doctor gave her 
3 to 7. days to live. Now she is surprised to find Blood Pressure al- 
most normal and Sugar declining. Used Green Systemic, Magenta 
on 4 and 18; later Purple on 4, Lemon Systemic; now Yellow 
Systemic, Magenta on Areas 4 and 18 alternating. Very much pleased. 

Case of baby, 6 months old, very much underweight. After 
meal, vomited everything; very puny and weak. Ratio 1 to 4; about 
26 to 106; Constipated, restless. Atcowas used: Green Systemic, Ma- 
genta on Areas 4 and 18; later Orange on Areas 8, 9 and 10, Tur- 
quoise Systemic; now, Orange Systemic and Magenta on Areas 4 and 
18. Results: gained almost 6 pounds, tries to sit up and crawls. The 
mother is overjoyed; bought an Equipment. 

Case of woman, grandmother of above mentioned child. Right 
and Left Leg had open Sores, Right Leg very much swollen and turn- 
ing fearfully red, from Ankle to Knee. Medical Doctor wanted to 
transfer her to hospital for a possible amputation. High Fever, Ratio 
4 to 3%4, no Backelim and constant Pain in Right Knee, could not 
get up from sitting position but had to turn and support with hands 
to rise. High Blood Pressure and some Sugar. Atcéwa used: Tur- 
quoise Systemic and later Blue, Magenta on Areas 4 and 18. Blue 
and Turquoise Local on Leg, alternating Systemic. Results: largest 
Open Sore on Leg completely healed, one small Sore still open, Leg 
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swelling now normal; Soreness and Redness left, can get up from 
sitting position as normal person can, Backelim and Frontelim nor- 
mal. Ratio 20 to 80. Feels fine, but at times weak. However, is up 
and around. Very much pleased. Used daughter’s Equipment. 


Case of man, sore-like spots on Legs. He thought they might 
turn into Cancer. Imbackelim, Ratio 1 to 4, very nervous.:-Used At- 
cowa Green Systemic, Magenta on Areas 4 and 18. Bought own 
Equipment, now uses Lemon Systemic, Magenta on Area 4 and 18. 
Results: feels fine, does not smoke any more and is not half as 
nervous. Good Backelim and Sores on Leg are fading away. Very 
much pleased. His wife is highly nervous and had trouble in Areas 
8, 9, 10 and 11. Feels much better and improved. 


Case of woman, trouble in Areas 8, 9 and 10; very nervous, 
no Backelim, Headache and restless. Frequented many ‘Specialists’ 
with no results. Atcowas used: Green Systemic, later Turquoise Sys- 
temic, Magenta on Areas 4 and 18, Yellow on Areas 8, 9 and 10. Re- 
sults: sleeps better, not so restless, Backelim normal. Bought an 
Equipment and is well pleased. 


Case of woman, highly nervous, no Backelim, Imbalance on 
Areas 8, 9 and 10, Sleepless.-Atcowas Used: Green Systemic and 
Turquoise Systemic, Magenta on Areas 4 and 18, Yellow on Areas 
8, 9 and 10. Results: Felt miuch better. She bought an Equipment. 
Now feels well enough to go on vacation. Husband very much pleas- 
ed. Had doctored many months. 


EDITORIAL ex REMARKS

Induprasad D. Mehta, after signing the Affirmation of the 
Scientific Order of Spectro-Chrome Metrists, took the chair as Deputy. 

He read the letter from Colonel Dinshah P. Ghadiali, inform- 
ing of his arrival on December 8, 1939, to file suits against ‘Jame 
Jamshed” and ‘Kom Sevak”’. 

The Deputy recommended Jayantilal Chhaganlal as Sub-Dep- 
uty and Navinchandyra I: Shukla as-Recorder,-as both are. ready to 
work voluntarily. 

‘The Meeting was held exactly at.8*P. M. and a good number 
of Affiliates ‘was present: eight out of eleven. It was quite an interest- 
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ing Meeting, as they all met after a long time. 


| During the discussion, Jayantilal proposed that the transla- 
tion of the Spectro-Chrome Home Guide in Gujarati is quite neces- 
sary and was supported by all. The Deputy is also of the opinion that 
it is quite necessary. 


Then followed the case reports. Many of the Affiliates forgot 
to bring their case reports. The Deputy requested them to bring 
them at the next Meeting for the benefit of all. 


The Deputy then read his case reports: 


(a) A Parsee girl, aged 15, had some Disorder in the Stomach 
and was vomiting. Medical Doctors diagnosed it as Appendicitis and 
she was about to be operated. The Deputy advised the parents of the 
girl to wait till his Spectro-Chrome arrived. They did wait. When 
his Spectro-Chrome arrived he gave her Tonations for six days.

Deputy Lucille E. Greenham was in the chair. 

A letter from the Central Office was read in which they stressed the need of a careful 
study of the Constitution And Rules. Also, Colonel Dinshah is leaving for India next month 
and it is his earnest desire that those who wish to continue their Affiliation send in their 
Applications promptly. . 

The Deputy expressed the appreciation of the First Detroit Michigan Planet to L. 
Roy Dodman and Gladys H. Clark for the splendid work they did. She then introduced 
the new Planet Officers, Lucille E. Greenham, Deputy, Ralph Clark, Sub-Deputy and Sofie 
Hall, Recorder. 

She called upon the Sub-Deputy to outline briefly to the Planet our trip to Milwaukee. 
He gave a very detailed account of the trip and the Affiliates listened intently. 

The Recorder was next introduced and she spoke briefly of the duties pertaining to 
her Office and gave definite reminders of how essential it would be for each Affiliate to present 
the Card, properly signed by the Affiliate and not to. embrass the Recorder by seeking 
admission to the Planet without such Card. It is hoped that every Affiliate will co:operate 
fully on this request. 

The Deputy then gave a short talk on the educational program which the Planet 
Commission decided upon in order that our meetings may become not only interesting but 
educational.

(Applause). The President remarked she was a very modest woman 
and the audience enjoyed her talk. ' 

Otto H. Lutz then gave some interesting case reports :— 

(1)—A. A., woman, age 68. Fell over backwards and struck 
a chair. She was unable to walk erect and her back was black and 
blue. Atcowas Indigo and Orange Local and Green Systemic were 
irradiated and in 2 weeks her Back was well. / 

(2)—J. S., man of 61. Heart Disorder of long standing. He 
was unable to work for the past 2% years. After 1 month of Spectro- 
Chrome, he went back to work. Atcowas Green Systemic and Magenta 
on 4 and 18 Areas were used. 

(3)—J. G., man of 54. Run down condition; was unable to 
sleep properly. Kardoscil 54, Spiroscil 18. Felt very dizzy at times. 
After 2 weeks of Spectro-Chrome, he went back to work. Kardoscil 
changed to 70, Spiroscil came down to 16. Dizziness left completely. 
Atcowas irradiated were Green Systemic, Magenta on Areas 4 and 18. 

(4)—A. T., man of 67. Bladder, Kidney and Prostate Gland 
Disorders. Could-not pass Frontelim. Had tried about 5 different thera- 
peutical systems and always had to use Catheter in the Genital. Had 
suffered for 2 years. Attuned Color Waves Orange and Red Systemic, 
Magenta on Area 4 and Scarlet on Area 18 were irradiated. In 2 
months, 3 Tonations a week, the case was normalated. He passed 
so much Frontelim the customary way, that he said, “‘it sure feels 
good to be able to empty the Bladder without difficulty, thanks to 
Spectro-Chrome!”’ 

(5)—A. N., man of 59. Cold in Chest and Backache, con- 
stantly for 2 weeks. Atcowas given were 2 Lemon Systemic Front 
and 2 Indigo on Area 18. He first tried a Back Plaster, which gave 
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no response; Spectro-Chrome did. He said, ‘‘Spectro-Chrome works 
like a miracle.” 

(6)—P. W., woman of 56. Boil under Tongue, for 2 weeks. 
Atcowas Yellow and Orange Systemic were used and in 2 weeks the 
Disorder disappeared. 

(7)—R. S., boy of 5. Chicken Pox. In 1 week was normalated. 
Atcowas irradiated were Turquoise Systemic Front and Back; Ma- 
genta on Areas 4 and 18. Was advised to tonate with Lemon for a 
few days; in all he had 10 days of Spectro-Chrome. 

(8)—C. S., man of 45. Had an accident where he worked. 
Had a 5 inch cut on his left Hand and Wrist, quite deep. The com- 
pany Medical Doctors said he cut an Artery. The Blood, the man said, 
squirted 30 feet! But, I did not believe it and cut it down to 10 feet! 
(Laughter). After he was released from the Hospital, which was in 
3 days, he started to use his own Spectro-Chrome. Atcowa irradiated 
was Green Systemic. The 5 inch cut healed completely in 3 weeks 
and the next week, he went back to his duties. 

The reports were received by the Convention with applause. 
Otto L. Lutz said that he used Spectro-Chrome in his own family and 
that he had 4 children, all of whom had all Disorders common among 
children. They all had Spectro-Chrome. His daughter had so much 
milk by it that she did not know what to do! (The President—‘‘Open 
a dairy”!) (Loud Laughter). 

Credentials were presented by the following Delegates:— 
Gladys Clark, First Detroit Michigan Planet. Leocadia Merwitz, First 
Milwaukee Wisconsin Planet. Viola C. Jeude, First St. Louis Missouri 
Planet. 

They were duly accepted and greeted. . 

A letter was read from Peter R., a Provisional Member, who 
having signed for the Course on Occultism And Higher Life, was 
requested to send his $5.00. He did that, but garnished the remittance 
with the following letter :— 

“Am sending you this not because I think that you are justi- 
fied, in collecting this, as it was not explained at the Planet Meeting 
that there was a charge for these lectures and I thought that it was 
given as a public lecture. If I had known that it was not for the public, 
I would not have signed. However, you are in business and like every- 
one else in business, thep get all they can.” 

The Affiliates present expressed their displeasure at the tone 
of the letter and Dinshah filed it with the statement that he had 
accepted such explanation from many other Affiliates and had return- 
ed the payments of ALL signatories and given the Course free of 
all obligations. However, he stated that-the writer of the letter owed 
an apology to Spectro-Chrome Institute, for the gratuitous insult in 
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the last sentence. Spectro-Chrome Institute, although a Business Corp- 
oration, was founded solely for the Service Of Mankind and that he 
had been serving as its President for over 19 years, WITHOUT SAL- 
ARY. Later, the offending Affiliate mailed his apology and the incident 
was Closed. 

Dinshah emphasized that the Constitution And Rules of our 
Organization should be read at least once in 3 months in every Planet, 
so the new Affiliates may become familiar with them. 

Kurt W. Bader, Sub-Deputy of First Milwaukee Wisconsin 
Planet then addressed the Convention. Said he in substance, ‘‘I suf- 
fered many years and the sickness was diagnosed by the Medical 
Doctors as ‘Lumbago, Strained Muscles, Tuberculosis of the Kidneys’. 
I was a heavy smoker and drank beer and ate chunks of meat. I was 
sick for about 9 years; could not hold a broomstick or get on a shirt; 
I could not work. I took all kinds of Medicines and Pills. | was on 
simple food all the time. Took Kneipp Cures and studied all kinds of 
healing systems. Came here in 1927. They diagnosed the Disorder as 
Kidney Tuberculosis and gave me 8 months to live. A woman told me 
to go to the Auditorium and hear Colonel Dinshah on Spectro-Chrome. 
Knowing Spectroscopy, I came and listened to him. Took Spectro- 
Chrome for 3 months and stopped smoking and meat eating. I now 
work 18 hours a day”. (Loud Applause.) 

Dinshah then spoke about the 4 Volumes of Spectro-Chrome 
magazine, beginning with June 1922, the date of its first publication. 
There were only a few copies available at the nominal price of $10.00 
for the set of 4, inclusive of the postage. His intention was to place 
the books for study, in the hands of those interested in the Science 
of Spectro-Chrome Metry, because the volumes were full of interest- 
ing information and data. 

Frank S. Burns said, “‘l was examined by Medical Doctors for 
insurance. They found a slight murmur in the Heart, after being call- 
ed to their office where there were many in the building. Six Medical 
Doctors made the examination and put me through various exercises; 
then they shook their. head and in technical terms defined my Heart 
action. The result was that the clearing house of the Insurance Com- 
panies blacklisted me. After using Spectro-Chrome, | applied again 
for Insurance. | received notice to appear for physical examination. 
The Medical Doctor said, ‘Step on the scale.’ He measured me and 
asked me about my weight, pulse and I told him all he asked, without 
hesitation. He also asked about my Blood Pressure. The Medical 
Doctor was astonished and inquired: how I knew so well about my 
physical condition. He talked about my Urinalysis; I told him about 
it. It is the first time in 35 years that my physical condition is so much 
better.” (Applause). 
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Albert E. Greenham spoke about the value of the 4 Volumes 
of Spectro-Chrome. He made a set of the past issues. He found them 
invaluable. Therein were several reports of Surgeon Kate W. Bald- 
win. If for nothing else, for reading those reports, everyone should 
have a Set in their library. She had 14 Spectro-Chrome Equipments 
and did wonderful work with Spec.iuiu-Chrome. Those Volumes are 
worth more than the Ten Dollars. 

_ The President then extolled the virtues of the noble Dr. Bald- 
win. She was deceased, but, her memory will live for ever with us. 


Emma Schroeder addressed the Convention in substance thus: 
“My mother is here. Four years ago, my mother had Stroke. Her 
Eyes were closed and her Throat was paralyzed. She had Hemiplegia. 
She made reservations for certain baths. She suffered much. After 
a long time of all kinds of medications, a friend introduced me to 
Spectro-Chrome. After the first Tonation, the Spectro-Chrome did 
more good than all the Medicines. | then studied Spectro-Chrome 
Metry and followed the Ultra-Green and Infra-Green Division method. 
My mother is 75 now and is as good as new! (Laughter)” 

Her. mother Ottilie Krenz on request of the President, walked 
briskly to the platform and was accorded a cheerful ovation. 

Warren C. Hale volunteered as a speaker. He was Chief of 
Public Safety in Greendale, Wisconsin. He had a collapsed Lung and 
was in an Oxygen Tent for 2 hours. His Heart meanwhile shifted 
partially to the right’side. He had severe Dyspnea and Pain. He was 
taken unconscious to a Milwaukee Hospital, where they declared his 
condition as noor and that nothing could be done to save him. His 
father Albert B. Hale, a Graduate Spectro-Chrome Normalator, being 
notified, insisted on moving him, but, the Surgeons objected to it as 
a fatal procedure. Finally, the father took the son home; three Tona- 
tions of Spectro-Chrome restored the Pulse and Respiration Rhythm 
and the sick son sat up in bed unaided. He is normal now and the in- 
jured Lung is completely re-expanded. In less than a week, he re- 
turned to his position as Chief of the Police and Fire Department and 
in charge of Alien Registration and Finger Printing. (Loud Applause) 

A long discussion was started as to who should be entitled to 
Free Guidance as members of the immediate family. It was finally 
agreed unanimously by the Members, that such service should be 
given solely to the Registered Purchaser, for Wife or Husband, Father 
and Mother of the Registered Purchaser, unmarried Daughters and 
Sons of such person, unmarried Brothers and Sisters of such person, 
living in the same house under the care of the Registered Purchaser. 
The non-voting Affiliates also coincided in this view. On behalf of 
Spectro-Chrome Institute, Dinshah promised to consider the sugges- 
tion and determine the future course of action. | 
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Phyllis M. asked a question, ‘“Why were animals and fish creat- 
ed?” Dinshah answered, ‘“‘Why were you created? Same reason.” 

Frieda Wehrhagen asked, ‘“‘Why is it that Human Beings can 
not live more than 30 days without water, while Moses lived twice for 
40 days without it?’”’? Dinshah said that the Human Body had a very 
heavy percentage of water in its composition and without it life be- 
came liable to injury. The harm came through drying or Dehydration 
of the Tissues, thus reducing the conductivity for the Electrical Cur- 
rents motioning in them. He further expatiated on the activities of 
some of the yogis of India. 

On motion of Jessie E. Ness, seconded by Kurt W. Bader, it 
was unanimously resolved that Dinshah P. Ghadiali, Irene Grace 
Dinshah and Evelyn Roman be elected the Trustees of the Scientific 
Order Of Spectro-Chrome Metrists. Evelyn Roman and all the newly 
appointed officers of the various Planet Commissions were then af- 
firmed and installed by the President. 

During the intervals of the questions and the case reports, 
Dinshah delivered addresses on different Disorders and debunked 
numerous medical fallacies and medical empirics, establishing there- 
by the marvelous merits of Spectro-Chrome Metry. They formed chal- 
lenging eyeopeners and were received with rapt attention by the 
audience.

Deputy Frank S. Burns was in the chair. A letter from the President Dinshah was read. 

_ Leocadia Merwitz then gave a detailed report covering the Twentieth Annual Con- 
vention to which she was appointed Delegate for the Planet. She said it was a privilege, 
as far as she was concerned, to attend the sessions of the Convention and that Colonel Din- 
shah stood as usual, fearlessly giving forth his ideas on Spectro-Chrome and Health. She 
outlined a few of the points on the Rational Food Of Man system which she gleaned from 
the talks. These were that we should never overeat and should chew our Fond properly. 
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She learned, too, that the Appendix should never be removed, because of its very im- 
portant function in the Human Body and that if there should be something wrong with 
it, Spectro-Chrome could repair the damage easily and quickly. She said the Case Re- 
ports.given by Kurt B. during the sessions were very interesting, as were those of Otto L. 
and Emma S., who took her mother to the Meetings to show what Spectro-Chrome had done 
in the case of Paralysis. She enjoyed hearing the Case Report of Walter H. of Greendale. 
He restored himself to normalcy after having a Collapsed Lung and is now working 18 
hours a day. 

She said that Colonel Dinshah during these Meetings sounded a -warning politically 
about our present administration, saying that if it were not changed, the whole country 
would surely be plunged into War. | 

An interesting item which Leocadia Merwitz gleaned from a report by Albert Green- 
ham was the fact. that Radio Tubes which were handled by menstruating women were found 
faulty in manufacture. It is Colonel Dinshah’s contention that women who are menstruat- 
ing should be kept away from handling foods for the public, because it is at this time that 
a woman’s Aura changes from the usual Magenta to Scarlet, affecting everything with which 
‘yt comes in contact. 

During this Convention the installation of Officers took place, the present Officers 
remaining as they are. 

Leocadia Merwitz said that Spectro-Chrome in Cancer and Infantile Paralysis was 
thoroughly discussed at the Convention, as was Multiple Sclerosis. The subjects of Tobacco 
and Alcohol and their effects on the Pituitary Gland also came in for their usual share of 
attention, as did Inflammations and Disorders of the Heart. The Delegate expressed her 
gratitude for these discussions and said that Colonel Dinshah had extended his appreciation 
to the Affliates of Spectro-Chrome as a whole. 

The Deputy then complimented the Delegate on her very good work and made 
remarks of his own about the Convention. He too attended. | 

‘Much time was consumed at the Meeting to discuss the benefits derived from the 
Course on Occultism And Higher Life given by Colonel Dinshah. The expressions of grati- 
tude by the various members of the Planet were summed as follows:— 

The Deputy said he realizes now that the lessons which are to be learned in life are 
sacrifice, tolerance, et cetera and-he feels that the Planet should pay Colonel Dinshah in 
sgme way for his marvelous efforts in giving this Course and feels that purchases of 
Spectro-Chrome products would be one way and selling more Equipments would be 
-another. 

Lena Held said.she enjoyed the whole Course so much that she wishes she could hear 
it all over again. She says it was all the Truth on the Higher Side of Life. 

The Deputy added that Colonel Dinshah took the Affiliates in that Course, through 
all the stages of Life from the Creation to the point beyond the grave—all within. 12 hours 
of time, covering. the subjects of Cosmogenesis, the Humen Being, the various Planes of 
Life and so on. 

Emma Schro2der remarked that she felt more or less responsible for the Occult 
Course, inasmuch as she expressed her desire to have such a Course given in Milwaukee. 

Paul Schmelter said this was the first Meeting he attended in 1% years: He attended 
all of the Meetings at the Auditorium and also the Occult Course. He found both very 
interesting. It took him from the cradle tothe grave. It also gave him an insight into the 
effects we have on the lives of other people. One law, he pointed out, covers all others in 
governing lives and that is the Golden Rule. H said people fall in love with things that 
are harmful, material things. They should, rather, choose the spiritual things. If we give 
out evil thoughts, evil will be worked against us. He liked the Jewel In The Lotus Drama 
which was acted on the last evening of the Course by Dinshah. He said it explained 
Karma. It showed him also what we should avoid and what we should do. We sheuld 
help others and thereby help ourselves. 

Right after the Course, Norma Fiedler said, her whole Life seemed to flash before 
her so that she could see where she had made her mistakes. She said now she felt she 
could avoid making those mistakes again. 

Werner Lehman commented that he attended all of the Lectures and felt that a 
man who could talk like Colonel Dinshah does on these subjects really knows about what 
he is talking. He enjoyed every part of it. He thinks the Colonel should enlarge on his 
writings on Occult subjects. 

Albert Franz felt that anything that came from Colonel Dinshah, be it oral or writ- 
ten, was good. He also expressed the desire to see this Course in written form. By reading 
it, he could pick points which he might have missed. 

Emil Egide attended all Meetings and derived much good therefrom, although he 
admits mruch of it went over his head. A few highlights, however, were brought home to 
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him. One‘of them was that most people confused the Mind with the Brain. Another that 
there was really only one Commandment and that the Golden Rule. 

The Deputy added that many lives were lived by us before and we could all travel 
and work on the Psychic Plane like Colonel Dinshah if we would learn how. 

Theodore Mohrhusen was thankful for two things. One that he is still 1 young man 
and so has much time to learn more of these things and the other that he is able to 
associate himself with people who appreciate such teachings. He feels the book “Master 
Of Occultism” is really an autobiography. He learned also that all Religions are the same, 
but with different interpretations. From what he learned through this Course, he resolved to 
control his temper and try to make his disposition more agreeable. 

At this point Kurt Bader said that he thought as long as we had a Physical Body 
we should take care of that properly and as long as our Meeting was supposed to be de- 
voted to the care of the Physical Body, we should stop talking about Occultism and 
return to Spectro-Chrome Metry. He felt that the best way for us to show appreciation for 
the Course given free was to buy Spectro-Chrome books and Equipments. 

A motion was made, seconded and passed to have a letter drawn by a Committee 
to express the feelings of the Affiliates and the gratitude for the Occult Course. Emma 
Schroeder, Leocadia Merwitz and Norma Fiedler were chosen for this. 

Emma Schroeder now wishes to hear lectures on “Sex” from Colonel Dinshah, at 
some. future date. | 

Chapters 97 and 98, “Boil, Abscess, Furuncle, Carbuncle” and ‘“Spectro-Chrome In 
Gonorrhea”, from Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopaedia were read by the Deputy. 

Paul S. inquired as to what could bé done in the case of healing which left Scars. 
He said Spectro-Chrome had healed a Sore. When the Sufferer felt that it ceased draining, 
he healed the Sore and sealed it. This left two Scars. The Veins protrude at the Ankle. It was 
a Bump first and the Medical Doctors wanted to amputate. Two weeks of Green, Orange 
were used for draining. Orange was used for four weeks. Turquoise and Rlue were used 
for healing. 

Lena H. said she generally uses Turquoise in cases of this kind. She said there are 
layers of Skin to go through and this condition is on the outside only. Indigo would 
be used for Swelling and Pain. | 

Kurt B. said that the purple Spots might stay for some time. Indigo will take them 
yway. Scarlet could be used on Area 4 and Indigo Local for the Veins. He then gave some 
case reports :— 

(1)—Woman, aged 64, had Gangrene, thought she was not getting results with Spectro- 
Chrome. He suggested she should use only Green, Systemic and Local, with Magenta. In 
six months she was in perfect condition. She followed the Rational Food Of Man System. 

(2)—L. W., man aged 26, spasmodic Pains in Areas 7 and 8. Kardoscil 68, Spiroscil 18. 
One Orange relieved the Pain which no Medicine was able to help for two months. The 
Sufferer is still using Spectro-Chrome. : . 

(3)—L. W., youth aged 18, High Temperature, Pain in Right Side, Area 10, was told 
to have operation. Green, Turquoise and Indigo Local were used. He was normal in a few 
days. To begin, his Kardoscil was 114 and Spiroscil, 24. ~ 

(4)—T. N., woman aged 51, had Hemorrhage from Area 11 for three months. Kar- 
doscil 55, Spiroscil 20, One week Green and Indigo Local stopped the Flow. Bought own 
Equipment and is well satisfied. . | 

(5)—M. E., aged 46, Kardoscil 120, Spiroscil 22, Bleeding Rectum for 18 months, 
had 10 Backelim daily and was weary of Life. 8 Tonations of Green, Indigo, Purple and 
Lemon normalated the condition. Now cheerful again. 

(6) —L. M., Kardoscil 57, Spiroscil 18, constipated 15 years; High Blood Pressure; 
used to live on Raw Meat, practically. Constipation relieved after three Tonations. Only 
Green and Magenta were used. 

Elizabeth B.’s friend had a baby. Before the baby came, the friend ate the right 
foods. After the baby came and when she should: have started to menstruate, her Left 
Breast (Area 4) became very large and sore. Green and Blue were used and it became larger. 
She told her to irradiate Lemon Systemic and Orange Local. This opened the Sore and a cup- 
full of Pus drained out. Green Systemic, Turquoise and Magenta were then used to heal. 
Now she is very well. | . 

As a final warning, the Deputy told the Affiliates at the Meeting to watch the Kardo- 
scil and Spiroscil; that is the key on which to work with Spectro-Chrome.

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COLONEL DINSHAH’S DEPARTURE FOR INDIA 
STOPPED BY GOVERNMENT ACTION 


HIS PASSPORT CANCELLED 


Colonel Dinshah P. Ghadiali returned from Bombay, India, 
to file Nomination for Election as Governor Of New Jersey. However, 
on his arrival here on June 16, 1940, he was informed by the Secre- 
tary Of State Thomas A. Mathis, that the last date for filing Petitions 
for Independent Candidates was May 16, 1940 and no Petition could 
be received later than such date. 

Thus, seeing no reason to prolong his stay in the United States 
Of America and being anxious to return to India to further the Libel 
suits he was prosecuting, he requested passage on the President Har- 
rison. The American President Lines, however, refused to take him 
beyond Japan, because he would not submit to Vaccination and 
Cholera Inoculation. After much trouble, he succeeded in prevailing 
upon the Java-Pacific Line to take him as a First Class Passenger on 
an unnamed steamer. The Company stipulated, that before the tic- 
ket may be issued he would have to secure the Visae on his American 
Passport, from the British and Japanese Consulates. That being done, 
ihe steamship ticket and the Pullman ticket to San Francisco, Califor- 
nia were issued and everything was ready for his departure after the 
November elections. 

Suddenly, it was brought to his attention that all American 
Passports must be validated before departure, because of an Execu- 
tive Order. In all innocence, he sent his Passport to the Chief of Pass- 
port Division Ruth B. Shipley requesting validation as before. To his 
surprise, he was informed after a long delay that there was no suffi- 
cient reason for his tour and that the Passport was “filed’”’ in the 
departmental records. Dinshah protested against such autocratic 
measure and wrote strongly for return of his Passport, which had 
several years of documentary evidence in it, but, the Department Of 
State emphatically refused. He went to Washington, D. C., but the 
Chief was ‘‘away’’. He was interviewed by assistants and was coolly 
informed that he could be permitted to go solely on “urgent business” 
like buying rubber or tin for the requirements of the Government! 
The American Government had the ‘‘duty to protect” him; of course, 
the buyer of rubber or tin needed no protection! 

When he calmly stated that he could go away without the 
validated Passport, he was as quietly shown a Presidential Order, 
stating any person so doing was subject to a Fine of $2,000.00 and 
5 years of imprisonment or both. Smiling at such dictatorship, Din- 
shah then demanded return of his Passport, which was his property. 
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It was returned to him with holes punched through lettered ‘“Cancell- 
ed”. The cancellation included arbitrary punching of the British and 
Japanese permits also! American lawlessness settled that issue. 

The dictatorship established by the curse of the ‘‘New Deal” 
is now becoming more obvious—America is heading towards dis- 
integration of the glorious Constitution, to suit the whims and caprices 
of an insane administration. War is imminent. 

Where is American Liberty? Where is the Bill Of Rights? 
Where is the power of the Congress? Instead of the people ruling 
through the Government, the Government bayonets are at the 
back of the people. Soon it will be good-bye to all good that was done 
since 1776 and then what? 5

The Deputy requested those Affiliates who did not submit their 
Affidavits to the Central Office to date to do so at once.

Several questions which emanated from the Anniversary Cele- 
bration were brought up and discussed. 

The idea seems.to prevail, suddenly, with a few Affiliates, that 
Tonations are not to be taken during the Critical Period.

Several persons inquired whether it is possible to become affili- 
ated with Scientific Order Of Spectro-Chrome Metrists by purchasing 
a set of Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopaedia, after having previously 
purchased an Equipment and registered it in the name of another 
member of the immediate family. The Deputy informed them that it

The ruling on purchasing a used Equipment was given, quot- 
ing Colonel Dinshah: “It is like purchasing a mud-hole.”

It was also suggested that writings be submitted to be print- 
ed in the new weekly publication. 

The Sub-Deputy stated that unsigned Cards are lifted to pro- 
tect both the Originator as well as the Organization, as the Medical 
Doctors are endeavoring to muzzle both. 

Expressions on the reaction to the Twenty-first Anniversary 
Celebration followed: 

Emil E. stated that he attended both Special Planet Meetings 
and three Public Meetings.

Meat, was caused by the Toxins and dross being loosened and that 
a condition similar to Spring Fever arose. He thought there was a re- 
action. | 

The Recorder reminded that people who partake of Flesh Food 
are eating Vegetables second-hand, for they are eating only the vege- 
tarian animals. except possibly during an emergency such as war, 
when carnivorous animals may be consumed due to scarcity. She 
could not find one instance in the Bible where the Master Jesus Him- 
self partook of Flesh Food. 

The Deputy. experimented and found that raw Vegetables re- 
tain the Life Principle longer than cooked Vegetables. 

Otto L. suggested that Steak and Vegetables be placed in the 
Sunlight side by side and it will be found that the Meat will commence 
to rot. “The Vegetable will win.” 

Emil E. is eating Chaval and Dal daily. He finds himself get- 
ting “fatter but not fairer.” (Smiles) 

Otto L. told of a Health Inspector who inspects Meat markets. 
When, in the opinion of the Inspector, Meat is found to be unfit for 
consumption, kerosene is poured on it. In one instance, many pounds 
of Chicken were declared “unfit”. However, those persons who were 
fortunate or unfortunate enough to purchase their Chicken shortly 
before the Health Authorities arrived got what—??? 

The Deputy pointed out that eating Meat produces Uric Acid. 

The Sub-Deputy explained that the greater part of Mankind is 
vegetarian. Of the 350,000,000 inhabitants of India, 280,000,000 are 
strictly vegetarian. Only the Mohammedans believe in eating Flesh 
Food. Orthodox Hindus have been Vegetarians for centuries. The 
stronger animals of the World are vegetarian and have greater en- 
durance. Look into the eyes of a cow. You will not see the cunning 
there which exists in the Eyes of a Meat-eating animal—Man includ- 
ed—which does one thing before your Face and another behind your 
Back. Vegetarian Food builds character of the right kind. 

Otto L. added that Meat ‘‘decays its way” out of the Body. 

The Sub-Deputy continued by relating the experience of a 
Danish Professor who wrote a book on the Slaughter of Animals, in 
which it is stated that a four-year experiment was conducted whereby 
people lived only on potatoes and linseed oil and were still healthy 
and strong and had more Muscle after than before. ‘Eat simple Food”’, 
he advised. 

Otto L. stated that canned orange juice is squeezed out of 
rotten oranges. 

One Affiliate reported that she is on a “cleansing diet’ consist- 
ing of a dozen oranges a day and she feels better. (How about Atcowas 
Green and Lemon?) 
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Emily M. pointed out that when she was in Germany, during 
the last War, there were times when the people were glad to eat any- 
thing they could get and lived on lentils, peas, beans and potatoes. 
Children were fed rice water instead of milk. Even today she must 
force herself to eat fresh Fruits. 

The Sub-Deputy said, “Eat everything which is in season. 
Starches and fats are not necessary in Summer as in Winter.” 

Affiliates were called on by the Deputy to relate their experi- 
ences with Spectro-Chrome. 

_ -William T. of Manitowoc, Wisconsin, possessed an Equip- 
ment for three or four years. He attended the Celebration and this is 
his third visit to the Planet Meeting. He found Spectro-Chrome very 
helpful. 

Lydia S., Waukesha, Wisconsin, said although she can not al- 
ways attend Meetings, she enjoys them very much. Her son had a stiff 
Limb—broken Neck. Several Cords were out of place and through 
using Spectro-Chrome, “came back’. He is able to turn the Neck, 
despite the fact that it was never set. The Medical Doctors hesitate to 
‘set it—it is too dangerous. 

Walter W., Juneau, Wisconsin said, five years ago he was the 
only one in his locality who owned an Equipment. Wonderful re- 
sults. Now he knows of four persons who possess them and would 
not be without them. However, some are not willing to eat the Ration- 
al Food Of ‘Man or to discontinue the use of Medicine.

1. Please accept my cordial thanks for your courteous communication of the 24th 
current, received this morning. 
2. I did not initiate any correspondence, but when it was ‘brought to my notice during 


my 20th Annual Convention in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, that one of your Agents in Chicago, 
Illinois was indirectly inquiring about myself and my Spectro-Chrome, I wrote requesting 
him to make investigation direct :through me instead of through indirect channels. 


3. While I respect your opinion, I fail to see any violation of the Food and Drug Act 
by either my label or the device on which it is affixed. You mention about being “fully fami- 
liar with the mechanics of your device”. It is not the device that performs the work, but 
the SCIENCE and TECHNIQUE of using it that does the work. Section 502 of your Act asks 
for “adequate directions for use.” If that be in your mind, I may respectfully state that 
such directions accompany each Spectro-Chrome Equipment through a SPECTRO-CHROME 
HOME GUIDE. To put all those “directions” which occupy One Hundred and Two pages, 
on a label on the device itself, would be a physical impossibility. 


4. Your exceptional frankness in stating that “We have been unable to find any 
evidence that the device ‘Spectro-Chrome’ had any value in the treatment of conditions for 
which it is being recommended”, does great credit to you. However, the evidence about 
the value and merits of Spectro-Chrome as a Device and a Science, was proven in cases 
in the Law Courts time after time and each time I came out victorious, over testifying. 
‘Medical Doctors and University Professors, who tried to discredit and ridicule my invention.

1—Joseph P., 50 years old, brought a paralyzed girl for Ton- 
ation. He decided to be itisized himself. The Kardoscil was 63, Spiro- 
scil 16. The Chart showed Infra-Green Predominance. Of course, 
Green was given to start, then Turquoise, Magenta on Areas 4 and 18, 
later Lemon and Orange Atcowas. In two weeks, he said he “‘had never 
felt better.”’ | 

2—Mary P., 62 years old, had Disorder in Areas 18 and 19; 
could not stoop, complained of a tightness there; Kardoscil 82, Spiro- 
scil 20. Started with Green Systemic Front and Back, Magenta on 
Areas 4 and 18, then Orange Systemic Back; was normalated. . 

3—Henry G. had Cough for 9 years in the Winter. His Chart 
showed Ultra-Green Predominance. He started with Green, Magenta 
on Areas 4 and 18, Orange Front and Back, Turquoise on Areas 2 and 
3, finally finishing with Lemon Atcowa. 

The Deputy asked if there were any questions in regard to the 
above Cases. 

Thelma S. said she had a Cough similar to the one he described. 
She said she had a Cold about four years ago and that developed into 
a Cough. She coughed about 134 years, went to Medical Doctors and 
Chiropractors and finally, to a “Specialist”. At last she was rid of it 
about 6 months later. About 6 months more, it returned and she had 
to doctor again for another 6 months before it was entirely gone. 
Around 3 weeks ago, she had another Cold and it developed into an- 
other Cough. She used Lemon and Orange Atcowa, Magenta on Areas. 
4 ane 18, but does not seem to be able to conquer it. What should 
she do? 
The Deputy said Colonel Dinshah had forbidden him to give 
any information, unless the Affiliates filled out Sufferer Charts, as 
then information was complete and the Kardoscil and Spiroscil would 
be mentioned and that was one of the main factors. Thelma S. inform- 
ed him that her Ratio was 4 to 1, 92-22. The Deputy said the Ratio 
was good and did she have any other Symptoms? She said she was 
normal. He questioned her in regard to Frontelim and Backelim. She 
said they were proper. She spits much Phlegm and sneezes much. 
He questioned her in regard to the Rational Food Of Man. She said 
she did the best she could, as she boards and has to take her meals out. 
The Deputy said a Cold is an Inflammation and:he could not tell 
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her what to use unless she presented the complete Sufferer Chart. 
She should refer to the Spectro-Chrome Home Guide, study the Green 
and Turquoise Atcowas. Lemon would loosen the Phlegm and Tur- 
quoise should be irradiated for the Dry Sensation. 

Turquoise was then studied from Spectro-Chrome Home 
Guide, page 53 and gone over step by step. | 

Charles S. then asked the Deputy if he did not think it was a 
good idea to give each Affiliate one of these Sufferer Charts to take 
home and in that way they could get the information when they wan- 
ted and needed. In the Case just described the Sufferer would have 
to wait a whole month before she would get the proper relief. 

The Deputy thought it would be permissible and he would 
consult Colonel Dinshah when he came to St. Louis. 

Charles S. addressed the Deputy, saying he thought it advis- 
able to inform the newcomers that if the wrong Tonations were taken, 
it would not be harmful. 

The Deputy then explained how the Physical Body shows a 
Predominance of either the Ultra-Green or Infra-Green Atcowas. He 
requested them to study the Table Of Spectral Divisions, page 24 
and Spectro-Chrome Affinity Waves, page 25° of Spectro-Chrome 
Home Guide. He also explained that if one did take the wrong Atcowa, 
it would not hurt the Body, but the results would be impeded and the 
process of Normalation would take longer. 

Spectro-Chrome Axioms, page 60 of the Spectro-Chrome Home 
Guide were then read by the Sub-Deputy and gone over step by step. 

The Deputy spoke about Colonel Dinshah’s ability in examin- 
ing the Aura. | 

Charles S. said there was the case of the young man in a Sana- 
tarium suffering from Tuberculosis and given over as a hopeless case. 
He was brought to the Originator and after Colonel Dinshah studied 
his Aura, the young man was made well in a week’s time. 

The Deputy said he was tonating a woman at the present time 
from whom two months ago the Medical Doctors wanted to cut out 
some Ribs and deflate the Lungs. At the present time she does not 
cough any Phlegm. He will make more of a report-later when the 
woman has recovered. | 

He also reported that a man was under the Medical Doctors’ 
care for five years. The man told him the Doctors do not know it all. 
He told the Deputy when he used Spectro-Chrome, he used it % 
hour on the Front and % hour on the Back. The Deputy instructed 
the Affiliates that’they should never do this, but to take the complete 
hour for one or another. 

In explaining about the Vital Ratio, the Deputy spoke of 
a friend who they said was dying in the Hospital. He went to see him. 
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While the person did not seem to be very ill, he asked the Nurse how 
his condition was and what the Heart Beat and Breathing were. The 
Nurse said he was very low and they expected him to die. The Heart 
Beat was 72 and the Breathing was 18! The Deputy said if all the 
people only knew that a 4 to 1 or 5 to 1 Ratio was good and if it 
could be maintained, they would get well. The man lived 4 years after 
that! 

A question was asked if it were advisable to drink water more 
between Meals or should most of the drinking be done at Meal time? 

The Deputy said that Cold or Ice Water should not be used 
at Meal time, that if one were compelled to drink Cold Water, to hold 
it in the Mouth until of Body Temperature and one would find that 
two or three Mouthfuls would be sufficient. Thirst was in the Mouth 
and not in the Stomach. He said not to drink water before one sat 
down to a Meal. 

Someone asked about drinking water on arising in the morning, 
especially Hot Water. The Deputy thought it was good and it would 
help to flush the Alimentary Tract. 

Charles S. asked the Deputy if he did not remember that Col- 
onel Dinshah in one of his Lectures said not to drink Hot Water on 
an empty Stomach, as this caused the Muscles to relax and the Stom- 
ach to expand. The Deputy did not remember. So, please Colonel 
Dinshah, would you kindly answer the Water question, as it was not 
answered clearly, as the Deputy said he had occasion to dine with you 
several times and you did consume much liquid. He did not know 
how much, if any liquid, was consumed between Meals, as several 
Affiliates said you were the only Lecturer they ever saw who did 
not.drink anything during your Lecture. 

Nathalee B. said her father had trouble with his Bowels. She 
gave him an Orange Tonation. After. his Backelim, he had a soreness. 
She wanted to know if she had given him one of the Ultra-Green 
Atcowas, would not-this have decreased the Elimination. The Deputy 
informed her that it would only have allayed the Pains, as there must 
have been a slight Irritation or Inflammation. 

Charles S. teased the Deputy about eating Doughnut and 
the Deputy said he was off Doughnut as well as Garlic Soup! 

Charles S. said that Medical Doctors claim that only 50% of 
the people have healthy Colons. 

The Deputy said he had occasion to see an Autopsy and he 
was surprised to see the large space in the Human Body. It was large 
enough to hold three Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopaedias! 

Lena W. said when she washes the floor or when she awakes 
she has a scary feeling. She was advised to use Yellow on Areas 8, 9 
and 10 for 3 or 4 weeks. She also said she had a bitter taste and was 
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advised to use Orange and eat Rice and Yellow Split Peas. She said 
she did not care for the Rational Food Of.Man and has a terrible 
time in eating the Rice and Split Peas. She said she cooked them with 
Salt and Butter, but she could not get them down. Asked if she used 
any Spices, she said not. The Deputy informed her that was where 
the trouble lay, that the Spices acted as an Orange Wave in the System 
and helped to digest the Food, that unless she adhered strictly to the 
Rational Food Of Man, she was putting Poisons back into the System. 
Spectro-Chrome is not a Magic Lamp of the 20th Century by itself,

shah would look at the boy, but that she should fill a Chart and present 
it to the Originator when he came. He asked her if the boy were sick 
or felt bad in any other way. She said he is never sick, that he does not 
even have a Cold like her other children. The Deputy said that Nature 
sometimes uses these avenues to eliminate the impurities and not to 
be alarmed if the Ratio be right. 

The Deputy suggested that each of the Affiliates bring at least 
one friend to hear the Lectures. In that way you can prove to your 
friend by listening to the Lectures and seeing the Demonstrations that 
there are merits to Spectro-Chrome. 

Charles S. said that there are 3 or 4 cases on his route that 
would be benefited by Spectro-Chrome. In one case the Medical Doc- 
tor advised the woman to move to another place on account of the 
dust and dirt. He said he informed her that unless she got rid of her 
rugs and carpets it would do her no good. 

He also said that another patron had to stop wearing a dress 
shield, as the Medical Doctor told her that in the process of making 
them they used Arsenic. | 

C. Earl B. said he heard that in a city in Illinois, Green Lights 
were installed in the basements to improve the Eyesight. 

The Deputy said he thought the old style coal oil light was 
the easiest on the Eyes, as it has a soft and soothing effect. Charles S. 
said there were more glasses worn today than ever. 

Marie J. said her boy had a deep gash over his Eye. She used 
Green and Turquoise and asked if it would be correct to use Indigo. The 
Deputy explained that Indigo was a Phagocyte Builder and will destroy 
the harmful Micro-Organisms and will not cause any Infections. 
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Discussion going on Glands, the Deputy said when he viewed 
that Autopsy, the Spleen was shaped like an umbrella and it was 
Violet in Color; in fact, each Gland was different in Color. He said 
that is surely God’s handiwork and surely must be for a purpose. 

Attributes Of Lemon from the Spectro-Chrome Home Guide, 
pages 51 and 52 were read. 

Richard F. J. asked if it were not a good idea to be itisized 
twice a year. 

The Deputy said it would be a good thing to do, but if he sug- 
gested anything like that, people would think he was working for 
his own personal gain. 

Charles S. said he wanted to get an Itisometer for home use, 
but was informed he would not be able to get it until after the War. 
The Deputy said he wanted one, too, that he could take with him 
when he made calls. 

The Affiliates were requested to study page 26 of Spectro-

Using. 

The Deputy asked Karl L. how his wife was. He said she was 
very well pleased; in four years she could not have a.natural Backelim 
and for 6 months had Colonic Irrigation 3 times a week.

OF THE SCIENCE OF SPECTRO-CHROME 


Weekly Newspaper And Radio Broadcasting Station Coming 


In Milwaukee, Wisconsin, the Milwaukee Auditorium witnessed 
a scene of great rejoicing. The six lectures delivered by the Origina- 
tor Dinshah P. Ghadiali, were heard by crowds. The date of Saturday, 
April 26, the birth date of the Science in 1920, will ever be remem- 
bered with gratefulness by the thousands of sick persons who receiv- 
ed a new lease on life through Spectro-Chrome. Many important mat- 
ters were discussed and much progress and more interest were in evi- 
dence. Among the Case Reports the following drew attention:— 

Lydia Danner—‘“I had cases of Blood Clot, High Blood Pres- 
sure and Paralysis. My niece was paralyzed; Spectro-Chrome made 
her 100% right. A boy of 13 was given up after an injury. Today, 
he is in perfect health. 1 had wonderful results in septic-cases. In 3 
days many were normal.

They run to Medical Doctors 
for 10 or 20 years, then expect a miracle from Spectro-Chrome.

Albert B. Hale—“I have had plenty of experience with Spec- 
tro-Chrome. My wife had High Blood Pressure of 240. For three 
years, several Medical Doctors attended to her, but no results.

The Earth is millions 
of years old; Spectro-Chrome is only 21, but, the progress made by 
it should satisfy us all. The activities of this week make me proud. 
Colonel Dinshah will be the most famous scientist. The Science is so 
simple, it will live to Eternity. Spectro-Chrome prolonged my mother’s 
life and my life..I bought Pills by the hundreds. In another month it 
will be.5 years I knew of Spectro-Chrome. The Rational Food is im- 
portant. The healing method may be right, yet the Food must be right 
too. Medical Science is full of cobwebs and is now obsolete. Spectro- 
Chrome put it out of business. (Applause) | 

Kurt W. Bader proposed and Albert B. Hale seconded that a 
vote of thanks be extended to the Milwaukee Auditorium Board and 
the Manager William Maas, for their great courtesy in placing at our 
disposal all the facilities needed to make the Celebration a success. 
Unanimously passed. 

Deputy Frank S. Burns—‘“‘Spectro-Chrome is just a 21 year 
old upstart. It is still growing from its infancy, yet its banner was 
carried several times from the Atlantic to the Pacific-Coast. It is known 
in many countries and there are several Spectro-Chrome apparati in 
India also; India is as you know the birthplace of the Originator. It is 
saving mankind in an inestimable manner. It has done for Suffering 
Mankind more than any other method—more rapidly and thoroughly. 
It dares to do anything no other did. Look at the case of the burnt 
girl Grace Shirlow! In a reasonably. short time a complete new Skin 
was built on an area so large no other method could have done it. 
I do not hesitate to recommend Spectro-Chrome. We must be proud 
to be the pioneers. It is a privilege to listen to the Originator and heed 
his advice. I joined the work 7 years ago; never once regretted it. It 
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does all that is claimed for it. However, one should not transgress the 
Laws of Nature. One must co:operate and follow the Rules laid dawn 
by the Originator. 1 never regret I have Spectro-Chrome in my home. 
I am thoroughly convinced of its efficacy.’’ (Applause) 

The usual Lectures were delivered to interested audiences and 
for the first time, the pictures portraying the life events of the Origin- 
ator from his age of 2% to the invention of the Spectro-Chrome, 
were shown on the screen. Finally, the inner workings of the various 
departments of Spectro-Chrome Institute were projected by Motion 
Picture and the audience expressed its appreciation by volleys of 
applause. The appearance of the Vice-President Irene Grace Dinshah 
(the wife of the Originator) on the screen, working in her office, was 
greeted with a vociferous round; Evelyn Roman, the Secretary of 
the Scientific Order Of Spectro-Chrome Metrists, being personally 
known to the Affiliates in Milwaukee, also received an applause. It 
was an unexpected treat to see the Alma Mater in action and carried 
home the point that Spectro-Chrome Institute was not a fly-by-night 
affair, but, a live Organization for unselfish and permanent Service 
To Mankind. 

Similar lectures and demonstrations were given the following 
week in Merrill, Wisconsin and the Celebration was then opened in 
Detroit, Michigan. There, in one of the Sessions, Affiliate Albert E. 
Greenham being called on the platform, started a new ba’! rolling. 
Said he, ‘‘We have been talking of Spectro-Chrome many years, but 
it is all talk. We did nothing constructive to help Dinshah’s work. 
He takes no gifts or presents; well let us do something to help the 
Cause. He can say nothing against that. We need an impartial news- 
paper that will tell the Truth and no party propaganda. Let us have a 
Radio Station so the World may know about Spectro-Chrome. Let us 
put our hands in our pockets and subscribe to such humanitarian 
work.” (Applause) 

The President Dinshah thanked the speaker and said he did 
not accept any gifts or presents, but, there should be no reason why 
a separate Organization could not be made to fulfill all the unselfish 
aims enumerated by Albert E. Greenham. Dinshah then requested 
the Recorder Sofie Hall to mark the names of those who volunteered 
to subscribe to such a Cause. He set $25.00 as the minimum Contribu- 
tion; a higher figure should be any multiple of 25. Promptly Albert 
E. Greenham asked to be put down for $25.00 and Dinshah set his 
figure as $100.00. He marked Irene Grace Dinshah also for $100.00. 
Others joined. (Their names and amounts will be published in a later 
issue.) At the following Session, to the surprise of Dinshah, many 
brought their subscription in cash which Dinshah refused to accept, 
with thanks. He requested them to wait till he actually formed the 
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Corporation and got the Charter from the State Of New Jersey and 
would open a proper bank account for the new company. He promised 
to do so before starting for his Pacific Coast tour. (For further parti- 
culars see elsewhere in the current issue.) 

Vice-President Jessie E. Ness—“I am highly in favor of the 
new move. | saw Dinshah fighting in the Supreme Court in Buffalo, 
New York and the way he tore open the issues. That case should be 
printed. My experience of Spectro-Chrome is highly favorable. Medical 
Doctors have fear infused in the mind of the public. Sufferers went 
to the Mayo Clinic for examination. They test all and then what? 
Spectro-Chrome has the hopes of the World in it.”’ (Applause) 

Albert E. Greenham—“There are so many frauds going on in 
Medicine. No newspaper publishes them. Take Aspirin, Bromo-Seltz- 
er and numerous others. They are all harmful, but are consumed by 
fhe tons. So we need a newspaper in the hands of a fearless man. 
Dinshah is such man. Such a newspaper weekly at $1.00 a year de- 
serves all our support. Dinshah has no creed; he is a great orator. He 
will give us the Truth, the sure Truth. Let the Affiliates give him 
Affidavits of what Spectro-Chrome did for them. Do not delay. Give 
him the Radio Station. He can broadcast Attuned Color Waves even— 
it needs a volume of money. Let us collect it for him. That day will 
soon come.” (Applause) 

Dinshah thanked all for their exemplary sympathy and said 
that his Dinshah Impartial will be graftless newspaper, taking no sides 
and no advertisements. His Radio Station too will broadcast solely for 
education and will accept no money for jamming the Ether by useless 
advertising jargon. The program of operation will be formulated 
soon. The Radio Station will be free for public use and educational 
service— a unique idea.

Meeting Of Thursday, June 4, 1942 


Successful Use Of Spectro-Chrome In:—Accident, Pain, Skin Disorder, 
Piles, Sinusitis, Exhaustion, Backache, Varicose Veins, Rupture. 


Reported By:—-EMMA SCHROEDER, Recorder 


Deputy Frank Burns was in the chair. 

As usual, the communication from the Secretary of the Institute to 
the Planet Commission was read by the Deputy, who emphasized each 
paragraph, explaining the Lecture Series and the Course, on Occultism, 
both of which are to be conducted in Milwaukee in July, as well as the 
change in plans by the Council Of Trustees, which decided to conduct the 
Resident Experimental Course also in Milwaukee. 

Questioning by the Deputy Burns disclosed that over ninety percent 
of the Affiliates present at this Meeting, did not receive the May issue of 
Spectro-Chrome, to date. - | 

The two paragraphs in the Editorial Remarks in reply to the First 
St. Louis Missouri Planet, which appeared in the May 1942 Issue of 
*“Spectro-Chrome,” relative to the Chemical Elements and Atcowa Green, 
were read by the Deputy and the merits of this Atcowa were praised. 

By-Laws 82 to 95, inclusive, were read by Emil Egide and the Deputy 
defined and explained the various By-Laws. Particular mention was 
given By-Law 92, “Radium And X-Rays.” Their dangers were explained. 

“Is X-Ray photography, as is used when purchasing a pair of shoes, 
harmful?” was the question raised by Ethel Schott. In the opinion of 
the Deputy, that is not meant by “X-Ray Irradiation.” 

Theodore Mohrhusen stated that By-Law 87 answered his question 
on “First Aid” satisfactorily. 

Margaret L. was in doubt as to whether, upon entering a Hospital 
for training, it is necessary to notify the Institute and whether it con- 
flicted with the By-Laws. | 

“Liability, Guarantee or Warranty,” “Spectro-Chrome for Disorders,” 
‘“Spectro-Chrome Tonation System” the culmination of Dinshah’s Labor- 
ious Researches and “Definitions Of The Spectro-Chrome Tonation Sys- 
tem’? were read by Leocadia Merwitz. 

The Deputy spoke on the Attributes of the various Atcowas in 
Spectro-Chrome, saying that this Chart is the work of a lifetime and not 
one of us present would be able to produce a Chart of this kind as Col- 
onel Dinshah did. Affiliates were advised to spend all possible time in 
studying it, as much information can be obtained from it. “Too few 
of us refer to the Home Guide when an injury occurs or in a Disorder 
and that ‘book’ is certainly worth the study of anyone” is the Deputy’s 
opinion. ‘Too many of us see only the surface,” continued Deputy Burns. 
We see only the top of Spectro-Chrome and should study more of it. 

In response to the Deputy’s request for Case Reports, Emil E. 
reported the following case :— 

A. S., age 68, Female: accident; fell and severely injured Areas 1 
and 18. In medical terms this would be termed “Concussion.” Was dis- 
covered 15 or 20 minutes later in an unconscious condition. Badly bruised. 
Apparently, this Sufferer did not know she was going to fall for arms 
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were not extended to balance or protect herself. Kardoscil 76, Spiroscil 
24. Very much excited and could not talk coherently. Commenced Ir- 
radiation with Atcowas Green, Indigo and Magenta. Was able to leave 
the bed after the second day. That does not mean she was normalated. 
Normalation required about three weeks. Completed with Atcowas 
Lemon and Yellow, to accelerate motion, for she was quite stiff. Prior 
to this injury, the Sufferer’s life was practically saved at another time 
for she was completely burned with Ultra-Violet Rays. For the second 
time, she is very grateful for Spectro-Chrome. This Sufferer’s mental 
condition was such, that she fancied she possessed all the Disorders which 
the magazines mention in their advertisements: Halitosis, B.O., Athlete’s 
Foot, et cetera.” (Deputy Burns added: “Use Camels,—they give you a 
lift!”’) Applause. 
Another Case Report was given by Emma Schroeder as follows:— 


One week before Colonel Dinshah’s last visit here in April, 1942, 
Emma’s mother, Ottilie K., (an Educational Student), in a spirit of help- 
fulness went at the electric wringer and mangled her finger. It was in 
such torn condition that the sight of it nauseated her. After the finger 
was caught, she pulled it out without releasing the pressure. Emma was 
tempted to call a Medical Doctor who lives only two doors away—thought 
it required stitching. However, on second thought, she decided “Spectro- 
Chrome must show what it can do.” Kardoscil rose, due to shock, so 
Atcowa Purple was irradiated on Area 4 immediately to decrease sensi- 
tivity to pain. Then, two Tonations of Orange Local were given followed 
by four weeks of Indigo Local, one Tonation a day. The finger is mended 
completely, WITHOUT STITCHING OR TAPING. Indigo, which con- 
tains one-quarter Green, arrested the Pus condition completely. A rel- 
ative who saw this finger at its worst, said to Emma, “How calm your 
mother is with a finger like that!” One of our Normalators, who also 
saw it, said, “And you are smiling with a finger like that?” She volun- 
tarily replied: “Why shouldn’t I? This finger hasn’t caused me an hour’s 
Pain or cost me an hour’s sleep.”” Circulation is not completely re:estab- 
lished in the injured member yet, but this Sufferer is seventy-seven years 
of age and is still hopeful of restoring that, for she has been on the Ra- 
tional Food Of Man for over six years (June 1, 1936.) There is. indica- 
tion of the nail coming off, but the new nail is already forming. This 
finger bled for days; at first blood, then serum, exuded and Emma believes 
that that is what prevented undue Swelling. Laurels again go to Spectro- 
Chrome! !! (Applause.) 

Anita E. confirmed what Emma reported, for she saw the Sufferer’s 
finger since it is mended and in her opinion, it was “a masterpiece in heal- 
ing which Spectro-Chrome performed.” 

Otto Lutz, Past Deputy of the Milwaukee Planet, reported the fol- 
lowing cases :— 

1. A. F., age 58, Male. Skin Disorder of long standing. Tried 
many other methods first, for a long time, without results. Then tried 
Spectro-Chrome, which set him right in four months, three Tonations a 
week. Atcowas used were Yellow, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 18 and Lemon Sys- 
temic. 

2. R.H., age 33, Male. Case of “Piles” of long standing. Opera- 
tion was advised, but Sufferer refused. Then used Spectro-Chrome for 
two months with success. Yellow on Areas 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 and Orange 
and Indigo Local were irradiated. 
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3. L. S., age 30, Female. Sinus Disorder with much Pain. After 
using Spectro-Chrome three weeks, felt like herself again. Lemon and 
Yellow Systemic were the Atcowas used. 


4. M.D., age 72, Female. Run down condition. No “pep,” no ap- 
petite and could not sleep well. Tried other methods first without results. 
After the second week of Spectro-Chrome, appetite returned, could sleep 
fairly well and started to do housework. She remarked, “I now know I 
will be well again, but I want to continue with Spectro-Chrome for a while 
longer.” Green Systemic, Front and Back were given. 

». SS. Y.R., age 18, Female. Pains all over her Body. A recent case. 
Atcowa used was Turquoise ( five Systemic); all pain left and she was 
well again. 

Discussion proceeded on the Case Reports: With reference to Case 
number “3,” Theodore M. stated that he suffered with Sinus Disorder so 
severely that he would strike his head against the wall. He normalated 
the Disorder in five Turquoise Tonations. With each Tonation, the period 
of Pain lessened in duration. Theodore could not understand how Lemon 
could normalate Sinus Disorder whereas his case was corrected with 
Ultra-Green, Turquoise. Said he had perfect results. 


The Deputy held the opinion that Green, three-quarters of which 
exists in both Lemon as well as Turquoise, obtained the results. 

Discussion on Sinus Disorder continued: 

Leocadia M. said she knew of a case a few years ago in which a man 
had Sinus Disorder for thirty years. Was required to remain away from 
his work for three months. ‘Was completely normalated with Lemon and 
Magenta. | 

e Otto L. agreed with the Recorder that Sinus Disorder and Bronchial 
Disorder are closely allied and Atcowa Lemon was suggested. 

With reference to case Number “5,” Otto reported that this Sufferer 
was completely bent over with Pain. Two Turquoise Tonations brought 
Ovelim and all Pain left. 

Skin Disorders were discussed and the Deputy remarked that, usually, 
many other methods are used in Skin Disorders before Spectro-Chrome 
is sought. 

Case Number “1” also used Cocoanut Oil. Otto finds that people 
do not drink sufficient water; many cannot remember the last time they 
partook of a swallow of water! 

“Piles” were also discussed. 

The Deputy reminded that seventy-five or more per cent. of Disorders 
of the Human Body result from “Constipation.” That is why. we are to 
abstain from certain foods. Yellow is the proper Atcowa for faulty 
Elimination. 

Norma F. is desirous of having the Affiliates know that her mother 
has become a Spectro-Chrome enthusiast, whereas, formerly, she had a 
hundred excuses for its non-use. She did not like the idea of using the 
Favorscope. Said, the neighbor never used it, but takes her Tonations 
during her noonday siesta. Norma pointed out that this was not the 
proper way to do. At last, Norma’s mother’s joints became so painful, 
Kardoscil was low, Spiroscil was high, that she finally resorted to regular 
Spectro-Chrome Tonations. They proved beneficial but still Spectro- 
Chrome did not receive the proper credit. A year and a half ago, she 
wrenched her back. The proper Atcowas were advised, but, strangely, 
the Disorder grew worse. Her mother has an “odd way” of “placing” 
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the slides, so, while the latter was under Tonation, Norma decided to 
enter the room and investigate.

Alice B. told of a case of Gall Bladder Disorder which existed for 
thirty-five years. This Sufferer did not tonate with head to the North 
and Favorscope hours were not followed. Upon questioning as to how 
he felt, the reply was “ ‘It’ is going away. Formerly I had the Doctor 
every three weeks.” 

“It is not the proper way to use Spectro-Chrome,” said the Deputy. 
Some find the best time to use it is at eleven o’clock at night. Some per- 
mit the Atcowas to shine on the wall instead of the Body. Most people 
like to do things their own way and dislike to follow instructions. When 
we issue instructions, we must be sure they are properly given and proper- 
ly understood. His wife once used three slides instead of two! ! !

Deputy Stanley Burroughs was in the chair. 

The Atcowa for discussion for the evening was Blue. 

The Deputy asked the Affiliates to tell of their experiences in various 
instances where they used the Blue. | 

Virginia G. said she used the Blue very successfully in a number of 
instances of Fever and Irritations. Another mentioned that successful 
results were obtained in using it for Sunburn. Others used the Blue suc- 
cessfully in various degrees of Burns. The Deputy stated that if Spectro- 
Chrome be only good for Burns alone, it would be worth while having, as 
it seems like nearly every member of a modern family is getting burned 
at one time or another! Nothing works so rapidly in healing a Burn as 
Spectro-Chrome. It was noted by some that Blue caused perspiration. 
Blue is refreshing and cooling. Evaporation of the Sweat drops, from 
the Body, results in a lowering of the Body Temperature. Many noticed 
that when using the Blue after a hard day’s work, it very definitely re- 
lieved fatigue and took the tired feeling away. Thus Blue is a great 
Vitality Builder.

The Affiliates 
were advised to enroll by Monday,. June 8th, if they wanted Colonel Din- 
shah to give the Course on Occultism. 
| Sub-Deputy said according to communication, Affiliates complained 
about “too much theory.” She was very sorry to hear about : com- 
plaint; she realized that the First Volume of Spectro-Chrome Metry En- 
cyclopaedia deals with nothing but Theory and Fundamentals of Spectro- 
Chrome Metry so she was letting it entirely up to the Affiliates if we 
should continue with the First Volume or not. No one voiced their opin- 
ion. She then asked Charles S. what he thought. He said one had to 
have a foundation and he thought it was necessary to study the First 
Volume. She then asked the Affiliates if they wanted to continue the 
study of the First Volume. There was no response; she then asked them 
if she could take their silence as consent and asked them to raise their 
hands if it were agreeable. All Hands Went Up! 

Sub-Deputy said “I wonder how many of you look forward to the 
First Thursday of each month. We come here with a common interest, 
to become better acquainted with the Science of Spectro-Chrome Metry. 
This should be a Meeting of vital, personal interest to each of you. ‘No 
man yet hateth his own flesh,’ but truly we are vitally interested in our 
Bodies.

He complied by reading By-Laws 87-92 inclusive. In regards to Sec- 
tion 1, By-Law 87, he said any one may be in an Accident and may be 
taken to Hospital as one may be unconscious due to fractured skull; under 
these conditions one may be in the Hospital for several weeks. It would 
not be advisable to move Sufferer with fractured skull. This would not 
be a Violation. 

Question—Would it be advisable to use Spectro-Chrome on Fractured 
Skull if it were possible? a 

_Answer—By all means, it would certainly help conditions. 
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Clemens N. said he knew of a Boy who had Fractured Skull; the 
Bone protruded into the Brain; had to wait 2 weeks to determine before 
they operated. An operation of this sort is permissible; it is Construc- 
tive Surgery. 

He said in regards to By-Law 88 to have a Tooth or Teeth extracted 
would not*be a Violation, if the methods employed be freezing the Gums 
or blocking the Nerves; it would he advisable to tonate with Green and 
Magenta 4-18, as these methods are bound to affect Areas 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10. 

Question—What to do after Teeth are extracted for Soreness? 

Answer—Soreness can be stopped by Turquoise or Indigo. 


Question—-How about Abscessed Teeth? 

Answer—Swelling or Boil next to a Tooth does not always indicate 
an Abscessed Tooth. It depends if the Swelling should successively 
occur, then it is not always advisable to have Tooth extracted. 

Charles S. said X-Rays of Abscessed Teeth did not always prove suc-. 
cessful, as they did not show the Abscess. 

Clemens N. said this was true; some times they just cast a shadow. 

Charles S. said his wife has had Pyorrhea for years and the Doctor 
can not understand how her Teeth are holding out! They-said they at- 
tribute this to Spectro-Chrome. Of course the Dentist does not know 
about this. 

Question—Was he not right in assuming that she used Indigo on 
Area 1 for some time? 

Answer—Yes. | | 

Clemens N. said in regard to By-Law 89, that if one has an Ingrown 
Toe Nail, to have it taken care by Chiropodist; this would be permissible 
and is not Violation. 

He said he read an article on “How to Keep Well” in the Saturday 
Evening Post. It suggested to use a 2 x 4, round the edges, walk on it 
and in this way the arches can be raised, he said it was a wonderful sug- 
gestion on how to help ourselves the most natural way. 

Charles S. said a Rolling Pin could be used instead. 

Question—Would not Orange Local be beneficial also? 

Answer—yYes. 

Question—Would Orange be beneficial on enlarged painful Joint? 

Answer—For inflamed Joint, use Indigo, walk and wear proper foot 
wear. 
In regards to By-Law 90, he said it has been his experience that after 
a short time after using Spectro-Chrome, the Eyes go through a change; 
he said he usually advises to wait a while before having glasses changed, 
because it has been his experience that one did not need as strong Lenses. 

Question—The usual procedure in going to an Optometrist was they 
invariably use Eye Drops; was this permissible? 

Answer—Drops in the Eyes paralyze the Eye Muscles. 

Charles S. said when his wife was under the guidance of the Institute, 
they advised against the use of Drops in the Eyes. 

Question—Is it permissible to use Boric Acid to bathe the Eyes? 

Answer—One could use a Salt solution just as well. Why did she 
want to use Boric Acid? Was it just because some one said it was good? 
Answer—Yes. He said it was not necessary with Spectro-Chrome. 

Question—What Color do you use on the Eyes? 

Answer—According to the condition, either the Infra-Green or the 
Ultra-Green. 
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Rosannah B. said several years ago she had 2 Styes; they were in- 
ward Styes and she had to have them eemoved. y y 


It was suggested if she should ever be pothered with them to let 
them ripen and not have them removed by force. She said the Tear 
Glands were affected. 


_ _ Question—Was Stye due to Glandular Disorders and whenever there 
is Inflammation in some other part of the Body, for example Rhinitis, is 
there not also an accompanying affection elsewhere in Body, for example 
Sexual Organs? 

Answer—Cannot answer, as he did not know. 

In regards to By-Law 91. A woman came for Tonation; her Verte- 
brae were always out of place and she had to go constantly to a Chiro- 
practor. One day after having been to the Chiropractor, she came for 
Tonation and used Spectro-Chrome. Some time after this Tonation, the 
Vertebrae again became displaced; he suggested to have them replaced 
and that was the last time she had to go and that was 3 years ago. 


He said that he also knew of a young man who has been using 
Spectro-Chrome and his Back seemed out of place. Just recently while 
sitting at a table there was a twitching in his Back and everything is in 
place.

She said with hot weather approaching, it was a timely subject to 
talk about Sun Burn. 

Clemens N. said with summer coming on one will hear about Sun 
Stroke. 

The Recorder said she would like to make a suggestion. She read 
in the First volume of Spectro-Chrome Magazine, that Dinshah said Ma- 
genta could be used very successfully on Area 4, that regardless of the 
condition that Magenta being 14 Red and 1% Violet, the pulse would se- 
lect the 14 that was needed and the other 14 would be thrown into the 
Aura. 

Clemens N. said this was right. If one be in doubt as to what to 
do use Magenta on Area 4. 

He said, several years ago a woman had a Boil on Area 5 and she 
used Magenta Local and normalated. He asked her why she used Magenta 
and she said she thought that if Magenta was good for Area 4, it would 
also be good for Area 5. He asked her how long it took to normalate;

In a severe case of Sun Burn the new Skin is very tender; in some 
cases it has taken 6 to 8 months before it blended in with the rest of the 
Skin. 

Henrietta L. wanted to know how one could strike the happy medium ; 
in Winter there is not enough Sun and in Summer there is too much Sun? 
Discussion followed. 

Case Reports followed :— 

A case was reported for Frances S. by Clemens N. Her mother be- 
came very sick; for 2 days was in coma; used Orange 8, 9 and 10 and Tur- 
quoise; then two days later her father became very ill; the same Atcowas 
were used on him and he was normalated. 

Johanna S. reported her sister E. B. had a swollen Hand; used Tur- 
quoise Atcowa, did not look good; a Red line began to appear; she called 
Clemens N., then used Orange Atcowa Magenta 4-18. Stripe was 14 inch 
wide; tried to pick with a needle; is much better now. Clemens N. said 
with Spectro-Chrome never pick any sore. It will leave a scar; use 
Orange Atcowa or follow Spectro-Chrome Instructions for Boils.

Championship Of Spectro-Chrome Metry.

Dear Sirs, 

With great appreciation I wish to thank Colonel Dinshah again for 
the honor he bestowed upon me at the Twenty-second Annual Con- 
vention, at the Milwaukee Auditorium, by offering me the scholarship 
of a Normalator course and also presenting me with a set of “Spectro- 
Chrome Metry Encyclopaedia.” 

In the following paragraphs I am telling the high lights of what 
transpired in my former school, pertaining to the introduction of Spectro- 
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Chrome by way of my Career Book. 


Before I was to graduate from Junior High School, I had to make a 
Career Book for my citizenship teacher, as all citizenship students were. 
required to do. 1 chose my career as a Spectro-Chrome Normalator, 
though before this time I had thought of being a nurse, because when I 
was a little girl I always wanted to help those I thought were sick or in- 
jured in some way. 


In March 1938, my father obtained a Spectro-Chrome Equipment 
because of a cataract forming in his left eye. The result, after using 
Spectro-Chrome, was that the cataract was arrested from further growth, 
thus making an operation unnecessary. In addition, Spectro-Chrome nor-" 
malated burns, sprained ankle, heart disorder, ear disorder, grippe, sore 
throat, head and chest colds, severe injury to hand, and minor injuries 
in our family of five. This gave me sufficient proof of the value of 
Spectro-Chrome and also convinced me that this method of healing is far 
superior to that of the medical profession. It is far more pleasing to lie 
on a bed in a warm room, relaxed while taking a tonation for one hour 
per day, than to take medicines and injections or to be taken to a Hospital 
to be operated on, which are all very unpleasant and even dangerous. In 
comparison with other methods of healing, Spectro-Chrome is so remark- 
ably simple and agreeable, when proper technique is followed as directed 
in the “Home Guide,” that one who has not yet experienced or witnessed 
its work, can hardly believe it. That is why I decided to make my career 
a Spectro-Chrome Normalator. 

After our books were corrected by the teacher he questioned me as 
to what the duties of a Spectro-Chrome Normalator were. I explained 
this to the class and also that only 600 hours of intensive study would 
be required on a set of three volumes of the Spectro-Chrome Encyclopaedia 
before the Final Examination. He also said he would keep my folder for 
the present for further investigation, because Spectro-Chrome has been 
practically unheard of in this school. He had never heard of it before 
and he considered it a worthwhile topic to discuss and for the benefit 
of the class, as well as for himself, he asked more questions and also let 
the other students discuss it in general. In one question I was asked, 
“In what way can Spectro-Chrome benefit a sick person?” In answer 
to this I said it would gestore the person to normal when the proper At- 
tunded Color Waves and prescribed food (Dinshah’s Rational Food Of 
Man) were used as directed in the “Home Guide” and that this will re- 
establish the proper chemical balance in the body. I mentioned that an 
Itisometer could be used to indicate chemicals lacking in the body. Each 
color is capable of producing a number of chemical effects. I also told 
the importance of taking the tonations on time, in a warm, darkened room, 
according to the “Favorscope,” as this science works in conjuction with 
the Solar System. I said, in construction of the Slides, that certain kind 
of glass, imported from Europe, was mathematically graded and then used. 
At this point I was interrupted by a student, the daughter of a medical 
doctor, who said that she was going to find out about the originator. Some- 
time before this I had given her my Career Book in which I had an old 
introductory pamphlet which had the name of the former Distributor 
on it. I covered this name with a piece of adhesive tape but when 
the book was returned to me I noticed that it was torn off and was 
replaced. I knew her father had done it. I also had given her the leaflet 
bearing the testimonies given in the New York State Supreme Court, 
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which were published in the newspapers of Buffalo, New York. I told 
her to write to the'New York State Supreme Court, but instead she wrote 
to the American Medical Association.

In one of these a 
boy in the class got up, when I asked him and repeated the same thing 
he told me outside of class. He said that his aunt’s condition of asthma 
of long standing, was normalated by her Spectro-Chrome equipment. 

The next day the medical doctor’s daughter approached me in the 
hall, again denouncing Spectro-Chrome. In answer to her remarks I said 
that Dinshah’s Spectro-Chrome Institute has innumerable cases of test- 
imonies from the affiliates and others who benefited by the use of Spectro- 
Chrome. To this she replied that the testimonies were bought just like 
people who are paid for saying they like a certain soap because it is 
better for some reason. I then said this was not true and for further in- 
formation she could obtain copies of Dinshah’s trials from the New York 
State Supreme Court in Buffalo, New York.

Deputy Frank S. Burns occupied the chair. 

The communication from President Dinshah was read. Students were 
requested to urge absentees to display more enthusiasm in this great 
Cause and in these trying times when our loyalty and interest are being 
tested. Expressions of amazement and disappointment swept over the au- 
merce when it learned that about 1,000 Students did not renew their Af- 

iation. 

Regarding the use of Express in place of the Mails, Sub-Deputy Theo- 
dore Mohrhusen informed the Affiliates that there is an Express Agency 
in West Allis, on 73d and Greenfield. The Recorder let it be known that 
the main downtown office of the Express Company in Milwaukee, is open 
all hours for accepting packages, but not for executing Money Orders. She 
was there on Sunday. 

The newspaper article ‘Colonel Ghadiali, Malaga Healer, acts as own 
Lawyer in Postal Case,’’ which appeared in the Courier-Post, Camden, 
New Jersey on Saturday, February 27, 1943 was read by the Deputy. 

The Deputy: “You can see from this article that Colonel Dinshah is not 
resting on his oars and is going to do everything HE can and as mem- 
bers of this Organization we ought to do everything WE can to assist and 
encourage him in his noble efforts.” 

The reading of the Bill of Complaint against the Post Office Fraud 
Order followed. 

The Deputy: “You heard the opening shots. What is your opinion? 
Is there anything about it you observed?” 

Theodore Mohrhusen: “The petition which you read to us, is, in my 
opinion, the only thing that will accomplish the effect we want, that is, to 
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restore the mailing right of the Institute. None could do any more than 
Colonel Dinshah did. I am sure he will be able to follow through and we 
will be able to back him.” 


The Deputy (to the audience) : “Do you feel that is the proper method 
and do you feel the same way as Mohrhusen?” Audience: “Yes!” 


Theodore Mohrhusen continued: “The fact that the case is being 
taken to a Court of Equity! Do you know that we are just as much af- 
fected by this Fraud Order and each one of us has a right to complain in 
this matter as we are all affected by the revocation of the Mailing Priv- 
ileges?”’ 

Deputy Burns: “Every member is affected in that he or she is not 
permitted to send mail in the regular mailing process. Many people con- 
siderably removed from large centers, depending on Spectro-Chrome for 
the correction of a Disorder, rely upon the Central Office and are affected 
to such an extent that they should complain to the Postmaster General. 
They are denied a right to which they are entitled.” 


Rose Helminak: “Why can’t we all write letters? I have a letter all 
ready. I can face them any time and I don’t care about what they do to 
me. I will tell them what I think of them and what Spectro-Chrome has 
done for me.” 

Deputy Burns: “Colonel Dinshah presented 27 pounds of evidence 
which was given no consideration at all and any effort we might pursue 
would be valueless. At the Convention in January we signed a Petition 
to Senator Robert M. LaFollette, asking for help and it was returned 
to Colonel Dinshah with the statement that the Senator was too busy at 
this time to give attention to the matter. So the Colonel asked the Court 
to issue a Restraint Order to permit him to receive the Mail. It will de- 
pend upon the action of the Court and what decision is rendered. The 
Planet Commission was in a meeting with Colonel Dinshah, prior to the 
Convention in January and he outlined his procedure in this particular 
case and what would be necessary to be done. What we learned from 
him leads me to believe that, eventually, the mailing rights will be re- 
stored, but, it will take time and considerable expense. . There is a pe- 
culiar condition involved. The Fraud Order was issued upon testimony 
of a Physicist, two Medical Doctors and a ‘Postal Inspector.’ Upon pres- 
entation of this ‘Evidence’ the Solicitor gave his ‘Opinion’ and the 
Postmaster General issued the Fraud Order preventing mail from reach- 
ing the Institute. This case was not heard before a Court. It was noth- 
ing more than a Hearing at which even the Defendant was not pres- 
ent. There was no Cross-Examination under the circumstances. Here is 
the peculiar angle to the whole situation: None can change the Order of 
the Postmaster General! = There are other ways of approaching it and 
Dinshah is familiar with those ways and this is the first step to approach 
it in the manner in which he expects to get Justice. There having been 
no Trial, no Court, only a hearing, it cannot be appealed. To bring this 
to a Court Action it is necessary to take the steps he is now taking. Even- 
tually a case may evolve which may result in a Trial by Court and re- 
lease of the decision of the Court. In that particular case, that decision 
can be appealed to a higher Court in which Dinshah expects to play his 
card and reobtain the mailing privileges. No doubt, he will inform us, 
as time goes on and this is the first step which eventually may be decided 
in one of the higher Courts of the United States. In the meantime, we 
should be loyal and encourage others to renew Affiliation. The American

people are peculiar. The little matter of having a photo taken and sent 
in for continuing. Affiliation, is sufficient to make them give up the matter. 
That should not be a burden or a difficulty, to have a picture taken and 
sent in for a purpose of record and protection to each one concerned. 
Prior to this method, there have been frauds committed. People sought 
admission on another’s Card, but, with the use of the photo on the card, 
none but the Affiliate can obtain admission to the Meetings. That is as 
it should be; otherwise, we might open the Meetings to the general public 
and the Lord only knows what would happen. That cannot be tolerated 
and we must remain a closed Organization.” 


As March First is an important and memorable day in the life of our 
President Dinshah and marks the anniversary of his release from unjust 
incarceration in Atlanta Penitentiary, the Recorder read the Good 
Thought for that day, “Release.” Each Good Thought in Colonel Din- 
shah’s book by that name, is a Gem in itself and several others were also 
read: “Officers”, “Sabbath”, “Teacher”, “Garden”, “Links”, “Usefulness”’, 
“Rath”, “Silence”, “Spring”, “Reputation”, “Insult” and ‘Newspaper’. 
(Applause. ) 

Case Reports were called and Eleanor L., an ardent lover and en- 

thusiast of our Science, submitted the following: 
(1.) Paul F., age 1, had an Infection. in his Hand due to biting himself 
in the thumb. The family Doctor was called, but was out of town. His 
assistant advised the mother to place the Hand in hot water or apply hot 
compresses. Following his advice, the Infection spread into the Hand 
and up into the Arm. The mother of Paul called her mother Grace W., 
one of our Affiliates and told her what was about it. Grace, an enthusi- 
astic Benefit Student, went to see the baby. She told her daughter the 
child was dangerously ill and needed quick attention. So she bundled the 
baby and took the mother Myrtle and the baby and father back to her 
house. She placed the child under Turquoise. She and the father then 
came after me. I could not leave just then, so told her to take my Ther- 
mometer and take the child’s Temperature and come for me right after 
dinner. She did this. When she returned she said: ‘Paul’s Temperature 
is 104 Degrees; his Kardoscil is 88 and Spiroscil 48 and try as I will, it 
will not come different.’ She said: ‘Myrtle took it and I took it and we 
got the same:’ My eyes about popped out of my head. I said: ‘Good Gra- 
cious! The child is gasping!’ Grace said: ‘IT know it! Come quick:’ So 
together we went back to her home. I collaborated Myrtle, then took 
Paul’s Kardoscil. It:was 89, Spiroscil 48. Grace had given him a Magenta 
Tonation on Area 4 before she called for me. So, on the next Favor Period, 
I tonated with Green Systemic. I said: ‘We must stop the Infection from 
travelling further.’ After this Tonation ,I again took the Kardoscil and it 
went up to 98, Spiroscil 38; that was at four o’clock in the afternoon. By 
six o’clock, his Temperature was 100. Swelling was out of the Arm to 
the Elbow, Redness now being from Elbow to the Hand. The Hand was 
puffed and Purple in color. The following Tonations were Orange and 
Yellow Local. One hour after the Yellow was irradiated, the Thumb 
opened and began to drain. After-the Hand started to drain the baby 
wanted to take food which he refused prior. He took four ounces of milk 
and eight ounces of water. Before that he had only taken about a tea- 
spoon of water: The Hand drained from one Wednesday to the follow- 
ing Wednesday. It took two weeks to complete Normalation, as a Rash 
developed on the Body and that took about a week.” 
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(2.) “Rose A., aunt and guardian of Frank G., aged 8, rented a Spectro- 
Chrome as Collaborator. Frank was very ill with Rheumatic Fever. The 
Medical Doctor was called in before they came for Spectro-Chrome. He 
had been ill from Tuesday until Saturday, when she came for Spectro- 
Chrome. The Fever varied from 102 to 104 Degrees. Kardoscil was 79, 
Spiroscil 19. Turquoise Systemic,-Green Systemic and Magenta on Areas 
4 and18. He was normalated in one week.” 
(3.) Alice K., aged 29, was also normalated by Spectro-Chrome. She had 
a Pain in the Leg from the Calf to the Hip and. could hardly walk. Lemon 
Systemic, Indigo Local and Turquoise Systemic, Magenta on Areas 4 and 
18 and was normalated in 19 Tonations. Kardoscil 80, Spiroscil 16. (Ap- 
plause greeted Eleanor L.) | | 

Theodore M. was interested in the baby case, as he is the father of 
four himself. He wondered how this small baby. could become so in- 
fected. He said: “There must have been something wrong in the feeding 
or somewhere, to cause so much Pus to collect. At home, we can tell in 
one day if our children are not fed according to the Dinshah method.” 

The Deputy expressed the opinion that many Skin Disorders are 
stubborn and slow to normalate. He knew of a child where the relatives 
commenced Tonation with Atcowa Green and natural Elimination fol- 
lowed. The apparent sluggishness was removed. 

“Then would you say that Green is the Atcowa for Constipation?” 
asked an Afiiliate. | 

“Commence with Green and turn to Yellow,” replied the Deputy as 
he explained the process of Elimination saying that putrefaction sets 
in, when we do not have proper Elimination. 

Past Deputy Otto H. L., from whose manner of tonating Sufferers 
much may be learned, also, submitted the following cases: 
(1.) Theodore K., aged 48, male, Lumbago.. Tried other methods with- 
out results. Spectro-Chrome Orange set him right in one week and he 
returned to his work. 
(2.) Alfred G., age 40, male. No Back Elimination for five days. Spec- 
tro-Chrome Orange and Yellow, alternated. Four Tonations produced 
two “large” Back Eliminations after everything else failed him. Spec- 
tro-Chrome set him right. 
(3.) Marie G., age 34, female. Has an 8-year-old son with a bad Skin 
Disorder on Chin and up to the Ears, back of Neck and on Left Thumb, 
with a very thick crust. His mother said it was called “Impetigo!” 
Spectro-Chrome Green Systemic, Indigo Local, normalated the boy in 
two weeks’ time. Another healing method was tried first without re- 


sults. 

(4.) Albert W., aged 62, male, Sciatica, of three months’ duration. Took 
Injections four times a week from Medical Doctor, without success. 
Spectro-Chrome Yellow on Areas 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10, Lemon and Indigo 
Local were irradiated and he returned to work in 3 weeks. 

(5.) Emil B., age 60, male, had what he called “Chronic Bronchitis”— 
with Loss of Voice. Kardoscil 120, Spiroscil 28. The severe Cough pre- 
vented him from sleeping. After Lemon Systemic Front and Back, one 
week, he started to expel large “chunks” of sputum in quantity. Both 
feet were swollen. Atcowas Lemon Systemic and Magenta on Areas 4 
and 18 were given and he returned to work in six weeks. 
(6.) Gordon K., age 25, male. He came in a.rundown condition. Pains 
in Area 1. He was possessed of a “Phobia” and was afraid to cross 
bridges and also afraid to handle knives. Yellow Systemic was irradi- 
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ated and he said he felt somewhat better after the first Tonation. The 
next day, he reported he slept all night which he had not done for weeks. 
He was normalated in 14 Tonations of the Yellow Attuned Color Wave. 
(Applause. ) | | 

Colonel Dinshah’s very best wishes to all Affiliates were conveyed 
by Anita Enders who said she had spoken by telephone to Colonel Din- 
shah the preceding evening. (Applause.) 

Rose H. said she had a severe Cold on New Year’s day and cannot 
free herself of it. Hoarseness is present. Took Tonations for over two 
weeks and would like to know what Atcowas to irradiate while await- 
ing Free Guidance from the Institute. She was advised by Deputy Burns 
that that is a difficult thing to do without knowledge of the Kardoscil 
and Spiroscil and oher particulars. Rose said at one time it was K. 84, 
Sp. 18. Atcowa Lemon was suggested. 

Eleanor Luedtke emphatically replied that she will always remem- 
ber Dinshab mentioning that Orange is the Atcowa for stubborn Con- 
gestion. 

Emma Schroeder also remembered it and recalled that Dinshah 
stated that the Lemon Wave would “work better” after the use of 

range. 
_ Deputy Burns demonstrated on the blackboard how to go deeper 
into the Mogen David. 

Marie K.’s 17-year-old daughter normalated a Toothache in ten min- 
utes by using Indigo. Another daughter used the same Atcowa for a 
stiff Neck and the Pain was almost gone the following morning. Marie 
raised the question as to what Atcowa to use for frozen Ears or Toes. 
She was advised by the Deputy that the Infra-Green Division of the 
Spectrum is to be irradiated in such Disorders. There was discussion as 
to whether Indigo was the proper Atcowa to use in the case of a stiff 
Neck as the Disorder may have cleared by itself during sleep. 

Sub-Deputy Theodore Mohrhusen explained the impurities in the 
Blood and improper Circulation in such Disorders. 

Marie K. asked, “Why do some people require so much more sleep 
than others? I, for instance, need ten hours and my daughter can get 
along with only five.” | 

Evert Dahlke: “Proper Food!”’ 

Deputy Burns: “Wrong living!” 

Marie K.: “She eats the same as I do and she is my own child. I 
cannot understand it!” | 

Deputy Burns: “Before I used Spectro-Chrome, I required eight and 
ten hours of sleep. Now I seldom retire before midnight and rise at 


6:30.” 
Otto Lutz: “Possibly the daughter is a lighter eater than the 


mother.” 

Frederick Kneppreth: “Some cases are slower to respond. When 
the Sun is not visible very much, it is possible that the Aura becomes 
affected.” 

Alice Brown stated her Slides are in Malaga for repair. She had a 
Cold and used citrus foods in the evening with good results. 

Deputy Burns related how a friend, who knew of a “cure-all” for 
Pain recommended an Aspirin tablet with Baking Soda. That took care 
of every Pain he ever had. Another friend who became ill on a hunt- 
ing expedition in the wilds of Canada, tried it and was never so sick in 


his life! 
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Olga Lenosek: “Are Contagious Diseases communicable?” 

d Deputy Burns: “Yes! It depends upon the resistance of the indi- 
vidual.” 

Ethel Schott: “I wondered if the Eclipse had any effect on Epidem- 
ics. Measles are prevalent in our school.” 

Frederick Kneppreth believed that was one of the reasons why 
Dinshah advocated sleeping in separate beds, to prevent spread of Con- 
tagion. | 

The Deputy replied to Ethel’s question by stating that Dinshah 
spoke of that at length and how we humans are subject to Epidemics 
depending upon the action of our Respiratory Organs. When the breath- 
ing processes are out of order, we become what the Doctors call “sus- 
ceptible’ to Disorders. 

An Affiliate was not clear on “Systemic” Tonations or the length of 
Tonations. The Deputy informed her. 

Dave E.’s wife has severe Sinus Disorder and Headache. She took 
many Laxatives. 

Emma Schroeder finds lubricating the Nostrils with warm Cocoa- 
nut Oil often opens the Sinuses and causes them to drain. 

An Affiliate travelled a distance of 86 miles, from Oshkosh, Wiscon- 
sin, to attend the Planet Meeting. The Deputy expressed congratula- 
tions. 

It was an interesting meeting, conducted in a dignified manner and 
deserving of an even better attendance. The Affiliates present numbered 
113.

Stiermann to 
read the article which appeared in the Courier-Post, of Camden, N. J.,

Communication from the Principal Office was read by the Recorder. 
The rough proof of Bill Of Complaint And Petition For Temporary Re- 
straint Order And Injunction In The Federal District Court was dis- 
cussed. 

Case Reports by Clemens N.:— 

(1.) Robert P., age 15, Ratio 72-19. Swollen Ankle with constant Fever, 
was 3 months in bed; still had swollen Ankle; last 2 months Swelling in 
Right Arm; Medical Doctor drained it, the Joint and no result. M.D. 
first said it was Rheumatism; boy would sit at home; no interest in any- 
thing. Turquoise Systemic, Yellow Areas 6 to 11, Magenta on Areas 
4-18, also Scarlet Areas 4-18. Swelling did not recur since Tonation 
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started. Is an entirely different boy. Mother well pleased and will be- 
come an Affiliate. | . 
(2.) Paul L., age 64, Ratio 84-21. Dizzy spells while working, had to 
sit down followed by cold and hot spells, plenty of Belching and expel- 
ling of gases. Yellow and Orange Systemic, Magenta on Area 4-18, nor- 
malated in a few days. Well pleased. 
(3.) Blondeia C., age 40. Ratio 72 to 17. Pains in Lower Back to 
Ankle, very severe; cannot lie on back, Belching and gas in Area 8 but 
cannot expel it. Suffers from Cold Feet and Constipation since child- 
hood, Headaches and Vomiting spells for days; feels weak cannot stoop 
down or walk for any distance. Green, Yellow, Orange, Red Systemic, 
Magenta and Scarlet Area 4-18. Feels much better; no Headache, Vom- 
iting or Belching and is pleased. Had to leave town. 
(4.) Thomas H., age 53, Ratio 60 to 24. Sprained Back, Osteopathic 
treatment to no avail. Orange Systemic Back 1 Tonation and‘is well. 
(5.) Robert S., age 51, Ratio 72 to 18. Had been to M.D. for Stiff Legs, 
very painful, could hardly stand up.

SAYS X RAYS ARE NOT NEW 


Views Of Dinshah Pestanji Ghadiali, the Indian Scientist. 
Principle An Old One, He Declares. 


The “Parsee Edison’? Says Many Discoveries Are Made In His Country — 
His Plans Here. 


Dinshah Pestanji Ghadiali, known in India as the “Parsee Edison,” 
late electrician to His Highness Maharaj Rana Sahib of Dholpur, Central 
India, and also late Telephone Superintendent of Dholpur State, is in this 
city on a tour of the world. 

It was Dinshah who electrified the members of the Aldine Club Mon- 
day night, on the occasion of their jubilee reception, by impromptu re- 
marks, in the course of which he said the principle of the Rontgen X rays 
was not new in the East. 

Dinshah yesterday explained to a reporter for THE NEW YORK 
TIMES his name and the Parsee system of nomenclature. ‘“Dinshah” is 
his own name. It means “Emperor of Religion.” ‘“Pestanji” is his fath- 
er’s name. It means “One with the Holy Body.” “Ghadiali” explains his 
occupation. It means “‘watchmaker.”’ 

“A Parsee reading my visiting card,” he explained, “would know all 
about me. He would read ‘Dinshah, the son of Pestanji, the watchmaker’.”’ 

The Parsee is of slight build, and below the average height. He wears 
a small black mustache, and his coal-black hair and eyebrows and dark 
Indian skin are relieved by the large, soft, glowing black eyes common 
to the East. He talks excellent English, fluent and grammatical. Although 
not yet twenty-three years old, he has been a lecturer six years on a va- 
riety of deep subjects connected with electricity, magnetism, odic force, 
heat, light, and various phases of the vital forces. 

___ His father, a leading repairer of chronometers in. Bombay, being of 
orthodox views, was opposed to his son’s enthusiastic study of electricity 


and kindred subjects. 
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“My father went to bed at 10 o’clock,” he said. “I used then to creep 
into the room and begin my studies. I worked all night and when my 
father rose at 5 o’clock in the morning, I retired to sleep for three hours.” 

Dinshah’s ardor was unquenchable. During the lonely hours of the 
night he worked away at the manuscript of a book which was to be the 
first fruits of his studies. His father knew nothing of it. At length it 
was finished—thirty-two thousand pages in thirty-one chapters, the work 
of six years and the result of untiring effort. But it shared a fate similar 
to that which overtook the second volume of Carlyle’s “French Revolu- 
tion.” The index was already in the hands of the publishers when the 
body of the work was stolen with Dinshah’s valise at the station of Hy- 
derabad, and nothing has been heard of it since. 


Dinshah is not only a Parsee. He is a Zoroastrian. He wears a grand 
medal of the Independent Order of Good Templars, and is a member of 
those numerous societies of India and the East which believe that there 
are latent in man forces of a kind that can raise him to the condition and 
power of a god, if properly cultivated and developed. 


He never leaves his head uncovered, wearing a Parsee turban by day, 
and a tight-fitting skull cap at night. The magnetic extremities of the 
body he believes should always be covered, so as to prevent the loss of 
vital magnetism, which is otherwise always passing out of the body and 
being’ wasted. 

“From time immemorial,” he said, sitting on the edge of his bed in 
his ascetic quarters, “India has been the home of spiritual culture and 
spiritual discovery. Most of the discoveries, so-called, of modern West- 
ern science, were known in the East ages before. They were laughed at 
and ridiculed by the scientists of the West, until forced finally to take 
note of them, they changed their names and paraded them as their own 
discoveries. Mesmerism and hypnotism, knowsf for several thousand 
years in India, offer an eloquent example of this. 

“The X rays; yes! They are wonderful, indeed, ard I am probably 
the first Parsee to hear of them, for when I left India two months ago, 
there was no knowledge abroad of the discovery. . 

“The X ray is a lower manifestation of the astral light on the physi- 
cal plane, and as such has long been known to Eastern occultists. 

“The fourth dimension of matter, or the ultra-gaseous state, other- 
wise known as the ultra-magnetic state, or the radiant medium, exists 
everywhere. In the East we have always believed in it. It even exists in 
the pores of matter, and is capable of permeating the most solid body, so- 
called. Were the medium not existent, what is cohesion or repulsion? 
What is gravity? For, without the combining energy of the ultra-gas- 
eous particles, and without their correlative affinity, the whole mass of 
the world would disintegrate and fall to pieces. 

‘Tt has been known all along that light is capable of traveling with- 
out air, for the atmosphere extends only some 200 miles above the earth. 
But light can not travel without vibrations, and the astral light is the vi- 
brations of that ethereal medium which brings the light to our atmos- 

here. 
P “Some persons ask, Why can’t we see that vibration? Why is it that 
the Eastern adepts can not show to us that light as ordinary light, &c.? I 
ask, Has any Western scientist ever seen electricity moving? I might 
as well say, Let them show it to me or I will not believe in electricity. “Ah! 
but it appeals to other senses,’ you say. ‘We see the effects of electricity 
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even if we do not see it moving.’ Remember, then, electricity is a physi- 
cal agent. The astral light is an ethereal agent. Physical forces can be 
recognized by physical means; astral, or ethereal, forces can only be rec- 
ognized by the ethereal eye, which is only to be developed after passing 
a certain stage of vigorous mental culture. 

“The East has never known in its physical bearing the Rontgen X ray, 
but has known the very principle that guides it. The Eastern masters 
of the occult knew the fundamental, hidden, occult principle of the rays. 
Nobody has ever seen these rays, and they are physical. How can you, 
then, expect to see the rays which are far more ethereal? It is quite im- 
possible. If you wish to see such things as the students of Eastern yoga 
see, there is only one thing you can do. That is to develop the latent pow- 
ers in your own self. 

“It seems to me that those who study electricity and magnetism can 
not but be convinced that even some physical effects of electricity remain 
up to this time unexplained. The time will perhaps come when these un- 
known things will be recognized and acknowledged as working forces; 
when the Western scientists will lay aside some of their prejudices and, 
with an unbiased mind study the religious and spiritual side of the East, 
which has ever been and ever will remain the land of mystery.” 

Dinshah’s eyes gleam and flash when he talks, and his face illumines 
with the ardor of unquenchable enthusiasm. 

Before going to San Francisco, on his way back to India, he will de- 
liver lectures in this city. In India, his lectures have included such sub- 
jects as “Expenditure of Vital Energy, or, a Comparison Between the East 
and the West”; “Influence of the Solar System on Man”; “Sound an Ethe- 
real Force”; Odic Force or Ultra-Magnetism and the Doctrines of Zoroas- 
ter”; “Man as Master of Electricity’; “Suicide, a Vice of the Present 
Day”; “The Magic Power of Words and Incantations”, and “Thought is 
Ehergy and Will is Power.” . 

“I have come here,” he said, “to learn physical powers and to show 
to the people the existence of spiritual powers.” 

Dinshah is an ardent admirer of Tesla, with whom he has a slight 
acquaintance, and of Edison. “Only I pity them”, he said, laughing, “‘be- 
cause they don’t get time even to eat or to enjoy the luxuries of life.” 

Dinshah was the first lecturer on electric light in India. He says if 
Tesla were to go there the people would make a hero of him. 

(Editorial Remark:—The book mentioned as lost, had 3,200 pages; 
not 32,000.)

The result was that she kept becoming worse and worse 
until in desperation she finally called on Spectro-Chrome. The only thing 
that had done her any good so far was lying out in the Sun every day 
for about 2 months. The Deputy decided to have her go on the Rational 
Food Of Man for a week.

Deputy Walter Briese was in the chair; 20 Affiliates were present. 


Communication from Principal Office was read. Leaflet on “Rational 
Food Of Man” was passed around among the Affiliates for their inspec- 
tion. They decided to order 100 of these and pass them around among 
their friends. 


The Deputy read the list of books now available. 

Emil Erben said of the “Family Health Protector,” “I believe it is a 
very fine book; it is really a complete education on Health, if anyone 
wants to know the true facts. It is easy reading and does not take long 
to read it. I do not believe anybody could find fault with it. Nobody 
has been able to deny the facts that Colonel Dinshah sets forth.” The 
Deputy said, “My wife read an article about the Sun that was quite as- 
tonishing.”’ 

The remaining pages of the Fraud Order Brief were read by the 
Recorder, at the request of a majority of the Affiliates. 

The Educational Program followed and the Deputy read the Chap-

Deputy Charles J. Renn was in the chair; 83 Affiliates were present. 

Communication from the Principal Office was read; also the leaflet 
“Rational Food Of Man.” 

Case Reports followed :— 

1. Rosetta B.—I suffered from a Sore Throat for the past 17 years. 
My family Doctor told me it was a Stereptococcus Throat and that a time 
would come when I would choke to death from it. However, with three 
Local Tonations of Spectro-Chrome on Area 2, first Yellow, second Ma- 
genta and the third Yellow, I certainly feel I was normalated as it has 
been 10 months since I had a Sore ‘Throat. Many thanks to Spectro- 
Chrome. 

2. Ursula P. reported they all had Influenza. Daughter had a very 
high Fever, but, with 4 Tonations, Temperature went down to normal and 
Cough reduced. Used Blue, Turquoise and Lemon. She reported using 
Green and Lemon on a Chest Injury. 
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3. Carl W.—Bumped his Knee while at work. Used Turquoise sev- 
eral times and Swelling went down. 


4. Frank O. reported a Cold. Took Turquoise and Lemon Atcowa 
for 3 days and was normal. 


5. Leta B. reported her young daughter becomes worse during Crit- 
ical Periods. Has a Kardoscil of 152, Spiroscil 68 and gets panting for 
breath—has used Indigo and then Yellow. 


6. Grace S. said her husband suffered through a previous Eclipse so 
now watches for Eclipse and does not eat during that time. The ques- 
tion was asked if an Eclipse would have any effect if a Tonation were 
taken during that period. | 


7. Sylvia G. said she took Turquoise Systemic and then one Magenta 
and then checked her Kardoscil and Spiroscil and it was 76 and 14. She 
would like to know if she should have taken Lemon. Since all other ques- 
tions in a chart should be considered, it was difficult to say whether or 
not she should have taken Lemon. 


8. Walter H. reported he had a Disorder in Prostate Gland region

Jessie E. Ness spoke on the Breathing. She said it is the key. to what 
is going on in the Human Body. Nervousness plays an important part in 
the Body, also thinking. If we think beneficial thoughts our body will be 
attuned to them; 2/3 depends on our mental attitude. She did not think 
our Organization would trouble with a Chart if it were not of value. She 
promised to read a poem her late husband wrote about the “Dog Box.” 
She said these Equipments work because of their therapeutic value and 
not because of the shape of the box.

Deputy Lina Fischer was in the chair; 79 Affiliates were present. She 
expressed her thoughts with these words :— 


“I thank you most sincerely 

For the honor bestowed on me, 

And hope to come up to your expectation 
To be the Deputy you want me to be.” 


It was delightful to see such a large attendance. Three persons were 
denied admission, because they had no 1944 Cards. One stranger wanted 
“to buy a ticket” and was told that it was a closed meeting for Affiliates 
only. 

A “Good Thought” for February 3rd titled “Grace” was read by the 
Deputy.

Lina remarked that it was dedicated by Dinshah to his beloved wife 
Irene Grace who so efficiently works with him. The poem was absorbed 
with keen attention by the audience and a round of applause followed for 
our Secretary Irene Grace Dinshah. | 

The communication from our President Dinshah was then read by the 
Deputy who explained as she proceeded. 

Many seemed to have trouble with their Railway Express Offices. 
The Deputy offered to help any who had trouble in that respect. She 
again stressed how to send Charts and the like by the Railway Express 
Agency and showed a sample of the envelope form 6034. To make every- 
one remember the number she requested the affiliates to repeat the num- 
ber 6034 twice. Students were again reminded not to be impatient, but 
to co:operate fully with the Institute especially during this critical period. 
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Case Reports were called and Frank Cassano a Spectro-Chrome Nor- 
malator for 8 years came to the platform. He reported the first five cases. 

(1) Daughter, age 7, was celebrating the 4th of July, when she was 
burnt in eye by a firecracker. Eye puffed out, became swollen, Blister 
formed. Child writhed with Pain. Party of about 20-30 people cried 
“call a Doctor! Call a Doctor!” She was put under Spectro-Chrome. 
Frank Cassano being then new in the Science of Spectro-Chrome, was 
really frightened. He kept hearing the whispers, “Get a Doctor.” At- 
cowa Blue was used. In 15 minutes, Swelling disappeared; in 30 minutes 
Blister disappeared. After 1 hour, the child came out and saw the rest 
of the fireworks. Frank Cassano stressed that when any Disorder is 
caught right away, Spectro-Chrome will help immediately, like a miracle. 

(2) John O., male, age 51, had weak Heart, Bronchitis, Stomach 
Uleers. Kardoscil 66, Spiroscil 14. Fackelim 1 a day, Frontelim 7 a day. 
Atcowa Lemon Systemic was used for ~e week. Kardoscil 80, Spiroscil 
18. Backelim twice a day, Frontelim 7. Healed Heart in 2 months. 
Lemon Systemic Front and Back, Magenta Areas 4 and 18 was used for 
two weeks. Then Orange Systemic Front and Back. Kardoscil 88, Spiro- 
scil 18. Bronchitis improved, Ulcers disappeared. 

(3) Tony S., boy, age 4. Mother was canning tomatoes when he fell 
into the hot water; 1/5 of body was burned. He was more dead than 
alive. Could not sleep for 3 days. Atcowa Blue was given. After 1 hour, 
the little fellow said, “Mister, don’t take that moving picture machine 
away!” Blue was continued; later, Turquoise Systemic and Magenta on 
Areas 4 and 18. Normalated in 5 weeks with the Skin actually “breath- 
ing”’ again. 

(4) Geon M., boy, age 12, Skated on pond. Came home with Bump 

on Head and right Foot was clubbed under and benumbed. Kardoscil 90, 
Spiroscil 20. Backelim 1 a day, Frontelim 5. Turquoise Systemic and 
Magenta Area 4 was used for 2 days. Later Lemon Systemic and Ma- 
genta Area 4. After 1 week went back to school. Foot was normalated 
after first Tonation. Parents had feared it was Infantile Paralysis. 
(5) John S., male, age 29, 75% blind. Could only read when hold- 
ing book right to face. Kardoscil 72, Spiroscil 18. Backelim 3 times 
in 1 week. Frontelim 5 a day. First Frank Cassano had to see that 
Bowels moved correctly, then the Heart and Lungs. He remarked that 
those terms were not used in the Science of Spectro-Chrome. He just 
used them here so that the new students would understand better. He 
stressed that the Ratio must be 5 to 1 or 4 to 1 before any further Nor- 
malation can be expected. Yellow Systemic was used for 2 weeks. Boy 
began to improve and.could read at a distance. Tonations were given for 
2 months. Sufferer thought it was too much trouble and gave up al- 
though the services were given free. He was too busy, his mind was only 
on the girl friend. 

Frank Cassano concluded that he was very much frightened upon 
coming up to speak, but said the next time he would not be that way. The 
Deputy added that she herself was nervous at first, as this was her first 
time she presided at any Meeting. With that the tension in the audience 
also relaxed and there was an enthusiastic applause. 

(6) Lina Fischer reported her own case of Sprained Ankle going 
down stairs. Blood rushed to injured area internally. Started to swell 
immediately. Had to be carried home. Atcowa Indigo local was applied. 
After 20 minutes everything was receding. After 1 hour the Pain dis- 
appeared. Three days later, she was able to go to work again. 
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(7) Leonina De M. reported her own case. Shook wax and turpen- 
tine together which caused explosion. (7) Arm was burnt, kitchen was on 
fire. Did not lose presence of mind but extinguished fire. Flames were 
out and so was Leonina. Unfortunately, she was taken to the Hospital 
where Tannic Acid was applied to the burnt Area 14. It was a third de- 
gree Burn. Left the Hospital and used Atcowa Blue, then Turquoise. 
Later Lemon to throw off the thick crust. Only cocoanut oil and tissue 
paper were used as a dressing. She was soon normal. 


Minchen Rossig stated cocoanut oil was not available. Discussion 
followed. Some stated that pure vegetable or olive oil could be used. An 
appropriate offering was made by Alfred Meschke. He would try to get 
several pounds which he would bring to the next Meeting. The Deputy 
warned however, that it was not to be sold during the Meeting. 


(8) Louise U. stated her own case. Female Disorder. Had 3 Op- 
erations and was to have another. Doctor could not help. Spectro- 
Chrome was called in. Indigo and Magenta on Area 4 and Yellow were 
used. Fine now. She also remarked she used Spectro-Chrome on her dog, 
who was in Pain when passing Frontelim. Atcowa Indigo was used. Dog 
made a “funny face” and passed 7 stones. (Much laughter.) She then 
exhibited those stones amidst more laughter. The Deputy explained that 
Human Beings have had similar good results. 


(9) Lina Fischer then reported a case. Female Disorder. Hemor- 
rhage, Headache, Dizziness. Medical Doctor had said an Operation was 
necessary. She thought if Louise U. was helped after 3 Operations, 
it would surely help her. Went 100% on the Rational Food Of Man. In- 
digo, Yellow, Orange and Magenta on Area 4 were used. Menstruated 
regularly. After 3 months, had Hemorrhage again and large lumps passed. 
Sleeps well now; never cranky anymore. Was helped 100%. 


(10) Frida F. had Gastritis. Could not eat. Medical Doctor could 
not help. Went down to 90 pounds. After using Spectro-Chrome 5 
months, got relief. After 2 years gained 25 pounds and felt fine. Her 
husband never. believed in Spectro-Chrome. One day, he had terrific 
Stomach Pains. Kept crying, “Give me an Alkaselzer’” (laughter). She 
told him to try Spectro-Chrome. After 10 minutes of Orange, he was 
asleep and did not awake until the next morning. No more Pain. The 
Deputy added that more husbands should get Stomach Aches. (Much 
laughter. ) 

(11) Lina Fischer reported the case of Mildred G., woman, age 20. 
Had Ovelim irregularity after birth of baby. 2 weeks ago, she started to 
bleed profusely. Medical Doctor said Operation was urgent; a Cyst was 
the cause. Spectro-Chrome was placed in the home. Atcowa Indigo 
stopped Bleeding after.3 Tonations. Feels fine. Cancellation of Opera- 
tion was telephoned to the Doctor who could not understand how the Hem- 
orrhage had stopped. 


(12 Augusta K. reported her own case. Her Legs were ruined by 
a Specialist. After he had her money, he told her she was “cured.” That 
was when her trouble really started; could hardly stand the Pain and was 
almost forced to give up her work. Thankful to the Lord for letting her 
meet Colonel Dinshah and his Spectro-Chrome. It is her strong convic- 
tion that when trouble is worst, God’s help is nearest. Heard about Spec- 
tro-Chrome and received a few Tonations from a Spectro-Chrome Norma- 
lator and then became a Benefit Student. Told family some of things 
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Spectro-Chrome can do and brother-in-law called it a “Zauberkasten” 
(Magic box). .Her Legs became better and she felt better and people 
thought her just a little crazier. She told them, “If being ‘nuts’ makes 
me happy, then I am glad of it.” She caught a Finger in an electric- 
mixer. Called the Institute for Free Guidance. When Irene Dinshah in 
her gentle voice asked what.was wrong, she was told “The meat was all 
chopped up!” Employer called Medical Doctor to set Finger (this assist- 
ance came under Constructive Surgery). The Doctor was told about Spec- 
tro-Chrome. He smiled and said “Go ahead with it, but come to see me 
tomorrow.” He had to promise first he would only look at it. He was 
surprised the next day. The Nurse said Finger would remain stiff and 
cause her trouble for some time. Finger normalated remarkably well. 
It is as good as new. The Doctor who is a man who gives credit where 
due, said to her, “Whdat-cha-ma-cal-it is wonderful.” Her baby had 
trouble with Nose and Throat. The Doctor advised minor Operation, but 
Spectro-Chrome normalated it and improved her general condition. Her 
baby fell against a hot oil stove with her bare back. Burned off about 3 
inch square of Skin.. After 20 minutes under Blue, the baby was telling 
her a story. Normalated perfectly. Magenta Area 4, Indigo and Tur- 
quoise did it. The baby fell on the bath tub. Gaping wound the size of 
the mouth. Blue and Magenta Area 4 were used. Put 2 strips of plaster 
at each end of wound to hold it together. Then put cocoanut oil and tis- 
suepaper over weund itself. Later Indigo and Turquoise normalated it. 
Very little scar. Her niece fell with head against exhaust pipe in an au- 
tomobile accident. Blood was streaming down. People suggested re- 
moval to Hospital. Spectro-Chrome normalated the case. Father who 
at first was skeptical about Spectro-Chrome was convinced. Child lost 
balance often. Green Systemic normalated it. Recently children were 
ill. The Ratio dangerously low. Brother-in-law called in Doctor for his 
child. Diagnosed it as Pneumonia. Left prescription which was not filled. 
Spectro-Chrome was used. Doctor came next day although not expected. 
He said girl was doing wonderfully! Was asked whether he was coming 
again. Doctor mumbled and said, “No.” Augusta Kech said, “There is 
nothing else like Spectro-Chrome. Some day there will be one in every 
home.

The Deputy remarked how fast and perfectly she walked to the platform 
and asked if she would demonstrate how she walked before the use of 
Spectro-Chrome. She did by limping heavily. Kardoscil 63, Spiroscil 14. 
Atcowa Yellow Systemic and Magenta on Area 4 were given. Kardoscil 
now as high as 87. She stated it took Lina Fischer 3 months to convince 
her. The Deputy added: “It was a hard nut to crack!” (Laughter.) 


(14) Anna L. stated her case. She was a very sick girl a few years 
ago, with Blood Disorder. No Doctor could help. In bed 5 months. Spec- 
tro-Chrome put her on her feet. Turquoise and Lemon Systemic were 
used and Orange and Magenta on Areas 4 and 18. Dinshah advised mar- 
riage. The Deputy remarked that Anna is now happily married. Anna 
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reported case of her mother, Margarete F., age 48. Crick in Neck. Suf- 
fered terrific Pain. Atcowa Orange Systemic was used. Normalated in 
10 days. | 

(15) Martha K. stated her case. Always weak with low Kardoscil 
and Spiroscil. Finally installed Spectro-Chrome. After 2 months, Kar- 
doscil 72 and Spiroscil 16. Magenta on Area 4 and Lemon Systemic with 
Yellow on Areas 6, 7; 8, 9 and 10 were used. Feels fine. 

(16) Martha L. has her Equipment for 5 years. Son had Abscess 
in Ear which was running and malodorous. Used Spectro-Chrome a month 
and running of Ear stopped. Orange Systemic and Lemon on Ear were 
used. Boy also had dislocated Hip. Went to a Chiropractor. He had a 
Spectro-Chrome and used it himself.

Deputy—Is your family on the Rational Food Of Man? 

Martha L.—We started last week. (Much laughter.) 

Deputy—I appreciate your honesty. | 
M Martha L.—It is the hardest thing to go on the Rational Food Of 

an. 

Deputy—lIt is not hard at all. Just make up your mind and do it. 
Who wants to make a graveyard out of one’s stomach? 

As Martha L. was returning to her seat, she mumbled something 
about “that good cup of Coffee!” The Deputy then stressed.the import- 
ance of the Rational Food Of Man System. She asked if everyone knew 
what 7 things to avoid. The audience answered in chorus:—Meat, Fish, 
Eggs, Tea and Coffee and Tobacco and Alcohol. The Deputy added -that 
one should not forget to omit the “hidden egg” in cakes. . 

The Deputy asked how many Students made out Affidavits. Only 2 
hands went up. She asked how many were normalated and helped with 
Spectro-Chrome. All hands went up. She remarked that it was just 
where we are failing Dinshah. It is important to send in Affidavits. We 
were all helped by Spectro-Chrome, so let us help Colonel Dinshah to win 
the fight. He needs our support just as we need the support of the In- 
stitute. Dinshah and his family work for us day and night. She added 
that only that.day she explained the reading of the Free Guidance Chart 
+0 8 new Affiliate and discovered that the Chronos (typing time) was 

The Deputy then asked for questions. It should come up during the 
Meeting not afterwards, so all may benefit and learn by it. 

Augusta Kech wanted to know in the case of Measles which Atcowa 
is more beneficial, Orange or Turquoise. Deputy: With Childhood Disor- 
ders Fever is present and Turquoise should be used; the Blue takes the 
Fever down and the Green acts as the Cleanser. 

Hildegard Meschke and Muriel Hartman confirmed the uniform re- 
sults in Measles obtained with Turquoise. | 

Question—Where could one obtein Raw milk? 

Deputy—I am fortunate to get it from the farm. 

Martha Keppner—Raw milk could be obtained from the “State Dair- 
ies” of New Jersey. 

Question—When tired after work what Tonation is advised? 

Deputy—Stay within the Infra-Green division. 

— Question—Could an Educational Student obtain Spectro-Chrome 
Metry Encyclopaedia? 

Deputy—Yes. Everybody should own the Encyclopaedia and event- 

ually complete their Dinshah Spectro-Chrome Library. She added that

Deputy—Never under any circumstances loan that book to anyone. 
It is only replaced by returning the old one complete, soiled, torn or dam- 
aged. Otherwise another Home Guide would cost $75. You may as well 
send in enrollment for a new Benefit Studentship. 


The Deputy reminded the Affiliates that when introducing Spectro-

Deputy asked that when Normalation is complete, would 
Mary Muller bring the baby to the Meeting? She promised to do so. 

Muriel Hartman—How can one clean the condensers? 


Deputy—Unscrew the screws on the Slide-carrier, but-do not tamper 
with the seals. 


Someone asked what Scarlet is. 


Deputy—Look for it in Spectro-Chrome Home Guide on page 12. 
When not knowing what Atcowa to use consult the Home Guide., It is 
your best friend. 

M Albertine Zimmerman—Is dry cereal considered Rational Food Of 
an? 

Deputy—Yes. 

Martha Keppner—Always hungry in the morning. Asked what to eat. 

Deputy—Eat potatoes in any form with your breakfast. They give 
heat and energy. Do not drink citrus fruit juices with milk. 

Linus Schreck explained how to cook potatoes and vegetables that 
have moisture within themselves. No water was needed if cooked in 
heavy aluminum pot. He emphasized most people throw away the water 
and the sink gets the best part of it. He then gave his own case report. 
Burnt Hand. Skin coming off. Could not sleep. Wife told him to use 
Spectro-Chrome. Healed after 3 Tonations. He gave a case report (no 
name of Sufferer was mentioned for personal reason that Sufferer was 
present although the Deputy asked for the name twice.) Man was in 
Tuberculosis Hospital. Asked to get out as his fellow inmates were dy- 
ing. Linus Schreck spoke with mother about Spectro-Chrome. Some- 
how they got the man out of the Hospital and Spectro-Chrome was used. 
Orange, Yellow, and Green were irradiated. Is fine now. 
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Question—Is it necessary to look into the “Light” while Tonation is 
given?

Deputy—It is good to concentrate and look into the Atcowa, but one 
should not force oneself to stay awake.

Meeting Of Thursday, February 3, 1944 


Successful Use Of Spectro-Chrome In:—Pneumonia, Pain, Rectal Abscess, 
Bronchitis, Skin Disorder, Injury, Rheumatism, Itch, Boils, Accident 


Reported By:—EMMA SCHROEDER, Recorder. 


Sub-Deputy Theodore J. Mohrhusen was in charge of registration 
with Emil Egide assisting. Deputy Frank S. Burns in the chair; 150 Af- 
filiates were present. 

The communication from Dinshah was read by the Deputy and ques- 
tions were called. Ann Mayo who stated last month that she had applied 
for her Affiliation Card in time, but had not received the Card in time for 
the January Meeting, reported that it arrived one week after the Meet- 
ing and was in a very soiled condition. She believes that it was at the 
Express Office. Was advised by the Deputy to inquire when it was re- 
leased from the Principal Office. 

Upon request the paragraph on the Rational Food Of Man was again 
read from the correspondence and several Affiliates were interested in 
obtaining a few copies (less than 100) of the leaflet. In connection here- 
with much amusement was caused when Herbert F. Bahr of Madison, 
Wisconsin, raised his hand for recognition and mentioned his name. 

Deputy—I knew a number of Bahrs when I went to school. 

Herbert—I knew many after I was out of school. (Much laughter.) 

Deputy—That was a different kind of Bahr. I mean family in the 
neighborhood. (More laughter.) One is now a fireman. 

Herbert—And one is now at Waupun. (Still more laughter as Wau- 
pun is where the Wisconsin State Prison is located.) Herbert continued: 
ae Px Deputy Warden.” (The Recorder thought she detected a sigh of 
relief. 

Upon questioning by the Deputy none present acknowledged commit- 
ting any of the errors mentioned in the communication. 

Deputy—I am glad to announce that Sub-Deputy Mohrhusen is with 
us again. (Applause.) 

The Sub-Deputy stepped to the platform, as requested and said:, “I 
understand I was well discussed at the last session.” 

Deputy—Perhaps we overlooked something. 

Theodore—I have no after-effects. I am again able to work full time. 

Deputy—tTell us, did the Doctor say you would be dead if you were 
not taken to the Hospital? 

Theodore—Words to that effect, yes! Said they could reduce the 
Fever with Sulfa drugs in 36 hours. If I did not go to the Hospital, he 
could not say what would happen and he did not say one word against 
Spectro-Chrome. I did not go into any details about our Science. I told 
him I believed in the use of “Colored Light” for any Human Disorder. I 
did not tell him how it worked. He walked up to the Equipment and 
copied all the information contained on the plate. I did not see him since. 
He never introduced himself when he entered. He must have gotten a 
good wet trouser leg, for he upset a glass of water as he left. 

Deputy—Did you notice when the change took place? 

Theodore—Definitely! The time to use Spectro-Chrome is before the 
Medical Doctor is called. I did not want to let all you folks down. My 
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wife is a strong backer of Spectro-Chrome and in fact, she had influenced 
me to use it. I owe all to my wife and to Kurt Bader for the help I re- 
ceived. To have a man of his size and\vitality call! When he walked into 
the room and took my hand, there was a feeling that here was a true 
friend and one who was going to help me. The advice he gave me was 
exactly as taught by Colonel Dinshah, otherwise one might jump from 
Color to Color. Fever was 105 Degrees. Blue Systemic and Magenta on 
Area 4 broke the Fever. The advice was to call the Institute and let thera 
take over from that time on. Kurt Bader wanted to be sure that we were 
receiving the best of help. The Institute advised Yellow and Lemon Sys 
temic, two Tonations a day, because I had no Backelim for four days 
Fever was sub-normal after Backelim. At the Low Critical Period, I had 
a Ratio of two-to-one and had thus plenty of reason to worry. From that 
time on there was improvement. I lost about 18 pounds within ten days. 
I regained that in a short time. When I went out for the first time after 
my illness I visited a farm. The woman invited me to sit down. On a 
table was a bowlful of Eggs and some bottles of Beer. She knew I had 
been sick and offered me Beer with raw Eggs to drink. I thanked her 
saying I had to go. After I was able to move about the house four of my 
children were stricken with Intestinal Catarrh and had it approximately 
four or five days. At the time Kurt Bader loaned us one of his Equip- 
ments and we had two Equipments going every Tonation hour during the 
day for myself and children; nothing at night. Ncw they are tearing 
around the house; I wish Summer were here so they could be outdoors. 

Deputy—Very bad the Doctor was not there. 

Theodore—At the shop, I had occasion to take an injured man into 
the office. ‘They’ smiled, but not a word was mentioned. “They” will 
not ask me anything about how I became well. 

Deputy—I understand a Nurse called at the house? 

Theodore—That is right! She called after I had been absent from 
work a few days. She said: “That man must have medical attention!” I 
was told I was needed and must become well and that the company will 
stand all expense. I could not convince them that I could get well without 
medical attention. After that nothing more was said except that the 
Nurse called occasionally. Spectro-Chrome got a boost. Everybody knows 
that I did not have a Doctor. They said I was bull-headed. Some called 
my recovery “Fate” or “Luck.” I conversed with Dinshah after I was up 
and wrote him after that Spectro-Chrome will normalate any Disorder 
provided the Higher Powers do not deem otherwise. Thank you for your 
attention! (Applause.) 

Deputy—lIt is another example of an individual having confidence and 
it is a boost and encouragement for Spectro-Chrome. 

Leo Bieneman—About two years ago, I happened to have an experi- 
ence similar to that of Mohrhusen and had to call Kurt Bader. I felt the 
Same way about Bader as he entered the house. Theodore’s remarks 
about Kurt Bader were borne out in my case throughout. I can certainly 
vouch for everything he said. (Applause.) 

Past Sub-Deputy Kurt W. Bader—I do not deserve all this credit. His 
wife did not lose her faith or her head. I gave a little advice. I cannot 
accept all this credit. I had the co:operation of his wife and daughter. 

Deputy Burns—You are very modest! I believe your advice and de- 
portment are beneficial in a Disorder. We are glad to find that everyone 
feels that way about it. 
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The Deputy read a newspaper obituary from an eastern newspaper 
containing a biographical sketch of the life of Federal Judge John Boyd 
Avis who passed away recently. The Deputy expressed the opinion that 
Judge Avis might have extended his span of life had he used Spectro- 
Chrome. 


A Free Guidance Request which the Deputy found on his table was 
read and discussed: “Male, age 52, name ‘Persistent Smoker,’ address: 
‘Skepticism Avenue’; state: ‘Matrimony’; complained of trouble in Area 
19. Full History: Questioning disclosed that Sufferer had an Ulcer. Hem- 
orrhoids and Papillae in that Area removed electrically and a Tumor by 
Surgery ten years ago. In 1928 had a neckful of Carbuncles; two months 
later, Pleurisy; a month after that Pleural Pneumonia. Albumin present 
in Frontelim at various times for twenty-five years; first discovered in 
1918. Now a Lump developed in Area 19 near orifice. Member of family 
is Graduate. When in ‘Health,’ this Sufferer believes he will never have 
occasion to use Spectro-Chrome. However, when this trouble occurred, 
after being informed that Tobacco Smoke and Spectro-Chrome do not 
agree, he refrained from smoking for one day, being alarmed about his 
condition and on the second day requested Tonation. One Green Front 
Systemic, one Green Back Systemic, Indigo Local with Magenta on Area 
4 were irradiated on two consecutive days and another Green Systemic 
a few days later and in a total of five Tonations the disorder was com- 
pletely normalated. One Green and one Indigo Tonation opened the Lump. 
This condition may not remain normalated as the Sufferer has not reached 
the stage where he is able to abstain from Flesh Food, Eggs; Tobacco 
and an occasional bottle of Beer. Drinks no hard Liquor. Spiroscil was 
very high in commencement. Ratio was 314, Kardoscil 69, Spiroscil 22. 
Spiroscil improved and Ratio rose to 4!4 while not smoking. Took much 
Nephritine. Frontelim 7 to 8 daily, Backelim 3 times in one day. Does 
not live on Rational Food Of Man.” 


Emil Egide spoke—Inasmuch as Spectro-Chrome helped after he ab- 
stained from some of his habits, proves promising but the fact that he 
had a Tumor also proves that his Body was filled with poison, that his 
system was not cared for in the right way. Albumin proves he was a 
heavy Meat-eater. When Kidneys once stop functioning there is not 
much one can do. He better take it upon himself to eliminate Meat-eat- 
ing and Smoking entirely. 


Deputy—That is something that we recommend to everybody. The 
Chart shows that the Kidneys are eliminating. 

Emil—Yes, but this Sufferer used ‘it’ only as a temporary measure. 
The Kidneys are eliminating water, but not the poison. They are over- 
burdened. 

Deputy—Yes, there are Toxins in the Elimination. 

Emil—Tumor is Nature’s effort to cleanse the Body. 

Deputy—Has anyone else anything to say in this matter? . 

Kurt Bader—It is the characteristic build of the average American 
today—Smoking, Meat-eating and a bottle of Beer. The Sufferer re- 
acted very well under Green. If Green were irradiated for a while, he 
might dislike Smoking. Tobacco would then taste to him like a “burning 
sock.” 

Deputy—Again you are very modest. Dinshah says they are 
“stinkers.”’ 

Kurt Bader—Three movements a day are very good. The Ratio may 
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be accelerated temporarily, but may become depressed again. Plenty of 
Green and Lemon may kill the desire for Smoke and Drink. Regarding 
the leaflets, when I have a new Sufferer I give one. Most of them do not 
know what Lentils are. They know Peas and Beans but not Lentils. 

Emil Egidé—About Albumin. Several years ago I had an experience. 
This man had Albumin and was turned down by the Armed Forces. I 
knew what he had been eating; too much fried food. I advised him to 
stop that and eat more citrus fruits. In ten days, he went back for an 
examination and there was no Albumin. 

Robert Schott—Are not vegetables fried in butter O.K.? 

Deputy—I believe Egide means foods fried very hard and fried Meats 
and Eggs or fried in Lard.’ I like fried foods that come under the Rational 
Food Of Man very much. 

Robert Schott—There is not anything to take the place of butter. 
Everything else is only secondary. 

Deputy—Albumin! I recently got an insurance policy. The examin- 
ing Doctor was surprised at finding no Albumin present. Said the aver- 
age man has a trace of it at my age. I got the policy; that is all I was 
interested :in getting! 

Past Deputy Otto Lutz—What strikes me is that with an obstruction 
m Area 19 he should have three Backelims a day. It is a rare co-inci- 

ence. 

Deputy—Reminds me of a case of an acquaintance of mine several 
years ago. Became sick at work. Was compelled to absent himself from 
work and was just about ready to “give up the ghost.” Was in extreme 
agony. I suggested Spectro-Chrome. He and the family were willing 
to do most anything to relieve him. I moved my Equipment over to his 
house. I tonated him on a Friday morning. I do not recall what Tona- 
tions were given. The man was in such extreme Pain and suffering that 
I used Indigo and Purple. I left the Equipment there with instructions. 
On Saturday morning, I called back just as the Sufferer was taking a 
Tonation on Area 19. In his opinion he had a Fistula. There was a mass 
present and while he was under the Tonation, it opened and he got such 
relief that he was just like being born over again. .Like a new man. But 
the odor was so terrific, one could not remain in the room. He was also 
a habitual Smoker. Always had a cigar in his mouth. 

Here the Deputy told of another acquaintance who dined at the same 
table with him. He had no teeth, but was able to finish a thick steak 
before Burns finished his salad. 

Otto Lutz—(Humorously.) That is the way Meat should be eaten— 
in chunks. Hamburger is no good because it slides through the stomach. 

Deputy—tThe case I mention is a typical replica of the one under dis- 
cussion. The man went back to his old habits the same as before. 

Hydro-Carbons were discussed. 

The humor of the audience was aroused when Deputy Burns told of 
an Irishman who invoked blessings for his wife: “God bless my wife; God 
bless women—sometimes. (Laughter.) It is a good thing to laugh some- 
times.” 

Theodore Mohrhusen—It is the best belly exercise there is. 

Chapter 18 of the First Volume of Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclo- 
paedia, “Pickle Bottles As Medicine” was read by the Deputy. 

Relative to paragraph 2 of the Chapter read the Deputy informed 
the audience, that the use of Spectro-Chrome costs even less than the 
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consultation fee for a physician in India! Re paragraph 6, Deputy Burns 
said: “Medicine is purely a hit-or-miss proportion. The opinion of one 
physician may be the exact opposite from what another may decide. 

How utterly disregardful our Affiliates are of Radio Drug and Medi- 
cine advertisements was demonstrated when the Deputy endeavored to re- 
call the name of “8-in-1” tablets, “15c,” as advertised over the radio. He 
asked the audience but none remembered the name. 

Re: paragraph 11, .the Deputy inquired if all knew where this place 
mentioned is where there is plenty of Sulphur and no Winter. The au- 
dience was again pleasantly amused as Kurt Bader replied: “Spain and 
Italy.” 

Deputy—Why, in Spain and Italy the American soldiers are fighting 
upto their necks in mud. 

Kurt Bader—But they never have a Winter in the sense of ours. 

Deputy—tThey never had a Winter like we are having right now. Din- 
shah means Hades—Hell. 

Kurt Bader—Well, I saw the picture “Heaven Can Wait’ and Hell 
cannot be such a bad place judging from that. The walls were of marble 
—just like the lobbies of the big hotels. And now they even have Sulphur 
down there. (Laughter.) 

Deputy—That reminds me of a Scandinavian story. Of course, pres- 
ent company is always excepted. My youngest son told me this one. A 
Scandinavian took to the bottle and well-nigh made .a physical wreck 
of himself. The family thought he was hopeless and held a consultation. 
One said: “I have an idea and I believe we can cure Hans of that habit 
of drinking. I shall dress like the Devil—red suit and horns and at night 
I shall hide behind a tombstone. When Hans passes through the ceme- 
tery on his way home from work, I will jump out and say: ‘I am the Devil. 
Stop drink or I will take you down to Hades with me.’ Events trans- 
pired as planned. As Hans passed, the “Devil” jumped from behind the 
tombstone to frighten him. Hans, however, did not recognize the Devil 
and inquired “Who did you say you are?” “I am the Devil. Stop drink- 
ing or I shall take you with me,” was the reply. Hans had ‘a difficult 
time placing the Devil and finally said: “Oh! Now I know who you are. I 
am glad to meet you. I believe I married one of your sisters.” (Laughter. ) 

Attention again reverted to discussion and all questions at the end 
of the Chapter were reviewed. 

An Affiliate was anxious to know about Croton Oil. Emma S. replied 
that it is about the most powerful Cathartic as only a drop or so is given 
at a time but the Affiliate was interested in whether it is a vegetable or a 
mineral oil. The Deputy promised to obtain the information by the next 
Meeting. 

_ _ Theodore Mohrhusen—Does everyone understand the meaning of 
pickle bottles? I shall guess. They are either Green or possibly of a 
color on the Ultra side of the Spectrum. The liquid will absorb the Col- 
ored Light Waves and if drunk will take the place of a Tonation. 

The last fifteen minutes were devoted to Case Reports: 

Emil Egide gave the following: “Members of my own family. The 
early part of December my wife came home from the office. The Com- 
pany Doctor told her she had Bronchitis. The following morning she was 
unable to talk. Tonated for that. At the same time, an aunt who lives 
with us developed Influenza. We also had two Equipments going and 
what alarmed me was that the Fever in both cases was over 102 Degrees. 
{ used a Thermometer. Would Colonel Dinshah object? Both cases re- 
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covered in about four days. I was very well pleased with the results. I 
was very busy getting my breakfast and taking the dog for a walk. The 
thing that is important is that after the seventh day my wife went back 
to work. According to the Company policy, a release must be issued be- 
fore one can come back to work. The Doctor called her upstairs and 
wanted to know how she got along. “You got over that in a hurry. What 
did you do?” he asked. It was nothing new to him, as there is a num- 
ber of Spectro-Chrome Equipments in the Company. Said he: “TI will 
give you this release only because you came to me before you stayed 
home; nor would you be paid for the time off if you had not come to me.” 
(Applause. ) 

Emil finds the use of an Equipment costs about three cents an hour. 
Atcowa used were Green, Turquoise and Purple. Purple on Areas 4 & 18 
was used for the aunt who is 69 years old and subject to Hyper-tension. 
Emil is 100% for Purple; he says it will lessen Pain, reduce Fever and 
produce rest. 


Sarah Erdmann reported the case of her son and found Spectro- 
Chrome very beneficial. Son awoke “yesterday” morning with 103 De- 
gree Fever and-was vomiting; also had Pain in Stomach. Used Tur- 
quoise. Continued vomiting. Tonated for an hour and fifteen minutes. 
Local Tonation on Area 8. Blue Systemic Back caused Perspiration. By 
evening, Temperature was normal. Intends to tonate Areas 4 and 18. 
Other similar attacks required a week for recovery. Obtained her Equip- 
ment a year ago last July. Uses it daily for Heart Disorder. People 
wonder how she is able to do the work she does.

A Bulletin sent 
to all medical officers of the army declares: 
‘TT HAS BEEN CLEARLY ESTABLISHED THAT THE USUAL 
SEROLOGIC TESTS FOR SYPHILIS MAY BE TEMPORARILY 
POSITIVE AS A RESULT OF VACCINATION FOR SMALLPOX.” 


The War Department Bulletin was issued under date of April 30, 
1943 and signed by John A. Rogers, Colonel, Medical Corps, Executive 

cer. 

Interesting information on this subject is also found in a Bulletin 
issued by the United States Public Health Service in June, 1943. Both 
of these publications are appended to this story. 

In “The Doctor Could Be Wrong.” published in 1939, Dr. David H. 
Reeder, of LaPorte, Indiana made the following. statement: 

“More than 90 per cent of persons who have been vaccinated will 
give a syphilitic reaction, even twenty-five years after the vaccine 
ulcer has healed. For a hundred and twenty-five years we have 
been inoculating human beings with vaccinal syphilis and I am con- 
vinced that much of the tremendous increase in the deaths from 
cancer may be traced directly to this disease inoculation.” 

In “The Doctor Could Be Wrong,” I quoted Dr. Carter as follows: 
“A large proportion of the cases of apparent syphilis, are in reality 
vaccinal.” 

Following is the copy of the U. S. War Department’s release to all

CIRCULAR LETTER NO. 93 
Subject: False positive serologic reactions due to nonsyphilitic dis- 
eases. 
1. It has been clearly established that the usual serologic tests for 
syphilis may be temporarily positive as a result of diseases other 
than syphilis. Reports have indicated that false positive reactions 
among soldiers, though relatively infrequent, are of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant consideration in order that the unjustified diag- 
nosis of syphilis may be avoided. 
2. Accumulated evidence indicates that most biological false posi- 
tive reactions will be encountered under the following circumstances: 
a. Vaccination for smallpox within the three preceding months, 
especially with “take,” Ete. 
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It is strongly recommended that in conducting the Educational Pro- 
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gram, time be not spent in reading from medical books and outside pub- 
lications. It were much better to instil in the minds of the Affliates 
knowledge of our Theories, Principles and Practices.

An Affiliate reported that her daughter age 17, complained of Pains 
in her Abdomen and right side when she came home from school. That 
evening, she took a Turquoise Systemic Tonation followed the next day 
with a Lemon Systemic Tonation and there was no recurrence of the Pain.

Q.—Did Dr. Kersten give you Medicine? A.—Not a drop. I used 
only Spectro-Chrome. 

Q.—Are you a Normalator? A.—No. 

The Answers given were truthful. 

Walter Briese stated that he too was visited by the Federal Inspec- 
tor and a series of similar questions was asked and answered. Walter 
stated also that he read an article in which the famous Mayo Brothers 
condemned the sending of Tobacco to the soldiers in the foreign battle- 
fields. Gertrude said she read an article to that effect also. 

It was decided to begin the study of Volume 1 of Spectro-Chrome 
Metry Encyclopaedia, from next Meeting. By-Law 116, on “Unprovided 
Occasions” was explained.

Deputy—Officials of the Food And Drug Administration called at 
my home; they wanted the addresses of some Affiliates and the Recorder; 
as I was not at home, my wife could not give them any information. 
They called at the Sub-Deputy’s home; he was not at home and so they 
asked Mrs. Schilpp, how she happened to use Spectro-Chrome. She stated 
her case, that she was in the Hospital for an Operation and after she 
came home, felt terrible for a long time; then she took Tonations and 
feels well ever since. 

Joseph Burrescia—I wish I were home, when one calls at my house!

Lucille O. reported child had a Scalp Irritation. Bathed scalp with a 
“germicidal soap,” which did not correct. the condition. Called Jessie 
Ness and was advised to tonate with Blue, Lemon and Indigo; eruptions 
on Scalp are now drying and she is doing very well. Her husband was 
suffering from a Breakdown affecting the Stomach and Head. Atcowa 
Green on Head, Magenta on 4. Unable to return to work yet, continuing 
to use Green and Magenta. The Deputy recommended getting Free Guid- 
ance from Principal Office. 

Grace S. reported having trouble with M. who had a bad Cold for 
three days, impossible to take Kardoscil and Spiroscil. Atcowa, Green 
and Lemon and Orange Tonation helped breathing condition. 

Katharina S. reported husband had Stomach Disorder. Atcowa Tur- 
quoise was irradiated and was able to return to work next day. His co- 
workers were out of work two weeks with a similar condition. 

Charles G. had a bad Headache and could not eat from the effect of 
gas dust at his work. -Tonated with Turquoise. 

Elizabeth S. reported daughter had a Stomach Disorder; two Tona- 
tions of Orange corrected condition. 

The Deputy stated that Dinshah’s new book “Triumph Of Spectro- 
or 30D. may now be gotten from the Principal Office, for a Contribution 
re) . 

An Affiliate asked if Slides could be sent in for repair. Reply was in 
the affirmative. The Deputy reported that two weeks ago Pure Food 
And Drug Agent Hauser was out to see him.

Deputy Clemens M. P. Neumann was in the chair. 

Arthur Behnen—I like to relate the Case of my 11 year old son. Octo- 
ber 1943 he was operated for Appendicitis; after the Operation, a lump 
was noticed on Leg between the Hip and Knee; it was hard and he could 
not walk. The Doctor said he thought it was a Blood Clot and that it 
may be necessary to operate. Child was then taken to the family Doc- 
tor: he did not know what it was, but advised Operation. Went to see 
another Doctor and he was at a loss as to what the condition was, so after 
taking the child to 3 Doctors it was decided to take him to the Hospital 
where a piece of tissue was examined and the condition was diagnosed 
as Sarcoma (a Tumor). They wanted to remove the Leg. I did not want 
this to happen to the boy as he was only 11 years old, but the Surgeon 
said with Sarcoma that was the only thing to do; so a Specialist was 
called and he said: “Your boy may be cured with X-Rays,” so a course 
of 12 X-Ray treatments was used on Leg, with no results. Then 14 more 
were given. Then they suggested the boy should rest for 3 or 4 weeks 
and the week before Easter, they again wanted to take the Leg off. It 
was at this time that I visited Clemens Neumann who said he could not 
guarantee anything, but there was everything to gain and nothing to lose. 
The Doctors had said the boy had only 1 year—the longest 2 years—to 
live, so we started Tonations, one, sometimes two a day. At the present 
time the Leg is back to normal and looks like everything will clear. (The 
Leg was very badly swollen.) 

Richard Jeude asked the Deputy whether Arthur Behnen be able to 
get signed statements from the Medical Doctors. 

Arthur Behnen—What chance do you think I should have to. get those 
signed statements? They are supposed to be good Doctors and they do 
not know the Theory of Spectro-Chrome. It was only by the grace of 
God that I heard about Spectro-Chrome and if the boy survives the test 
by next year—he should be dead according to the Doctors’ statements. 

Charles Stiermann asked if the flesh had resumed its flexibility? 
left Answer was “Very nearly all the flexibility.” Arthur Behnen then 
eft. 

Deputy—The Cut on the boy’s Leg is at least 14 or 15 inches long; 
I am very grateful that the father took time out to testify, as these Tes- 
timonies have more weight coming from the individuals instead of coming 
from me. Yet they say “Spectro-Chrome is a Fraud! They want to wipe 
Spectro-Chrome off the map!” | 

Marie Jung—lIs the boy able to walk? 

Deputy—He is a Pin Boy in St. Anthony’s Bowling Alley and: only 
occasionally when he kneels down it feels sore, but not all the time. It 
is a little hard to the touch. He used to limp very badly, but, now you 
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have to know the condition and only when you observe very closely you 
may see that he uses that Leg differently. 

Discussion then began on “Cancer” and the “X-Rays.” Affiliates were 
highly interested. 

Rational Food Of Man was discussed. 

The Deputy reported the following Cases :— 

1. Jean M., age 34, female, Kardoscil 78, Spiroscil 18; very nervous, 
constipated, Swelling in joints, Left Foot big Toe very swollen, Pains in 
Hip during damp weather and Winter. Yellow on Areas 6-7-8-9-10 and 
Systemic, Magenta on 4-18 used. Feels fine and is well pleased. 

2. Edward K., age 15, male; Inflammation in Left Arm, accompanied 
with Pains, Swelling very considerable, unable to move Arm at Elbow. 
Atcowas used Orange on Areas 6-7-8-9-10 and 14, Magenta on Areas 4-18; 
large amount of Pus drained; normalated within one week, no Scar left. 

3. Rose W., female, age 52, Ratio 78-18, Severe Gas attacks, cold 
feet. Experiences Hot Flashes and feels hot inside; has cold Perspira- 
tion. Atcowas used, Yellow on Areas 6-7-8-9-10, Yellow Systemic Back, 
Magenta on Areas 4-18; Turquoise Systemic. She now feels well and 
wants to become an Educational Student. 

4. Ronald M., age 3, male; has common Cold, Sneezing, constant dis- 
charge from Nose, hard breathing. Atcowas used Turquoise Systemic, 
normalated in a few Tonations. 

5. Frank S., age 63, male. Ratio 68-12; humming in the Ears for 
about 10 years standing. Said he: “I consulted many Doctors and even 
went to European Specialist, but none could help me. When busy I am 
very nervous, also very restless at nights, cannot sleep well, have to re- 
sort to Tea and Beer to make me sleep. My right Ear Drum is punctured 
and I cannot hear so well; my Chest feels tight especially when I am 
going up steps. My right Hip and my Back hurt me especially when 
lifting, when my Heart flutters, also my hand shakes. I am belching a 
great deal.” Atcowa used, Yellow on Areas 6-7-8-9-10; also Systemic 
Back, Orange and Red Systemic Front. Magenta 4-18. Now tells me, “I 
feel as strong as a black bear, sleep well, humming in Ears is as good as 
gone, no tightness in Chest, no Belching, no Heart flutter, I am feeling 
just fine.” 

6. Ida L., female, age 70; constant Cough, day and night could not 
rest; had also Cold, felt miserable, weak, no pep, also constipated. At- 
tuned Color Waves used, Yellow Systemic Front, later Turquoise Sys- 
temic Front and Back, only a few Tonations. Cough and Cold eliminated, 
can rest, bowels move and feels in general fine. 

. Evelyn B., female, age 37. Ratio 101-19. Came home from Hos- 
pital with 10 pound baby girl; was stitched and one stitch was infected 
and Pus drained. There was some Fever and was very constipated, con- 
siderable Pains in the part where stitched; she had also protruding Hem- 
orrhoids causing constant burning and severe Pains. Medical Doctor 
could not do anvthing for these conditions except give Aspirin and Salve 
for protruding Hemorrhoids. She said, “I had no relief. Must take Milk 
Of Magnesia to move Bowels.” Atcowas used, Yellow Areas 6-7 -8-9-10-11, 
Turquoise Areas 11-19, Scarlet on Area 11. Completely normalated with- 
in 8 days; feels fine. Baby developed Boils on Body. Yellow opened and 
drained them and is well. The mother iswell pleased. 

Mollie Wehrle substantiated the last Report, saying that under Neu- 
‘mann’s guidance she helped to take care of these parties. 
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8. William P., male, age 39; Face and Cheeks very swollen and in- 
flamed; Turquoise and Violet used. The results are so pleasing that he 
is enrolling as a Benefit Student in 1945. 

Robert Boschert substantiated this Case Report. He brought this 
man down to the Deputy, after the man had a Tooth removed. The man 
could hardly speak, the left Eye was almost closed but under the first 
Tonation, it opened. 

Ali the 8 Reports were by Deputy Clemens M. P. Neumann. | 

9. The Sub-Deputy reported the Case of Edward H., age 36; smashed 
Foot with steel casting; he suffered intense Pain. After 45 minutes of 
Spectro-Chrome got up and undressed. In 3 days he went to work. 

The Deputy said a man was bowling and the ball fell on this individ- 
ual’s Foot. He came for a Tonation and after Tonation went to a Medi- 
cal Doctor. The Doctor could not understand why the Toes were not 
black and blue! 

The Sub-Deputy said the case reported by her could be substantiated 
by an Affiliate present. 

Rowena H. said it was her husband, that a 200 pound weight had 
fallen on his Foot and that both of them are thrilled with the results ob- 
tained with Spectro-Chrome. 

Robert Boschert said a neighbor woman came and partook of some 
of their meals after she began to use Spectro-Chrome. The Doctor had 
told her she had Gall Stones, suffered from Diabetes and had Heart and 
Stomach Disorders. She was doing just fine, but after she went back to 
work she again began to eat everything and her husband said “Spectro-

10. The Sub-Deputy reported about Lailoni P., 3144 year girl. They 
were called to come and see this youngster; she had a Ratio of 112 to 32. 

At- 
cowas used Turquoise, Yellow and Magenta 4-18; she suffered from Bron- 
chial Fever, which was quite high. The Medical Doctor was just leaving 
as we came in. He had pronounced it Pneumonia, as the Breathing came 
in gasps. 

A new Affiliate Margaret A. Frede was then introduced and welcomed. 

11. The Sub-Deputy reported Harry W., age 50; wrenched Ankle 
from jumping off a truck; the party came in about midnight and the next 
morning drove away in own truck. 

The Educational Program for the evening was “Spectro-Chrome In 
Recent Disorders.” Helen Barco gave the reading which was warmly 
appreciated. 

Rubor, Calor, Tumor, Dolor were discussed. Ratio principle was con- 
sidered. The Meeting was truly instructive.

Meeting Of Thursday, January 4, 1945 


Successful Use Of Spectro-Chrome In:—Heart Disorder, Toothache, 
Injury, Pain

Deputy Clemens M. P. Neumann was in the chair; 73 Affiliates were 
present. The Report of the Conflagration was discussed. Said the 
Deputy: 

‘“‘As Colonel says the loss is irrevocable, because the contents cannot 
be replaced; in just one instance, I believe Colonel could have lectured for 
6 months every day and shown different slides on the screen all day, 
these slides cannot be replaced.” He said he heard from an Affiliate that 
it was broadcast over the Radio about a terrible fire that was going on 
in Malaga and that all the Fire Apparati from surrounding communities 
were at the scene; nothing could be done much to control the fire proper; 
it was such a windy day the Fire Apparati were there to protect the sur- 
rounding buildings; of course the party did not know that it was Din- 
shah’s place. Suggestions were made that the Auxiliary Benefits of $15.00 
each be turned over to the Spectro-Chromarium Fund, for a period of one 
year. Favorable opinions were expressed. 


Case Reports followed :— 


1. Leopold B. said he had a bad case of Heart Disorder; could not 
work for a long time and if it were not for Spectro-Chrome would not be 
able to work now and Medical Doctors cannot believe that he is working 
with his Heart as bad as it was. 


2. William P. said he had a Tooth pulled and developed Blood Poi- 
son; SO sore you could not touch his Face, and the Face was badly swollen. 
Robert Boschert suggested Spectro-Chrome. He said at the time he 
thought it was a joke—just another fad—but, Boschert took him to the 
Deputy and after 1 Tonation he was rid of the Pain and then rented an 
Equipment. 


3. Robert B: said his 9 year old grand-daughter fell on the ice and 
had terrible Pain at the end of the Spine; had to lie on back, could not 
raise feet; she would have to slide to edge of bed and take hand and lift 
the other leg. He said he called Eleanor Neumann and she told him to use 
Orange; the child cried and suffered terribly for about 30 minutes, but, 
he said he just talked to her and told her to continue taking it a little 
longer, which she did and 15 minutes after Tonation the Pain went away. 
The next day gave 2 Turquoise Tonations and was just fine.

Deputy Clemens M. P. Neumann was in the chair; 56 Affiliates were 
present. 

Communication from the Principal Office was read. The matter of 
Affidavits was discussed. | | 

The Deputy had received his “Triumph Of Spectro-Chrome” and said 
he was up until the wee hours this morning and those Affiliates who have 
Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopaedia ought to get the new book as it 
answers all questions in regard to Spectro-Chrome from the standpoint 
of eminent Medical Doctors; it is worth the $3.00 and much more. 

Anna Schindler said her friend Anna Strumberger told her the U. S. 
Food And Drug Inspectors were at her house. 

Marie Jung said that she had been investigated and they asked her 
for what Spectro-Chrome was. used in her home; she told them that with 
her experience with Spectro-Chrome, she could write a book; how she 
started with Spectro-Chrome that her baby had gained only 2 ounces in 
5 months, that he weighed 7 pounds 3 ounces when he was born and 9 
months later only weighed 7 pounds 5 ounces; she said she showed the 
Inspectors the pictures of this child 2 weeks after they had started with 
Spectro-Chrome. That while she was doctoring with him that they had 
constantly given him Enemas to move his Bowels, he would throw up if 
they gave him Medicine, but the third day after using Spectro-Chrome, 
the Bowels moved naturally and have moved naturally ever since. That 
214 months after they were using Spectro-Chrome, her mother had an 
Infection; she had 2 Sores 1 inch deep and as large as half a dollar on 
the right Leg and 1 Sore on the left Leg; it was spreading so fast that 
the Medical Doctor said that if this kept on he would have to take her 
to the Hospital the next day.

Richard Fred Jeude reported that two Inspectors called and asked 
for Mrs. Jeude; as she was baking in the kitchen and felt she did not want 
to be disturbed and not knowing who the men were and what they wanted, 
he told them she was not in. They then said they came in the interest 
of Spectro-Chrome, could they come in; he said he was very busy work- 
ing in the basement and did not have the time; they said they would 
come down in the basement with him. He said no you won't, because I 
have work to do that must be done and I cannot talk and work at the 
same time, but that if he could furnish them with any information in 
regards to Spectro-Chrome that he would give them a few minutes. | 

They then asked what Spectro-Chrome had done for him or why 
he was using it. 

He then related the experience with a finger he had cut and the dif- 
ference with a like condition to another that had been cut the year be- 
fore he had Spectro-Chrome. That he had fallen down 21 marble steps 
and the injury. that was done to his arm, how black and blue it was and 
that a lump as large as a goose egg had formed and that in one Tonation 
the blueness disappeared and the lump also. They asked for what Mrs. 
Jeude was using Spectro-Chrome. He told them Constipation; that she 
had resorted to laxatives for 26 years but was normalated with Spectro-

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They asked him if he would not like to help and work for his Gov- 
ernment. He said: “Surely in what way?’ They said he would be help- 
ing in the Fraud against the people. He said there was no fraud against 
the people and that Spectro-Chrome surely did the work if there were full 
co :operation from the people. 


The Deputy then reported :— 

1. Ida M., female, age 53, Ratio 78-15 suffered from External Hemor- 
rhoids the size of a date and a cherry, for the past year. Could not per- 
form her usual household duties, could not even sit down. Used many 
Cathartics, Enemas without desired results. Used Yellow and Orange, 
Purple and Magenta; normalated in a short time and was very much 
pleased. 

2. Alex R., male, age 67, Ratio 64 to 18. In left side under ribs a 
terrible feeling, Pains in the middle Back and in Stomach region; such 
Pains prevented me from stooping; Knees started to swell also Swelling 
on top of both Big Toes. He had Frontelim 19 times in one day. At- 
cowas used were Yellow Local and Systemic, Orange Systemic, Norma- 
lated within one week; more than pleased. 

3. Sandra P., female, age 5. Severe Cough starting in September 
for the past three years; it occurred in spells lasting at times all night 
and no rest for the sufferer and parents. No phlegm was expelled, but 
Cough caused Vomiting. Consulted Medical Doctors every year. This 
year more severe than ever. Parents were frantic about it, diagnosed 
as Sinus condition; Nose drops, Cough Medicine used but no results. Ratio 
140 to 24. Very fond of Meat. Atcowas used, Yellow and Orange Sys- 
temic Front and Back, Turquoise Front and Back Systemic. After first 
Tonation of Yellow, the girl slept all night to the surprise of the highly 
disturbed parents. Normalated to the entire satisfaction of the family. 

4. Mary W., female, age 64, Ratio 70-16. Arthritis in Knees and 
Fingers. Pains in right Arm and very severe Pains in lower Back, un- 
able to straighten out. Terrible Itch in back especially in Summer; feels 
like being in fire. Feels always tired and worn out. Constipated for the 
past few years. Resorted to Laxatives. Subject to Headaches. used 
Aspirin, Vitamin tablets. Tumor on left lower Abdomen. Tonated with 
Yellow, Orange, Lemon, Green, Turquoise, Indigo, Magenta. Growth 
hardly noticeable: all other condition normalated; feels fine, very thank- 
ful. 

5. Robert P., male, age 49, Ratio 74-17, for a period of years spots 
of Skin Inflammation on Legs apparently from contacts of grass or weeds. 
He said: “I also suffer from Hay Fever, which is more pronounced in the 
past years. Medical Doctor advised Allergic Tests and I received pro- 
gressive “shots” for about nine months; in taking these shots for 2 
months, a Skin Disorder appeared on my right Ankle growing larger in 
size. Skin Specialist advised to stop Allergic Tests. Now use lotions, 
salves, castor oil applications.” Tonated with Yellow, Orange, Red, Green, 
Turquoise, Magenta and Scarlet. Responded very well and Skin Disorder 
disappeared, no scar, no itch; a fine new Skin reappeared. Very. well sat- 
isfied with its results. 

6.. Kathryn T., female, age 42, Ratio 72-22. ‘““My Stomach aching and 
I am belching, it comes in spells. I have Pains also in my belt region, 
and at times in my left Shoulder. Suffer from cold Feet and always feel 
better when in warm room. Used Nerve Medicine. Tonated only a few 
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times with Orange, Yellow and Scarlet; Pains and Stomach normalated.”’ 
Her employer was well satisfied. 

Hildegard B., reported her own case. She was going to work the last 
Eclipse Period, running for the omnibus. Her rubber heel stuck to the 
cinders and she fell; she could hardly get on the bus without assistance; 
she managed to work in the night shift, but her Leg hurt very badly. 
This was on Saturday, about 12:15 A. M. and the next morning at 8, by 
the time she went home, she could not use the left Leg. Sunday was a 
off day and she did not have to work; she took 6 Tonations, using Indigo 
to relieve some of the Pain, Turquoise Systemic, Scarlet for the Heart 
and Turquoise Local and at 12:15 A. M. Monday morning she again re- 
ported for work.

Deputy Lina Fischer was in the chair; 101 Affiliates were present. 
The Meeting was held in the Green Room. It was delightful to see such 
a large attendance. Twelve persons were denied admission because they 
had no 1945 Cards. 

Deputy—Colonel Dinshah is not with us tonight. Some of you heard 
about what has happened. For those of you who did not, I shall read an 
article from the Philadelphia Inquirer. After the meeting you may come 
up here and look at this picture of the whole family, taken shortly after 
the Fire. 

The article was then read by the Deputy; also the Telegram received 
from the Institute. All listened in understanding silence. 

Deputy—My husband and I were down there yesterday. What we 
saw is unbelievable. Those of you who were down there before, know 
the Main Building. It is just leveled. Thousands of dollars worth of 
books, fifteen hundred Motors, Automatic Time Switches are all gone. 
There is nothing left. The family moved in to the Spectro-Chromarium. 
Since all their personal belongings were in the Main Building, they, too, 
were destroyed and all they could save was what they had on their body. 
That family is not like we are. They are satisfied with very little. 

Dinshah now has no records, no Affidavits and nothing with which 
to go to Washington. Even his Pardon papers from Calvin Coolidge and 
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Franklin D. Roosevelt are gone. The damage is too great for me to con- 
ceive. 

It is amazing how that family can keep up under those conditions. 
Colonel Dinshah still has his usual smile. You know, I can almost vis- 
ualize a new building rising. It is for us to help. I would like to have 
your opinion as to how we can co:operate and show that we are 100 per 
cent. with Dinshah. 

Show to him that you are with him 100 per cent. 

A motion was made by Albertina Zimmerman and seconded by Dea 
DeMartin that a letter of sympathy and devotion be sent to Dinshah 
Spectro-Chrome Institute. The Deputy then read the letter which she 
had prepared. 

Deputy—Do you all find this letter satisfactory? 

Affiliates—Yes. 

Deputy—On your way out, come to the desk and sign your name. 

The Deputy then read from the November 1945 Spectro-Chrome the 
compliment paid us by the First Milwaukee Wisconsin Planet. Everyone 
seemed pleased. 

Deputy—I think we should feel well about it. Of course the atten- 
dance is not what it was the last time. Try not to miss any Meeting if 
you can possibly help it. 

The Deputy then read Chapter 56 on “Rubor, Calor, Tumor, Dolor.” 
The Affiliates listened enthusiastically. 

Marie Frefel had a Burn on the Hand. It was all blistered, but after 
two Tonations, it was completely healed. . 

New Affiliates were introduced and greeted by a hearty applause. 

Deputy—I like to report the case of Henry V. He had Angina Pec- 
toris. He had many Heart attacks, as many as 4 each week. He had 
visited 8 doctors who did not give him much hope. When I visited the 
family, I told them how serious his condition was. He gave up Smoking 
and adhered to the Rational Food Of Man, due to Kate, his very efficient 
wife. He had the Equipment for the first nine days and had only two 
attacks. Ever since he had no more attacks. Kate had to write to the 
Institute because, in order to get the benefit of their health insurance, 
they had to have the signature of a Physician. They wrote to the Insti- 
tute and Dinshah granted permission to go to a Doctor as long as no 
Medicine was administered. She had showed me 10 kinds of Medicines, 
the last one being Nitro-Glycerin. He was in such a condition that there 
was no Backelim and had Pain in the Heart. Yellow brought on proper 
Elimination. Every time I went there he was always better. He went to 
the Medical Doctor the first time after using Spectro-Chrome for 2 weeks. 
His Blood Pressure had gone up from 108 to 124. The Doctor was puzzled 
by this change and asked what he ate. Henry told him he ate only “veg- 
etables.’ When I first took his Heart Beats, they were 45 and then when 
he got an attack it went as low as 33. Now his Pulse Beat is between 70 
and 75. It does not fluctuate. His ratio is 4 or 5 to 1. When he went 
to the Doctor,’ he said “here comes the wonder man.” The doctor told 
him he was one out of a thousand who would live with such a condition! 
He took two Tonations a day; one Yellow on Areas 6, 7, 8 and 9 and one 
Magenta on Area 4. He is now taking Lemon in the morning and Ma- 
genta at night. It is a very interesting case and I am very proud that I 
was instrumental in helping. I was really more worried about Kate. She 
also has an Enlarged Heart. Since being on the Rational Food Of Man 
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she gained 30 pounds. Put that in your Chart and Dinshah will cut. that 
right in half! Thanks to her, her husband is better. He, too, gained 11 
pounds. (Loud applause.) 

it Deputy—Are there any other new Affiliates who have had good re- 
sults? 

Josephine T.—I once bought ¥4, pound of Metwurst through a neigh- 
bor and had divided it among 5 people. When I had to call the Doctor, 
he said I had Food Poisoning. Three of us landed in the Hospital. The 
Worms had settled in my Heart Muscles. Seven years after I had Trichi- 
nosis, I landed in the Hospital for nine weeks. The Doctors cut my Heart 
Muscle open and found the Worms embedded but asleep! Seven Doctors 
said they could not help me. For five weeks when I was in the Hospital 
in April, I was treated for Hemorrhages. I have a daughter who is a 
nurse and she said that if Spectro-Chrome could do that for M. it can 
do it for you. 1 do not feel 100 per cent. yet, but I have improved so much 
that I want to shout it from the house tops. I am such a good example 
that tomorrow I am going to enroll somebody. (Loud applause.) 

Deputy—That was a very fine report. 

Everyone went home very pleased as the Meeting was a successful 
one, as are all our Meetings. 
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Thank you for the Affidavit signed by 101 Affiliates. Your efforts, 
loyalty and devotion are praiseworthy and compensate us beyond all our 
losses. What if we lost all our belongings! We have you—worth more 
than the treasures of the World! 


Meeting Of Thursday, February 1, 1945 


Successful Use Of Spectro-Chrome In:—Appendicitis, Uterine Prolapse, 
Heart Disorder, Pain

The Meeting was held in the Red Room. Deputy Lina Fischer was 
in the chair; 101 Affiliates were present. The Deputy read from Dinshah’s 
“Good Thoughts” on ‘“Machine” and “Surgery.” 

Deputy—Brothers and sisters, think it over and absorb these two 
“Good Thoughts” and you will come to realize what Spectro-Chrome 
means and does for us. ! 

The communication from our Dinshah was then read by the Deputy 
who explained as she proceeded. Those Affiliates who sent Enrollments 
shortly before the Fire, had already done as he requested. She then re- 
lated to the Affiliates her experience of accompanying Dinshah to the 
Brooklyn Court for the Pre-Trial Hearing. 

The Deputy then asked how many Affiliates would voluntarily testify 
in the Brooklyn Court in behalf of the merits of Spectro-Chrome. Thirty- 
five Affiliates volunteered. 

Louise Witt, Frieda Diez, Elizabeth Turk and Lillian Peters all stated 
that they were recently visited by the Inspectors. Louise Witt also stated 
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they were especially interested in her Favorscope. Her neighbor spoke 
with the Inspectors concerning the case of Louise Witt’s husband, also 
saying that if she ever became sick, Louise Witt would help her. 

Deputy—You will introduce her as a Benefit Student, but never let 
her use your Equipment. When people once hear of Spectro-Chrome, 
they will come to you when they are in need. That is the: way I heard 
about it too. Hugo Witt had wonderful results, but, he did- not stick to 
Spectro-Chrome. 

Louise Witt—After he was normalated, he started drinking and 
smoking again and then he got another Stroke. I told the Inspector ex- 
actly what happened. 

A new Affiliate Louise Burg was introduced to the Affiliates. 


Case reports were called and Frank Cassano, a Spectro-Chrome Nor- 
malator, came to the platform. His Reports folow:— 

1. Caroline S., age 15, was to be operated on for Chronic Appendi- 
citis. Kardoscil 67, Spiroscil 18. Backelim 1 a day, Frontelim 4. After 
using Turquoise Area 10 and Magenta Areas 4 and 18 for 1 week the 
girl already felt better. For the next three weeks, Lemon Systemic Back 
and Front and Magenta Areas 4 and 18 were irradiated. Within 1 month’s 
time parents are so well pleased that they are now enrolling. 

2. Hilda M., age 37, had fallen Womb. Kardoscil 72, Spiroscil 14. 
Backelim 1 a.day, Frontelim 7 a day. Indigo Areas 10 and 11, Lemon 
Systemic Back and Front and Magenta Areas 4 and 18 were used for 2 
months. After 2 months, she was normal. 

3. Helen L., age 45, had weak Kardoscil and Pain in Area 18. Kar- 
doscil 64, Spiroscil 18. Backelim 1 in 2 days and Frontelim 3 a day. 
Green Systemic Back and Front and Magenta Areas 4 and 18 for 1 week, 
two a day. Kardoscil 80, Spiroscil 18. Backelim 1 aday. After 1 month 
Kardoscil was 78. 

4. Marguerite G., age 66, suffered with Heart, Kidney and Liver Dis- 
orders. Kardoscil 76, Spiroscil 22. Backelim 1 in 3 days, Frontelim 7. 
The Ratio was 3 to 1 which was bad. Started tonating with Magenta 
Areas 4 and 18 and Yellow Systemic 8, 9,10. She kept using Heart Stim- 
ulant, so Spectro-Chrome was taken away. A month later the woman 
passed away. | 

5. Mary F., age 70, suffered from Low Blood Pressure. Kardoscil 
54, Spiroscil 14, Backelim 1, Frontelim 5. Used Scarlet Areas 4, 18 and 
Lemon Systemic Back and Front 1 week. Kardoscil 72, Spiroscil 18, 
Backelim 1, Frontelim 5. Continued to improve; however, she constantly 
had to be warned not to eat certain foods, but would not listen. Ate 
Noodles, Flesh and Bologny and took Stimulants. I gave up the case. She 
went to a Hospital and died after 3 months. 

Deputy—Colonel Dinshah is very happy over the enthusiasm of this 
Planet. He was very pleased with the manner in which the last Meeting 
was carried on. . 

By permission of the Institute Carl Fischer then showed Motion Pic- 
tures of the Fire which had been promised the Affiliates. The Deputy 
explained as it proceeded and pointed out the various Buildings. Upon 
requests by many of the Affiliates, the pictures were shown a second 
time. Everyone enjoyed the pictures as they could see at first hand the 
terrible destruction caused by the fire. 

All went home satisfied and much interest was shown. 
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Spectro-Chrome does NOT claim to keep people alive for ever. All 
it claims is that it can do all that Medicine can do, WITHOUT the sequelae. 
If Spectro-Chrome, intelligently irradiated, can not give the desired re- 
sults, the case has come to a point where it is beyond human reach. We 
all have to die some day—even the Originator of Spectro-Chrome has to 
follow the same road, but, the proper use of Spectro-Chrome and the strict 
following of its Technique and Rules, will produce a Life full of Health 
and Happiness, until the human machine itself wears out in accordance 
with the Laws of Nature. 

If any person will not follow the Technique and Rules of Spectro- 
Chrome, do not permit the use of the apparatus. Those strict Rules are 
vital to the effectiveness of the Science and one must either follow them 
or have one’s own way and stay sick or die—surely that is their personal 
privilege.

A CASE OF WRONG MEDICAL DIAGNOSIS 
THE EVIL OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS

The year 1944 closed upon a world torn with a War so destructive, 
so cruel, as to beggar description; so savage that it is difficult for the 
human mind to conceive where civilization ends and barbarism begins 
(or vice versa). The need for Truth is more apparent than ever and 
where may greater Teachings of Truth be found than in the Dinshah 
Spectro-Chrome Organization? 

The New Year 1945, which just commenced, already proved fateful 
to our valuable Institute, when, on the first business day of the year 
(January 2d) Fire obliterated those precious belongings of our President 
Dinshah, most of which may never be replaced. 

The telegram containing the news of the unfortunte disaster arrived 
at the Recorder’s home about 9:00 A. M. Wednesday, January 3d. She 
immediately notified the Planet Deputy as well as the other past and 
present Planet Commissioners and all Affiliates whose names she retained 
in memory, many of whom, in turn, notified others immediately in this 
emergency. Some were stunned into silence; others, who are deeply at- 
tached to our Cause, became hysterical and still others cried openly at 
the Telephone. All sympathized with Colonel Dinshah for losing his val- 
uable possessions, but admired the spirit and courage he possessed and 
expressed in his desire to make a new start “In Glory Of God.” Some 
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believed that this misfortune would lead to greater achievements. When 
conditions seem to be at their worst, the turning point is usually near. 
“It is always darkest before dawn.” All were grateful that lives were 
spar 

Most Affiliates entertained the suspicion that this fire was of incen- 
diary origin. They thought it strange that it should occur in the same 
month in which Colonel Dinshah’s important Trials were to take place. 
The possibility of a defective Heating Plant was considered; according 
to the newspapers there was a severe storm with high winds in that 
vicinity on the day in question. One Affiliate asked “Were there any 
chemicals in the building”? Another “Was chemical experimenting done 
there?” All are anxious to hear the details and origin, if that may be 
determined. All expressed surprise when they heard “No Insurance.” 

Deputy Frank S. Burns was in the chair; 109 Affiliates were present. 
The communication from Dinshah, dated December 29, 1944 was read by 
the Deputy. 

Deputy—The Recorder has a Telegram. Coming at this time, I think 
it is the most discouraging situation and trust you will realize the serious- 
ness of the predicament the Institute is in and do what you can to allevi- 
ate the distressing circumstances. In the letter of the 29th we read of 
the final determination of some of Colonel Dinshah’s vital Court issues 
about to take place this month and now this telegram. 

Fredrick Kneppreth—The contributions are starting out wonderfully, 
I think that Colonel Dinshah is rather “up against it.” WE are the only 
ones he can turn to with this dark cloud overhanging. 

Deputy—Any Affiliate who feels he can contribute, it will certainly 
be appreciated. Dinshah is broad-minded and knows we are not all in a 
position to do so. Many of us have been “Bled by the Medical Doctors” 
as he says. 

Emily Mokelke, who feels she owes her life to Spectro-Chrome and is 
very grateful, spoke inspiringly—We really owe all to Dinshah, especially 
those of us who have been terribly ill. Years.ago, we had Doctor after 
Doctor. Everything I have today I owe to Colonel Dinshah, for, if I did 
not have my Health, nothing else would count and there is a number of 
Affiliates who feel the same way as I do. I think we should give as much 
as we can. In gratitude we should do the best we can. We should really 
make a few more sacrifices. (Applause.) 

Fredrick Kneppreth agreed with Emily Mokelke and spoke of this 
being of a constructive nature. | 

Robert Schott—Another way in which we could help, I think, would 
be to avail ourselves of some of Colonel Dinshah’s books. 

Norma Fiedler invited Colonel Dinshah to build in a more central lo- 
cation, say Milwaukee or Chicago. 

Fredrick Kneppreth—The contributions are starting out wonderfully, 
but, do not let that stop here! Let us show that we are behind the In- 
stitute for all that Dinshah has done for us. 

Case Reports followed :— 

Sarah P. Erdmann—Five weeks ago I fell and badly hurt my right 
Knee; left Knee and Hand were also injured. Had the Medical Doctor 
examine it for Fracture. He said it was badly bruised. I irradiated Yel- 
low twice, then Indigo. By night it was so swollen I was confined in bed 
for the next three days. I could just limp around. I continued Indigo 
twice and then Orange. It became numb. Was advised to alternate 
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Orange and Indigo with Magenta on Areas 4 and 18. Spiroscil was 21, 
Kardoscil 76. Now Iam able to bend my Knee. When I go out evenings 
I use a crutch. The Medical Doctor said it is progressing wonderfully. I 
surely went through some suffering and do not know what I should have 
done had it not been for Spectro-Chrome. 


Deputy—Everyone should gain by that experience. 
Much discussion started about when to use Orange and when Indigo. 


Emil Egide—We had a case in our family: My wife thought she would 
be Hercules and shovelled snow. She did the whole walk but could not 
get out of bed the following day. She did not know what the trouble was 
and imagined she had everything from “Lumbago”’ to all the “Itises” in 
our book. I looked over the condition and from my observation it ap- 
peared to be tenseness of the Muscles and I recalled Dinshah’s statement 
that we are too anxious to relieve the pain with Indigo instead of going 
to the seat of the Disorder and taking care of the Circulatory System. 
She used Orange one night and arose from bed the next morning won- 
dering where the Pain was. It proved very effective. It remained away 
one day and she did something which required those same Muscles:and 
the Pain returned for a few days. I continued the use of Orange. She 
was required to report to the Company Doctor. If there is no Fever 
present and no sign of Redness or Swelling, then Orange is the Atcowa 
to use. If it were a tense Muscle Orange. It proved very effective. We 
do not use Spectro-Chrome very often in my family, but, when we cannot 
get out of bed we use it. 

Alice Brown—A six-year-old child suddenly became very sick. The 
father became panicky. Neighbors sent for an ambulance and she was 
removed to the Hospital. Four Medical Doctors held a consultation and 
decided it was “Spinal Meningitis.” The father “lost his head.” He had 
a Spectro-Chrome Equipment. The child was released after four hours. 
Before the child left the Hospital, a Nurse said: “It is too bad. That child 
will be dead by tomorrow.” Temperature 106. Spectro-Chrome was ir- 
radiated. I went to visit the child the following afternoon and found 
it playing around! The child recovered. 

Deputy—Do you think it was Spinal Meningitis? 

Alice Brown—No! That is what the Doctors had said. Must be their 
wrong “Diagnosis.” 

Deputy—I, too, doubt whether it was that. The symptoms may have 
been similar. 

Fredrick Kneppreth—Spinal Meningitis is an Inflammation of the 
Membranes covering the Spinal Cord. 

Past Sub-Deputy Kurt W. Bader—I would like to contribute some- 
thing to this discussion. Is there anyone with a loud voice who would 
read this? (Nobody responded.) At the last Meeting the question of 
proper dress conducive to Health came up. I shall read you the article 
from Spectro-Chrome bound magazines, Volume I, June, 1922 to Decem- 
ber, 1925, page 320, entitled “What to Wear” from the Evening Bulletin 
of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania about the “Wisdom of Keeping the Body 
at Uniform.Temperature” by Garrett P. Serviss, the Astronomer-writer. 

The article was read. (Everyone is recommended to read it and dress 
accordingly. The views of the Originator about proper dress did not 
change. They have been the same all his life.) ; 

Kurt Bader concluded his reading by stating: “If you have nothing 
in your Stomach, you can freeze at 104 Degrees.” He stressed the im- 
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portance of reading Dinshah’s books and publications and urged Affil- 
iates to get them saying “Dinshah is not looking for contributions. It 
would be just as supporting (and knowledge would be increased) to get 
his books.” 

Norma Fiedler—Every year we get the same lecture about dressing 
warm. When my ancestors immigrated to this country, they settled in 
the backwoods. There were Red Indians in those days and they were 
scantily clad; possibly wore a few skins. One Indian, when questioned 
as to whether he did not suffer from the cold and exposure, asked the 
white man “Does your face get cold?” Upon receiving a negative reply, 
he said: “Well, me all face!” 


The importance of keeping hands and feet warm was emphasized by 
Fredrick Kneppreth who also spoke against fur coats, saying: “It is not 
the fur but the heat in the Body. The object is to keep the Body Radia- 
tion from wasting. It is more sensible to purchase a $75.00 wool coat 
than to spend several hundred dollars on a fur coat. People who are on 
the path to enlightenment should always bear in mind the contribution 
to slaughter. The Commandment is: 

“THOU SHALT NOT KILL.” (Applause.) 

Kurt Bader gave a sensible talk on the subject of dress. 

The case of a woman, aged 65, came to the attention of the Deputy 
who related it. Said he: “About a year ago, her Foot became swollen 
and inflamed and began to drain between the Toes. The family became 
alarmed and called in a Medical Doctor who examined her and sent her 
to a Hospital, for ‘Diabetic Gangrene.’ The woman was at the Hospital 
for a week, ‘under observation.’ The family was not in a position to 
maintain her there, so she was returned home. The Medical Doctors said 
she would have to take Insulin daily and showed her how to make the 
Injections. Strange as it may seem, this family had a Spectro-Chrome 
Equipment and my attention was called to the case. I said: ‘Forget about 
Insulin and the Doctors! Just use Spectro-Chrome; but USE IT! Don’t 
have it in the house as a fixture.’ She commenced using it conscien- 
tiously. The foot opened, drained. for a while and finally cleared. She 
was unable to walk, but continued to use Spectro-Chrome and took the 
Tonations regularly. A Pain in the Ear developed and opened during 
sleep. In the course of time after using Yellow, a Core came out and the 
Disorder cleared and today she is in very good condition and goes around. 
She goes downtown alone on the street car and during the past year she 
had a check-up by the Medical Doctor as to Blood and Urine. His re- 
marks were: ‘Just keep on with the Insulin; I am surprised you are so 
wonderful! Your Blood Count is wonderful! No more Sugar! Just 
keep on with the Insulin’! He never examined her for Insulin Injection. 
She used Yellow, Magenta and some Indigo. Her general condition has 
improved remarkably.” 

Alice Brown—I should have shown him Spectro-Chrome. 

Deputy—The house was divided against itself, but the Doubting 
Thomases had to admit that she improved. 

Louise Schultz—She should have told the Medical Doctor. 

Robert Schott—I had the same experience with Cataract. I was con- 
vinced that I did not have to be operated. 
| Gladys B. reported that her little boy broke both Wrists while away 
from Milwaukee. He was taken to a Medical Doctor before she could 
reach him. As soon as she was able, she removed him from the Medical 
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Doctor’s care. One Wrist is in a Cast, the other in a Splint. I gave him 
Magenta on Areas 4 and 18 and Lemon Systemic. The Medical Doctor 
gave him pills called “fish-eyes.” They were Calcium. She put them 
away. Her sister is against Spectro-Chrome and she did not tell her why 
she was taking him home. She would have taken him home sooner but 
was unable. The Deputy advised Gladys to continue with Spectro- 
Chrome. 
Informal] discussion was invited by the Deputy: 


Late-comers requested that the telegram from the Institute be re- 
read and the Deputy complied. 

The Deputy concluded the Meeting with a reminder on the peril con- 
nected with the use of Intoxicating Liquors. ‘There is much to be said. 
Some people regard the craving for Liquors as a Disorder. I believe this 
country. or any other country for that matter, would be far better off if 
it would abolish Intoxicants entirely. Institutions are filled, the Houses 
of Correction, Reformatories, Insane Asylums, all are filled with Liquor 
addicts or as a result of it. It is a difficult problem. You know as well 
as I do that some years ago we had what was called ‘Prohibition.’ Any- 
thing but Prohibition existed. People who never indulged in Liquor be- 
fore, began to make use of it. I do not believe people will ever get away 
from the idea until they realize the danger and harm it does to the Physi- 
cal Body. You know what it does. It upsets the Mental Equilibrium. It 
takes a terrible toll. The fine membranous Tissues of the Brain are de- 
stroyed and can never be replaced; neither can the lining of the Stomach 
be replaced. How that may be corrected in an individual is a problem. 
The only way one can obtain results is by appealing to the person’s sense 
of reason and understanding and showing him the injury that is done to 
the Body and the wrecks and derelicts that are confined to Institutions 
as a result of it. I have been an Abstainer for years and it would be, 
against my reasoning and better judgment to use Liquor. I could not 
think of ever going back to it. Sometimes people wonder how I live be- 
cause I abstain from these so-called ‘pleasures.’ I have a clear thinking 
capacity. I hope to retain that until I make my departure from the Phys- 
ical Plane.” (Applause. ) 

Robert Schott—The craving for Alcohol and Tobacco may be lost by 
using Spectro-Chrome. 

Fredrick Kneppreth— Alcohol never brought prosperity to any 
country. 

Norma Fiedler—Occult books deal with this question. There is al- 
ways an aftermath. Ofttimes “blue spells” follow a drinking bout. 

Kurt Bader—Think of it! Five and a half million insane in our Hos- 
pitals as a result of these vices. WE are the ones who have to support 
them. Billions of dollars have been used for booze last year. How much 
will they have to spend for the Medical Doctors to repair the damage? 
Now you know why the Medical Doctors are supporting Liquor and To- 
bacco. 

Deputy—The sins of the parents! If you talk to a Medical Doctor 
about Mental Disorders, he will invariably tell you the causes are either 
“Syphilis or Alcohol.” 

Emma Schroeder—Occultism teaches that the effects of Tobacco and 
Alcohol are noticeable even after death. 

Deputy—You can smell them from a distance. I can see them drop- 
ping off one by one. I could mention 6 or 8 who passed on from time to

Deputy Frank S. Burns was in the chair; 145 Affiliates were pres- 
ent. Communication from the Principal Office was read. ‘Authentic 
Report Of The $250,000.00 Conflagration” was read. 


Expecting a disturbance similar to the one in New York from the 
same quarter, because of a certain telephone call received by the Re- 
corder, the Auditorium management had provided Police protection, but 
nothing happened. 

Deputy—Last week Inspector Ernest of the Food And Drug Admin- 
istration called on me and asked for certain pertinent information re- 
garding my experiences with Spectro-Chrome. I told him how I became 
acquainted with this Science and how I had been an Affiliate for ten years 
and what benefits my family and I had derived; how Spectro-Chrome had 
been a God-send for ills which are not being taken care by other healing 
methods. I found him to be very pleasant. Of course, he has a duty to 
perform and is doing it as well as he can and knows how and I think the 
best thing we can do is to be as courteous as we can concerning our 
knowledge and experiences with Spectro-Chrome.

Deputy—If there be a Hospital record, give it to him! 

Kurt Bader—Both Medical Doctors are dead. 

Deputy—But there is a Hospital record in your case. 

Kurt Bader—I do not know whether they keep it over ten years. 

Deputy—My son, whose condition improved to its present status with 
Spectro-Chrome, was in Rochester, Minnesota. The fact that he was 
there, showed that the Medical Doctors had ample opportunity to help 
him if they could do so. | 

Deputy (To Victoria Tuchel)—-Your case would be hard for them 
to swallow! | 

Victoria—They must keep the records for a considerable time. 

Deputy—Those are bitter pills for them to swallow. 

The Deputy said those cases are self-evident and the “diabetes” case 
he reported some time ago was also a bitter pill. 

Rose Helminak—I was operated thirty years ago; I got my record 
four years ago. The Doctor is dead twenty years. 

Sub-Deputy Theodore Mohrhusen—I was also visited by Inspector 
Ernest. I was rather wary in the beginning. We both warmed up to the 
subject. He is looking for certain types of cases and fortunately (7) 
my mother-in-law’s case was a Cancer case. He immediately wanted to 
know the Medical Doctors’ names and Hospitals. I gave him only first 
hand information, none second hand. We talked for about 114 hours 
and parted amicably. I questioned him “What are you investigating?” 
He appeared evasive about replying, so I told him that the very fact that 
he is still looking, answers my question. 

Deputy Burns—I told him “Dinshah welcomes investigations.” If 
the.Federal Food And Drug Administration finds Spectro-Chrome is gen- 
uine, what will happen then? 

Emil Egide—It will be “Case dismissed.” | 

Albert Mokelke—The Inspector paid me a visit, but unfortunately I 
was not at home. I think he is looking for Hospital records. Mine are 
plastered all over Soldiers’ Home. I was crippled with “Arthritis.”” The 
Medical Doctors there examined me and I could not get my Arm up. I 
also had “Epilepsy.” They would not permit me to use the elevator. 
They must have been afraid I might fall. I was in the “Nerve Ward” 
with twenty-four other soldiers—all were bad “nerve cases.” One case 
in particular: The man was caught in a hurricane in Florida. Suddenly 
he would yell. He was strapped. They say they give you no Narcotics 
out there. They certainly do! I was there about four months. They 
took off my clothes and tested my Shoulders and Arms. They were 
locked. I could not go to the bath room myself. They told my wife they 
could not do anything for me. “If you want to take the man home, you 
can! There is nothing here we can do for him,” they said. I had a Spec- 
tro-Chrome Equipment at home. It had normalated my wife. She said: 
“Now ‘it is up to you!” That was in 1937. I discontinued Smoking. It 
required. nine months to be rid of my Epilepsy. I wondered how I could 
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know whether I was improving. I kept a record. The intervals between 
seizures were longer and longer. - Finally it was 45 days between attacks 
and then they stopped entirely, suddenly. I think it would be a good 
ide to get an examination now. I had my waiver lifted. I was amused 
the vther day. Recently I moved into a new home and was hanging storm 
windows. There I was up on the ladder, hanging between Heaven and 
Earth and feeling secure! Undoubtedly the Inspector went to Soldiers’ 
Home to examine my record. (Applause.) 


Helen Schott—The Inspector called at our house also. He went to 
see the two Eye Doctors (Olson and Hitz). 


Rose Jungmann—tThey were also in Racine. I thought it was quite 
fortunate that they picked the Affiliate they did pick. -It was a case of 
Dropsy. They got a very good report from her. They were not at my 

ome. 

Deputy—I believe he was all over even in Merrill. 

Case Reports followed :— 

Emma Schroeder reported another “bitter pill.” It was the case of 
her mother. The Disorders which were caused by a Stroke and consisted 
in Paralysis of the Throat, for one thing, occurred in 1936 and the report 
was given for the benefit of those who were unfamiliar with the case. It 
was printed in Spectro-Chrome in August 1936, page 1925. Emma’s 
mother was unable to swallow. She was eating strained foods at the 
time and the Saliva would run out of her Mouth. The Eye was closed 
and she was unable to move the Eyeball in an external direction. Emma 
showed three of the pill boxes which bore the names of the Medical Doc- 
tor, the date verifying when the Disorder took place and the Prescription 
Number. She also had the Certificate showing the result of the Blood 
Test with her. Thanks to Spectro-Chrome, Emma’s mother (Ottilie 
Krenz) is alive and able to be present at the Planet Meeting as an Edu- 
cational Student. She is in her eightieth year and is spry and alert. She 
takes very few Tonations, has a keen sense of humor. Emma called at- 
tention to the Eye which opened during the first two months of Tona- 
tion and the Eyeball now moves in all directions. Some people become 
discouraged when they do not obtain results immediately. Emma’s 
mother tonated daily for about two years, at the age of 70, a great part 
of the time two Tonations a day and feels she is well repaid. (Applause. ) 

Emma told of another case which was never reported. It concerned 
a distant relative of hers, B. R., a widow, who several years ago suffered 
with High Blood Pressure, Dropsy and Diabetes. Sat around in a chair 
in a state of despair. She was ready to end her life. “I recommended 
Spectro-Chrome to her.

Deputy Clemens M. P. Neumann was in the chair; 73 Affiliates were 
present. Communication from the Principal Office was read and - ex- 
plained. The Deputy made the following remarks about the Post Office 
Fraud Order Injunction Suit against the Post Master General, in Wash- 
ington, D. C.:—“If the Affiliates would consider how many times they 
felt ill and if it were not for Spectro-Chrome, how many times they would 
have gone to a Medical Doctor, plus the cost of the medicine, so if they 
felt in their hearts that they are being benefited by Spectro-Chrome, let 
the generosity of the heart flow into their hands and help Dinshah in 
this trying time, as Dinshah surely could use it.” 

The Sub-Deputy asked for permission to add a few remarks: “The 
Law Of Compensation says we receive the way we give. The Bible says 
‘Bread cast upon the Waters will be returned’.” 

He said he did not know the status of any of the Affiliates, but as 
the communication relates the Funds are exhausted and to all indications 
they are urgently needed, if you could spare, send 1, 2, 5 or even $10.00.

She went to the Medical Doctor who gave her Salve which would 
dry the Blisters and wanted her to come back to give Injections. She 
then came to Spectro-Chrome. Her left side of the Face also Arm were 
still swollen and there was Fever in the Arm.

K. M. had a Swelling on Foot. Turquoise Local for 10 days cor- 
rected it. 

EK. M.’s daughter N., age 17, has a Skin Disorder. She irradiated 
Green, Lemon, Turquoise and Indigo, but her condition is worse. She 
was told to bring Sufferer Chart for opinion. 

J. M.’s daughter P., age 15, had Skin Disorder. Atcowa Lemon and 
a few Turquoise brought good results. 

E. E. had Asthma for 10 days and could barely come to the Meet- 
ing. He had a Ratio of 6 to 1, with Kardoscil of 120, which was cor- 
rected by Purple on Areas 4 and. 18. 

The value of Free Guidance was stressed. 


E. M. should send for Free Guidance. The initial one asked for Re- 
port in 30 days after irradiating Yellow on 6-7-8-9-10 Areas. To date, 
no General Advice Chart came.

Deputy Lina Fischer was in the chair; 163 Affiliates were present. 

Attention was again called to the fact that many Affiliates did not 
receive their Spectro-Chrome, because, they did mot attend the Meetings 
very often. All were urged to try to come whenever possible. 

Communication from the Principal Office, also a Telegram which 
was received from Colonel Dinshah, were read. 

Deputy—Before I came over to New York tonight, I telephoned Din- 
shah. He appeared in Camden, New Jersey today and gave me the news 
that the Trial was postponed. It will not start next Tuesday, but, Din- 
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shah will have to appear there to set the date when it will start. We do 
not beg, but you know what it means if these cases are lost. There are 
absolutely no funds and it costs a tremendous amount of money. AS we 
supported the Institute at the time of the Fire, we should support it now. 
This time it is just as crucial, if not more. What will you do without 
your, Equipment? How many of you have avoided an Operation through 
Spectro-Chrome? (A number of hands went up.) 

Affiliates who wanted to testify at the coming Trial in Camden were 
asked to sign their name and address at the door when leaving. Once 
again Affiliates were advised to be careful and fill all Enrollments: and 
other papers sent to the Institute in a correct manner. 

Turning again to the Magazines, the Deputy stated that this job 
was really upto the Affiliates. Affiliate Margaret Wolschendorf travels to 
Malaga every month to get the Magazines for the Planet Meeting. 

KF. P. reported the case of an Affiliate who has her Equipment for 
seven weeks. This Affiliate suffered with Asthma for the past 15 years. 
After six weeks of tonating, this woman could do all her work, whereas 
previously she could do nothing. Has had no Asthma in the past four 
weeks. Before coming to Spectro-Chrome, had spent over $3000.00 on 
Drugs and Medical Doctors. ‘Tonations of Yellow and Magenta were 
given. 
Seven new Affiliates were introduced and greeted with applause. — 

F. P. suggested that the $15.00 which is given to an Affiliate for in- 
troducing a new person be returned: to the Institute for the Spectro- 
Chromarium Fund and in this way we can each do our share. 

M. W. reported the case of her sister-in-law, who had Asthma for 
ten years. During this past year, was under the care of a Chiropractor. 
Spent $600.00 and the attacks came on just the same. Tonated with Ma- 
genta and Lemon and within one week was, much better. (Applause. ) 

M. W.—I was with Colonel Dinshah in Washington, D. C. Court. 
There were 34 cases ahead of ours. As usual, the Colonel did not get a 
chance to say anything. I think that if Dinshah’s spirit is undefeated, 
we should do all we can to help too. He serves God and through him 
we got our Spectro-Chrome. 

Deputy—I think we should give a round of applause to F. W. (All 
vigorously applauded. ) 

Deputy—In the near future, we shall have several Normalators. M. 
W., W. D. and F. R. finished their three Volumes and F. P. is now study- 
ing the Third Volume. 

Affiliate B. Le F. again showed her Arm to the Affiliates. Last 
month, she severely burned it. Today, there is not a trace of a Burn on 
her Arm, thanks to Spectro-Chrome. 

M. K.—I have been an Affiliate a year last month. Two Medical Doc- 
tors claimed that I had Tuberculosis. They wanted me to go to a rest 
home. I disregarded their advice and followed the Tonations which Din- 
shah recommended and I feel wonderful today. Spectro-Chrome also 
helped me with my Teeth. The Dentist told me my Gums were filled 
with Pus and I would have to have my Teeth pulled. I wrote to the In- 
stitute, followed Dinshah’s directions and today I still have my Teeth.

EK. D.—I had very bad Neuritis. After using Spectro-Chrome for 
only one week. I could walk across the room. Tonated with Lemon Sys- 
tematic and Magenta on Area 4. 

I. S.—Are baked Beans a substitute for Peas? 

Deputy— Yes. 

I. S—My son had‘Mosquito or Flea Bites on a Foot for about 4 or 5 
weeks. I put drawing Salve on it. (Here the Deputy interrupted and 
told Affiliates that in introducing someone, they should also give them 
the feeling that they may always come back for Guidance). The Bite 
traveled. My husband took the boy to the Medical Doctor. The Doctor 
gave him some Salve. I wrote in to the Institute asking advice and they 
told me that I should keep going to the Medical Doctor! The boy had 
a Fever ranging about 102 to 104, for about two weeks. Tonated with 
‘Turquoise and Fever went down. Our minister was to the house and he 
said we should take the boy to the Doctor, but I am not going to. I.am 
going to stick with Spectro-Chrome and I am sure that next month I shall 
be able to give a much better report. I am also going to write to the In- 
stitute and apologize for my actions in this particular incident. 

M. K. inquired as to what she should feed her baby now. The Dep- 
uty advised giving her the same vegetables and other food as the rest of 
the family eats and also some Limbupani. 

M. K.— A Sufferer I know wants to go to Malaga for a few weeks, 
but, she is not an Affiliate. 

Deputy—The best thing is for her to get an Equipment. When we 
were at the Class, we stayed at the Hotel. Try to get this Sufferer to 
get own Equipment and use it at home. Incidentally, they started to 
build the first Cottage at Malaga today. When the Cottages are ready 
and if they have enough help; they will take Sufferers again. 

, A. R. stated he has a brother-in-law who is sick and whom the Med- 
ical Doctors want to put in a Mental Institute. He stated that he would 
like to have him go to Malaga to speak with Dinshah. The Deputy ad- 
vised that when. he goes to Malaga to pick up the Equipment to take his 
brother-in-law with him, at which time he may speak with Dinshah. 

M. W. stated that many people were advised to take Yellow on Areas 
6, 7, 8, 9, 10 by the Institute and asked that the Deputy explain the At- 
tributes of Yellow for the Affiliates. 

Before complying with this request, however, the Deputy called on 
Affiliate F. R. to tell how he enjoyed his two weeks stay in Malaga. 

F. R.—We all learned plenty and had plenty of fun. I shall go down 
any time for another two weeks. This Course was the most Educational 
Class I ever attended. 

The Deputy then read Chapter 80 on Yellow. Discussion followed. 

F. P.—I know an Affiliate who is constipated for 15 years. He has 
been taking Tonations, but has had no Back Elimination in four days.

Deputy George: J. Brown was in the chair; 23 Affiliates were present. 
First the meeting was opened to new Affiliates for questions. There were 
two new Affiliates present. Communication from the Principal Office was 
read by the Deputy and also a Telegram received from Dinshah earlier 
that evening. The Deputy emphasized the fact that funds were low at 
a time when there were Law Suits to fight and requested anyone-present 
that was able to contribute, to do so. Several envelopes were handed out 
by the Sub-Deputy for free contributions. It was requested of anyone 
present who had previously made Affidavit as to their condition qualify- 
ing them to testify at the trial at Camden, New Jersey, to notify Din- 
shah so as to be a witness at the Trial, at their own expense. He will 
notify all when needed. 

Case Reports followed :— 

1. J. B. used Indigo on his father’s Legs for Varicose Veins which 
started swelling and pained terribly. It was suggested that Yurquoise 
be used to remove the Swelling and Inflammation. 

2. E.R. reported she used Indigo for a Cold last Sunday. It started 
about 2 o’clock at night, and she had three Spells and nearly fainted. 
She:tonated with Indigo and dozed off and when she awoke her Pain was 
gone and she got up Monday morning and did all her work as usual. 
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3. E. M. used to have many Headaches. She was advised to use 
first Green and then Turquoise. The Turquoise helped her and she feels 
much better. Her Headache is gone and she is pleased. 

4, E. P. used Blue for Hay Fever and got a Headache. It was sug- 
gested that in such a case one should switch around to Green. She used 
Turquoise and it helped. She claims she used Magenta for Change Of

The Deputy asked those present if any Federal Agents had been 
around.. He stated that they were now going after Spectro-Chrome Nor- 
malators and were out to scalp the head of the Organization—Dinshah.

Sub-Deputy Evert Dahlke was in the chair; 150 Affiliates were 
resent. 

P For the benefit of those who did not receive the magazines at this 
Meeting, the Sub-Deputy read, again, the letter to Planet Commissioners 
(August 30th, 1946) which states in part:—“Those who will not receive 
the Spectro-Chrome in the Planet Meeting by constant attendance, may 
receive them at the end of the current year, provided they renew their 
Affiliation in time. This move was actually forced on me and the negli- 
gence of the non-attending Affiliates is to be blamed for it. Without co: 
operation of the Affiliates, the Institute cannot function efficiently.” 

Sub-Deputy—If you are attending every Meeting, you will receive 
your magazines. If NOT, you may receive them at the end of the year. 
The Continuation Request will, most likely, be sent by mail. 

After the reading of this month’s communication by the Sub-Dep- 
uty, the Recorder read the Telegram promised in the letter, which said 
that the Washington Fraud Order Petition was thrown out by Summary 
Judgment against us. “Judge abruptly stopped Dinshah oral argument 
and refused to listen to citations saying we had notice of hearing but did 
not appear before Solicitor. Now go on appeal. Treatment during case 
worse than Brooklyn. Voluminous funds will be needed.” 

The Recorder brought with her to the Meeting a copy of the Post 
Office Fraud Order Suit (refiled) Action in Equity No. Civil 31408 which 
contains the complete text of the Bill Of Complaint and Petition For Re- 
‘straint Order And Injunction. Page 8 of this pamphlet tells how “(FF) 
Suddenly on August 21st, 1942 a single envelope addressed to all the 17 
Entitities. came by Registered Mail, from the Post Office Department to 
Malaga Post Office. It was received by Irene Grace Dinshah and was 
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found to have a Memorandum of Charges in it. It charged the 17 En- 
tities that they ‘are engaged in conducting a scheme or device for ob- 
taining money through the mails by means of false or fraudulent pre- 
tenses, representations or promises, in violation of Section 3928 and 4041 
of the Revised Statutes, as amended, (Secs. 259 and 732 of Title 39 U. S. 
Code) a copy of which is also enclosed. These Statutes authorize the 
Postmaster General to forbid the delivery of mail and the payment of 
money orders to any person or company found to be operating a scheme 
or device in violation thereof.’ An ANSWER to the said Charges was 
to be made by the 17 Entities, by Monday, September 14th, 1942 and 
it stated that IT MAY BE FORWARDED BY MAIL OR PRESENTED 
IN PERSON OR BY COUNSEL. The communication was signed by Vin- 
cent M. Miles, Solicitor. The date for the ‘Hearing’ was changed sub- 
sequently by the Solicitor without the request of the 17 Entities, to Mon- 
day, September 21st, 1942. | 

‘““(GG) In pursuance of the wording of the Solicitor’s letter, Dinshah 
P. Ghadiali, acting pro se et al, MAILED an appropriate ANSWER with 
27 exhibits, denying charges, etc....... | 

““(HH) It appeared from the “Transcript of Proceedings’..... that 
a ‘Hearing’ was held in the Solicitor’s Office before an Assistant, Daniel 
J. Kelly, on Monday,:-September 21st, 1942, at which a Post Office In- 
spector Karl M. Foust on oath produced in Evidence a Spectro-Chrome 
Apparatus, which he obtained by signing a False Declaration to Dinshah 
Spectro-Chrome Institute and posing as a sick woman ‘Mrs. Amelia 
Regina Wylie, of Ridgeway, Missouri.’ That Inspector made numerous 
false statements on oath to incriminate the Complainant and one Phy- 
sicist and two Medical Doctors, all linked with the American Medical 
Association testified that the Apparatus was a ‘fake’ and the claims made 
for its efficiency were ‘fictitious’.” oo 

It is suggested that all Affiliates refresh their minds on this case 
by referring to the Post Office Fraud Order Suit. As stated, Dinshah 
answered by MAIL. Now the Judge abruptly stops Dinshah’s oral argu- 
ment and refuses to listen to Citations saying we “had notice of hearing 
but did not appear.” 

C. D. requested that the Telegram be re:read and then asked “What 
does that mean? Does that mean that he lost the case?” ; 

Sub-Deputy—It means that he will have to appeal the case. Din- 
shah had his choice of three different things. He obeyed the original 
Order. This seems to be a very dark hour for Spectro-Chrome. How- 
ever, if we abide by the Rules and follow the Guidance of the Originator, 
we shall eventually win! By Co:operation! Dinshah needs Witnesses.. 
They will have to-pay their own expenses for he is short of funds. How 
many will volunteer? 

(Helen Schott, Robert Schott, Norma Fiedler and Evert Dahlke 
agreed to go.) 

Five new Affiliates were greeted with hearty applause. 

Sub-Deputy—We have new Affiliates every month regardless of the 
opposition. 7 

‘He expressed surprise at so few Witnesses volunteering in compart- 
son to the many who received satisfactory results from the use of Spec- 
tro-Chrome. At the request of the Recorder, he sought the reasons: 
therefore. A. R. said he could not see his way clear at this time. 

Sub-Deputy—Is anyone able to go with a car and take others so. ex- 
penses may be kept at a minimum? (No reply.). 
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G. W. said she had already made two trips East this year. A. M. 
is unable to see his way clear this year. M. L. is leaving the city next 
week. | 

Sub-Deputy—I don’t know like what the Case is going to be. If it 
is like Brooklyn, you will not be able to say much, but Dinshah expects 
this Case to be quite different. 

G. W.—We can still send money if we wish. 

Regarding witnesses, conversation with some of the Affiliates re- 
vealed that some of the Witnesses who appeared in Brooklyn harbor the 
thought that they. were not very good Witnesses and did not do Spectro- 
Chrome very much good in view of the Verdict which was rendered by 
the Jury. Witnesses there were not permitted to speak freely. 

Before continuing with Case Reports and the Educational Program, 
the Recorder was requested to read an Article which she clipped from 
the Milwaukee Sentinel of Tuesday, October 1, 1946: “New Source of 
Light Promises End To Night” was the caption. The article told how 
Professor Etienne Vassy, 37, expert on Atmospheric Physics at the Sor- 
bonne University, Paris, made a sensational discovery which may turn 
night into day by means of radio transmission of optical waves directed 
at luminous Strata in the sky. This Professor refers to “the luminous 
zone which I had discovered 50 miles from the earth..... Strata D.” 

In regard to the Professor’s assertion, the Recorder said:—‘“THAT 
was in the Milwaukee Sentinel on October ist, 1946. I shall now read 
to you from the First Volume of Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopaedia, 
by Dinshah, copyright 1933, page 393, paragraph 3, line 9:—‘the Sun act- 
ually sheds NO LIGHT, but, the Energy sent forward is convertible into 
Light when it passes through impediments like the Atmosphere ..... , 
I leave it to you Affiliates to judge for yourselves who was the first dis- 
coverer of these Strata.” 

Sub-Deputy—Colonel Dinshah has made many discoveries with which 
he is not credited. 

Recorder—I have another clipping. We are not the only ones to 
incur the wrath of the Medical Profession. In the Milwaukee Sentinel of 
Wednesday, October 2d, 1946, E. V. Durling writes in his column:— 
“SIDELIGHTS—..... My occasional references to the cruelties of vivi- 
sectionists appear to have made some members of the medical profes- 
sion lose their tempers to the extent of breaking out with very nasty 
and insulting epistles addressed to this department. The truth hurts.” 

The Sub-Deputy added an article from the Milwaukee Journal (which 
also appeared in the Milwaukee Sentinel announcing a “new technique” 
for childbirth:—“Entirely Painless Childbirth—Doctor has a new tech- 
nique.” It must have been a “sweet” bundle from heaven for “the mother 
ate a piece of cake and drank a glass of milk as she comfortably gave 
birth to a 6 Ib. 14 oz. girl last Wednesday.” ‘This article evoked smiles 
from the listeners. The mother is said to have walked a few hours after 
birth. The Sub-Deputy said:—That is entirely opposite to the teachings 
of Spectro-Chrome. Dinshah refers us to Biblical passages in this con- 
nection. Injecting anything into the Spine is very dangerous. Then 
they wonder why they have so many Female Disorders later in life. In 
the last five years these Disorders have been more prevalent than ever. 
They often take Injections because they have not the patience to let Na- 

re work. 
mu Relative to the article read, Norma Fiedler told of a case where a 
Milwaukee Doctor encountered a Confinement Case just as he was about 
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to go on a vacation. In addition, the Doctor is said to have been in. need 
of money. In his hurry to get away, he forced the birth. Mother and 
baby both died. The only punishment.the Doctor received was that he 
was “kicked out of the hospital,’”’ but he is still practising. 

The birth of a baby under Spectro-Chrome methods was told by 
E. B., who said everything “went fine.” The baby weighed six pounds. 
“But it was hard work; I was sweating,” she said. The parent said: “I 
believe we shall have to make the baby a cap so it looks like Dinshah!”’ 
(Laughter.) The birth required about three hours. The midwife in at- 
tendance was surprised at the “clean” baby and thought it must be from 
the Food. 7 

Someone stated that it is compulsory that a Medical Doctor be pres- 
ent, but the Sub-Deputy reminded that sometimes the Doctor does not 
arrive in time. A registered midwife is permitted. 

E. S. wondered about dropping Silver Nitrate in the Eyes. E. B. 
said none was administered. E. S. thought it was compulsory under 
Medical Law. 

EK. B.—There.is nothing like “have to”! 

Sub-Deputy—In my family, we commenced using our Spectro- 
Chrome at about four o’clock in the afternoon and the baby arrived 
around six o’clock. There was no Pain until the actual Delivery. 

_ E. B.—This woman had Pain. 

W. H.—I am a fairly new Affiliate. I have been here for three Meet- 
ings. I had Hay Fever for 10 or 15 years. I am 31 years old now. Last 
month I had what you would call the “Stomach Flu.” I came here ex- 
pecting to learn something and I did. I used Indigo on Areas 6, 7, 8, 9 
and 10 and had relief in two hours. Had several Back Eliminations. 
Went to work the next day. The following two nights I tonated with In- 
digo. Could I have used another Color? I am here to learn. 

sub-Deputy—What about your Hay Fever? 

W. H.—It is about the same as usual. Some years it is better, some 
years worse. I suppose if I started early in the Spring it would be bet- 
ter. I have not had time enough really to clear up that condition. 

A. R.—It says in this issue of Spectro-Chrome that you should really 
start in the Spring with Tonations. . 

W. H.—I am using Magenta on Areas 4 and 18 under the Institute 
direction. 

J. M.—I became Benefit, Student in April. I have been feeling sick 
and I thought I should visit a Medical Doctor. He told meI had a Tumor 
and that it must come out. I used Yellow and I feel just perfect. I never 
went back to the Doctor, but Saturday, they rushed me to the Emergency 
Hospital. I fell. When I returned home, Atcowa Blue was irradiated. 
The Doctor advised me to remain in bed. 

Sub-Deputy—Orange would have increased the Circulation. 

J. M.—Then I should.use Orange on the Shoulder, as it is still quite 
painful. That is why I decided to come here today It is still discolored. 
but not as painful as it was. We used Blue because the Doctor told us 
to use ice packs (Ultra-Green Division). 

Sub-Deputy—How many had experiences with Spectro-Chrome as 
far.as Falls and Bruises are concerned? 

L. R.—I fell while going to the Drug Store for ice cream one eve- 
ning. I stumbled. I used Turquoise. It festered. After one Tonation 
of Turquoise it dried and was all right in a few Tonations. (Applause.) 
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6 A. B. reported a case of Swelling which was corrected in two Tona- 
ions. 

B. D.—I just had-something smart happen to me. I burned my Arm. 
Used Blue. I accidentally rubbed the Skin off although the Blister was 
already gone. . 

_ _ B.D. raised her Arm and showed it to the audience. There was very 
little trace of a Burn left. Applause was given to her report. 

Sub-Deputy—One Sunday, an Affiliate stopped at my house with a 
cut Finger. She used Indigo and Turquoise and had no Stitches. Acci- 
dentally, she bumped it and the Wound opened. Scar Tissue was present. 
She used no tape or bandage on it. Possibly a tape would have helped, 
in this case, to keep it from opening. 

_ G. W.—I forgot to report the most important thing last time about 
the Portable Itisometer. If A. H. were here he might explain it. The 
down payment will be $150.00, the total cost depending upon materials. 
No money will be refunded as was the case last time. New York already 
has a number of Orders placed. They are going to bring the money to 
the Meeting so Dinshah will have a considerable amount at one time to 
make progress. 

E. B. reported a case which could not be heard on the platform. 
Affiliates sitting on the side of the Platform can not be heard plainly. 

Discussion returned to the Portable Itisometer: . 

Sub-Deputy—The Recorder tells me that the word is a combination 
of the words “IT IS SO.” He showed the picture of the Main Dial illus- 
trated in Volume 3 of our Encyclopaedia and said that E. B. and K. B. 
are among the Normalators who use Itisometers. E. B. contributed to 
the elucidation of the instrument. 

Question arose as to the Contribution. G. W. repeated it. It will 
be at least $150.00 to start with and he would like to know how many 
are interested. 

F. K.—The Itisometer is an instrument which touches the Areas of 
the Body and records the degree of Imbalance. It is a wonderful instru- 
ment and if you had it in your home you would agree that it is truly 
one of the wonders of the World and should be classed as such. 

D. S. made inquiry about the Portable Spectro-Chrome Equipment. 
I. P. and E. S. also expressed interest in a Portable Spectro-Chrome. 

Sub-Deputy—The Itisometer eliminates all doubt. Spectro-Chrome 
may be used without the Itisometer, but with the use of it, it must be 
quite helpful. 

I. P. is always puzzled as to what Atcowa to use when a Cold com- 
mences. The Sub-Deputy suggested Turquoise and Magenta; if it per- 
sists. Lemon and Magenta. 

E. M. who was unable to attend last month’s Meeting until later, 
was called upon to give her impressions of the recent Class in Malaga 
which she attended. She said—The class was very wonderful. It cer- 
tainly was an education! 

Question by Sub-Deputy to Evelyn Murphy (who came in late) :— 
“Would you be in a position to go to the Camden, New Jersey Trial as 
a Witness?” 

E. M—No! I cannot get away from work! 

Sub-Deputy—I did not want to. miss asking you, as you came in late. 

Chapters 45 and 46 of the Spectro-Chrome Metry Encyclopaedia 
were read by the Sub-Deputy. Discussion followed on X-Rays and on 
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the Circulatory Colors. An Affiliate raised the question:—‘Where is 
the Spleen?” The Sub-Deputy pointed out the Area 6 on the Chart. 

EK. S. gave an interesting story about the Spleen:' A friend’s son fell 
from a tree and was taken to the Hospital. An Incision was made as 
there were internal injuries and it was discovered that there was a split 
Spleen. This organ was removed, but, the parents were told not to worry. 
They say that the boy is as active as ever, but I am wondering what ef- 
fect the removal of the Spleen has upon the Higher Vehicles as I remem- 
ber what Dinshah teaches us about that Area being the seat of the Auric 
Vehicle and that Light enters the Body through the Spleen Area. (Ap- 
plause.) The Sub-Deputy read the Chapter “Spleen as Gateway” and re- 
minded that there are Ancillary Spleens also. It was brought out that 
the Spleen also manufactures the Violet Corpuscles. 

A Sufferer Chart was presented for discussion by L. K. Her hus- 
band had a Growth on the Bladder. An Operation did not give the de- 
sired results. He is able to walk now, but, since the Operation, developed

Before the typing of these Minutes was concluded, F. K. called the 
Recorder to notify that a man with a portfolio “crashed the gate” at the 
last Meeting. F. S. was busy taking registrations and this man walked 
straightway by the crowd. F. K. asked him for his Affiliation Card and 
upon producing none led him to the door. We should have another 
guard at the door. |. 

It was a splendid Meeting with a fine attendance, an interested, alert 
and responsive audience and lively discussion.

Deputy Kurt W. Bader was in the chair, 22 Affiliates were present. 
Deputy read the Communication from the Principal Office, followed by 
a discussion. He explained that there is no guaranty on Time-Switches 
and showed how they are to be turned on; most people turn them on 


slowly and burn the contacts: they should be turned on snappily just as 
an Electric Light is turned on. 


A new Affiliate M. K. was greeted. 

Also the Affiliates were reminded that there is no better Cause thar. 
Spectro-Chrome in aiding Suffering Mankind and to send voluntary Con- 
tributions to the Spectro-Chromarium Fund. 

On the Educational Program, the Deputy read Article 41 Medical 
Humbug Of Common Cold from “Family Health Protector’ and a lively 
discussion followed. He also read from our Encyclopaedia, Volume 2, 
Chapter 53, Infra-Green And Ultra-Green, and explained, how important 
it is to watch the Signs and to decide if Tonation should be given on the 
Infra or Ultra Division. | 

P. P.—I like to know what Atcowa I should use for a Cold. I hada 
Cold and tonated with Indigo, but it did not do much good. 

Deputy—First always take Kardoscil and Spiroscil to decide if to 
tonate with the Infra or Ultra Division of the Spectrum. If there is Fever 
or Heat, you choose Ultra side, but do not go quite as far down as the 
Indigo. You may take Turquoise or if you are not sure yourself use 
Green Systemic and Magenta on Area 4. A Cold is usually a lowering of 
Body and Blood Temperature, caused verv often by improper dressing 
especially with the women. They do not dress warm enough. For this 
reason, silk stockings should be discarded. In order to bring about the 
necessary Circulation, tonate with Orange, which is 34 Red and 14 Green: 
the Red supplies the Heat and the Green cleanses. Cold and warmth 
have a great influence on the Tissues: with a Cold your Nostrils will close 
or choke on one side. You also will notice that Frontelim lessens and too 
much fluid stays in the System. 

A. P.—Last Saturday morning I turned my Ankle and sprained it; 
it was very painful and returning home, I tonated with Indigo. In the 
evening, I tonated again with Indigo; the Pain subsided entirely and the 
Ankle appeared normal, so I was able to go to work. 

Deputy—You used the right Atcowa. I could not have done any better: 
for Pain Relieving and rebuilding the torn Tissues, Indigo is the best. 

J. B—Friday night, I canned Tomatoes: the crock broke and the 
boiling Tomatoes splashed all over my Face, Neck and Chest. It burned 
terribly. Immediately I tonated with Blue and in a half hour the Pain 
subsided and did not return any more. I keep on tonating every dav 
and it is healing wonderfullv without any trouble. 

Deputy—My friends, if Spectro-Chrome did not do anything else. 
than normalate the Burns, which in so many cases are fatal. it would 
be worth its value a thousand fold, but look at all the many other At- 
tributes Spectro-Chrome has: there is reallv no end to it. Accidents are 
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all Acute Disorders and are normalated by the Ultra-Green Division of 
the Spectrum. Once I was called to a case, which looked almost hope- 
less. The Priest was present administering the last sacrament. Kardo- 
scil 54, Spiroscil 25; one to two is a hopeless case. The man had such a 
Chill he could not even get his clothes off; a hot bath and later a Tona- 
tion with Turquoise normalated him. He was up and around the next 
day. You have to introduce the Heat in the Body again. 

A lively discussion followed. | 

d F. J.—If a Cold too is very Persistent, do I have to go on the Ultra 
side? 

Deputy—Always watch the Signals. 

E. B.—My husband had some Teeth pulled; tonated with Indigo, but 
Pain did not subside, in fact it became worse. Next time he tonated 
with Orange and ‘it drew out plenty of putrid matter. | | 

Deputy—If there is an Abscess you use Orange; as a rule, there is 
not enough Circulation in the Gums. 

R. M.—I had a severe Pain in Areas 6-7-8; could not breathe or 
speak, could not lie down on Back or side. I thought this was the end; 
my Head felt cool and was alone tonated with Blue and after 35-40 min- 
utes felt better. After the hour was over, I could walk again and went 
to my shop, but felt that I was not quite right. The next morning I had 
the attack again, I took a hot bath and coming out of the bathtub, had 
another attack, but I dressed and went out.

Communication from Principal Office was read and discussed. 

Deputy—I received this Night Letter from the Institute that the 
Post Office Injunction Suit was thrown out of Court. 

The Affiliates were shocked to hear such news. 

Deputy—What has happened to our Country? Are not we supposed 
to be a Democracy? No hearing granted! How can you convict anyone 
when you will not let him tell his side of the Case. Did the Dictators 
do worse than that? What a crime against Humanity! 

He then asked how many would like to attend the new Class in our 
Science. Six hands were raised. 

Deputy—Dinshah will not come here for six people. Here is an 
opportunity to learn from Dinshah himself—think it over carefully. 

B. N.—Before the Case Reports are given, I like to make a special 
request to the Institute regarding the Spectro-Chrome Magazine. I feel 
some Affiliates are being penalized because of the negligent Affiliates. 
For instance, some of our people are too ill to attend these Meetings, 
yet are using their Equipments faithfully. They would enjoy. reading 
what is going on among the different Planets throughout the Country, 
but are denied that privilege. Would the Institute consider written 
explanatory requests?. : 

Case Reports followed :— | 

J. R. reported husband hurt while working at a Machine. One 
Finger had to be amputated and the Finger next to it was broken. 
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Suffered severe Pain. One week later, Hospital Surgeon said there was 
a very bad Infection. Sufferer complained. of Pain under Arm. Called 
the Deputy advised to stop the Medical Doctors and use Spectro-Chrome 
solely. Two days later, Pain stopped and Pus started oozing from 
the Wound. Now, the Pus has drained and the Hand is healing nicely. 

M. H. said her husband had a bad Gash on top of his Hand requiring 
18 Stitches at the Hospital. Taken home and started using Spectro- 
Chrome. Within 2 weeks, Hand ,almost healed and there was very little 
Pain during that time. 

_V. C. reported Pain in right Hand and could not raise his arm. His 
wife insisted on using a certain salve (This Salve is highly advertised 
on the Radio to relieve Muscular Strain).

You will always 
get results. 

M. R. reported Fever; tonated with Turquoise. Fever subsided. 

G. S. reported young daughter sick and had a Fever on Sunday. 
Tonated with Turquoise and Magenta. Condition cleared and child at- 
tended school on Monday. 

K. R. reported coming home from work one evening with a Sore 
Throat; Kardoscil 69, Spiroscil 138. Tonated with Orange. Went to work 
the next day but.in the afternoon began to feel quite sick. In the evening, 
Kardoscil 118 and Spiroscil 16. Unable to believe Kardoscil registered 
so much he took the Ratio several times, but the answer always remained 
the same. 118 to 16. Tonated with Purple; Kardoscil became 96, 
Spiroscil 16.

The Indictment 3423C, against Dinshah P. Ghadiali, the Originator 
of-the Science of Spectro-Chrome Metry and President of Dinshah Spec- 
‘tro-Chrome Institute, was brought to Trial, in the United States District 
Court, Camden, New Jersey, on Monday, October 21, 1946, before the 
Honorable District Judge Phillip Forman, after he denied a prior Motion 
To Guash The Indictment. For the Gevernment (Food And Drug Ad- 
ministration) Honorable Assistant United States Attorney Grover Cleve- 
Jand Richraan appeared as Prosecutor. Joseph McGuire, Attorney from 
the #. and D. Adrninistration in Washington, D. C. assisted him; Dinshah, 
as usual, apneared in his own Defense and that of his Corporation. 

It was the longest Tria! in the history of the Court, lasting 42 days. 
The Charge was that the Defendants transported in Interstate Com- 
merce 12 Spectro-Chrome Devices, with “Labels and Literature having 
Baise or Misleading Statements.” Jury rendered Verdict of “Both Guiity 
On Ail Counts.” Mctions for “Judgment Of Acquittal” or “Crder For 
New Trial” are pending.

May she be a joy to her parents 
and grow to be as fine a woman as her mother Irene Grace. 

Deputy—There you can see, what healthy living means. To be able 
to produce children at the age of 73, when thousands of young people are 
sterile thru their wrong way of living and Smoking; Tobacco is also the 
main cause of Infantile Paralysis and many other Disorders; Miscarriages 
are also very frequently caused by it. 

For the Educational Program, the Deputy read Chapter 90, “Spectro- 
Chrome In Persistent Disorders” and lively discussion. followed. Said he 
in speaking of Lemon Atcowa, “There is a book written by a Priest, 
where he states, that people with Kidney or Heart Disorder should drink 
as much of Lemon Juice as possible; of course, I do not emphasize to 
follow this as he advocates to take from one Lemon per day, increasing‘ 
by one up to 30 per day and back the scale again.

Case Reports followed :—

that I should take Green, so tonated with Green and Magenta for 3 days.

Deputy—Since there was a pulmonary condition, you did not go

Always 
wore elastic stocking. Kardoscil 80, Spiroscil 18. One Backelim a day. 
Atcowas given were Yellow 6, 8, 9, 10, Orange Systemic. She followed 
the Rational Food Of Man, with good results. Indigo Local was used. 

(3.) M. R., age 77 years, female. A case of sore Feet. All the Flesh 
under the Toes of both Feet was gone and Pus was coming out.

Deputy asked if there was anyone who had trouble with their baby 
having a Fever when baby was cutting Teeth, to which S. P. said that her 
23 month old baby had a Fever which lasted only 4 hours so she did not 
use Spectro-Chrome for Fever. She did, however, use Yellow for the 
Bowels. Deputy commented that the Body needs Yellow to pull Teeth

through the Gums and that in all cases where baby is cutting Teeth, the 
Blue will have little effect until Teeth are through. 

L. L.—I had an automobile Accident July 18. Called Emma Schroeder 
and asked her to come and see me. My Lip was cut in two places, and. 
my Knees were bruised. Emma advised me to use Turquoise Systemic, 
which I did and on the Favor Hour to use Magenta on Area 4. My Knees 
started swelling so I used Orange Local on Knees next Favor. . Next day, 
Emma checked my Kardoscil 78 and Spiroscil 22, she advised to use 
Orange on Area 17, Magenta on Area 4. My Knees were swollen about 3 
times the normal size. Next 5 days, I used Orange Systemic and Scarlet 
on Area 4. Swelling went down in three days. Then, I received Free. 
Guidance from the Institute and was told to use Yellow on 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 
and Magenta on Area 4. Started to use Yellow on Friday, August 25. 
Saturday my Kardoscil was 84, Spiroscil 17. My improvement was so 
rapid that I returned to the Class after 4 days. (100th Spectro-Chrome 
Metry Class). | 

J. T.—Four days ago, I had a Tooth pulled. It took two Dentists 
almost an hour to extract the Tooth. They gave me Injections and after 
they had started to pull, it did not come out. They X-Rayed Tooth and 
it showed that the Roots were hooked onto Jaw Bone They had the chair 
almost horizontal and took turns, different Forceps, to pull the Tooth, They 
gave me Anacin Tablets (which I threw away) and told me to put ice on 
the Area when I reached home, because it was going to be very painful. 
I went right under the Indigo before the freezing wore off. Took tonation 
in morning and in afternoon. I removed gauze and as I lay there I could 
feel the Bleeding stopping and after the evening Tonation, I had abso- 
lutely no Pain. I had Soreness about the size of a half dollar on my lower 
left Cheek. Altogether, I took five Indigo. 

Otto Lutz jokingly remarked that J. T. “must have had Royal Blood 
to bleed that much!” 

- EK. L.—When I fell and pushed Teeth into Jaw Bone, I used Indigo 
and got the same results—no Pain. 

When A. T. asked if anyone had ever taken Purple before going to 
Dentist and without Injection had Tooth removed, N. F. said, “I took 
Purple on Tooth and could hardly feel the Extraction.” 

R. H.—I gave my eleven year old son Purple before I took him to the 
Dentist. The Dentist wanted to give him an Injection of Novocaine, but, 
I told him to go ahead with the Dentistry work without the Injection. I 
told him it wouldn’t hurt him. He was surprised. The next time I called 
for an appointment for my son, the Dentist said that I should do the same 
as I did with him last time! 

F. S. wanted to know if it would be wise to take Red Local to cause 
an Infection, before having Tooth pulled. He was advised against it. 

H. K. wanted to see how Spectro-Chrome would work on her, so she 
took Purple before having a Tooth extracted. The Dentist did not want 
to extract it without giving her an Injection, but she wouldn't take any. 
After he had removed Tooth, “he grabbed a cigarette, because, it hurt him 
more than it did me.” She felt only a little Pain. 

When the Deputy asked H. K. if she used Spectro-Chrome in 
Dentistry, she said she used it for Hemorrhages. Hemorrhages stopped 
in ten minutes, where otherwise she would have to call a Physician. 

H. K. stated the case of a gentleman who had a Tooth extracted and 
his Face became swollen. He called H. K. and said he wanted a Tonation 
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on his Face. She gave him Indigo. The man said, “To this day I do not 
know what I would have done if I had not taken a Tonation.”’ 

The Deputy explained to the Affiliates that H. K. could use Spectro- 
Chrome on Areas 1 and 2 only, because, she was in Spectro-Chrome before 
restrictions were put on it. | 

Deputy—I- understand, J. T., that you were at the Institute last 
month. Do you have any comments? | 

J. T.—Last month, at this time, I was at the New York Planet Meet- 
ing. They have a nice group and are very interested, as we are, but they 
have to go some to compete with this one. To me, they don’t discuss 
things as we do here, I feel sorry for Lina Fischer. She tries so hard to 
get people to say things. Colonel Dinshah took me to the Planet. He 
had brought my Case History Reports with him and was going to ask the 
Affiliates if he should take the case or what he should do. They “ohed”’ 
and “ahed”, etc. and said that they thought the case was hopeless and 
that the Colonel shouldn’t take it. The Affiliates were surprised when I 
got up and told them that it was my case. They made me run around and 
stand up on a table. We had quite a time. I enjoyed my visit at the 
Planet Meeting, because, everyone was so nice to me. I had a wonderful 
time at the Institute Irene Grace is a splendid person and although she 
was quite uncomfortable at the time, because she was expecting her baby, 
she went into the Office every day at eight in the morning and worked 
even though Air Temperature was 102°. She did not each lunch; did not 
even take time out for lunch. I was becoming restless because Colonel 
did not let me do any thing. It was hard for me to sit still, because, there 
was so much work to be done. The Dinshah family tries. so hard to keep 
everything going.. They need plenty of help and plenty of co:operation. 
Yet they do have their “time outs”. The boys play the violin, piano and 
other instruments: They play everything from classics to boggie-woggie. 
The boys do all the cooking and Irene supervises. How she manages to 
do all she does and still keep so cheerful, I don’t know. I was treated as 
one of the family. They all made me feel so at home. We had breakfast 
at eight. We had such food as is listed in an example of a menu in 
Rational Food Of Man. At first, some of the food seemed too sweet to 
me, but I became used to it and now like it. One time we had so much 
whipped cream over blueberry pie that we could hardly see the pie. 

A. T.—Tell them how much weight you gained. 

J. T.—I did not gain; I lost weight. I had to take in the seams of 
my slack suit when I carne home. All in all, I had a wonderful time and 
enjoyed my trip. I did not take any Tonations while at the Institute, but, 
I did notice it. I still notice it if I do not take Tonations. 

At this point, the Deputy said that J. T.’s case would be read at the 
next meeting. She did, however, give a summation of her case as follows: 

“T live in Kenosha (Polio area) and about a year ago I was very sick. 
I thought I had the Flu, called Medical Doctor who diagnosed it as Flu. 
About three days, I noticed I had trouble urinating. About two days later, 
I did not urinate at all. The Doctor said I should walk, but my Knees 
were stiff. I was rushed to the Hospital. They took the Fluid out of my 
Spine. I think that is what caused me to be so sick. I was taken to an 
Isolation Hospital, where I was not allowed to have visitors, not even my 
husband. They inserted a Catheter in me and took urine every 8 to 10 
hours for two weeks. I stayed in the Hospital for two months. They stuck 
me with pins to see if I had feeling. I felt something like when a Foot 
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falls asleep. Specialists were called from Milwaukee and my husband and 
sister were told that I would be partially paralytic all my life. My sister 
took over, had release papers signed, took me home and removed the 
Catheter that was attached to my Body. I was given Enemas in the 
Hospital, but, nothing would come. After a little less than 48 hours of 
Scarlet, I was carried to the toilet and I urinated all by myself. We then 
switched to Yellow to get Bowels working. In two days, we got Bowels 
moving. I had two and three Movements a day and couldn’t stop. Then 
we worked on Numbness. In two weeks I was out of Pain. Before I was 
sick I weighed 147 pounds, and 80 pounds after. Three days after I was 
home, the Doctor came to check the Catheter. He saw that I was sitting 
up in bed and said, “Well, what are you doing sitting up?” I told him 
Spectro-Chrome did it. He then asked, ‘“What happened to the Catheter?” 
My sister said, “Here’s your Catheter. Take it, we don’t need it.” The 
Doctor thought it was ridiculous for us to do the things we did. He 
wanted to know what right we had to remove the Catheter. My sister 
told him, “‘Well, Doc, if you ever need any help down at the Hospital, just 
look us up!” (APPLAUSE) 

Deputy—lI think everyone here enjoyed listening to your case, J. T. 
It really shows that the Doctors are at a loss. If we Affiliates use Spectro- 
Chrome conscientiously, we won’t need a Medical Doctor. ; 

The above led to a discussion as to how many times a day we should 
tonate. It depends upon the person, case and condition. Nature can only 
repair so much at a time. Otto Lutz said, “Sometimes 1, 2 or even 3 
Tonations, but you can not crowd Nature.” 

The Deputy brought us back to the Institute for a few minutes, when 
he said he watched Dinshah put teaspoon after teaspoon of Sugar in the 
already sweetened Lemonade. Evert Dahlke asked him if that was not 
too sweet for him then, upon which the Colonel remarked, “I am an old 
sour prune and I must have something to make me sweet.” (Now, we 
know that is not true, Colonel.) 

A. E. (directing remark to Deputy)—yYou are to be commended on 
the way in which you conduct your Meetings and the way you make the 
Affiliates feel like talking and discussing cases. Also A. T. and J. T. 
add much to our Meeting, because, they are so interested and when they 
want to know something, they ask until they get the answer. That is 
the way more of us should be. “Boy, I’m glad they are here.” (AP- 
PLAUSE) 

Deputy—Thank you. I am trying to be conscientious and I hope you 
Affiliates will co:operate with me by bringing questions up that will keep 
the Meetings interesting. If your questions cannot be answered here, they 
will be answered in the Editorial Remarks. 

R. S.—We found, from past experience, that the Affiliates must be 
“pumped” for information. 

Theodore Mohrhusen sends us his regards from Omaha. Edward 
Straub visited him about two weeks ago and said that he looks well, gets 
his magazines once a year, misses the Meetings and thinks of us. (AP- 
PLAUSE) | | | 

The Deputy read a communication from Emma Schroeder which she 
had received from former Congressman Samuel Pettingell, “Gentleman 
from Indiana’, who took up the opinion of Judge Claude McColloch in 
regards to the American Citizen’s rights.

There is 
no Fever. It just seems as if she is always hitting that Finger. 

Deputy—Well, of course, she will have a sore Finger if she is always 
hitting it. Lemon is the ‘Bone Builder, I should suggest Lemon. 

An Affiliate—What about Green? 

Deputy—Why not-Lemon? It is 34 Green and the Lemon will build 
Bone. J. N. have you anything to add? 

J. N.—Lemon is the Bone Builder as the Deputy just stated. Green 
is a wonderful Cleanser, so I should suggest Lemon for one week, followed 
by Green for one week. Now, to counteract any shock that may be pres- 
ent, I suggest also Magenta on Area 4 and Violet on Area 18. 

Deputy—yYes, that is something we all have a tendency to overlook, 
the Magenta. Of all the Colors, in my opinion, Magenta is the most bene- 
ficial: It builds the Aura, remember that is how Spectro-Chrome works, 
strengthens the Heart and Kidneys, builds the Blood, etc., etc. Many 
times Affiliates tell me how long they took a certain Color and are not 
quite satisfied with the results. Never once have they used Magenta. If 
Magenta did only one thing and that one thing was build the Aura, it still 
would be the most beneficent of all the Colors, because as I said before, it 
is through the Aura that Spectro-Chrome functions. If the Aura be de- 
pleted you can not expect success. Remember, when tonating, to use 
Magenta also. | 

A. M. (A visiting Affiliate from Florida)—On our trip North, we 
had an Accident and the automobile tipped over. My wife had a broken: 
Rib. As soon as possible, she was put under Spectro-Chrome and was 
tonated with Lemon, Orange, Magenta and Yellow. 
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Deputy—What about yourself? 

A. M.—I was “shaken up” a little, but, one Tonation and I was all 
right. She was the worse one. 

Deputy—Was she in a Hospital? 

Affiliate—Yes, two days only. She is feeling much better now. 

J. J.—About three weeks ago, I became sick in the shop. Pain in 
Areas 8-9-10. Earlier in the day, I had drunk some Grape Juice 
and thought it might be that caused the upset. When I reached home, I 
drank some water and tonated with Orange. The trouble was not in my 
stomach, but, the Appendix. I put ice on my side and later tonated with 
Turquoise. I called J. N. and she advised Turquoise and Blue. I was out 
of work ten days. Then I went and happened to cut my Finger, but one 
Tonation took care of that. On top of that, I had a Cold and my Kardoscil 
was 114. Two Tonations of Turquoise and I felt much better. I have a 
slight Cough, but, I know that will soon be gone. 

Deputy—No Medical Doctors, no Penicillin? 

J. J} (laughing)—No, nothing like that. J. N.’s advice and Spectro- 
Chrome did the job. 

Deputy—Any Inflammation, regardless of name, shows a predomi- 
nance of Hydrogen in the Body and the Remedy is on the Ultra-Green. 
I recently read where scientists said that future generations will be born 
without the Appendix—we shall have no further use for it! Figure that 
one out. God creates the Body, but man is now convinced he can improve 
on it! Forget all these “Miracle Drugs” and follow our true Science. No 
man can ever improve on Nature. Talk to any young man coming out of 
College today, he is convinced he can—they know it all—at least they 
think they do. People permit Surgeons to remove Organs from their 
Bodies and then they expect to regain their Health. Remove the gears 
from your car and see how far it will go. Stay away from Medical Doctors. 
If you have a Bone to be set or a bad Cut to be sewed that is all right, 
but after that, you have no further need of them. 

L. S.—My husband had a Heart attack. Within two days he was 
feeling better; we used Spectro-Chrome. 

Deputy—We have a man at the shop about 64 years old. He has 
never been sick in his life and I do not believe he missed a day in 34 years. 
A few days ago, he complained of a Pain in his Chest. One of our Affili- 
ates told him about Spectro-Chrome and he had him almost convinced 
to try it. Unfortunately, the Foreman cannot see anything in healing by 
Color and talked him into going to the Ford Hospital, which he did. After 
all sorts of Tests had been made, he was informed he had a bad Heart. 
He was advised to leave town for a few weeks and take a rest. One day 
after he returned to the city, I was talking to him and in our conversation 
mentioned the death of another old worker. “Yes,” replied this elderly 
man, “the way I feél now I'll be next.” I tried to tell him the Pains might 
be Gas Pains, but it was hopeless. The Medical Doctors said he has a bad 
Heart and that is that. The way he feels now, I give him about 3 months. 
There is nothing like Magenta for Heart Disorder. 

G. S.—We had our Equipment with us at our Summer cottage. My 
daughter is tonated regularly. My Mother tonated Yellow for two days. 
She had complained of a burning sensation during Front Elimination. 
Condition cleared. She was certainly surprised with the quick results. In 
spite of that and also the way we feel about Spectro-Chrome ourselves, 
we can not get my father to use it. He definitely needs it, because, he has 
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trouble with the Eliminations. My son has had only one Asthma attack 
this year and the Hay Fever is not as bad as in previous years. 

Deputy—Continue with your Tonations and you will see results. 

G. S.—That is the trouble; as soon as we begin to feel better we slip 
up on our Tonations. 

Deputy—That is the common complaint of most of our Affiliates. We 
must remember a run down condition can not be normalated within a few 
Tonations. It takes time. Advertising tells us Aspirin relieves Head- 
aches, but, we are not interested in just relief; what we want is Normal- 
ation. Stay with Spectro-Chrome and you will get it. I stopped renting 
my Equipments to people: with Asthma, Sugar Diabetes or some other 
Disorder of long standing. It takes time to bring about Normalation and 
they do not have the patience to wait. Not only that, but, I warn them 
about cleaning the Thermocept, but it is no use. I have given them an 
Itisation, made out a Chart for about 15 weeks ahead, yet within 3 or 4 
weeks they come back and say “it does not work.” What do they expect? 
If Spectro-Chrome does not work, the fault is theirs and not of the 
Machine. 

W. K.—I had a Backache with a great deal of Pain. Two “shots” of 
Indigo and I had no more trouble. Speaking about dirty Thermocepts, 
I remember speaking to Dinshah about that and he said “fill the Thermo- 
cept with water and add one-half teaspoonful of vinegar; leave overnight 
or for several hours. Rinse and use as usual.” 

Deputy—lI use Distilled Water and have no trouble at all. 

An Affiliate—Is Dinshah against drinking Distilled Water? 

Deputy—I do not know about that. Suppose we ask for a comment 
from the Principal Office. I have been reading a magazine entitled “Or- 
ganic Garden” in which it cites the danger to our soil by constant fertiliz- 
ing with Chemicals. It has been found that soil becomes run down when 
fed with Chemicals over a considerable period of time and is also infested 
with Parasites. We have no one to blame but our “Scientists”, who in 
turn are backed by our Government. Our soil can become corrupt through 
wrong care, just as our Bodies become corrupt through wrong eating. Soil 
poisoned means food poisoned, and in turn the Body is poisoned. It looks 
like we may have to grow our own food if we want to be sure it is clean. 
If there are no more Case Reports we shall begin with our Educational 
Program. I believe the Recorder wants to say a few words. 

Recorder—Did anyone read “Life” Magazine dated August 18, 1947, 
Page 123? 

B. N. raised her hand. 

The Recorder then read a brief article from that Magazine pertaining 
to “Quack Medical Devices”. One of the Devices, sadly observes the 
American Medical Association, is by one Dinshah P. Ghadiali who has 
charged $750.00 for a “Graduate Spectro-Chrome which he claims would 
stimulate the Pituitary, energize the liver, build hemoglobin and promote 
digestion, to say nothing of killing worms.” 

An Affiliate—Some one should write in and say it does just that! 

‘The Recorder next Showed the Affiliates a book she had come across 
recently entitled “Healing And Occult Science” by Dr. J. Croiset van 
Uchelen. Dinshah’s teaching is mentioned several times in this book. 
Concluded the Recorder, “We must remember Dinshah is a well known 
Scientist. We are so used to addressing him as Colonel Dinshah, but his 
full name is Colonel Dinshah Ghadiali.” 
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Deputy—Yes, some day this work will be recognized for what it is. 

Albert Greenham, Sub-Deputy, then began the Educational Program. 
He introduced five new Affiliates. They were greeted with applause. 

Sub-Deputy—While I agree with the Deputy about the soil corruption 
et cetera, we must also remember that within us there is a “Chemist” who 
knows how to take care of conditions like that. I remember reading that 
in Chicago I believe the year was 1923, two men were sentenced to die. 
Medical men wished to make a Test and tlie condemned men were told if 
they took this Test the Sentence would be commuted to Life Imprisonment 
if they lived! The men agreed and each was given a vial containing. 
Diphtheria Germs enough to affect a large population! They drank the 
contents and nothing happened! There is something powerful in all of 
us that has the final word. 

L. R.—I did not give a report tonight. I have had my Equipment 
since January and am taking Tonations regularly, but, my Hay Fever is 
still here. — 

Sub-Deputy—Do you have Hay Fever now? 

Affiliate—Yes, I do. 

Sub-Deputy—Well, I saw many cases of that Disorder and I must say 
you look very good to me. (Laughter) 

L. R. (laughing)—You should see me sometimes. 

J. N.—What about her food? 

The Affiliate gave a list of foods and also her food eaten that day. 
She admitted she was not strictly on Rational Food Of Man, but was close. 

B. N.—Starchy foods are bad and aggravate that Disorder. Better 
stay with Fruit and Fruit Juices and cool Salads. _ 

Several Affiliates offered suggestions. 

Sub-Deputy—We have two courses open: either we work with 
Spectro-Chrome or put up with the Disorder. Remember, it is her Hay 
Fever and not any of yours (Laughter). Seriously though, I should advise 
following strictly the Rational Food Of Man and tonating faithfully. Hay 
Fever can be normalated but it takes time. We can never harm ourselves; 
we are only working with the Visible Side of the Spectrum, the side that 
supports Life. Use Spectro-Chrome as you are taught, taking Tonations 
at the correct Favor Period which is very important. | 

G. S.—How does Dinshah decide on the Time Schedule and can it be 
explained simply? I am asked that question many times. 

The Sub-Deputy gave a brief explanation, including. Junction Period. 

J. N.—We must always remember this is a Science and can not be 
discussed in a few words. Dinshah explains that in detail in the Class 
that he gives. 

Sub-Deputy—Yes, it is all in our Encyclopaedia too. 

J. N.—I took the Course twice. I had a hard time believing the Nares 
do not breathe together. Many a good discussion I had with the Colonel. 
I lived near a skating pond and one day I went down and watched the 
children skating. I tried to watch two boys, but, they were breathing 
through their mouths also.

Deputy Clemens M. P. Neumann was in the Chair; 60 Affiliates were 
present. Communication from the Principal Office was read, with remarks 
and explanations; the Deputy also read “ “It’s A Girl for the Ghadialis. 
First After Seven Sons, And Her Father is 73 Years Old.” from the Vine- 
land News of August 24, 1947. 

Deputy asked if there was any question. 
| Sub-Deputy—Dinshah is a stickler for boys, but, no doubt Irene did 
her best! 

T. P. said she would like to send Dinshah her best wishes and wish 
Irene the best of luck on the ‘“‘New Baby Girl.” | 

Deputy asked the Affiliates if they wanted to pass on T. P.’s kind 
wishes for the Dinshah family. They assented. It was voted on and 
unanimously passed. 

An Affiliate suggested sending the Baby a gift. 

The Recorder said it was not permissible; that was against the By- 
Laws. 

The Affiliate said this gift was for the Baby. 

The Deputy explained the By-Law 68 and said if any one wanted to 
send a gift, it would be accepted if sent to the Spectro-Chrome Fund. 
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The Deputy told the Affiliate that Dinshah looked very well and his 
wife looked wonderful, also about the new Experimental Apparati.

INTERMISSION 


1. 1947. At this point, publication of the Spectro-Chrome 
magazine ceased because of the conditions of probation imposed 
on Dinshah. Thousands of magazine back-issues were turned 
over to federal authorities for destruction in the Camden NJ 
incinerator, along with innumerable books written by Dinshah 
pertaining to Spectro-Chrome. 


2. 1953. His probationary term completed, Dinshah formed a 
new corporation: VISIBLE SPECTRUM RESEARCH INSTITUTE. It 
took up where the previous corporation (DINSHAH SPECTRO- 
CHROME INSTITUTE) left off with one major difference: labeling 
on the projector and literature very plainly stated that in the 
conventional medical view Spectro-Chrome had no therapeutic 
value. 


3. 1955. In January, Dinshah resumed editing a monthly 
magazine, now titled Visible Spectrum Researcher, continuing 
for 35 issues. The final edition (November 1957, reprinted on 
the following pages) is representative of all 35, and contains a 
copy of the disclaimer label. In each magazinea warning decla- 
ration from the editor also was printed. 


4, 1957. This issue carried the correspondence between Din- 
shah and the Food and Drug Administration which eventually 
resulted ina permanent Federal injunction against Dinshah and 
his Institute. The judge held that the device was identical to 
those of previous corporations (res adjudicata), and the dis-— 
claimers were meaningless because it was evident that the 
Spectro-Chrome device was still being sold for health purposes. 
In effect, the learned jurist ruled that you were to be deprived 
of the right to even try this admittedly harmless System. 


5. This was virtually the end of Spectro-Chrome for the time 
being as Dinshah was then prevented from sending projectors, 
books or literature across State lines. 


6. 1958. Notwithstanding this tremendous setback, Dinshah 
continued within the bounds of the injunction, selling a few 
books and projectors in New Jersey, giving a few promotional 
talks locally. An era had ended.

Under the above caption, Medical Doctor William Bolton, as the 
Editor of the said department in “today’s health’, a monthly publication of 
the American Medical Association, wrote in its March 1953 issue an answer

Question — A friend teils me that a method called color therapy is 
now being developed by which various illnesses may be treated successfully. 
Do you have any information about this? 


Answer — From time to time, theories are advanced that color may 
have value as a treatment adjunct in medicine, but we do not know of any 
evidence that a specific disease ever has been cured through the use of color 
alone. Various colors may have some value so far as mental attitudes of 
many patients are concerned, and this idea has been utilized in some hospi- 
tals. For example, walls and ceilings of hospital wards or rooms may be 
painted a light blue or green because such tints are believed to have a sooth- 
ing effect.

I received a letter from Mr. and Mrs. C. H. today. Mr. H. was never sick a 
day in his life. Now, he could not pass his Front Elimination. He used Ma- 
genta two or three times without any results. After the third day, he col- 
lapsed. His wife became very panicky and called in a Physician, who rushed 
him to a Hospital. This happened June 24th and he just returned home to- 
day.

We 
have a Science that is built upon Mathematical precision and it will never 
change, just as the Musical Scale of Do, Re, Mi, Fa, Sol, La, Si, Do will 
never change. That is Science. We may modernize our Equipment, but its 
fundamentals will not change and it will be as good tomorrow as it was yes- 
terday. Most of the so-called “bad luck” from our system results from peo- 
ple slipping by the wayside and the two will not go together. Everything 
that we think is right, we should honestly analyze. People insist Meat is 
necessary for the diet. Meat is secondary food. Why not eat our food first 
hand? The Bible continually admonishes against Meat and prohibits Flesh 
and Blood. The slaughter animals undergo highly emotional upset prior to 
their execution and their process of elimination continues even after death 
and goes into the Tissues. That is why the consequence of eating Meat is 
so serious. Then, these people need Tranquilizing Pills, et cetera. The 
greatest trouble of our Students is that they continue their old habits and 
also use the Visible Spectrum. It does not make sense. Either use one or the 
other. Why give the Visible Spectrum a bad name, because the user violates 
the prescribed mode of living?

G. N. — I have a friend who would like to attend these Meetings. 


A. G. — Your friend can become a Student Researcher for only $3.00 
a year membership. We have a new Member here tonight, W. F. 


W. F. — I injured my Arm two months ago. I ordered my Equip- 
ment, but, did not receive it yet. I read the Family Health Protector today 
and it certainly contains plenty of information. 


A. G. — I shall now read Chapter 50 about our Science, from “Am- 
erican Sex Problems.” (It was read and found informative. The Radiometer 
was then exhibited with a Portable Color Projector, as different Colors 
having different Radiation. He then described the various Attributes of the 
Colors, also the working of the Digestive Tract, showing why Enemas and 
Colonic Irrigations were not advisable. The working of the Thyroid and 
Parathyroid Glands was enunciated. He also spoke about the Pancreas and 
the Thymus Gland.)

A. G. — The so'e purpose of the Water is to protect the Slides from 
cracking by the heat of the Bulb.

A. G. — Let us take your Kardoscil and Spiroscil. (It was 66-13.)

First Milwaukee Wisconsin Studio 

F. K. — Good evening, everybody. One month ago, we were sur- 
prised by our President. Those of you who were not here, missed some- 
thing. Some of you Members cut out a clipping; what you should do is to 
tear out the entire sheet, to show from where it is and the date. I like to 
read an interesting article from our magazine; how many read this article? 
Dinshah has been writing interesting articles and in the July 1957 maga- 
zine he tells how you may get advice on personal problems. I like to read 
from the First Volume of our Text Books Set. Those of you who were at 
the Convention, heard Dinshah. It may not be interesting to our old time 
Members, but, we have new Members all the time.

C. P. — I shall try to get extra copies. 

N. T. — I had a bad Cough last month and I did not get results until 
I used Lemon.

N. T. — I also had a Sty; I used Turquoise and that helped. 

I had a wedding in the fam- 
ily and it felt like I had a pressure and the way I decided to help myself;

in a Cold; then, I decided to use Turquoise for 2 days and my Backelim

F. K. — Yellow will move the Bowels; then, you may go to Violet. 

Cc. P. — To come to a conclusion by Ratio, can you explain that a 
little? 

K. B. — That is always the same story. First.find out what is the 
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Ratio, 4 to 1 or whatever it is. Find out what was eaten the day before. If 

you use Yellow, it helps along by throwing it out. If it keeps on for weeks 
or months, that is different. Some time ago, I had a Sufferer that went 12 

times a day. First, I started out with Green, that acts as a Germicide and 
Cleanser. The same as the lady that fell, she used Green and Magenta. That 

i‘ good ; it will help the Circulation, but, I always look to see what the Ra- 
10 is. 

F’. K. — Regardless of what the Ratio is, 4 to 1 or 5 to 1 will 
recover; 3 to 1 is doubtful; if it be 2 to 1, the person will have slight chance 
for recovery. 

C. P. — Then the best one to use is Magenta. 

L. S. — About 2 months ago, my son was sick and his Kardoscil was 
really low; then, I used Magenta. I asked him how his Elimination was and 
we took care of that and used Orange; then, after he was relieved, his 
Kardoscil went up. 

F. K. — When there is a Cramp, use Orange. If an individual be in- 
jured and the Blood does. not go to the injured part, what Gland is 
unbalanced ? 

Member — The Pituitary Gland. 

F. K. — That is one of the reasons why Dinshah advises us to stay 
away from Alcohol, as it ruins the Pituitary Gland. Its Posterior has Fibers 
which eventually act on the Spleen and Liver. (He then explained about the 
action of the Thymus Gland for growth. Some discussion resulted.) Now, 
I shall read to you from the Third Volume of our Text Books Set, Chapter 
87, “Secrets Of The Pituitary Gland.”

KNOCKING AGAIN AT OUR DOOR 

It was 12:30 in the afternoon of Tuesday, October 29, 1957; I was 
getting the October 1957 Visible Spectrum Researcher ready for the mails, 
our third Trustee Martha Jane Sarosh Ghadiali was helping in the work, 
when she noticed an automobile entering the yard. I went out and two. 
gentlemen emerged from the car. They announced themselves as coming 
from the Food and Drug Administration and showed their credentials.

From the evening of that day, I was plagued on the Long Distance 
Telephone, by Members of our Organization, that Federal Officers were 
coming to their homes and asking all kinds of questions and many of them 
confirmed their telephonic information subsequently by letters.
